faith, in a manner the people of the whole world, and 
amongſt the reſt the very Philoſophers themſelues. 
For ot them and their time was ver yſied that ofthe 
Prophet, Their ſound is gon out, into all lands, and 
their wordes vnto the ends of the world. Thoſe peo- 
ple, that noe force or power of the Komanes (maſters 
of the world ) could bring to the obedience of the 
Roman lawes, although they ſubdued their perſons, 
Scythians, Indians, «Athiopians, Parthians, Germans, and 
Britans (ſo ſpeaketh Theodoretreckoning many other 
Nations belide) theſe ſame ſiſhermen, vſing neither 
weapons nor ſouldiers, nor any other inforcinge 
meanes then perſwaſions and the examples of their 
vertues, as eſpecially of their patience of injuries and 
afflictions, induced notwithſtanding to ſubject them- 
ſelues vnto the lawe of a man done to death by the 
baſe, ſeruile, and moſt ſhamefull puniſhment of the 
croſſe. A branch or limme of this miracle I haue tã- 
ken vpon mee to deſcribe, euen ſoc far forth as it con- 
cerneth this our Britaine, and haue preſumed to offer 
the ſame vnto your Majeſtie; as an argument, if it 
were well handled, not vn worthy your conſide- 
ration. For whereas this worke conſiſteth of two 
parts, being both narrations, one reporting the hi- 
ſtorie of our conuerſion from Paganiſme vnto Chriſti- 
an religion ; the other containing a memoriall of the 
liues and actions of ſuch as from time to time haue 
been the principall inſtruments of the propagation 
and continuance of that firſt plantation: It will lay 
open two poynts miniſtring matter of greate and 
moſt juſt glorie, both vnto your ſelſe and che Domi- 
nions ouer which God of his goodneſſe hath placed 


you: the firſt, ſhewing; that heere the miracle _

ſaid had his firſt operation; as the ſecond, that heere 

likewiſe it hath found the moſt effectuall operation. 
For firſt, it will appeare (that which Sabellicus 

hath well noted) how that Omnium Prouinciarum pri- 


ms, Britannia, publicitus Chriſti nomen recepit; In which nne 47 
reſpect it is worthylie called Primogenita eccleſiæ, the bb: 5. 


firſt begoten daughter of the church of God: ſecond- 
ly, that the godly care and judicious choyce of your 
Majeſty, hath aftorded vnto our Church ſuch Paſtors 
both for pietie and learning, as neither can any age 
paſt in our country, nor any other country in the 
world at this preſent, be compared juſtly with vs, for 
abundance of Preachers of Gods truth, men-indued 
with excellent learning, and moreouer by Godlineſſe 
of life and good example confirminge what they 
teach; howſoeuer by the ſlaunderous mouthes as 
well of Puritanes as Papiſts, imputations are dayly 
caſt vpon vs importing the contrary. In the former 
of theſe l haue the more willingly taken paynes, by 
inlarging that which heeretofore I haue written to 
that purpoſe ſomewhat more breefly then were ex- 

edient; becauſe I perceiue that diuers of late yeeres 
— greatly endeuoured, to deduce the pedegree of 
our Chriſtianitie from Rome, by making the Bilhops 
thereof the firſt authors of the ſame. And heerein 
they haue been ſoe earneſt, as well we might maruaile 


they ſhould ſoe ( incaleſcere inre frigida )but that one N. O: in 
of them telleth vs in plainetearmes, we haue in that bat ., 


reſpect ſuch anobligation to the See of Ram as needs 
we muſt mayntaine that religion that is nowe taught 
and mayntained there by the Biſhops of the ſame. 
Were the antecedent all true, we might not allow the 
conſequence for good.

And S. Anguſtinein a certaine diſputation bertweene 
him and one Paſcentius, ſaith , that faith and religion 
ſprang firſt from the G . Heereupon may we in 
like fort conclude, that Tertullian was perlwaded, wee 
ought euer to mantaine the doctrine taught in Jeruſa- 
lem & by the Biſhops thereoff, amongſt which divers 
aretnowne to haue been groſſe Heretickes: And that 
S. Auguſtine in the place before named, approued once 
for all, all ſuch opinions as the Greeke Church ſhould 
at any time happen to defend. Nowe although the 
conlequence being ſo weake, the argument of it ſelſe 
falleth to the ground; yet, in as much as, going about 
to make good the antecedent ( which is notoriouſly 
falſe) theſe men they caſt a myſt before our eyes in 
deprauing and faliifying the hiſtory of our Church: 
I haue thought good to indeuour, that the very truth 
in that behalfe may appeare, as by teſtimonies 
worthy credit and without exceptions I truſt it ſhall, 
For the other poynt, concerning the vertues and 
fufficiency beyond all exception of thoſe Prelates, 
our Church hath brought forth ſince the refor- 
mation of the ſame; I teare I haue dealt but too 
too modeſtlie, refuſinge to yeelde to them their 
due prayſes, leaſt I ſhould ſeeme to flatrer men, 
that either in perſon, or by their neere friendes and 
poſterity 


poſterity are as it were yet preſent amongſt vs. For 
concerning them I haue ſet downe nothing, but mat- 
ter of fact, and that ſuch, as either is to be ſhewen in 
publique record, or is ſo notorious, as noe man but 
knoweth waocuer knew them. Neither indeed do l 
thinke it very needfull for me to proceed much far- 
ther, ſeeing the writings of moſt of them heertofore 
publiſhed vnto the world, are teſtimonies ſufficient 
of the excellency of their learning and ſincerity of 
DoArine: And their conuerſations ſuch, as neither 
any malicious Saunders, or ennious Marprelate, was e- 
uer able to caſt vpon (I doubt not I may lay) any one 
of them, an aſperſion of ſcandall that could leave a- 
ny permanent ſtayne behind it. God of his infinite 
goodneſſe graunt vnto your Majeſtic my and ma- 
ny happy dayes amongſt vs, and that after it ſhall 
pleaſe him to tranſlate you from theſe temporary 
Kingdomes to that which is euerlaſting, you may 
leaue of your poſterity ſuch , as from time to time 
may ſucceed you as well in your vertues as in your 
Dominions. Then ſhall che breaſts of your Prieſts 
be euermore adorned with Vm and Thummim, yea 
they ſhall ſhine as ſo many ſtarres in the right han 
of him that hath the keyes of hell andof death , that 
is Alpha and Omega, the firſt and the laſt, to whom be 
all honourand glory, now and for euer.

2 8 ning the additions, by which it hath got- 
ten this increaſe, I haue thoug at good to 
aduertiſe th: Reader, that they are of three ſorts ; præfixa, 
infixa, and affixa. The firſt of theſe containing a true lu- 
feory of the firſt plantation of Chriſt;an Religion among it ws, 
# duuided into foure parts or Chapters : Whereof one, deli. 
nereth a report of thoſe thinges that I finde written concer- 
ning our conuer ſion by the Apoſtles themſelues. The ſecond, 
what 1 find in that kind concerning Apoſtolicall men, that i, 
ſuch as lined in the Apoſtles times, and in likelyhoode might 
bee their diſciples. The third, what is to bee thought of the 
Hiſtory of King Lucius : And laſtly,the fourth a true narra- 
tion of what was performed by Auguſtine, commonly cal- 
led in our hiſtories, the Apoſtle of England. That being 
done, I proceed in my former courſe, but withall mpartinge 
onto the Reader ſuch other antiquities concerning the matter 
Ihaue taken in hand, as now in theſe dooſen yeares laſt paſt 1 
haxe lighted upen(which are not a fewe) and inſerting thoſe 
worthy Biſhops and excellent men that the princely and reli- 
» gious care of his Miieſtie hath in the meane time afforded 
vunto our Church. Laſtly then, beſides acatalogue of the Bi- 
Hopes of' two Sces. ( Bangor and S. Aſlaph ) formerly 
wanting.

Now therefoze to paſſe unto the third teſtimony, it confl- 
Beth ofcerfaine ws2ds of Gildas, taken out /not of his Epiſtle 
de excidio Eritannic, as the Connerfloner falfly quoteth) but out 
of another diſcourſe intituled ( aſtsgatio mw Eccleſſiaſticum ordinem, 
The wo2ds are theſe. Sedem Perris Apoftoli mmundis ped; bus v- 
ſurpaxtes, ſed merito cupiditatis, in Jude traditoris peſtilentem Cat ho- 
dram deſidentes. Mhetein I ſee not any moꝛe pꝛoſe that S. Peter 
pꝛeached Thzilt here, then that Iudas the traytour pzeached a⸗ 
gainſt Chzilt elie where, which J ſuypaſe is not to be ſhewen. 
The meaning efthoſe wozds foz my part J cannot couceiue to 
be other then this, that in abufing and p;ophaning ſo excellent 
and holy a function, i manibuu ſacra contrettando,they vid 
ratherrep2eſent and imitate Iudas that betrayed Chzift, then 
Peter and the reſt ofthe Apoſtles that faithfully pzeached him. 

B2lides the ſe befoze mentioned teſtimonies, he offceth vs foz 
p:ofca monkiſh dzeame taken ont of Alredus Ricuallenlis, and 
the bare aſſertion of one Gulielmus Eyſengrenius a late waiter; 
neither tone no; tother carrying with them any weight at all. A⸗ 
gaiaſt all which, J will oppoſe two teaſons, I thinke notſe eafie 
to be anſwered. 

The tranailes of the reſt of the Apoſtles, being ſo diligently 
and particularly recozded by waiters of al ſoʒts (as befoze I haue 
related) how is it peſſible that this ſo impoztant a wozkeof 8. 
Petcr (not the meaneſt of the Apoſtles) ſhould finde mention no 
where, either in our particular Thzonicles,0z in the generall ſto⸗ 
ry of the Church, noꝛ amongſt any of the ancient wziters,ſauing 
onely at the hands of Metaphraſtes, an autheur not very anct- 
ent(fo: he liued about the yEre 900.) and mo2zeourer ſo farre di⸗ 
Tant rom our country (to wit at Con(tantinople)as he had not 
any ſuch ſpectall oppoztunity to take notice of thoſe antiquities 
concerning our Church, which ſo many other men very diligent 
tolledours andercellently learned, dwelling as it were amongſt 
vs, could neuer light vpon. 

Againe, whereas all that ſeme perſwaded of S. Peters com- 
ming into this Jfland(Baronins, Patſons, and the reſt) aſſigne the 
particniar time to be none other then that, when as all Jewes 
were tõmanded by a publique edict of Claudius the Emp, to de- 
part 
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part ont of the City of Rome(the which thing is mentioned not 
only in the Dcripture”, but in many other autho2s alſo) Meta- a4.,5 2. 
phraſtes (the Conaerſtoner his chiefe piller) affirmeth, that ho *O. (1.7 
ſailed immediately from Rome into Atricke, where be founded Sucton. in 
2 Churchof Carthage, and left to gonerne the ſame Creſcens — | 
his diſciple, departing thence into Alexandria, of which Church hh 
ho o2dained Biſhop S. Marke, and then from Alexandria take 
bis icurney to Icruſalem. Yarunto accozdeth Onuphrius in his 
notes vpon Platina, that making no mention of any trauaile of 
S. Peter at that time either Nozthward o: Weſtward , ſapth, vitam 5. 
Editto Claudiano quo [dai puiſi ſunt, Petrus Roma exare coactus, Hy. Petri. 
e/oly»nam reuer(i4 eſt, Andigaft we ſhonld thinke he might ſtay 
thers but ſome ſhozt time and then paſſe weſtward againe,he ad- 
deth, /5:coci/io Apeſlolorũ de abrogada circiiciſront, & morti beatiſſi- | ; 
me virems interſuit. The lame is likewiſe affirmedby Bellarmin — 
who deſcribeth the trauailes of S. Peter in this ſoꝛt: /girur ex Ius Pont f 0 
dea ch. The 5. veaxe after the paſſion ofour Mauiour, Peter tra- : 
nailed from out of Iury into Syria and ſetled himſelfe at Antio- 
chia, continued Biſhop of that city allmoſt 7. peares. Yowbeit 
we are not to perſwade our ſelues that in all the ſpace he neuer 
parted from that place ; fo2 it iscertaine that at that time hee 
ranged ouer all the countryes adiopning, Pontus, Alia, Galatia, 
Cappadocia, Bythinia. But the ſeuenth yeareafter he became 
Kiſh. of Antiochia (which was the 13 after the paſſion ot our L.) 
be returned to Hieruſalem, ę bing there appzehended of Herod 
was caſt into p2iſen in the dayes ofſweatebzead. Act. 12. But 
ſone after, e being delivered by the Angell, the ſame peare, 
(which was the 2. of the reigne of Claudius) he came to Rome 
firednow his ſeate oz ſea there, and held the ſame 2 5.yeares. Pet 
he remained not all the time at Rome, but after he had pzeached 
7. peares thete, he returned to Hieruſalem being expulſed out of 
Rome by Claudius together with all the Iewes that were then in 
Rome. And then alittle aſter , when therfoze (ſapth her) they 
which were at Antioch, heard how that Peter was come to I:ru- 
ſalem, they ſent vnto him Paule and Barnabas, and then was 
called together the Councell of Ierulalem: but Claudius being 
dead, Peter returned to Rome and there ended his life. Thus 
far Bellarmin, Theſe things being confidered,and ſearch made 
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amongſt ſuch antho2s as are without exception; if we affirm that 
S. Peter was nener further weſtward in Europe then lialy, J aſ- 
ſure my ſelfeit will neuet bie diſpzoned. 

So, though we ſhould account it a greate glozy to our nation, 
to deriue the pedigree of our (pirituall linage , from ſo noble and 
excellent a father as S. Peter; pet reaſon of the one ſide, and 
want of authozity on the other, enfozceth vs to reſt perſuaded, 
that S. Peter neuer ſaw this Iſland, 

Concerning S. Pauls being in our Britapn, the pꝛofes are 


i much moze pꝛegnant. In the ſame chapter where he ſaith of him- 
ſclſe*that he had filled all nations with the Goſpell of Chrilt ag 


farre as Illyricum, he declareth his certapne purpoſe and deter- 
mination of trauapling into Spayne, by twice mentioning the 
ſame, And in as much as after his deliuerance ont of pziſon at 
Rome,in the 5. yeare of Nero, he lived many yeares at liberty: 
I (& no reaſon why we ſhould doubt but that he ſatiſſyed that 
bis ſo earneſt a defire by making a tourne y thither and ſpending 
ſome time there. Yowbeit our Romaniſts , not inkuring to 
beare of any god fo flowe from atip other fountapn then their 
Romc,diners of them mayntayne Cifly that S. Paule neucrper- 
fourmed the ſayd voyage. 

Innocentius Biſhop of Rome ſaith plainly, *that none ofthe 
Apoſtles except Peter taught either in Spayne 0? in anyother 
parte ofthe weſt, And Thomas*Agquiras grg...ung himſeclſe 
vpponthe tudgement cf Galaſius deliuerco by Gratian * viterly 
denyeth the repayre or S. Paule into Spayne. Do doth Doin! 
cus Soto, * pribing fo2 his opinion 2.02 3. bery friuolous reaſons 
wycreof one (J remember) is, that no auncient wziter euer 
mentisned that ve vage; whereas in Tave, in a maner, all the 
fathers haue as it were with one mouth deliuered and alfitme? 
the ſame. And ſome of them there are that ſo deliuer it, as though 
withall they would gine vs to vnderſtand, that befoze his re- 
turne to Rome, he paſſed inf3 diuers other countryes,4 amongſt 
theretinto our Britain. 

Concerning this matter S. Hierom hath theſe wozps , Paule 
the Apoſtle being calied of the L. was powz;ed fo2th vppon the 


kate of the whole earth, that he might pꝛeach the Goſpell from 
Ieulalembntol!!;ricum ; fo that he built not vppon the founda- 
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tion of any other, where Chzilf had heretofoze bene pꝛeached, 
bat extended his trauailes enen into Spayne, and continned 
them from the red ſeavntothe Ocean, pea euen from one Ote⸗ 
an to another, imitating therin his L. God the ſunne of tighte⸗ 
ouſneſſe of whom we ceade, his comming fozthis from the fur 
theft part ofheauen, and is paſſage vnto the outmoſt bounds of 
the ſame : ſo as land ſhould ſoner fayle Paule, then his deſireof p 
pꝛeaching the Goſpell. Thus farre S. Hierom. But Theodore 
*ſomwhat moze plainly to the ſame purpoſe , when Paul, ſaith *Theodore 
he, vppon his appeale being ſent to Nome by Fellus, wag heard, in cap: vir: 
and vppon his hearing acquited and ſet at liberty ; he trauailed *- 
into Spayn and making excurſion vato othernattons, bzought 
vnto them the light ofheauenly dogrine. Againe, Paule (faith 
he extended his tranailes into Italy eSpayne, pzofiting alſo the 
Illands that ly in che Sca. Anvlaſtly, that we may not doubt, in 
theſe kind ol ſperches other nattons, and, the Jlands that ly in 
the ea) he had an ayme at our Pzitapn, in another place he In Pl 
ſayth playnly and expꝛelſiy (as finde it cited by N. D.) that be Lib:9. de cu 
pꝛeached in Britayn. The ſame ſ@meth to be confirmed ( if hap, cal. 
pily he vſed not Poe licemtia )by V cnantius a Chꝛiſtian Poet Ven: B 
(yet very auncient) that deſcribing the trauailes of S. Paule,wzts Cine 
teth thus of him; Fortunatus. 
Tranſut Oceanum, vel qua facnt mſnla portum, 
A Britannns habet terras, qua aue witma Thule, F 
Furthermoze, Sophronius*Patriarch of Jeruſalem in playn Soo de 
termes delluereth, that S. Paule was here amongſt vs. And one 2. 
there is (as the conuerſioner t elleth vs, fo; the boke it ſelfe I mannus in 
confeſſe could pet neuer ſ&) that taketh vppon him to ſet downe Theatro de 
the very time ol his comming hither, to wit, that it was in the 4. conncri.gen 
veate of Nero, and the yeare of Chrilt 59. wherin it cannot be 
bat he is miſtaken, foz that if it were in the 4. of Nero it could 
not be Anno Dommini 59, anditſcemeth that Paul was called 
to his anſwer in the third of Nero his raigne, which was the 49, 
of Chriſt, and continued a pꝛiſoner but with ſome liberty) two 
peares after. So it muſt be Anno Domim 61. and Neronis 5. 
befoze he paſſed either into Spayne oz Britayne, And thus much 
concerning the Apoſtles, ſo farre fozth as I can finde any likeli⸗ 
bad, that they were the immediat inſtruments of our conuer⸗ 
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N Ow to deſcend one ſteppe lolwer, vnto the diſciples of the 
Apoftles who are mentioned to haue pꝛeached here a- 
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that buried the body of our Sauiour, and Ariſtobulus mentioned 
Rom, 16. in theſe woꝛos; ſalute thoſe that are of the houſe of A. 
riſtobulus. Df this latter, the Romane martyrologe*ſaith , that 
he was diſciple vnto the Apoſtles (not peculiarly of S. Peter, as 
the conuerſtoncr makes him) and that cor predication:s perato, 
Martyrium con/urmanit Dorotheus” # the Greek martyrologe)as 
Baronius teileth vs) repozt farthermoze of him, [um eſſe ad 
Britannos enangelice pradicutiomis cauſa. All which if it be true (as 
that he was ſent hither by S. Peter, that he pzeached her, tht Go- 
ſpell that he ended his life with Martirdome, and that euen barg 
(ſoꝛ the conuerſioner putteth vs alſo in minde that he was neuer 
read to haue returned back agayne) Then mult J nedes (ap 
that as our firſt ApoſtieS.Petcr( as heimagineth) was very vn- 
fo:tunate to find ſo lender mention of his ſo memozable labours 
amongſt vs ; ſo was this his Chaplain much moze vnhappy, 
that being our pzoto-martir, none of all our hiſtozies nz Chꝛono⸗ 
graphers ſhould once dꝛeamt of him, when the bokes and diſ- 
courſes witten concerning the ſuffrings of $. Albane (generallp 
reputedourfirſt martyr) are ſufficient I wenne to fill a pꝛety li- 
brary. 

Foz Ioſeph of Arimathia, the teſtimonies of his comming 
bither and his actions hare, they are ſo many, ſo cleere and preg⸗ 
nant,as an indifferent man cannot but diſcerne, that there is 
ſomWwhat in it, our conuerſionet mein'toneth them ſo fatntly,and 
paſſeth them ſo fleightly ouer. It ſhall behaue m& therfoze to 
take alittle themoze paynes in ſetting downe p particularities 
ofthe ſame. 

If we will be!zeve an ancient manuſcript ofthe Aaticane li- 
b:zary at Rome, mentioned in Baronius; *Joſeph of Arimathia 
was not onely dziuen out of Ieruſalem at the time of the gene⸗ 


rall diſperſion of the diſciples alter the death ol Stephen, but alſo 
carred 


: 
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taryed fo the ſea ſide, and there put intoa ſhip 02 boate without 
either terne oz tackle, together with Lazarus, Mary Magdalen, 
Martha, and othexs, and ſo turned laſe into the (ca; where they 
were pzotected by the powerfull godneſſe of God from the daun- 
ger of dzowning, and bzought ſafe into Marſeilles in Fraunce, 
whence (ſaith this authoz) Ioſeph ſapled into Britayn and there 
ended his life. 

The occaſlon of which his Journey hither, Freculphus Bi- 
ſhop of Lexouia that flouriſhed A.840.repozteth to be this, that 
when Philip the Apofle(02 as ſome thinke rather the Evangeliſt 
foz their actions are much confounded in hiſkoztes) pzeaching 
Chriſt in Fraunce, had much to doe with the Druides who had 
their beginning and cheife Doctozs in Britayn, in ſo much as no 
man was efteemed his crafts maſter amongſt them, that had not 
ſpent ſome time there, as Czſar*witnefſeth ; and vnderſtanding 
that this our Alland was ſeperated from Fraunce by a ſmall cut 
ofa fewhourcs ſaple: Be thought god to ſend oner hither 12. 
pꝛeachets, the chiefe whereof was Ioſeph afoze ſayd ; the which 
arining here the veare of Chriſt 63. did their beſt iudeuout fo3 
the converſion of car Bricayncs to the faith. The place where 
they pꝛincipally ſetled themſelues, was euen there where Gla- 
ſtonbuty now ſtandeth nete Welles, which being at that time 
long alter, an land all compaſſed about with lakes and ſtanding 
water, was giuen vnto them by the King of thoſe parts;beſide w 
2. othet Rings after him (as out hiſtot ies mozeouer repozte)gaue 
vnto each of thoſe 12. a hyde of land, which now we commonly 
tecme a plow land, in the country ne&re adiopning,and they are 
named to this day the 12. hydes of Glaſtonbury. 

In this Jfland (then called Auallon) Ioſeph and his fellowes 
found meanes to build a Church oz Chappell , and were the ficit 
beainners of that famous x auncient monafery there yet partly 
ſtanding, in which Ioſcph . after the courſe of his life finiſhed 
41.76. and was burted, as Bale grounding vppon the teſtimony 


pk other moꝛe auncienthath deliuered. 


Fo? the farther tredite of this hiſtory, becauſe our connerſto- 
ner is not d iſpoſed to take notice of any teſtimony therof (ercept 
tradition)abene 200, yeares cid; beſide the anthozity of Frecul. 
phus,tthe manuſcuipt ofthe Vaticane libzary befoze mentioned, 
it 
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it is wholly witneſſed by W.ofMalmſbury that lined 400. yeres 
ſince, as alſo *Patricius, the ſetond (it not the firſt) 2Stſhop ofthe 
Scots oz Iriſhmen, who haning pzeached vnto them the ſpace of 
40. peates, and perceiuing his end ts appꝛoch; returned to this 
monaſtery (in which befoze that, he had led a Monaſticall life 
30. peares and dying at the age 122. Anno Domini 491. was 
buried in the ſame, as partly * W. Malmesbury x partly .*, other 
haue delivered. The ſame, Augultin the firſt Archbiſhop ol Can- 
terbury ſeemeth partly to confirme in an Epiſtle to S. Grego- 
ry as I finde it cited by the authozof the boke entituled. i. 

it ate BYUHANNICE, Eſt m con into accident al its Britanmie ,queda T4 eg 
ls Inſula anti quo 7 doc abulo Glaſcon nunc upata, latis locorum dimeonſa 
fimibas piſcoſis aquis, ſtagueis circumdata flumini bus & plurimis — 
ne indigentiæ vſibus apta, ſacriſque ( quod maximum eſt) dedicata mu- 
neribus. In ea ſiquidem primi Cat holica le gie neophtæ, Eccleliam, 
nulla hominum af te conſtr ul td (vt ferunt) imo human: ſaluti a Des 
paratam repererynt. In the welt part of Britayn(ſapthhe) there 
is a certapne ropall Alland, called of olde by the name of Glaſcon 
large in circuit, compaſſed about with lakes and waters plenti- 
fully abounding with fiſh,and furniſhed with moſt things requi⸗ 
ſite foz mans vſe, and (which is the ſpeciall thing) dedicated to 
holy vſes. Foz init the firſt nonices of Chziftian religion found 
a Church, not built by the hand of man, but pꝛouided by God 
himſelſe fo2 the ſalnation of men. Theſg are the wozds of Aug. 
wherein although (foz what cauſe I know not) he name yot lo- 
ſeph; yet the place, the perſons in generall, and the matter he 
luffictentiy acknowledgeth. 

Againe, the chartersarcertantofKing Henry the ſecond, that 
died 4:0. yoares ſince, wherin paſſing certainegrants vnto that 
Monaſterp, he 1ffirmeth,it was founded by the deſciples ofour 
Sauiour, meaning perhaps, together with Ioleph, Simon Zelo. 
tes, whom ſome thinke to haue bane one of his companions. 
The wo2ds of lohnStow to this purpoſe J thinkenot amiſſe 
bare to tnſert, N. Henriethe ſecond ( ſaith he) hauing diligently 
petuſed diners pziutledges and charters which were pꝛeſented 
and read vato him, not onelp of William the firſt, William the 
ſecond and Henricthe firſt his grandfather ; but alſo the charters 


ofthe Pzinces his pzedeceſours of moze ancient time, to x of 
gar 
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Edgar,Edmund, Edward, Elfred, Bringwalthius, Kenthwin,Bal- 
dred, Ina, Arthur and that nobleman Cudred, and many other 
Ch:iſtian Kings beſide, alſoof Kenewalla ſometine a Veathen 
and Pagan King, concerning the houſe of Glaltonbury ; found, 
that in ſome of thoſe charters it is called the mother of Saints, 
of ſome other, the graue of the Daints;and that the ſayd place 
was firſt builded euen by the very diſciples of Chꝛiſt themſclues 
and by them dedicated to our Lozd, as the firſt place which he 
choſe to himſelfe in this Nealme. All which ſo to be, the fozeſayd 
King Hcnric eſtabliſhed by his Charter, which Charter (ſayth 
Stow ) my ſelfe haue ſane and read. Zo theſe teſtimonies let 
me adde an ancient inſcription engrauen in bzaſſe, here tofozs 
fixed vpon apill:r of S. Ioſephs chappell befoze mentioned, re- 
maining in the cuſtody of Ih. Hughes of Welles Eſquier, which 
my ſelſe haue lately read: andthis it is (god and bad altogether) 
wo2d ſoz woꝛd. 

Anno poſt paſſionem domins 30. 12. ſanits (ex quibus Ioſeph ab 
Arimathia Primi erat buc Vencrunt, qu. f - cclefram huts reg 9 
mam in hoc loco conflraxerme, quam Chriſtus in honorem (us —

What ſhould J ſpeake ot wziters of later time ? To, Capgraue 
(whom N. D wozthily calleth a learned man) in that Catalogue 
or his Engliſh Saints, which (amongſt many other better 
wozkes) we finde wꝛitten by him, he ( J ſay)liuing euen almoſt 
2 oo. yeate ſinte, affixmeth confidently this ſtoʒy . Ss doth Geor- 
gius Maior, adding, that by Ioſeph of Arimathia, Exangeli lucer- 
na primum in Britannia accenſa . Hardingacknowledgethit an 
olde tradition, that the ſaith of Chziit was firſt bzought hither 
by loſeph and his fellowes. And D. Sanders, aman ot no ſmall 
reckoning amongſt his conſoꝛts, tothe ſame purpoſe hath theſe 
wozds, Britamos, ad fidem( hriſti primus conuertiſſe primamg, ec. 
cleſram in illa natione erexi(ſe perbibetwr Ioſcphiu ab Arimat hæa. By 
which wo2ds, not oicly S. Paul, but S. Peter alſo, and his legate 
Ariſtobulus, are manifeſtly excluded. 

Se now the indifferency of duc conuerfioner, whom ſuch 

a rotten twine thzed as Metaphraſtes could dzaw into a cons 
ceipt of S. Peters pzeaching here, when in the behalfe of Io- 

ſcph of Arimathia, ſo mayn ſtrong cables cannot ſexue the turne, 
and all becauſe he had not taken Rome in his way betwene this 
and Icruſalem ;o rather (happily J may ſay) becauſe he taught 

not the ſame docrine no2 inſtituted the ſame diſcipline which 

ſince the church of Rome hath maintained. Foz it is manifeſt, 

that in a manner all the Churches of Ireland, Scotland & Wales, 

differed in many*things from the pzactiſe of the Roman Church 

at the time of the comming of Auguſtine into this land and long 

alter. Vea in Ireland almoſt 600. yeares after, diuers particulars 

we may find noted by. Giraldus, (as about the maner of their 

faſting, the marriage oftheir Clergy men, and other points of 

their diſcipline) wherein they were moze confozme vnto the 


Gzcke Church then the Latme. 

But the generall vſage ofcelebzating Eaſter after the maner of 
the Caſterne Churches, ſocoſtanntly(J will not ſay obſtinate⸗ 
[y)reta ned of them, argueth plainly howthat from thence came 
their firſt teachers and in ſtructers in Chꝛiſtian religion. That 
by ſome heretique the ſapd cuſtom ſhould be bzought in after the 
Coſpell planted, hathno likelihod. Doarine is much moze ea⸗

it become great as if were vnawares. But in diſcipline once 
effabliſhed , there cannot be the leaf alteration /ie frepirs ; 
none ſo ſimple but they take notice of it; and the wiſeſt ſoꝛt di- 
ſcerne, thatit is much better to indure ſome inconnenience in 
that kinde, then to hazard the danger ol change by innouation. 

Now although the contrary cannot appeare , but that Damia 
nus and Faganus , firſt , and after them Germanus and Lupus 
might endeauour the alteration of this vſage concerning the ob⸗ 
ſernation of Eaſter, and we neuer heare any thing of the ſame; 
pet it is very pꝛobable, hauing their hands full enough otherwiſe, 
the matter being of no greatimpoztance,they would rather 
leane it vnCirred, then by dealing with to many things at once, 
hazard the whole ſucceſſe of their enteꝛpꝛiſe. 

Neither is there any likelihod they could eaſily haue pzeuat- 
led, if they hadattempted any ſuch inneuation: Mell they might 
haue expeaed from our Countrymen , this anſwer of their mott- 
on out of Gratian, which in effec was afterward ſhaped vnts 
Auguſtine and his followers : Raliculum eſt & ſatis abhominabile 
dedec us, t traditiones quas antiquity 4 patrib. ſuſcepimus inffingi Diſt. 11. 
patiamur. Oz elſe this of S. Auguſtine , /» his rebus de quib us nhl 
eertiflatuit dinina Scriprura, mos populs Dei (+ inſſunta matorum pro Ad Caſulanũ 
lege trends ſunt : Oz laſty thus with 8 Hierom ,Traditiones ec. Presbyterums 
cleſiaſlice , preſertim que ſidei non officiant, 1 ob/eruande vi 4 ma. AdLuciaaũ. 
ioribres tradite ſunt , nec aliorum conſuctudo aliorum contrario mo.

It could not be denied bntothem , that the Churches of Alia 
founded by $ lohn had bene wont to hold their Eaſter the 
fourtenth day of themone : yea and much deale did at that Lua.

pꝛeſent, celebꝛating it after the ſame manner that our Scots and 
Bzitaines did ;neither could Wilf:ide deny the ſame in the ſo⸗ 
lemne diſputation held about that matter at Strenzeſhalchſ now 
called Whitby in Lorke- hire) mencioned by Beda. Nap rather 
it is to be thought, that the ſayd oꝛder of celcbzating that feaſt, cc. ib; 
was eſtabliched by all oz manyof the Apoſtles in the counſellof ©*?** 5 
Jeruſalem afozementioned ; when, enen as blond and things 
frangled were fo;bidden vnto Chꝛiſtians, ſo happily this feafk

reco2ded. 

As fo; the firſt beginning ol that vſage here amongſt vs, Firſt, 
it is manifelt that it was not »yperrima exorta, nonouelty lately 
ſpꝛung vp, howſoener Honorius the Biſhop of Rome (who ſer⸗ 
meth to ſay ſo in Beda) might be fally enfozmed ; ſæing it appea⸗ 
reth by the allegation of Colman, not denped by the aduerſe 
party, that it was pzaciſed by Columba and his ſucceſſo;s 
ſoꝛ the (pace of 70.yeares befoze the time of the conferencemen- 
tioned in the ſayd Beda, and how long befo2e that by other, no 
man is able to ſay. And theerefo2e except our aduerſaries can 
ſhe lu vs when and where it was bꝛought inother wiſe , we haue 
no reaſon but to thinke that it had his beginning amongſt vs to- 
gethec with Chꝛiſtian religion it ſelle.

As foz the conceipt ofour derining that vſage from the Scots, it 
had bene mach moze pꝛobable to haue affirmed,that they had re⸗ 
ceinedit from vs. Palladius was not the firſt pzeacher of Chziſt 
in Scotland, as many make him. Foz if Chꝛiſtian religion were 
generally receiued iu this Jfland, lo long befoze the time of Pal. 
ladius, as by many teſtimonyes out of authours without ercep- 
tion it ſhall be pzoued; how could Scotland ſe great a part of the 
ſame remaine fill in the darkeneCe of ignorance and Jdolatry 2 
And Ireland had vndoubtedlp foz his firſt Apoſtle, Patrike, a 
ſtudent of that wozthy colledge of Auallon oz Glaſtonburie. So 
that we muſt ſay and maintaine, loſeph of Arimathæa the diſct-

The hiſtozy 
of Landaſt afo:eſaid with divers other deliver, that it was done 
by Eluanand Mcdwyn: But by moſt it is afficmed, how that E- 
lutherius ſent with theſe two beſozenamed, two other, to oder 
the ſtate of the Church, who had the honour of perſozining that 
office.

King of our Bzittane it was Vets ac in pridem recepta populs Ro- 
mani conſuetudo, vt haberet inſtrumenta ſeruitut i & Reges, An olde 
faſhion and long ſince put in vre by the Romanes; to haue Kings 
the inſtruments of their tyranny. 

Aſia minor, in a manner all, after Michridatcs and Antiochus 
were onerthowen, was bꝛought inte the perfea ſoꝛme ofa Þ20- 
aince : Yet long after that, ſome petty kings raigned in diuers 
parts of it. Hee that will take the paines to reade but one chap⸗ 
ter of Ioſephus, ſhall find mention of no lefſe then fiue Kings of 
ſo many ſeuerall places in Aſia; to wit, of Sigerammes King of 
the Emiſeni ot Archelaus king of Cappadocia,of Antiochus king 
ofthe Comageni; of Herod and Agrippa, the one bzother , the 
other ſonne to Agrippa Ring ofthe Jewes , the which were, one 
after the tother,kings of Chalcis'; and laſtly of Alexander king 
of Lelis in Cilicia, by ths appointment of Velpaſian: all which 
raigned, eyther in oz after the time of Auguſtus. 

But this in this caſe I haue obſerned,that vponeuery change 
the turtſdiction and anthozitielightly was ſomewhat diminiſhed, 
and the pzecing ofthe gonernment leſſened by cautoning out the 
territo2y of the ſame into ſeuerall poztions and quillets , till at 
laſt the name and memozy ofkingly gonernment was quite er- 
tingniſhed. Vereof wer haue an crample in Herod the great 
king ol the Jewes, a man ſo greatly in favour w Auguſtus, as he 


gaue him leaue by bis laſt will and teſtament to bequeath his 


kingdome ts whom hee liſt, which thing he did, appointing vnto 
the ſame Archelaus his ſonne. Bowbeit, he being dead, the ſaid 
Auguſtus allowed unte Archelaus only the tone halfe of that 
his Father poſſeſſed, denying vnto him the name g title ofking, 
and veſtowed the other halfe vpon Philip and Antipas his be- 
then, ( hom he made Tetrarchs) of the which two Philip dy⸗ 
ing Ho;tly after, his poztion was added to the gouernment of 
Syria. 

This and many other like examples perſwade me, that Luci. 


us was neuer king of all Bzittane ( ſo long after the conqueſt of 17 bg. 


the lame) but rather happily of ſome paincipall thereot. 
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vide, p. 3 5. To this opinion J am the rather induced, berauſe ik wee be⸗ 

lene what hath bene witten by Cælar, Tacitus, Suctonius and 

other authoꝛs of credit; it cannot but appeare vnto vs, that our 

Vꝛittane was neuer wont to be gouerned by one Ponarch, ex⸗ 

cept peraduenture, that vpon a pinch and at a time, by occaſion 

of ſome foꝛraine inuaſtion, all the cantons ofthe ſame might hap⸗ 

pily combine themlelues together vnder one captatne ; as many 

ol them did vnder Calliuellanus vpon the arriuall of Iulius Cæ- 

ſar, when as in a (mallterritozy nere London, there were at 

Com. Ci. g that time no leſſe then fiuc Kings, whom Cæſat nameth, to wit, 

beſide the ſaid Calliucllanus, Cingetorix, Caruilius, I axima- 

gulus, and Segonax; to whom alſo 3 thinke we may adde, Man- 
dubratius, king of the Trinobantes. 

Tacit, An- Do in the time of Claudius Caractacus king of the Silures', 

zal.l:b, 12, oz Þouthwales, he ſtod bp and had the managing of martiall af- 

faires again Oltorius and other Romane captaines; when as 

befide hun, there were many other P2inces in the country, Car- 

tiſmanda (as Tacitus witneſſeth) ruled the Brigantes , and Ve- 

nutius the Iugantes; and of Caractacus the ſaid Tacitus repoz- 

teth, that un erm ambrigua, multa proſpera extulerunt vt calcros 

þpriuernrum ImPperateres premmeret that many doubtful, and Ma- 

ny proſperous chances (not his regall oꝛ monarchicall authozity) 

had made him to be eſteemed aboue all other leaders of the Bri-

But my pꝛincipall argument in this caſe is, that no man J ſup- 
poſe, is able to ſhew, by any monument 500. ycare old, that e⸗ 
nerbefo;e the Romanes time, either Bꝛittane, os ſo much ag 
a —— that part ſometime (as they ſay) called Loegria , now England, 
mms; of Was under the perpetuall gouerament of one man. 
German cd Anotber thing now that ſemeth vnlikely to mee inthe fozes 
Lee. ſald repoꝛt concerning king Lucius, is, the mii titude of Biſhops 
and 
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and Biſhopꝛicks that are ſaid to be oʒdained at that time. In the 
tounſell af Arles which was the pear 325. mention is made 
ol ons Reſtitutus a Bzittane Biſhop not intituled toany certaine 
Dee, but onely called Britanmarun Epiſcopus. And euen ſo like⸗ 
wiſe after him Faſtidius is mentioned of Gennadius by the ſame 
ſfile. Which being conſtdered, together with the rare and ſeldom 
mention that we find of Bꝛittiſh Biſhops, whoſe antiquities I 
haue hunted after with all dilligence; J cannot but reſt perſwa- 
ded, that our Bzittane had very few Biſhops , vntill the com- 
ming ouer of Germanus and Lupus to ſuppꝛeſſe the Pelagian 
bereſie; concerning which matter, A thinkeit not amiſſe to ofier 
vnto the reader that which J find in our hiſtozp of Landaf?.

To conkutethe Pelagian hereſie , Saint German a Biſhop and 
one Lupus, were ſent into 132ittane by the pꝛelates of France, 
when as many times befo:ze the Bzittanes had (ent their mel⸗ 
ſeagers to craue aid againſt ſo erecrable a danger, becauſe net- 
ther they could like ol the naughty doarine of the heretiques, 
no: yet were able to ouerth;zow the ſame. After the ſaive elders 
had rooted oat the Pelagian hercũe; they conſecrated Bishops 
in manypplaces of 15;ittane. wiucr all the Bzittares dwelling on 
the right ſide of Bꝛittaine, they conſecrated foz ArcybiHops 5. 
Dubritius, who was choſen (02 the ſup;eame Doro; , by the 
King and all the Dioceſe. This dignity beeing beſtowed vpon 
bim by Gerinanus and Lupus, they, with the conſent of Mouric 
the King, the Nobility, Clergy and people, appointed his (ito 
be at the manner af Lantaui, and founded the ſame there , to the 
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honour of S. Peter, bounding the territozies thereof in this wiſe, 
ec. This was about the peare of Chiſt 430. about which time 
alſo (02 ſomewhat later)Palladius (who is falfly (aid to haue been 
the firſt Pꝛeacher vnto the Dcottiſh nation did firſk appoint Bi- 
ſhops and oꝛdaine Biſhopzicksin Scotland, as Buchanan bath 
deliuered. | 

Upon theſe teſtimonies, J reaſon thus; If befoze theſe times 
we had ſo many Biſhops, Biſhopzickes, and Archbiſhopzickes , 
bow commeth it to paſſe, that in no monument whatſoener, we 
finde any name oꝛ mention of any Biſhop of this land, ſauing 
ſome few that (as we ſay) had their ſ at London ? and if ſo ma- 
ny ſ&s had been furniſhed befoze , what occaſion had Germanus 
and Lupus to conſecrate ſo many Biſhops as in the repozt ofthe 
hiſtoꝛp of Landaff befoze mentioned is related. 

But there is nothing moze abſurd in this hiſfozy, then the (- 
magination of fitting the ſ&s of Biſhops and Archbiſhops accoz- 
ding to the place and number of the Flamines fozſooth , and 
Archflamines of the Pagans. A deniſe ſo childiſh and ridiculous 
as J cannot but wonder that any man ot learning and indgment 
ſhould appꝛone it: and pet 1 perceiue not any that haue gaine- 
ſaide it, befoze Paſter Doctoz Sutcliff; but contrartwiſe diners 
both ancient and learned are to be found, that haue partly bꝛoa⸗ 
ched, and partly applauded the ſame. 

Dfthisnumber J account eſpecially two, The one is Fene- 
ſtella; whoſe teſtimony were very ancient, ik hee wers that hi⸗ 
toziogtaphet whom Pliny * ſo often mentioneth. But hee died 
(as the ſaid Pliny witneCeth Nat. hiſt, lib, 33. c. it.) inthe laſt 
yeare of Tibetius the Emperour: (o that it could not be hee that 
w2it the boke nowertant De Magiſtr uibut ſacerdotiſſq; Rom. ex- 
cept he haue beene much cozrupted and altered: Foz thus he wzt- 
teth ; 17 nern inter [acerdotum grado, non ni bil intereſt, vt Epiſco- 
pums, Arc hic piſcopim, C ardinalem. Patriarcham , e&- JN ſctropolita- 
num tt cpid illor (Gentiles) Flaminum Protoflaminum & Archi- 
| umiuum d. TNenttan— fmiſſe idone; teſtes unt. It is ſufficiently to be 
pꝛoued (ſaith he) that as amongſt vs there ts difference betwen 
he degrers of our Pꝛieſts, as Biſhops, Archbiſhops, Cardinals, 
Petriarchs and Betropolitans;ſo,likewiſe there was difference 
b:twane the Flamines, Pzotoflamines , 4 Archfl2mines of ths 
Gentiles, 
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Gentils. But al men know, i; it was many a yerr aſter the death 
of Tiberius, befoze diners ot theſe titles wers heard o amongeſt 
Cbꝛiſtians. By which,as alſo, foz that hee citeth in diuers pla- 
ces A. Gellius, who liued a hundzed yeares after the death of Li- 
berius , it is manifeſt, that hee is ſome later counterfeit that is 
anthoz of the Feneſtella that we haue. 

But to ſay no moze of the man, his opinion whatſoeuer be: 
were) is manifeſtly falſe. o man I dare affirmis able to hew 
ont of any ancient wziter oz other authentical monument, i euer 
thers was any (ach office amongſt the Gentiles as Archiflamen 
02 PÞzotoflamen, Lok who liſt in that volume of ancient inſcrip- 
tions publiched of late by Grutetus, Scaliger and other: e may 
there finde oftentimes mentioned Flamen foz a man, and Flami- 
nica fo2 a woman Pztief; but of Archflamen, Pzotoflamen 0z a- 
ny other like, u ſilentium. 

ow, to leaue Feneſtella : the other defender of this conteit, 
is Gratian, whom J doubt not we may account the firſt authoz 
ofthe ſame. True it is, that haning firft deliueted it as his owne 
opinion in* ons place; afterwards hee citeth foz the ſame , Cle- 
ment & Pope; wherein, either he abuſeth vs in citing that which 
neuer was witten; 8; himſelfc is abuſed by ſome connterfeit 
Clement ; oz elſe we ſhall be able to alleage this foz an inſtance, 
that a Pope may erre and bee deceiued as well as an other moz- 
tall man. 

Foz beſide as befoze J haue alleaged) not ſo much as the 
name of Archflamen o P;ofoflamen is to be ſoũd in any aathoz 
oz monument of credit befozo his time; it is maniteſt, that di⸗ 
uers cities had many Colledges of Pꝛieſts x conſequently many 
Flamens. Marcus Varro ſufficiently witneſſeth the ſame,affir- 
affirming(which Feneſtella taketh knowledge of):oredem Flami- 
nbus , quot Deos colerent, veteres 2/01, That the auncients vſed to 
haue fo2 eucry one oftheir Gods a Flamine. They had foz Iu: 
pitet Dialem;foz Romulus Quirinalem, foz Vulcane Vulcana- 
lem,foz Mars Martialem, and ſo of the reſt. Pea after they grew 
into acuſtome of making their Cmyerours Gods being once de⸗ 
ceaſed,thep alſo alotted vato euery one of them their Flamine , 
Auguſtus had Augultalem, Velp. Flauialem, 02 gentis Flauiz, 
Traiane Traianalem,&c, Wyernpon when this inconuentencs 
crew 
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nrelo, that the number ot Colle dges, zie ſts, and temples daily 

increaſing, they diſcerned that ſhoztly the whole city of Reine 

would not be able to containe them: fo: (aluing that (o;e , ther 
ſed this deuice that now I ſhall declace vnto you. 

The people of Smyrna ( as themſeiues doe boaſt in Tacitus) 
would needes makt a God of the city of Rome, and acco;u;iglte 
built in honoz thereof a Temple, appointing vato the ſome with 
great ſolemnitp,P2icTs,ſacrifrces, and all kind of Dime wog- 
ſhip. This groſſe and abſurd flitterp of theirs, becing vet ::ot- 
withſtanding wel accepted by the Romans zin many other partes 
of the woꝛlo, the ſame pzactiſe was taken vp by and by, and is 
wazthily fared by Prudentius, in theſe wozds 
Colt nam angune ip 

More Dex, nomen q; loci ceu numen aorant. 

The examples of ſo many other, at laſt ſtirred vp the Romans 
themſelues to doe the line. But fearing it would not ſo well be- 
come the Baieſty and granity ol that ate , to atttibute not on. 
ly life, but diuinitp, vnto a company ofliueleſſe walles and hou- 
ſes; ſomewhat to countenance the matter, as alio at once to 
make a ffay of the immoderate and daily⸗growing number of 
temples and colledges; they deniſed, to build one only moꝛe, and 
to dedicate the ſame, fo the new made Goddelle the city of 
Rome, and together with her alſo, to al the Cmperours that had 
bxne, 0; beoercafier Gonid be detficd, calling it Trum Rome, 
Et Augę. and this was done at the charge of Adrian the Cmp, as 
Dio hath deliuered. 

Peait ſometh alſo(fo note by the way that another Temple 
was then likewiſe built vnto all the Empꝛeſſes conſcccated 
after their death. F922 amongſt a number of ancient inſcriptions 
to be ſeene in the bokebefoze mentioned. where we find memo 
riall ot᷑ diners women, pꝛieſts ot ſeuerall wines, daughters, and 
ſiſters of Emperours, whom beſoꝛe that time theſe God makers 
had regiitred amongſt the numbers of their Soddeſſes. there is 
one, wherin ono Via is termed a Pꝛieſt, 4-474 (and I ſup- 
poſe it is tobe bnderſtod Au t arum the copy wheof is as 
ſollsweth.

Upon this occaſion it came to paſſe, that there was no place of 
any reckoning in the Komane Empire which was vnfurniſhed

their Flamine gc. Now whereas the ſame cities they had alſo T cir. Annal. 
temples built befsze vntoother gods; Carlcon fs; example had 


one ef Diana, London angther of Dianaltkewiſe, which by te- 
ſtimony ofauthenticall monaments is cle&rely to be pzoned : ſo 
that one and the ſame city had fo: the moſt part many Flamines 
and namely Rome nat ſo few A wengas 100. how is it poſſible 
J pꝛap vou, that there ſhould be any manner of pzopoztion at all 
betwane our Bilhops and their Flamines, they hauing diners 
Flamines to almof euery towne, and wee ene Biſhop not ſo 
much as fo: euer whole ire? and ſo much foz that matter. 

It is time foz menow to ſay ſomewhat of a certaine Epiſlle 
wꝛitten (as we finde deliuered) by Eleutherius Biſhop ef Rome 
vnto Ring Lucius. The copy of which Epiſtle was firſt found 
(fo ought I can diſcerne) in an old Ch:onicle entituled Brutis, 
amonalt certaine lawes oz ſtatutes of the Saxons. The occaſion 
thereof, was, that Lucius ſometime after his conuerſion (hut 
whether beloze oz after his baptilime appearethnot)made requeſt 
vnts Eleutherius to ſend him ſome kinde ofabrac of the Ro- 
man lalwes, whereby he might eſtabliſh a ſettled ozder of gouer⸗ 
meat in his dominions.

Ye haue te- 
ce iued of late through Gods mercy inthe Kingdom of Britaine, 
the law and faith of Chrilt; ye hauewith you within the realme 
both parts of the Scriptures. Out of them by Gods grace with 
the councell of your realme take yee a lau, and by that laue 
through Gods ſufferance rule your kingdome of Britaine.

belike he gaus him authozity oner his ſonne ta cozrect him, that 
is. actoʒding to the ozdinary ſigniſication of our Engliſh woꝛd 
to chaſtiſe and to puniſh him. Jfa ſhepheard ſ&ing a King 
ready to go out of his way, doe put him into the right; I tro 
it may be ſaid of him, paſtor regem correxitʒ and pet it will not 
follow that the ſhepheard had anx, either ſaperiozity,02 auths- 
rity ouet him. In this caſe it was euen ſo: Eleutherius ſang 
King Lucius to go aſtray in the way of erroz, correxi regem, 
like a god paſto he refo2zmed the erroz ofthe King; and to bſe 
the wozdes of Tully, Philo/ophia in es peterem correxit et men- ©; de Ginib 
dauit, by refining in him the olde Bzitiſh Philoſophy x taking 1b. | 
away the dzegs of the Druides, he indeuouted to bing him to 
the knowledge of true wiſe dome enen of our Dautour Chzift, 
that is become vnto vs wiſedome, and in whom are hidden 

all the treaſures of wiſedome and knowledge. And therefoze, HO * 
allowing foz god, the wozde ( correclio) in the title of this C/ 4 
piſtle, we will yet acknowledge and maintaine, that the eng- 
liſh woꝛde cozrection, vpon Kings and Pzinces, is, and not 
without cauſs, in theſe dates, (in which the light ofthe trueth 
Hineth moze bzightly then in fozmer ages)right odious, eſpeti⸗ 
cially from Cleargy men, that ſhould be examples vnto others 
of obedience and hamility. 

The time was, when the noble and bicozions King, Hen-

Now to pzocade in our ſkozy, it is recoꝛded by moſt ofenr 
Wz2itors (in a manner all) thatKing Lucius hauing founded 
many Churches, and af@3ded vato them many poſſeſſions , 
with great pziniledges; he at ths laſt departed this life in peacs 
and was buried at Glocefter,the 14. yeare after his Baptiſm 
as ſome ſay, the tenth as other, and againe (as ſome other will 


haue it) the fourth. Wheroby it may appeare, how greatly _ 
thoy are deceined that affirms, how King Lucius after a cet - 


taine ſpace fozſaking his kingdome, became a Cleargy man, 
and pzeaching the Goſpellin diners countries of France and 
Germany, ſuffred martyrvome at laſt at a place called Curiac. 

When and whersſocaer he died, great cauſe haue we with 
althankfulnes ts celebzats the memozy of this extellet Pzince 
by whom God did not onelp blefle this land with the know- 
ledge of his truth, but in ſuch ſozt did it, as thereby hee hath 
purchaſed vnto the ſame the title of premogenita Ecelcfis the 
molt auncient and firft begotten of all the Churches in the 


wozld,foz that(as Sabellicus hath well noted) although Chziſt Sabel En. 
was pꝛeached elſewhere pꝛiuately in many other nations long 


befoze ; pet, m provmciarum prima Britannia , public it uus 
Chriſti nomen recepit; Ot all nations it was the firſt that with 
publique approbation of Prince and (tate received the profeſ- 
lion of Chriſtian Religion; which alſo it retained in great ſin- 
cerity, foz the ſpace of i 00. yeares, to witte, vntill the time of 
Dioclelian that cruell perſccutour, who began his raigne the 
yeare 288. 


Now by » which hath beene befoze delivered, it may ſuſffcts iiber- 
ently appeare vnto the indifferent reader,ow little our conn- 2 = _ 
try ot Bꝛittane hath bene hitherto beholving vnto the fx of..." 
Nome. Foz whether it were Simon Zclotes, oz S. Paul, that

teach all nations, &c. and that Peter if his function were by 
God appꝛopꝛiate vnto any one place moze then another was 
rather the Biſhop of the Kewes then of the Romanes (ſoz as 
S. Paul witnefſeth , hee was appointed the Apoſtle of the cit⸗ 
cumciſion) J ſ&not how wee are any thing at all obliged vnto 
the ſ& ol Rome,oz vnto any Biſhop of the ſame foz any thing 
by them done among vs. 

As foz loſeph of Arimathea, foz whoſe hiſfozie the feſtimo- 
nies are ſo pzegnant as no man mes thinkes hecreafter ſhould 
arcatly doubt of tha ſame, it appeareth not that euer he was at 
Rome in his life;nay rather the contrary appeareth, 4 that ha 
receiued directions foz his pzeaching and diſcipline; either in 
the conncell of the Apoſtles gathered at Ierulalem, oz elſe of 
Saint Philip the Apoſtle in France. 

Concerning King Lucius, J diſcernenot but the Sc of 
Rome is moze beholding vnto vs then we vnto it. Vere bes 
was conuerted in his owne Country: but he was contented , 
peraduentare (fo2 it is queſtionable ) to afw2de vnto the Bi⸗ 
ſhoppe of Rome, the honour of baptizing of him and his com- 
pany. Foz there is no donbt to be made, that at their handes 
(if he were not her might haue been baptized, that were the 
inſtruments ofhts conuerſion. But what ſhall I (ap? Ham- 
tus aliquid paſſus c: d thought happily it would be ſome little 
glo:y vnto him, and acountenance alſo to the acton, to fetch 
them that might ſ@me to bee the authoꝛs of his deſigne ſrom 
Rome, the ſeats of the Empire, the Miſtreſſe of the wozld, rea 
and alſo happily,the vpholdets of his Crowae and authozity 
regall. The men that were ſent from Rome, were vtterly ig- 
nozant of the Bꝛitich language, and ſo tould not poſſibly pꝛeach 
any thing themſelues, but were faine to commit that office 
altogether vato other, to wit, eſpecially, to Eluan g Medwin. 
And whatis all this to the De of Rome? Surely,hitherunto 
we {ce little cauſe to acknowledge our ſelues ery thing at all 
v6bliged therunto. The Stozy ſollo wing will perld ſome better 
colonrof theſe necdles expꝛobꝛations; wherein notwithflan- 
ding, the truth by Gods grace ſhall plainely and ingeruorfly 
ve acknowledged.

I N the fozmer ther chapters J haue deliuered what by ſearch 
and all my beſt indenonrs J could get notice of concerning 
the firlk conuerſion ofthis Aland vnto Chꝛiſtian religion; the 
hiſtoꝛy whereof J muſt acknowledge foz the particular cir- 
cumſtances of the ſame to be very vncertaine and inuolued in 
much gbſcarity,although fo2 the generallthere can be nothing 
moze clæte and manifeſt then that ſone after the Apoſtles 
times we had Churches eſtabliſhed here. T ertullian and * O- *Conerz lu- 
rigen do witneſſe the ſame about the yeare of Chaiff 200, And 401. 
bettbene the veares 2 <0. and 400. wee finde in the Fathers la Rech. 
often mention of the Churches and Biſhops of Bꝛitane, as in 
the places quoted in the * margent map appear to ſuch as ſhal Athen A- 
thinke it wo2zth the doing to ſearch foz them. Foz the times = wn , 
folilowing,Beda and other that ſucceed him haue affo2ded vs b ec 
much moze light, which I ſhall gladly make vie of. Now 10.8 f c.. 
thereſoze to pzocde , you ſhall vaderſfand that amongeſt di⸗ Haar. de (y. 
uers terrible perſecutions wherewith our Churchrs heere in od Cluyloft 
Bzittane were ſhaken at ſundzy times vnder Diocleſian and Ces 
other tyrants; the moſt greenous ofall others was that of the Deu, 
Sarons, who being Pagans and woꝛſhippers of Jdoles , ex- ; 
pelled,not onely Chaiſttan religion, but the followers alſo of 
the ſame intoacozner of this I and, to wit, Wales 5 Cozne- 
wall, whereby it came to paCe, that all the reſt of our England 
was quite ouerwhelmed with the waues of Paganiſme and 
Jdolatry. True it is y many ofthe Bzittanes remained here 
after the conqueſt of the @arons: William of Malmsbury te- | 
Tifieth the ſame : Df ſome bee ſaith, In ets verba volentes con- De Regib. . r. 
ceſſere, (peaking of Cerdic Ring of the Meſt Sarons, they 
were content to ſubmit themſelues vnto him. And againe of 
other reliquot wn fidem acceptor, placi le quaet:s gratia mulcebant; 
bauing receined their ſubmiſston foz peace ano quietnes lake, 
they made much of them. 

But theſe wee ate to pꝛeſume were of the baſeſt of the peo⸗ 
ple, and ſo kept vnder by perpetuall ſeruitude, as it was im⸗ 
poſſible foz them to maintaine any ererciſe of religion in anie 
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publicke manner. Pet pꝛiuately no doubt, many ot them, they 
not onely in ſecret ſerned God, and kept a god conſcience, but 
vſed their talent in ſ@king to dzaw ſome of the Darons vnta 
the faith of Chꝛiſt. This-partly appeareth in Offa that / as 
Munſter repozteth) being an Engliſh man and of the blond 
ropall (it ſeemeth hee was ſonne vnto Athelfride King of the 
Berniclans) was a very god Chꝛiſtian, trauelled into Ger- 
manie, and there the yeare 601. layed the firſt foundation of 
the monaſtery of Schuttern. 

It is manifeſt alſo by the letters of S. Gregorie vnto the 
King and Queene of France, that there were many among(t 
the Saxans well inclined in religion , that complained of the 
negligence of the Fcenchmen their neighbours, in affoozwng 
them infkracters and teachers, which it ſeemeth they greatlie 
deficed. Foz thus he wziteth to the King; Pernen ad nos, Cc. 


gift.c.158.2d Wee are informed, that the Engliſh nation by the mercie of 
Iheodorica GOD become deſirous to bee conuerted vnto the faith of

Chriſt, but that the Prieſts of your neighbourhood do neglect 
tolſatistie their delire, or ſo much as to increaſe the ſame by any

it) is willing to become Chriſtian; but that the Clergy of their 
neighbourhood, extend not their paſtorall care vnto them. 
But this negligence of tteirs, it pleaſed God at laſt in his 
nod time to ſapply , by the meanes and occaſton that now J 
ſhall declare vnto vou, and to replant againe Chꝛiſtian Reli- 
gion in this Realme, where heeretofoze, vatill the comming 
of the Saxons, it had ſo many yeares flouriſhed, 

It chanced vpon atime, S. Gregory (becing then a pztuate 
man) to e'pyc certaine veautifall chile zen to bee ſould in the 
ſtrœtes of Rome; and bnderſkanding they were Dagans, aſ- 
ked of what country they were: it was anſwered, they were 
Angles oz Canliſhmen. TUeil may taep bee called Angles 
(quoth hee) foz they loke like Angels. Demaunding then of 
what 13zonince they were; if was ſaide they were of Deira: 
God grant (ſaith hee they map be D Der er»ts, deliueted 
com the w2ath of God and made partakers of his merties by 
Thi. He pzocxded pet further, and asked how the King of 
| that 
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that Conntry was called; Anderſtanding his name was A- 
ella, Alleluia (qquoth he) muſt needes be ſung in thoſe partes 
in pꝛayſe ofthe true God. Yereupon bee went pzeſently vn 
fo Pelagius the ſecond, that was then Siſhoppe of Rome, de- 
firing him to ſend Pzeachers into Brictainc,offering himſelte 
to be one;and obtaining his requeſt,toke his tourney toward 
England. Me was ſcarſety thz&vayes tourney on his way, 
when at the impoztunity of the Komanes (who would not 
endure the loſſe of ſo wozthy a man) hee was called backe. 

Not long after it fell out, that Pelagius dying, thts god 
man, Gregory, was choſen Biſhop of Rome in his place. Ve 
mindtull then ot his ſozmer enterp2iſe, pzeſently toke oder 
fo: the ſendingof P2zearhers into this land, fozthe conuerſt- 
on oftheſame; and the ſoner,foz that (as befoze I ſaid) the 
daply complaints ofcertaine god Saxrons, concerning the 
careleſneſſe of the French Clergy in that behalfe, did greatly 
pzouoke him thereunto. The man that he made choice of ſo; 
perfozmance of this great woꝛk, was oneAugultinea Ponke 
of greater vertue then learning; although as a moztallman he 
was not without his vices,and namelp, ſuch, as the now aſpi⸗ 
ring Sa ot Rome tom whente he came) was likely toinfuſe 
into him, as anon (by Gods grace ) ſhall further bee declared. 
Unto him were adiopned fo; aſſiſtants 40. other, that ſhould 
accompany him in this voyage, and helpe him in the woꝛke he 
was appointed vnto. They, being now well onward on their 
wap, enquired ofthe State ofthe Country, and manner of 
the people vnto whom they went; and vnderſtwd ſo much of 
their batbarous and flercernderniefle, as they in a manner, all 
btterly renounced pzoreeding any further in the voyage, and 
as it werecompelled Auguſtine to poſte backe to Rome, thets 
to traue licence of teturne. 

Saint Gregory much grieued with this meſſage, wait bis 
letters vnto them, vſingtnanpreaſonsto perſwade them in 
any wiſe to goe fozward; whereurito at laff they relded. Pee 
wzit alſo vato the ung and Qucene of France, and to diners 
Bikhoppes,to ſhew vnto them what kindnefſe they might in 
their paſſage ; which thing they did abundantl y, not onely in 
welcome and entertainment, but alſo in adiopning vnto their 
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company diuers French men to be their inferp:efers; wheve- 
by it ſeemeth, the French tong, and the Engliſh at that time 
were much alike ; as well they might bee, the Franks and 
Barons, being both, people of Germany, and hauing ſeated 
themſelues much about one time, the one in France ſome 130 
peare, the other in Bricaine, 1 50. teres then paſt. 

Auguſtine and his aſſociates landed in the Ille of Thanet 
the pete 396. (as molt affirme, but as ſome account 597.) 
which was the peare (as hiffoztes deliuet in which Maho- 
met was bozne, - There raigned at that time in Kent Ethel- 
bert, the fiſth King of the @aron race, whoſe dominions , 
though he bare the title of Kent onely, were extended Nozth- 
lard as farce as theriuerof Humber. Me had vnto his wiſe 
at that time, a daughter of Clotharius the firſt of that name, 
King ol France, named Berta, who being a Chꝛiſtian, and bozn 
of Chʒiſtian parents, was permitted by her husband, the ex- 
erciſe ot her Religion, and had attending vpon her fo2 her 
Chaplaine, one Luidhard a Biſhop with diners other Chꝛi⸗ 
tian ſeruants; And there was allowed bnto them a certain 
Church built heretofoze by the Komanes, dedicate vnto &. 
Martin, and ſtanding nere the walles ofthe City of Canter- 
bury, where they vled to pꝛap, pꝛeach, and adminiſter the Da⸗ 
craments; whereby (no doubt) many of the Barons were 
daply wonne vnto Chzift, and Ethelbert the King well pꝛe⸗ 
pared to entertaine the motion which Auguſtine and his Al- 
fitants made afterwards vnto him. In regard thereof, Cap- 
graue ſaith, that the ſaide Luidhardus was precurſor & ianitor 
venrurieAuguſtinithe forerunner & porter to giue Auguſtine 
entrance when he ſhould come : and againe, that, p.ravi ci 
viam C ingreſſum. he prepared him away and entrance. And 
ſurely ſo it map well ſ@me by his firlt welcome and enter- 
tainement. 

hen Auguſtine bpon bis arrinall ſent to the Bing to let 
him vaderſtand that he nas tome from Rome, and thathe x 
his campany had bꝛought with them ſuch doctrine as ſhonld 
bring him and his (if they reteyued the ſame) to eniop euer⸗ 
iaTing happincle in heauen after this liſe paſt: he pꝛeſentlie 
cammanded that they ſhould be well entertained,and all — 
ce 
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ceſſaries pꝛouided foz them, : wiſhed them to attend a while, 
ſaping; that euen ſhoztly they ſhould haue audience. 

It was not long after, befoze tho King came himſelfe in 
perſon into the ſaide Alle, where hee toke 02der, theſe men 
chould be bzought befoze him, not into any houſe,but(fozſ@th) 
to pzenent (ozcery,inaplace appointed foz that purpoſe,in the 
open fields. Do thither they came, in an equipage ſomewhat 
ſtrange, one carrying aloſt a'Crodle offiluer befoze them, an- 
other hauing a Table containing the picture ofour Sauiour, 
and all ſinging of the Letanie. 

Being come, they were all willed, firſt to it downe, and 
then to declare their errand: which being deliuered,they recet- 
ued of the king this gentle and courteous ani were; that their 
pains in comming ſo farto ſ&ke his good, hee tooke in very 
good part, although he could not without note oflenity and 
raſhnes,ſodainely ſoaſake the religion left vnto him by his an- 

ceffers, to recelue an vncertaine nouelty. Me thereſoze would 
beſo far from giuing them cauſe ofgriefes2 diſcontentment, 
as that they ſhould not onelp finde kinde entertainement at 
his hands, but haue all ample liberty and licence to peach x 
teach the doctrine they had ſo greatly commended. So he 
appointed them a dwelling in the City of Canterbury, where 
by the. pzeaching (as well in derdes, and god example of life 
as of wo2ds) the ſame being confirmed by certaine miracles , 
(as Bedarepozteth), they wonus daply many vnto Chꝛiſt, and 
in the end amongſt other, the King himſelfe, who thereupon 
gaue them a faire heuſe at Stablegate within the City afoze- 
ſaide, andaſſigned a liberall poztion of poſſeſſions foz main- 
tenance of them in the ſame. 

The matter being thus farre fozward, Augultine thought 
god fo ſteppe into France, where he canſed himſelſe tobe cons 
ſecrated a Biſhoppe, of Etherius Archbiſhop of Arles, by the 
name of Epiſcopus Anglorum. 

This narration is taken in a manner altogether out of Be- 


da. And whoſocuer ſhall dnely conſider of the ſame, ſhall find Lb. 1 cap. 23.

{roman Tap pꝛopoſed vnto Saint Gregory*doe ſufficiently ſhew) and the 
.be, Teſtof his company (wee may pzeſume) much moze igno- 
cap.

| Yet we will not greatly grudge him the name of « Hpoſtolu⸗ 
Anglorum, the Apoltle of Engliſhmen, ſo it bee but rightly vn- 
derſtode. Foz we deny not but he was ſent,marry by whom: 
by Gregory, that had ns mozeauthozity here then himſelfe; £ 
thereſoze he was notable to ſay as Saint Paul the Apoſtle, 
neg, ab hominibuzs, nec per hominem, ſed per Teſum Chriſtum, ney- 
ther from men, nor by man, but by Ieſus Chriſt. We deny 
not but he was ſent hether to pꝛeach vnto the nation of the 
Engliſh ; but a great (J thinke we may ſay far the greateft) 
part of England,remained in the darkeneſle of their infidelity, 
many yeres after he was dead. Foz by Paulmus the Goſs 
Beda a. pell was firſt pꝛeached in the Nozth of England, anno, 62 5. by 
1 Wilfridein the South, 68 . by Fœlix in Norfolke and thoſe 
>,2.c.15,  parts,6;0.and ſo byotherelſewhere at other times. We de- 
ny not but he was ſent to pꝛeach Chꝛiſt and his Religion :buf 
it is manifeft, he pꝛeached alſo himſelf, like a cutſt cow thꝛow⸗ 
ing downe with his hale, much of the good milke that befoze 

he had giuen,as anon we ſhall haue occaſlon to ſhew. 
Pꝛeſently vponthereturne of Auguſtineout of France, 
two of his company (Lau rence and Peter) were ſent vnto 
Rome, to aduettiſe Gregory of their god ſucceſſe ; by whem, 
at their comming backe, he ſent vnto Auguſtine an Archiepiſ⸗ 
copall Pall, certaine bokes, Church oznaments, and other 
neceſſaries. Ve ſent alſo by them pꝛeſents vnto the King, & 
wzit diuers lettets, ſome aratulatozy to theKing,ſome vnto 
Auguſtine, exhozting him to diligence in his calling, and to 
| faks 
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take h&de,leff the miracles which foz the conuerſion of this 
people, God wꝛought by him (divers it is ſaid her wꝛought) 
ſhould lift him vp into a pꝛoud ant high conceit of his owne 
wozth: and laſtly, others vnto the Archbiſhoppeof Arles, to 
thanke him fo: his god aide and aſſiſtance peelded to theſe 
men in this buſineſle. 

Auguſtine inthe meane time had obtained of the Ning an o⸗ 
ther Church in the middeſt of the City, built likewiſe hereto⸗ 
foe by the Romanes, and dedicated the ſame vntoour Sant- 
our Ch:iſt. Sone after, this god King gaue vnto him alſo 
bis owne Pallace, and chiefe ſeat of his kingdome, remouing 
dimſelſe vnto Rheaculte,called by the Romanes Negulbium, 
now Reculuer: Andlaſtly, he laied the foundation of a godly 
Monaſtery which he dedicated to Saint Peter and . Paul, 
knowne afterwardes by the name of . Augultines, 

Theſe things being thus o2dered, hee made ſhew of cnde- 
touring aconcozd and agreement betweene the Sarons + the 
Baitons ; but his intent was, to eſfabliſhhis owne thꝛone, 
and to inlarge the bounds of his Pꝛouince, by bzinging Wales 
vnder his tuciſoiction, wheras they had an Acchbiſhop of their 
owne, and might not in policy ſabmit themſelues to him, that 
was to liue a ſubiec to a fozrains Pzince, moze likely to ba a 
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foe then afriend, Bedal b.z.c 3 


Pet thus, and in this ſoꝛt he dealt with them. Mee pꝛocu⸗ 
red by the meanes ofking Echelbert,acertainemeting of di- 
uers Bꝛitiſh Biſhops, x other the pꝛincipal of their Clergy, at 
a certain place calledafterward vs6 that occaſion, Augultines 
dake, being in Wiccia oz Worcelter(hirc, vpon the confines 
of the Country of the Meſt Barons. There by perſwaſtons, 
infreaties, thꝛeates, and all manner of meanes he endeuou- 
red to dzaw them to an entire confozmity with the Church of 
Rome, that had then admitted diners coꝛruptions, and much 
fallen from the puxit of fozmer times, whereas the Bꝛitons 
had tontinuco ſtill in the ſame teno2 oł pure dogrine which 
they had receyued in the fitlt infancy ol the Church. But his 
ant were was ſhoz: and peremptoꝛp, that theꝝ might not ſub⸗ 
mit themſelues vnto him, bauing an Archbiſhop ofthetr olun;! 
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Augiſtines pride.

ued rom the Apoſtles of Chziſt,neyther would they change 
the ſame foz any mans pleaſure whatſoeuer, 

Auguſtine notwithſtanding not diſcouraged with this re- 
pulſe-p;ocured yet another meeting, to which many moze of 
the Bꝛittaines repap2ed then vnto the firſt : Foz it was ſaide 
there were there 7. Biſhappes ,to wit, of Hereford, of Lan- 
date, of Paterne, of Bangor of Saint A ſſaph, of the V Vicci. 
ans,andof Morgan, There were there alſo many other Cler- 
gy men, and Ponkes, eſpecially out of that famous Monaſte⸗ 
ry of Bannachor nete Gheltcr, in which there lined at that 
time aboue 2000. Ponkes, whoſe Abbot oz gouernour Di- 
not was there pzeſent at this conuenticle. 

Some time befoze this aſſemblp, certaine of the Bzittanes 
thought good to aske counſe ll of a tettaine Anchoute whom 
they eſta med greatly of fo; his holineſſe, and to know of him 
whether bee thought it beſt foz them to pteld vnto the diregi⸗ 
ons of Augultine ozno. Me aduiſed them, if hee were a man 
of God, to take the courſe hee ſhewed, and to follow the ſams, 
And when they asked how they ſhould diſcerne whether her 
were ſuch a one oz no; hee pzonounced this ſaying ofour Sa⸗ 
uiour, Take my yokevpon you, and learne of mee, for I am 
meeke and humble of heart: Jftherefoze (ſaith be )this ſame 
Auguſtine bee a meke and humble minded man, it is a great 
pꝛeſumption that he beareth the yoke of Chꝛiſt and offreth the 
ſame vnto pou: But tfhe be Rout and pꝛoud, he is not of God 
you map be bold. This therefoze (quoth he) is my aduite, haue 
acare that he and his company be firſt in the place where you 
mete: Iſ then pou being the greater number, he riſe not to do 
pou renerence , but deſpite pon; deſpiſe you alſo him and his 
counſcll. 

Augultinetherefoze firſt entred the place, with his banner 
and his croſſe, with ſinging, p2oceſſion,and great pompe ; and 
when the Bꝛittane Biſhops came in, neuer meoned to riſe 03 
ſaluted them at all. This they taking very ill. gainſaid him in 
cuery thing,erho2ting one another not to pad a tote vnto him 
by any means. Foꝛ ſap they, ſi modo nobis aſſurgere nolnitʒ quan- 
fo vag fries /ubds caperimus, nos pro nahilo contemnct If heewill 
not daine ſo much as to riſe out of his chayre to ſalute vs, how 
much 
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Ang, warre againſt the Bri. 
much more u hen we haue once ſubmitted our (clues to his iu- 

riſdiction, will he deſpiſe vs, and (et vs at nought ? 

With this repulſe Auſtin was ſo much moued, as heconly 

not fozbeare immediately to bzeath out thzeats againſt the 

po:e Bꝛittanes, telling them that they which refuſed tobe at 

peace with their friends, ſhould ſhoꝛtly find war and enemies, 

and that they ſhould finde tempozall death by the ſwo2ds of 

them, at whoſe hands they would not receiue the offer of euer- 

laſting life. 

How well he ſecondsd theſe wozds by dedes, let it appeare 
by the woꝛds or I homas Gray that wꝛit a Chꝛonicle in french 
now well nere; oo. ycares ſince. Anltey(ſaith he being thus 
refuſedofthe Biſhops and other the learned of the Bzittans; 
made ſuch complaint therof vnto Ethelbert the King of Kent, 
that fo2thwith he leuted his power & marched againſt them, 
and flue them in moſt crnell wiſe, hauing no moze regard of 
mercy, then a Wolfs hath vpon ſhape. 

An other olde Chzonicle repozteth, that Ethelbert bæing 
incenſed as afozoſaid by Auguſtine, he ſent to Elfred king of 
Northumberland to come and helpe him to diſtreſſe the Bꝛi⸗ 
tons of Wales; that Auguſtine the Archbiſhop of Canterdurie 
met them at Legeceſter (now Cheſter) the King wherof was 
called Brachuail, who being afraid of the other two Ainges, 
fled away and left his Country, which they parted betweene 
them. Afterward(ſaith he they went towards Wales, which 
the Bꝛitons hering of, ſent men to them in their ſhirts x bare- 
fot to aske mercy, but they were ſo cruell, they had of them 
no pitty at all. TAhereby it appeareth, that the ſaid Auſſin 
was not onelp anthoz and perſwader of this langhter, but al- 
ſo pzeſent , and an ago in the ſame, which our conuerſioner 
cannot endure by any meanes to heare ok. 

Well J know, that diuers affirme, Auſtin died the peare m | 
603, whereas this warte was made twoyersaſterthat time. r % 
And Beda as now we haue him ſcemeth to confirm the ſame. o 
Foz talking of the fozeſatd laughter and how it was fozetold 
by Auguſtine (as be{o;e J haue declared) he addeth, 4.0» 
ipſo (eAnguſtino ) 1am auto ante _— ad oleſtiaregna trauſla- 
to, As though long vefaze that warre, Au tin had died, you? 
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beit it appeareth manifeſtly, that thoſe wozds are fraudulent- 
ly thzuſt in. Foz the olde @aron copies ( whereof diners 
are to bee (@ne) haue no ſuch thing. Againe, it appeareth 

that Auguſtine was aliue, and confirmed a Charter made 
by King Ethelbert, the pere, og. which was two pres af- 
ter the warre. And diners do witnelle he died after that,ſome 
the pere 6: 1,and other(as namely Matt. Weltmin. the pere, 
608. whereas molt of our hiſkozies affirm,the ſaid warre was 
made againſt the Bzitons,the peare, 603. 

Whenſoener it was, a great ouerth2ow they receined vp⸗ 
on this occaſion, wherein they loſt, beſide an infinite number 
of Souldiets &menofArms, a great many Ponks(nolefſs 
then 1200. that neuer fought againf the enemy at all, but 

$c rinmbriz Onelpby pzayer; 50.there were that ſaued themſclues by 
accuſar Scz. flight, and eſtaped the renenging ſwoꝛd ot our Apoſtles (oul- 
uolam{(apud diets, who had of all others the greateſt ſpleene agaiuſt them 
— of the Clergy, as the greateſt wꝛong doers,becauſe they wold 
rden not take wzong by recepuing quietly the yoake of a fozraine 
— :: andvſurping iutiſdiaton, obtruded vnto them. 
Otat. pro This agion uvndoudtedly ſanoureth ſtrongly of that ambi⸗

Jer. .;, tes, and that now waxing weake, and lege hopefull in the 
::102::us, tempozall ate, began to creepe into the @piritualty. Gre- 
Phocas Imp, gory an humble t vertuons man, ſuppꝛeſſed the ſame in him⸗ 
Raw, vt Ec ſelfe and other what he might; and the rather happily,becauſe 
de den. the title ol ſupzemacy which afterwards his ®ucceſſozs at- 
b ommum £ogated to themſelues, was vſurped by the Patriarkes of 
eccicharum, Conſtantinople; againſt which , how bitterly Gregory in- 
& m3giltra. neigheth, it ſhall not be amiſſe a little to conſider, that it may 
Nam amen appeare vnto the Reader, how true it is which the conuerfto- 
0... ner and his fellowes ſtan ſo confidently vpon, that @aint 
enz primam Gregory, and ſo his Diſciple Augultine out Apoſtle as they 
ſc (cribevar call him) was iuſt of the ſame Religion that now is maintay- 
num Ec- ned in Rome, 

Flo — Ego ſid enter dico ( ſaith he) & c. I ſpeale it confidently, u ho- 
en G0. ſoeuer calleth himſelte the vmuerſall Prieſt, or delircth to be 
Greg Epiſt, ſo called, in that kind of pride is the forerunner of Antichrilt; 
ex KR: pilt-194 quicunq, wholocuer, he excepteth not the Biſhop of Rome.

Nay, when this title as himlelfe ſaith) was offered him, 
being the Biſhop of Rome, by a Synode aCembled at Chalce- 


don, he refuſed the (ame, peloing this reaſon of his ſo doing 
Nullus dece ſſorun meorum hoc tam profane vocabulo uti conſeuſit, 
None of my predeceſſors would euer endure to vſe ſo pro- 
phaneaword and againe, No Bilhop of Rome cuer tooke 
vnto himſeltc anaine of fuch lingulanity, Jnone place he cals 
it, Nonum *nomen anew name; Jnanother wocabulum te- 
wcrarim & ſtaltum, a raſh and fooliſh name. Again elſewhere, 
ſuper bum © Hompatic um, a proud and pompous title, eruerſum, 
ſuperſtituſam, pr ophauum, f ſceleſtum, nomen 8 error u, h vauna- 
tas , hypocriſeos, c blaſpb:mie, perverſe, ſuperſtitious, pro- 
phane,wicked,aname of error, vanity, hypocrilie, and blaſ- 
phemy; andlaſtly, yy ſuperbie, a putte of arrogancy 
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and pride, 
If we ſhould go no farther but enen to the Epitaph engra-

If Auguſtine were now aliue, and ſhould call the Pope Z- — — — 
piſcopam vr bis Romane,Bilhop of the city of Rome, when or 6:5 iorn1% obed:

thinke you it would be taken at his hands? But if S. Gregory _— 4 — 
ſhould heare the Pope challenge an vniue ſal juriſdiction duet h . 
the whole globe of the whole earth, euen amongeſt the Jndis Gluſa ibidem 
ans 
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ans Eaſt and Weſt,and the very Antipodes (Super &- C- 
mant as Of Indos Protulit Imperium. )and vet not ouer the Cler- 
gie onely,02 the baſer ſozt ofthe laity,butouer Kings and Ems 
perours, Pzinces and Magiſtrates, and whoſoener ; how 
would he deteſt and abhozre lach pzeſumptuous e monſtrous 
arrogancy: how farre would he be from either accepting in 
bimſelfe,o2 appzooningtn others, ſuch a large authozity, that 
toke ſo hafnonfly the very ſhew and ofer of the title one- 
lp, which being p2offered vnts himſelfe,he vtterly refuſed,as 
moſt abſurde and blaſphemous :? An eaſte thing it were to ſet 
downe(God wot)a number of other points of doctrine, wher⸗ 
in Saint Gregory and diuets ofhis ſacceo2s , do apparants 
ly vary much from the doctrine now currant in the Church of 
Rome, But it is matter of biſfozy onely which J haue vn- 
dertaken, and there foꝛe refuſing to meddle with any contros 
uerſie, that ſhall not ot it ſelte fall within the compaſe of thoſe 
things J haue been occaſioned to intreate of; I ſhall loane that 
vnto the diſcourſe of ſome other man. 

This Auguſtine was a man of erceding tall ſtature, well 
fauoured,of a very amiable countenance . is body was bu⸗ 
ried firſt without dozes, nere to the Church of his Monaſte⸗ 
ry,becanſe the Church was not yet finiſhed, but afterwards 
was remoued into the Nozth pozch of the ſaid Church, in 
which place all the bodies of the Archbiſhops following wers 
laid vntill Theodor,who was firſt buried in the Church, be⸗ 
cauſe the poꝛch was fall, 

Tho Spot that liued a Monke in the Abbey of Saint Au- 
{tins at Canterbury, about the vete 1270. ſetteth down fo2 his 
Epitaph (how truely J know not ) this which followeth , 
which J thinke not amiCe hereto inſert : 

Inclytus Anglorum pre(u! pius & decus altum, 
Hie Auguſliniu requieſcu corpore ſanſtus.

1. Auguſtine. 


P that which hathbene befoze deliuered, it appea- 
reth, that Auguſtine was the firſt Archbiſhoppe of 


Canterbury, concerning whom J nade not any furs 
ther to diſcourſe. 


2. Laurence. 


Aint Auguſtine befoze his death had appointed to ſucceeds 
im, one Laurence Romane bozne a very godly and well 
learned man, whom Ciaconius in the life of Waint Gregory, 
ſemethto make a Pꝛieſt, Cardinall intituloS.Silueltn in Ex- 
quilijs,tt : Equiri j Archipresbyrer, But the name of Cardi- 
nall God wot is of a far later date. This Laurence toke great 
paines not onely with his owne charge, but alſo in labouting 
fo reduce the Bꝛitons of Wales, the @cotsx Jriſhmen to one 
conſent in matters of religion. It is likely his diligence might 
baue done god, but that he was diſturbed by the death of that 
god King Ethelbert. Eadbald his ſanne ſuccaved him in the 
Kingdom, who being a vitions young man, was not aſhamed 
to marry the wife of his late _— father. This and other 
enoz- 
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enonnities, when Lawrence like ago? lohn Baptiſt, doubted 
not to tepꝛehend him fo, he firſt be gan to fall out with him , 
and aftorwards,cuen with Chziſtian Religion, which a while 
bee ſeemed to like of well enough, but no wat laſt vttecly te⸗ 
nounced. The people (as commonly it commeth to paſſe) fol- 
fowing ths example of their King, they lixewile returned to 
the filthy v emit of their abominable idolatry, although the 
Acchbiſhoppe like a god Paſto2 ceaſed not by earneſt exhoꝛta⸗ 
tions and what other meanes poſſibly he might, to Nay them 
from this hoꝛtible relapſe. Perceining at laſt that his wordeg 
did no god, but rather incited the King to a moze deſperate 
hatred of him and religion: Me determined ta follow Mclli- 
tus and luſtus into France, that (as anon you ſhall haue occas 
ion to reave) were lately baniched by the wicked ſons of god 


Schert King of the Eaſt Darons. The night beſoze the day of 


his intended departurs, hee caaſev his bed tobe made in che 
very Church ol his Ponaſtery; where after many teares and 
Aghes, de recommended vnto God the miſerable ſtate of his 
paze Church, and ſo fell a leps. Jt ſemed vnto him (ſaith Be- 
da)that . Peter came vnto him and firſt erpoſtulated the 
matter with bim, after chid and repzehended him ſhatpely fo; 
purpoſing to fozſake the Church committed vnto him, and 
laſtly, whipped his naked body ſo terribly, as when hee wa- 
ked, findingit moze then adzeame, all his body was goze- 
blod. Pee went immediately bnts the King; ſhewing him his 
wounds, and together related vnto him the occaſſion of them. 
This ſtroke ſuch a terrozinto the King, as by and by he re- 
nounced his idols, put away his inceſtuous wife, cauſed him- 
ſelfe to be baptized,aud foz a farther teſtimony and aCurance 
of his vnfatned conuerſion, builded a Church in the monaſte- 
xy ot. Petet, and dedicated the ſame vnto the bleed virgine- 
Laurence very topfull of this alteration,ſent pꝛeſentip foz 
Mellitus and Iuſtus into France; who comming vato him, one 
ol them ( Iuſtus) Biſhop of Rocheſter, het returned vnte his 
old charge, the other he tretained with him, hoping to finde 
meanes, hee alſo might be reſtozed to his o againe. In the 
mean time, euen the ſame verre that King Eadbalde became a 
Ch:ifian, bimſelf(J mean Laurence) died, to wit, Feb. 2.61 9 
(as Baledelinereth)and was buried beſide Auguſtine his pze- 
deceſſo;. 3. Mcllitus, 
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3. Mcllicus. 


Twbat time the B2ifaines refaſed fo iopne with Au- 
guſtine in pzeaching of Thaiſt, de wit vato Saint Gre- 
gory, certifying him, that the hat ue l hete was great, but the 
labourers very few; and therefo;e requeſted him to ap- 
point ſome that might aſſiſt him in this wozke of the Lozd.Ve 
did ſo, and ſent vato him Nc! mw an Abbot of Rome,luſtus, 
Paulinus, Rufknjanus anÞothers, who arrined in England 
the yeere Cor, To leaue the reſt vnto their owne places, 
Mellitus abcut the va tes atter was conſecrate by him Bi- 
ſhop of London, where Ring Echelbert built a godly church 
and dedicated the ſame viito S. Paul. The fourth pare of his 
conſecration he went to Rome to confer with Boniface the 
Pope about diuers things, and was by him honourably in- 
tectained. A pete oz two after his returne died both Ethel - 
bert King of Kent,and Scbert (that vnder him cnled the Eaft 
Saxons) tnto whoſe lutiſdiqion London appertained.This 
Sebertleſt behind dim thz& wicked ſonnes, that being neuer 
baptized; came notwithſtanding one day vnto the Church at 
Communion time, and asked the Biſhoppe what he meant 
that be delivered not of that ſame fine bzead vnto them as h 
was wont to doe bnto their father Saba,and did pet vnto the 
reT ofthe people. He anſwered, that if they would be waſhed 
in the water of life as he was and the reft of the people thers 
pzeſent; then would he deliner bnto them ofthis bead allo, 
but otherwiſe,neither was itlawfall foz him to deliner, noz 
them to receine it. This notwithſtanding they would haus 
enfozced him, and when they conld notp2cnaile, were ſo en- 


' raged, as they erpelled him their dominton,hardly holding 


their hands from doing him violence at that time. He bing 
thus eriled, went fi; vnto Laurence the Archbiſhop of Can- 
ferbury, and finding him in little better caſe then himſelife 
was at London, departed into France together with Iuſtus 
Biſhoppe of Rocheſter. Being ſent ſo; ſone after by Laurence 
(as aboue ſaid) it happened the ſame pcets that the ſaide Lau- 
rence died, and he was appointed foſuccede him. Yee was a 
man of great birth, but of _ mind, exceeding f 
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bis charge,veſpiſing the wozld, and neuer caring foz any 
thing but heauen and heauenly things. Haning bene ſicke a 
long time, he died at laſt of the gowt, Apr. 24. ann. 624-4 was 
buried belive his pzedeceſg;. 17 


4. Iuſtus. 


Vſtus (of whom J hane befo2e ſpoken ſ at) was ta⸗ 

ken from Rocheſter to ſupply the plate of Mellitus attet his 
deceaſe; wherein dauing trauelledpainfully the ſpace of 10. 
pieres, Mal:nsbury ſaith but 3.) he departed this life, No- 
nemb. 10. anno 64. and was burted in the po;ch aboue men ;

fter the death of luſtus, Honorius was made Archbiſhop 
a very reuetend man: e was a Koman bon, very lear-

conſecrate at Lincolne by Paulinus | Pozke, 
Pe receiueda Pall from Rome with lettets, Wherein autho- 
rity was giuen to him and the ofher Archbichop, whenſoener 
eithec of them did ſail, to conſetrate another in his place with» 
out polling to Rome. This man appointed viners Biſhops

molt 20. peres(VV. Malmsbury ſaith 25, died the laff dap of 
Fehzuarp, oꝛ as ſome dcliuer) of Se ztember,the pæte, 653. 
Ve was buited amongſt his p:edeceſſo;s 


6, Deus-dedit,or Adcodatus. 


De Der was void after Honorius died the ſpace of 1 8 mo- 
neths. An Enaliſhman o2 @aron culed ſomelimes Fri- 
thona (famous foz bis learning and other ve-tnes ) was then 
elected Archbiſhop, and after that named Dcus dedit. Be 
was conſecrateby Ithamar B;ſhoppe of. Rocheſter, ( Yozks 
baing

being then without an Archbiſhoppe : ) and died the laft day 
of June 03 as Weſtminſter hath) July 14.66. hauing atten⸗ 
ded that charge carefully about the ſpace of 6.y&res, the very 
ſame day (ſaith H. Huntington) that Ercombert the Ring of 
Kent dyed. He was the firſt Engliſhman that was Archbi⸗ 
chop, and the laſt Archbiſhop that was buried in the Church 
pozch of Meint Auguſtines. 


7. Theodorus. 


Ne Wigardus an Ongliſhman, an ancient and learned 
Piieſt, was choſen to ſuccade Deus dedit, and ſent to 
Rome foz conſecration with letters commendatozis from E-. 
gebert RingofKent , and Oſwy Aing of Northumberland, 
who alſo ſent pzeſents of great value vnto Vitalianus that 
was then Pope. AItchanced de cams to Rome ata time 
when the plagae was very hote there; + died of the ſame, as 
did alſo almoſt al his company that came with jim. The Pops 
bnderanding the de had ſt@d long voide, and careſull to 
ſ& it furniſhed, made choice ot one Adrian an Abbot of J- 
taly, but bozne in Africke, a graue man and very learned. 
Be would not ber d to take ſo great a charge vpen 
bim; but being oztuned therennto, he pzomiſed to 
ande out a man that hoald be of greater both learning and 
peres then himſelfe, and in all other reſpeqs very fitte foz 
the place. Me was familiarly acquainted with one Theo- 
dore a Grecian bozne in Tharſus of Cilicia, Saint Paule 
country; a man well ſ&nin all kinde of god learning, and 66. 
pares ofage. Vitalianus notwithſtanding refuſed fo allow 
ol him, except the other would pꝛomiſe to goe into England 
with him alſo. Me was content, did ſo, and at dis cemming 
thither was made Abbot of D. Auguſlines. Tlieodore then 
was conſecrate Archbiſhop, Apꝛil 1.66 8. whenthe Da had 
bane voide almoſt fowzeperes. In May following, they 
ſet fozward towards England. They had many lets by the 
wap, and got not thither in a yore and a halfe. They bought 
with them great ſtoze of bookes both Greeke and Latine , 
whereof ſome remaine pet to bee ſcene at this dap, as namely 
a Homer ( ſo faire and exquiſitely wzitten,as nopzint in the 
T 3 woz 
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world pet ertant is thought to bas comparable fo it ether faz 
tcuth oz beauty) and diners othec. Unto this man all the 
Bꝛitich Biſhoppes and generally all Bꝛitaine y@lded obedi- 
ence, and vader him confozmed themſelues in all things vn-s 
to the rites and diſcipline of the Church of Rome. Va was 4 
very ſtout andrigozous man,ererciſing the authozity of his 
place ſo peremptozily, as many thinke it a great blot vnto 
him. Yow ho toke vpon him to place and diſplace diuers 
Biſhops at his pleaſure, as Vilfride, Cedda and other, ſæ in 
the beginning of oke. In his time were held two © ynods, 
one at Perefozd (che Canons whereof vou may ſ in Beda, 
lib.4 cap. . the otherat Clyff beſide Rocheſter,in which he 
p;ocured all the Pꝛelates there aſſembled to (et downs their 
opinions touching the hereſie of Eutiches , wherewith his 
countrimen the Grecians were much infected : They all de- 
teſted it, and gaue their appꝛobation of thoſe fine famous 
generall Councels, of Nice, of Epheſus, of Chalcedon , and 
the two ficlt of Conſtantinople. RNenerbefo2o this time had 
England ſo happy dayes,noz ſo many learned men as bnder 
him, andalittle after. Amongſt a great number of other, 
theſe were ol his bzceding, Beda, Saint IohnofBeuerlep, 
Alcuinus, and Tobias Biſhop of Rocheſter, all excellent and 
dery famous men. Ve erected (as ſome ſap)a kinde of ſchole 
o Uninerſity at Creekelade, oz rather Gzeekeſlade in Milt⸗ 
ire, ſo called of the Grecians that taught and udied theres. 
Theſe men ſone after remonuing thence, are ſuppoſed to hang 
laide the foundations of our Untnerfity of Drfo2v. Me left 
ſundzy monuments of his learning in w2iting behinde him, 
and appointed many Biſhoppes in divers parts ofthis land. 
Vaning continued Archbiſhop 22. perres, be died September 
29. anno so. being 88. pteres ofage, vntill which time, her 
would often (ay, he thought he ſhould line,foz that in a dꝛeam 
it had hene ſa Canified vnto him many yeres befoze. Alittle 
beſoze his death he (ent fo; Wilfride Archbiſhop of Yozke, & 
Erkenwald Biſhoppe of London, and confeſſing himſelfe vnto 
them; acknowledged that he had done Wilfride great wong, 
inſomuch as, there was no one thing that lay ſo hard vpon 
his contence as that, and therefoze with teares beſonght 
dim to (azginzhim,and to pzay fo; him. e was buried _ 
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in the Church of Saint Auguſtines Abbey, becauſe the po2ch 
was full befoze, all his pzedeceſozs(ſire in number)being bu⸗ 
ried thers. Jn memozy of them, were compoſed and cngra- 
ven in marble theſe verſes that follow,

$. Brithwald. 


Lmoſt two yeres the See was bolde after the death of 
{ Y Theodore, Brithwald Abbot of Recuiner which tan- 
deth bpon the mouth ol the river Gentad, and befoze that, a 
Þonke ofGlaſte::tury, was then elec, July, 1. anno, 692.4 
conſecrate by Godwyn the Petropolitan of TWales, oz of 
France rather as Beda repozteth. The peer foilowing, Pap 
30. he tooke pefſeſſion of this his Biſhopꝛicke. He was aman 
very well learned both in Diuinity and otherwiſe , but not 
comparable vnto Theodore his pzedeceſſoz. Vee bare a hard 
band vpon Wiltride Archbiſhop of Bozke, as I heodore had 
done befoze him, and cauſed his ſecond baniſhment, oz at leaſt 
was ſome moanes of it. He was contured by the Pope, who 
turned him about, and dealt ſo with hum by letters, as he made 
him moze earneſt foz him then ener he had beene againſt him. 
No Archbiſhopever continued ſo long in this See as he, either 
befoze oz ince his time. De ſate $.yeares and a halfe. Dying 
then, January 9. 7; 1. hee was buried at aint Auguſtines 
with his P;edeceſſ03s- 


9. Tatwyn. 


Pe ſame yeare in which Birhtwald died, ſuctteded Tat- 
wyn, otherwiſe called Cadwyn and Scad w yn, being conſ: 
June 10. following. Ve was bozne in Zercia.A man very re- 
ligtous. and no lefſe learned. Son aſter his conſecration there 
aroſe a great controuerile betweene him and the Archbiſhop 
of Pozke about the * Tatu yn pzcuailed,ha-

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uing tragelled to Rome in perſon and receiued his Mall there, 
Pe ſate thꝛe yerres,dyed July, 30. 714. and was buriod at 
Cantetbery. Uato this mans time Beda (who died the ſame 
peare) dedaceth this hiſtoꝛp, the moſt ancient that England 
hath wozthy any credite- 


10, Nothelmus. 


Ho Huntingdon affirmeth one Egbright to haue ſuc⸗ 
ceeded Tatuyn: A haue not found him mentioned elſe- 
where :and therefoze to follow the repozt of the greater num- 
ber. I will omit him and paſſe vnto Nothelm. Me was bean at 
London. Beda acknowledgeth bimſelte much beholding to 


Presbyt. Lon. this man foz diuers things which vpon his repoꝛt he inſerted 


into his Cccleſtaſticall tozy, Me teceiued his Pall at Kome , 
_ 736.dyedDcaber 17-741. and was buried at Cans 
ferbury« 


11, Cuthbert or Cudbrict. 


* — an Engliſhman or great parentage, being Vi- 
ſhop of Perefozd, the pears 742. was tranſlated to Cans 
ferbury. Fine peares aſter, to wit,747- by the counſell of Bo- 
niface Biſhop of Bentz,ye called a conuocation at Cliſt befive 
Nocheſter, to refozune the manifold eno;mities wherewith 
the Church of England at that time was ouergrowne. Dar 
Kinges fo:ſaking ths company of their own wines, in thoſe 
dapes delighted altogether in harlots, which were fo2 the 
mo ſt Nunnes. Regis ad exemplum totus componi- 
tur orbis. The relf of the Mobility therefoze following 
their example, trode alſo the ſame trace. The Biſhops like- 
wiſe , and other ofthe Clergy that chould haue ben a means 
of teſoʒming theſe faults in others, were themſclacs no lefſe 
faulty; ſpending their times cyther in contentions and bꝛab⸗ 
bles, o2 elſe in luxutie and voluptuauſueſſe, hauing no cars 
offtudy, and ſeldome, 02 neuer pzeaching. Whereby it came 
to paſſe that the whole land was onerwhelmed with a 
moſt darke and palpable miſt of ignozante, and pollated 
with all kinds of wickedneſſe and impietis in all ſoꝛts 9 


- 
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ple. Cuthbert therloꝛs endeuouring (like a god Paſkoz ) by the 
reſozmation of theſe things to turne away the wzath of Goo 
Which (med to hang oner this land, and to thzeaten thoſe 
plagues which ſhoztiy after fell vpon it when the Danes in⸗ 
navded the ſame : gathered together his Cleargy at the place 
befoze mentioned, and there after long conſultation, cauſed 
cortaine Canons to bee dectirde which are to ba ſne at large 
elſewhere, Amongeſt the reſt, by one, all the Cleargy wers 
required to readfo their pariſhioners the Lozds pzayer and the 
Cra&dsinthe © 13lith tongue. This man obtained from the 
Pope a diſpenſation foz making of cemiteries o Churchyards 
within towaes and cittics, whereas vntill bis tima, within the 
wa!s none were burted. Me alſo pzocured EadbertkingofKent 
to command, that the bodies of Acchbiſhops deceaſed herreaf- 
fer ſhould not be buried at S. Auguſtines(as heretofoze) but at 
Chatſtchurch : And that hes might put his monkes of Chꝛiſt 
Charch as it were in poeſſien of this pꝛiuiledge; he tok oꝛder 
his death ſhould bee concealed vntill bis funerals were ended. 
Pe died ann. 7 5$. and was buried acco2ding to his owne de⸗ 
fire in Chziſtchurch, oz (as one cepozteth) inalittle Church 
nette adiopning, which he had built and dedicated vnto Sai 
Iohn Baptiſt , meaning to ſc:tie his tonſiſtezie there, av» £0 
make it a place of hutiall foz himſelle and his ſucteſloʒ⸗· This 
Charch many yeres after was conſumed with fl. together 
with Ch2iſtchurch it ſelfe and a great part of ti monaTerie. 
Chzichurch was af.erward re-edified by L= tanke. 


12. Bregwyr 


B R-gwyn was bozne of o Hoble parentage amongeſt the 
Darons ot Germany, whence he tranelled into England 
foz the encreaſe of knewledge , beeing yet very pong. After 
the death of Cuthbert, in regard of his modeſty, integrity and 
great learning, choice was made of him as the fitteſt man to 
ſucceed, and ſo he was conſecrated vpon Michaelmas day 75 9. 
Pe take euen the like courſe fo2 his buriall as his pzedecefſo; 
had done, Me ſate onely 3. peaxes. and died Aug, 24.762. 


13, Lambert 
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r 3. Lambert. al. Iainbert. 


12 monks of &. Auguſtines taking it very hainoufly to 
baue the buriall of their Archbiſhops diſcontinued from 
them; began to make their complaint vnto the Pope. Now 
though Chziltcharch-men had no great reaſon to doubt of the 
Pope, who had confirmed vato them this pzinilevge at ths 
ſute ofBregwyn, pet to make the matter the moze ſure , they 
determined to elect Lambert Abbot of Saint Auguſtines foz 
theic Azchbiſhop, aCuring themſelues hee would now bee as 
earneft a defender of theirliberties; as be had hartofo;zobens 
an oppugner in the behalfe of ®. Auguſtins. In his time Offa 
King of Perciaerected a new Archbiſhopzicke at Litchſeld , 
and obtained of the Pope anthozity foz Eadulfus Biſhop there 
to gouerne the Dioceſſes of Wozceſter,Legeceſter, Didnace- 
ſtec, Verefoꝛd, Pelmham and Dunwich. So that Canterbury 
had left vnto him foz his Pꝛouince onely theſe, London, Min- 
che lter, Rocheſter, and Sherbozne. Some ſay that Lambert 
vnſented vnto this alteration others repozt that he ſpared 
Nucoft to redute things to their oulde eſtate. Pee late manis 
pete. and perceauing his ende to appzoach, twkeo2der to bee 
buried i. Saint Auguſtines, infringing by that meanes the 
grants and iuiledgesot the monks of Chziſtchurch,obtained 
foz the burial u the Archbiſhops amongſt them. Be dyed Aug. 
12. 790, and Was yery honourably enterred in the Chap- 
ter-houſe of @aint Auuſtincs. 


14. Ath&led or Edelred. 


HIT was firſt Abbot of Paiareſbury, then Biſhop of 
A incheſter and laſtly conſecrated Archbiſhop: Aulp. 21. 
793. Aman of great vertuc andercellently learned. Offa ſone 
after this being dead,together with bis ſonne Egfride ; Athe- 
lard made eatneſt ſute vnto Kenultethe ſon of Cuthbert then 
Bing of Mercia that he would reſtoze vnto the @& of Canter- 
durie, the renenues and toriſdiction taken from it wzongfully 
by Offa: Hateunto Kenullus without much ados readily aſ- 
ſented,as alſo Leo the third then Pope. Unto whom hee tra- 
uelled 
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elled in perſon about that buſinefſe. Pee ſate about an 
eight oz nine yeres, as moſt repozt; Malmſbuty (to whom J 
giuecredit in that behalfe) ſaith 13: and dying the rate £06. 
was buried in Chꝛiſt Church to the great diſtontent ment of 
the monks of S. Auguſtines. 


15. Witred, 


VV Lfred biting a monke of Chꝛiſtchurch in Canterbury 
was made Archbiſhop at Rome by Leo the third. And 
theninth pere after his conſecration he went to Rome about 
ſome buſineſſe of his Church not reco2ded. He died the yeare 


$30, and was buried at Canterbury in his owne Church. 
16, Theologild. 


& FterWfred, Theologild oz Fleogild ſometimes Abbot 
of Canterbury was Archbiſhop, fog the ſpace of 3. mo- 
neths, and dying was buried alſo in Chꝛiſt church. One na- 
med Syred ſucceeded hum; but being taken away befoze he had 
fall poſſeſſion, is not reckoned amongl{ the Archbiſhops. 


17. Celnoth. 


Elnoth that is ſaid to haue bene Deane of the Church of 

Cantetburie, ſuccieded T heologild and continued Arch- 
biſhop 3 5.yeares, died anno $70, as molt deliuer. William 
Malmsbury allotteth vnto him onely 41. maneths. is time 
was erceding troubleſome by reaſon of the continuall inuaſi⸗ 
ons ofthe Danes: yet no memoꝛie remaineth ofany agion of 
bis in ſo long ſpace of ſo memozable a time. Ye died anno $70, 
and lieth buried in Chziſtchurch in Canterbury, 


18. Athelredus. 


Thelredus a great dinine , ſometimes a monke of Chꝛiſt 
Church in Canterbury,and then Biſhop of Wincheſter, 

was Archbiſhop after Celnoth 18. yeres. Jn his time all the 
monaſteries of England were deſtroyed by the Danes; ſo — , 
03 
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fo; the ſpace of 90. peares after , monkerie ceafed thzonghont 
the realme ; yea in the Kozth parts there was not ſans any ei⸗ 
either monke 02 nunne iu two hundzed yteres aſter, viz.vntill 
about the middle of the raigne of William Conqueroz, Pa 
ried pzteſts enery where inhabited monaſteries; whence ſoz x 
long time after with much adoe they were hardly remoned. 
This Athelredus died anno 889, and (as in a manner all his 
—2 was buried in his Church of Chʒiſt in Cans 
terburie. 


19. Plegmund. 


Legmund the moſt excellent learned man of his tim 

was bozne in the kingdome of Percia. In his youth hes 
firft dedicated himſelfe vnto a ſolitarte life and lined an Per⸗ 
mite in the Alland of Chefter , which of him (as it would 
ſame) was wont to be called Plegmandſham. Vee was ta- 
ken thence to teach Alfred that was afterward king of Eng- 
land. Being choſen Archbiſhop, he tranelled to Rome in per⸗ 
ſon, and was there conſecrate. Done aſter his returne (ta 
requite belike the curteſle hee had found there) bee toke greaf 
paines in tolltaing the almes of al men well diſpoſed thzough 
the land, which the king ſent together with much treaſure of 
bis owne vnto the Pope by Athelmus Biſhop of Winches 
ſer, appointing a certaine poztion ofthe ſame to bee tonuei⸗ 
ed bnto Jeruſalem. Marianus then Pope, alittle befo:e had 
gratified the King diners waies : Þe had granted immunity of 
tribute vnto the Saxons ſchole at Nome, and ſent ſundry pꝛe⸗ 
ſents vnto him; namely (among othet things) a pace of wod 
that was as hee would make the King belene ) part of the 
ctoſle vpon which our Saniour ſnffered death. By this con- 
tribution his kindnefſe was ſuſficiently requited. The moſt 
memozable acion of this Archbiſhop is, that the pte 905. he 
conſecrated ſeuen Biſhops in one day. By reaſon of tontinu⸗ 
all wars, all the pzouince of the Weſt Sarons had bene with- 
out any Biſhop ſenen yeares: Which Formoſus the Pope im- 
putiag vnto the negligence ofthe King,ſent ont an excommu- 
nication againſt him. Pee therefoze cauſed Plegmund the 
Archbiſhop to call a conuocation, wherein it was 3 
tde 
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the country ofthe Gewiltes ( which till that time had but two 
Biſhops, one at TWinchefer another at ®hirburne) ſhould 
perreaſter haue flue; di; beſides the Das be!oze named, Mels 
in Dontmerſetthire, Criditon in Deuonchire, and Saint Pe- 
krocks in Coznwalt. Unto Wincheſter was appointed Frith- 
ſtan, to @hirburne Wolltan , to Criditon Cedulfe , and to 
Saint Petrocks Athelſtan. Pozeoner at the ſame time were 
ronſecrate with them, Bernegus Biſhop of the South Saxons 
und Kenulſus Biſhop of Doxcheſter. Plegmund ſate Archbi- 
Hop : C. yeares, and dying anno 91 5. was buried in his owne 
Church, 


20, Athelmus, 


Thelm that had bene Abbot of Glaſfonbury and ( as 

befoze is mentioned) was appointed the firſt Biſhop of 
Wells, was choſen to ſuccede Plegmund in Canterburie. 
William of Palmeſbury ſaith that this Archbiſhop laide the 
Arſt foundation ofthe Abbey of palmeſdurie:bat it ſemeth to 
be moze ancient then ſo. Vee ſate nine peares, died anno 924. 
and was buried with his p;edeceſſo;s, 


21, Witeclmus, 


WWE m ſucceeded Athelm, firſt in Mels, and then af- 
terwards in Canterbury alſo, De continued there ten 
rirtes, and died. anno. 9 34. 


22. OdoScuerus, 


parents were Danes, of great wealth and nobilitie, 
but Magans and vtter enemies of Chzift and Chziſtian religi- 
on;inſomuch as, they diſinherited their ſonne Odo foꝛ keping 
company with Chziſtians. Oe therfoze fozſaking his country, 
betmie himſelfe to the ſernice of a noble man in the Court of 
King Edvard the elder named Echelelm ; who perceining in 
bim a great fozwardnes g erceil-nep of wit, ſet him to (chale , 
where he pzofited excgedingly. Ne was not baptiſed till he was 
coms 


Ce was bozne in the country ofthe Eaſt Angles. His 
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come even vnto mans eftate. Sone alter his baptiſme, by the 
Councell of his Lo2d and «ler hee tnteted into ozders and 
became a Deacon, in which office he continued pzeaching ves 
ry painefully, vntill at lad ye was made P;ieſt, Soma repozt 
that he ſcrued in the wattrs, ſome while vader ing Edward 
befo;e he came a Cleargy manzandit is not vnlik ely. Foz afs 
ter he was Biſhop he was th2iſe in the field, and did his pzincs 
notable (ernice. Þs was p;eferred to the Biſhop2icke of Wilt- 
thire(the Der whereof was then ſeated at Remſbury)) by ths 
ectallfauour of King Athelſtan the pete 920. King Athel- 
an being dead, Edmund his bzother(that ſuccæded) ſausuring 
dim no leile then his bzother had done; vpon the death of VVIf- 
helm, pzocuced him to bee choſen Archbiſhop. A great while 
Odo refuſed (becauſe he was no monke ) to take that charge 
bpon him; ſaping, that neuet any man had held that place hi- 
therto but he was a monke. Thetein he was deccined. Foz 
Nothelinus and two #2 th:& other befoze him were ſecular 
pꝛieſts, and not monks. But hereſolate in this errour, 4c loath 
to bzeake the dance, was perſwaded firſt to become a monke 
of Floziake in tante; and that done, accepted ofthe election» 
Ve continued Archbiſhop 24. rates, in great fauour and au⸗ 
thozity vnder diners Pzinces, Edmund, Edward , Athelſtan, 
and Eadred. Towards the latter end of his time, Edwyn & 
pong Gentleman obtained the Crowne, with whom be had 
bery ill agreement. Yee cauſed him to bee diuozced from his 
Qucn, ſome ſap fo; conſanguinity,ſome alleage other reſons. 
Vt excommunicated his Concubines, t cauſing one of them 
whem the King doted vnreaſonablip vpon, to bee leteht out of 
the Court bp violence, burnt her in the fozehead with a bote 
xton, and baniſhed her into Jreland. Theſe things exaſpera- 
ted the King much againſt him: But bee was taken away by 
death ſone aſter, and ſodelinered from ali fearc of the Kings 
diſpleaſure. He was buried on the ſouth ſide of the high altar, 
in a tombe built ſomewhat after the fozme of a Ppzamis. 4 
take it to be the tombe of touchſtone ſtanding in the gratener 
the ſteps that lead vp to .

23. Dunſtan. 


VV Ith the appꝛobation of all men Dunſtan Biſhop of 
London was then eleced to this Petropoliticall De. 
Df whom J know not how to w2ite,that which is deliuered 
ol him is ſo infinite. But J will hould my ſelfe within my de- 
fermined bounds , and ſend the Reader that is defirous to 
heare moꝛe of him vnto other hiſtozies. Mee was bozne in 
Somerſetſhire of god parentage : his Fathers name was 
Herſtan, and his mothers Kinedcid. Me was bzought vp fo; 
the moſt part in the Abbey of Glaſtonbury, where beſide o- 
ther god learning he was alſo taught to ing,play vpon inſtru⸗ 
ments, to paint and carue, in all which he pzoued very extel⸗ 
lent. From thence he went vato Athelm Archbiſhop of Cans 
ferbury bis vncle, who commended him vnto the King; And 
be partly fo the god parts he ſaw in him, partly alſo foz that 
bee was ne&re of kinne vnto him, made very mach of him. 
Ss he liued in the Court a while, till foz acertaine miracle(as 
the monks call it, which was then imputed to Coniuration 
with much diſgrace he was dzinenout ofthe Court. After this 
he betok himſelfe vato the ſeruice of Elphcge15iſhop of Win- 
chelter, another vnkle of his, who perſwaded him continually 


to become a monke, Pes could not heare of that ſive in 
any 
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any wiſe, till vpon a time falling dangeronfly icke, and thin- 
king bis diſeaſe a plague ſent of God fo; his backwardneſle in 
that hcip courſe wheretohis vncle directed him, in greate haſt 
pꝛoleſled himſelfe a monke. This done, and hauiug recoucred 
dis health, bee went to his firſt nurſe Glaſtonbury , leading 
there(in cutwaco ſhew at leaſt ) an exceeding Trait life. King 
Edward heating great fame of his holineſſe, (ent (02 dun vate 
the Con:t ; where he lived in very diuers reputation, ſome⸗ 
times iudged to familiar with faire women, ſometimes ac⸗ 
counted a coniuter, but fo2 the moſt part admired; as a moſt 
holy and vertuous man. Uavertwo pzinces, Edmund and 
Eldred (with whem be was moſt gracious / he tuied all things 
at his pleaſure. Edwyn the ſonne of king Edmund that ſucce⸗ 
ded Eldred, tould in no wiſe bzoke him. Some ſay it was bee 
cauſe Duaſtan was fozward in reyzchending the kings vices; 
as namely, that when the king riſing from the ſeaſt of his co- 
ronation, went immediately to his chamber, whereacertaine 
beautifull Concubine attended bis comming; Dunſtan that 
had gotten ſome inkling of the buſineſſe hee went about, fol- 
lowed him bololy, and fozced him not onely to leaue that en⸗ 
terp2iſe fo2 that time, but alſo to fozſ\weare the company of that 
woman. But the vadoubted ground ofthis dillike was this. 
Dunltan had ſo bewitched the fozmer kings with the loue of 
monkerp, as they not onely toke violently from married 
Pꝛieſts their liuings ts erect monaſteties, but alſo ſpent very 
lauiſhly of their owne treaſures , which they ſhould rather 
hangs imployed in reſiſting the common enimy both of God 
and their country the Dane. King Edwyn perceiuing all the 
wealth ofthe land to bee crept into monaſteries, not onelp re- 
frain:d to beſtow moze vpon them, but recalled diuers of theſe 
p2odigall gifts his pzedeceſſouzs had made, and when the 
monks refuſed to tender them at his demaund, de became a 
very bitter perſecutoz of them, and their patrons, Dunſtane 
therefo2c ſaeing nothing befoze him at home but daunger and 

continuall diſgrace, got him away into France, and there liued 

in banichment the ſpace ofa pere. In the meane time King 

Edwyn by the rebellion of his ſubiecs (at the inſtigation it is 

likely of our monks, and their fauonrers) was depziued both 

of his lifeand kingdome. Edgar that ſucc&ded, warned by 
his

his bꝛothers example, was content to curry fanour with 
them, and to that purpoſe reſtozed whatſocger was taken 
from them, and not onely called home Dunſtan, but pzomo- 
ted him, ficſt vnto the Bichon zicke of Moꝛce ſter, ſone after of 
London, and laſtiy hauing bene but two pates at London, 
to the Alchviſhopꝛicke of Canterbutie. In that place he con- 
tinuod 27. pres, applying all his endenours to the enriching 
of monkes and monaitecaes inhabited by them, perſecuting 
and hunting maried P2zicffs every whers out of their lining. 
2 died at laſt aꝝ 19.985, and was long aſter canoniſed a

Auguſtine in Canterbury by Dunſtan, and by dis meanes 
pzeferred to the Biſhopzicke of Wincheſter (as on. .aith)but 
it was of Wiltihire oz Milton, and not Wincheſter, Echel- 
gar bein? dead, he became Archbiſhop the pere 989. We is 
blame o much in cur hiſkozies fo; perſwading to buy peace of 
the Danes With 10. 09. pounds. He late fuwer yeares, died 
993+ and was buciedat Canterbury,

27. Elphege. 


E ege was bozne of great parentage, and ſpent his yon- 
get pætes in the monaſtery of Pit, where her fir en- 
tred into religion. After his departnre thence he became io 
of Glanſtonbuty(as Malmsbury ſaith)which place after a ſea- 
ſon beleft and gaue himſelſe to a bery ſtraite kinde of life at 
Wathe,foz which he was ſo much admired (the rather becauſe 
be was a gentleman of great linnage as many went about to 
imitate him, and toyning themſelues to him, made him their 
gouernour by the name of an Abbot. Paning lined ſo a certain 
ſpace,be was called to the Biſhopzick of Mincheſtet the pete 
9 84-There hecontinued 12.yers,ethe pet 1006. was tema⸗ 
ned to Canterbury. Me was a man of wonderfull abſtinence, 
neuer eating, dzinking oz llaping moze then neceſſitis come 
pelled him, ſpending his time altogether either in pꝛaier, ſtn- 
dy oz other neceſſary buſineſſe. So that what with pꝛeaching 
and example of holy life he conuerted many vnto Chzilt. The 
pers 1012. it happened the Danes to bee diſappointed of cer- 
taine tribute which they claimed as due vnto them: Fo2 want 
whereof they (poiled and burnt the citty and Church of Cans 
terbury. The monks and people thereof, men, women and 
childzen ti ey tithed, putting nine to the ſwozd, and letting go 
a tenth onelp: Do fo2 $04. that were ſuffered to eſcape, 72 36. 
went to the pot. As foz the Archbiſhop,they kept him in pꝛiſon 
ſeuenmoneths,# at laſt put him to death at Gzanwitch. The 
bengeance of God ſuffered not theſe cruell hell hounds to el⸗ 
cape vnpuniſhed : By ſundzp kindes of miſioztune they were 
little and little in a manner all conſumed very ſhoztly after. 
The body of Elphege was firſt buried in Saint Pauls Charch 
in London,afterwardcarried to Canterbury, by the comman-s 
dement ofitngKnuccand there enterred. Vee was made a 
Paint and allowed the 19. day of Apaill foz celebzation of his 


memozp. 
28. Liunig

28, Liunig alias Lifwing. 


L ſurnamed Elſtan was firſt Biſhop of Mells, and 
tranſlated to Canterbary ſon after the death of Elphege. 
His time was very tronbleſome,by reaſon of the continual in- 
uallon of the Danes. Beſides many other calamities,be endu- 
red ſeuen moneths impꝛilonment at thetr hands ; from which 
being delinered, he departedinto voluntary exile, and bewai- 
led there the miſery ol his country, vntill ſuch time as King 
Swanus being dead and Echelred returning, all troubles wert 
appeaſed. o it pleaſed God to ſuffer him at laſt to ende his 
daies in peace the years 1020, when hee had bene Archbiſhop 
about 7-Peares- 


29. Agelnothus alias Æthelnotus. 


" A Gelnothus ſurnamed The Good, was the ſonne ot an 
Earle called Agel mare, and is ſaid to haue bene Deaneof 
Chꝛiſtchurch in Canterbury, which at that time was replent- 
thed fo2 the moſt part with canons wearing the habite 4 gar 
ments of monkes, bat in pzofeſſion and manner of lifo diffe- 
ring much from them. Thereſoze when as in that ſame terri- 
ble tithing of the Danes mentioned in the liſe ol Elphegeal the 
monkes were llaine except onely foure; the canons that were 
now the greater number,gaue vnto their gouernour the name 
of Deane. From this place Agelnoth was taken to be Arch- 
biſhop. Mal m(bury ſaith he was ſometimes a monke of Gla- 
conburp, and therfoze pzocured from king Knute a confirma- 
tion of the olde pziniledges of that Abbey, the charter whereof 
heeremplifieth De reg, i c. i. Going to Rome to fetch his pal, 
he bought (as onerepozteth) an arme of that bleſſed Father 
S. Auguſtine Biſhop of Hippo ſoꝛ an hundred talents of ſituer 
t atalent ot gold, and beſtowed it bpon the Church of Couen-s 
try. e ſuſtained great paines and colt in repairing his church 
and monaſtery deſtroyed and burnt by the Danes; and by bis 
god aduiſe directed king Knute(that fauoured him ercading- 
ly)vnto many honourable enterpziſes. Bee died at laſt haning 
ſate Archbiſhop 17. y&exes and vyward, Oaober 2 9. an. 1038.

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30. Eadſin. 


Adſin was a ſecular Pzieff,and uit Chaple ine vnfo King 
Harold, who pzeferred him to the Biſhopꝛzicke of Win- 
cheſter. Thence he was remoned to Canterburte ſoone af- 


ter the death of Agelnoth. Yee continued Archbiſhop almoT 


12. yeres : All which time be was ſo oppʒeſſed with icknefſe, 
as hee could not attend his paſozall charge, but was faine to 
commit the ſame to another : and hee made choice ot one Si- 
ward, Abbot of Abingdon,whom he termed ſometimes Vica- 
rium ſuum, ſometimes Chorepiſcopuin,and ſomtimes Archi- 
epiſcopi vices moderantem. Hee dicharged not his duty ac⸗ 
co2ding to the truſt repoſed in him: Fo de abaſed much not 
onely bis authozitp,but alſo the gods, yea and perſon alſo of 
the Archbiſhop that committed the ſame vnto him. In regard 
whereof, though Eadlinus beſought the Bing and other about 
bim very earneft{y, that hee might ſuccede him, (not knows 
ing beltke how ill he was vſed ſo well as they) pet they would 
not condeſcend therennto : but beſtowed vpon him the Bt- 
ſhopzicke of Rocheſter. Henry Huntingdon ſaith hee wag 

conſecrated Archbiſhop, and Florent Wig: ſaith hee died ſome 
little ſpace befoze Edin. But they are both miſtaken 3 

pinke. As foz Edſinus himſelfe, certaine it is, he departed this 

life Daober 28. 1050. was buried in his owne Church, any 

after his death made a Saint. 


31. Robert, ſurnamed Gemeticenſis. 


Obert a Nozman ſucceeded by the fanonr of King Kd- 

ward the Conteſloꝛ, with whom he became acquainted, at 
what time he was cxiled into Nozmandy. Vee p;eferred 
him firſt vnto London, an» then pzeſently after the death 
of Eadlin vnto Canterbury. This man is ſaide to haue laid 
the fir ſoundation of the No:manes conqueſt in England, 
perſwading Þ king to make Duke William his heit; whernn- 
to when the Aing had condeſcended, himſelle became the meſ⸗ 
enger ofthis god tidings vnto the Duke, taking Harold with 


, 
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him, peraduentute to that purpoſe , that hes might ſo hamper 
dim with an oath(as indeed hee did) and ſo barre him from all 
poſſibility of the kingdome. This oath Harold afterward 
bzoke ; but he ſpedde thereafter, loſiug his life and all gotten 
kingdom both together. The Accbiſhop now alluring bimſelſe 
ofthe fauour notonelyofthe King pzeſent , but of him alſo 
that was to ſucc@de: could not indure that any ſhould beare 
ſo great ſway as himſelfe in Court, and therefoze fell to deui⸗ 
ſing how her might ouerthzow Ema the Kings mother, who 
onely ſemed to onertop him. Ve began therefoze to beat in. 
to the kings head (that was a milde and ſoft natured Pzincs) 
bow hard a hand his mother had held dpon him when he liued 
in Nozmandy ; how likely it was that his bꝛothet came to his 
death by the pzactiſe of her and Earls Godwyn ; andlaſtly that 
ſhe vſed thecompany of Alwyn Biſhsp of Winchefter, ſom- 
what moze familiarly then was foz her honour. The King 
ſomewhat to raſhly crediting theſe tales without any further 
eramination oz debating of the matter, ſeaſed vpon all his 
mothers gods, and committed her to pziſon in the Aunry 
of ZUarwell;vaniſhed Earle Godwyn and his ſons ; and com- 
manded Alvyn vyon paineof death not to come fozth of the 
gates of Wincheſter. The Auten made the beſt friends ſher 
could to be called to het anſwere : But the Archbiſhop ſo poſ- 
ſelled the king, as other tryall of her innocency might not be 
allowed then this. She maft walke ouer nine plowſhares 
red hot in the mid ofthe Cathedzall Church of TAincheſter. 
Ifeither the perfozmed not this kind of pargation , oz were 
found any thing at allhurt,ſhe and the Biſhop both ſhould bee 
eſteemed guilty: Jfotherwiſe, the Archbiſhop was content to 
ſubmit himſelfe to ſuch puniſhment as they ſhould haue endu- 
red. To make ſhozt,the Quene led betwene two Biſhops 
in open ſight ok all the people, perfozmed (as all our hiſtozies 
repozt)this hard kind of purgation, and ſo acquitted her ſelfe 
and Alwyn the Biſhop of theſe crimes obteged The king 
then greatly bewailing the wong done to his mother, asked 
her foꝛgiuenes vpon his knees, reſtozed both her and the Bi⸗ 
ſhop vnto their gods and fozmer plates, and laſtly (to make 
ſome ſatisfaction foz his fault committed) would nxves be 
whipped by the hands of the Biſhops there pzeſent,and recet- 
F 3 uing 
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ning th fcipes ofhis mother, was by her clerely fozginen, 
and the wong p2omiſed fo; ever hereafter to bee fozgotten, 
Emma now and the Biſhop to ſhew themſelues thankefull 
vnto God foz his mitatulous deliuerance, fo2 a perpetuall 
memo2tall of the ſame, gaue each ofthem vato the monaſtery 
of . Swithun nine Pannoꝛs, in remembzance of the nine 
plowſhares. This gift of theirs the King conficmed , and 
gaue mozeouer two Banners of his otone, to wit, Peenes 
and Poztland. Now to returns vnto the Archbiſhop,be doub- 
ting of the ſucteſle of this matter, vnder pꝛetente of ſickneſſe 
held himſelfe at Doner,x aſſone as hee heard how the wozly 
went, well knowing England wonld pzaoue to hot foz him, 
be got him ouer into his owne Country to the Abbep of Ges 
metica where her was b:ought bp , and there ouercome (it is 
like with ſhame x ſozrow') within a ſhozt time after ended his 
baies , and was buried in the Ponaſterp afozeſaid, hauing 
— Archbiſhop about the ſpace of two p&rss oz ſcarcely 
omuch,

\ gn was Chaplaine bnto King Edward the Confeſ- 
ſoz , and pzeferred by him ficſt vnto the Biſhopzicke of 
the Eaſt Sarons and Yelmham 1043.and after vnto Min- 
cheſter the pare 1047. Pex was a man ſtout and wiſe e 
nough, but very vnlearned (as in a manner all the Biſhops 
were ofthoſe times) and vareaſonable cauetous. Perceining 
the King highly diſpleaſed with Robert the Acchbiſhop, her 
thzuT himſelfe into his rome (not expecting either his death , 
depꝛiuation o; other au2pd-ace) without any perfozmance of 
bſaall ceremonies. And wi'ottier it were that hee miſtruſted 
his title to Canterbury , 02 inernfable couctouſneſſe I cans 
not tell; certaine it is, that he liept Wincheſter alſo together 
with Canterburp, eue vntill a (ttile befoze his death hee was 
fozced fo ſoꝛgoe them both. Han times hee was cited vnto 
Rome about it; but by gifts, delapes and one meanes 03 o- 
ther hee dzoue it off, neuer beeing able to pzocure his pall 
thence ſo long as King Edward liued. William the Conque- 
tour

cot haning flaine king Harold in the field , all England pel⸗ 
ded pzeſently vnto his obedience, except onely Kentiſhmen , 
who following the counſell of Stigand and Egellin the Abbot 
of ®. Augultines,gathered al their fozces together at Swanſ⸗ 
combenars Graneſend , and there attended the comming of 
the King/who doubted of no ſuch matter euery man holding 
a greene bough in his hand; whereby it came to paCe that he 
was in the middeſt of them befo2ze he dꝛeamed of any (ach bu- 
fineſſe toward. Pee was greatly amazed at the firſt, till ber 
was given to vnderſfand by Stigand, there was no hurt 
meant vnto him, ſo that hee would graunt vnto that country 
their ancient liberties , and ſuffer them to bee gouerned by 
theit fozmercutomes and lawes, called then and till this dap 
Gauelkind. Theſe things hee eaſily verlded vnto, vpon this 
armed interceſſion , and afterward ver y honourably perfozs 
med: But he conceined ſo pzofound a diſpleaſure againſt 
Stigand foz it as he neuer ceaſed till hes had reuenged it with 
the others deſtruction. A while he gaue him very god counte- 
nance, calling him Father, mating him vpon the way when 
bee vnderſtod of his repaire toward him, and affo2ding him 
all kind of gracioug and fauourable vſage both in wozdes and 
behantour: but it laſted not long. The firf ſigne of his hidden 
rancour and hatred toward him was, that der would not 
ſaffer himſelfe to bee crowned by him, but made choice of Al- 
dred Archbiſhop of Vozke : foz which hee alleadged other rea- 
ſons,as that hee had not pet teteiued his pall,rc.But the mats 
fer was, hee was loth in that adion to acknowledge him foz 
A:chbiſhop. Done after his cozonation, be departed into 
No2mandy carrying with him Stigand and many Englich 
nobles, vnder pzetence to doethem honour: But in truth bee 
ftode in doubt leaſt in his abſence they ſhould pꝛaaiſe ſome» 
what againſt him: And namely Srigand he knew to bee a 
man of ahaughty ſpirite, ſubtle, rich, gracious and of great 
power in his Country.Pzeſently vpon his returne,certaine 
Cardinalls artiued in England, ſent from the Pope as Le 
gat es to tedʒeſſe (as they ſaide) certaine enoꝛmities and abu- 
ſesof the Eng ich Clergy. Stigand by and by perceiuing hiny 
ſelfe to bee the marke that was ſpecially ſhot at, did himſelfe a 
whilein Scotland with Alexander Biſhop of Lincolne , and 
F 4 aſter 
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after in the Ille af Ely. At laſt perceining a connocation to be 
called at Wincheſter, he came thither and beſought the King 
in regard of his owne honour, and the pzemiſe made vato 
him at Swanſcombe (which was, not to bee offended with 
him 02 any other fo2 theit attempt at that time) to ſaue him 
from the calamity hee law growing towardihim, which hee 
could not impute vnto any thing ſo pzobavly , as his vndeſer- 
ued diſpleaſure. The king anſwered him with very gentle 
wo2ds, that te was ſo farre from endeyouring to take any 
reuenge of that oz any other matter, as he loued him, and 
wiſhed hee knew how to pzotea him from the daunger immi- 
nent: But that which was to bee done at that time, muſt bee 
done by the Popes authozity which dee might uot counter- 
mand. So do what he could, hee was depziued of his liuings 
by theſclegates. The cauſes alleaged againſt him were theſe ; 
Fitſt, that he had held Canterbury and Wincheſter both to- 
gether (which was no very ſtrange thing, foz Saint Oſwald 
had long befoze held Wozceſter with Pozke, and D. Dunſtan 
Wozceter with London.) Setondlp, that hee had inuaded the 
Se of Canterbury, Robert the Archbiſhop beeing pet aline 
vndep2ztued; Andlaftly that he pꝛeſumed to vſe the pall of his 
pzevceceſſoz Robert left at Canterbury , and had neur t recet- 
ned any pall but of Pope Benedict, at what time het od cx- 
communicate foz ſimony and other like crimes. In the ſame 
conuocation many other Pꝛelates were depziued of their 
pꝛomotions as Agelmare Biſhop of Þelmham bzother vnto 
Stigand, diners Abbots and men of meaner places. All which 
was done by the pzocurement of the King, that was deſirous 
to place his countrymen in the romes of the depztued foz the 
eCabliſhment of his new gotten kingdome. Pooze Stigand 
being thus de pꝛiued, as though be had not pet harme enough, 
was alſo clapt vp pzeſently in pꝛiſon within the Caſtell of 
UincheTer , and very hardly vſed there, beeing ſcarcely als 
lowed meate incugh to hold life and ſonle together- That 
was thought to bee done to fozce him to confefle where his 
treaſure lap, whereofbeing demaunded, bee p;oteſted with 
great oathes he had no mon at all; hoping belike ſo to pꝛocutt 
bis liberty the rather, and then to make himſelfe merry with 
that he had laid vp againſt ſuch a date y&re. Ma died (ons 
after 
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after of ſoꝛrolv and griefe of minde, oꝛ (as ſome reps2t) of vo - 
luntary famine , 1 7. yeregatter he ficſt obtained the Archbi- 


ſhop2icke. After his death, a little key was found about his 
necke, the locke whereof being careſully ſought out, ſhewed a 


note oz direction of infinite treaſures hid under ground in di- 


yers places. All that the King purſed in his owne coffers. 
The bones of this Archbiſhop lye entombed at this day vpon 


the top of the nozth wall of the Pzeſbytery of the Church of 
MWinche ſter in a coffin of lead, vpon the no2zth ſide whereof 


are witten theſe woꝛds, Hic iacet Stigandus Archicpiſcopus. 


Ve was depꝛined ann. 1069. and died within the compalle of 


the ſamo verre. 
33.Lanfrank. 


OT being yet aliue, but depꝛiued as is befozeſaid, 


Lanfrank was conſecrate Archbiſhop. This Lanfrank \ 


was bozne at Papta in Lumbardie, twenty myles from 
Myllaine, being of the houſe and family of the Beccarij, who 
deriued their pedegree from Carus and Numerianus Empc- 
rours of Nome, as Hier Hennenges authoz of Theatrum Ge- 
nealogicũ deliuereth:there,(to wit at Papihe was bzonght 
vp in all god learning, till being come vnta mans ſtate, ha 
determined to tranell. Thzough France hee came into 
Nozmandy, pzonoked by the fame, and great repo2ts , bee 
dad heard of Eluin;ozHerlewin abbot of Bette. Upon the wap 
thitherward, it was his hap to bee encountred with thaucs 
that ſpoiled him of all he had, bound him and thꝛew him into 
a thicket, where hee might haue periſhed with cold and hun⸗ 

ger, had not God ſent ſome extraozdinary company that way 

that loſed him, dauing laten there onely one night. Thence 
he got him vato the Ponaſtery of Becco, and foz very want 

and penury, was faine to become a Reader of Logicke there, 

vntill hee was admitted to the place ofa Ponke. Sone after 

that, he was made ÞP2io2 of Becco, whence in regard of his 

ſingular wiſdome and great knowledge in all good learning 

(that thoſe times could affw2d) he was called by Duke WII 

liam tobe Abbot of &. Stephens in Cane, amonaſtery that 
the (aide Duke had founded, Now Stigand being diſplaced in 
manner aboue rehearſed,the Conquerour well knowing — 
mu 
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much it behooued him to ths eſtabliſhment of his new oreced 
thꝛone in England, ts haue a man wiſe and faithfull in that 
place; made a ſpectall choice ol him, as one in all reſpeaes 
molt fitte and wozthy; which being well kno lune to all men, 
the Couent at the Rings fir® nomination readily choſe him, 
the nobility and courtiers willingly aſſented, and receined 
him with great applauſe, and laitly the Pope affwzded dim 
bis pall with extraozdinary fanour. It is (aid, at his firſt com⸗ 
ming the Pope roſe vp vato him and mette him, telling him 
he palded him that honour, not of duety,but in regard of his 
ercellent learning, wherof he had heard great fame. Thomas 
Archbiſhop of Vo;ke was pzeſent tho ſams time, together 
with Remigius Biſhoppe of Dozcheſter, This Thomas had 
bene lately conſecrated bnto Bozke by Lanfranke, and fog 
a certaine time refuſed to make pzofefſion of obedience vnto 
the Sof Canterbury, euen vntill by the commandement of 
the King he was enfozced therennto. Now whether it wers 
diſcontentment and perſwaſion ofa wzong, oz elſe enup at 
Lanfrankes epther vertne 02 god foztune that moned him, hes 
p:eſently beganne to make complaint vnto the Pope of a 
great injury offered vnto his Be, in the demaund of his 
pꝛofeſſion. Lanfranke pleaded pzeſcription foz his right, 
and offered to make pzoſe of che ſame. The Pope there- 
foze not willing to trouble himſelfe any moze with the mat⸗ 
ter, committed the hearing thereof vnto the king, who in 
the yeere 1072. iudged it fo; Canterbury. Oc moze of this 
quarrell in Thomas of Pozke. Lanfranke himſelfe was con- 
ſecrated very ſolemnly at Canterbury , all the Biſhoppes in 
England being p:eſent themſelues, oz by their Pzocozs , 
Auguſt,29.02 (as Houcden deliuereth)on Pidſommer dap, 
i oyo. Almoſt 18. years he continued Archbiſhop, couerning 
his charge laudabiy, and happily, till that about the end of 
his time, one action obſcured his fozmer pꝛapſes, and fur- 
thermoze was the canſe of many great calamities vnto 

bim. It is thought that VVilliam the Conquerour leff 

the Aingdome of England vnto dis yonger ſonne V Villi- 

am Rufus, at the perſwafſon eſpeciaily of this Archbiſhop, 

who the rather wicht well vntothe poung Pzince, becauſe 

bee had beene bzought vp vnderhim in his childhoode. Me is 

blamed 
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blamed much foz putting the eldeſk ſonne Robert from 
that which might ſeeme in ſome ſozt due vnto him; and ſure- 
ly God bleſſed him not in that action. The King thus aduan⸗ 
ted by him, fell out with hin, and dzone him out of tho realme. 
The cauſe of this diſpleaſare is dinerſly repozted : But moſt 
men agree it was none other then this, that the King thought 
him alittle to buſte in exhozting him to vertue and godlinefſe, 
and repzehending his manifold vices. Being thus baniſhed, 
be trauailed to Rome, and wandꝛed bp and down many coun- 
tries, till at laſt (by what interceſſion J finde not) he was ſaf- 
fered to come home againe. Dont after his returne , be fell 
lick ot an ague, t died of the ſame accozding to his own deſirs. 
Foz it is remembzed he would often wiſhb& might take his 
end either by a flux 02 an ague, foz that in thoſe kind of infir- 
mities men are wont to haue the vſe both of ſpach and memo- 
rie to the laſt caſf, He deceaſed (as molt wzite) Jun. 4. 02 
(as Houeden, Florentius, Wigorn, and other deliuer) Pay 
24-1089, He was buried at Canterbury in dis own Church, 
vnto which he was a great benefaaoz. Ye beſtowed muchvp- 
on the fabzike and reparation of the ſame , built much honſing 
fo: the Ponkes(whoſe number heencreaſed from 20.to 140) 
reſtoꝛed the dignities and offices ofolde belonging to the Po⸗ 
naſtery, and reconered vnto the ſame 25. Pannozs that had 
been taken from it wꝛongfully in times paſt by Odo Biſhop 
of Bayon and Carte of Kent. Pozeouer hee built the Archbi⸗ 
ſhoppes pallace at Canterbury in a maner all,hefounded two 
Poſpitals without the City of Canterbury, and endowed 
them with competent reuenues;(@.lohns and Harbaldown ) 
Ve beſtowed large mony toward the buildingof the Cathe- 
dzall Church of Rochefter,/oz rather indeꝛd built it all) gaue 
a Pannoz alſo vnto it, and did much the particulars Itannot 
ſet done) ſo2 the Ubbey of Saint Albons. Ve was a great 
Student, wit diutis learned wozks, and which deſerueth 
eſpecial remembzance ) toke great paines in refozmiug the 
Blule, the coptes whereof were much co:rupted thzoughout 
England by the negllgence of the Wziters,

Ober pres the & continued voide, after the death of 


| | „ Lanfranke, and the King purſed the p;ofites thereof, In 
what gad mode I know not, he which was wont to ſell all 


other Cccleſiaſticall pzomotions as it were by the dzumme, 
beſtowed this Archbiſhopzicke fraly, vpon a moſt wozthie 
man, Anſelm Abbotof Becco. This Anſclm was hozne at 
Auguſta a City of Burgundy ſtanding at the fot ot the Alpes. 
His fathers name was Gundulfe (a man ofgreat accountin 
bis Country) and his mothers Hemeberg, He came vnto Bec- 
co of the like errand as Lanfranke had done, moned therenn- 
to by the great fame of the ſaid Lanfranke, and pzofeſſed him- 
ſelfe a Ponk there in the 27.y&re of his age.Lantfranke being 
called away to Cane, hee was made Pio, and ſone after 
Abbot, Eluin,oz Herlevin, the old Abbot being dead. In that 
place he continued 1. pers, , then was carnefWly requeſted 
by Hugh Carle of Cheſter lying bery ſicke to come into Eng- 
land vnto him to conferre with him, and to o2der certaine afs 
faires of his. Bether he came and had much honour done him 
cuery where of all ſozts of people. The King himſelfe amongſt 
the reſt, beſide many verball fauours, made offer vnto him of 
the Archbiſhopzicke ofCanterbary, verily hoping belike that 
a man giuen to Monaſticall contemplation , 4 not eſtaming 
worldly pompe, would vndoubtedly haue refuſed the ſame: 
Fon it is certaine , that after Anſelm had accepted the offer, 
pittping belike the ſpoil and deſolation of the Church foz want 
ofapaſtoz; the King would faine haue retracted his gift, and 
perſwaded him with many reaſons fo leaue it; ſhewing him 
bow the burthen vnd trouble of the place was greater then he 
ſhould bee able to endure, a man that had ſpent his time with; 
in the wals ofa Monaſterp, and not experienced in managing 
of great affaires. But he loſt his labour: Anſelm kept fall his 
hold, and was ſoneafter conſecrated by Valkelin Biſhop of 
Aincheſter, 02 as J finde alſo recoꝛded )by Thomas Arch- 
biſhop of Pozke,Decemb.4. 1 09 2.allthe Biſhops of the land 
that could poſſibly come, being pꝛeſent at that ſolemnity.Pze- 


ſently afterhis conſecration, the king and he fell out. Not long 
befoze 
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befoze, the king bad thzowne downe thirty churches to make 
bis new foreſt nate Wincheſter.This Anſelm repzehended 
him ſharpely fo2,and beſought dum to amend that and other 
faults, as namely his ſimony,. his extoztion, his cruelty, cc. 
wherein bur daply offended God grieuoufly, and greatly di- 
fhoneured himſelf. This admonition ofhis diſpleaſed the king 
bery much; but his quarrell in het was none other then 
thiz, that asking leaue to goeto Rome to fetch his pall, he had 
named Vrban Pope, whom tbe king as pet had not acknow- 
le dged lo Pope and foꝛ ſo doing, accuſed him ol no leſſe then 
bigh treaſon. Ifter great ſticxe and much avoe between them 
about this matter, it was determined that all the abbots and 
35::hops ofT ngland ſhould be called together to iudge of this 
controuei ſte. They met at Rochingham Caſtle, and the mat- 
ter being y2opoſedby the king, foz feare 02 flattery they all 
aſſerted vnto him and (oz\ſoke their Archbiſhop, except one⸗ 
ly Guodnl;-hus Biſhop ofRocheſter. A while bee endured 
to line in centinuall ſeare and diſgrace,euen vntill bee was 
commanded out ofthe Realme by the king. Being at Douer 
ready to take ſhip, all his carriages were ſearcht,his goodes 
there and elſewhere ſoener taken from him and ſolde to the 
kings v e, his tempozalties ſeaſed, and himſelfeſetaland in 
France in a manner naked. Ve tranelled pꝛeſently to Lyons 
and was ſent fo2 tbence by the Pope. At his firſt comming to 
Rome, ber had all manner ol fauour: But by that time the 
king with golden eloquence bad info: med him ofthe canſe , 
his entertainement began to war colder. Be determined ther⸗ 
fo:e to haus teturned to Lyons, but was ſfayed by the Pope, 
whoſe pleaſure while he was content to a waite a wyile lon- 
ger, the Pope dyed. Sone aftet him, the King died alſo, being 
chanceably flaine by the glance oſanarrow as hee was F un⸗ 
ting in that ſozreſt,Fo2 the making whereof, Anſe lm had re- 
pꝛeheded him. This king was a very vicious pꝛinte, couetous 
in getting, e pꝛodigal in ſpending, the moſt ſacrilegious i mo- 
niſt that euer raigned in England. Neioycing in the gaine he 
made that way, he would oft? ſay,Panis Chriltipanis pinguis. 
Dis death as ſom tepoꝛt was miraculouſly ſignified vnto An- 
ſelme in France, A paper was put into the hands of one ofhis 


Chaplaines no man knew how,in which was found as _ 
Uli 
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Galiel-nus Ruſus occiſus eſt, Within a few dayes after, cer⸗ 
taine wid w1sbzought of the tyzants death, and this no- 
tics taken as ſeat from heauen, Henry the fir ſucceeded Wil 
liam Rutus in the kingdom, who pzeſently called home An- 
lelme, and reſtoꝛed him to his fozmec place. The fitit thing he 
did at his retucne,he called a connocation at London, wheres 
in he depꝛiued many Pꝛelates of great place foz their ſeuetall 
offences, Guy Abbot of V Vindham & Eldwyn of Ramſey fo; 
ſymony;Gettry of Peterburgh ,HaymoofCherwell, and E- 
gclricof Middleton foz not being in oꝛders; Richard of Ely, £ 
Robert of S. C 2munds, all Abbots,foz othec enozmities. Di- 
uers canons were agreed vpo in the ſame conuocation to long 
torehearſe : Some of them tended to the reſtraining of Cler- 
gy men from marriage, which notwithſtanding many marrt- 
8d daply , and many that came fo2 ozders refuſed vtterly to 
make pꝛoſeſſion of chaſtity,as we may ſe repozted by Girard 
Archbiſhop of Yozke in an Epiſtle wꝛitten by him vnto An- 
ſelm in the end of ©. Anſelmes Epiſtles. The falling out alſo 
of Anſelme with the King (which happened pꝛelently after 
was agreat weakening vnto theſe Canons. All the time that 
the Archbiſhop was abſent ( which was thꝛe yeres) the King 
had diſpoſed of all Biſhopzickes that fell, at his pleaſure, gi⸗ 
ning inueſtiture x poſſeſſion of them, by delinery of the Caffe x 
the ring. And indeed the P2ztaces in a manner of all Chziſtens 
dome, had taken this kinde of antho2ity vato themſelues ene- 
ry where about this time. Biſdops thus appointed, demanded 
conſecration of Anlelm, which he vtterly denied vnto them, 
p;ofeſſing withall, that hee would neuer receiue, o; repute 
them foz Biſhops that were already conſecrated by other vp- 
on ſuch election; alleadging how it was lately fozbidden in 
a Councell held by Pope Vrban the ſecond, that any Clerke 
ſhould take inneſtitureofany ſpiritualpzeferment at the hand 
ofany King, P2ince 02 other lay man. The king vpon An- 
ſelms refnſall, required Gerard Archbiſhoppe of Yozke, to 
gine theſe Bitoppes conſecration ; whereunto hee readily 
aTented. Bat V Villiam Gifford nominated to Wincheſter 
code ſo in awe of Anſelm, as that he durſt not accept con- 
ſecration at Gerardshands. This incenſed the King won- 
derfully, ſo as pzeſcntly bee commanded Giffards gods to 
ba 
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b& confiſcate, and himſelfe baniſhed the Realme. Creat 
ado now there was about this matter th;oughont the realm, 
ſome defending the ings right,others taking part with the 
Archbiſhop. Jn the end, the King doubting what might come 
of it, and being loath to gine occaſton of tumult, conſidering 
that himſelſe was a ſtranger bozne, and that his father by 
focear'd much bloudſhed , had not many peres fince obtat- 
ned the rule of this land: he determined to ſend an Ambaſſa- 
doz to the Pope, together with the Archbiſhop, ſo to grow to 
ſome reaſonable concluſion. The Pope (Paſchalis 2.) would 
not pelde ons iot vnto the King:inſomach as, when the kings 
William Warelwalt :(after Biſhop of Crcefter ) 
ſaide hee knew the King would rather loſe his crowne then 


. this pꝛiuiledge, he anſwered, pea, let him loſe his head alſo if 


bee will, while J line he ſhall nener appoint Biſhop but J wil 
refit him what J may. S without doing any god, home- 
ward they came. But the king bnderTanding befoze hand 
bow the wozld went, ſent a meCenger to fozbid Anſelm en- 
france info the Realme, and pzeſently ſeiſed all his godes 
moneable and bnmoneable info his hands. Thie rares 
moze be ſpent in crile, all which time her lived with 
Hugh Archbiſhoppe of Lyons, At lat it pleaſed God to 
open this paſſage of his reconciliation to the King. Adcla 
Counteſſe of Bloys,the Kings ſiſter, ſell dangeroudy ſicke in 
thoſe parts, where it chanced the Archbiſhop to abide. Þa#x 
went ts bitte her, and perlded ſo great comfozt bnto ber in 
that time of her diſtreſſe, as reconering afterward, the neuer 
ceaſed impoztuning her bzother,vntill ſhee had wzought an 
agreemcnt betweene them, the conditions whercof were 
theſe ; Firſt,that Anſelme ſhonld be content to conſecrate tho 
Biſhops already nominated by the king : And then that the 
king ſhould renounce all right to ſuch nomination oz inueſti⸗ 
tute fo; the time to come. Theſe conditions were allowed 
by the Pope, and the Archbiſhop reſtozed not oncly to bis 
place, but to alli his goodes and fruites gathered in the time of 
bis abſence. Two peeres hee lined after this his laſt returne: 
in which time he perſecuted married Pzieſts very extreatnly. 
Dunſtan, Oſw ald, Ethelwald, andother enemies to the mar- 
riage 
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riageof Clergy men, had onely expelled them out of Mona⸗ 
ſteries that had wives: Bout Anſclme vtterly fozbioduig 
them marriage, depꝛiued them ol theu womotions that wece 
macrieo,conficated theit gods vnto the Withop of the Dio⸗ 
ces,4 iudged them and their wines adultecers,aad fozced all 
that entred into oꝛdets to bow chaſtity. Yalſe tbe Cleray of 
E .1a{ano at this time were either married men, 02 the ſonnes 
o mactied Pzteſts. The king therefoze pittying the gen exali- 
ty ol this calamity, ſougyt to pꝛotea them a while (Lom An- 
ſelmes ſeaerity in this point: But be( Jmeane Anſclm) was 
a little to reſolute in all his determinations; in ſo much as 
be might neuec ve perſwaded to pelde one tot in cu thing 
be once intende:. Do, notwithſtanding the Kings inclinatt- 
on ts ſuctout ſo many diſtrefſcy pe families, the Canons 
of the Conuocation befoze mention. d were generally put in 
execution thzoughout England. About tuts time it hapned 
, Gerard Archbiſhop of Yozke to deteaſe, and a ſecanꝰ Thomas 
to be elected fo; his ſucceſſoꝛ M hat ado there was betweene 
hum and Anlelme about pꝛoleſſion of obedunce, and how it 
was ended ſx in the hiſtoz y of the ſald Thomas. To make an 
end at laſt with this Archbiſhop. the pere 1 109. bee fell ex⸗ 
treamelp ſicke at aint Camundsvury, and thence got him 
to Canterbury,where hee lay lang uſhing a long time, and 
atlaſt departed this life, Adil 2r tnthe 17. yere of his go- 
uernment,and of dis age 76. Do was fi: it vartedat the heade 
ot his pꝛedeceſloʒ Lanfranke,but remoned after to the eaſtend 
of yis Church of Caiit:rbary (bponthe building and beauti⸗ 
fying whereof,he had veſtowed very much monep. ) And al- 
moſt 400.ycercs after by the pzocurement of lohn Moorton 
one of his ſucceſſ028 was canontzeda Saint A man of great 
learning as his wozks pet extaut teſtifie, whereof one entitu⸗ 
led, Cur Deus homo, he wait in the Abbepof Telefin in Ita⸗ 
iy, while there hee waited the Bopes lepſare z Another, De 
proceſlione Spiritus Sancti, cuntaineth pꝛincioally the effect 
of a Sermon p2eached at the Councell of Batu u, in the pꝛe- 
ſence ofcertaine Otecian Pzelates,whoſe Church hath long 
diſſented from vs in opinion concerning that mattec. As foz 
the life and tonuerſation of Anſelm, it was (oz integrity — 
d ad 
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admirable. That be was moze perempto2y in diners of his 
reſolations then became him, +ſo hote againſt Clergy mens 
marriage, I imputeit but to a blinde zeale, farre from any 


malicious intent of doing wzong. Undoubtedly notwith- 


ſanding theſs imperſeaions,he was a ged and holy man, 
and as wozthy the honour of a Saint, I darepzonounce, 
as any that euer was Canonized by the Pope ſince his time. 
In favour of him to note that by the way) the Bope affao;- 
ded vnto his Ser this honour, that whereas the Archbiſhoppe 
of Canterbury was wont to fit next the Biſhoppe of Satat 
Raffine in all generall Councels, boreafter his place ſhould 


be at the Popes right ſot,and withall vſed theſs wozds, . 


cludamns humc in orbe noſtro tanquam alterius erbis Papam, als 
luding peraduentur to that of Solinus, where be cals our Bzi- 


taine at eu orbem an other world.

Be King well remembzing how troubleſoms the anffe- 


rity of Anſclme had bane vnto him, and knowing it Hen. 1. 15. 
greatly impozted him to make choice of ſome quiet traca- 


ble man to ſaccade in that place; tooke fine partes delibe- 
ration befo:ze be would appoint any thereunto. Apzil, 26. 
1114. be canſeda Councell to bee called of ali the chiefe 
Clergy men, and Nobility of the Realme , referring him- 
ſelfe vnto them foz the nomination of an Archbiſhoppe, 
but declaring that foz his owne part be liked beſt of one 
Farecius Abbot of Abingdon. They notwithſtanding made 
choice of Ralfe Biſhop of Kocheſter. This Ralfe 02 Ro- 
dolph was a Roman bone, a Ponke firſt ofthe o2der of 
aint Bennet, anda Diſciple of Lanfrank in the Abbeyof 
Cane. Then bee became Abbot of Bap, and ſo continued, 
vntill that vpon diſagreement betweene him and a Noble. 
man of that Country Robert de Beleſmo, waxing weary of 
that Country, be came into Tngland, and hauing no place 
of abode, ttauelled vp and downe from one Monaſtery to an 
other, till at laſt the Archbiſhop gane him entertainement fo: 
a while, and then pzeferred him -7 the Biſhopzicke of _— 
er 
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fer, whereunts her was conſecrate, Aug. 1 1. 1105. To Can- 
terbury he was remoued in June, 1114. and had his pall ve⸗ 
ty ſalemnelp deltuered vnto him by Anſelm Abbot of aint 
Sabine, Nephew bnto Saint Anſelme by his Aſter, June 
27. at Canterbury. In this mans time Thurſtan obtained 
conſecration of the Pope vntothe Archbichopzicke of Pozke, 
without making the vſuali pꝛoteſſion of obedience, foz which 
there was long time after much ado. This our Archbifhopps 
being an aged and ſickly man, mach troubled with the pal 
fic, and lame in his fete, would yet nædes travel to Roms 
in perſon about that matter as ſome repozt: (De the end of 
that controuerſie in Thurſtan of oke.) William MalmC(- 
bury ſayth, his chiefe errand was to complaint ofiniury done 
vnto him, by the ſending ol Legates inte England, wheras 
alwayes ithadbenea P2tuiledgeofthe Arehbifhop of Cans 
terburp, to bee Legatus natus, and none other to bes admitted 
into the Kealme without ſpeciall licence. This allegation 
(ſaith Malmsbury) was pꝛoued befoze the Nope, and app32es 
ued by him. Eight yerres Ralfe continued Archbiſhoppe,be- 
baning bimſelfe well in the place, but that h was ſometimes 
way ward,and ouerſone pzouoked to anger, an infirmity fol- 
lowing thoſs that areſabiect to his diſeaſe, the pale: other- 
wiſe generally her was a very affable and courteous man, 
willing to pleaſure, and not eſpecially noted with any great 
vice: Dnely ſome blame him foz beeing moze delighted 
with ieſting and merry topes, then became the granity of 
bis age and place; in regards whereof , ſome haue giuen 
vnto him the ſurname (oz rather nickename) of Nugax, 
MLh:e yeres befoze his deceaſe ha was continaally held of 
his palſle, whereof at la bee died, Dcaober 20. 1122.40 
thz& dayes after was buried in the middle of the body of 
Thai Church in Canterbury, howbeit J ſet not any ma- 
nument oz other figne ofhis Sepulture there at all.

Jn this Þynode moze Ca- 
nons were pet made againſt the marriage of Clergy men; 
which notwithKanding, the Archbiſhoppe (that in dave was 
but a weake man) not able to reraine them ofhis time fcom 
taking wines;pzayed aide ot the ing, who erther ſet them 
all to a yerely penflon(ſo many as were married) o els toke 
ſome large ſumm of pzeſent money to beate with them. The 
pears 2 130,Chzilkchurch in Canterbury (that had lately been 
new built by Lanfranke, ſone after fell downe a great parte 
of it at leaſt)and was by the induſtry of Eardulfe the P3io2, 
quickly repaxzed) no J know not by what chance was all 
burnt and conſume d with ice. This Archbiſhop found means 
to repaire it againe, and in Rogation werke the yore follow- 
ing, did dedicate the ſame wonverſall ſolemnely in the pze- 
ſence of the King, the Quene, Dauid king of Scots, f a great 
number of the nobility of both Realms. A. Henry dying that 
did pꝛefer him, he was content to betray his danghter Mau de 
the Emp2elſe,and contrary to his oath to ioine with Stephen 
Earle of Bleys, whom hecrowned with his owne handes, 
but with ſuch feare and terroz of conſcience, as it is noted, 
that the conſecrate hoſt fell out ofhis|hand in the middle of 
Male, by reaſon of his trembling and fearefull amazedneſſe. 
Done after he died, viz. the yere 1136. haning ſatealmoſt 
14-peares,and lyeth buried in his own Church, the particular 
place A finde not.

he was choſen Archbiſhop) Abbot of Becco.A man of no great 
learning butof ſa gentle 4 (wat behantour (being very wiſe 
withall) as he was greatly eſtæmed of high and tow, kings, 
nobles and commons. With the Pope he had often much ado. 
One Sylueſter a man infamous lo many notozious offen- 
ces, was pꝛeſented vnto the Abbotſhip of Saint Auguſtines 
in Canterbury, whom in reſpect of his knowne vnwozthines 
the Archbiſhop refuſed toavmit. But the Popes letters came 
ſo thicke and thzefolds in fauour of him, that after many de- 
tayes, excuſes and allegations againſt him, at laſt hee was 
faine to receine him. There was at the ſame time one leremy 
Þ2to2 of that Abbey,an olde acquaintance and friend of the 
Archbiſhops, whom notwithſtanding (vpon ſome great occa- 
on it is like) the Archbiſhop depziued and remoned fron 
his place. Jn the behalſe of this man alſo,the Pope( who ne- 
yer was wont to faile where ha might be well paids foz his 
paines) began fo ſickle and to enterpoſe his authozity,reſtos 
ring leremy to his place againe, till the canſe might be beard 
and determined befoze him. Mhereat Theobald, though a 
milde man of nature, veing excdingip moned,tn a great fu- 
ry vowed be would neuer exerciſe any Eccleſtatticall iuriſ⸗ 

diction ſo long as Ieremy helde that rome. Me therefoze ſæ⸗ 
ing the Archbiſhop ſo reſolute againſt him, and fearing ſome 

great inconuentence, would fal vpon the monaſtery by means 

ofthis bulineſſe, and topzocure him the hatred ot his owne 

company, vpon payment of 100. mats, was content to gine 

puer his ſaid pꝛeferment, i liueb a pꝛiuate Ponke in the ſame 

douſe ener alter. Jn the time ofthis trouble, . Barnard wy 
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in his behalfe dnto Pope Innocent! 2. recommending vnts 
bim both the man and his cauſe. It is his 117. Epiſtle. ow 
in the third yere of his conſecration, it happened a Coun- 
cell was ſummoned at Rhemes, wherennto hee was called. 
Henry therefaze Biſhoppe of Winchefter King Stephen: 
bother (that by vertue of hispower Legantyne had often 
contended with him, and ener oppoſed himſelfe againſt him 
in the Popes behalfe) circumnented this god plaine mea- 
ning man in this ſozt. Me dealt firſk with the Pope in no wiſe 
to diſpenſe with his abſence, and then with his bzother the 
King to fo2bid his paſſags, and perfo2ce to ſfay him at home. 
But ſuch were thoſe times, as it was ſafer then to offend the 
King then the Pope; and therefoze hee reſolued to go, and in 
no wiſe to giue the Pops ſuch an aduantage, againſt whome 
be had now twice oppoſed himſe le already dangerouſly. Go 
therefoze he would, but all the difficulty was in getting paſs 
ſage. All thepozts of England were laide fo; him;yet ſo cun- 
ningly he handled the matter, that over the ſeas hee got, and 
was at the Councell in good time. The Ling then following 
the aduice ofhis bother the Biſhop of Mincheſtet ſeaſed vp⸗ 
on his gods and tempozalities,and baniſhed him the Realm, 
Vs like a fall fellow interdided the king and the whole 
URealme , and taking aduantage ofthe time which was very 
troubleſome, notwithſtanding the Kings commandement) 
came home, and lined in Nozfolke, till by the interceſſion of 
certaine Biſhops he was reſtozed. Afterward he grew info 
great fanour with the King; and was the chiefe meanes of 
conclading that finall peace at Wallingfozde betweeno him 
and Maud ths Empreſle, Jn the yare 1152. hee ſummoned a 
conuocation at London, where the King would haue con 
ſtrained the Clergy to make Euſtace his ſonne King, to the 
diſheriting and great iniury of Duke Henry the Empzeſſes 
ſonne, The intent was ſpied befo2ce,and letters pzocured from 
the Pope to foꝛbid the Clergy to meddle in any ſuch buſines. 
This notwithſtanding, the matter was earneftly ſollowed (11 
behalfe of the young Pzince Euſtace; inſomuch as, when they 
percs:ued it was not effected accozding to their deſire, they 
ſhut the does vpon the Clergy in the place where they were 
gathered together, and thought by fozce and thzeatening to 
G 3 compell 
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com ell them betoze they ch auld depart. The greater number 


ſemed to p.cide, when Theobald Realing ſecretly out of the 
place,toke his barge,and rowing vowne the Thames, gotts 
him be vond ſea, and ſo by his abſence the @pnode was difſol- 
ued. Vis godes by and by were once moze conſiſcate, and his 
tempoꝛalties ſeaſed into the Kings hands. Bat in a ſhozt time 
after King Stephen died, and Henty Duke of Nozmandy , 
ſurnamed Ficz-Empretle ſucceeded, who reſtozed him imme⸗ 
diatelp to all his poſſeſſions againe. Under him he paſles the 
reſt of his dayes quietly in great fauour and eſtimation. 
Yee departed this life the pare 1160. when hie had (ate 
Archbichoppe two and twenty perres. Perce puing his end 
to appzoach , hee made his Mill, and gaue all his goods vn- 
to the pa2e,02 other like god vſes. Ve lieth butied in the (outh 
part of Saint Thomas Chappell in a marble Tombe toning 
to the wall, 


38. Thomas Becket. 


Inte the Conqueſt neuer any Englichman obtained this 
« JArchbiHoppericke befoze T homas Becket, Pe was bozne 
in London, his fathers name was Gilbert a Parchant, his 
mother was a ranger bozne in Syria, Me was firſt taught 
and bzought vp during the time of his childhode by the P3102 
of Perton, and ſeeming towardly, was ſent to the Untuerſ(- 
ties of Driozv and Paris : Yauing there attained ſome moe 
learning, and alſo the knowledge ofthe French tongue, her 
returned, and became an officer in ſame Court about London; 
it is ſaide, he was a Juſtice; Stow in his Suruay of London , 
deliacreth that he was the Sheriffes Clarke: but waxing ſon 
weary of that kind of lite, he found meanes to get into the ſer- 
uice of I hcovald the Archbiſhop, who guicklyeſpying his ma⸗ 
nitold god parts, loned him enttrely,and lent him into Italy, 
at Bond:ita to ſtudy the Canon law, leſt there might bæ any 
thing wanting in himrequiitein a Common wealths man, 
fo: the managing wherof he 1(cer-1ed him the very fit x likely 
Upoa his ceturne thence, it ſhould me heerepaypzed to Dr- 
ſoꝛd, where Gul, Worceltren':s ſaith, he pꝛocuded Ponte? of 
Law, After which, in ſhozt time hee was pzeferred 3 ” 
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Archbiſhop vnts the Archdeaconry ol Canterbury, the Pꝛo⸗ 
noſtſhip ol Beuerley and the parſonages of Bꝛomfleld, and S. 
Mary hill, a Pzebend in Maules, and another in the Church 
of Lincolne. The Archbiſhop then ſering himſelfe ſick + weak⸗ 
ly, which made him altogether vnable to loke thzoughbly into 
the dzifts and deuiſes of Courtiers(that in all ages ſ@ke to 
p2ep bpon the Church, (and euet nede ſome watchfull eye 
to onerioke their pꝛagiſes) commended Thomas Becker 
bnto the King ſo cffeaually , as hee was content firſt fore- 
ceiue him into the number of his Chaplaines , then made 
bim Chancellour of England, and loaded him with all kind 
of ſpirituall pzeferment. Foz I heobald being a wiſe man, 
well perceiued Becket to bee firſt ſo ſubtle and diſcrete, ſo 
painefull and induſtttous, as the Aing being pet young,he 
would (ſurely pofleſe bim altogether, and bee able to with⸗ 
Hand any endeuente that might bee peindictall vnto the 

Church; And againec, hee could not doubt epther of his 
faithfulnefle to him, oz his ſtoutneſſe in ſo god a cauſe, of 

which both hee had had long experience. In regard hereof, 

be imployed all his endeauours to plant a perfect liking of 

Thomas Becket in thomind of the King ; wherein he pꝛoſpe⸗ 

red ſo well, as in a ſhozt time no man was ſs farre in the 

Kings bokes as he, nay no man could dee any thing in a mas 

ner with theKing but he. Foz the maintaining of this his 

credite(ſaith one) he thought it god to relinquiſh and fozſake 
by little and little all Pzieffly epther behauiout oz attite, to af- 
led thepompe and bzanery of the Court, to liue as other 

Courtiers, to fare daintilp, to lie long in bed, to hawke, to 

hunt, to haue many followers, tc. in ſo much as ſome ſticked 

not to ſay, the Chancelloz had fozgotten he was an Arct - 
deacen alſo, and blamed him foz not lining like a Clergy 
man, But by this meanes/ſaith he) Thomas Becket was 
ener at the kings elbow, was partaker of all his counſels, : 
either by notice giuen to the Archbiſhop, oꝛ ſome deuiſe of his 
owne otherwiſe, could and did top any courſes that might 
be pꝛeiudiciall to the Church. Pauing continued thus ia the 
office of Chancelloz fonre oz fine yeeres with the great fa- 
nour and liking of the Ring, it hapned T heobald the Arch- 
biſhoppe to die. Che king little „ what a ſnake he = 
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riſhed in his boſome, determined by him fs do his vimoſt 
endevour foz the aduancement of him ¶ Thomas Becket) vu⸗ 
to the Archbichoppzicke. Being therefoze at that time in 
Nozmandy,he ſent Richard Lucy a counſelloz of ſpeciall truſt᷑ 
into England with charge to effect theſs two things; firft 
to pꝛocute all the Nobles, and belt of the Communaity to 
ſweare fealty vato young P23ince Henry his ſonne, and 
then to cauſe the Ponkes of Canterbury to elea Thomas 
bis Chancellour Archbiſhoppe. The firſt he quickly bzought 
to paſſe(the rather by the helpe ofthe Chancellour that was 
lopned in Commiſſion with him.) And in the ſecond alſo der 
beCirred bimſelfe ſo well, as be tauſed the whole Conuocati- 
on ot the Clergy. (a moſt authenticall kinde ofelection ) to 
choſe Thomas Becket ſoz theic Archbiſhoppe, no one man 
gaineſaying it, except Gilbert Foliot Bichoppe of London- 
Ve was conſecrate Archbilhop vpon Whitſonday ( bering 
made Pzieft but iuſt the day befoze by the Biſhop of Win- 
cheffer, anno 1162. being not pet full fozty foure pars of age. 
Þ2eſently after his conſecration , hee altered all the whole 
courſe of his life,became ſo graue, ſo auſtere,and ſo denout in 
all outward chew, as het ſ&med quite another man. Alſo hee 


reſigned his Chancellozthip, certifying the king by letters, 


(who was then in Nozmandy)he could not ſerue the Church 
and the Court both at once. The King that ener bitherto 
thought to vis Thomas Becket as a @cholemaſter to inſtrua 
and inure his ſonne in matters ol ſtate aud policy: was now 
very ſozry that he had made him Archbiſhepp, ſering he thꝛew 
of all care of tempozall gouernment; and conſidering the 
hawtineſſe of his ſpirits, ſoꝛe doubted wheranto this ſtrange 
dealing would grow at the laſt. Another thing the king 
greatly diſliked in him was this; that being pet ſcarſelp 
warme in his ſeate, he beganne to loke ſo narrowly into the 
fate of the land belenging to his Se, and to challenge with 
ſuch extremity whatſoeuer might ſ&m to pertaine vnto him, 
as he pzonoked many of all ſozts of people againſt him, who 
cuery where erclaimed with open mouth, and made their 
complaints thicke and thzefold vnto the king, ſaping , that 
hauing ſome authozity and moze knowledge in the law 
vnder colour of defendiug the rights of his Church;hs toke 
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violently from enery man what bes liſt. But the maine quar- 
rell betwirt tho king and him was this: The Cleargy of 
thoſe times bare themſelues ſo bold vpon the pztuiledges of 
the Church (whereby, in crimes neuer ſo hainous they clay- 
med to be exempted from the iudgement of tempoꝛall Courts) 
as, daily infinite outrages were committed by Cloargy men, 
marthers, robberies, rapes , dc. which tempozall Judges 
might not meddle withall, and in the ſpirituall Courts they 
were either not puniſhed, oz foz the molt part very lightly. 
Fo; the amendment and pzeuention of this inconuenience in 
time to come, the king intended to publiſh a certaine declara» 
tion of the cuſtomes of England ſet downe long ſince by 
king Henry the firf® his gandfather, wherein this intollerable 
and licentious liberty of the Cleargy was ſomewhat reſtrai- 
ned. And that it might not bee ſpurned at by any (the Arch⸗ 
biſhop eſpecially he doubted ) he deuiſed to ſend this declaras 
tion ento the Pope and ts craue his allowance of the ſame. 
But the Archbiſhop hauing ſome inkling of the kings intent 
befoze hand, had ſo dealt with the Pope, as if was ns ſoner 
ſene but it mas ſtraight reieded. Heerewith the king was ſo 
inte nſed, as after that time he bent himſelfe altogether to the 
diminiſhing and bzeaking of all immunities andlibertics of 
the Church. And the Archbiſhop was ſo farre from ſ&king to 
pacifie the kings diſpleaſure; as daily hee pzouoked him moze 
and moze. The particnlarities thereof to paſſe over , the 
king thought god to try whether her could put in execution 
the contents of the afozeſaid declaration euen in deſpite of the 
Archbiſhop oꝛ no. Me offered the ſame vato all the Cleargy 
gathered together in a ſynode; who as it they had learned all 
one leſſon, told the king ſeuerally in the ſame wozeds , that 
they werecontent to allow it ſaluo ordine ſuo, fo farre fezth 
as they might without pꝛeiudice of their owne coat and cal- 
ung: Dnely one man Hilary Biſhop of Chicheſter was con- 
tent to yelde vnto it ũmpliciter and without condition, but 
was ſo baited and reuiled fo; his labour, as it is like bee often 
repented it. Pet ſo the matter was handled not long alter, 
as fitſt diuers other Biſhops wers content to y&lde vnto the 
king in this demaund, and at laſt even the Archbiſhop him- 
ſelfe with all his followers, Ss at a time appointed they wy

at Clarindon, and there (ware vnto the obſernation ofthe ar⸗ 
ticles compziſed in that declaration. This notwithRanding , 
lone after againe they diſliking that they bad done, got the 
Pope to aſloile themof this oath. The Archbiſhop then, the 
chieſe pzocurer ofthis abſolution, well aſſuring humſelfe de 
had ſo effendsd the king, as there was no abiding fo2 him here, 
toke ſhippe at Rumney, intending to anoid the realme , but 
miſled of his purpoſe, fo2 he was fozced by a contrary wind to 
returne to land againe. Pzeſently vpon this arriuall hee was 
appꝛehended and carried pziſoner to Roꝛthampton where the 
King then held aTounccl /and was there accuſed of extoztion, 
periury,tceaſon, fo;gery, and many other crimes. His owne 
ſuffragan Biſhops , though hee had appealed vntothe Pope, 
gane ſentence againft him, and warcanted the king they 
would make p:ofs of theſe accuſations vato the Pope. 
Che next night aſter his condemnation, bee ſcaped away and 
once moe haſted into the ſea, committed himſelfe very deſpe- 
rately vnto a little bad rotten fiſher hoat, and accompanied ons 
ly with thz& ſetuitoꝛs, crofſed the ſea , and got into the low 
Countries, and thence poſted to the Pope at Senon, who pla- 
ced him in the monaſtery of Pontiniac. While he there reſted 
himſelfe,be thundzed out excommunications apace againſt all 
ſuch as did obſetue the articles contained in the declaration ſet 
fo:th at Clarindon,whereunto himſelſe had once ſwozn. The 
King as faſt beſtitd himſelſe in ſeaſing all the gods and tem- 
po:alties of the Archbiſhep into his hand. Me ſent alſo ambaſ⸗ 
ſadoꝛs vnts the Carle of Flanders, the French King and the 
Pope, p2aping them in no wiſe fo foſter oz ſuffer him in their 
dominions,requeſting mozcouer of the Pope, that hee would 
confirme and allow of the declaration publiſhed at Clarindon. 
Lhe Pope made an anſwere (though frinolous) ſaping her 
would conſider ofthe matter. But the French K.(with whom 
the King of England had amity and a league of friendſhip at 
that time) hee thinking that this diſagreement betwene him 
and the Archbiſhop would breed ſome ſtir in England,p2zeſent- 
ly ſell to inuading the King of Englands dominions and toke 
by aſlault cectamne holds of his in Nozmandy. The Archbiſhop 
al'o about the ſame time ſent out particular extommunttati⸗ 
ons againtt all the ſuffragan Biſhops of his Pzouince. — 
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King mightily offended with this exc@ding boldnefſe of the 
Archbiſhop , whereunto he well knew hee was hartned and 
animated by the Pope and the French Ring: bethought him⸗ 
ſelfe how by all meanes poſſible he might vere and greue 
him; Firſt,becanſe he knew he delighted much in the mona- 
ſferpy of Pontiniac ( which was an Abbey of Ciſtercian 
monkes de ſignified to all the monkes of that o2der in his do- 
mintons, t hat he would baniſh them euery one, if they would 
not p2ocure the Archbiſhop to be thzuſt out of that monaſtery, 
which foz feare of ſo great Calamity to ſo many men was effe- 
«ed. Then he alſo dꝛoue out of the realme, all bis kinsfolks, 
friends and p2ofeſſed wel willers of whom he ſuſpeged him to 
be any way aided oz comfozted. Alexander the Pope Thomas 
Beckers ſuxeſt card, was ferited in much like ſozt the ſame 
time by Friderike Barbatoſſa theEmperoz. The King theres 
foze by the counſell of Gilbert Biſhop of London determined 
to ioyne in league with the Cmperoz, ( if peCibly hee might 
that was a pzofeſſed enemie both to the French King and the 
Pope. To this purpoſe he ſent two ambaſſadozs vnte him, 
perſwading him to deale with the Cardinals Lucius the Ans 
tipope being then lately dead) to ſet vp another in his rome, 
to whom he pꝛomiſes al his dominions ſhould pald obedience. 
The Popehauingnotice of this pzactiſs , began pzeſently to 
quatle, ſent the King woꝛd he would oz der all things betweene 
the Archbiſhop and him to his owne liking e that out of hand. 
Now it had happened a little befoze that the Pope had gran⸗ 
ted vato the Archbiſhop a very large licence of excommunica- 
ting whom heliſt in England ; the King the Quane anda ve- 
ry few other excepted. This anthozity he abuſed very intem- 
peratelp at that time when theſe matters were thus in ham- 
mering betweeae the Pope and the King ; inſomuch as he had 
marredallifthe Pope had not (peavily yelde? a reaſon thereof 
to the King. By this time the French king (the Bopes cnely 
P2ofeco2 againſt the Cmperour ) began to ſpy that hee was 
much moꝛe cold in the defcnce ofthe Archbiſhop then hee had 
beene, and tepꝛehended him ſharply foʒ it. Che Pope therfoze 
not knowing wich way ts turne himſelfe; ſoz the ſatifying of 
both theſe Wotcntates, (neither of which he could ſafely ofrend 
as things twd) he determined firlk to labour 1 — 
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betwene them, and then to make the Fronch King a media⸗ 
toz foz the Archbiſhop. This he effected, and bzought the two 
kings together at Paris, Thither alſo came Thomas Becket : 
And ſate beeing made vnto the king in his behalfe, that her 
might returne, bee reſtozed to his gods and teuenues ariſing 
in the time ol his abſence , t laſtly ( vpon his humble ſubmiſsi⸗ 
on) to the kings fauour; The king anſwered , that foz the 
reſt he was contented, but(ſaith he) the pzofits of his Archbi⸗ 
ſhopꝛicke ſince his baniſhment J cannot allow him, foz that J 
baue already giuen them toothers : Pary recompence J will 
make him foz them to the liking either of the French king oz 
the Senate of Paris 02 elſe of the tudents of the Uniuerſity, 
Pꝛeſentiy the Archbiſhop was called foz , who falling downe 
vpon his knes, vſed theſe wozds, Py Lozd and Doneratgn, 
do he&rre comnitt vnto pour owne iudgement the canſe and 
Controuerſie betwene vs, ſo far fozth as J map, ſauing the 
hano; of Almighty God. The king mach offended with that 
laFerceptton (Saluo honore Dei) turned him about vnto the 
French king and telling hun how much hee had done foz the 
Acchbiſhop, and how he had vſed him, Jam(quothhe at laſt) 
ſo well acquainted with the tricks of this fellow, that J can- 
not hope foz any god dealing at his hands. Sd yon net how 
he goeth about to delude me with this clanſe (ſauing the honoz 
of God?) Foz whatſoener ſhall diſpleaſe him, hee will by and 
by alleabge to bs pzeiudiciall to the honour of almighty God, 
But this J will ſay vnto you, whereas there haue beene kings 
of England many befoze me, wherofſome were peradnenture 
of greater power than J, the moſt part farrelefe ; and againe 
many Archbiſhops befoze this man holy and notable men:Lok 
what duety was euer perfoꝛmed by the greateſt Archbiſhop 
that euet was to the weakeſt and ſimpleſt of my pꝛedeteſſoꝛs, 
let him peeld me but that and it ſhall aboundantly content me. 
Perrennto the Archbiſhop anſwered cunniagly and ſtoutly e- 
nough, that the times were altered, his p;zedeceſozs which 
conld not bzing all things to paſſe at the firſt vaſh , were con- 
tent to beate with many things, and that as men they fell and 
omitted their duety oftentimes ; that which the Church had 
gotten, was by the conſtancy of god Pzelates,whoſe example 
be would ſollow thus farre fozth , as, though he could not aug⸗ 
ment 
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ment the pꝛiuiledges ofthe Church in his time, pet he would 
neu. t tonſent the ſhould be diminiſhed. This anſwere being 
beard, all men cried ſhame vpon him and generally imputed 
the fault of theſe ſfirs vnto him. But this was the iNue foz 
that time, that they parted without reconciliation. The king 
doubting what might come of theſe bꝛoiles, cauſed his ſonne 
Henry (that died ſoneafter) to be crowned King in his owne 
life time, ſo to aſſure him of the ſucteſſlon. Afterwards com- 
ming into France againe, they were vpon the point of recon- 
ciliation, when the cating out of ſome (uch wozde oz another 
as beſoze, marred all. At length the King and he were made 
friends, but his full reſtitation referred till bee had behaued 
dimſelfe quietly a while at Canſerbury , which he pꝛomiſed 
to do. Bat hee, was ſo farre from perfourming that pꝛomiſe, 
as hee ſent into England befoze him diuers cexcommunicati- 
ons which the Pope had granted out long befoze, and com- 
mitted to his diſcretion. Among other, the Archbiſhop of 
PBozke, the Biſhop of London and Dalisbury were named in 
them, together with ſo many as had bene doers in the co20- 
nation of the pong king, which the Archbiſhop ſaide might 
not bee perfozmed ofany but by his appointment. The men 
thus ſtrucken with this holy fice, haſted them ouer into Ro2- 
mandy to make their complaint unte the King; whoinfi- 
nitely greeued at this kinde of dealing, curſed the time that 
euer hee made him Acchbiſhop , oz reſtozed him to his place 
againe, adding, it was his chance ener to doe foz vnthanks- 
full men, otherwiſe ſame 02 other would longere this haue 
made this pzoud Pꝛieſt an example to all ſuch troubleſome 
perturbers of his realme and ſtate. Jt happened amongeſt 
other,fower knights tobe pꝛeſent at this ſpæch of the Kings, 
who gathered thereby, they ſhould doe a o&d very acceptable 
bnto him if they killed the Archbiſhop, Their names were 
Reynald Firz-Vrie, Hugh de Mortuill , William de Tracy, 
and Richard Briton. Ja this meane time the Archbiſhop was 
come to Canterbury,and was received there with great toy. 
Thencehe went to London and ſo to Woodocke where the 
yongKing then lay. Bat befoze he could get to the Kings 
pzeſence, wo2d was bzought him, the kings pleaſure was hee 
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cations befoze hee the king would talke with him. So he re- 
turned againe to Canterbury without (ging the King at all. 
Sone after his retutrne thither , the fow2ze Knights befoze 
mentioned arriuodat Canterbary, to wit, dpon Jnnocents 
day. They comming vnto the Archbishop, told him the kings 
pleaſure was, he ſhould goe to his ſonne andrenerently make 
offer of doing homage and fealty vnto him, fo2 the Barony of 
bis Archbiſhopzicke ; ſecondly , that hee ſhould cauſe all the 
ſtrangers he bzought into the realme with him to be (wozn to 
bis obedience ; and thirdly,that he ſhould retreat thoſe excom⸗ 
munications which hehad cauſed tobe denounced againſt ſuch 
as were the inſtruments of the pong kings coꝛonation. Te 
thoſe demands hee auſwered , that neither the King noz any 
other moztall man ſhould extozt from him, 82 any of his by 
his conſent, any vniuſt 02 vnteaſenable oath. And as fog the 
Biſhops amd other excommunicats concerning the Cozona- 
tion, it was inderde (quoth he)a thing done in my behalte and 
fo; an intury offered to my Church: But it was the ad of the 
Pope. If therefoze they will (weare they ſhall bee ready to 
make mee amends at the Popes diſcretion , J will abſolue 
them, otherwiſenot, And whatſoener yon (ay , it was the 
kings pleaſure, J ſhould take my beft courſe fo; the redzeſſe 
of this abaſe by eccleſiafticall authozity. Man other wo2des 
paſſed betwane them the ſame time, they bzeathing out 
terrible thꝛeats, and hee continuing fill the ſame man with- 
out peelding one tote. At laſt the knights departsd , giuing 
the monkes charge in the kings name, to ſe the Archbiſhop 
foozth comming, and not to ſuffer him to eſcape away. At 
enening pꝛaier time the ſame day, they came ſuddenly into 
the Church, with their ſwoꝛds dzawne,crying, Wheres the 
{Lrapto;,aheres the Traytoz : The Archbiſhop who was 
then going vp the ſtepps toward the quire, hearing the noyſe, 


turned backe vntothem , and cuery one of the fower ffriking 


matinely at him, vpon the third oz fourth groice of thoſe eps 
was une. Mis body theſe knights had determined to haue 
caſt into the ſea,ozelſe to haue hewen into a thouſand pieces: 
but the Pꝛioʒ and the monkes doubting ſome ſuch thing, bu- 
ried it inunediately in the vndercraft, whence ſhoztly it was 
taken vpand laid in a moſt ſumptuons ſhzine in the Eaſt end 
of 
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of the Church. The Pope hearing ol this maſacre, creommu- 
nicated immediat ly all that were either authoꝛs 02 conſenters 
to the (ame. The king was ſaine to purge himſelfe bygath,and 
yet could not be abſolued befoze hee had done certaine ſtrange 
penance; as firſt, that he ſhouldpzay deuoutly at the tombe of 
this neu Partyrʒthat he ſhould be whipt in the chapter houſe, 
recetuing of eucry monke one laſh; that hee ſhould maintaine 
200, ſoulbiers foz the ſpace of ons pete at Jeruſalem and 
kaſtlp, reuoke the declaration publiſhed at Clatindon, that 
oziginally gauethe occaſion of this murther. All this(ſuch were 
thoſe times the king was faine to perfozme. 


29. Richard, 
A the moneth of Fequuary, following the death of Thomas 


Becker (which was December 28. 1170.) one Robert Hen, 2.1%. 


Abbot of Becco was choſen Archbiſhop. But hee liking bet- 
tet a quiet life, choſe rather to fit ſtill where hee was, then to 
aduenture bimſelfe in a place ſnbiec to the- blaſts of ſuch 
terrible tempeſts as I bomas Becket was toſſed withall, The 
king then dealt earneftly with the Conent of Canterbury to 
thoſe ſome milde and ſoft ſpiritev man, to paeuent ſuch 
b;oples as had beene raiſed by the laſt Archbiſhop. They fol- 
lowed his direaion, and eleged one Richard, aBenedic- 
tine Ponke Patio of the Ponaſterp of @aint Partins in 
Douer, who was pzeſently allowed of the king and the Pope 
and ſone after conſecrate. Ve was a man very liberall , gen⸗ 
tle and paſſing wiſe. Do he handled the matter, that in all his 
time he neuer was aut, either with the Pope oz the king. Che 
pe he entertained with often gifts and money , the Kings 
nour bee retained by y&@lding and confozming himſelfe to 
his pleaſure. This man continued Archbiſhop about ths ſpace 
of tenne 02sleuen partes. In all which time, there heppened 
not any thing concerning him wozthy memozy; except perad⸗ 
venture the firre betwa ne him and the Archbiſhop of Vozke 
Roger. Theoldequarrellchaunced to bee roenued betwene 
theſe two Archbichops conceraing the Pzimacy z and one 
Hugocio the Popes Legate comming into England , both of 
themrequefſted him to heare and {nudge this — be 
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tweens them. Upon this and other occaſions, a Connocation 
was ſummoned at WeſtminCer, where was a ſtately thzons 
pꝛouided foz the Legate. At g time appointed the Legate came 
and took his place, and the Archbiſhop of Canterbury ſate him 
done next vnto the Legate vpon the right hand. After this in 
came Roger Archbiſhop of Yozke and would nerdes haue di. 
placed Canterbury to fit abone him : that , when the other 
would not ſuffer,he ſate downe in his lap. The other Biſhops 
pꝛeſent amazed at this ſtrange behauiour ofthe Archbiſhop of 
Pozke,cried out all vpon him, the ArchbiſhopofCanterbaries 
men by violence dzew the other ont of his ill choſen place, 
thꝛew him down, tare his robes almoſt from his backe, trode 
vpon him, beat him, and vſed him ſo deſpitefullp, as the Legat, 
whether foz ſhame 03 fo2 doubt what might happen to himſelt 
in ſuch a tumult, got him out and went dis way. The Arch- 
biſhop of Poꝛke all ragged as be was, blcudy and duſty went 
to the Ktng,who firſt was exceeding angry,but whenhe heard 
the truth, laughed merrily at it and ſaid hee was well enough 
ſerued. Puch ado there was long alter at Rome about this £ 
the old controuerſte;the end whereof at laſt was, that much 
mon was ſpent and neither party euer a whit the nter. The 
end ol this man is thus repozted, how that beeing aflepe at 
his manno of Mzotham, there ſ(@med to come vnto him a 
certaine terribleperſonage demanding of him who de was? 
whereunto when fo2 feare the Archbiſhop anſwerednothing, 
Thou art he (quoth the other) that haſt deſtroyed the gods of 
theChurch, and J will deſtroy the from off the earth: This 
hauing ſaid,hee vaniſhed away. In the mozning betime the 
Archbiſhop got him vp, and taking his tourney toward Ro- 
chefter,relatedthis fearefull viſion vnto a frtend of his by the 
way. Ye had no ſ@ner told the tale, but he was taken ſoden⸗ 
ip with a great cold + ſtiſneſle in his limmes, ſo that they had 
much ade to get him ſo farre as Malling a houſe belonging to 
the Biſhop of Rocheſter. There he tok his bed and being ho2- 
ribly toꝛmented with the cholike and other grefes vntill the 
next dap, the night following the 16.of Febzuary hee gaue vp 
the Ohe ſt anno, 11 83. Vis body was carried to Canterbury 
and honourably inferred in the Lavy Chappell, ** 
40. Bald- 
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40. Baldwin. 
Feer the death of Richard the Archbiſhop , acontroner- 


terburie, and the Þuffragan Biſhops ofthe Pzonince of Can- 
terbury,who of right ought to choſe the Archbiſhop. Foz it 
had bent often done by both, as (in that which J haue befoze 
deliuered) von may perceiue. The King defirous to haus ſome 
bonef@ quiet man, dealt firſt with the Couent, paying them 
to make choice ofſuch a one as he might haue cauſe to like, and 
aſter made the ſame requeſt vnto the Biſhops, The Ponkes 
(though moved thereto would in no wiſe topne with the Bi⸗ 
ſhops,but perceining the Biſhops began inderde to ſet fot in⸗ 
to the matter, appealed to Rome Much ado there was there 
about it the ſpace of nine moneths. At laſt the Biſhops got 
a mandate wherein the Ponkes and they were commaunded 
to ioyne together. The day of election was appointed, but 
the Ponkes foz carſt heart would not come vnto it. Wo the 
Bilhops pzoceeded and made choice of Baldwin Biſhop of 
Wozceſter. This eleaton the monkes laboured mightily to 
diſanul;p2ofeſſing,that they liked the man elec very well, but 
they muſt not indure ſuch a p:eſident. The king therefoze 
(who fanoured Baldwin excedingly )wzought ſo with the one 
party andthe other, as the Ponkes were content to elec 
him, vpon condition he would renounce all benefit of his fo2- 
mecelcaton,and the Biſhops themſelues would confeſſe the 
ſame to be void andof no effec. All this was done and he re- 
teiued into quiet and peaceable poſſeſſion of this Metropoliti⸗ 
call ſe. This Baldwin being a pozemans ſonne, and bozne in 
Exceſter; was firſt a ſcholemaſter , then centred into o2ders; 
and was p2eferred to an Archdeaconryp, which pꝛomotion bee 
voluntarily reſigned, and intending to foz(ake the wo2lde, be- 
came a Ciſtercian 02 white Honke. Yaning liued ſo the ſpace 
of one whole peare, he was made Abbot of Fo2d in Deuon⸗ 
thire. From thence he was called to the Biſhopzicke ot TU02- 
ceſter, conſecrate thereurto the pare 1181. tranſlated fo 
Canterbury in the end ofthe pate 1184. and ſolemnelp in- 
falledthere Pap 19. 1185, being the 1 white £Gonk that 
eucr 
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ener was Archbifop. Giraldus Cambr. deſcribeth the perſon 
ofthe man in this ſozt. He was of complerion ſomwhat (wars 
thy, his countenance ſimple and like a plaine meaning man, 
but very cemelp, his ſtature indifferent, well made of bodie, 
but Nznder timbzed. Foz his maners, hee was modeſt and ſo⸗ 
ber, of ſuch abſtinence as ſame dutſt neuer ſtamp any ſiniſter 
repo2t vpon him, ot few wozds, flow to anger, and very ſtu⸗ 
dicus from his very childhood. The onely fault he findeth with 
him is, that he was tw remille and gentle in his gouernment , 
ſaying that he was Monac hus melior quam Abbas, Epiſcopus C- 
Arc hiepiſcopus:ſoꝛ which cauſe the Pope in acertainlettet græ⸗ 
ted him thus :Urbanus ſeruus [ernorum Dei, Momac ho fernentiſ- 
ſamo, Abbati calido, Epiſcope tepido, Arc hiepiſcopo remiſſo.ſalutem, 
Sc. At is a wonder that a man of this temper and diſpoſition 
ſhould be ſo much troubled as hee was: With the King her al- 
waies agreed very well: But betweane the Ponkes of Cans 
tetbury and him there was much and continnall debate. The 
occaſion thereof was this. The King greatly miſliking the in- 
ſolency of the Ponkes, thought to wꝛeſt tom them the pze- 
beminence of chafing the Archbiſhop in time to come by 
this deuice. Yeegaue direction vnto Baldwyn their Archbt- 
ſhop, to beginne the foundation of a Colledge at Packings 
ton now called Saint Stephens, being diſtant from Can- 
terbury about halſe a mile. This Colledge it was deniſed 
ſhould haue one pꝛebend erected by the King, and by euery 
ſeuerall Biſhop of the P2zonince of Canterbury one other, 
which ſhoulo euer bee of the gift and Patronage of their ſoun⸗ 
ders. As fo2 the Archbiſhop, the building of the Church and 
other edifices was appointed vato him foz his ſhare, which 
he intended to perfo:me with great niagnificence. The ende 
of this foundation was none other then this, that it might ba 
a meane of traducing the right of eleaion ofthe Archbiſhop, 
(a matter greatly impozting the King and the whele Realnie ) 
from the monkes (men of little learning, leſſe diſcretion, and 
ſmalleſt cxperiencein matters of gonernment, yet verp obſci⸗ 
nate and altogether wedded to their dune wils ) to other 
men, in whom the King and the reſt of the Biſhops (as being 
their patrones) might challenge an intereſt. Foz the better 
rrecutionofthis plot, it was ozdained, that this Colledge 
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tould be dedicated vnto Saint Thomas, who was now 
growen ſos famous thzoughout the wozld, as every man 
thought himſelfe happy that could do any thing to his honoz, 
An tegard hereofthey made no doubt, but the Pope woulo 
ſone be infreated to take from Chꝛiſt vnto whois name the 
monaſtery of Canterbury was conſecrate ) all pꝛiuiledge of 
elegion, and to confer the ſame with many other vpon Daint 
T homas that famous martyr. The maſter was now verts 
fozward and growen to god perfection 3 in ſo much as, ths 
foundations were digged, fone, timber, and other pꝛouiſion 
laide ready in place foz the building, when as the ſubtile 
monkes (uſpecting whereuato this great fozwaroneſle of the 
King and Biſhops tended , made their complaint at Rome. 
Thatnotwithſtanving,on went the wozke: The Church part- 
ly built was ſolemnly conſecrate, and divers ſecular Pꝛieſts 
(ſach Saint Thomashimſelfe was) inſtitute d and inſtalled 
into their pzebends, when the monks that neuerlinne laying 
on load by requeſts, gifts 4 a! manner of impoztunate ſate to 
diſturbe this platfozme , pzocured the Pope to ſet downe an 
oꝛder, that this cozpozation ſhould be diColued, the buildings 
thereofraſed and made euen to the ground. Duch were the 
times, the Popes pleaſure was an inenitable neceſſity;it muſt 
be, and was periozmed. Jt happened then ſone after that Vr- 
ban the Pope died, who was a great pzotecto2 of the monkes 
cauſe.Gregory the eight ſucceeded , a man with whom Bald- 
wyn might do very mech. Be determined therefoze once moze 
to ſet on fot his fozmer deniſe,but in another place. Ma pꝛo⸗ 
cured ofthe Biſhop and Couent of Kocheſter, foz exchange of 
other land, a certaine quantity of ground at Lambhtth; where 
the Acchbiſhops pallaceand honſe of chæfe reſidence is now 
lituate.Chither he cauſed to be bzought by water all the pꝛo⸗ 
nifion ot ſtones, timber, xc. that was intended to the building 
ol the Colledge at Backington,and began the foundation of a 
godly Church there, which hee liued not to finiſh. Ring Ri- 
chard the ficſ fo expiate the fault ofhis rebellion and diſobedi⸗ 
ence vnto his father, determined to carry a great power into 
the holy land. Baldwyn would nerds attend him thither , and 
did ſo By pzeaching, counſe'l, liberall almes, and continuall 
example of a moſt vertuous life,he y great god there, vatill 
9 2 at 
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at laſt in the ſiege of the city of Acon beeing taken with a gree- 
nous fickneſſe he died, when he had bene Archbiſhop enen al- 
molt ſeuen pieres, aud was buried there. Pe gaus all his 
gods vnto the ſoldiers to be pinided amongſt them at the diſ. 
cretion of Hubert the Biſhop of @aliſbury,that (one after ſuc» 
ceded him. 


- 41. Reginald Fitz-ioccline. 


Reſently after the death of Baldwyn, the King viſpatched 
ameCengerfrom Acon with letters, wherin he earneſtly 
payed the monkes to make elegion of ſome ſuch man to 
ſuccad ; as he might haue ceuſe to like. And the rather to 
bzing the ſame to pale, he wzote vato the Archbiſhop of 
Roan, who (the Biſhop of Ely being then newly diſpla- 
ced) gouerned the Realme in bis abſence, to cauſe all the 
Biſhops of the Pꝛouince of Canterbury to mate at Canter- 
bury, and fo take the beſt courſe they might foz the placing of 
ſome fit man in that S. The monkes (who were ercading 
iopkull to heare of the Archbiſhops death) caſting many 
doubts hy reaſon ofthis mutino, pꝛoceded firſt vnto their e- 
lection, and choſe Reginald Biſhop of Bathe (that was ſonne 
to loccl;ne ſometimes Biſhopo! Saliſbury ) but concealed it 
till the Biſhops were come together; at what time in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſenceof them all they publiſhed their electton,and withallated 
hands vpon Reginald there pzeſent,dzew him vato the Archt- 
epiſcopall thꝛone, and violently placed him in the ſame. Albeit 
at that time he withſitod them what he might, and with tears 
vbnſainedly beſought them to make chotce ofſome other ; pet 
being aſked the nert day by the Archbiſhop of Roan , whether 
be aſſented vnto the elecion, he anſwered, that io far hoe was 
from ambitious deſire of that place, as it was a great grieſe 
vnto him to biechoſen, and that he would bee very glad they 
would take ſome other in his rome: Powbeit /quoth hee ) if 
they will needs ſtand to their election, though with grafe and 
hearts ſozrow, J muſt and will accept of the ſame. Meſlen⸗ 
gers were by and by diſpatched vnto the Pope, who pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly affo;ded the pall and other vſnall ceremonies vnto this 
newelec. But befo;zenowescould be bzonght cf his — 
ton 
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mation,o2 hee fake poſſeſſion of his new h onoꝛ, he died at his 
houſe of Dogmorſfield in Hamthire vpon Chziſtmas day, fif- 
tene daies after his conficmation, andafter his election nine 
and —— ve was butied at Bath. Se moe of him in Bath 
and Mels. 


42. Hubert walter, 


Ing Richard the ficſt, ſurnamed Cucur de Lyon; being 1191. 
taken pꝛiſonet in his returne from the holy land, by Leo - Ric. 1. 5. 


pold Archduke of Aurich, at what time the Se of Canter- 
bury was yet void; well knowing how notable a ay a god 
Archbiſhoppe might be vnto the whole realme in his ab- 
ſencezand hauing experience ofthe great wiſedome and other 
manifold vertues of Hubert Biſhop of @alisbucy that had 
attended him in all that long and dangerous voyage; bee bſed 
what meanes be might poſſibly to pzocure him to bee trarfla- 
ted thither. This Hubert was bozne at a place called Weſt 
Derham in Nozfolke , and brought vp under Raynulph de 
Glandfeld chisfe Juffice of England. The firſt pzeferment 
be obtained was the Deanry of Pozke, thence he was called 
in the firſt tere of kiag Richard vnto the Biſhopzicke of Wa- 
liſbury, by the meanesof Baldwyn the Archbiſhop, who loued 
im intirely in his life time, and at his death truſted him with 
the diſpoſition of all his gods Being vet Deane of Pozke; be 
bought certains land of Geoffry Fitz Geotfry in Meſt Der- 
ham where he was bone, and founded a monaſtery in the 
ſame foz his owne ſoules health (ſo himſelſe ſpeaketh in his 
foundation)as alſo fo; the ſoules of his father, mother , Ray- 
nulph de Glanfeld,and Berta his wife who bought bim vp. 
Che manner ofhis election dnto Canterbury was this. The 
the king wꝛit earneſtly tothe Couent to cho' ſome wiſe, qui⸗ 
et. moderate man, but refrained to name any,in regard of the 
fozmer repulſes taken by him and his father. But his minde 
and particular deſire could not bee bnknowne vato them Yee 
fgnified vnto Elianor his mother, to the Archbiſhop of Roane 
and other, what courſe he wiſhed to bee taken: ad ſ@ wiſely 
thep handled the matter, as befoze any man looked fo2 it, the 
monkes ( who wellſaw {ow * it impozted the tralme 
3 in 
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in that dangerous time to haue ſoma woozfhy pꝛelate in that 
place had elected vim, and publiſhed ſuddenly their eleaion af 
Pauls Crolle, to the great contentment of the Nucene and 
Cowncell , and no leſſe io v of ali other (o2ts and ſtates of pros 
ple TWhile his pali was ietching at Rome, conſtvering how 
odious Ballwyn had bene to his Ponkes of Canterbury, fo; 
not baing a Ponke as them:elues were and ina manner 
all his pꝛedeteſſoꝛs gad hene; dee went to Merton and there 
pꝛoſeſſed um eite a Penke, in like manner as Reginald the 
laſt Acchbiſhop had done. Then he began to beſtirre him in 
leuping of money ſoz the kings ranſome. Do diſcreetche he 
wiought, as the Clear. v and commonalty ofthe whole realm 
did very willingly yelde a quarter of all their reuenues foz 
one pete, which (together with the plate and oznaments of 
Churches that were faine to be ſold in this extremity)amoun- 
ted vnto i 50000, marks, the ſumme required by the Smpe- 
tour. The Ring returning, made him pzeſently Lozd Chaun- 
celour,chiefe Juſtice of Cagland, and high gouernour of all 
bis dominions immediatelp vader hint. Do that being alrea- 
dy Archbiſhop and the Popes Legate, ge wanted no aathozity 
that was poTible to be laid vpon him. euer was there any 
Cleargy man eithec befo2e 02 after him of ſo great power, ne⸗ 
ver any man vſed his anthozity moze moderately. Vet he was 
much blamed(and pecaduenture not vawozthily) and no leſſe 
enuied foꝛ taking ſo many offices vpon him. Jt is cemembzed 
that a noble man (aid vnto him ta icozne, at wbat time be was 
made Chancelloz, I haue heard of many Chauncello:s made 
Biſhops, bat ofan Archbiſhop that would vouryſate to Roupe 
to the Chauncellozthip, till naw I neuer beard of any, With 
in two peres after his ſicſt pzomotion to theſe high places, the 
better to excuſe his ambition, het made a diſſembling and 
counterfett ſhew ot being deſirous to leaue his tempozall of- 
fices, in ſo muchas, he dealt effectnally with the ing by let⸗ 
ters to giue him leane to ceſigne them, ſaying, that the 
charge ot his Church was wozke enough foz one man, whers- 
unto onelp hes would hercafter gladly dedicate himſelte. 
This ha did, aſſuring bimſelſe in his owne conceit, that 
the King had no man about him ſo likely to manage thoſe af- 
fatres as himſelfe , and not becing able to want him, would 
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intreate him fo retaine them till. It fell out otherwiſe then 
beerpeced : Foz though at firlf the king ſeemed and perads 
uenture was ba willing toyelds to this his requeſt ; yet bee 
found it ſo reaſonable in the end, as be could not any longer 
deny the ſams. este now this Archbiſhop maniſeftly be- 
w2ayed his inſatiable defire ofrnle and gouernment : Being 
thus taken tardy in bis owne ſnars ; as though is minde and 
defermination wers (nddenly altered, de ſignified vnto the 
king by letters, that notwithRanding his great deſire of betas 
king himſelfe onely to ſpirituall matters, and the manifolds 
infirmities of his age; he would be content to aff@2d his la- 
bour and diligence in his other offices vet a while longer, if 
therein he might doe him any p2ofitabls ſernice. And that the 
King ſhould not thinke it poſſible to pꝛouidehimſelłe elſwhers 
of better officers, ha certified him withall, that in theſe two 
rates fince his pꝛefetment, hee had gathered foz his vie 
1100c00, markes which hee was ready to pay into his ca- 
lers, augmenting(it is like)the ſumme, and adding therto out 
ol his owne purſe, that ſo hee might in cleanly ſozt buy againe 
thoſe hononrable and gainefull offices, which his ſubtle diſ⸗ 
ſimulation had almoft lot him. Setting this fault aſide 
whereuntothe greateſt wits are moſt ſubied ( meant amy 
bition) ber was an excellent and memozable man, a bzible 
(ſaith one) vnto the king, and an obſtacle of tyranny, the peace 
and comfozt oftte people,and laſtly a notable refuge of al both 
high and low againſt all manner of injury and oppzefſicn. 
Faithfull and lopall he was vnto bis inte, louing and ve⸗ 
ry carefull of his Coantrey;in which he cauſed many excellent 
lawes to bee eſtabliſhed ; Va it was that firſt deniſed our aſ- 
ſie ofbzead,our waights and meaſutes of wine, ople, cozne, 
Ec. Uery valiant he was alſo, and perfozmed many great ſer» 
uices in the warres, the repozt whereof J lcaue vnto the 
Chzonicles. Mis honſe keeping they ſay was ſuch, es the ex- 
pence thereof was thought to bee nothing inferiour vnto the 
Rings: And pet he perſozmed many great wozkes of ineſti- 
mable charge.-Beſide the monaſtery of Derham befoze menti- 
oned, der alſo founded another fo; Ciſtercian Ponkes at 
Waoulferhampton,bat liued not to finiſh the ſame; he compaſs 
ſed the Tower of London with a ſtrong wall and a derpe 
94 maat, 
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moate, ſo as the water incloſed the ſame quite round, which 
befoze that time could neaer be bought to paſſe; he encreaſey 
the reuenues of his De very much, adoznod it with many 
ſumptuous and ſtately buildings and pzocured diuetg nota- 
ble pꝛiuiledges vnto the ſame, called in olde Engliſh, Geld, 
Dangelo;Yidage, Warpon, Blodwhite, Child white, Wilte- 
nage, ic. Laſil it is remembzed that he gane vato his Church 
of Canterbury, to repayrethe bokes and libzary of the ſame, 
the church of Halegaſt. Now notwithſtanding his great pow- 
er and riches; with the monkes of Canterbury he had as much 
to do as other of his pzedeceſours. By intreaty and faire 
meanes he tndeuoured to pꝛocuxe their conſent foz the finiſh- 
ing of the Chappell at Lambhith begun by Baldwin; foz with- 
outtheirleaue to goe about it, bee knew it was to no purpoſe.

ere d ec, After this, the reft of his daies hee ended in peace. 

King lohn that had attempted many times to depoſe his 

Bzother King Richard: and was alwaies hindezed in thoſs 

p2” *iſes by the diligence faithfulneſſe and wiſedome of this 

worthy Þzelate, eſtranged himſelfe a while from him, and 

gaue him no countenance. But finding at laſt how ill he 

might ſpare him, vſed his Counſell,xeceined intertainment of 

um (which was very topall) at Canterbury ; truſted him 

with the gonernment of the whole Realme at his departure

+ fo make his election knowne to any, till he tame to the Popes

CThis great hucly 
bucly was appeaced ſodainely by the kings death, who died 
ſome ſay,of care and ſozrow,ſome of ſurfet,and ſome ſay, hee 
was poyſoned by a Ponke. Vis ſonne Henry a P2ince of ten 
years old was teteiued to the kingdom, Lewis fozſaken, 4 the 
Barons vpon pꝛomiſe of obedience vnto their king, abſolued 
by the Popes Legate. Clergy men were debarred a while 
from thcir abſolution that they might compound foz the ſame, 
which they were glad to doe. All things being thus quieted , 
this out Acchbiſhop called a Connocation at Oſuep, wherein 
many things were decreede, to be ſeene foz the moſt part ; 
mong the pꝛouinciall conſtitutions. Thether came acertains 
young man that ſhe wing the macks of wounds in his handes, 
feet and de, pꝛoleſſed himſelfe to be no lefſe man then Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt. He bzought allo two women with him, whereof one 
toe vpon her tobe our Lady, the other Mary Magdalen. 
This counterfeit Chzilk, foz his labour was wozthily cruct- 
led, and foꝛced to reſemble him in the manner of his death, 
whoſe Life and perſon hee had pzepoſteronlly imitated, and 
ſought toreſemble. Sone after, he tranſlated the bones of &. 
Thomas Becker from the place where they were firſt buried 
in the vndercroft, into a godly ſumptuous ſhzine. This was 
bone wonderfull ſolemnly, the King and greateſt part of 
the nobility of all the Kealme being pzeſent. During the time 
ofthis ceremony,all paſengers from Loudon to Canterbury 
were allowed hozſomeat at the Archbiſhops charge,who alſo 
canſed veſſels of wine to runne continually in diuets parts of 
the City all the day of this tranſlation, that ho ſe liſt might 
d:inke of them. This ſolemnity pꝛoued ſo chargcable vnto 

hint, as neyther he,no2 foure of his ſucceſo2s were able to re- 

conecthe debt,hecaſt his See and Church into. Pe was Arch- 

biſhop in all two and twenty yeeres, and died July 9. 1228, 

at his manno2 of @®lyndon in Suſſex, from whence his bodie 

was conneighed to Canterbury,and there buried in ate” 
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pell of Saint Michael, fitnatendre the South ſtapꝛe that go- 
eth vp from the body of the Church, and the lower croſte Ille, 
to the South ſide of the Quire. This man was admitably 
learned, and wzit many notable wo;ks, the Catalogue where 


ofis to be ſan in Bale. Amongſt the reſt, it is eſpecially to ba 


noted, that he firſt diuided the Bible into Chapters, in ſuch 


ſozt as we no accountthem. The Archbiſhoppes pallace at 
Canterbury is (aid to haue bene built in a manner all by this

fo eleaion, and made choice of one Walter de Hempſham, 
one of their owne company, and pzeſented him vnto the 
King, who by the aduice of diners Pzelates refuſed to allow 
of him. Which not withſtanding, he got him to Rome, hoping 
by one meanes oz other to obtaine ths Popes confirmation. 
The King hauing notice of his intent,ſent thither the Biſhop 
of Chefter,to ſignifte that he was a man very vnlearned, ano 
mozeonec infamous fo his life and conuetſation, as namely, 
that he had gotten diuers childzen vpon a certain Nunne, that 
bis tather was hanged foz theft, and that bhimſelfe had de- 
ſerued the like puniſhment, by taking the part of the rebelli- 
ous Barons. All this would not tay the Pope from giuing 
him conficmatton,vntill the Kings AmbaſCadozs had pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed him a tenth of all ſpirituall pzomotions in England, to 
aide him in his wars againſt the Emperonr. That being aſ- 
ſured him, ha Frataht way pronounced the election voide, 
and by reaſon of the inſuffictency sf the elec, the right of no- 
mination to be deuolned vnto himſelfe; by vertue of which ti⸗ 
tle he toke vpon him at the Aings requeſt to name vnto that 
Se, Richard the Chancello2 of Lincolne.The Authoꝛ of Po- 
Iychronicon calleth him M. Richard of Wetherſhed,thegreat 


Deane of London. This Richard was a man very well 
learned, 
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learned, wiſe, graue, well ſpoken, and ot god repozf, ſksut in 
detending the rights and liberties of the Church, and (which 
is not altogethet to be neglected) of a godly perſonage, tall, 
ſ:aixht, and well fauoured. Me was conſecrate at Canter⸗ 
bury by Henry Biſhap of Rocheſter, in the pzeſence ofthe 
kiaxand many ofthe nobility, June 10.1219. being the fett 
Acchbilhoppe of 44. now hauing poſſeſſed that Dx, who 
bare the Ch:ultian name of one of his p2edecelſogs. A little 
while ho emtopes that honour, to witte,two pers oz there a- 
bouts. In which time there hapnev acontrouerſie betwene 
him and Hubert de Burgo Carle of Kent, concerning ſome 
lands of the Catle of Glocelfec,the p:ofits whereof the Archs 
bilhappe challenged as due vnto him in the minozitp ofthe 
Carle. Hubert was a man greatly fauouted by the king, foz 
his lang faithfull ſerntce vnto his father and himſelfe; names 
ly, foz defending the Caſtle of Douer againſt Lewis the 
French man, he made him Carle of Kent, and thiefe Julkice 
of England. Ve had entted vpo theſe lands The Archbiſhop 
firſt complatned of the wzong vato the king, 4 finding no re- 
med at bis hands, excommunicated all the authozs of this 
iniury the king onely excepted)and got him to Kome. Tho 
king vaverſtanding thereof, diſpatched meſſengers thither 
alſo tc hinder his pꝛocedings there what might bee. The 
Pope notwithſtanding delighted much with the eloguence 
grauity,and excellent behantour of the archbiſhop, granted 
p:eſently all his demands. Littleiop had he of this vicozy: 
Bt ing th2> dayes 'ourney in his way homewards, be fell 
ſicke at the towne of Saint Gemma, and there died in the 
Friery, where alſo he was buried. It is repozted that ſoone 
after his burtall, certatne theues bzake open his fombe,and 
thought to haue robbedhimo bh s mytex rings,tc- wherein 
(acco2ding to the manner of thoſe times) he was buried;but 
that they claue ſc f iſt vnto him, as by no denice they coulde 
take them ſrom him. Beliene it as you liſt. Jt ſhall not be a- 
nuſſe Io to note how that in the time of this Archbiſhop, a 
great number of Italians had poſſeſſed themſelus ot the beſt 
benefices of England, which being much ſpited at; certaine 
madde fellowes tooke vpon them by fozce to thzeſh ont their 
con euery where,and giue it away vnto the pozs, as _

rob and ſpoile them of their money and other gods. It was 
done ſo openly,and ſo bololy, as it was manifeft& that ſome 
great men were at one end of that buſinsge. The Ttalians 
after that time were not ſo eager vpon Englich benefices.

very wiſe and highly in fauour with the King, who liking 
well of this eledion, put him in poſſeſſion of the tempo ꝛal 
ties by aud by. The Pope being tequeſted fo: his appꝛoba⸗ 
tation, chanced to enquire of Simon Langton Archoeacon 
of Canterbury bzother vnto Stephen the late Archbiſhoppe, 
what maner of man this Raltc Ncuill ſhouls be, oho tolo him 
that he was a hote fellow, Cont,ſubtle,an old court iet, very 
gracious with the king;it was much to be roubted, therefoze 
be would ſet the King and him together by the cares, 4 cauſe 
him to deny the payment of that tribute granted vnto him 
by King lohn. This was incugh;without moze ado he wil- 
led the monks to choſe another,nenerallcadging any matter 
of exception again him. So to s ſecond eleaion they p20- 
terded, and choſe one Iohn their @ubpzio2:Ye went to Rome 
and being examined by certaine Cardinals, was adiadged 
fitte inough foz the place; pet the Pope miſliked him fo; his 
age, and perſwadedthe god old man to fo2beare to take vp- 
on hum ſo great a charge tn his olde years. Vee pelded; and 
therupon a third was cleged, one Richard Blundy a ſtudent 
of Drfozd. Him alſo the Pope refuſed, becauſe fozſath he held 
two beneſices coufrary ts the Canons, and becauſe it was 
knowne he had bozroweda great ſumme of money of Peter 
Biſhop of Wincheſter, wherewith it was thought he ſedde 
well the Ponks that chaſe him. The Pope then made re- 
queſt vnto ſuch of the Monks as were at Rome, to choſe Ed- 
mund TreaFurer of @alisbury,aman very well known, and 


ind&d ſamous foz his vertue and great learning. They = 
ther 
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ther durſt deny the Popes requeſt, noz would do any thing 
in the matter, till they had vnderſtode the pleaſure of their 
Pzince,and conferred with the reſt of their bzethzen. He was 
content to take their ſilence fo2 a ſufficient eleaion, 4 with- 
out moze ado ſent him the pall into England, little thinking 
of any ſuch matter. Both the King and the Conent liking wel 
inough of the man, he was conſecrate at Canterbury by Ro- 
ger Biſhop ot Kondon, Apzil 2.12 34.Þe was bozne(as ſome 
ſay)at London, and baptized in the ſame font I homas Becket 
bis pzedeceſſa; had beene. But, othet affirme moze pzobably 
that be was boꝛne at Abingdon in Barkſhire, being ſon vnts 
one Edward Rich a Perchant, his mothers name was Ma- 
bell. In their elder partes they fozſ@ke each other by mutuall 
conſent,and betoke themſelues to a Ponaſtical life. Edmund 
their ſonne they cauſed to be bzought vp in Univerſity Col- 
ledge at DÞxfozd, Yauing attained vntoreaſonable perfection 
inthe knowledge of Dininity ( whereunto his ftuady was 
chiefely directed) hee applyed himſelfe to pꝛeaching, where- 
in her toke great paines, namely in the Counties of Drfozd, 
Sloceſter, and Wozcefter, vntill ſuch time as be was called 
to the Treaſurerſhip of Salisbuty. Being conſecrate Arch⸗ 
biſhoppe, be pzcſently fell into the Kinges diſpleaſure, by 
oppoſing himſelfe againſt the marriage of Elianor the kings 
liſter with Simon Mountfort Earle of Leiceſtet, becauſe vp⸗ 
on the death of the Carle Parſhall her firſt husband ſhe had 
vowed chaſtity. To haue thts vow diſpenſed withall, the king 
pzocured the Pope to ſend a Legate into England: his name 
was Otto a Cardinall, Þim alſo this Archbiſhop offended, 
and that ſo grieuoufly, by tepꝛehending his monſtrous coue⸗ 
touſneſle, his bziberp and extoztion, as euer aſter he ſought 
fo wo:kehim all the miſchiefe be might. The Ponkes of 
Rocheſter had pzeſented vnto him the (Archbiſhoppe) one 
Richard de Wendouer, demaunding of him conſecration 
vnto the Biſhopzicke of their Church, which be vtterly de⸗ 
nied to affo:de, knowing the pꝛeſented to bæ a very bnlear- 
ned, and vnſufficient man. Yereupon the Monks appea- 
led to Rome, which the Archbiſhoppe vnderſanding of, ha- 
ſted him thither alſo- Otto the Legate enderouted to 

un 
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bin at home, and failing thereof, didhis errand fo well 
at Rome, as not onely in that ſute, but an other alſo which 
be had againſt Hugh Carle of Atundell in an other cauſe 
of appeale, he was ouerthzowne and condemned ina thou- 
ſand Parkes charges to his great diſgrace and impoue⸗ 
riſhment. Being at Rome he had complamed of many great 
abuſes in England, and amongſt the teſt, of the long vaca- 
cy of Biſhopzickes. The Pope ſamed willing to red;efſe 
cheſe things, and namely concerning that matter,ſct downe 
this ozder, that if any Cathedzall Church contmued veide 
aboue fire monethes, it ſhould be 14wfnll ſoz the Archbiſhop 
to conferre it where he if, as well as any ſmaller Benefice. 
The pꝛocuring ofthis oꝛdet coſt him a great ſumme ofmony: 
Pet no (oner was his backe turned, but the Pope at the 
Kings requeſt reuoked the ſame. Bertng thus continually 
vered; thwarted and diſgraced, de departed into voluntary 
exile, and there bewapling the miſery of his country,ſpoiled 
and waſted by the tyzanny of the Pope, ſpent the teſt of his 
life in continuall teares. Zh:zoughertreame gri:e and (02- 
row, oz (as ſome thinke) to much faſting, be fell firſt into a 
conſumption, and after into a ſtrange kinde of ague. Where 
upon he thought god to remone from the Abbey of Pontint- 
ac in France, where he had lapen euer ſince his comming 
out of England) vnto @oillp, and there departed this lie , 
Nouember, 16. 1 242. eight yeres after his firff conſecrati⸗ 
on. Vis heart and entrailes were burted at @oifſy, his bo⸗ 
dy at Pontintac. Mithin ſire yerres after his death he was 
canonized a Saint by Innocentius, the fourth, who appoin - 
ted the ſozeſaide dap of his death fo2 cuer to be kept holy in 
memozy of him. Lewcs the French King cau ed his body 
to bee tranflated to a moze honourable place then it was fi it 
laide in, and beſtowed aſumptuous (zine vpon dim, coue- 
red with golde and luer, and richly adozncd with many 
pzectous Nones.

elected then vato the Archbiſhopaicke, Boniface,the (on 


Hen 3+Z9- of Peter Carle of Daucy, and vucle bnto the QNacne: a 


man not greatly to bee tummended fo; any thing but the no- 
bility ot his ſtocke, and the comelineſle of his perſon: Fo2 in 
other teſpeas he was thought vtterly vnfit, and vnwozthy 
of that place. The King therefoze doubting leaſt the Pope 
would retec him, cauſed in a manner all the Biſhops e Ab- 
bots of England ts wzite their letters commendato2p in his 
behalfe,and ſo ſent him to Lyons,where he quickly obtained 
conſecration at the Popes owne bands. At bis firlt entrance 
into this Se, be found the ſame indebted by the onerlaſhing 
of his pzevecefſo2s,to the value of 2 2. thonſand marks wil h 
he toke fo2 an occaſion of both abſcnting himſelfe from his 
charge, and alſo ofraking money together by alt kinde of 
meanes. Departing thereſoze into his owne country,by fels 
ling ol woods, making leaſes, and other ſnch ike meanes, bee 
rayſed great ſumines of moncp, pzomiſing to imploy the 
ſame, and whatſoeurr hce could ſaue by liuirg pziuatelp at 
home: in the payment of his churches debt. By the ſame pꝛe⸗ 
tence alſo hee induced the Pope to graunt him in Commen- 
dam the Biſhopzicke of Ualentie in Pꝛouente, and diners 
other ſpiritual pzomotions. But he gaue hiniſelfe to wars 
ring, and ſpent all he could make in hyzing of Sculdiers, 
TYhen therefoze notwilhſtanding all theſe helpes, the debt 
was little e: nothing diminiſhed, de was glad by bzibing the 
Pope, to pꝛocurs ofhim a graunt of the pꝛoũte of all (pi- 
rituailpzeferments that ſhould bee voide within his Pꝛo⸗ 
inince fo2 the ſpate ot ſeauen years. The king a while ſpurned 
at this grant, but in the end halfe fo2 feare of the Pops (of 
whom hee Rode in great awe) land partly by ſaute and inter- 
teſlion, he ratiſied 6 allowed of the (ame. Mauing bane many 
pares abſent, be teturned info England, the pare 1250. 4 
tooke vpon him to viſite all his Pouince in ſome ertrao2di- 
nary manner. All men knewit was rather to make money, 


then (03 any deſire of refo;mation,and 6 — 
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ken the moze odiouſly. He began firlt with his owne Dioces 
which he ſo hampered with ſtraight 4 vnreaſonable o2ders , 
ſuch as he knew men would rather buy out then endure to 
obſerue, that euery one ſaid the Ponks of Canterbury wers 
now iuſtly rewarded foz their folly in elecingan bnlearned 
firanger, that was moze fit and likely fo make a ſov!dier then 
an Archbiſhop a great deale-Comming then to London, he 
toke a ſmall occaſion to defacs the Biſhoppe there with ſowle 
and tepꝛoach full ſpeches; and being refied by the Deane 
and Chapter of Paulcs(who had appealed ſrom his Uiſtta{t- 
en tothe Pope) he made no moꝛe ad bnt excommunicated 
them euer one. Going the nert day about the ſame buũnes 
to the P2iozp of aint Bartholomewes in @mithfie!d, ba 
was met very honourably by the Suppzioz and all the Co- 
uent in their coapes. Telling them by and by he tame to vi⸗ 
ſite them, one of the company anſwered him reaerently,he 
was very welcome vntothem, but they were lozry he came 
fo: that purpoſo, wherein they muſk diſappoint him: They 
knew their Biſhop(whoſe oncly office if was) to bee a very 
ſufficicnt man foz his place, and ſo long they muſt not enters 
taine the Tiſitation of any ather-Tyis anſwere(though gens 
tle inough)ſo euraged this luſty Archbiſhop,as not beingable 
to containe his anger within any bounds of diſcretion, hee 
ran violently not to him that had ſpoken, but to the Dubs 
p2to2 that was next him, ſtrucke the pooze olde man down to 
the ground, kicked him, beat and buffetedhim pittikull p, toze 
his coape from his backe, rent it into a number efpaccs.and 
when he had done ſtamped vpon it like a madde man. Jn 
this confi: it hapned the Archbiſhop to tumble x fail back⸗ 
ward, by means whereof his apparrcil loſening, many pec⸗ 
cetned © p2tuy coate bnder the ſame. is ſcruito2s and atten⸗ 
dants taking example of their Lozd, gane mach like enters 
tainement to the teſt of the Hanks as he had giuen to the 
Dupp2ioz.By this time the Londoners were vp + taking the 
matter very hainoufly in the behalfs of their Biſhop, whemne 
this iniury did oziginally concern(as they thought) laid ſnch 
wait foz the Archbiſhop, as with much ado he loleſeccetly to 
the Thames ſidc,z was conneted by a whyerry pꝛouided foz 
hum to Lambhith. If they couldhaue met with him, they had 
12 (urely 
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ſurely hewen all to peetes. Dee was no ſoner come home, 
but hz thundered out his excommunications againſt not 
onelp tze whole Conent of Saint Bartholomew, but the 
BiſhopofLondon alſo, as a fauourer of theirs. They all 
agraing together, determined to ſend the Deane of Paules a 
graue and wiſe man to Nome and by the letters of certaine 
Bithops the knew the Pope would credite) to aduertiſe 
him of this range diſozder. The Archbiſhop vaderſtanding 
hereof, followed thither apace.andentred Rome with great 
pompe, nothing doubting, but the King and Queens letters 
which he had brought his nobility and great lineage, oz if all 
failed, his purſe ſhould beare him out in this matter well 
inough But vnderſtanding how odiouſly it was taken by all 
that heard it, and how hardly the Pope was inkoꝛzme dagainſt 
bim; hee fell to entreaty of his aduerſaries, the Deane of 
Paules and the reſt, whom partly by faire pzomiſes , and 
partly op thꝛeates, at laſt he ſubdued and made them content 
to ſtay their complaint. That matter being ſo ended, he dealt 
earneſtly with the Pope to ratifie the doings of his Uiſita- 
tion The Biſhops of his pꝛouince vnderſtanding thereof, x 
knowing how great an inconuenience it weuld bee to them, 
and all their Cleray, they made a collea ton of two pence in 
the marke out of all ſpirituall pꝛomotions in the P2onince to 
be expended in ſn*e of Law againſtthe Archbiſhop. In the 
meane time the King had witten his letters carneftly. to the 
Pope in the Archbiſhops behalſe, which ſo inchanted bim 
with partiality,as the Biſhop of London vefterly deſpairing 
of any iuſtice, gaue ouer the matter in the plaine ficld: Onelp 
thus much was obtained, that he, the Thapter of Paules, and 
the Couent of Saint Barthclomewes ſhould be abſolned ſtõ 
their excommunication. Sone after this it hapned that the 
Archviſhop,(the olde malice Cill bopling in his bꝛeaſt) taking 
a (mall aduantage, excommunicated againe the Deane and 
Chapter of Paules; the tndignity whercof ſo moued all the 
Tleargp, as they toke ozder to mate at Dunſtable, and 
there laping their purſes together, gatheted the ſum of foure 
thouſand parks, which they determined to bzibe the Pope 
with u, ſo he would deliuer them from the miſery of this vn⸗ 
reaſonable kinde of Aiſitation. The Pope tooke their money 
and 
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and pꝛomiſed them faire: And the Archbichoppe ſing no 
temedy but hee muſt Clauum clauo pellete, by taking 


the ſame coucſe, feede him as well on the other ſide, Ve 
whoſe affection was euer wonte to bee meaſured accozding 


to bis rewards,ſo divided his ſauour, as he toke not away. 


from the Archbiſhoppe all authozity of viſiting, and yet ſo 
moderated the ſame with circumſtances, as it was like to 
pꝛous tollerable inough. As ſone then as he returned, ba 
went fozward in his viſitation, wherein he dealt at the firif 
ſomewhat miidely, but ſone falling to his olde bias, cauſed 
enery where ſuch firs and tumults,as it was long after cal. 
led by the name of the troublous Uifitation.At Lincolnebe 
fell out with the Chapter there the De then being voide )a- 
bout the gift of pꝛebends and benefices which he challenged,e 
had euer heretofoze in the bacacy belonged vnto them. Ons 
William Lupus Archdeacon of Lincolne eſpecially reſifed 
him in this matter, and appealed vnto the Pope. This poꝛe 
man he ſo vered and hurried with his excommunications , 
and all manner of moleſtation zee could deuiſe, as at la} he 
enfozced him ts hide himſelfe,and to ſteale ſecretlyto Rome, 
where he was ſo pittied,as the Pope was entreatsd not only 
to abſoluc him, but to pzotect him from the violence of Boni- 
facc,t atlaſt to iudge the contronerſie ofhis fide. So home⸗ 
wards hee got him with aſured hope of re*ozing his church 
to her ancient pziniledge. But beeing wo/ne out with con- 
tinuall trauell and veration which he had indured the pers 
vpon the way he died. Now while he was ab2oad in the teſt 
of his pzouince,his Ponks of Chiilt Church in Canterbu⸗ 
ry had pꝛocured ofthe Pope a Charter oftmmunt** from all 
viſitation. This being tendzed vnto him at San.. Albons, 
be made no moze ado, but caſt it in the fire. The matter ba- 
ing complained of both ts the Pope and the king, no red2eflg 
could be found. The king durſt not diſgrace him fo2 feare 
ol offending his Queen to whom he was vncle;4 the Pope, 
partly foz his kindzeds ſake(that were mighty men and his 
nate neighbours) partly becauſe he was his infkrument foz 
polling of England,and bzought him in much mony, would 
hardly gine eare vnto any accuſation againſt dim This boy- 
ecrous Aiũtation ended, ge got him beyond ſea, and with the 
13 money 
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meney her had ſcraped together in the ſame, hired a great 
numberof Souldiers to teſcue his bꝛother Thomas,ſomtime 
Carle of Mauop. that was kept in pꝛiſon by the Citizens of 
Taurinum, who could not endure his t. zannp. In this war 


he had the Popes Buls and cxcommunitations at comman- 


dement to alliſt him. of which, hauing (ſpent a great manp,all 
bis money, and no ſmall number of his ſouldiers to no purs 
poſe, with thame and ſozrow fo; his loſie and diſgrace, heme 
be came. Toward the latter end of his time hee wared moze 
moderate, and applyed himſelle in ſome reaſonable ſozt to the 
gouernment of his Church. The realm being filled with li a- 
gers ofthe kings blood by his mothers ſive, and their atten⸗ 
dants,that ill ſnatcht vp all places oi pzeferment, eſpecially 
ecclefiaſticall: hee was content to ioyne with the rclf of the 
Biſhops in a requeſt to the king, wherein hee beſonght him 
to haue ſome tegard of his owne countrymen, among whom 
he might finde choice inough of wiſe, vertuous and learned 
men. The King taking this ſpach of his in very euill parte, 
tolde him he was content to do as hc wiſhed him, and becauſe 
ſaith hee, it is ind de greatreaſon that J ſhouid fauour woz- 
thy men of my awne nation befoze any vnwo2thy ftranger. 
Vou and my brother Æthelmar of Wincheſter(men btterlyp 
vnleatned and aliens, whom J haue pzeſerred foz no other 
reſpect then kindzed oꝛ affinity) ſhall doe well to giue onuer 
your places: and you ſhall ſee J will ſoone fill them with men 
you ſhall take no acceptious agair ſt. By this and diuers 0- 
ther manileſt tokens perteiuingthe kings mind to be aliena- 
ted from him, and knowing himſelle very ill beloued ol al the 
Commons g Clergy in generall, waxing weary of England, 
be telled his wos, let leaſes, ſoꝛced from dis tenants and o⸗ 
thers what money he could poſſibly; t hauing gathered great 
ſummes by one meanes oz other, cartied it all with him into 
Dauop, whence he neuer meant to returne againe. Ve lined 
not long after his arrivall there, but deceaſed in the caſtle of 
Saint Helen, July 18. 12 0. aftet his firſt conſecration, 26. 
pertes, ſixe monethes and ſirtecne dayes, and ſtom the time 
ok his firſt election nine and twenty pres. Ve perfozimed 3. 
things not vnwozthy of memozy ; be payed the debt of two 
and twenty thouſand marks that be found his Der indebted 
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in. Ye built a godly Yoſpitall at Paidſfone calledthe New 
wo2ks,and indued it with revenues, vallued at the ſuppzeſ- 
ſion in 159. l. 7.6. 10. d. (William Courtney long after tran- 
lated the ſame into a Colledge of ſecular PÞziefſts.) Andlaſt- 
ly, he finiſhed that moſt lately hall at Canterbary with the 
buildings adioyning, which had onely bene begun by Hu- 
bert, and little oz nothing continued hy them that followed, 
but by him at laſt was thzonghly perũted.

Oone atter the death of Boniface, the Conent of Canter- 
bury by the licenſe ofthe King , eleged William Chil- 
linden their Supp2ioz to ſuctæde him The Pope toke ex- 
ceptions againſt him as an bnſuffictent man fo; the place, x 
ex plenitudine poteſtatis, thzuſt into the ſame one Robert 
Kilwardby. This Robert was a great Clarke, and left in wꝛi⸗ 
ting behinde dim many monuments of his learning, beeing 
an Cngliſhman bozne, but bzought vp frſt in Driozd, and 
then afterwards in Parts, whence alter hee had pꝛocæded 
there Baſter of Arts, he returned, and became firſt a Frier 
Pino2, and then Pꝛouinciall of that ozder here. The monks 
that many times oppoſed themſelues againſt theirkings and 
lawfallÞzinces, durſt not te ũiſt this intruder of the Popes 
ſending, but topzeſerue their right of electon, were content 
fo:ſoth to chaſe him the Pope had befoze appointed them, 
Ve was conſecrate Febzuary 26. 12 7: bæing the firſt ſun- 
day in Lent,at whattime the P2io2 of Canterbury deman⸗ 
ded ol him the ſumme of ;000.markes ſpent in the election 
of William Chillinden, which the Pope pzomiſed the next 
Archbiſhop ſhould repay. But be loath to diſburſe this mo- 
ney, began to picke holes in the Prio2s coate, and thzeate- 
ning to depꝛiue him of his place, never linnd lifting of him, 
till hee had intreated his Conent to abate 1300. of the 
zoo. Matks. Jn the fic years of his conſecration, hee re- 
nued t e Statutes made by his P2edeceſiozs fo2 his court of 
the Arches, and contraced them b:ziefly into fiue Articles. 
Then ſhoztly after he viſited all bis Pzoutnce,and both the 
Unuerſities, in which be 1 excellent lp, and _ 
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Canterbury. 
bimſelfe in diners kinds of ererciſe, Toward the latter end 


of his time, he made a collection foz the building of a Pona 


ſtery fo; the Ftiet Pinszs in London. Men contributed ſo 
largely thereunte, (and he had the helpe of a certaine olde 
Tower which velded him Cones without charge) as he fini- 
ſhe> the ſame with other mens mony,and was able to affo2d 
the koundation foz an other at @alisbury, as J finde deliue⸗ 
red: but that was foz blacke Fryers. Yauing bene Archbi⸗ 
ſhop about the ſpace of ſire yeeres, hee was ſent foz to Rome 
by Pope Nicholas the third, and made Cardinall of Yoſtia, 
t Biſhop of Poztua. Ye reſigned then his Archbiſhopzicke, 
t getting him into Italy, within a few moneths after fell 
ficke and died ol pop;on ſome (ay) at Uiterbium, where alſo 
he was buried.

He reſignation of Robert Kilwardby once known, the 
Monkes made haſt fo their eledion, and with the kings 

god liking choſe foʒ their Archbiſhop Robert Burnell Biſhop 
of Bath, at that time Chancelloz of England But the Pops 
who had therfoze pzomoted Robert Kilwardby, that he might 
place another in his rom,ſuch a one as be wold be (ſure ſhould 
ſcrae his turne at all times, perteiuing himſelfe pzeuented in 
the election; thꝛuſt in ex plenitudine poteſtatis, in like ſoꝛt as 
laſt time he had done, Iohn Peck ham another Frier. Ma 
was bozne of meane paren*age in Suſlex, ſpent his childhood 
in the Abbey of Lewes, was bꝛought vp in Orfozo ( where he 
became a Frier) and ſucceeded Robert Kilwardby in the office 
of Pꝛouinciall ot᷑ theit ozder. From Drxfo2d he went to Pas 
ris to ſtudy Diuinitp, and aftera while to Lyons to get ſome 
knowledge in the Canon law, without the which, Diuinity 
was efteemed bnperſect in thoſe dates. At Lyons he was cho- 
ſen Canon oꝛ P2ebendary ofthe Cathedzall Church, and by 
that meanes being furniſhed with allowance to traucll; fog 
his encreaſe ofhis knowledge in the Canon law, hee went 
into Italy e viſiting perſonally all the Uniuerſities of Italy, 
came laſtly to Rome. Mis rare learning being ſon perceiued 
there, he was made by the Pope Auditoz oz chiefe Judge of 
yis 
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his Pallace , and ſo continued till his pzeferment to Canter- 
bury. Po was conſecrate the firft Sunday in Lent, which fell 
bpon the xt day of Parch 1278. Sone after his arrinall in 
England the Pope his Creatoz as he called him) ſent vnto 
him a mandate of making payment of 4cco. markes vpon 
very ſhozt warning, oz elſe aſſured him to bet ſpeedily excom- 
municate. It ſhallnot bee amiſle to ſetdowne the wozdes of 
bis anſwere to this demannd z Ecce me crealtis ſaith he, tc. 
Behold pou haue created me: And if the Creature cannot but 
defire naturally what perfection the Creato2 can yeld, how 
tan I but reſozt vnto you fo2 ſuccour in all my oppꝛeſſions and 
calamities. J receined of late certaine letters hozrible to ſa 
and fearefull to heare, denouncing , that except J make pay- 
ment of 4000. marks that J became indebted vnto certaine 
Merchants of Luca at Rome within the ſpace ofa moneth af- 
ter Pichaelmas next, J was to be excommunicate with bell, 
boke, and candle, and thet excommunication to bee publiſhed 
in my Church, ec. Then(to make ſhozt)bee declareth how his 
pzedeceſſonr at his departure carried away all the mouea- 
ble gods belonging to the Se, that Boniface had left all his 
houſes very ruinous , that the King had taken vp befoze 
hand, one perres p2ofite of his lands, that in the meane 
ſpace her was faine himſelfe to live vpon credit, and that to 
bozrow to ſerue his neceſſary vſes(the realme being ſo exhauſt 
with continuall payments ) it was exceeding hard. In re- 
gardhareof, her beſought him (whom onelp in trueth the 
matter conr*rned, though merchants of Luca boze the name 
ofthis debt) to ozdzr the matter ſo, as he might be allowed a 
perres day of patment , which at laſt with much ado was 
granted him by the ſute of Robert Kilwardby his pzedeceſſo2, 
who died as befoze is rehearſed) ſone after. The new Arch- 
biſhop then became a ſuter'vnto the Pope, that hee would 
cauſe to be reſto ed vnto his Church fine thouſand markes , 
the value whereof,the ſaid Robert had carried away with him 
of the gods belonging to his S. This he was ſo farre from 
obtaining, as by and by the Pope began to call vpon him a- 
gaine very haſtily fo2 the fower thouſand marks aboue men. 
tioned, and ſo made him glad to holde his peace foz that time, 
and pet to pay the money at his day, Au the fi: yare - his 
konlecta- 
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conſecratlon he ſemmoned a Connocation at Lambhith , af 
what time the Archbiſhop of Bozke comming to London, caus 
ſed his croſſe to bee boznebefozehim within the Pꝛouince of 
Canterbury, which the Archbiſhop of Canterbury toke to be 
a great wzong vnto him + his S It had bane often in que- 
ſton harctofoze whether it might be done oz no, and much as 
do there had bin about it: therfoze to redzeſle this abuſe quick⸗ 
ly t god cheape, our Frier dcuiſed this courſe to be taken. Ve 
caaſed pꝛoclamations to be made in all places where he vnder- 
ſtod the other Archbiſhop meant to paſſe, in w he commanded 
all men vnder paine of excommunication to affozd no manner 
ofintertainement,nonot ſo much as bzead , o2dzinke, vnto 
him oz any of bis company,ſo long as hee bare vp his ctoſle in 
that manner. Oo except he and his traine ſhould Carue, down 
muſt the Croſſe there was no remedy. The Conuocation ens 
de d, he began a generall viſitation of his whole pꝛouince, and 
being deſirous to know the tate of euery Diates, went him⸗ 
ſelfe in perſon to moſt of them, vſinggreat lenity and gentle⸗ 
nes exery where. Foz he was a man though very ately both 
in his geſtute, gate, woꝛds, and all outward ſhew, pet of an ex- 
te ding merke, facile and liberallmind.Ve tok great paines in 
labout ing a peace betwene Edward the fitſt, and Leolin pzince 
of Walcs,vats whom hee went in perſon, and trauailed long 
with him, but altogether in vaine. Vee bare a very hard hand 
vpon the Jews, whoſe Dinagzgues he commanded to be pul- 
led downe to the ground thzoughout his Pꝛouince. But the 
Aing was a meanes to tap the execution of that commande- 
ment (o far forth,as be would hane one Church allowed vntg 
them, in thecity in W with certain reſtraints they ſhould pꝛa⸗ 
aiſe theit teremonies. Unto double beneficed men non reſi- 
dents he was very hard. Diuers elected vnto Biſhopzicks ha 
retected , having no other exception againſt them. Man her 
compelled torefozme themſelues accozding to the Canons in 
that behalſe, and ſome that refuſedto beconfozinable,he finally 
bepꝛiued. Adultery he was wont to puniſh very ſeuerely. er 
perſecuted a Biſhop terribly (his name is not delinered) foz 
kxping a Concubine. One Roger Hama Pꝛieſt, he enioyned 
t thee y@res penance foz foznication,requiring him to ſpend 
all that time in faſting, pzayer, and pilgrimages to _ 
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Compoſte!l1,and Colon, and mozeoner ſequeſred the fruits 
of his benefice during thole thx pares,appointingthem ts be 
giuen vnto the po2s. Neither dealt hee t)ns with men of his 
owne coat onely. There was a certaine knight of TWiithhire 
talled Sit Osborne Gittord; Ye had ſtollen two Nuns out of 
the Runry of Milton: which comming to the Archbiſhops 
eares, hee ficſt excommunicated him, and after abſolued vpon 
theſe conditions; fici that hee ſhould neuer after come within 
any Aunty, oz in the company of a Runne; then, that . @uns 
daies together hee ſhould be whipped in the pariſh Church of 
Ailton, ſo like wiſe in the market and Church of Shaftsbary 
th:& other dates; that he ſhonlo falta certaine number of mo» 
neths, that he ſhould not weare an ſhirt in thꝛœ years; : laſtly, 
that he ſhould not any moꝛe take vpon him the babite oz titie 
of a knight, but weare appaxell of a tuſſet colour, vntill hee had 
ſpent th: peares in the holy land. All this hee ware ſhould 
be perfozmed befoze he might haue abiolution. It ſome of our 
Gentlemen were now and then thus ſerued, they wauld not 
be ſo wantou as they are. Thixtene yares and almoſt a halfe 
this man continued Archbiſhop, holding all this while his pze- 
bend he had fitſt at Lyons, which when diners begged of him, 
he would anſwere,that hee might not in any wiſe ſpare it; foz 
he loked euery day when being dꝛouen out of England by the 
King (againſt whom taded he often very boldly oppoſed him- 
ſelfe) hee ſhould haue no other home to take to. Foz the ſams 
cauſe belike, it was annexed vnto the Se of Canterbury. Pa⸗ 
ny ſucceeding Archbiſhops enicyed the ſame a long time after. 
Be died very rich, and vet in his life time, founded at Wings 
ham aColledge valued when it was ſupp2eſſed at ſower ſtoꝛe 
t fours pounds of pcerly revenues, and aduanted diuers of his 


kinted to great poſleſſions, whoſe poſterity haue continued in 


the ſtate of nights and C\quires even vntill our time. Pe. 
was buried in his owne Charch, but in what particular plas 
A finde not. 
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49. Robert Winchelſey. 


\ \ 7 Pat conntriman Robert Winchelſey ſhould bee, no 
man deligereth : But it is certaine hee firſt went to 
ſchole at Canterbury , where bee was ſo admirod fo; his to- 
wardlineCe , and loued ko: his gentle and modeſt behautour 
(beeing alſo a very welfauoured childe)as many would taks 
vpon them, euen then to pzopbecie that he ſhould one day bee 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury. Being ripe fo2 the Untuerſity, he 
was ſent firſt to Merton Colledge tn Drfozd , then to Paris. 
There hee pꝛocaded Paſterofart, and befoze his departure 
thence was choſen Recco; of that Uniuerfity. Hauing paſſed 
though that office (which ſ@meth to bee annuall) with great 
commendation of integrity and wiſdome, hee returned into 
England, and comming to Orfoꝛd, gaue ſuch pzofe there of 
his ertellent knowledge in all god learning by pzeaching, diſ⸗ 
puting,tc. as thep thought god to honour him with the degree 
ofa Dogo, and ſhoztly after made him Chancello2 of their Us 
nincrſity. Mis gouernment there was ſuch , as all men eaſily 
diſcerned him fit foz a much higher place. ee made many god 
and p:ofitable ſtatutes , and toke atvay diuers fond and pers 
nicious cuſtomes, to the great hono ofthe Untucrſity, and no 
lee aduancement of god learning. Mis firlk ſpirituall pzo- 
motion was a P;ebend in Pauls Church and the Archdea⸗ 
conry of Ter. is Archdeaconry he viſited himſelfe in per- 
ſon daely every yere, and did reſide vpon his ebend, pꝛea⸗ 
ching in that Cathedꝛall Church oz ſome o her place almoſt e- 
uery day. By reaſon hereof and his manifold god parts, box 
grew ſo famous, as Peckham being dead, de was ftraight- 
way pointed out by the erpecation of all men vnto the Arch- 
biſhopzicke. The monks therefoze choſe him with the Kings 
bery god liking and great applauſe of all men. Jt was bis 
chance to come to Rome while Cœleſtinus was Pope , a god 
and vertuous man, but ſoſimple , as Boniface that ſucterded 
him could perſwabe htm by counterfeiting the voice of an An- 
gell thzough a trunke in the night, to reſigne his Papacy and 
become an Yeremit again, as befoze his election he had biene. 
Not onely this ſimple Peremite , but enen all the pzelates 
and 
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and Cardinals there, were amazed at his wonderſull rare 
learning, the like whereof [eſpecially to bee iopned with ſnch 
diſcretion and wiſedome) they well aCured themſelucs was 
no where ta be found. They were deſtrous therefoze to haue 
made him a Cardinall ſo to haue retained him amongelt 
them: But he yelding many reaſons why her might not be 
ſpared at home, obtained at laſt conſecration and haſted him 
vnto his charge Upon the day of his inthzonization , it is 
ſaide hue conſecrated Biſhop of Landaffe one Iohn Mone- 
mouth Doo of Diuinity, and beſtowed twenty bencfices, 
ten of very god value vpon ten Docto2s , and ten lefſe von 
tenne Bachelers of Diuinity. The Da being pet voide the 
king had cauſed a Conuocation to be ſummoned, in which bee 
required the one halfe of all Cccleſiafticall reuenues ſo2 one 
pre toward the charge ofhis wars This infollerablecragion 
the Cleargy not intending to peld vnto, ſent the Deane of 
Paules William de Monfort with diuers other pꝛelates vnto 
the King to craus pardon, and to ſhew how hard it were fo2 
them to p&ld to this demand. Being admitted vnto his p2e- 
ſence, the Deane began his ſperch, and after a few wozdes fell 
bowne ſuddenly ſtarke dead. Here with the king nothing ma- 
ued, ſent a knight thenert day vntothe Connocation to know 
whether any of them darſt withſtand the King in this de⸗ 
mand: if there bee any ſuch (quothhee ) let him come fw;th 
that I may take oder with him as a diſturber of the Kings 
peace. Do no man daring to gaineſap it, the graunt paſſed 
fo; god. The Archbiſhop now comming home ſone after, 
called another Synode, wherein bis Cleargy complained 
much of the laſt exadion. The Archbiſhop told them it was 
moze then they could iuſtiſte that they had done, ſoz that in the 
late Countell of Lyons it was decrede, no Cleargy man 
ſhould pay any thing to any tempozall magiſtrate withont 
the Popes licenſo: that therefoze they now ſet downe fog a ca- 
non to be kept hirreafter inuiolablp. At that time the King 
that had had ſo liberall allowance very lately , demaunded 
nothing. But within a verre 02 twoafter having ſpent an ins 
finite deale of money in the conqueſt of Scotland, he ſummo⸗ 
neda Parliament at Berwicke , wherein when the Tempo- 
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the Cleargy alleaging the atozeſaid Canon, would grant ns 
thing. The king would not take this foz payment: And there 
faze pzeiently he tooke oꝛder, that all barnes of Cleargy men 
ſhoulo bet locked vp: he alſo made pzoclamation that from 
that time fozward, all Cleargy men were excluded foz vn- 
der bis p;otection,ſo that hereafter it ſhould be lawfnl foz any 
man to ſue them, but they might not commence ſute againſt᷑ 
any other. This confrained them to peld, and all ſubmitted 
themiclaes tg allowance ofſach a pꝛopoꝛtion as the Bing li⸗ 
ked (it was a fiſt part ot their reuenewes ) ercept onely the 
Archbiſhop who would make no other anſwere vnto the king 
but this: Andet Sad our vniuerſall Lozd, ſaith hee, waz haue 
two other Lozos, a ſpirituall Lozd the Pope, and a tempozall 
Lo2d the king, and though we beeto obep both, pet rather the 
ſpirituall Lo2de then the tempozall. When thersfoze bes ſaws 
all the reſt inclined to pelde , vſing no other woꝛds then this, 
Saluce vnuſquiſque animam ſain, he roſe vp and ſuddenly 
departed. Fo2 this contumacy the king cauſed al! his gods to 
be ſeaſed into his hands, and made ſhew of greater diſplea⸗ 
ſure. Shoꝛtly after , notwithſtanding beeing to make warte 
in Fraace,befoze his departure he thought god to receiue the 
Archbithop to fauout againe , but this his grace indured foz a 
ver p little while. Pzeſently vpon his returae, ha laide diners 
treaſons to his charge, as that he had dehozted his ſubiects in 
bis abſence from payment of their ſubſidies, that hee had con- 
ſpiced with diners of his nobility to depzive him of his king- 
Doins, and fo crowne his ſonne Edward, &c. Whether the 
Archbiſhop were guilty of all the crimes obieged againſt 
him oz no, J cannot tell. But terfaine it is, that as guilty, de 
ſubmitted him elle to the kings mercy , and beſought him foz 
the ſame in moſt humble manner, oz rather ind@de detected 
himſelfe moze baſcly , and lamented his caſe moze paſſio- 
natcly then became a man that were guiltleſſe, much lee a 
pꝛelate that would be eſtæmed, graue, learned 02 wiſe. Not- 
withſtanding this his ſubmiſſion , the King commenced & 
complaint again him at Kome , baniſhed him the Realme, 
and ſcaſed vyon all his gods, moucable and vamoourcable , 
fozbidving all his ſubieas bpon great paine to foſter him oz 
cel hun any manner of intertainement. Yee was in that caſo 
be 
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bee muff haue Qxrned foz want of (uffenance, had not the 


monkes of Canterbury fecretly taken hum in and aduentuted 


to pa ld hinggings neceCary , fill they found meanes to ſhift 
him bey z which the King afterwards vnd erſtan⸗ 
ding, feaſeFVPon all their gods and lands, turned them all 


enenfowre (coze monkes a begging,fozbad all men to harbour 
them, and kept them in that miſerable fate, till after a cer- 
faine ſpace hee was content to teſtoze them againe. Theſe 
were the violent courſes were taken by Pzinces in thoſs 
dates; how happy are we that in all peace, liberty and aſſu⸗ 
rance quietly entop onr owne , without great deſert to the 
contrary : Two perres the Archbiſhop continned in erile : 
In which time the king (Edu ard the fixſt) died, and his ſonne 
Edward the ſecond that was to ſuccæde, thinking it conueni⸗ 
ent belike at his firſt entrance to ſhewall examples of Cle- 
mency,called him home by letters, and reſtozedhim to all his 
gods, euen euery peny of that which had bene receiued of 
dis tempozalties in his abſence. Pereby it came to paſſe 
that he was the richeſt Archbiſhop of many that were, either 
befoze 02 after him; ſo that his trouble turned dim to great 
god. Jn regard whereof,he was wont to ſay (Nihil nocebit 
aduetſitas vbi nulla iniquitas dominatur)ſs oftenas he talked 
of his trouble and banichment. Yee was no (@ner come home 
but a new danger encountred him, occaſioned by his owne 
wonted boldneſe. The pong King by the counſsll of Picrs 
Gaueſtonſ a wanton and vicious man,baniſhed into Jrelanv 
by king Edward the firſt foz corupting his ſonne ) had com- 
mitted the Biſhop of Conentry to ward atVozks : A conus⸗ 
cation beeing gathered, the Archbiſhop would not ſuffer any 
matter to bee debated in the honſe tillthe B hop were ſet at 
liberty. This the king was content to beate withall at that 
time:t afterward he ſo behaned himſelfe, as there neuet grew 
any diſlike betwane them. So the ceff of his age after hisre- 
turne from baniſhment (which was ſire yeres ) h paſſed in 
nietneCe, and great pzoſperity , and died at laſt at Dtfo2de, 
y41. 13.13. haiung bene Archbiſhop about the ſpace of 
nintene perces. Pe was a oat pzelate and aſenere pnni- 
ther of ſinne. Ne oppoſed himſslfs againſt Piers Gauelton, the 
Spenſers, and other cozrupters ofthe yong King very 9 
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Yeenfozcedlohn Warren Carle of Surrey to fozſweare the 
company of a certaine beautifull harlot , with ths loue of 
whom hee was greatly bewitched. And afterwards when 
notwithſtanding his oath he returned to her company againe 
and got childꝛen vpon her, hs accuſed him to the Connvcati- 
on of avultery and periury both, and at laſt made him to 
leaue her. Such pzeſerments as iell to his diſpoſition, he euer 
beſtowed vpon men of excellent learning, deſpiſing letters 
and requeſts of noble men, which he eſtamed not a ruſh. Pa- 
ny poze ſchollats bee maintained at the Univerſities with li⸗ 
berall exhibition, and vnto all kinde of pe people was exce⸗ 
ding bountiful, inſomuch as therein J thinke he excelled al the 
Archbiſhops that ener were, either befoze him oz aſtet him. 
Bekive the daily fragments ol his houſe , he gane every Frt- 
day and Sunday vnto eacry begger that came to his doze a 
lo ale of bꝛeade of a farthing pzice (which no doubt was bigger 
then our penny loafe now.) 4nd there were vſually enery ſuch 
almes dap in time of dearth to the number of 5000. but in a 
plentifull 40 o. and ſeloome oʒ neuer vnder, which commu. 
mbus ann is amounted vnto 5 00. pound a ptere. Duer and as 

boue this he vſed to giue euery great feſtigall dap 150. pence 
to ſo many poe people, to ſend daily meate, dꝛinke and bzead 
vnto ſuch as by reaſon of age oz ſicknes were not able to fetch 
almes at his gate, and to ſend monep, meate, appatell ec,toſuch 
as he thought wanted the ſame, and were aſhamed to beg. But 
of all other, hee was wont to take greateſt compaſſion vpon 
thoſe that by any miſfoztune were decaied and had fallen from 
wealth to pwze eſtate. Foz theſe and other vertues, the com- 
mon people would nedes eſtæme him a Saint, and frequen- 
led mach the place of his burial! : Therefoze bis tombe which 
was ſituate beſide the altar of ©.Gregorynere the ſouth wal) 

was aſterwards pulled downe. Vis bokes, apparell, and o- 
ther mwueables (which were but of very (mall value) he gaue 

all (ſuch as they were) vnto his church of Canterbury. 
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5o, Walter Reynolds. 
Obert Winchelſey being dead, the monkes of Canterbu⸗ 
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rp slected fo2 his ſucteſſor, ons Thomas Cobham that Edw. . . 


was Deane of @aliſbury,and Pzebendary of Yozke,a man of 
ſuch vertue and learning, as he was commonly called by the 
name ofthe godClerke. The king Edward the ſecond) was 
deffrous to pzeferre vnto that place Walter Reynolds Biſhop 
of Wozcefter ; whom hee fauoured fingularly foz the opt- 
nion he had of his aTared fidelity and great wiſedome. Be- 
fo:e therefo:e that the ſaid I homas Cobham could get away 
to Kome,the king vnderſtanding of his election , ſent thither 
in all poſt hatt, earneſtly requeſting the Pope to find meanes 
that this Walter might be made Archbiſhop. Þe glad of ſuch 
an occaſton to exerciſe the vtmoT of his vſurped authozity , 
without any moze ado, thzuſt in the ſaide Walter Reynolds 
into that Se, pꝛetending, that hee had reſerued the gift of the 
Archbiſhopzicke fo2 that time vnts himſelfe beſoꝛe it fel. Cob. 
ham a while ſtod vpon the right of his election, but percea- 
ning to how little parpoſe it was to ſtitte with ſo mighty av- 
verſaries as the Pope and ths king both at once, was content 
to accept ofthe Biſhopzicke of Wozcefer which the other 
left, This Walter had bene a Courtier along time, Chap- 
lepne firſt vnto Edward the firft, and Parſon of Mimberton, 
then by Eward the (econd ( whoſe Scholemaſter ſome ſap he 
was ) made Treaſurer and Chancelour of England, and p2e- 
ferred to the Biſhop2zicke of Wozcefter the verre 1 308, The 
buls of his tranſlation were pubiſhed in Bowe Church Ja- 
nuary 4.1313. Pereceined his pal! Febꝛuatp 17. following. 
and was inſtalled with great pompe and ſolemnity Ap2ill 19. 
in the p:eſence of the king the Nugne and many Nobles. 
The firſt thing he did after his comming to Cantei bury, was 
to take o2der by giuina penſions and diners ſummes ofmoney 
at Rome, that appeales made from him to the Court there 
ſhould find no fagoorable intertainment. Yee pzocured alſo 
eight ſeuerall Buls, containing ſo many great and cxtrao2dt- 
nary pꝛiuiledges. The firſt gaue him authezity of viſiting all 
his pꝛouince, ſo as hee ſhould haue pꝛocutations eucry where , 
A and 
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and yet his charges bozne ; The ſecond fo viſite monaſferis 
and all other exempt places; The third to abſolus and reſtoz8 
to their fozmer ſtate two hundꝛed Cleargy men that had in⸗ 
curreantrrogularity ; The foarth to diſpenſe with the Mino⸗ 
ritie of a hundzedClearks , and enable them to take ſpirituall 
linings ; The fifth to abſolue a hundꝛed of ſuch as by (riking 
any Clearge man had fallen into the danger of excommunt- 
cation; The firth to grant fozty ploralities ; The ſeuenth, to 
require the gift of any one dignity 02 ſpirttual pzomotion in as 
ay Church o2 Colledge where he ſhonld viſite; The ciabth, to 
grant parton of a hundzed dates in any place where hee ſhould 
vilite, pzeach,aine almes, o: kæpe hoſpitality. Bing thus ar- 
med, hee perfozmed his viſitation, travelling himſelſe in the 
ſame till by the Barons wars hee was hindered , and ſent foz 
bnto the Ceurt by the king. That warre beeing ended, and 
execution done vpon diuers of the nobies that had rebelled: A- 
dam Tarlton Biſhop of Herefozd was appzehended 4 bzought 
to the barre to be arraigned foꝛ the like fault. All the Biſhops 
of England almoſt were then at Lenden. The Archbiſhops of 
Canterbury, Vozke, and Dublin heating ofit, in great haſt 
pied them thither, and hauing their croſſes bozne befoze them, 
entrced the tourt, vy violence toke the pꝛiſoner from the barre ; 
and carried him away with them. Puch ade there was about 
this matter a god while: and the firre was not quite ended 
when the Queene riſing againſt her husband, and ſetting vp 
her ſonne to challenge the kingdome, at laſt pzocurcd him to 
be depoſed. This our Archbiſhop then ſhewed himſclfe a ver 
weake man: He was content a while outwardly to ſtand with 
the ing(as beſide thecommon duty ofa ſubiec,he was bound 
to doe by benefits receiued infinite) but fir& vnderhand her al- 
dedthe QAucene with great ſummes of money, and at laſt vt- 
terly fozſoke him, his lawſall pzince , his maſter, his patrone 
that had adnanced him by ſomany degrees bnto an eſtate ſo 
hanozable. Jt pleaſed God, that vathankfull timozouſneſſe 
ſhould be his veſtruction : Wy the Nucene afozefaid (of whom 
he feb ſonreatly in awe) bee was commaunded toconſecrate 
ane Ia mes Barkley eleged Biſhop of Exceſter · Pee did ſo, but 
fo2 his labeut was (o thꝛeatned, taunted, and teuiled by the 
Pope, (hat ſaid he had reſerued the gilt of that Biſhopzike vn⸗ 
to 
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fo himſelfe,as fo; grieſe and anger together he died, when he 


had ſate Archbiſhop 13. peeres, 9. moneths, and the wakes» 
Pe was buried in the ſouth wall of Chziſts church in Canter- 
bocy nette the Nnier , where his tombe is yet to be ſan, with 
an (:: ſcription which J haue rea»e long fince, but A thinks is 


- now defaced. This man was but meanely learned, yet very 


wiſe and ot god gouernment,except when fo2 feace and want 
ofconrage he negleced his dutie. He gaue vnto his Conentths 
Manout of Caldcote, and the woo of Thezlehot.

Imon Mepham Deco; of Dininity,Canonof Chicheſter, 
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Þ;ebendary of Landaff, and Parſon of Tunſtal a Kentiſh Edw-3. 1. 


man vozne, bought vp in Perton Colledge there, one very 
well learned(as learning went in thoſe dates) was theneleced 
by the moaks, appzoued by the king, e affw2ded conſecration 
by the Pope at Auinion the yere 13 27. The firſt thing he did 
at bis returns home was, that he excommunicated all the au⸗ 
thozs of ths death of Walter Stapleton Biſhop of Exteſter, as 
they had well deſerusd. Done after, hee began to wzangle 
with bis monkes of Canterbury about certaine land : They 
complained them vato the Pope, who ſent a Nuncio to Can- 
tetrburp to heart and determine of this contronerſte. Hee con- 
demned the Archhiſhop in ſeuen hundzed pound charges. Af- 
tet this, de began fo viſit his P2ouince tnlike ſozt as his pꝛede⸗ 
teſloꝛs had done befo:e him. The the Biſhop of Crcefter Iohn 
Graundſon reſiſted him (foz what cauſe J finde not )appealed 

to Rome, and would not ſufferhim ſo much as to enter into 

bis Cathedzall Church. much leſle to viſit in the ſame. Theſe 

two tepulſes he tek ſo tenderly, as beeing yet ſcarcely retur- 

ned home, des fell icke and died, Odober 1 2. x ; 3 3. at Bags 
eld. Vis body was conueighed to Canterbury,and laisd in a 
marble tombe vpon the Nozth five of Saint Anſelms chappel, 
Vs late Archbiſhop fine yeeres and ſomewhat msze. 
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52. Iohn Stratford, 


18. Pope ( who now toke vpon him to diſpoſe of all 
Bithopzickes at his pleaſure) was content at the Kings 
requeſt to nominate vato Canterbury ( Uoide by the death 
of Si uon Mepham ) Iohn Stratford Biſhop of Mincheſter. 
This lohn Straford haning long and to god purpoſe ſtu- 
died the Canon and ciuill Law, was called to the Archdea- 
contp of Lincolne- Being famous foz his learning and god 
gouernment of that iuriſdignion, Walter the Archbiſhoppe 
made him his pꝛincipall Official and Deane of the Arches , 
and king Edward the ſecond ſhoztly after that appointed him 
Secretary , and ſo one of his pꝛiuy counſell. It chaunced hee 
was Emballadout vnts the Pope at what time the Biſhop of 
Wincheſter died; and hee at the requeſt of Walter the 
Acchbifſhop beſtowed that Biſhopzickke vnto this Iohn Strat- 
ford then pzeſent with him. This was done without the 
kings p2iuity , who deſired to haue p2eferred vato that place 
Robert Baldock his Chauncelloz. Therefoze taking it very 
ill, that either the one ſhould gine, oz the other dare to take it 
without bis knowledge; he was content te gine eare bnto 
Robert Baldock who plotted many deuiſes, a while how to 
kept him from it, and after how to make him weary ofif, 
Ha was conſecrate vpon the Sunday called then Multæ tri- 
bulat.jiultorum. whichbe thought boaded vnto him, how in the 
whole courſe of his life he ſhoulo lade nothing but continuall 
trouble. It fell out acco2ding to that ominons conceipt. Ne- 
ner A thinkeany Archbuſhop,etther befo;e 03 after him, giuing 
ſo little canſe,4 Doing bis indeuout to pleaſe, was moze encom- 
bzed with vn eſerued and often crofſes. Pee had no ſoner ſet 
fte into this Biſhopꝛicke of M inc heſter, but the king / who 
at that time was altogether ruled by the ſatve Robert Bal- 
docke) cauſed all his gods tobe ſeaſed, and his linings to be 
ſequeſtred to his dſe. Pozeonuer,be cauſed him to bee ſummo⸗ 
ned by a certaine ſtrange kinde of waits to appeate J know 
not where; and when foz feare hes was faine to hide himſelfe, 
pꝛoclamation was made that no man ſhould dare to harbour 
bim, oz giue him any kind of entertainement by meate 1 lod- 
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ing, oz otherwiſe, Yaning endured theſs miſeries the ſpace 
of ayere, bs intreated the Archbiſhop to bee an interceſſour 
vnto the laing fo2 him; who relating vato him how diſhonou⸗ 
rable a thing it was foz him to perſecute a trus ſubiec ſo 
ferribly , both foz an other mans fault, and an other mans 
pleaſureto; he was ſ@newonne to receine the poze Biſhop 
to his grace , and laid all the blame of that iniary vpon Ro- 
bert Baldock. Being thus reſtozed, he grew dayly moze and 
mozeinto the kings fausur, whom be ſerued both diligently 
and faithfully to the laſt hower,, When all other fozſoke him, 
even Walter the Archbiſhop of whom hee had deſeruev ſo 
notably ; this god Biſhop would neuer be allured vnto the 
contrary part by any meanes; in ſs much as, the Quane 
and Roger Mortimer began to deuiſe how they might make 
bim away. This he being certified of, hid himſclfe , and was 
faine ſo to hold him ſelfe cloſe along time. In the ende, the 
king becing dead, and allhisfauonrites oz partakers either 
executed , oz otherwiſe conſumed ; the Nucene and her ſonne 
king Edward the third, well knowing they had nothing to lay 
againft this man, but that her was true and lopall to his 
Pzince, they were content not onely to teceiue him to their 
fagour,but alſo to make him Lozd Chauncelloz of England, 
Simon Mepham the Archbiſhop beeing then dead ſone after, 
the king was alſo content to wzite earneſtly vnto the Pope 
to pꝛelerre him vnto that Se of Canterbury. Ye didſo( as 
befoze I haue ſaid.) And the monkes to mabea vertne of nes 
tellitp, they foꝛſoth electedbim alſo. About this time it hap- 
pened that King Edward ths third began to lap claime vnto 
thecrowne of France ,and paſſing the ſeas with a great pow- 
er toiuſtifie his claime; bo thought god to commit the go- 
nuernment of the realme herre at home vnto the Archbiſhop, 
Ve beſide other general pzomiſes of faithfalnes and diligence, 
in the charge delinered vnto him, allured the Ring hee ſhould 
want no money to expend in this exploit; whereunto all kind 
of people ſhewed themſelues ſo willing to palde what helpe 
they poſſibly might, as he toke vpon him to diſcerne, the king 
might command of them euen what he liſt. Ve was not decet- 
ued in this coniecture : Foz no ſwner was the King over 
the ſeas , but infinit ſums of mony were collected with the 
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verr god liking of all people. This mony( which men thought 
would haue maintained the charge of that war 2.02 3. peares) 
the king being yong and ſo eaſte to be either miſtaken oꝛ decet- 
ued, was ſpent in leſle then one verre. The Archbichop mar- 
uelling thereat,abuiſed the king by letters, to remwne from 
him ſuch as had had the diſpoſingof his freaſure, fo; that with⸗ 
but imbeſiling and falſehod, i wagimpoſſible ſo much money 
could be ſo ſone conſumed. The king on the other ſide, he put 
the Archbiſhop in minde ok his pꝛomiſe, 4 called vpon him con- 
tinaally foz mozz money. Ye well knowing bew hard if 
would ber to collec any ceaſonable ſumme ſo ſone after ſo 
libcrall contribution as had bone lately palded; fell to per- 
ſwading the king toaccept reaſonable conditions, which her 
beard the French King had offered him, and to coms home. 
The king either was 02 ſ&me® to be exceeding angry with this 
motion: vet knowing there was no remedy but hee muſt get 
him home, his mony being now ſpent, and his credit amongeſt 
the vſurers ſtretched to the higheſt pin he told his ſouldiers on 
the one ſide that the Archb. had betrated him vnto the French 
king, who no doubt had hired him to detaine their pay in his 
hands:Fx on the other ſide made his credito28 belanue that the 
Archb. had taken vpõ him the diſcharge ol al hisdebt,as haning 


. now gathered money ſufficient fo2 that purpoſe. Bothe diſ⸗ 


contentment of theſe people being either allated, oz caſt vpon 
the A:chbiſhop,it was deuiſed, that fo2 the further conntenace 
of this plot, the king ſhould ſtep oner into England ſodainelp, 
and caſt into pziſon the Archbiſhop, together with the Biſhop 
of Chicheſter the Chanceloz, and the Biſhop of Litchfield the 
Treaſurer. To London he came ſccretly in a night, caught the 
tio Biſhops, and ſent them tothe Tower; but the Archbi⸗ 
ſhop by merre chanunce was gone fromLambhithelſewhether 
the dap befoze , and hauing ſome inkling afterwards of that 
was meant vnto him, got him to Canterbury and there cod 
vpon his guard. A knight was ſent vnto him to require him to 
make pꝛeſent payment of a cettaine huge ſum of money which 
the king laid hee had taken vp of outlandich merchants vppon 
bis the Archbiſhops )credit,oz elſe to get him ouer the ſeas im⸗ 
media: elp unto them, and to pcelde them his body till the debt 
were ſatisfied,fo; that ſo the King had vndertaken hee ſhonld, 
being 
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being animated thereunto by his owne pꝛomiſe. Sone al⸗ 
fer, there came certaine meſſengers from the Duke of 152a- 
bant deſiring to ſpeake with the Archbiſhop, and when he re- 
fuſed toconter with them, cited him by wzitings to make pai⸗ 
ment of certaine great ſums of money which they alleaged he 
ought to the Duke foz money the king of England had recei- 
ned. This Citation they fired vpon the high croſſe at Canter 
bury with many ceremonies. Now the Archbiſhop pecetuing 
what a terrible tempeſt was growing toward him(foz he was 
charged not only with the debt of many thouſand pounds moꝛe 
then euer he ſhould be able tomake,bat with hoꝛtible treaſon, 
that might not onely take away his life, but make him odious 
in his life tume, and infamous fo; euer with all poſterity) , He 
w2ote many letters vato the king, wherein hee purged him- 
ſelfe moſt clarely of whatſoeuer was obieced, and pꝛaped him 
not to command his repaire vnto his pzeſcnce , vntt'l a patlia⸗ 
ment were alembled, where in, if hee were to be charged with 
any crime, he vowed to offer himſelſe vnto iuſtite.Andetſtan/ 
ding then that the king had witten diuers diſcourſes againſt 
him vnto the Biſhop of London, the couent efCanterbury and 
others, tothe intent they might be publike ; foz defence of his 
credit, hee thought it requiſite to make his Apology in the pul- 
pit, which he did, taking this foz his text, Non pertimuit Prin- 
cipem, & potentia nemo vicitillum, &c. Eccleſ. 48. At laſt a 
Parliament was ſummoned, whereunto vpon ſafe conduc he 
came. Me was not ſuffered to come into the parliament houſe 
befoze hee had anſwered to certaine crimes obiected againſt 
him in the court of the Erchequer. De went thither, and recet- 
uing a copy ofthe articles, pꝛomiſed to make anſwere vnto 
them. The nert day comming againe vato the parliament, de 
was once moze foꝛbidden entrance. A great number of people 
flocking about him in the meane time, hee tould them how hee 
had bene ſummoned to the parkament, wherofbhe was a pꝛin⸗ 
cipal member,and now being come, was kept out by violence. 
But ſaith he (taking his croſle into his owne hand) J will not 
hence till I either bee ſaffered to come in oz heare ſome cauſe 
alleaged why J ſhould not. While he fod there, ſome of the 
company? began torenile him and to tell him hee hav Ietrated 
the realme , ic. Unto whom he anſwered thus, Che carſe of 
B 4 elmigh- 
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of almighty God ( quoth he) and of his bleſſed mother, mins 
alſo, ve vpon the heads of them that infozm the king ſo, Amen, 
Amen. Jn the mean time certatne noble men chanced to come 
out, wh. in he beſought ts requeſt the King in his behalfe. Wy 
their meanes he was at laſt admitted into the houſe, and being 
charged with diaers hainous crimes, offered to purge him'elfs 
ol them aud ik, they might be pꝛoued, lo ſubmit himſelfe vnte 
inftice. Twelne men were choſen to examine this matter, viz. 
4 pꝛelates, the Biſhops of London, Bath, Mereſoꝛd e Exteter; 
4. Calles, Arundell,Saliſoury, Huntington 4 Suffolk ;e laſtly 
4. Barons, Henry Percy, Thomas Wake, Ralfe Ballet, and 
Ralfe Ncuill. Al this was but to make the Archbi. odious with 
the common people: A fault was committed;and the king wil- 
ling the blame thereof ſhould lye any where rather then vp⸗ 
on bhimſeclfe, made all this ado to bleare the peoples eyes. Th 
matter neuer came to the hearing of theſe nobles : but was ſo 
handled, that the Archbiſhop vpen great ſute and infreaty of 
in a manet the whole parliament, muſt be pardoned all that 
was paſt, and receiued to fanour againe. After thts , he liued 
certaine yeeres quietly. Paning bane Archbiſhop about 75. 
yeres,he fell ſicke at Panfield,and making his will wherein 
be gane all he had vnto his ſeruants) died there. Ne was burt- 
ed in a godly tombe of Alabaſter on the ſouth ſide of the high 
altar beſide the ſteps of . Dunſtanes altar- Mee was a very 


gentle and mercifullman , rather to remifſe then any way ti⸗ 


gozous bnto offenders. Bis manner was thziſe euery day to 
giue almes to 13. poe people; in the mozning pence apece; 
at 9, a clocke, bꝛead, meat and pottage , and at none againe e- 
neryp one a loafe and a pen. Me gaue bnto his Church of Cans 
terbury a very ſumptuous miter and certaine bokes. Me afſig- 
ned alſo vnto the ſame a penſion of five pound out of the parſo- 
nages of Bonghton and Pzeſton appꝛopziated vnto the Ab- 
bey of Feuerſham:Laſtly he founded a faire College at trat⸗ 
fo2d vpon uon where hee was bozne,andendowed the ſams 
targely, ſo that at the ſuppzeffion it was valued in peatelp re- 
yenuges at 123. pound 1 x,ſhil.ings 9.pence- 
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53. Tho. Bradwarnin. 


e Pope at this time had ſo farre introc ed bpon vs 
pers in England, as he would ſeldome 02 neuer ſuffer Ew. z. 2 3. 
any ozderly election to fake place , but beſtow all Bi⸗ 348, 
thopzickes where it pleaſed him. The King (Edward the , 
third) mach diſcontented herewith, wzit vnto him, very ears 
neltly pzaping him, to fo:beare bis pzonifions and reſerua- 
tions,wherby he robbed patrones of their right and chapters 
oftheir elections: telling him, that the diſpoſition of Biſhops 
rickes belonged ofolde vnto the king onely, that his pzoge- 
nitoꝛs at the ſute of divers Popes had giuen that their au- 
thozity vnto Chapters, which if they vſednot,he aſſured hun 
ſelle, it deuolueb againe bnto the firſt granter, which was 
the king. Thecopy of this letter is to bee ſcene in I homas 
Wallinghamandother. After the receit of this letter, the 
Pope would ſeldome oz neuer take vpon him to give any 
Biſop2icke, but vnto ſuch as the King made requeſt foz, 
But ſo, betwene the King and the Pope, elections were al- 
together deluded.and made fruſtrate. And therfoze Stratford 
being dead, wheras the Conent made choice of one I homas 
Bradwardin to ſuctit de him, the king waiting ſomewhat ear- 
neſtip to the Pope in fauonr of Iohn V fford, be was by and 
by pꝛonounced Archbiſhop by the Popes Dzacle, 4 the other 
bfterly teieued. This Iohn V ford was ſonne vnts the Carl 
of @uffolke, bzought vp in Cambzidge,and made Doctoz of 
Law there ſaith Mathew Paker, howbcit it appeareth, that 
one Iohn Offord take that degta at Drfo2zd about theſe 
times) pꝛomoted firff vnto the Deanery of Lincolne, then 
to the Chancellozſhippe of England, and laſtly the Arch- | 
biſhopzicke. Me neuet tecetued epther his pall,o2 conſetra⸗ | 
tion: Yauing erpeced ths ſame the ſpace of ſixe monethes, 1 
he died in the time ol that great plague, that (ag Wallin. 49 | 
gham repozteth) conſumed nine parts ofthe men thzongh a | 
England,(ſcarceleauing a teiith aitne) June, the ſenenth , 7 9 
15 48. His body without any pomps 62 wonted ſo⸗ 
lemnitp, was carried fo Canterburp, and there ſecret- 
tie buried by the Nozth Mall, beſide the wall of Thomas. 


Becket, 
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Becket, at that place (if J miſtake not) where we ſ& an olds 
wodden tombe neere to the tombe of Biſhop Warham. e 
beganne to builde the Archbiſhops pallace at Paidſtone, but 
died befoze he could bzing it to any perfection. Now the (0ze- 
ſaid Iohn Vtford being ſodainely taken away,as befoze is 
declared, the Couent of Canterbury once moze choſe him 
the ſaid Bradwardin,the King very willingly allowed oftheir 
chotce , and the Pope hauing not pet heard ofthis their ſe⸗ 
cond election,of his own accozd befoze any requeſt made caſt 
vpon him this dignity. Pardly ſhall you finde any Archbi- 
ſhoppein any age to haue attained his place in bettecſozt.Ye 
was conſecrate at Auinion by one Bertrand a Cardinall in 
the Church of the Friex minozs there. That Ceremony once 
petfoꝛmed, he hated him home into England, where fitſt do⸗ 
ing his duety to the King, bee receiued of him immediately 
bis tempozalties with all fauour. From the Court he depar⸗ 
ted to Lambhith to reſt himſelſe after his long tourney. Ly- 
ing there a while with the Biſhoppe of Rocheſter he fell ſick 
and within ſtue werkes and lower dayes after his conſectati⸗ 
on died, ſo that he was neuer inthꝛonized at all. He was bu- 
ried in the Chappel of Saint Anſelme toward the ſouth wall. 
This man was bozneat Hatfield in Suſlex, aud bꝛaugbt vy 
in the Untuerſity of Drfozd, where hauing trauciled a long 
time in the (tady of gad learning, he became one of tte Pro- 
«o2s,the peare 1325. and afterward pzoceded Dodo of Dis 
ninity. He was a good Mathematitian, a great Philoſos 
pher, and ſo excellent a Diuine, as he is commonly enſtiled 
Doctor protundus, which title that hee well inough deſer- 
ned,diuers wozks of his not yet periſhed doe te ſtiſic. But a⸗ 
bane all he is eſpecially to be commended (02 his ſincerity of 
life and connerſation. lohn Stratford the Archbiſhoppe inre- 
gardoftheſe vertues commended him vnto that noble pzince 
A. Eduard the third foz his Confeſſo2. Jn that office he beha⸗ 
ued himſelf ſo, as he deſerneth eternall memo2y fo2 the ſame. 


Ve wes wont to repzehend the King with great baldnes foz 


ſuch things as he ſaw amiſle in him. In that long and paine- 
full warre which the king had in France, he neuer would ber 
from him, but admontſhed him often ſecretly, and all his ar -/ 


amy in learned and moſt eloquent ſermons publikely, to take 
he de 
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derde they wared not pzond and inſolent becauſe of the ma- 
nifold vicozies God had (ent them;but to be thankfull vnto 
ban foz them, and to haue a care to bſo them moderatelie, 
Some there be that haue not doubted to aſcribe that notable 
conqueſt rather to the vertue and holineCe of this man, then 
to any other meanes eytherofp:oweſſeo2 wiſdome in other 
inſtruments of the ſame. ee that might haue obtained of 
the king any pzeferment he would haue craued, was ſo tarre 
from ambitions deſire of pzomotion, as it was long beſo;c 
be could bee perſwaded to take a Pat bend of Kincolne, 
when it was offered him, being befoze that Chancelloz of 
Paules in London. It is certame alſo that hee was elened 
vnto the Archhiſhopꝛicke without his owne ſa hing, t might 
eaſily haue made the king fo2 him, it he had endeanoured it. 
When ſome men marnelled tyat the king ſhould refuſe 
bim and pzeferre any other befoze him, he anſwered he could 
very ill ſpare him, and he perceiuednot hee was deſirous to 


be ſpared, 
54 Simon Iflip.

being Docoz of law, became Canon of Paules, then pg — 


Deane of the Arches, after that was choſen to be ofthe Pai 
ny Counceil of King Edward the third, firſt in the place of 
Decretarp, and then keper of the Pzinp Seale. Iohn Strat- 
forde lying vppon his death bedde, ſozetol de hee thould 
be Archbiſhoppe. It tame to paſſe, within two yeres aſter 
his death, though two other were ſerued beſoze him. The 
Monks with the kings very god liking choſe him, and the 
Pope would not refuſe him: pet being loath to ratifie the 
Ponkes election, hereiened the ſame, and cx plenitudine 
poteſtatis beſtowed ths Archbiſhopzicke vpon him. His buls 
were publiſhed in Bow Church, Oaober, 4. 1349. and in the 
moneth of December following, dee was conſecrate by the 
Biſhop of London in Paules Church. Bee was inthꝛonized 
ſecretly to ſane charge. Fo2 he w2s a very fungal and ſparing 
man, neuer eſtaming pompe oz entward bꝛauery any thing 
at all. Pe was alſo very ſeuete. When he firſt viſited bis 
obone 
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owne Dioces, he depꝛiued many clergy men ot their linings, 
Ve palled thozough the Dioceſſes of Rocheſter ? Chicheſter 
without ke ping any great ado; 0 that euery one made ac- 
count he was content to winke at the faults he eſpied. But 
they found it otherwiſe. Foꝛ he afterward called home vnto 
bim the offenders,and there dealt ſo with them, as all men 
might aſſure themſelues he would pzone a very auſtere man 
in his government. Iohn Synwel Biſhop of Lincolne, ſtan⸗ 
ding in doubt of this aſperity of his, with great colt pzocured 
a pztuiledge from Rome to exempt himſelfe from his autho⸗ 
rity and iuriſdiaien. But the Archbiſhop cauſed the ſame af- 
terward to be revoked. The Uniuerſity of Þr!oad had pza⸗ 
ſented vato him the ſaid Biſhoppe of Lincolne vnto whoſe 
turiſdiction Drfozd then appertained) one William Palmo- 
111 foz their Chancellour, and pꝛaped him to admit him. Che 
Biſhappc (J know not foz what cauſe)velaped his admiſſion 
trom tune to tune, and enfozced the Untucrſity to complain 
of this hard dealing vnto the Archbiſhoppe. Ve pꝛeſentlip (et 
downe a day wherein hee entoyned the Biſhoppe to admit 
this Chencellour, o2 elſe ta render a ceaſonofhis refuſall. At 
the time appointed, the Pzoctozs of the Untwerfity were 
ready together with this VVill:am Palmoric to demannd ads 
miſſion: And when the Biſhop of Lincolne came not (tru⸗ 
ſing bclike to bis pzimledge aſozeſaide ) the Archbiſhoppe 
caaſed bis Chancellour Iohn Carlton Deane of Mels to 
admit him, wzitte tothe Uninerſity to receine him, and 
cited the Biſhoppe to anſwere befoze him foz his contempt, 
He appcaled to the Pope, would not come, and fo2 his 
contumacy was interdiged. Puch money was ſpent in 
this (utc afterwards at Rome. The end was, that the Arch- 
biſhop»e pꝛeuailed, and the others pꝛiuiledge was by ſpet all 
der of the Pope revoked, who alſo granted vato the A⸗ 
nizerſitp at the lame time, that the Chancellour Gereafter 
ſhould oncly bee cleced by the ſchollers themſelues, and ſa 
pꝛeſently authozized to gouerne them without the admilli⸗ 
on of any other. This conqueſt thus atchieued, hee entted 
et into another tombate in the ſame ſand, I mean at Rome. 
Vee ſued Andrew Vtitord Archdeacon of Hiddleſer, the ad⸗ 
m:nCrato2 of John Vitord his pzedecefſoz , fog tlapidati- 
ons, 
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ons, and reconered of him 1101. |, fiftane ſhillinges tws 
pencs halfe penny ſarthing. That money be imploped in 
repay2ing the pallace at Canterbury. Ge pulled downs the 
manner houſe at TW1zotham, and imployed the ſtones £ tim- 
ber ofthe ſame in ending the building that lohn Vfford his 
pzedeceſſo2 afozeſaid had begun at LPaidſtune. Toward this 
and other charges he obtained ofthe Pope leaue to ctaue a 
contribution of foure pencs out of every Parke from all the 
Clergy of his unte. But his officers (whether of pur- 
poſe , 02 peraduenture miſtaking) demaunded and had a 
whole tenth. All this was within a yeare oz two of his flcſt 
comming to the Archbichopzicke; at which time allo in a 
Pailiament held at Weſtminſter, the pate 1350. the olde 
controuerſie betweene him and the Archbiſhoppe of Vozke , 
about bearing vp bis Croſle in the Þ;onince of Canter- 
bury beganne tobe renewed, was compzomitted vnto the 
bearing and tudgement ofthe king, who ſet downe a finall 
o2der foz the (ame, viz. that the Archbiſhoppe of Vozke , 
ſhould beare his Croſle in the others P;ouince, palding all 
pz«minence otherwiſe vnto Cantesbury, but that in token 
of ſubiection, euety Srchbiſhoppe at his entrance ſhould of- 
fer an image ofgolde to the value of fozty pound, at the 
fh:ine of Saint I homas , the ſame to ba ſent by ſome 
Knight oz Docozof the Law within the ſpace of two mo- 
nethes after his inthzonization, Among the reft of his 
actions, J map not in any wiſe fozget his Colledge of Cans 
terbury, (which is now become a parcell of Chꝛiſt Church 
in Drfozd). Mee built it and endowed it with god poſſeſſi- 
ons, appꝛopꝛiatiug vato the ſame the parſonages of Pag- 
ham and Pagfleld. Me grannted alſo vnto the Conent 
of Canterbury the Churches of Ponkton and Eſtrep. At 
is woꝛthy remembzance iikewiſe,that when a certain Coun- 
tell. of Kent after he Earle her husbands death had p2ofe(- 
ſed her ſelfea Nunne, and hauing liued ſo certaine petes, 
ſuddenly married a certaine Knight named Eultace Abri- 
court contrary to her vow,and that ſecretly without asking 
of banes 02 diſpenſation; hee puniſhed them ſencrely fo; it, 
butſuffered them to line fill together, and ſenered them 
not. Amongſt many god dades, b& is blamed 2 
ng 
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ling vnts the Earle of Arundell the right which hee had vn⸗ 
ts fire and twenty Dere peerrely ont of certaine groundes 
of his. Yee had foz them onely two hundzed and foztie 
Marks. After hee had beene Archbiſhop fixeteenc years, fours 
monethes and twelue dayes, he died Apzil 26.1 366. Riding 
to Magſield, his hozſe channced to caſt him into a metry 
pole. Met as he was, he fell a ſleepe at his comming thither, 
and waking found himſe lle in a palſie, whereof within a few 
dapes after he died. De bequeathed vnto his church of Cans 
terbury a thouſand ſhæp, his veſtments which were all cloth 
of golde,a very ſumptuous coape and much plate, viz. G. do⸗ 
zen of luer diſhes, ſire ſaltes, and fonte goodly-Baſons all 
enchaſed with dis Armes. Ys lyeth buried in the middle of 
the body ofhis Church of Canterbury, vnder a faire tomb 
- 8 inlaid with bzalle, whereon is engranen this C⸗ 
pitaph.

fo; Acchbiſhoap, who cefaſed the place, vun as the repozt 
goeth) this ſperch: Canterburyis the higher racke , but 
Wincheſter is the better manger. The Pope then with 
the Kinges good liking , remwued to Canterbury Simon 
Langham Biſhop of Ely and Treaſurer of England. Be was 
firſt a Ponke o? Meſtm. then P3ioz,and laſtly Abbot there. 
Thence he was eleced 15i(hop of London, but heſoze he was 
conſecrate thereunts, obtained E y, where he continued fice 
yeres. Me teteiued Lis pall by the handes of the 1Btihop of 
Bathe in Saint Nicholas Chappell at Meſtminſter, Ne- 
uemb. 4. 1 366.and was enthzonized the Lady day following. 
He was Archbiſhop but a little while, viz.two partes oz little 
moze, and therefoze did not many things very memozable, 
There was a great ſtciſe betwane the Londoners and thetr 
Clergy about tything, which he thus compoſed; he toke 03- 
der that they ſhould pay,their offrings, perſonall tithes, and 
then alſo fo2 the reſt a farthingofeuery 10.s. rent. From 
Canterbury Colle dge( which his pꝛedeteſloʒ had ſounded he 
ſeque ſtred the fruites ofthe bencfice of Pagham, end others 
wiſe moleſted the ſchollers there, intending to diſplace them 
all, and to put in Monkes, which in the end her b:ought to 
paſſe. Iohn Wicklitte was one of them that were ſo diſplaced 
and had witzſtoore the Archbiſhop in this buſinee with 
might and maine. By the Popes fauour and the Archbiſhops 
power, the Bonks ouerboze Wickliffe an® his fellowes. If 
then VVickhiffe were angry with Pope, Archbiſh-ppe , 
monks,and all, vou cannot marnell. But to teturne to our 
Archb e ſhap, he ſate here onelx two pra es. Foz being made 
Cardinall of Saint Sixtus by Pope Vrban the fit, Beptem⸗ 
ber 2 1.136%. he left his Archbiſhopzicke and went to Awint⸗ 
on, where ſhoꝛtly after he was made Biſhop e Cardinall of 
Peneſte by Gregory the elenenth, & held e ners liuings in 
Commendam, as the Archdeatontp and Wrea mecchip of 
Eels with other. Me liued there in giest eſtimatton 2 
eig 
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eight yeres, and died July 22.1376. of the ſame diſeaſe his 
p:edeceſſo; had done, viz. a palſte, where with hee was ſud. 
denly taken as he ſate at dinner. Ne was buried frſt in the 
Church ofthe Carthuſtans (whoſe houſe he had founded) at 
Auinton: but after tha peates, his bones (by his owne ap- 
pointment while he lined were taken vp, eburieda ſecond 
time at Weſtminſter, in a godly tembe of alabaſter. Jt is 
ſcarce credible that is repoꝛted of his wonderfull bounty and 
liberality to that Ponaſtery, J meane Meſtminſter When 
be was firſt made Abbot, hee beſtowed all that hc had gathe- 
red together being Ponke and Pzioz, in paying the debt of 
the houſe, which was tothe value o two thouſand and two 
bundzed marks: he diſcharged it enery whit, and diners . 
ther ſummes of maney alſo, that particular Ponks did owe: 
whom he tendzed and cheriſhed as his owne childzen, neuer 
taking any thing from them, but rather augmenting their 
poztions ont of that which was due to himſelfe. Bering 
Chancellour and Treaſarer,he purchaſed diners god pieces 
of land and gaue it vntothem. When hee went ont of Eng⸗ 
land, helefr themvoks to the value of 83 o. pound, and copes, 
veſtments, tc. eſta med woꝛth 437. pound. At his death hee 
begueathed vnto them all his plate, pꝛiſed at 2700, pound, ; 
all bis debts any where due; they amonnted vnto 2 954. l. 
thirten ſhillings and foure pence.Þe alſo ſent vnto the ſaide 
Ponaſtery the ſumme of one thouſand markes to buy fo;ty 
markes a pete land, to increaſe the poztions of foure monks 
that dayly ſhould ſay M alle fo; the ſoules of him elfe and his 
parents.Toſay nothing ot the Bonaſtery which he built foz 
the Carthuſtans at Aumion the money that he beſtowed on- 
ly vpon the Abbey of TAetminſer one way oz other, is rec- 
koned by a Fonke ofthe ſame to bee no leſſe then 1 08co, l. 
They cauſed this Epitaph to be engrauen vpon his tombe,

Imon Iſlip was vncle vnto a young man named William Edw. 43 


Wittleſey, whom he cauſed carefully to bee bzought vp, : 
directed vnto the ſtudy of the Canon law. Paning at Oxford 
pꝛocteeded Docs; in that faculty, his vncle that now was be- 
tome Archb- ſent him to Rome, that there be might both ſo- 
licite all his cauſes, and alſo get erperience by ſ&ing the pza- 
iſe of that Court. Afterhe had ſtayed there a while, he was 
called home and pzeferred by his vncle afozeſaid, vnto the 
place of viear generall, then to the Deanry ofthe Arches,the 
Acchdeaconry of Puntingdon, the Parſonages of Cropdon 
eClyf,and laſtly, the Biſhopzicke ofRocheſter. From No- 
chefter he was remoned to Moꝛceſter, (his vncle yet lining 
and ioying much in this his aduancement) the pete, 1363. 
From thence ſome ſay he was franflated to London, but that 
I take to bemiſtaken.S1m 0 Sudbury was Biſhop of London 
beloꝛe he came to Mozceſter, and ſo continued till that after 
his death he ſuccæded him in Canterbury. Thither this man 
was aduanced by the Popes onely anthozitp pzeſently after 
Simon Langham was made Cardinal, v!z. the yer 1368. At 
two ſenerall ſynods h p2eached in Latine very learnedlie; 

The latter ofthoſe ſermons he could hardly end fo; ſicknelle, 
wherewith he hben ſo mach troubled befoze, as foz two 
peers ſpace he was faiae to kepe his chamber almoſt altoge- 
ther Not being able to reſiſt the fozce of this tedious wea⸗ 
ring diſeaſc any longer, he pald the debt ofhis moztatity, Oc. 
tob. i 1. (02 as I .VVallingham hath Jul. 5): 37.4.hauing £77 
tinnedin this lee almoſt 7. pers. He was buried ouctagstuſt 
his vncle between two piilers, vnder a faite marble yr in- 
L Ade 
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laide with bzafſs, which is lately defaced by tearing out the 
bzaſſe; I remember that ſome ſixeten pores finco Jread the 
Epitapg engrauen vpon the ſame This man pzocuced the Ws 
nivecfity of Prfozo tobe exempt from the (uriſdicion of the 
Bih27 of Lincolae, and all aathozity of goueraing the ſame 
to be committed vnto the Chancellour and P2ogozs. 


57 Simon Sudbury, 


Reſently after the death ol William Wittleſey, the 
Monkes of Canterbury eleced foz their Arcbiſhopa cer- 


taine Cardinall that was an Engliſhman bozn, but thzoughe 


ly Italtanate, haning lead his life in a maaner altogetter at 
Rome. J take it his name was Adam Ealton, The King 
with this choice of theirs was ſo greenouſly offend2d, as he 
determined to baniſh them(the Ponks Jmeane) out ofthe 
Realme, and to confiſcate their gods. Gregory the 1 1, that 
then was Pape, though he fauoured his Cardinall, to ſhields 
the poze Ponkes from the danger of ſucha tempeſt, was 
content to refuſe this eleaion, and to beſtaw the Archbiſhop- 
ricke by way of pꝛouiſion byon Simon Sudbury Biſhoppe of 
London, whom he knew the King liked well inough. This 
Simon was the ſan ofa Gentleman,named Nigellus Tibold 
ſo that his true name was Simon Tibold: But he was bozne 
at Sudburp a tolone of ® uffalke in the pariſh of . George, 
and of that towne toke his name, accoꝛding to the manner of 
many Tlergy men in thoſe dayes. Pee was alwates bzought. 
bp at ſchele,and being pet very pong, was ſent by his father 
beyond the ſeas to ſtudy the canon law, and hauing pzores 
ded Doo; ofthat faculty. became haucholo Chapleine vato 
Pope Innocent, and one of the Judges oz Audito2s of his. 
Nota. Tie ſaid Pope by way ol p;ouiſſan thzult him ficlt in 
to the Chancellozſhip of Salisbury, and then afterward, biz, 
tze rte, 1364. into the 15Silhopzicke of London, Me receiued 
tbe bulles of his traullation thence, June 6.175. Two Sp⸗ 
nod oꝛ Tonuecations were held in his time, at both which 
he pzcached in Latine in his own perſon. Six pers onemonth 
and ten dapes he gonerned the Der of Canterbury laudablp, 
22? at laſt was moſt vawozthily daine, oz rather wickedly 
Mur · 
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murthered by acompany of villanous Rebels. By the in- 
gation of one Iohn Bal a ſeditious maleconteut 4 hypocritical 
pꝛeachet, the baſer ſozt of the Commons aroſe in diuets parts 
ofthcrealme,and intending to deſtroy all geatlemen, laws 
pers, cleargymen, and whoſocuer were of any account, ep- 
ther fo theirric es, linage oz anthozity inthecommen welth 
came bp to London, appointing foz their leaders, W Vat 
Iyler, Iacke Straw, Tohn Liſter, Robert Weltbrom, &c. 
The king vnderſtauding of their comming, ſent bato them 
to know the cauſe of their repaire in lo great numbers. They 
anſwered, they were to impart vnto him certatne matters 
greatly tmpozting the tate ofthecommon wealth, which if 
be would vnderſtand , he ſhould ſpeedily reſozt vnto them. 
The king hauing teteiued this ſaucy anſwere, began tocor- 
ſalt with his friends whether he were beit to goe to them 03 
not. The greater number perſwaded him to goe- But the 
Archb:ſhop and Sic Robert Halcs Crea ſutet of England, 
dillwaded him ſaping, it was a thing not onely indigne and 
ſhamefull foz a ꝛince to be commanded by ſuchraſcals,but 
alſo dangerous vnto bis perſon to commit himſelfe to a route 
of ſeditious people, that hauing once bzoken the bands ol all 
duty and allcageance, feared no moe to viclate the ſatred 
matey of thetr annointed pzince then to wꝛong their neigh⸗ 
bours of farre meaner condition, of whom they had alrcadie 
llaine, ſpoiled and robbed an infinite number; foz which cauſe 
they thought it moe ſafe foz the king,moze honourable and 
every way mozeerpedient, to gather ſome power together 
ſ-&dilp, and to ſet vpon them, wo being yet vnpꝛouided of 
armour, deſtitute of goed leaders, and without al! sEill 03 
experience o watlike affaires, would ſone bee diſperſed and 
ouerthꝛolone. This ſpœch of theirs (Jknow not by what 
tell-tales)was carried vnto the rebels, whoſware by and by 
they woulo haue off the heads of theſe cruell counſellers. Do 
in all haſte tothe Tower they came, where the Court then 
lay,requiring with great outcries the Archbiſhop, and the 
ſaide fir Robert Hales to he deliuered vnto them. The Arch- 
biſhop hauing hcardſeme inckling of their intent the day be⸗ 
foze, had ſpent all that night in pzayer, and iuſt when they 
called foz him, was ſaying ol Malle in the Chappell of the 
L 2 Tower, 
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Tower. That ended, and hearing of their comming; Let vs 
now goe(ſaith he vatohis men) Surely it is beſt to die, ſeæ⸗ 
ing to liue it can be no pleaſure. With that, in came theſe 
mut thereus rebels cr ping, where is the Traitoz? where is 
the Traitoz: De anſwered, Jamthe Archbiſhop (whom A 
thinks ron ſake ) but na Trattoz, With great viclence 
then they dzew hitmonto! the chappell and carried him tothe 
Lower-hill Seeing there nothing but words, and weapons, 
and bearing nothing but Kill, kill, away wich the Traitoz ; 
Pet hee wes not lo amazed, but with great cloquence he 
could go about to perſwade them net to imbzue their hands 
in the bioud of their ArchbiHop, their chiefe paſſo2 , that had 
neuer oſfended them to his knowledge, noz deſerued ſocruell 
a death at their hanves, aſſuring them, that all the Realme 
would ber inter diges fo2 it that the fag muſt næds be pu⸗ 
niſhe d firſt oꝛ laſt by the tompozall law, e laſtip that though 
both theſe failed, God the iuſt iudge would reuenge it either 
in this, 02 the wozld to come, if not both. Be was a man ad- 
mirably wiſe,and exceeding well ſpoken. But theſe varlets 
were ſo eagerly bent, as the very ſongs of the @yzens would 
nothing haue moued them at all from their intended courſe. 
Seingtherefoze nothing but death befoze his face, with a 
very chearefull countenance,and comfo2table wozds, fo2gi- 
uing the executioner that ſcarceencrrequeſted him (o to do) 
de kneled downe and yeelded himſel le vnto their fury. Once 
he was ſtricken in the necke ſo weakly, as that notw'ithſtan- 
ding, hekneled Kill vpꝛight, and putting his hand vp to the 
wouud, he vſed theſe wozds, a ha, it is the hand of God. Her 
had not remoued his hand from the place whe a ſetond ſtroke 
tut off his fingers ends, and ſelled him to the ground. After 
much adoe, hauing hacked and hewen his necke with eight 
blowes, they got off his bead. This hozrible marther was 
committed bpon Feiday, June 14.1381. all which dap, and 
a part of the next, his body lay there headleſſe, no man daring 
fo offer it burtall: as fo his head, they napled his hod vpon 
it, and ſo fixing it vpon a poale,ſet if on London Bzidge.Sir 
Robert Hales and agreat many of others that vay taſted of 
the ſame cap the Archbiſhop had done. Thus ended this no- 
ble Pꝛelate his dayes , who though he were very wiſe, lear⸗ 
ned, 
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ned, eloquent, liberall,merciſnll,and ſoz his age and place re- 
nerend, pet might it not deliner him ſrom the race of (his 
beaſt with many heads the multitude, then which being once 
incenſed, there is no bʒuit beaſt mozocruell, moze outtagi⸗ 
ous, moze bareaſonable. Yow this monſtrous tumult was 
appeaſed at the laſt, and the Authozs of the ſame puniſhed, 
accozding to their demerites,the Chzonicles at large Teclare, 
Dnely this J thinke fit to remember,that one John Starlirg 
who boaſted to haue behcaded im, within ſew dares alter 
loſt his owns head ſo2 the ſame, as he had well deſerued The 
body ofthis our Archbiſhop, after all Nurrcs ended, was 
carried to Canterbury, and thershonourably enterred vp- 
on the South ſide of the Altarof . Dunſtan, a little abouc 
the tombe of Biſhop Stratford. Being yet Biſhop ol London, 
he bnilded the vpper end of Saint Gregories church at Sud- 
burp;and in the place where his fathers houſe ſtode, founded 
a godly Colledge, which he furniſhed with lecular Clearkes 
and other Miniſters. At the time of the ſuppꝛeſſion thereof, it 
was balned at ons hundzed twenty two poundes eightane 
ſhillings lands by the pere. Afterhis tranflation fo Canter 
bury, he built the Meſt gate ofthe City, and all the wal from 
that gate vnto Nozgate,commonly called by the name of the 
long wal; A great wo;ke,no leſſe neceſſai p and pꝛofitable vn- 
tothe Citp,then coſtiy and chargeabls vnto ſhe builder. 


5$ William Courtney. 
Done after the lamentable death of Simon Sudbury, the 


Ponkes of Canterbury elected foz their Archbiſhoppe Ric, 2. 5. 


William Courtney Biſhoppe of London, and the Pope 
knowing nothing ol their clection,about the ſame time be- 
ſfowed the ArchbiGopzicke vpon him by way ofpzouiſion. 
Ve was the ſonne of Hugh Courtney Earle of Deuonſhire, 
in his youth ſtudied the Canon Law, and noſconcrentred 
into o2ders, but hce was quickly loaded with ſpirituall li- 
uinginongh,as a ebend in Mels, an other in Exceter, : 
a third in Poꝛke, beſide benefices with cure innow. The per 
1369, he was conſecrate Biſhop of Pereſozd.fate there fiue 
pers 4 halſe, and then remoued to London at what time Si- 
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mon Sudbury wis made Archviſhop. Thomas Wallingham 
a eth to theſe fozmer honours, that the pore 1378 hex was 
me C1coinal, concerning which matter ſwLoadon. The 
B illes of his trandlation to Canterbury were publithed in 
Cy:iFchurch there Kanuary 9. 1381. Yauing then recet- 
120 his temyo:aities of the King, and done his homage, 
he went to Lambhith. Thither came onto bim a Monke 
ſent from the Couent and Pꝛioz of Canterbury, to dell⸗ 
uet him his Crofſe, which he did in the Chappell of Lamy- 
bity, vüng theſe wazves, Renerend Father Jam the meſ- 
ſenger of the great King that ooth require and command 
you to take on you the gonernement of his Church, to lone 
and defend the ſame. Jn token whereof J delluet you this 
his enũgne. Sone after he ceceyue? his Pall, and then be- 
ing thꝛoughly letled, beganne his Petropoliticall Uiſttation 
which he entended to perſozme in euery Disces of his Þ29- 
uince. Hauing paſſed quietly thzough Rocheſter, Chicheſter, 
Bathe and UWozceter : at Crceter he found ſome reiftance 
as well as Simon Mepham his pzedeceſſor had done. After 
the time of his firlk inhibition. he pꝛoꝛogued diuets times the 
day ofhis viſttation. and when he had ſate, was not ſo haſty 
in graunting a relaxation of the inhibition as they would 
haue him. Bereby it cams to paſſe that the Biſhoppe and his 
Archdeacons were ſaſpended from their tariſdiction longer, 
(as it ſemed vnto them) then they ought,and not diſpoſed ta 
awaite the Archbiſhops pleaſure any longer ruched info thetr 
tariſoictions againe, his viſitation nothing nerce finiſhed, 

commanding all men vpon paine ofercommunication, to 
repaire vntotheir wonted o2dinaries fo2 pzoſe of Mils, ads 
miniſtrations, inſtilutions, oz any other ſuch like occaſſions. 
This commandement publiſhedin many places of the Di⸗ 
oces, the Archbiſhop pz2nounced to be void, and required all 

men in theſe and the like caſes to repaire vato him, and none 
other. Yerupon the Biſhop appealed ts Rome, and the Arch⸗ 

biſhop cited diners ofthe Biſhoppes officers to appeare be- 

fozebim. His Apparito (named Peter Hill) had alſo in his 

boſoms acifation fo; the Biſhop himſelfe. It happened that 

ſome of the Biſhopsfollowers, mating this gentle Som- 

net at Tapſham, beat him well e thziſtily, and after _ 
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him to eate the citation, war, paper and all, This fact was be- 
ry p.eludiciall tothe Bifhop of Exteteis ceuſe: o it incen⸗ 
ſed the king again him; inſomuch as though a while hee did 
pꝛoſecute hi- ayreale at Rome diligently,bee ſaw himſclfe ſo 
one;bozne vc the king, bee was like fo do: no gd at all, and 
therefoze reſolued to make his peace with the Archbithop vp- 
on reaſonable conditions which be eaſily obtained. But they 
that had abuſed bis Apparatoz,were put to terrible pennance 
in diuers parts ot the rea'me, and were faine to perfozm the 
ſame. One William Byd a Docoz of the Arches had giuen 
counſell vnto the Biſhop in this cauſe : fo2 ſo doing ha was 
diſplaced, and bpon fhat occaſien an oathe was oꝛdained of 
this Archbiſhop, that euery Avnocate of that Court ſhoulde 
take at his admiſſion, This Wiſitation ended, tho Zrchbiſhop 
pꝛocœ ded to the Dioces of @Salisbury, where bee likewiſe 
found ſome reſifance The Biſhop there had pzocured a pꝛi/ 
uiledge from Pope Bonitace( Vrban the 6 being lately dead) 
that it hould not be lawſull ſoz any Petropolitane to viſite 
him oꝛ du Dioces by vertne of anyauthozity granted from 
Pops Vrbane. The Archbiſhop (that was a great Lawyer) 
kn2w well inough he dad power ol himſelle, as being Ge- 
tropolitane to viſite without the Popes licence, and there- 
foe pzoceded boldip / notwithſtanding that vaine pꝛiuilege 
t ſo canuaſed the Biſhop with excommunications and eccle- 
ſtaſticall cenſures,as he was feine to yeld at laſt and cry pec- 
caui. @ince that time our Archbiſhops haue viſited quietly 
all Dioceſſes of theit Pzouince without reſiſtance. Towarde 
the latter end ok his time hee pzocured allcenceoftho Pope 
fo gather foure pence of the pound in all Eccic ſtaſlicall pze- 
ferments wit din his Pzouincs.The Biſhop of Lincelne re- 
faſed to make this collection in his Dtoces, and appealed vn 
to the Pope. That appeale pet depending, the Archbiſhoppe 
died Julp 31. 13 96. at Maidſtone, when he had (ate 12. ts 
lacking one moneth. The old wozke at Maidſtone firſt built 
by Boniface his pzedeceſſa2 fo2 an hoſpitall, he pulled vowne 
and building it after a moze Tately manner, trauſlated it into 
a Colledge of ſecular Pzteſfs, which at the time of the ſup· 
pꝛeſſion was valued at one hund;ed thirty nine pounds ſeu 


ſhillings fire pence by the yet. The church of Þepyam quite

kallen dalone, hee repaired ag une and built cerfaine Almes 
bauſes nete it fo; the vſe of poꝛe people. Ja building and en- 
larg{13 ofhis houſes he beſtowed mach, eſpecially vpon his 
Cailtieof@altwy3), Tiwrrdt ze reparation of the body of 
his Church and Clopſters he gaue ooo. markes; Yee gaue 
alſo vato the ſame Church a certaine image ot ſiluer, waigh- 
ing one hundzed and thzeſcoze pounds, two veſtments, and 
thirteene coapes of great value, beſides a number of boks. Ve 
lieth buried vpon the South ſide of Thomas Beckers ſhzine,

Dy the Popes pꝛouiſion Thomas Arundell Archbiſhoppe 
of Pozks was remoned to Canterbury about Chzilf- 


Nic. 2+ 20» mas after William Couttneyes death, H pzeſently therupon 


gaue ouer his office of the Chancellozlhip of England. Þis 
bals were publiſhed at Canterbury, January 11. Dan after 
his Croſſe was deliuered vnto him at Wieſtminſer by Hen- 
ry Chillinden the Pꝛioꝛ of Canterbury with accuſtomed ſo⸗ 
lemnity, in the pzeſence of the King and many nobles, Febz. 
10, following hereceiued his pall, «the 19. ofthe ſame mo- 
neth he was enth2onized at Canterbury with great pompe. 
He was ſon buto Robert Catle of Arandcl and Marxen firſt 
Biſhop of Sly, then of Pozke.@& moze of him ttcre.Dcarce 
was he warme tn his ſeate, when by the kings diſpleaſare he 
was diſpolſefſed of the lame. In the ſecond pere of his tran 
lation a Parliament was held at London, The King there 
accuſed the Duke of Glocefter, the Eatle of Arundell that 
was the Archbiſhops bzother and diuers other of high trea- 
fon. Now becanſe Tlergy men were fozbidden by the Ca- 
nons to be pꝛeſent at any triall oz judgement vpon life and 
death; the matter being once pzopoſed, all the Biſhops de- 
parted the houſe as their maner was in like caſes: The Arch- 
biſhop being abſent vpon this occaſion, was condemned to- 
gether with his bzother of high treaſon; fo2 which his bzother 
was pzeſentip executed, and hee commanded within foztia 
dzyes to depart the realme vpon paine of death. Pee (thug 
bani- 
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baniched) got him to Rome, and found ſuch favour with the 
Pope, as firſk he was content to wziteearneſtly vatothe king 
fo; hisreſtitution;and when he could doe no god that way, he 
tranſlated him to the Archbiſhopzicke of . Andrews in @cots 
land, intending to heape ſo much Eccleſiaſticall liuing vpen 
him by benefices,ec. in England, as hee ſhould be able to liue 
in tate honourable inough. The king vnderſtanding of his in⸗ 
tent, wzit a maruellous ſharpe letter vnto the Pope, telling 
im plainely he muff repute him foz his encmy,if be yxlded a- 
ny manner of ſuccour vnto him,twhom hee knew well to hats 
dim deadly. That letter ſo wzought with the Pope, as aſter 
that time ho neuer indenoured to pzeferre him farther / moze- 
oner, at the Kings requef@ made Roger Walden (Deane of 
Voꝛke, and treaſurer of England) Archbiſhop of Canterbury 
in his rome, who thereupsn was conſecrate, inthꝛoniſed, held 
Spnods and did all things belonging vnto that plate the ſpace 
ol two pertes. It happened in the meane time that the king 
(Richard the ſecond) was depoſed ; 02 at leaſt info;ced to te · 
ligne his crowne vnto Henry Duke of Lancaſter, that after 
poſſeſſed the (ame by the name of king Henry the fourth. Bo. 
niface the Pope vnderſtanding then ofthe fal of king Richard 
pzonounced the ſaid Roger to be an intruderand vlurpert ofths 
Archbichepzicke, and by his omnipotent buls reſtozed Tho- 
mas Arundel! vnto the ſame againe. As foz Roger Walden 
that was now a Biſhop without a Biſhepzicke ( foz Epiſcopa- 
tus is ordo, and ſo Character indelebilis) he liued in that fats 
a while, till at laſt by the kind endeuour of the Archb. his cha- 
ritable aduerſary, hes was pꝛomoted vnto the Biſhopzicke of 
London, which he enioped but a ſhozt time, being taken away 
by death within one pere after. About atwelue moncth aſter 
the Archb. reſtitution, a conuocatid was held at London, wh(- 
ther the . ſent the Carls of Nozthumberland and Mell mer⸗ 
land, that tolo the Clearg they came from the Ring, but net ot 
that errand that Courtters were wont to bee ſent foz fo that 
place; they came not foz money, but onely to ſignifle the kings 
hearty and fauourable god wil vnto them, and to requeſt their 
daily pꝛaiers foz him and the god eſtate of the Realine. This 
new b;ome with ſweeping ſocleane at the firſt, was ſo woꝛne 
ont vnto the tumpes, in a pere oz two, as „ 
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with a bare tenth,the nert conuocation after, he was very an- 
gry that a moꝛe liberal allowance was not made vnto dim; ans 
began to hearken vnts the ſactilegious motions of certain im- 
pious politicians,that intending to taſt the burthen ol all ſubs 
ſtdies and other kind of tributes vpon the Cleargy , letted not 
to ſayopenly in the parliament houſe, how the laity was not 
able to y&eld any thing to the Kings coffets, ſo that the clears 
gy had all the wealth ofthe land in their hands: And therefo20 
the king muſt either takefrom them their tempoꝛalties,oꝛ elſe 
lay ali the burthen vpon them that onely were ablc to beate it. 
Lhe Archbiſhop (that was vndoubtedly a wozthy pzelate, 
wiſe and very tout) roſe vp and pzoued by manifeſt argu⸗ 
ments that the contributions of the Cleargy were after the 
pꝛopoztion of theix ability, much mozeliberall then the ſub 
dies 02 other paiments of the tempozalty in many reſpects. 
Fo;(ſaith he) we pay the tenth ol our liuings oſtnet then they 
pay fiftœntis, and though we ſerue not in the wars our ſelues, 
our ſeruants and fenants do; neither are we altogether idle, in 
as much as we pꝛap daily fo2 the kuig and the realme, as well 
in time of peace as warte. The pzolocutoz of the lower houſe of 
parliament at that time was a knight called Sir Iohn Clyen, 
that hauing bene a Cleargy man ſometimes, without any diſ⸗ 
penſation fozſoke the calling and became a ſoldier. This pze- 
phane Apoſtata was not aſhamed to ſap, it was no matter foz 
their p;aters, ſo the king might haue theirmony. I ſ@ now 

(quoth the Archbiſhop ) whither the foztune of this Rezlme 
tendeth , the payers of the Church beeing deſpiſed, which 
ſhould appeaſe the wzath of God iuſtly kindled againſt vs by 
the daily monſtrous iniquities of our age Perceiuing then 

that the King ( who at his firſt comming to thecrowns hay 

made many open and publike pꝛoteſtations of his loue to the 

Cturch, and his intent to defend and pzotec the ſame to the 

vtmoft)that he J ſap began to hearken ſomewhat to patiently 

to theſe wicked motions; he turned him toward him, and ma⸗ 

king low obctſance, humbly beſought him, it would pleaſe his 

mateſty to remember thoſe gracious and moſt honourable ſpæ⸗ 

ches, wherin he had often ſignified his reſolute determination 

ofp;otecing the Church from all intury,as alſo his oath taken 


tothe (ame purpole at the time of his cozonation, the daunger 
and 
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and diſhonour ot bꝛeaking the ſame, and laſily, that hee ſhould 
feare to offend him by whom Kings raigne, and befoze whoſe 
tribunall all pzinces and monarchs neuer ſo great mutt one 
day come to be indged. The King ſamed to be ſomewhat mos 
ued with theſe wozdes , and deſiring the Archbiſhop to take 
his place againe, well (quoth he) howſocuer J doe otherwiſe 
J willleane the Charch in as god eſtate as J feund it. The 
Archbiſhop then turning him about onto the Pzoloquutoz 
and certaine other knights of the lower honſe that acccompani- 
ed him: Yon it was (ſaith he )and ſuch as you are that perſwa- 
ded the laſt king to take into his hands all ſuch Celles in Eng⸗ 
land as appertatned vnto any religions houſes of France 03 
No2mandy,aſſuring him it would ſo uſfe his coffers, as he 
conlo not want in many peres after, and there is no queſtion, 
but the land belonging to ſuch celles was wozth an infinite 
ſumme of mony : Powbeit it is certaine and well inough 
knowne, that within one pere after he had taken that courſe, 
he was not the value of halfe a marke the richer ; und how he 
thz1zed afterward otherwiſe, JI nerde not tell you. After that 
time there were no other attempts againſt the Church in his 
daies. Bat the clergy were ſo terrified with that wauering 
donbtfulnelle of the king, as they durft not but graunt him a 
tenth euer rere after, and though there were no other occa- 
flon, the Archbithop was faine to call a connocation euen fo; 
that purpoſe. Vis end being as ſome repozt it) was very mi⸗ 
ſerable: his tongue ſwelled ſo big in his mouth, as he was able 
neither to cat, dzink noꝛ ſpeak in many daies befo2e his death, 
and died atlaſf of hunger Febz, 20. 141 3- when hee had ſate 
one moneth aboue 17. tes. Ves lieth buried on the Rozth- 
fide of the body of Ch:iſtcharch in Canterbury , at the Meſt 
end whereof toward the Noztb , bee built a fairs ſpire t:eple 
called to this day by the name of Arundel! ſtæple, and beſtow⸗ 
ed a godly ring of fine bels vpon the ſame;the firſt of them, he 
dedfated to the holy trinity, the ſecond to the bleCed Uirgin, 
the third to the Angell Gabriell, the fourth to aint Blaſc,and 
the fift to Saint lohnthe Euangelitk. 
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60. Henry Chichley, 


Feer the death of Thomas Arundell , Henry Chichley 
Biſhop of Saint Davids was elected by the Couent of 
Canterbury to ſucc&de him. Row though many Lawes had 
beene made againſt the Popes vſurped authozity in beſtow- 
ing Eccleſtaſticall pzeferments by the way of pzouiſion : Pet 
darſt not this man conſent vnto this election ſo made, but 
committed the matter vnto the Popes determination, who 
firft pzonounced the election of the monkes voide and then be- 
ſtowed the Archbiſhopzicke vpon him. This Henry Chich- 
ley was bozne Yighamferrys in Aozthamptonthire, bzought 
vp in New Colledge in Dr/ozd( where he pzoceeded Dod of 
Law) and firff pzeferred vnto the Chancellozſhip of Saliſbu- 
ry. Yauing bene imployed much in Embaſſages and other 
bufineſſes of the king(whercin he euer behaued himſelſe wiſe- 
ip and to the Kings great god liking) by his meanes hee was 
made firſt Biſhop of . Dauids, and then afterwards Archbi 
by his ſonne king Henry the fiſth. Me receined his pall at the 
hands of the Biſhop of Wincheſter, the 29. of July, 1414. 4 
bought ofthe king the fruits of the vacacy (which was halle a 
yere) fo: ſire hundzed markes. Che perte 1428. ha was made 
the Popes Legate, but refuſed to exerciſe his powerLeganting 
further then bee was authoziſed thercunts by the King. Yee 
was a man happy(enioping alwates his pzinces ſauoz, wealth, 
honour and all kinde of pꝛoſperity many pres) wiſe in gouer- 
ning his See laudably,bountiful in be ſtowing his gods to the 
behofe of the common wealth, and laſtlp ffout and ſeuere in 
due adminiſtration of iuſtice. Foʒ the towne of Yighamferris 
where he was bozne, he obtained and beſtowed diuers impoz- 
tant benefices, and in the ſame the peare 1425. hes began at 
once the foundation ofa godly Colledge and a hoſpitall: the 
Cclledge,fo2 eight ſecular d ieſts fellowes, ſaure Clarkes , 
and ſixe Queriſters, which partly by him, partly by his erecu- 
toꝛs, to wit his two bzethzen, was ſo endowed, as at the time 
of the ſacrilegious ſuppꝛeſſing ofthe ſame , it was vale wed at 
15 C. pound and two ſhillings by the peatre. The hoſpital was 
"a; e ptople, endowed like wilc liberally, Thoſe two foun- 
dations 
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ons finiſhed,he began two other at Dxfozd,one calledBernsrd 

College ſuppzeTed by King Henry the eight, and renewed oz 

newly founded by Sir Tho, White, who named it ©. Johns 
College) and All Sonules College, which pet continueth in 
ſuch tate as he left the ſame , one of the faire ſt and ſeemlieſt of 
our Untuerſity. K. Henry the irth gaue vnto that College at 
his tequeſt the lands ofcertaine p2to2s aliens, to wit of 4. pzto- 
ries, of Alberbery in ®hzopſhire,Rumney in Kent, Langue- 
nith in Douthwales,and Wodon Pinkney in Nozthampton- 
ſhire. This Archbiſhop mozeouer beſtowed much money in 
repairing the libzary at Canterbury , and then repleniſhed 

th: ſame with a number ofgodly bokes : Mee gaue vnto his 

Church maay rich oꝛnaments and iewels of great pzice, and 

built a great part of the Tower called Drfozv Tower in the 

the ſaid Church. VVilliam Molaſh Pziozthere (that A may 
take any occaſion to recozd ſo god a deede ) the pate 1430. furs 
niſhed that Tower with a godly bell remaining there to this 
day and knowne by the name of Bell Dunſtan. The Diame- 
ter ofthat Bell at the loweſt bim is two pards and ſomewhat 
moze. But to teturne to Henry Chichley , no Archbiſhop e- 
ner enloyed that honoz ſo long as he did in 500. yeeres befoze 
him. He ſate 29. y&res,and dying Apzill 12.1443. was laids 
in a very faire tombe built by him ſelſe in his life time, fan- 
ding vpon the Roꝛth ſide of the Pꝛeſbitery. On it J finde en⸗ 
grauen this Epitaph, 

Hic iacet Henr. Chicheley Ll. Doctor quondam Cancella- 
rius Sarum, qui anno ſeptimo Henr.

ÞYgeoins 4. the Pope, of his abſolafeauthozity franſlated 
then from Bath Mels lohn Stafford. Va was ſon vnts 


13 F Hen.6, 22. the Earle ot Staffozd, bozne at Yoke in ZDozſetſhire in the 


pariſh of Abbots-bury , and bzought vp in Drfozd, where 
alſo dee p:oceded Pogo; of Law. A while hee pꝛaaiſed inthe 
Arches, even vntill Henry Chichley the Archbiſhop made 
bim his Ticar gencrall there. By his fanour alſo he obtained 
the Deanry of Saint Martins in London, and the pzebend of 
Mi ton in the Church of Lincoln. King Henry the fifth alit- * 
tle beſoze his death began to lauour him much, found meanes 
to p2eferre btmficit tothe Deanry of Wells; then a ebend 
in the Church of @aliſburp , and aſterward made him one of 
bis pꝛiuy Counſell, then k&per of the pꝛiup ſcale, and in ths 
end Treaſurer of England. This renowmed King being ta- 
ken away by vatimely death, though da found not his paſs 
ſage ſo clcte, pet hte ſtiil went fo ward in the way of pꝛefer- 
ment, and obtained of Pope Martin the fiſth , the Biſhop- 
ricke of Bath and Mels the pers 1425. Eightane pere be 
continued in that @&, and Auguſt 23. 1443+ was remoued 
to Canterbury. In the meane time, viz. the perte 143 1. in 
Febzuary he was made Chancelloz ol Cngland, and held that 
office ( which pon ſhall hardly finte any other man to haus 

done) cightone peres,cuen vntill the perte 1449. Waring 

weary then of ſo paine full a plate, he reſigned voluntarily the 

ſame. Me ſate Archbiſhop almoſt nine yeres. Molding a cons 

uoca'ton at London the pere r 452, he fell icke, and thereup⸗ 

on departed to Patdſtone, where ſhoztly after hee died, viz. 

Julp 6. Ve lieth buried at Canterbury iu the place called 

the artyzdome,vnder a flat marble tone,whereopon JF find 
engranen this Epitaph:

Ve funera!l rites and erequies of Iohn Stafford being 
performed,the monks with the kings licence pzoce&ded to 
election ofa ncw Archbiſhop, and made choice of lohn Kemp 
Archbiſhop of Bozke, that had biene bzought vp at Drfozp in 
Merton Colledge, thete then the Pope would not allow of the 
monkes election , but pet not daring to put anp other into the 
plate, of his owne god nature hee beſtowed it vpon the ſame 
man that they had choſen. He teteiued his croſſe September 
24. 145. at London, and his pall the next day at Fulham, by 
the hands of Thomas Kemp the Biſhop of London his ne- 
phew. Detem. 11. following he was inthzonized with great 
pompe and ſolemnity. This Archbiſhop was bozne at Ape in 
Bent: Being Dodo of Law he was made firſt Archdeacon of 
Ducham, then Deane of the Arches and Uicar general! vnte 
the Archbiſhop. The pare 1418. he was conſecrate Biſhop of 
Rochefer,remoued thence to Chicheſter 242 2. from Chiche- 
Ter to London the ſame pre, and from London to Yozks 
1475. Dec. 18.1439. hee was made Carvinall of Saint Bal⸗ 
bine, and afterwards being Archbiſhop of Canterbury was 
remoned to the title of © Rufine. Theſe his pzeferments one 
bziefly expzeſſed in this verſe: 


Bis primas, ter præſes & bis cardine functus. 


Hes continued not at Canterbury aboue a pte and a halte, 
but died a very olde man Parch 22. 145 3. While hee was yet 
Archbiſhop of Yozke he conuerted the pariſh Church of Me 
where he was bozne into acolledge,in which he placed ſecular 
P2:tefts to attend dinine ſernice , and to teach the youth of the 
patiſh Their gouernour was called a P2ebendary. Lhis col- 
ledge at the time of the ſuppꝛeſſion was valued at fowerſcoze 
and 13. pound two ſhillings by the perre. Bis father and mo⸗ 
ther lye buried in the ſald Church with this Epitaph,

This Archbiſhop was alſs a benefado: vnto our Uninerft 
ty ol Drfozv. Mee died very rich, and in his life time aduan⸗ 
ced diners ol his kinred to great wealth ;ſome to the dignity of 
knighthod, whoſe poſterity continue pet of great wozſhipand 
reputation. Mis body was buried ina ſæmelp monument on 
the Southſide ofthe Pꝛelbyterp alittle abonethe Archhiſhops 
Se. Othimread moze in Vozke. 


63. Thomas Bourchier. 


* — a foztnight after the death of Biſhop Kemp the 
Conent of Canterbury made ſute vnto the king (Henrie 
the 6.) fo2 licence to choſe a new Archbiſhop. Me granted the 
ſame abſolutely, neuer making an? kind ol tegueſt oz motion, 
ſoꝛ any man. Apꝛill 2 2.1 454. they eleded Thomas Bourchier, 
Biſhop of Ely. e was ſonne vnto Henry Bourchiet Earle of 
Eſſex, bzought vp in Drfozd/ of which Uninerſitie he became 
Chauncelloz anno 1434. andcontinucd ſo thz& yeares ) pzc- 
ferred firlt tothe Deanry of . Partins, then to the Biſhops 
zicke of Mozceſter, from whence the pete 1 44 3. he was tran- 
ated to Ely. The Pope that now.ſaw his p;ouiſions were 
liitle regarded in England, was content to allow ofthe monks 
election, and confirmed the ſame by his buls which were pub⸗ 
liſhed at Canterbury Augult 22.and January 26. following, 
be was enthꝛonized. Afterwards, to wit @ept. 18. 14654. the 
Pope beſtowed a Cardinalls hat vpon him, which was bzoght 
vnto him by the Archbiſhop of Rauenna December 9. follow- 
ing · Ve continued Archbiſhop 3 2-yeres, liued after the time 
ok his firſt conſecration 5 1. peeres , and departed this wozldo 
Match 30,1486. I findenot that euer any Engliſh man con 
tinued lo long a Biſhep, oz that any Archbilhop, either befoze 
02 
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92 affer him in $00.y&rs enioyed that place ſo long. marnel 
much that in all that while he nener ende uonted to leaue be / 
binde him ſome monument oz other foz pzeſernation of his 
memo2p. Df god deedes wozth remembzance,J finde onely 
this, that he gaue vnto the Uninerfity of Camb. 120. pound, 
which together with 100. pound haretofoze giuen by one 
Billingforth are kept in the Congregation houſe, in a cheſt 
called the cheft of Billingforth and Bowzſer. He lieth buri- 
ed vpon the nozth ſive of the high altar in a reaſonable faire 
Matble tombe, bearing this inſcription , Hic iacct reue- 
rendiſſimus pater & Dominus, D. Thomas Bourchiet 

vondam ſacroſanctæ Romanæ Eccleſiæ, S. Cyriacrin 

hermis Cardinalis & Archiepiſcopus huius eccleſiæ, qui 
obijt 3o. Die Martiz 148. cuiusaniinz &c. M moe ol him 
in Elx. ; 


64. Iohn Moorgon, 
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Ohn Moorton was bozne at Beere 0zBery in Dozſef- 1487 
ſhire, and bzonght vp a while in the Untaerſitie of Orfozd, Hen, G. I 


where hauing ſpent ſome time in the ſtudy of the Ciuill and 
Canon late, he pꝛocerded Dogoz of that facultte , and then 
became an aduocate of the Arches. By reaſon ot his pzaniſe 
there, the ArchbiGhop bis pzeveceſſoz(T homasBourchier)got 
knowledge of his manifold god parts, his great learning in 
thclaw, his wiſdome, diſcretion and other vertues, which he 
not onely rewarded by pzeferring him to much god ſpiritual 
lining, bnt alſo commended him vnto the king , who made 
him of his pꝛiuy Conncell. In all thoſe miſeries and afflicti- 
ons which that god kingendured(Henry the 6.) he ener ſtuck 
faſt to him, t by no meanes would be dzawne to fo:ſake him 
when all the wozld in a manner betok them to his bictozious 
aduer(ary.This ſo notable loyalty and faithfulnes Bing Ed- 
ard himſeite honoured ſo much in him, as king Henry being 
dead, he never ceaſed to allure him to his ſeruice, and hauing 
wone him, ſware him of his Councell, and traſted him with 
his greateſt ſecrets; aſſuring himſelfe belſke,that he ſhat had 
bene lo faithfull vnto his aduerſary tn ſo great avuerſitie, 
| P would 
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would no doubt be as faithfall vnto him in the like caſe if oc 
caſton ſhould ſerue. After many yeres triall of him and di⸗ 
vers other pzeferments whereunto he aduanced him, he pze- 
red him to bee elected vnto the Biſhopzicke of Ely, the yere 
474. Not long after his conſecration to that Dee, it hapned 
king Edward to die, who not repoſing greater truſt in any 
one then in this Biſhop, made him one of his executozs. The 
Dake of Yozke therefoze his dnnaturall bzother , infending 
by the deltcucion ofhis childzen to make a paſſage foz-him- 
ſcife vato the Crowne, and knowing how watchſuil an eye 
this man carried oner them, as alſs how impeſſible it was to 
cozrupt him and dzaw him to be a partner in his wicked con- 
ſozt;acenſed him of many great and vnlikely treaſons , fo 
which be committed him to the Tower. Zhe innocency of 
the man would nt ſuffer him to lie there long: Not ba ing 
able to ſtamp vpon him any pzobability of ſuch matter as ho 
laid to his charge, hee toke him thence 4 deliuered him to the 
keping of the Duke of Buckingham; who at that time lay 
fo: the molt pact at the Caſtle of Bzeknock in Wales, This 
Duke was the onely inftcument of diſplacing the childzen of 
A Edward from the crowne , e pꝛocured the ſame to be mot 
vniuftly ſet vpon the head of their wicked vncle the Duke of 
YPozke befoze mentioned, who was appointed pꝛotedour of 
them t the realme.Zheſelambs committed vato the ka ping 
of ſuch a wolſe,were (one denoured, being not only deſpop⸗ 
led of the rule and gonernement of the kingdome which de- 
ſcended vnto them by inheritance, but of their lines alſo, 
which were violently taken from them, by (mothertng the 
poze innocent childzen betwene fether beds. Now whether 
it were the deteſtation ofthis abhominable murther '/ which 
the Duke of Buckingham pꝛetended oz the vnthankſulncs 
of the tyrant, in not gratifying him accozding to his exvecta- 
tion, (which is the opinion of maſt men) oz the enny of his ſo 
great aduauncement , whereof bee thought hinvelfe better 
woe2:thy (which alſo is like enough certaine it is, that hee 
quickly began to grow malecontent,and beeing egged on by 
the Biſhop his gheſt, entred at laſt into a conſpiracie againſt 
the ſaid Aing, plotted the remouing of him, 4 endeuoured to 
match the Earle of Kichmond heire of the houſe _— 
er 
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fer with the eldeſt daughter ofKing Eduard, that (her be- 
thꝛen beeing made away) was now out of all queſtion heire 
of the honſe of Vozke, ſo to thzow downe headlong the ty- 
rant from the thꝛone which he vſurped, toreſtoze it to them 
to whome of right it appertained , and to ioyne in one theſs 
two noble houſes , whoſe contention had waſted away al- 
moſt all the nobility of the land. Bow this deuice was debz- 
ted betweene the Dake and the Biſhop , enery Chzoniclere- 
pozteth. To let that paſſe, when the Biſhop ſaw the Duke 
hav waded ſo farre in the matteras ſep backe hee could not, 
and ſeeing how he was able to do the Earle of Richmond bet- 
ter ſernice elſewhere then where he was; he found a meanes 
to lip away in a night diſguiſed , neuer making his hoſt the 
Dake acquainted with his departure. And firſt he gate him 
into his Alle of Ely:bat not daring to ſtay there long, he toke 
ſhip and ſailed into Flaunders. It pleaſed God, that as the 
Duke had beene a partner with the tvrant in his offence , ſs 
be ſhould be a partner alſo with him in the puniſhment. Foz 
being deſtitute of the aduice ofthis wiſe pzelate, oz rather 
may ſay de ſtitute of the pzotecaion of God that had determi⸗ 
ned to teuenge his diſloyalty bnto his natur all pꝛince; he fell 
ſoneafter into the hands of his enemy (the vſurping N.) that 
cutoffhis head, and was within aſhozt ſpace after ouer- 
th:owne himſelfe and ſlaine in the field by the noble Earle of 
Richmond, who foke vpon him the gouernment of our land 
by the name of King Henry the 7. Þee calling home this our 
Biſhop,made him Chancellour of England, and T homas 
Bourchier the Archbiſhop dying, hee found meanes that the 
monkes of Canterbury elected him foz ſucceſſour, and the 
Pope not only confirme? and allowed readily of their choice, 
Det. 6. 1486. but alſo within few yeres after, to wit, Sep⸗ 
tember 20. 149 treated him Cardinall of Saint Anaftaſta, 
Thictene peres he enioped quietly the Archbichopzicke, and 
died at laſt at his manner ot Knoll the rate 1 5co. in the mo 
neth of Oaober. At his firſt comming hee laia a great impo⸗ 
ſition vpon the Cieary ot tis Pꝛouinte, fozcing them byte. 
Popes autho;ity to contribute ſo largely toward the chars... 
of his tranſlation, as of his owne Dioces oncly which is en, 
ok the leaſt in England hee retceiued 54. pound. The — 2 
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befoze he died, with great charge he pzocnred Anſelme one of 
his pzedece03s to be canonized a Saint. Vee bequeathed in 
a manner all he had either vato god vſes, o2 vnto ſuch of his 
ſeruants as he had pet bene avle to do nothing foz. Ve gaue 
bato the King a poztuis,to the Nncene a Pſalter, to the La- 
dy Margarcthis God · daughter a cup ofgold and fozty pound 
in monp, to the Church of Ely his mit ex and his croſſe · Anto 
bis kinſtolke and other friends hee gaue nothing as hauing 
pzeferred them ſufficiently in bis life time. His executozs he 
bound by oath to maintaine ſuſficiently twenty poꝛe (chol- 
lers at Drfozd, andtenne at Cambꝛide foz the ſpace of twen- 
ty y&res alter his deceaſe. Me beſtowed great ſummes in 
repairing and augmenting his houſes at Knoll, Papdſtone, 
Alington parke,Charing, Fo2d,Lambbith and Canterbury, 
and built while hee lined a ſumptuous chappell in the vn- 
dercroft oz vault which is vnder the quiet. Yee lieth barted in 
the laid Chappell vader a marble tone : Powbeit a godly 
tomꝭe is ereaed in memoꝛꝝ of him vpon the ſouth fide of the 
chappell. Se moze of him in Cly. 


65. Henry Deane. 


Iſhop Moorton beeing dead, the monks of Canterbury 

choſe Thomas Langton Biſhop of Mincheſter foz their 
Archbiſhop: But he died of the plague befoze his tranſlation 
could be perfited. Then they elected Henry Deane Biſhop of 
Salisbury. At what time Perkin Warbeck beganne to ſhew 
bunſelfe in the likenes of Richard the poung Duke of Yozk, 
king Edwards ſecond ſonr r. This Henry Deane was Abs 
bot of Lanthony,and had ne bzought vp in the Uniuerſity 
of Drfozd. King Henry the ſeuenth that knew him to ber a 


. wiſe and induſttious man, made him Chancelour of Ire- 


lan», where this counterfet Duke began firſt to play his part, 
By bis care and diligence hee was d;tuenout of Ireland , 
and fo2ced to flye into Scotland. The rather in regard of this 


« god ſeruice, the king pzocured hun to be cledes vnto the Bi⸗ 


YHop2icke of Bangoꝛ, whicu by reaſon the Biſhops had laien 
from it a long time, holding ever ſome Abbotſhip oz other 
ipirituallliaing in Commendam, whereupon they lined.) 
was 
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was hozribly waffed and ſpopled. But this man comming 


thither, took great pains in recouering diners parcels oc land 
that by the incroachment or other ſoz want oſloking to were 
wone from his @«.Amonalt other things acertatac land 


betwene Yoly-head and Angleſey called your i, Mov!r, 


honnicit, oz the Iſland of Seales, was vntuſtly detainco 
from him by the polleſloꝛs thereof. c euiaed the ſame fi: 
in law, and pet was ſaine aftetwards to bzing a great pow⸗ 
er ofarmeo men thither to dztue the inhabitants by ſoꝛte out 
ofthe ſame. Mis church and pallace had beene burne d and de⸗ 
ſtrotedlongbefoze in the time of Henry the 4.byOwen Glen. 
dowr that famous rebell: Bee beſtowed much money in re- 
pairing them, but befoze he was able to bzing the to any per- 
fectton,he was called away thence to Paliſburp. Being yet 
very deſirous the woꝛke ſhoulo go ſozward, hee left vato his 
lucceſſout a Pyter and aCroſyer of god value, vpon canditt- 
on he ſhould finiſh thoſe builoings. After he had bene a few 
monethes at Saliſbury, the Archbiſhop dying, ha was 
— vnto Canterbury. His pall was ſent vnto him by 
adrian de Caſtello the Popes Secretaty, that after was 
Bo Heretoꝛd : Mels as alſo a Catdinall) and delinered by 
the B. of Couentry with theſe wozds. Ad honorem Dei om- 
nipotentis & B. Mariz Virginis ac Bo. Petri & Pauli Apolto- 
rum, & DN. Alexandri Pp. ſexti, & S. Romanæ Eccleſiæ. nec 
non & Cantuarienſis Eccleſiæ tibi commillæ, tradimus palliũ 
de corpore B. Petri ſumptum, plenitudinem viz. Pontiticalis 
oflicij; vt vtatis eo infra eceleliam tuam certis diebus qui ex- 
primuntur in ptiuilegijs ei ab Apoſtolica ſede conceſſis. Ha- 
ning receaued his pall, hee was to take his oath vnto the 
Pope, which once foz all it ſhall not be amiſle to ſet downe.

33. watecmea all apparelled in blacke, (a great number of 
tapers burning day and night in the boate) and fro à thence 
was cacciedts Canterbury, where it was buried tn the mid- 
dle ol the place called the mactyrdome , vnder a faire marble 
Tone,inlaid with bzaſſe. Bee bequeathed to his Curch a ſil⸗ 
uer image of ;1.0unces waight, and appointed 500. pound 
to bee beſtowed in his funcrals : Bee built the maſt part of 
Dtfozd houſe,and made the yron wozke vpon the coping of 
Rocheler bzidge. : 


66, William Warham, 


| * — Warham a Gentleman ok an ancient houſe, 
was bone in Bamſhire, bꝛought vp in the Colledge 
of MAinchaſter, and choſen thence to New Colledge in Ox⸗ 
fozd, where hee pzocaded Doctoz of Law. Jntending then 
to vſe and put in pzaniſe the knowledge hoe had gotten 
at the Uninerfity, be became an aduocate o Doctoz of 
the Archcs, and (one after Maſter of the Rolles. UWhile hg 
was in that office, King Henry the ſcaenth, ſent him Em- 
baſſado2 tothe Duke of Burgundy to perſwade bim that beg 
ſhculd not bela ue the falls repozts of his Dutcheſſe, and to 
fianifie how notably Che had abuſed him and all the wo2ld, in 
ſetting vp two counterfets againſt him, Lambert that mate 
btmſelfe 
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bimſelfe the Carle of Warwicke, who was then fo bee ſens 
in the Tower ſafe enough, and Perkin Warbeck whom ſhe 
had taught to name him ſelfe Richard Duke of Pozke, that 
was certainly known to haue been murthered by his wicked 
bncle long befoze. In this buũneſſe hee behaned bimſelfe ſo 
wil elp, as the king greatly commended him foz the ſame and 
the Biſhopzick of London happening to be void (@n after his 
return home, de pzocured him to be elected thereunto. Heap 
not bin Biſhop there two whole yeres, when Henry Dean 
the Archbiſhop died, to whoſs place alſo by the Kings ſpeelall 
indenour he was aduanced. Ve was tranſlated Non.2 9.1 
th:ontſed Parch 9. 1504. with wonderfull great ſolemnity. 
Che day befoze his comming to Canterbary, the Duke of 
Buckingham that was his high Teward,came thither atten⸗ 
ded with 7. ſcoze hozſe to ſ& all things in a readincſe. The 
ſaid Duke had alſo the office of chiefe Butler, and therefoze 
being vnabls to do the duties of both, he deputed Dir George 
Bourchier vnto the Batlerſhip. Pimſelfe toke great paines 
to ſa that nothing might be wanting reguiſtte foz the perfoz- 
mance of this ceremony in molk magnificent manner. The 
next day (which was Þunday) hee met the Archbiſhop over 
again S.And;ewes Church, and doing low obeyſance vin- 
to him, went befo;e him foChziſt church. At the great gate 
nerethe market place, the Pzioz and Couent receiued him 
hononrably and carried him to the Church(whether he went 
from S. Andzews Church bare. fte) (aide maſſe there, and 
was placed in his thzone after the accuſtomed manner. From 
Church he was attended by the Duke in like ſozt as he was 
thetherward. Thschere at dinner was as greate as fo mo- 
ney it might be made. Befoze the firſt meſſe; the Duke him; 
ſelfecame riding into ths hall vpon a great hozſe,bare headed 
with bis white faffe in his hand, and when the firſt diſh 
was (ct on the table, made obepſance by bowing of bis body. 
Hauing ſo done, he betoke him to his chamber, where there 
was pꝛouiſion made faz him accozding to his (tate. With the 
Archbiſhop ſate the Carle of Ellex, the Bichop of Pan, the 
Lozd Aburgauennp, the Lo:v Bzok,the 12102 of Canterbu- 
ty, and the Abbot of Saint Auguſtines. The Duke at his tas 
ble was accompanied with the Lozde Clinton, Dir =_ ard 
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Poynivgs, the chiefe juſtice of England, named Phineux, ir 
William Scot, Sir Thomas Kemp, and others. A great ma- 
ny other gueſts were ſerned in other places , noble men and 
knights,at one table, Dodoꝛs of Diuinity and aw at ang- 
ther, aud Gentlemen of the country ata third, beũdes an in- 
finite number of meaner calliag, placed by themſelues , ac- 
cozdingto their ſeuerall degras. But to let paſſe theſe mat- 
ters, and to come vato his gouernement, all the time ot A. 
Henry the ſeuenth (under whom hee liued Archbiſhop ſome 

res) he enioped all manner of pzoſperity, being in ſo 


bb 
est lauour with his Peinct, as no man greater. Ve dying, 


and his ſonne King Henry the eight ſuccæding, Cardinall 
Wolley that was then bat Almoſner and Deane ok Lincoln, 
diued ſo cunningly into the boſome ofthe pong king, as by 
and by he onertopped the Archbiſhop , 4 quickly wound him 
out of all authozity. Firſt by the kings meanes hee got from 
him the Channcellozſhip of England Then being Cardinal, 
and the Popes Legate a latcreby ſpeciallcommiſſion, hee ſet 
vp anew court called Curia legatina, bnder colour whereof, 
he dꝛew all manner of tariſdiction thzoughout England into 
bis owne hands, and appointed Officials Regiſters, xc. in 
enery Dioces, who toke vp all cauſes, and ſuffered other of- 
ficers(to whom the turiſdiction of right appertained ) to ſitte 
fill without either regard oz profit. This deiegion of the 
Archbiſhop wherein men eſteemed him fo2 the time very bn- 
happy, fel out to his great god the others immoderate great- 
neſſe, was the cauſe of his deſtracion. At what time the 
Lingendeuonred to bee diuozced from his firſt wife Q. Ca- 
therine ; ſhe made choiceofthis our Archb. & Nicholas Welt 
Biſh.of Ely(twolawyers)$of |. Fiſher Biſhop of Rocheſter, 
and Henry Standiſh Bi.of ©. Aſaph (Doctozs of Diuinity ) 
to aſſiſt and direct her in that ſute: they did ſo , and behaued 
themſelues in ſuch ſozt , as neither theking had cauſe to bee 
offended with their onerfozwarvnes, no: ſhee to blame their 
flicknes oꝛ negligence.But (he Cardinal Þ was ioined with 
Cardinal Campeius incommiſſion, wherin they were autho- 
riſedby p Pope to examine the circumſtances of that cauſe, 
de J ſay being moe lack in his pzocedings, then the N. e xpe⸗ 
ted he ſhould, ſo incenſed himy (aid A. againſt him, as ſhoꝛtly 
alter 
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alter he was content, firſt to take the aduantage of a Pzemu- 
nire againſt him, and then to cauſe him to b& arreſted of high 
treaſon, whereof ſ& moze in Vozke. Don after the Cardinals 
death, there was a Connocation held, wherein the Cleargie 
was aduertiſed that they all had fallen into apzemunire by 
yelding vnto the Cardinals power legantine,neuer allowed 
by the King: which allegations though diuers of them knew 
to be falſe inough, yet durſt they not doe otherwiſe then to 
red&>me the penalty they were (aid to haue iucutted with the 
papment of 118. thouſand pounds, whereof the P;ouince of 
Pozke ſhould pay eightene thouſand, and Canterbury the 
reſt, which was x 00000, pounds. When this gift was to 
haue bene pꝛeſented, they were certified that the king would 
not accept of the ſame,except they declared in a Canon thet he 
was ſupꝛeame head of the Church. Long this matter was 

hammering. But at laſt they agr@de fo giue vatohim this 

ne lo title, and inſerted the ſame into the inſtrument of their 

gift. Jnthat Conuocation many Canons were made a- 

gainſt Lutherans, and many motions foz renouncing the 
Popes authozity, wherein the greateſt part being fearefull 
of reſolning either way, the Conuocation was often p3020- 
gued. After many adiournements it was once ms2e put ouer 


from Apzil till Odober . In which meane ſpace the Arch- 


biſhop died at Saint Stephens nate Canterbury, in the 
houſe of William Warham his kinſman,Archdeacon of Cans 
terbury. That houſe at that time belonged vato the Archdea- 
conry, but /by what ſacrilegious meanes I know not) was 
long ſince nipped away from the ſame; ſo that the Archdea⸗ 
con, except he be otherwiſe pzonided fog then by his Arch⸗ 
deaconry,isnow houſeleſſe But to ceturne vnto our Archbi⸗ 
chop, he was buried withont any great funerall pompe, gt- 
ning mourning clothes onely to the poze, and laide in a 
little Chappell built by himſelfe fo2 the place of his burtall 
bpon the Nozth ſide of the Harty2zdome, and hath there a 
reaſonable faire tombe. Mee purchaſed much land foz his 
kinrev,and beſtowed very much in repay2ing and beautt- 
fying his houſes with faire buildings, eucn to the value of 
thirty thouſand pound, as hee pzofefſeth in his Will) foz 


which cauſe her pzayed his @ucceſſoz to fozbeare ſute — 
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dilapidations againſt his exetutoꝛs. They wore the Duke of 
Nozfolke and the Lozd Windſoz. Me contiuned Archbiſhop 
eight and twenty yeres,and died Aug 23.1332. 


67. Thomas Cranmer. 


Famous and memozable man ſuccieded William War- 

ham, Thomas Cranmer Doo; of Diuinity , whoſe 
hfe is wzitten at large by 9. Foxe and others. A ſhoulvloſe 
labour thecefozein making any long diſcourſe of the ſame. 
Bziefly, toſetdowne that which J cannot omit withont 
interrupting my courſe, you hall bnderſtand that hee was 
bozneat Arſlagon in Nottinghamthire, ofa very ancient 
bouſe, which (as it ſhould ſeme) came ont of Nozmandy 
with the Conquerour ; Foz it is certaine that in the time 
of this Archbiſhoppe a certaine French Gentleman namen 
Cranmer came into England, bearing the ſame armes that 
the Archbiſhop did, w:;ogane him great entertainement and 
did him mach honour. He was bꝛought vp in Jeſus Colledge 
in Cambztdge. Being pet very pong be married,and ſo loff 
bis fellowthip in the ſaid colledge, but his wife dying within 
one vtere he was receined into his olde place againe. Foz the 
manner and occaſton of his aduancement, his diuets imploi⸗ 
ments befoze,and his actions in the lame, his lamentablefal, 
his beroicall and memo2able combates, and laſtly, his con- 
tant death, J will (as befoze J ſaid) ſend the Reader to Pas 
fter Foxe, who hath exactly ſet downe all the particularities 
of theſe things, Dnely thus much heare, that bee was conſ: 
Park. 0. 1553.4 ſuffered moſt vuwozthy death at Drfozd 
Farch 2 1,10; C. being the firit Archbiſhop that euer was put 
to death by o2deroflaw in England, except onely Richard 


Scroope Archbiſhop of Poꝛzke. 
68 Reginald Poole. 


Ardinall Poole was the ſon of Sir Richard Poole,(why 
was colin germain vnto king Henry the ſenenth) and 
Margaret Caunteſſe of ®alisbury, that was danghter vnto 


George Duke of Clarence, the (ccond bzother of king — 
war 
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ward the fourth. Vis ſaid parents cauſed him to ſpend ſome 
time fir in Pagdalen colledgoin Drfozd, then in Corpus 
Chzifti,of which colledge he was fellow; and being yet very 
young, ſent him be pond ſea, by traucilts get both learning £ 
experience in the wozld. In the mean time king Henry the 
gight (that fagoure2 him much, as being nere of kinne vnto 
him both by father and mother) befozo his departure,had be⸗ 
towed vpon him the Deanry of Erceter. Ve had bene in J- 
taly (lying fo; the moſt part at Padua) the ſpace of 7. ta, at 
what time the King hauing aboliſhed the Popes authazity , 
ſent lo him home, he not comming, pzoclaimed him Tray. 
to2,and gaue away his Deanry vnto another. This loſe hes 
eſtæmed little of. Petrus Bembus an olde acquaintance ot his, 
was become the Popes chief Secretary, who ſs commended 
him vato his maſter, that ſhoztly after hee was content to 
make him aCardinall, perſwading himſelfe belike that ha 
would pꝛoue a good inſtrument foz Engliſh matters as oc- 
caſlon ſhoald ſerue. And ſurely, if he regarded the wozthines 
of the man, in reſpec of his manifold rare and excellent parts 
be could not lightly pzeferre any man leCe obnoxious to ex⸗ 
ceptions. Fo2 he was not onely very learned which ts bet- 
ferknowne then that it naveth many woꝛos) but alſo offuch 
modeſty in outward behauiaur, and integrity oflife and con- 
uerſation, as be was of all men both loued and reuetenced. J 
know well that Paſquill played his parts with him, and fa- 
thered abzat oz two vpon him, but without any p:obavility 
at all. Ve was made Cardinal, Pap 22. 1736. The Pope 
employed him the in digers Ambaſſages vato the Empetour 
and the French King, wherein bs did his beſt endeauouc to 
lopne them againſt his owne Soueraigne the Bing of Eng⸗ 
land and not content therewitd, hea dealt ſo buſily with his 
letters amongſt his friends in England, wherein hee dehez⸗ 
ted then tem the kings obedience,and u confozmity vita 
reſozmation, as it turned many af them to great trouble, £ 
amangt the reſt colt his mother the Toantefſ2 of Saltsbu⸗ 
ry, and his eldeſt brother the AMicount Mountacute their 
heads, It pleaſed not God that any ot his platfozmes ſhould 
take ſucceſe: And therefoze partlp malecontent , end 
partely alſa weary of the paines and contiauall _ 
the 
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theſe ambaſſages ſs2ced him vnto , hee pzocured the Pops 
to make him Legate of of Witerbio, where he determined to 
leade the reſt of his life quietly ; but hee was diſappointes 
of his purpoſe. The Pope (Paul the third) ſummoned a 
Councell at Trent. Cardinall Poole and one oz two o- 
ther topned with him muſt nerds be his Uicegercents there. 
Ve fo; his part was nothing ſo reſolute in matters of religion 
as men expeced he would. Jn the queſtion of iuſtiſication 
be p;ofefſed to be on ou: lde, and perſwaded one Morell to 
be ofhis opinion, a learned S pantard that lay in the ſame 
houſe he did, g that was ſent out of Spain of purpoſe to de- 
fend the Popes quarrel in diſputation, wherein ye was eſtes 
med excellent. Sone after his returne fcom the Councell, it 
bapned the Pope to die. A great faction there was et thattime 
in the Colledge of Cardinals, ſome taking part with the Em⸗ 
petour, and ſome with the French king: Cardinal Poole was 
altogether Jmpertall. All tyat de and diuers that were ins 
diſfetent gaue him their voices foz the Papacy; whereunto 
wt they had elected him o2decly,be fozſoth found fault with 
them fo; their raſhnes, and perſwaded them fo take further 
deliberation in ſo great and weighty a matter. Veercof the 
French party taking aduantage, began to cry out, it was reas 
ſon regard ſhould be had of many French Cardinals and o⸗ 
ther that were abſent, and could not pelliblp tepaite bnto 
the election ſo ſone; put them in minde alſo how the Empe⸗ 
rour had lately ſacked Rome as it were in ieſt, g that it was 
much to bee feared if they elected any man that wers altoge- 
ther addicted vnto him it would bee a cauſe of great furies 
and troubie. One oftheir company then rifng vp, began 
to take particular exceptions againſt Cardinail Poole, char- 
ging him with ſuſpition cftncontinency (whereof he alleads 
ged foie reaſons, though peraduentute frivolous) as alſo 
with herelle, fo2 that he had teaſoned fo2 tuffification by faith 
in the Councell of Trent, that he pzeferred Ant. Flaminius 
a knowne Pꝛoteſtant, and kept company much with him, 
as alſo with Treaclius,andother theught ill of that way and 
laſtly, that in the tune he was Legatcof Viterbio, he had ben 
ſo lacke in perittut ing of heretikes, vpon whom he ſeldome 
inſliaed any puniqment, but death vpon none. This accuſer 
was 
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was the Cardinall Caraffa, that afterward was Pope Paul 
the an olde acquaintance of Cardinall Pooles many yers , 
tuen vatill ſuch time, as that partaking in this facid betwan 
the French and Dpeniſh ſundzed them. Caratta thought him 
ſolfe the likelieſt of the French five, and in that reſpect was 
the rather induced in this ſoꝛt to deface his oldefriend, ſo to 
ſet vp himſelfe. But he was vtterly deceiued in his expedati⸗ 
on.Cardinall Poole clared himſclfe of all thoſe ſuſpitions abs 
ſolutelp, ſo that the next day/o2 rather I ſhould ſay the night 
after the next day)the company were moze reſolnte fo2 him 
then they had bene beſoze, and once moze eleded him Pope. 
Cardinall Farnelius the laſt Popes nephew was the mighti- 
eff ofthat cannaſſe. Foz ſo euet all Popes lightly take o2der , 
that ſome Cardinall of their kin (hall ſtrike a great ſtroke in 
the eleaton of their ſucceſſoꝛ, that hee map bet a meanes to 
ſhield tho ref ofhis friends from that hard meaſure which 
ſucceſloʒs are wont to meat vnto the fanourites of their pꝛe⸗ 
deceſſo2. This Cardinall Farnclius excading iopfull that he 
had bzought the matter to ſo god paſſe, came vnto Cardinall 
Poole, and would nedes adoze him by the name of holy fa- 
ther killing his fete; et. But be would not ſuffer him ſo to do, 
ſaying he would not haut their eleatona wozke of darkenes, 
that the day was the onely tims ſoz the o2detly. diſpatch of 
ſuch buſineſNe,and therofoze he deſired them to deferre the ac- 
compliſhment of theic choice vntill the moʒning. They were 
faine ſo to doe. But whether it wers that his fri.nds were 
angry with this double delay, oz that they were iuduced o⸗ 
therwiſe to alter their determination; ſo it ſell out, that 
the next mozning they choſe another, the Cardinal de Monte 
that named himſelf Iulius 3. He well knowing that the back- 
wardnes of Poole made him Pope, euer after made very 
much ot him and yalded him all manner of fauour. And fit ſt, 
fo begin with he enfo2cev Cardinall Caratta to aske him fo: 
giueneſſe befoze they departed out of the conclaue. Cardinall 
Poole pzofeſſed to be nothing at all moued with loſi g that 
place which be toke to be a birthen impoztable ;zand aping, 
bis onelp deſire was to lead bis life in quiet contemplation, 
traued licence to depart vato a certain monaTery in ths ter- 
ritozy of Aerona, repleniſhed with Monks of Saint Bc nact,

of which oꝛder he was taken fo patrone during the time of 
his reſidence in Rome Ve was ſcarſely ſetled there, when 
newes came that king Edward was dead, and that his filter 
the Lady Mary had obtained the crowne, who was bzonght 


vp a great while vnder tee Counteſſe his mother, by the eſpe- 


ciall choice and direa ion ol Nuane Katherine her mother. 
And many are of opinion that the Qutene committed her the 
rather vato the tuition of the Countefe, to that ſhee wiſhed 
ſome marriage betwerne oneof her ſonnes the Pooles & the 
Lady Mary to ſtrengthen her title to thecrowne in caſe the 
King her husband ſhould die without iNue male, fo that (as 
befoze J haue declared) they were deſcended from George 
Duke of Clarence the next heire male of the houſe of Pozke. 
Now Cardinall Poole knowing the Quene had a ſpectall 
affection vnto him fo his |:arning,his nobilitp, but aboue all 
fo; his religion(and he was a man perſonably inough,though 
elderly) longed ſoze homeward,not doubting a diſpenſation 
fo; his Clergy would ſ@ne bee obtained ot the Pope in this 
caſe, ifhappily the Nucne ſhould caſt a fancy vnto him, £ 
allutring himſelfe that though bee mifſed of the crowne, bee 
ſhould not faile of the Þyter. Peepzocured himſelfe there- 
fo;e to be appointed the Popes Legate,and to bes diſpatched 
into England with all ſped. The Emperour by this time had 
determined toendcaucur a match betwerne his ſonne Philip 
and Nneene Mary. Doubting theretoze leſt the pzeſence of 
the Cardinall ſhonld viſturbe his platfozme, bee vſed many 
deuiſes to ſtop and hinder his paſſage, till ſuch time as the 
martiage was inderde concluded. At laſt (but a day after the 
faire) one: c:methis tolly Legate,reconciled the Realme of 
England to the Pope,canſed the Archbiſhop of Canterbury 
to be depꝛiued and degraded,ſeating himſelf in his Se, which 
things and many moze are diſcourſed of him at large by Pa⸗ 
ſter Foxe, and therfoze I paſſe them oucr. Ye was conſecrate 
March 22.1555. in the gray Friers church at Grenewich. 
The Lavp day following be teceiued his pall in Bobo church, 
where he made a dzie and friuolous ſermon touching the vſe, 
p2ofit gnification, and firlt inſtitution of the pall, March,; 1. 
he was inſtalled by a Pꝛeaoz, one Robert Collins his com- 
wary. N hile theſe things were a doing, Cardinall Caraf- 
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fa his ancient enemy became Pope. ee pꝛeſently diſcharged 
our Cardinall of his power Legantine,q made one Frier Pe- 
to firſt a Cardinall, then his Legate, #beſtowed the 15iſhop- 
ricke of @alisbury vpon him. He alleadged againſt Cardinal 
Poole that he was vnwozthy the honour of the Legate Apo- 
folicall that would ſuffer the Qugne to pꝛoclaime warres 
againſt the French King; but the matter was, the olde quar- 
rels were not yet dige ted, g this wap he thought topay him 
home. The Nuane kept riet Peroout of the Realme by 
fozce, vntill the Pope was reconciled vnto Cardinall Poole 
againe. Two pete and almoſt eight moneths this man con- 
tinued Archbiſhop. In the per 1 5 58.many old men fell into 
quartaine agues (a diſeaſe deadly and moztall vnto cloerlie 
falke.) Amongſt the ref a quartans had ſeaſed vpon him, and 
bzoughthim to alowebbe, at what time newes bzought of 
Qutene Maries death ſtrucke him quite dead. Foꝛ he depar⸗ 
ted this life euen the ſame day that ſhe did,biz. Houember, 
17.1558.being 58.yeres of age, and ſire monethes. o the 
like hapned bnto him that befell vnto Deus dedit his pꝛede- 
ceſo2, to end his dayes together with his Pzince. Foz as 
NQuene Mary and he, ſo Deus dedit and Ercombert King of 
Rent died in one t the ſelfſame day. Me p2ocured in his lite 
time the gift and patronage of r 9.benefices from the Quan 
vnto his Se, which he no way elſe benefited, except by the 
building of acertaine gallery toward the caſt at Lambhith,+ 
ſome few roms adioyning. Me purpoſed inderd to haue be- 
to wed much coſt von his pallace at Canterbury, but was 
pꝛeuented by death. Unto his Church of Canterbury bee 
gaue (as I finde noted) a papꝛe of large candleſtickes double 
guilt, a great croſe of ſiluer double guilt, a Cenſer with a 
ſhippe, and a ſpoone parcell guilt, a myter offilner & guilt (ct 
with pearle and fone,a Croſter faffe of ſilner and guilt with 
a Taffe in it, a crofle with a ſtaffe fa2 a croſſebearer of ſilucr 
partell guilt,two pontificall rings ofgolde ſet with ſapby:es, 
the boꝛders whereof were ſet with furkyes,rubyes ppearles; 
and laſtly a holy water potte with a (pzinkle ef luer parcell 
guilt. Ve was a man of indifferent Tature, lender, well co⸗ 
loured,ſomewhat bzoad viſaged, his epes gray and chereful, 
and his countenance milde. is gods he leſt to the I 
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sf one Aloyſius Priolusan Italian, who beſfowed them all 
to god vſes, reſeruing nothing vnto himſelle, but two pꝛap⸗ 
er bokes. Nis body was conueighed to Canterbury, and en⸗ 
tombed on the noꝛth five of a little Chappell, that is at ths 
eaſt end of I omas Beckers chappell. 


69, Matthew Parker. 


Atthew Parker was bozh at Norwich, Auguſt 6.1504 

and bzought vp by his mother (foz dis father dies, 
he baing but twelue partes of age) in the vntnerfity of Cam⸗ 
bꝛidge. Ve was firſt a Bible Clerke of Corpus Chriſti Col- 
ledge there, and afterwardes fellow. His firſt pzecerment 
was the Deanry of Stoke, which bee obtained by the fa⸗ 
uonr of Nueene Anne Bulleyne. whoſe Chaplaine bee was. 
Tyat Celledge (though he reſiſted it what hee might) was 
Wppzeſſedin the ficſt rate of King Edvard the ſixt. After the 


-—death of that noble Lady, Aing Henry her husband tooke him 


fo2 his Chapleine, in which place he alſo ſeruedKing Edward 
his ſonne.By theſe two Pꝛintes he was pꝛeſerred vnto mas 
np other good Eccleſiaſticall pzomotions, as a Pzebend in 
Ely by King Henry the 8. the Spaſterſhip of Corpus Chrilti 
Colledge (where he was bzougbt vy) by the elegion of the 
fellowes, but commande ment of the ſame king, and laſtly ths 
Deantp ofLincolne, with the pzebend of Colvingham ginen 
hum by king Edward the xt. Beſides theſe linings bee bad 
alſo the Parſonage of Landbeach foure Miles from Came 
v:idge by the gilt ofthe Colledge,whercof he was Paſter. 
Theſe linings bee guietiy enioped till the ſecond yeare of 
Q. Mary, at what time foz being married, hee was dep2i- 
ned and liued poozely all the time of her raigne. That terri⸗ 
ble fire being extinguiſhed that conſumed ſo many zealons 
and learned men, and the Archbiſhop2icke left vopde by the 
death ofCardinall Poole, this Matthew Parker then Doctoz 
of Diuinity, ſometimes Deane of Lincolne, and Paſter of 
Corpus Chriſti Colledge in Cambꝛidge (as afozeſaid) was 
thought mcteſt fo; that high place and pꝛeſti ment. Me was 
conſecratethereunto, December 17. 1559 bythe Biſhoppe 
that lately had ban of Bath, Trceter, Chicheſter e35edfo2d, 
ty 
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fo wit, W.Barlow, Miles Couerdale, Io, Scory, and Tohn 
Hodg:kins @uffragan of Bedfo2b, helde the ſane ſiſtecne 
pores and flue monethes,and deceaſed May 17.:1575.baink 
ſeaenty two peers of age. Ve founded a Grammer {chocle at 
Noch dale in Lancalhice : Wato Corpus Chriſt: Colledge in 
Cambzidge (where he was bꝛought vp) be pzocured thirtecne 
Scholle chips, built tyetnward Libzarie, two faire cham⸗ 
bers in the ſame.£$H0;coner he gaue to the Libzarie of that 
Co.icdge a great number of Bokes ſome peinted, other 
witten but very rare, and murcy to be clecmed foz their va⸗ 
lue andantiguity.Ye gaac them alſo thꝛ hundzcy and tenne 
eunces v*p! ite dot ble guilt, the perpetual! patronage of &. 
Mary Abcluwurch in London, land fo:the maintenance cf fwo 
feilowes abcue thc odiuatie number. aleaſſe fo ſeauenterne 
rates, wozth 14. pounds cicht Hillinges de claro, and 
one hundzed pounds to mainc tame a fice in the Wall there, 
from Alhalloniide (ill Candlemas. Ve tooke oder foz the 
pꝛeaching ot fire Scimons purely in the Negation wake, 
in flue ſcuerall Churches in Nozfolke, Unto the City of 
No2wich( where he was boꝛn.) he gaue aBalonand Cwer 
double gu:lt weighing one hundzed ſeuenty thzee ounces, F 
fiſty ſhillings yerely teuenew, to bee denided among poꝛe 
people of the ſame City. Unto Gunuell and Caius Colledge 
a pot double auilt, of fiity ixc ounces, together with a nealt 
of goblets, and certaine bookes : Zo Trinity Yall a Schol- 
lers place, a cuppe waighins fifty thx onnces,a nealt of gob⸗ 
lets and bokes likewiſe : To the Untuerſity fiſty waitten 
bookes of great value, and fiſty pzinted: And otherwiſe be⸗ 
towed much money vato charitable ves, not neceſſary pars 
ticularly to be rexaembzed. Upon the reparation of his Pal- 
lace at Canterbury which was now greatly decapcd) hee 
beſtowed one thouſand foure hundzeb pound. At Lambhith 
alſo he tepapꝛed and built much to hie g cal charge. But as 
boue any thing I may not ſoꝛget his great care of pzeſeruing 
antiquities, vnto which his care we are beheloing fo2 mult 
of out ancient hiſtoꝛies, that Lut foꝛ him were cuen vpon the 
pꝛint vtferly to periſh. Ve lieth burtedinthe Chapel! bes 
longing to his houſe ac Lambyith vnder a laue marlic fone, 
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70. Edmund Gryndall. 


N the moneth of Febzuary following Edmund Gryndall 

Archbiſhop of Yozke was tranllated toCanterbury. This 
man was bone at Saint Bas in Cumberland, fellow firff, 
then Maſter of Penb2zoke Wall in Cambzidge, of which A⸗ 
niuetſity he was fo2 one pete one of the P2octozs. A while 
he was chaplaine vnto aſter Rydley Bilhop of London, 
whop ꝛeletted him vato the ſeruice of king Edward the ſixt. 
In the end of which Kings raigne, there was an intent that 
the ſaid Biſhop ſho!d haus bin remoued to Durham, + it was 
thought that after Gryndall Chould ſuctæde him in Lon- 
don. Butt edeathofthat nad king diſturbed the pzogrefſe 
ol this platfozme, and in ſtead of the-expeced honourable 
aduancement, fozced him to a voluntary exile in Germanp , 
where he lined all the raigne of Nuane Mary. @hee dying, 
and the late gratious Pzinceſſe happily ſuctca ding, bee was 
appointed vnto the gouernement ſo long befoze intended,e- 
lected therennto Julp 26.1559-andenioved the (ame about 
I1,y&res,biz.vntill Bay 20. 1570. at what time he was re- 
moued to Yozke.-There he ſate almoſt ſire pætes, 4 as betet 
is mentioned, was once moe tranflated viz. to Canterbury, 
Two pures befoze his death he became blinde, and died at 
Cropdon(where alſo he was burted on the ſouth fide of the 
Chancell) July 6. 1583. beings 4.yeres of age, when he had 
continued Archbiſhsp ſeuen ye@res and almoſt a halſe. In the 
place where hee was bo;ne he founded a free @chole, which 
be endowed with thirty pound land. To Quenes Colledge 
in Oxfozd he gaue twenty pound land to maintaine a fellow 
and two ſchollers to bee taken out of his ſaid Dchole: Vee 
gaue them alſo the greateſt part ofhis boks, and $7, ounces 
ol plate, befives fozty pound debt which he fozgaue them. To 
baun ace in Cambzidge, hee gaue two and twenty 
ound land ſaʒ the maintenance of a Gta ke lecter, of a fellow 
and two Schollers, to bs likewiſe taken out of his ®chole. 
To them he alſo gane ſome bokes,and fozty ounces of plate. 
Lo Pagdalen Colledge in Cambzidge hee gane flue pound

In his time 
alſo Ethelbert king of Kent built the Cathedzall Church of 
S.Paul, thatbeingoften increaſed by Erkenwald and other, 
was burnt at lat down to the ground ſome coo. yeres after, 
and built a new in that ately fozme it now bath by Mauri- 
tius Biſhop of London, and his ſucteſſouts. King Ethelbert 
mozcouer gaue Tillingham and other lands unte this 
Church.

Feer the departure of Mellitus the Church of London 

was long without a Paſtoz , tuen vntill that Segebert 
obta ning the kingdoms of the Eaſt Sarons by the per- 
ſwaſton of Oſway King of Nozthumberland hee became a 
Chuſtian and pzocured Ccadda a vertnous and godly 
P2ieft to be conſecrate Biſhop of his country.That charge he 
attended paineſully many peres.fAtlaſt, building a Pona⸗ 
ter in the Ro2th country called Leſtinghen; the ſame was 
ſcarcely finiſhed, when the infection of the plague beeing 
 b:onght thither,toke away not onely this Biſhop the foun- 
der, but almo@ all themonkes that were now newly placed 
in the ſamc.Dſthis man Beda wziteth mach in bis Eccl : hi- 
ſcozy Lib. z. c. 2 2. & 23. Pe died Odo. 26.654. and was buri- 
ed in the alozeſaid Ponaſterx of Leſtinghen.

But 
pzeſently ſuch exceptions were taken againſt him as theres 
upo he was no: only ſtayed from conſecration, but deppiucd 
alſo of his Abbo ſhip. Mis elecozs were William the Deane 
of Paules, Kalte Langford, and Richard Beauveys (the 
ſame J belicus ) that afterwards was Biſhop. The King 
who very much milliked this election ( hauing made requett 
fo2 ſome other) amonglt other effeqs of his diſpleaſure, can- 
ſed the wiues of theſe Canons (as Bale repozteth ) to ba 
impziſoned, and otherwiſe Hhameſully intreated.

Well. hath) but Bale affirmeth he was Abbot of Lep⸗ 
cefer,and not of Gloceſter, The yere 1149. hee was conſe⸗ 
crate Biſhop of Yerefozd, continued in that De almo@ 12, 
pertes, and in 1161. vpon the kings ſpeciall requeT, be was 
tranflated ts London. In all the fticres betwene Thomas 
Beckerand the Ring, he ſtuck vnto the king very faithfully , 
and was partaker of all his counſels. $1i\king much the 
Archbiſhops pꝛide t obſtinaty, de would often exhozt him to 
bumility in theſe wozds, Ad Zaccheum non diuvcrtitlet 
Dominus nili de Sicomoro iam deſcendillet, Mat. Paris xe. 
pozteth a ſtrange thing ot him (beleue it it vou lift ) that one 
night comming from the king , after long conference concer- 
ning the buũnelle betweene the king and the Archbiſhop : as 
he lay muſing of thoſe things in his bedde, a terrible and an 
vnknown voice ſounded theſe wo2ds in his cars,O Gilberte 
Foliot, dum reuoluis tot & tot Deus g1us eſt Alcaroth, Ta- 
king it to be the deuil he anſwered boldlp, Mentiris Dzmon, 
Deus meus eſt Deus Sabaoth. At what time the King bani- 
ſhed certaine fanozites of the Archbiſhop, that were Cleargy 
men, hee commaunded this Biſhop to recelue the fruites of 
their liuings into his hand. Foz obeying the authozity of his 
Pzince herein, the Archbiſhop excommunicated him. And 
pꝛeſentip vpon the laughter of the ſaid Archbiſhop, the Pope 
excommunicated himalſo, but affirming by oath he was not 
guilty ofthe murther, de was abſolued. Yee died Feb2zuary 
18. 1185. It ſæmeth hee was not onelp wiſe , bat (ſo; thoſe 
times) very learned; ee w2it diners bookes mentioned by 
Bale. J finde in Polycraticus, a note concerning him, that

becauſe if expzeſſeth very well an humo2 bnfo which mozfal 
men are much ſubiect, I thinke not vnneceſſarp to offer vato 
the Reader enen as J finde it. Venerabilis Pater, &c. The 
reuecend father Gilbert Biſhop of Perefozd , would ſomes 
times diſcourſe vato mee (ſaith he) a certaine guiſe of Clop⸗ 
fer men, the experience wherofhe found in himſelfe. When 
firſt he entred into the Ponaſterp, hote with the fire newly 
kindled in him, hee was wont to blame very much the flug- 
giſhneſſe ol his gouernozs. Being pzeſerred himſelf, he wag 
fill moued with compaſſion toward his equals , but ſpared 
not his betters. Bes became firſta P2to2 ; taking part then 
with 1Þzt028,he would complaine of Abbots. Afterwards be · 
ing made an Abbot, fauouringhis fellow Abbots, hee ceaſed 
not to repzehend Biſhops. Andlaſtly when he was a Biſhop 
bimſelfe,he began to ſ& how much moze eaſie a thing it is to 
find faults, then to mend them. A thinke not / ſaith hee) that 
this Biſhop was to be eſtæmes enuious, but beeing a wiſ* 
man, hee erp;efſed pzetily an affecton, as it were naturally 
engraffed in enery man; and was the moze willing to take 
that kinde of fault vpon himſelfe, that he might be the better 
beard of others. Ioan. Sarisb, Polycrat. lib. 2. cap. 24. A very 
wiſe and renerend Biſhop now deceaſed, in my hearing hath 
often acknowledged the like humour in himſelfe befoze his 
pzeferments, and therefozeadindged it the rather to be bozne 
with all in other men.

ſhopofBath June 10. following beeing Trinity Sunday , 
together with Richard Archbiſhop of Cantorbary and Hugh 

Bicop ofEly.This Roger (ſaith M. Paris) was very reue- 

rend man, religions, learned, painefnll in pꝛeaching, elo- 

quent, a great houſe-keper, of very gentle and curteous be- 

hauto2. Whereunto het might haue added that hee was alſs 

tout and very couragious. One Rultandus the Popes Nuns 

tio being earneſt in a connocation fo2 ſetting oz ward a cer- 

faine pꝛolling deuiſe to ſcrape vp money foz his Paſter ; he 

not onely withſtad him openly , but cried out vpon the vn- 
reaſonable and hamelefe couetouſnes ofthe court at Rome 

and was the onely meanes of faying the courſe of that exa- 

tion. Foz reuenge harofnotlong after the began to frame 

an accuſation againſt him at Rome, alleaging matters alto- 

gether falſe and frinolons. It fo:ced him to tranell thither , 

and coft him great ſummes of money befoze he could rid his 

bands of that bꝛabble. The pere 1 23 3. Walter Mauclrie, 

Biſhop of Carlile taking ſhip fo pale ouet the ſeas, was hin- 

deted by ſome of the kings officers, foz that he had no licence 

to depart the realme. Theſe officers foz ſo deing, hee extom⸗ 
municat ed, and riding ſtraight vato the court, certified the 

king what he had done, and thererenewed the ſame ſentence 

againe. About the ſame time the king gaue commandement 

faz the appzchending of Hubert de Burgo Eatle of keat, whe 

having ſudden notice therofat midnight, got him vp and fled 

into a Church in Efſer, They to whom the bufiteſle was 
committed, finding him vpon his knees befoze the high altar 
with the Sacrament in one hand _ a crolle in the other, —

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ried him away neu theles vato the Zower ofLondon, The 
Withop taking this to be x great violence and w;ong offerep 
vnto holy Church, would neuet leaue the king (that was in⸗ 
deve a Pꝛince teligiaus inough) vntill bee had cauſed the 
Earle to be carried vnto the place whence he was fetcht.It is 
thought it was a meanes of ſauing the Carles life. Foz 
though o2der was taken hes ſhouldnot ſcape thence, pet it 
gane the kings wzatha time to cole, and him'elfe leſure ts 
make pzefe ofhis innocency : By reaſon whereof, hee was 
afterward reſtozed to the kings fauoutr and foꝛmer places of 
bonour. This Biſhop died at his manner of Biſhops hall in 
the pariſh of @tupenheath on Michaelmas dap 1241, 02 as 
ſome repozt (J thinke vntruly ) Ogo. 3. 1243. and was bu- 
ried in his owne Church, where Mathew Paris ſales diners 
wiracles were wzonght at his tombe.

Pozke was eleced vnto the @& of London, but not 
conſecrate vntill Oaober 9.

This our Ful- 
co was a gentleman of a great houſe, but a ſecond bzother.

The 15.day 
of Parch following, it was againe hallowed and dedicated 
vnto the honoz and memozy of Amphibalus(that had (uffe- 
red death foz Chzilt in the latoperſecution) by Conſtaus Bi- 
ſhop(as my Authoz ſaith)of Wincheſter, at the tequeſt of

and vpwards, it then continued in the ſame tate, to witte, 
vntill the pre, 315. at which time, Cerdickethe firſt King 
ofthe Meſt Saxons, being a Pagan, conuerted the church 
into the Temple of Dagon(ſapth the Panaſcript afozeſaid, ) 
andeyther flew o2 chaſed away all the Ponks and ÞPlaiſters 
ofthe ſame. Thus much fo; the firſt foundatid of this church, 
and the ſtate thereof, vntill the comming of the Saxons. 
No let vs pꝛocerde vato the diſcourſe ofthe Biſhops, that 
we flute ſucceCCinely to haue ſate in the ſame. 


1. Birinus. 


B:ouince oz kingdome ofthe Gewiſſes oz Weſt 
1 Saxons,containing the Melk part of England, was 


 gonerned along time by one Biſhoppe, that was called 


the Biſhop of the Weſt @axons. This Country after the 
Sarons inuaded the ſame,receiued firſt the faith of C hit 
in the time ofKing Kinigilſus, by the pzeaching of Byrinus 
firſt Biſhep, who being a very zealonugand denout man,ob- 
fained leaue of Honorius the Pope of Kome to aduenture 
bimſelſe in p;raching Chzilt vnts Jnfidels. And his pꝛomiſe 
was, to trauell vuto the moſt ſanage and barbarous peo- 
ple in the farthermoſt part of this Idle, that amongtt them 


be might ſow the leds of the goſpell;wherenpon he — con- 
etra⸗

ſecrated Biſhop by Aſterius then Biſhop of Genoa, But 
comming thither, and finding the Country of Gewiſſes, 
where he firſt arrined to be altogether Pagans,and without 
any knowledge ofChziſtianity, he determined to go no far- 
ther to ſeke that which enen there he had already met with- 
all. It pleaſeo God ſo to bleſſe his labozs, that in a ſhoꝛt time 
not only great numbers of the common people, and many of 
the nobles, dut euen Kinigilſus the King himſelfe beleeued in 
Chꝛiſt and toke on them the badge and cogniſance of Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtianity by Baptiſme, Oſwald the king of Nozthumberland 
was pꝛeſent at what time Kinigilſus recetued this @acra- 
ment, and was his Godfather, being afterwards to become 
bis ſonne by the marriage of his danghter.Theſe two Kings 
appointed vnto Birinus the city of Dozchefter foz his Cathe- 
dꝛall Dx, where ſpending his time in pzeaching, and other 
paſtozall offices not without great and ineſtimable p2ofite) 
be died about the pere 6 50. Det. 3. 1 /5,yeres after his fit 
comming into this country,and was buried there in his own 
Church, F 


2. Agilbertus, 


KN the meane time it had fallen out, that Kinigilſus dying, 
Kenwalchus his ſonne raigned in his Read, who refuſing 
the offer of the kingdome of heauen by refuſing Chzift, loft 
alſo ſoone after his earthly kingdome. Me had married the 
daughter of Penda king of Percia oz id England, ( vpon 
what occaſion I know not) putting her away, marriet ane- 
ther. Foz this cau'e Penda tookearmes againſt him, 4 fo2- 
ce? him out of his kingdome. Then foz ſuccour det fled vnto 
Anna king of EfNer,a good man and very religious, in whoſe 
court he liued the ſpace of thz& pates, and there was firſt 
bought vnto the faith of Chziſt. By the helpe of this good 
P2incehealſo was reſtozed to his Kingdom againe.Þis fa- 
ther had pulled downe the Temple of Dagon (as beſide the 
fozeſaid Manuſctipt certaine antiquities J baue ſæne at 
Wincheſter do tepozt and begunne the building of a very 
faire Church in Wincheſter, but was taken away by death 
befoze he could finiſh it, and ſo: maintenance of the , —

Zers of the ſame, had allotted all the Country round about 
within y mile ofthe City. This building Kenwalchus fint- 
ſhed,and not anely ratified the fozeſaid gift of his father, but 
alſo himſelſe beſtowed vpon the ſame church the mannours | 
of Pownton,Altreſfozd and UWozdiem. Sone aſter the can | 
uetſion of Kenwalchus,one Agilbettusſa Frenchman bozn) 
that had ſpent a great time in Jreland in pzeaching the gol 
pell there, came into theſe parts,an.6 50. and of his owne ac⸗ 
cozd toke great pains in inſtructing the people. The King 
being giuen to vnderſtand of his learning and painfulneſſe,

pꝛaied him to accept the paſtoꝛal charge of his country, wher- 
unto be agreed and continued in the ſame a long time. 
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3. Wina, or Wini. 


T laft it came to paſſe that the king milliking his ſpeech 

and vtterance (as not being able to deliuer his mind, but 
in bzoken and very bad Engliſh )cauſed another Biſhop to 
be oꝛdained, one Winaſa French man likewiſe, but one that 
could ſpeake very good Engliſh) and diuiding his Country 
into two parts,allotted the one vnto Agilbert, who held his 
Epiſcopall Se as befoze is ſaid at Doꝛcheſter, and the other 
vnto this ſame Wini appointing vnto him fo: his Se the ci⸗ 
ty of Wincheſter. This matter Apilbert taking very grie- 
nouſly, the rather foz that it was done altogether without 
either his conſent oꝛ knowledge) teturned in a great cafe in. 
ta his owne Country, where ſon after he was made Biſhop 
of Paris. Se Winioz Vina, was the firft Biſhop of Wins 
cheſter,of whom ſome vainelp ſuppoſe, the City to haue ta- 
ken his name. Peelyeth entombed in thenozth part of the 
Pꝛesbyterp vpon the top of a wall, where is to be ſene this 
Inſcription, Hic iacent oſſa Wini Epiſcopi. Not long after 
the departure of Agilbert the king (J know not foz what 
cauſe)ſell into great miſlike of Wina, and dꝛoue him out of 
his country, who flying vnto Wulthere king of Pertia 03 
Mid England, bought ofhim ſoz money (as it is ſaid)the Bt- 
Hop:icke of London, being the firſt Sunoniſt that is menti- 
ned in our hiſtozies.

*. Weſt Barons were then a long time without a Bi⸗ 
thoppe. In which meane ſpace Kenwalchus petteiuing 
all things to goe againft the halte with him, and nothing to 
p2oſper vnder his hand, but croſſes and miſchances to come 
thicke,one in the necke of another, (fo; ſo inded it ſell out 
with him,fo2 the particularities whereof J refer the Keader 
to our Chzonicles)he beganne to conſider with himſclfe,how 
that by neglefting Religion, he firſt loft his kingdome, and 
no ſooner embzaced Chzilt,but ye was reGozed to his crown 
againe ; and therefoze perſwaded himſcife, that his neglt- 
gence in appointing a Paſtoz that might loke vntothe ſer- 
uicoof God, was the cauſe why his wo2ldly affaires had no 
better ſucceſe.Yereupon be ſent an ambaſado; into Francs 
vnto Agilbert, to excuſe the wzong heretoſoze dons vnta 
kim, and with all earneſtneſſe to perſwade him to returne 
vnto his ſoʒmer charge there againe. This though Agilbert 
refuſed to doe, alleadging that he was bound by pzomiſe not 
to fozſake the place he now held: pet that de might ſhcw his 
teadineſſe to gratifie the King in what he might he ſent cner 
with the Amballadour a Pziet named Eleucherius,his own 

nephew, that might(ifſo it pleaſed him) bee ozdainedPaſtoz 

and Biſhop of that Country, teſtifping, that (foz his owns 

part) he thought him not vawozthy ok the place. Yee was 

bononrably receyued of the King and his people, and at their 

requeſt conſecrate Biſhop by T heodorus then Archbiſhop cf 

Cantcrbury. De continued Biſhop ſeuen perres, 


5. Headda, 


Fter Eleutheriusfacc@&ded Headda , a very holy and 
vertnous man, hut one that pzofited moze his charge 

in example of god life and conuerſation, then in often pzea- 
ching vnto them: fo: (as it ſhould ſem) very learned hee 
was not. Yet(ifBedaſay true) God appꝛoued his gouerne- 
ment by the teſtimony of many mitrackes. Ye died as ſome 
deliuer the reare 704. 0; (3s cther) 705, and that (as the

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Maxtpꝛologeis tell vs, where he is calendzed lo; a Saint, ) 
July the 7. 


6. Danicl, 


E dying after he had ſate ſomwhat abone thirty peres; 

it ſeemed god to Ina then King ofthe Well Sarong , 
to dinide the Pzogince into two parts;whereof ihe one hee 
committed vnta a kinſman of his owne called Aldelmus, 
commanding him to make @herbozne his Dee, and vnto 
the other was ozdained Daniel, who following the eps of 
bis pzedeceſſo2s,continned at Wincheſter. Vee was very 
tearned and wꝛit commendably diuers hiſtozies, as one con- 
cerning his owne P2ouince,an other containing Aultriali- 
um Saxonum gelta,a. 3.de vita Ceddæ Epiſcopi, and mozeo- 
ner,de reb.vectæ Inſulæ, and ſome other diſcourſes. This 
man ſate 43. ptetes, and at laſt perceining himſelfe vnable to 
gouerne by reaſon of olde age, bee teſigned his Biſhopzicke.

Bout this time many (as Simon Dunelm, Henry Hun- 

tingdon, Rog. Houeden, and othet) many J ſay,ſuppoſe 
Achelwult oz Achult (that was king ot tde Weſt Barons 
twenty perres) to haue bent firſt Biſhop of Mincheſtet by 
the ſpace of ſeuen pats, which in my indgement cannot well 
be true- Certaine it is, that ba ing in ozders,viz.a Subdea- 
ton, and perabuentute elected Biſhop . { fo; ſo ſapth the Abbot 
of Getuaux, Io. Bram pton) by the diſpenſatien ofthe Pope, 
be was taken out of the monaſtery of Wincheſter to be king; 
and that is all I find of this matter wozthy credit. 


18. Swithunus. 


Fter Helmſtan ſuttæded as it ſeemeth) Swithunvs, the 
opinicn of whoſe bolines Fath pꝛocured him the reputa- 

tion ofa Saint. Wow miraculoufly he made Whole a basket 
of eages that were all bzeken, and ſome other tbir ges 2c- 
counted miracles in our biſkozics, who ſo luſt map reads 
in Matthew Welt minſter , in hisrepoztof the pete 882. at 
what time July 2. this Biſhop died t acco2ding te his owne 
appointment) was buried in the churchyard: whatſocuer his 
holines was, his leatr ing queCionles was great; in repeat 
V : whereol 
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whercofEgbert King of the Weſt Barons committed vnto 
bis gouernment that ſame Ethelwolfe his yonger ſonne that 
ofa Sabdeacon in the church of Minche ter, was afterward 
made king, as befozeis declared. Dome there be that (ay pee 
was Chancellour of England, wheras that office was not g- 
reded till after the Conqueſt. 


19 Adfcrthus, 


Dferthus ſuccitded him in this Biſhopzick,a man(ſaith 

Florilegus) ſuſticientiy lerned,and that a while diſcret- 
ly and wiſely gouerned this . At ſemeth he was tranfla- 
ted to Canterbury, and is remembzed in the ſtozies of that 
Church, vy the name of Athelredus,

Vmbertus the ſucceſſs; of Adferthus died in the viert 
879 and left his Biſhopzicke vnto Denewulſus. 


21 Denewulſus, 


His Dencwulſus (as the fame goeth ) was ſomtimes 

a hoggeheard,and dwelt in the place wherz the Abbey of 
Athelney in Summerſetſhire was afterwards butlded. It 
bapnev at that time king Alfred (that famous king of the 
Weſt Sarons) to bee ſo niere followed of the Danes(that 
ſought nothing moze than his life) as bcirig abandoned of all 
bis followers,he knew no better oʒ mee likely courſe fo; his 
ſafety,then(diſſembling bis eſtate to deltaer bimſelfe fog a 
while into the ſeruice of this hogheard, dwelling in a place (at 
thattime)almoT inacceCible foz water, and ſoof very little 
oz ns reſozt.©0 long he continued there, as his maſter and 
dame were almoſt weary of his ſeruice, wherein he was not 
ſo ready as a man thould that had had education accoz- 
dingly.Df her it is particularly deliuered,that when theking 
let certain cakes burn that ſhe had ſet him to toaſt, the repze- 
hended him ſharpely as an uvnpzofitable ſeruant in thoſe

Atlafk it fell out, that the kings friends gathering them 
ſelues together. he toyned himſelle vato them, and his ſub- 
ies (that now a great while thought him dead) reſoztedvn/ 
to him in ſo great numbers, as ſetting vpon the Danes, he 
ouerthzew them, and in a ſhozt time not only bzought them 
bader his obedience, but alſo reduced in a manner the whole 
Realme of England into oe Ponarchy. Þaning thus recs- 
nered the peaceable pofſeCion of his crown, hee was not vn- 
mindfull of his old Þafter,in whom percetuing an excellent 
charpenes of wit, he cauſed him(though it were now late be- 
ing a man growne) ts ſtudy, and hautng obtained ſome com- 
petency of learning, he pzeferred him to the Biſhopzicke of 
Minche ter. Þozeouer,that he might ſhe w himſelſe thank- 
full vats God aſwell as man, in the place where this Þog- 
heard dwelt, de built a Ponaſery,the wals whereofare yet 
partly ſtanding.

Whereupon the king pzeſently impꝛiſoned Aluyn, 
edealt little better with his mother, with whom alſo be was 
otherwiſe offended foz allowing him ſo ſcantly in time of his 
minozity. She ſ@med to purge her ſelfe by miracle,cffering 
fo walke vpon nine plowſhares red hot to pzooue her inno⸗ 
cency, which the is ſaid to haue perfozmed,and ſo was refto- 
2ed to the fanour of her ſonne againe. Alwyn alſo was ſet at 
liberty; and Robert the Archbiſhop their accuſer ( whether 
fo; hame oz feare I cannot tell) was glad to get him out of 
the realme.

Jr his ſncceſſo; was chaplaine vnto Edward the con- 
feſſo2, and by him pzeferred to the Biſhopzicks of Elm- 
ham(whence that Se was ſone afterremoued to oz wich) 
1043. In the ſhozt time he ſtayed there ( not paſt 4. yeres) 
be had much ado with one Grinketell, that by money found 
meanes to caſt ont Stigand and placed himſelfe in that 15t- 
ſhop:icks Pee could not keepe his hold long: Foz Stigand 
quickly reconered it again, and held it til that the yere 1047. 
be was tranflated to Wincheſter: from whence alſo he was 
remoned to Canterbury inthe yeere 1052. But whether he 
miſtcuſfs> bis title to Canterbury, Robert thefozmer Arch- 
biſhoppe beeing yet aline, oz that inſatiable conetouſnefſe 
pꝛouoked him thereuato, I cannot tell; bee retained gill 
Wincheſter, notwithſtanding his pzeferment to Canterbu⸗ 
ry : which was the cauſe ol his vndoing at laſt. Foz the Con- 
queroz who came into this realme while be was Archb:(hoy, 
being deſirous to plate his ownecguntrimen in al roemes ot 
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ſpetlall authozitie ; and beſides haning a pꝛiuate grudge at 
Stigand fo foꝛting him to pelde Kentiſh men their auncient 
liberties, whereof (@ moze in Canterbury) pzocured him to 
be depzined of both his Biſhopꝛickes vpon this point, that he 
bad contrary to the law held them both together. Pe lieth in⸗ 
tombed at Mincheſter with Wyni the firſt Biſhop, incloſed 
(as it ſet meth to mee )with him in the lame coffin : vpon the 
Noth ide thereofis waitten:

De was de-ziued an. 1069. and died apziſoner in the caſtle 
of Wincheſter ſhoztiy aftcr. 


35. Walkelyn, 


Done alter the depzivation of Stigand , Walkelyn 8 

Chaplaine of the kings was conſecrate Biſhop of Min⸗ 
cheſter, viz. ann. : 070. He fanoured not monkes, bat diſpla⸗ 
ted them where he might, and pat in ſecular Pꝛieſts in their 
roomes. Hee died January 3. 1097. Os he continned Bi⸗ 
ſhop 2 7. peeres. In his time, to wit, the pete 1079. the Cas 
— Chee of Wincheſter that now ſtandeth began tit 
to be built. 


36. William Gifford. 


T this time, and how long befoze it is hard fo ſap , lay 
Pꝛintes euety where tooke vpon them to beſtow Bi⸗ 
ſhopzickes,giuing inueſtitare and poſſeCion of them by deli- 
uering the ring and the croſier. Pope Gregory the ſeuenth 
fi:ſt withſtood Henry the Emperour in this caſe , and made 
him atlaſt glad to peeld vnto tanonical eled ions King Hen- 
ry thefirſt taking vnto himſelſe the like au hoꝛity, placed di⸗ 
uets of his chaplaines in Biſhopzickes (without cleaion) 
commanding the Archbiſhop to conſec-ate them. Amongeſt 
divers other, he appointed this William Gifford Biſhoy of 
Wincheſter, andrequired Anſelme the Archbiſhop to g.. e 
him conſecration, which Anſclme vtterly refuſed to affwzv, 
rither vnto him o2any other in the like caſe. The King ſent 
then vnto Girard Archbiſhop of Pozke, whom bee found = 
thing 
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thing Frange. But Giffard ( ſaith Matthew Weſtminſter) 
timens rigorem Sancti Anſelmi,ſpreuitconſecrationem cius, 
ſcood ſo much in awe ol Saint Anſelme, as he dutſt not but 
retec the offer of the others conſecration. The king angry 
hitherto with the Acchbiſhop onely,was now much moꝛe in- 
cenſed againſt this Gi!fard,and in great diſpleaſure baniſhed 
him the realme. In the ende, the king and the Archbiſhoppe 


grew to this agreement , that the gifts of the king alteadye 


paCed ſhould bee ratified ; and hisclerkes nominated to Bt- 
ſhopꝛickos, ha ue conſecration, vpon pꝛomiſe, that harealter 
hee ſhould not diſturbe canonicall elections, but vtterly re- 
nounce his pꝛetended pztuiledge. Do after much ado , hee 


was conſecrate, together with diners other, an. : 107, De 
founded a Ponaſtery foz Ciſtercian monkes at Wauerly , 
and a Nunnery at Taunton,whereof the fir# was valued at 


the ſuppꝛeſlion in 174. pound, eight ſhillings th2& pence ob. 
the other 438 pound, nine ſhillings ten pence. Mozeouet he 
built the Biſhop of Mincheſters houſe in Southwarke,and 
was a large contribute toward the feundation ofthe mona- 
Terp fo2 regular Canons at @.Mary Queries. Vee ſate 21. 
p&res,and dying January2 5-112 $.was buried at Winches 
Ter in his owne Church: howbeit J ſes no memo: iall of him 
there at all. 


37. Henrie de Bloys. 


Fter the death of Giffard, the king found meanes to pze- 

fer vnto his Biſhopꝛicke a nephew of his owne Henrie 
de Bloys Abbot of Glaſtonburp, being the ſonne of his iter 
Adela, hy the Carleof Bloys. A man in regard of his mant- 
fold good parts fit and likely enough foz the place. Foz bee 
was very wiſe and honeſt, (though th:zough the mildnes and 
facility ot his nature ſomwhat vnconſtant) and foz his lear- 
ning, diners ofhis wzitings pet extant dot ſhew it to bee a⸗ 
boue the oꝛdinaty pitch of thoſe times AmorgT the reſt it is 
not to be fozgotten that he wzit a hiſkozy not pet petiſhed cen 
cerning the finding ol ing Arthurs tombe at Slaſtonburp, 
at what time himſelfe was Abbot there. Being Legate a la- 
tere when his vnkle king Henrie died, although hee * 
othet 
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other Biſhops of the land had (wozne fealfy vnto Maud the 
Empꝛellez yet the being abſent in R92mandy, the nobility x 
peoplemuch eſtranged fd her in regard of het mariage which 
they milliked, and this Bithopps doubting leaſt ſome other 
ſtepping vp beſoze her artiuall, the kingdome might bee tent 
awsy quight f.om his kinred and paſſe to ſome ſtranger ; by 
vertue of hispower Legatine he called a countel of the clergy 
(who ſwayed all in thoſe dayes) and dzawing Roger Biſhop 
of Saliſburp to his party, eaſtly pzocured his bꝛolhet Ste- 
phen Earle of Boloigne to bee elected Bing, and the rather 
becauſe he made extraozdinary pꝛoteſtation of defending the 
Church with all the rites and liberties of the ſams, to which 
purpoie he was content to take a very ftraightoath Yowbgs 
it, few parcs palled bel oʒe he ſo farfozth cal behinde him all 
remembzance of this oath,znd the god offices done vnto him 
by the cleargy,as he ſeales vpon diuers caſtles belonging ta 
the Biſhops of @altſbury, Lincolne and Elp, fpoyling them 
o! whatſoeuer hes feund in them, as in the life of Roger of 
Saliſbury you may reade moze at large. Whereupon this 
Biſhop by vertue of his power Legatine,calleda Conncel at 
Ulinchelter, whereunto the King himſelfe was ſummoned, 
Vow that matter was debated there between theLegate and 
ſuch as the king ſent, is ts be ſene at large in VV. of Malm(- 
burie who liued in thoſe dayes, and was en epc-witnefle of 
much oftyat which hee repozteth. The ius was no other 
then a delay foz the pꝛeſent: The King would perld nothing, 
and the Legate durſt not excommunicate him without the 
Dopes p2lutty. Pet the Biſhop intending no meanes bnat- 
ten pted to tedute his bother to that which he toke tobe the 
right wap; taking the Archbiſhoppe and ſome other Biſhops 
with him repared vnto him, and putting bim in minde of the 
oath hee had taken; vpon their knaz they humbly beſought 
bim that he would pitty the Church, his owne ſoule and his 
honour, and not to giue occaſion of a bꝛeach o2 difſention be- 
kwane the kingdome in the Pꝛieſthod. Fayre words the 
Ling returned vnto them,leauing them in hope of ſome rea- 
ſonab e ſatisſuction, which how farre fco:th he meant toper- 
fo:me it can not appeare , becauſe the Wiſhop of Saliſuurp 
of very griefe, / as it is ſuppoſed) ſho2tly after died. This 
viithankfulnes or his to the Church and Church men which 
one⸗ 
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onely had ſet him, did ſo alienate them from him, and ſeemed 
ſo odious vato moſt men in generall, as pzeſently after the 
Empꝛeſſe was able to make her party god again him,toke 
bim p2iſoner, and was receaued fo; Queene of the Legate 
and great part of the kingdome beſide, as ofthe reſt alſo in 
likelihod da had bene , but that her baſe bzother Robert 
Earle of Gloceſter ( whoſe valour and wiſedome was the 
pꝛincipall means of her aduancement)being alſo taken pziſo- 
ner by the Kings friends, thep were faine to exchange the 
one fo2 the other;by which meanes the king hauing regained 
his liberty, both ſides were now ſet enen againe. The Le⸗ 
gate then (nature no doubt wozking in him a deſire of his 
bzothers welfare , and pzetending acommaundement ſrom 
the Pope) addicted himſelfe altogether to his party ; yet ſo as 
in the ende hee willingly became a mediatoz foz that peace 
which made an ende of the controuerfie which had now held 
the land in a ciuill warre fo 17. pe&res together. Euſtace the 
kings eldeſt ſonne being dead, it was agred Stephen ſhould 
hold the ccown during his life,rong Pzince Henric the Cm 
pzefles ſonne ſhould haue Rozmandy and be declared heyre 
apparant vnto the kingdome of England after him, In the 
meane ſpace during the time of theſe harliburltes, thecity of 
WincheCer was by the Biſhops followers ſpoyled g burnt, 
(fo2 the greateſt part) downe to the ground, together with 
the Nunry,the mon#fery of S.Szimbald, e meze then 20, 
other Churches,(ſome ſay 40» )This hapned vpon the 2. day 
of Angu@, : 141, Sone after,by the ſame men the Nunry of 
Warwell was like wiſe ſpoyled + bucnt,s the Biſhop himſelf 
returning to Winc.tok of from the crofſe that was burnt in 
the new onaſtery 50. l. of ſiluer,and ;0.marks of gold, 3. 
crownes with ſo many ſeats 02 thꝛones of fine Arabike gold, 
ſet with pzetious Cones, All this he put in his owne purſe, 
Now concerning the monaments of his bounty + liberality, 
vou ſhalt under ſtand, thai he founded that woꝛthy hoſpitalof 
S.Crofle na te Winc. Jn which place ſome thing had bene 
bulit long befoge to ſome ſuch god vie 3 but it was deQroyed 
by the Danes and quite ruin ted, til he reedifiedit,o2 rather 
laidne'v foundations in the ſame place, an 1 1 ; 2.4 endowed 
{© with the ceuenewit now bath. Pe alſo built the caſtellot᷑ 
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edified by the Biſhops of Mincheſter) and much increaſed 
the meanes of the Aunry of Taunton , founded by his laſt 
pꝛedeteſſoʒ. Ye was a man as of great bloud,ſoof a great and 
bigh mind. Þe contended often with the Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury foz ſuperiozity,vnder colouz that he was the Popes 
legate a latere, and (as Matthew Parker deliuereth) a Cardi⸗ 
nall. Matthew Weltminſter repozteth that hee obtained of 
Pope Lucius the title of an Archhiſhop , teteiuing from him 
a pall and anthozity oner ſeuen Churches, what they were 
he nameth not. Wallingham in his Ypodigma ſaith (which 
I take to be the truth )that the ſaid Þope onely intended that 
courſe and was pzenonted by death. In the 42.yeare of his 
conſecration he fel fick dangerouſly : whereof the N. Henry 
the ſecond hearing, came to viſit him:But he was ſo far from 
periding the king thanks foz this great grace, as hee gaue him 
noloks but frowning,no2 ſpeches but very ſharp and cutſt: 
repꝛehending him with very bitter wozbs as the canſer of 
Thomas Beckets death. Pet ſuch was the great makenes of 
this pzince,as he not only tooke very patiently this rep;wofe, 
but long after thought much ofthe ſame. And ſurely no great 
maruell. The memoꝛy of a dying mans wozds abideth long: 
How much moze of a Biſhop,a graue, wiſe, and learned pze- 
late? He departed this lite Auguſt 6.1 17 1.where he was bu- 
ried J find not. 


38. Richard Tocliue alias More, 


Fter the death of the fozmer Biſhep, the See food vold 

3. eres: many other churches likewiſe at the ſame time 
ſtod long vold. At laſttheyere 1173, by the inſtante ot two 
Cardinalls, the king graunted licence of fre election vnto 
them all. Anto Mincheſter was then choſen Richard To- 
clue Archdeacon of Poptiers, by ſome called More, by other 
Richard de Iuelceſter: Bee was conſecrate at Lambith the 
veere following, ris. 1174. together with thzeeother Bi⸗ 
ſhops,Gettery of Elp, Robert of Berfozd, and Iohn of Cht- 
cheſter. Ye died ſaithone Dec. 2. 1 187. an other Dec. 2 1. 
1188. and his Epitaph hath 1189. Ve lieth intombed in the 
nozth wall of the Pzeſbytery,iuſt vnder Wina, where is in- 
grauen this that followeth. @ Odijt.

39. Godfridus de Lucy. 


Odfridus de Lucy ſonne vnto Richard Lucy chiefe Ju- 

Tice of England, was conſecrate Biſhop of Winche- 
fer Ronem. 1, 1189. and died an. 1204. ſo he ſate 15. pates 
This man purchaſed of king Richard the firſt, the marnozs 
of Wergraue and Penes, which in times paſt had belonged 
vnto his Dx of Mincheſter, but ( J know not how)had bin 
altenated from the ſame. Pozeouer, he became agreat bene 
faco2 vnto the pzio;y of Leſnes oz Weſtwood inKent,foun- 
bed by his father. 


40. Peter de la Roche. 
Bout the end ofthe ſame yeers , one Petrus de rupib, 


being a knight, was conſecrate Biſhop of Wincheſter lohn 6. 


at Kome. A notable wiſe pzelare,and of ſuch authozity vnder 
king Iohn firſt, and Henry the third after,as none greator in 
thoſe times. Pee with two other Biſhops, viz. Philip his 
countrey man of Durham /foz they were both Pictautans) 
and Iohn Gray of Ro2zwich , animated king Iohn fo with 
Tand the Popes excommunication : but they were all faing 
to ex peccaui at laſt. The tete 1214. king John made him 
chiefe iuſtice of England: the nobles of the realme grudging 
very much that a tcanger bone, ſhauid rule duet them. Af- 
ter the death ol king lohn, king Henricbecing achilde , the 
. realm was long gonernedalmoft altogether by this Biſhop. 
Foz William Earle Parſhall dying, hee was choſen in his 
teme P2oteco; of the king and realme : And afterwards the 
King being grows to peeres of diſcretion, rolped altogether 
vpon his counſet!. e had a nephew (02 as ſome ſaya ſonne) 
named Peter d Oriuall treaſurer of England, in marnellous 
great fauour alſo with king Henrie. Yet as court favours are 
variable; ſo were they often diſgracedand offen reſtozed a- 
gaine to the height of wozluly happineſe, J meane the Pzin- 
ces great eentire fauour. The _ 122 G. hee toke his voy- 

age 
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age fo the holy land being abſent 5. parts, at his teturn was 
tei tiued with pzoceTion and all gues of great ie. Ye died 
June 9.1238. at Farnham, when hee had ſate Biſhop the 
ſpace of ; 4. pates, and was buried /accozding to his own ap- 
pointment ) very mecn-ly and even obſturely in his owne 
church. In bis death (auth M Paris) the counſell of @ngs 
land receiued a great wennd. That gad ſocuet hapned tn- 
to the Church, either by peace o2 warte in the Polz land at 
the comming of the Emperour Fredcricke , it is ſpecially to 
be aſcribed batothe wiſedome of this Biſhop. Agane(ſaith 
he) when as diſcozd betwan the Pope t the Emperoz thzeat- 
ned the deſtrudion ofthe whoic church; he was the (peciall 
meanes of compounding a peace betweene them Now ofths 
religious houſes he buil*, and beeing built enriched with re- 
uenewes fo: theit maintenance, theſe be the names; Edward- 
lou, whole valuation I find not; Halcs of the oꝛdet ot Pꝛe· 
monſttatenſes, value d at the time of the ſupp: c ſion in ; 57.1 
78. 7d. ob. Tickford of the ſame ozder, in 28 .I. 19 8. 10. b. 
ob. and Haliſowen which ſome ſerme to call Saleburn foz 
Canons regular ofthe oꝛder of S. Augulline, whoſe valus 
was-3371. 15s. 6d. ob beſides a godly Yoſpitalat Pozt(- 
meuth, valued at 33 1 19 8. 5d ob. Pozeouer it is to be te- 
membzed that het remooued the Church af . Thomas the 

artp; (as they tall him) in the holy land, from a very vnfit 
place, vnto a moze conuentent, and refo2med the ſtatutes of 
the company belonging to. that Church, caufing the Patrt- 
ark of Hieruſalem to take oder, that whereas thep were 
beeretofozemeere lapmen , now they ſhould be under the 
Templers and of their ſociety. And laſtly, he beſtowed great 
colt in foztifping and repziring the Towne of Joppa, anofa- 
ble ſuctout andrefage of the Chꝛiſtians in thoſe parts. e 
made a wozthy e memozable will,gining vntoenery of the a- 
ſaid places, a huge ſumme of money: fo2 the leaſt that he gaue 
was vnto the houſe of ®. Thomas of Acen, vnto which hee 
bequeatted 500-marks. All this notwithſtanding, heleſt his 
Biſhopzicke very rich, his houſes furniſhed,and his grounds 
ready ſtocked foz ſucteſſo. Thus mich M. Paris. 


41. Wi- 
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41. William de Raley. 
Pe S& being thus voide by the death of Peter de rupi- 


bus: the king (Henry the 3.) dealt very carncftly with I — 


the monks of Minche ſter, to choſe in his place the Biſhop c- 
led of Ualentia , the Quanes vncle. But they were agtad 
bpon W. de Raley;Biſhopof Rozwitch,and toke exceptions 
againſt the clec of Walentia, calling him virum ſanguinum, 
TUhen the king heard ok their intent, he was exca ding angty 
and made great hauocke of the Bichops tempozaltics, ſwca- 
ring, de would haue his will at laſt,oz they ſhoulo nener haue 
Biſhop. The monks then ſæing him ſo obſtinatly ſet againſt 
the Biſhop of No; witch, determined to altar their purpoſe, 
and were content to choſe Ralſe Neuil Biſhop of Chicheſter, 
the kings Chancelloz ; wherein they were ſo farrs from con- 
tenting hun, as hee was much moze incenſed againſt them 
then befoze ; and not againſt them onelp, but the new elen 
alſo;from whom immediatelp, bee toke the great ſcale and 
gaue it to a other. As foz the election, not without great chars 
es, he cauſed the ſame fo be cafſired and made void a! Rome, 
Much ado there was,foz theſpaceof flac oꝛ fire pres about 
this matter. At laſt, the mankes ſeing no end, and being re; 
ſolut d againſt the Walentine ; they pꝛocaded to election a- 
ga ne, and choſe accozding fo their firſt determination, the 
Biſhop of No2wich. This cleaion was ſuddenly made and 
quickly confirmed at Nome. Pet the king teaſed not to ſpurn 
at the ſame, commaunding the Pareo of WincheNer to to 
bid the new Biſhop entrance into his city, which he did, and 
was by him cxcommunicate foz his laboꝛ, and the whele city 
interdict2d. In the mean time, the Biſboy (cit the burthen of 
the Kings diſplecfurc ſo heany bpon him in England, as he 
thought god to ſlie the realme.Pe got him into France, and 
was hononrably reeetned of the A. there. At laſt by the inter⸗ 
reſſton of Boniſace the Archb. e the JIopes earnceli letters to 
the Ring and the Autene, he wasroſtozed fo the l:ings fauo; 
anv obtained licence to returne, Foz tect mpence of this be⸗ 
nefiteand his fatherly care, the Biſhop (faith Mar. Welt. ) 
in {hankefulneNe bt Lowed vpon the Dope Coco, martkee, 
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which he in god nature twkeeuery penny, without diſdaine- 
fall returne of one denier. The payment of this money, and 
the charges ol his trouble Rucke ſo cloſe mo him, as though 
ge liued very pztnately, in all his lite long, bee was neuer a- 
blo to reconer himſelt᷑ out of debt. Me died about the twentith 
day ol September, 1249. at Taron, whither he had with- 
dzawen bimſells with a very (mall trains almaſt a tete, be- 
foze. It is reco2ded of him, tʒat being nare death, he had the 
Sacrament bꝛought vnto him. And perceining the P2ieff fo 
enter his chamber with it, hee cryed out, tay ged friend, led 
the Loꝛd come no neter vnto mee, it is moze tts that I bes 
dzawne onto him like a trayfoz, that in many things hang 
beene a frapto; vuto him. Mis ſeruants therefoze byHis com- 
maundement dzew him oat of his bed vnto the place where 
the Pet was, and there with teares hee tete iued the Da. 
crament, and ſpending much time in pꝛaper, after ward, he (a 
ended his liſe when hee had beene Biſhop about the ſpace of 
ſire vert s:foꝛ he was tranſlated, ann. 1243. ſo that the. We 
was votde fine peeres. 


42. Ethchnarus- 


Be King beeing certified of his death, ſent immediakelie 

two ol his Chaplaines to Wincheſter, to per(wade the 
monkes to elec Ethelmarus the ſonne of Hugh Carle of 
Match, and Iſabell the Quene his mother; ſo that hee 
halfe bzother vnto the king;a man (ſaith M. Paris) in teſ 
ok his o2ders,yeeres,and learning, vtterly vnſuffictent. By 
that time they had labozed the matter the ſpace of a fo2tnight 
the king himſelle came vnto Winchefter, and in the Chap- 
ter houſe made a moſt earneft tequeſt in the behalfe of the 
ſame his bzother. The monks to wel temebzing what great 
trouble eſozrow they had endured fo2 denying the kings laſt 
tequeſt;ſome of them beaten and ſozs wounded, many co2- 
mented with hunger, and laden with chaines, in long impzi⸗ 
ſonnent,beſides continuall charges, of ſutes and trauell, and 
knowing wel they ſhould haue no aſſiſtance at Rome, ſo long 
Es the Kings purſe was better then theirs : they reſolugd 
(though they knew the man moſt bnfit to gratifie the king; 
and 
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and ſo, no man daring to ſay no, with one conſent he was ele- 
aeo.Þe had at that time other ſpirituall liuing equinalent in 
revenue to the Archbiſhopzike of Canferbury, which that he 
might kepe,and pet teceiue al the pzofits of the Biſhopzicke 
of Wincheſter; de determined not to be conſecrate at all, but 
to hold it by his election,and ſo did indeed, foz the ſpace of 9. 
yercs. Inthe meane time, he and the reft ofhisconntreymen 
( with whom the realme was much peſtered) were growen 
very odious as well with the nobility, as the commons, not 
onely fo that their infinite wealth and immoderate p;efer- 
ment was much enuied, but mach moze foz their pʒide, and 
inſolency which a man can hardly beare in his owne friend, 
much lee in an alien and tranger, whom men naturally 
diſlike much ſoner then tgeir owne countrimen. Amongeft 
the reſt, this Echclmarus bare himſelte ſo vclo vpon the king 
bis bzother, as hee gaue tommaundement to his ſeruants ta 
fazce aclergy man out of the poſſeſſion ofa benefice , where- 
untohe pzetended ſome right; and it he withſtod them, to 
d;aw him out of his poſſeſſion by violence. The pooꝛe man 
loath to loſe his liuiug, defended it ſo long, till by my Lozd 
Electes men hee was ſlaine himſelfe , and his people ſo ſoze 
beaten, as within few daies one oz two of them died. This 
fact and other like bzought al the Pidauians into ſuch hatred 
as the realme was ready to riſe againſt them: which percet- 
uing, to auoid the tempeſt growing towards them, the pete 
I they all led, Ethelmar ſent ouer fo his treaſurs,wher- 
of hẽ had laid vp great ſtoze:but much of it came ſhoꝛt beeing 
interceptedat Doner, and taken away from thoſe to whome 
it was committed. The pere after the departare of the Pi- 
dauians, biz. 12 59. the monkes of TWincheſter thought goa 
to pꝛocede to the eleaion ofa new Biſhop. And knowhtig it 
was to no purpoſe to make choice ot anꝑ, but ſuch as the king 
fauourcd,eleced Henric de Wingham then Chauncelloz ot 
Engl d. But he, althougb(he doubted not of the kings fa- 
nour) inregard that another beeing eleged it might pzwue 
litigtous, refuſed to conſent vnto their elegion, alleaging his 
olwne vnwozthineſſe foz want of learning. The king was 
content to allow of him conditionallp, that ſome tay might 


be made foz a time to ſ whether bis bzother Ethel ar might 
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attaine conſecration of the Pope. Nile the king tod vpon 
theſe vncertaine tearmes, Hemy de Wengham became Bis 
ſhop of London the vate 1259.and 2. rates a'ter, viz.126 1, 
Echelmar died. Nd toke ozder his heart ſhould bs bzought te 
Winchefter, where it was intombed in the South wall of 
the pzeſvytery as this Elog um witnelleth,

43. Iohn Gernſey. 


Ohn Gernſey oz Iohn of Dxrfozv(foz ſo alſo J find him tal⸗ 

led) was conſecrate Biſhop an. x: 65. at Rome, where it 
is (aide hee paid vnto the Pope 60co. markes fo2 his conſe- 
cration, and ſo much moze vnto lordanus the Popes Chan⸗ 
celloꝛ. Pzeſently vpon his returne he was ſuſpended by Oc- 
tobonus the Popss legate fo; taking part againT the king in 
the Barons wars. A ſmal time he emoped his honoz ſo dætly 
bought:the pete 1268. he died in Italy, and was buried there 
at Viterbium.

Bichop. But Fryer Peckham at that time Archbiſhop 
ofCanterbury , toe exception againſt dim log holding of 
many benefices; And ſaid, that a man of ſuch conſcience as 
were fit fo2 that place, would rather centent bimſelfe with 
leflelining,then load himſeife with the cure of ſo many ſouls. 
He being refuſed, Nicholas de Ely hauing bene ſcarcely one 
pete BiſhopofUWozcefter, was called to this Church. Me ſate 
12, Pres, and died an. 1280. His body was buried at Was 
uetly, dis bartlieth enfombed in the Douth wal of the Pzeſ- 
bytery with this inſcription :

AS this time the Pope beganne to take vpon him the 
beſtowing of Biſhopzickes foz the moſt part enery 
where. This lohn de Pontiſſara was placed by him vpon his 
abſolute antho;ity. Me was a great enemy unte the monks 
of his Church, who(s lining bee much diminiſhed ts in- 
creaſe his owne. Yee died the yere 1304. bauing ſatenars 
24 rætes and lyeth buried in the Nozth wall of the Pꝛeſby- 
— p, whers his tombe hath this Epitaph engranen on the 
me;

46, Henry Woodloke. 


Enry VWoodloke ſucceded him. Robert Winchelſey 

Archbiſhop of Canterbury beeing baniſhed the realme 
by king Edward the firſt, who charged him with treaſon, this 
Biſhop became an interceflo2 foz him, and in the requeſt ha 
made to the king in his behalfe,chanced to call him bis god 
Lo2d : which the king toke ſs hapnoofly , as by and by hee 
cauſed all the Biſhops gods to bee confiſcate and renounced 
all pꝛotedion ofhim. Bow he recouered the kings fauonr a- 
gaine, I nde not. Not long after the ſaive king dying, by 
the permiſſion of the fazeſaid Archbiſhop bee crowned king 
Edward the ſecond January 22. 130%. and died an. 316, the 
13 parte ot his conſecration,

Ohn de Stratford Dato ol Law ſuccæded. When he had 

continued in this ſeat 10 peates an. 1333. Ve was tranflas 
ted to Canterbury. In the meane time he was foz 4. years 
Chancelloz of England.

Dam de Arlton Dodd oflaw bozne in Perefo2d, was 
conſccrats 1Stſhop of Perefozd September 26. 1317. 


| Jn a Parliament holden at London anno. 1 324. be was 


accuſed of treaſon , as haning aided the Poztimers with 
men and armour againſt the king. When be ſhould haue 
bene arraigned (a thing till that time neuer beard of, that 
a Biſhop ſhould be arraigned)the Archbiſhops of Canterbu- 
ry,Yozke and Dublin, with their Suffcagan Biſhops, came 
vnto the barre,and violently toke him away. Rotwithſtan⸗ 
ding the accuſation being fonnd true, his tempozalties were 
ſeaſed into the kings bads, vntil ſuch time as the king (much 
deale by this machination and deuife ) was'depoſed of his 
kingdome. Jfhe which had hene a Trapto2 vnto his PÞ2incs 
befoze,after deſeruedpuniſhment fo: the ſame, would ſ@n be 
entreated fotoyne with other in the like attempt; it is no 
maruell, Ro man ſo fo: ward as he in taking part with label 
the Nugne againf her haſband king Edward the ſecond,

Biſhop ſept vp into the pulpit, and there taking fo2 his text 


theſe wozds/ My head grieueth me)he made along diſcourſe 


to pʒoue, that an evil! head, not otherwiſe ts be cured, muſ ts 
taken

taken away. Pauing gotten the King into their power, te 
fearing leaſt if the king at any time reconered his liberty and 
crowne againe, they might receive condigne puniſhn ent; 
tounſelled the Quæne to make him away. Whereunto ſhe 
being as ready and willing, as hee to haue it done,they wiit 
certaine letters vnto the kepers of him (the olde King) ſig- 
nilying in couert tearms what they deftred. They epther not 
perfealy vnderſtanding their meaning, oz deſirous to haue 
ſomewhat to ſhew foz their diſcharge,' pzay them in erp:eſſs 
wo2ds to declare vato them, whether they would haue them 
put the king to deathozno. Co which queſtion this ſubtle 
fore framed this anſwere, Edwardum occidere nolitetimere 
bonum eſt, It vou ſet the point between nolite and time 
re, it fozbiddeth : if betweene timere and bonum, it ex⸗ 
bozteth them to the committing of the fac : This they 
toke fo2 a ſufficient warrant, and moſt pittifully murthered 
the innocent king by thzuſting a hote ſpitte into bis fun⸗ 
dament. And who then (@ carnel[f a perſecutoz of the 
murtherers as this Biſhoppe, that when diners of his let- 
ters wers ſhewed again him, eluded and anoyded them 
by ſopbilticall interpzetation, and viterly denyed that bes 
was any way conſenting to that hatnons fact, Pow cl:an- 
ly hee excuſed himſelfſs J know not: But ſure J am, hee 
was ſo farre fromreceyuing puniſhment, as within two 
Monethes after, viz. in Nouember 1327. he was pzefer- 
red vnto the Biſhop;icke of Wozceffer, Sixe petes after 
that be was tranllated thence to Wincheſter by the Pope, 
December the firlk, 13 33+ at the tequeſto the French king: 
which King Edward taking in very ill part, fo2 that the 
French king and he were enemies, detaining from him 
bis tempozalttes, till that in a Parliament, at the ſute ofthe 
whole Clergie, he was content to palde them vato him. Ve 
late Wiſhoppe of Wincheſter clenen partes, ſeuen Po⸗ 
nethes, and ſeuenteene dayes, and being a long time 
blinde befoze bis death, departed this liſe the eightanth of 
July, 1345.

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51. William Edendon, 


1345 1 ſame yare William Edendon(ſomefimes a ſtudent 


in Oriozt) was conſecrate Bilhop, a man in very great 
faucur with Bing Edward the third. Being Treaſurer of 
England, he cauſcd groats and halfe groats to be copned the 
rette 1350. ( coinenot ſane in England befoze) but they 
wanted ſome thing of the tuft Kerling waight, which was ths 
cauſe that the pꝛices of all things roſe then very much. And 
where as many other times the like pꝛaaiſe bath bene vied, 
inſomuch that flue ſhillings hath now ſcarſe ſo much filuer 
in it, as fine groats had o yeres lince,no maruetitif things 
be ſolde foz treble the pzice, that they were 3 co.peares agoe. 
{ereofalſs it commeth to paſſe,that the Pzince and Nobili- 
ty cannot poſſibly maintaine their eſtates, with their ancient 
rents and teuenues, which bzingin, though the wonted 
tale and number, pet not the due waight and quantity of 
mettall. But toretnrne to William Edendon, be was alſo 
Chancellour of England, and once elect Archbiſhop of Can 
terbury, but refuſed to accept that place,ſaying(as the repozt 
goes) Canterbury was the higher racke, but Wincheſter 
the better manger. Yefounded a Ponaſtery at Cdendon, 
(where he was bozn)foz a kind of religions men, called Bon- 
hommes, valued at the time of the ſuppꝛeſſion in 524.1, 12.8. 
5. d. ob.peately teuenue. He died an. i 366. when he had been 
Biſhop almoſt ont and twenty yeres, and lyeth in a very 
faire tombe of Alabaſter, on the ſouth fide of the entrance 
into the Nater, whereon is engrauen this rude Epitaph,

tte kings requeſt, Willian Wickham bis Chap- 

laine, pꝛincipall Secretary, and Kaper of the ÞP2iup 
Oeale, ſoone aſter Edendons death, was both oleced by the 
P3ioz and Couent of Wincheſter, and allowed of by the 
Pope, who now tooke vpon him to haue an int ere ſt in the 
diſpoſition ot all our Biſhopꝛicks, as elſe where J haue moze 
at large diſcourſed. This man was the ſon of one Iohn Pcroc 
and Sibill his wife, foz whoſe place ot buxiall, hæ eteded a 
Chappell afterwards at Tichũ eld nere the Town of Wick- 
ham in Hampthire. In that fowne he was bozne the ya«re of 
our Lozd 124. and acco2ding to the manner of moſt Cler⸗ 
gy men in thoſe times )of that towne (the place of his birth) 
toke bis irname. I finde alſo recozded, that hee wes wont 
to be called ſometimes by the name ot Long, and that (as it 
is pzobably ſuppoſed) foz no othet cauſe, but in regard of his 
ffatare,wbich they ſay was bery tall. Pee was bzought vp 
Arſt at Mincheſter, and then at Drfozd, at the charge of a 
Gentleman called Nicholas V aedall oz Woodall. Jn theſe 
places (haning ficfk paſſed the Rudiments of Grammer he 
flu3 e2Lokicke, Geometcy, Arithmetique, and the French 
tongue, but pzincipally the Ciuill and Canon lawes. Jn all 
which as he p3ofited excadingly ſoz the time he ſpent inthe; 
ſo there is no ddubt hee vouldhauepzoucd ſo excellent as 
men are wont, that doe long and painfully imploy good wits 
to ſuch purpoſes, had ho not been euen as it were vialentlie 
d;alvnefrom them when his abode and continuance in the 
Uninerfity might ſeem moſt requiſite. His Patrone and er- 
hibitioner being appointed Conſtable of Wincheſter caſtle, 
(an office of great impoztance in thoſe dayes)he made choice 
of this his pong (choller to ſerne dim as his clerke oz ſecreta- 


ry,4 lo toke him fromthe Uninerſity, when hee had as yet 
con- 
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continued there not fully ſire yeres. Yow long hee lined ſq 
vader him I find not: dut certain it is, his ſernice was vary 
well liked of him: Foz beſides his perſonage which was tal 
and exciding comely) not to (peak any thing of his learning 
(whereof his aſter could make no great vie) he wzit very 
fatre,pennedexcellently,+ ſpake no man better. By reaſon 
wheceofhe was often imploped in wiiting letters, yea ard 
ſomelimas in mcllages allo to the Court, not onely by his 
maſter, but by the Biſhop,that a while vſed to bozrow him 
of his maſter,anvat the laſt dzew him to his ſeruice. At haps 
ned then after a while, N. Edu ard the 3. to come to Minche⸗ 
ſter who taking ſpeciall note ofthe behauiour and other good 
parts ofthis pong man, would na ds haue him to ſerue dim. 
Ve implo ed him much at the firit in ſurueighing bis buil- 
dings at Poucr, QNupnbo;ough,Venly, Windſoz, Peſtan⸗ 
ſtead, g elſe where. In which, and all other biuflneſſes com⸗ 
mitted to his truſt,be behaued himſelle ſo well, as hee ſoone 
grew into great ſauout and high cl1i1;-ation with the king, 
and quickly reaped thoſe fruites that Pꝛintes fauours are 
wont to yald, many rich and honourable p:efcrments, It 
ſhall not be amiſſe to remember, how that bauing obtained 
diuers godly pꝛomotionus, which (in modeſty peraduenture ) 
he acknowledged to haue receiued rather as rewardes of 
ſetuice, then in regard of any erxtraozdinary deſert otherwiſe; 
he cauſed to be engrauen in Winch:ſter Tower at Winds 
ſo2, theſe wozds,(T his made Wickham). EWhereofwhen 
ſome complained to che King, as a thing derogating from his 
bonour,that another ſhould ſ@me to beate the charge of his 
buildings, andthe King in ſome diſplea'ure repzehending 
him fozit: Peeanſwered, that his meaning was not to a⸗ 
ſcribe the honour of that building to himſelfe,but his ewne 
hono2 of pzeferments vnto tbat building; not impoꝛting that 
Vickham made the Tower, but that the Tower was the 
meanes of making Wick ham, and ray ſing bim from baſe e- 
ſtate, vnto thoſe great places of honour he then enioped. Ve 
was fic Parſon of Saint Partins in London, then Deane 
of Saifit Martin le graund, Archdeacon ſuccefituely of Lin» 
colte, Nozthampton, end Buckingham, all ok the gift of 
bis olde acquaintance Iohn Bokingham Biſhop ol L incolne, 
with 
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with whom. Sio: on Burſeigh(a knight afterwards of great 
honoz) heonely in a manner conucrſed during his abode in 
Drfazv. Beſides theſe ecclefiaſticall pzeferments, the Pꝛo- 
uoTlhip of Mels, a number of benefices, and twelue Pie 
bends in ſeuerall Churches, be held many tempozall offices, 
as the @ecretaryſhip,the keping of the pziuy ſeale, the a 
ferſhip of Wards,the Treaſurerſhip ofthe kings reuennes 
in France, and diners other, with whoſe tiles J am not ac- 
quainted.But the yerely teuenues of his ſpirituall pꝛomo 
tions anely ,acco2ding as they were then rated in the kinges 
boks,amounted vnto $76.1. 13.8. 4. d· Pee was conſecrate 
Biſhop of Mincheſter, the pte 1367. and was made ſoone 
after firſt Treaſurer,then Chancelloz of England, although 
whether he were Treaſurer oz no, finde ſome doubt made, 
A dare not affirme it too confidently. Whether hee wers 
Treaſurer 0z no, certain it is, that many purs after hee was 
Biſhop,he was truſted with all the waighty affaires of the 
Realme,diſpoſed of the kings treaſare,4 gouerned all things 
at his will Jn this greatnes of his anthozity,the king found 
two notable comodities,one,that without bis care al things 
were ozdered-ſo well, as by a wiſe and truſty ſeruaat they 
might; the other, that if any thing fell aut amifle, whereſoc - 
uer the fault were, hee had oppozanity to caſt all the blame 
bpon the Biſhoppe of Wincheſter. aw whereas long 
and continuall wgtre (wherby lightly each party is a & er) 
had conſumed, not that onely that which many vidozies 
bought in, by the ranſom of two kings by the ſpoile of di⸗ 
ners large countries which this noble PÞ2ince ſubdued; but 
other huge ſummes of maney alſo, gathered at home by viu- 
ſuall ſnbſidies and tarations,much grudged at by the Com- 
mons all which notwithRanding, the king was ſo bare, as 
fo; the patment of debts, he was confrained to bethink him 
ſirſt ot ſom new denice to caiſe money: the Biſhops enemies 
taking the aduantage of this occoſton; induced the king te be 
content,that a ſolemne complaint might bee framed againſt 
dim as f by his miſgonernement, the kinges treaure dad 
beene either vainely waſted , oz falſely imbeſil;ed,fo2 that 
otherwiſe fozſ@th it was impoſſible, the king ſhould ſo bs — 
en 
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len behind hand They charge him therefoze with thereceite 
of 11 0g soo l. (which amountcth to moze then a million of 
pounds )beſides a hundzed thouſand franks paped vnto him 
by Galcace Puke of Pillaine. Foz all this they demaund 
ſodatnelę an account; and to (eta better colour dpon the mate 
tex,vatch vp a number of other accaſations, partly vntrue , 
partly ſciuslous, vet ſufficient happiiy to bleate the eyes of 
the common people, and dinerting the diſpleaſure of this tn- 
conuentence from them, on whom otherwie it muff haue 
lightev, to deriut it vnto him, vpon whom if it fell nener ſo 
beautly,it could caſt him no lo wet then th it place from wt t᷑ e 
the king har firſt caiſed him. Among# many enemies that 
£0.4eunment and enup had p:zuoked againſt bim; John of 
Gaunt Duke of LancaZer,foz ſom other cane nædleſſe here 
to be tecited, dare vnto dim an implacable hatred. The King 
was then olde and very impotent, the Duke his cldeſt ſonne 
that was liuing, and ſo gouerningall things under him. The 
Duke thcrſoze found meanes, that VViil::m Skipwith Lozb 
chicks Juſtice cendemmned him as guilty of thoſc accuſations, 
P2ccured his tempozalties to be taken from him, and ts bee 
betawed vpon the young P2zinceo; Wales, andlaſtly com- 
mandeo hun in the ings name, not to come within twenty 
miles of the Court. Lhe pore 1376. happened vnto him this 
ttouble, which 3 may call the Pzologue 02 preludium of the 
pazeant to be lade the pare tfol'cwing, 3 mcan the Patlia⸗ 
inc lit, the chiełe ent and purpoſe whereo? was a ſubſidp, that 
this P2clatcs be xation muſt mae way vato. The Clergy 
aucnibled gra uing much at tbe vaiuſt oppꝛeſſion cf ſo wezs 
thy and reuerend a man;({(fo2 his fidelity vato his Pemce, 
Vis great care ofthe common good, his wiſdome and inte- 
grity, wert wellinough knowne to ſuch as vndetſtood any 
thing) ther vtterly refulſcd to debate of any matter what 
locucr,tt'l the Biſhoppe or (Aicher, a pꝛincipell memo 
ber of that alltmbly night he  »zeſent with them. By this 
1: £a6cs licence was obtorr, fo bis repaire Thither, and 
thiiber be :a ne, gladde a unght be neers te the means 


ef {orc llitution: but whether it were that bee wanted 


nent te beate the charge, oz to theintent to mooue tom 
tic 
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miſeration, 03 that hee thought it ſafeſt to paſſe obſcurily; 
de that was wont to tide with the greateſt train ofany pe- 
late in England, came then very lenderly attended, trauc l- 
ling thzough by-wayes, as ſtanding in doubt what ſnares 
dis enemies might lap foz him After two pceres trouble and 
the loſle ol ten thouſand markes ſuſt ned, by reaſan of the 
ſame : with much ado he obtained teſtitution of his tempe⸗ 
ral'tes,by (te mediation of Alice Piers, a gen: le woman that 
in the laſt times of Ring Eduard altogether poTeſſed him. 
Returning then vnto ZUincheſtcr,he was recciued into the 
city with ſole mne pꝛoceſſion end many ſignes of great toy. 
Done aſter hisreturne King Edward died, and the Duke yo 
ping by reaſon of the pong kings nonage to wozke ſome miſ· 
chie e vnto him, whome of all mo:tall men da moſt ba- 
ted, beganne to rubbe vy ſ me of the olde accuſations with 
additions of new complaints, Bat the Dukes malice bæing 
as well known as the Biſhops innocency, the king thought 
god fo beea meanes of reconciling theſe two perſonaces, 
and then was eafily infreated, vader the bzoad ſeale of Cr:.g- 
land to pardon allthoſe ſuppoſed cffences , where ith the 
Bilhop had heretofoze bene charged. This tempeſt thus 
onerblown,the reſt of his dapes he paſſed in great peace and 
quistneſſe. Two pecres afterhis reſtitution he beganne the 
foundation of that wozthy monument, the coll dge common - 
ly called the New coliedge in Dxrfozd, laying the firſt fore of 
the ſame himſelſe, March 5.. t 379+ dedicating it vn:to the 
bono; of God and the bleſſed virgin Mary. Be ng flniſhed, 
the fic warden xfcllowes all togetfer toke poſſeſion of it 
Apul, 14.1 3 86. at thꝛa ot the cloche in the mozning. The 


very next pte he began his other colledge nere TUolneſcy , 


the Biſhops pallace at AA inche ſter, laide the firſt Core ok it 
March 2. 18. and ſiniched it allo in fire pres ſpace, ſo es 
the Marden and lellowes entred into the ſame at th:& of the 
tlocke in the mozning. Patch 28 1393. Beſide the charge 
of theſe two wozthy toundations, de built all the body of dis 
church of Winchefer from the guicr weEward, excepting 
only alittle begun by Biſhop Edington: hee pzocuced mandy 
pꝛluiledges andlibertico vnto his S :h& beſfowed 20000, 


marks in reparation of his houſes:he payed the. deb!s ot men 
im-. 
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impꝛiſoned fe that cauſe to the ſumme ot 20004. ht mended 
all the high wayes betwene London and TUtncheſter: de 
purchaſcd vato his D two hundzed markes land: hee ſo- 
gane his cfficers two thouſand markes which they owed 
him, he beſtowed two hundzed pound vpon the Church of 
Winvſo; : he releaſed his tenants of 520.pound,due foz are- 
licfe at his income: he ozdapneda Chantry offluePztefts at 
#outhwyke : he kept continnally in his honſe fewer t twen⸗ 
ty pooze almeſmen : hee maintained at the Untuerſlty fiftſe 
ſchollers fo2 the ſpace ofſenen yeares beſoꝛe the building of 
bis Colledge:he built a Chappell (as befoze is mentioned)at 
Tichficl- fo; the buriall ot his patents; e laſtly pzonided ſo; 
hum elſe ten yeres befoze his death a goodly monument in 
the body ot his church. All theſe charges notwithſtanding, de 
bequeathed legacies to the value of 6270. left tead money 
to pay them, leit bis heire 100. l. land : all bis bouſes furni- 
hed plentifully with moſt rich and ſumptuous houſholde⸗ 
ſtuffe. Aſter all theſe ſo memozable acions, hauing runne 
the courſe ofa long, a happy and moſt hono;able liſe. he ended 
his dayes in peace, the per 1404. being full fowerſcoze yers 
of age, and was laid in the toombe fo long befoze pꝛouided fo: 
him. Upon it J finde engranen theſe verſes, which rather fo; 
his honour then any commendation they deſerue, A haus 
thought good to ſet down,

Te: Dope was now growne to that height of tyzannp, 


that he not onely placed, but diſplaced Biſhops at bis Her 


plcaſurs- And his meanes to doe it, was by tranſlating 
them to ſome other Biſhopzicke, peraduenture of lefle value 
and peraduenture nothing worth at all. De was Alex. Ne- 
vill perfozce trauſlated from Pozke to Saint Andzelus in 
in Scotland, whence(wars being at that time betwan Eng⸗ 
land and Scotland) he was ſure neuer to receine penny. And 
ſo he franfdated lohn Buckingham from Lincolne to Lich- 
Helo, a Biſhop2zickenot halte io god, But he choſing rather 
fo haus us bzead, then but halte a loaſe; tn a bery malecon- 
tent humour, and great chafe, put on a monks cowle at Can 
ferbury,and there liued pzinately the reft of his life. To 
dis Biſhopꝛicke of Lincolne was then pꝛeſetted Hentie 
Beautort ſonne to lohnof Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter, by 
katherine Swinford) the pere 1 3 97. e was bꝛeught vp ſo; 
the moſt part at Aken in Germany, where he ſtudied the ci⸗ 
uill and canon law many yeres( but ſpent muchtime alſo af 
Drfo2d) and comming home, was pzeferred to Lincolng 
very young. Me continned there lenen pa tes, and pzeſent- 
lp vpon the death of William Wickham was tranſlated to 
Wincheſter, June 2.1426 be was made Cardinall of . 
Euſcbius,4recetued his hat withgreat ſolemnity at Calis, the 
Lady day following. A man of great frugality, and thereby 
ercading rich. King Henry the fiſt in the latter end of his 
raigne, by great and continuall warres , being waren much 
behind hand, and greatly indebted; began to caſt a couetong 
eye vpon the goods of the Church, which at that time were 
growne to the full height and there wanted not many that 
intited him vnto the ſpoile ofthe ſame. This wealthy P2e- 
lat/beſt knowne by the name ok the rich Cardinall) ſupply⸗ 
ed his want out ofhis owne putſe, to divert him from that 
ſacrilegious courſe, and lent him 20000, pound, a great 
deale of money in thoſe dapes. Ye was alſo valiant and very 
biſe. Pope Martin the fift, determining to make war vpen 


the Bohemians that had renovnced. all obedience the = 
= a 
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of Nome, made this Cardinall his Legafe into that country, 
and appointed (uch fozces as he could make to be at his com⸗ 


mandement. Toward the charges of this voiage,the Clergy 


of England gaue a tenth of all their pzomotions, and furni- 
ſhed out 4000, men and mo2e. With this power he paſled by 
France (doing there ſome ſernice fo; his Pztnce and Coun- 
tcy) into Bohemia, the pate, 1429. There he remayned 
tertaine monethes, behauing himſelfe very valiantly,till by 
the Pope he was diſcharged. In his youth he was wanton» 
ly giuen,and gate a baſe daughter named Iane vpon Alice 
the daughter of Richard Carie of Arundell. Per hes mar- 
ried after vnto Ed. Stradling oz Eaſterling a knight of Gla- 
mozaaalhice. But this was done,befo2e he entred into 02s 
ders. Toward his latter end he imployed his time altogether 
either in matters of counſell and baſinele of the common 
wealth, oꝛ the ſeruice of God and the Church committed vn- 
to him. Amongſt other god der des it is remombzed that he 
built an Boſpitall in Winchefter nero to Saint Croſſes, 
which hepzeſently endued with land to the value of1 58. l. 
13.8. 4. d. of pcerely rent, and mozeouer,gaue vnto it thehoſ- 
pitall of S.lohn de Fordingbridge. In it was te ba main- 
taine d, a Paſter, 2. Chaplaines, ; pe men, and thꝛee wo- 
men. Me died Apzill 11. 1447. when hee had beene Biſhop of 
Mincheſter 43. petes, and from the time of his firfk conſe- 
tration fifty perres. Extept Thomas Bourchicr that was 
Bilhoppe fifty one yares, J reads ot no Engliſhman that e- 
nec enioped that honourl:nger. Yelieth buried in a reaſo- 
nable ately tombe behinde the high Altar ofhis Church at 
Wincheſter toward the @oath. The inſcription is much 
defaced: ot it remaineth onely this; Tribularer ſi neſcirem 
miſericordias tuas. I finde that he was th:z& ſeucrall times 
L020 Chancelloz of England, two yares being yet Biſhop 
vfLincolne,then at Mincheſter, foure y&res at one time, 
and two peres at an other.

Wozthy P2elate ſucceded him, William Waynflet 


Henry the 6. who fo2 his great wiſdome and integrity was 
long Chancelloz of England, viz.frs Od. 11. 1449. until that 
Jul. 7. 1458. he ſurrendzed and deliuered vp the great Seale, 
a little befoze the battell of Rozthampton Me was ſonne and 
heite vnto Richard Pattyn a gentleman at an ancient houſe, 
b:other vato Iohn Pattyn Deane of Chicheſter, and Richard 
Pattyn that lined at Baſlo in Darbiſhire, where he left (as J 
hane heard) a poſterity behinde him. At appeareth hereby 
that his name was not indeede Waynflet but Pattyn. Jt 
was an ancient cuſtome enen till thoſe vayes that Clergy 
men ſhould take their ſurname accozding to the place where 
they were bozne;andamong@ monks and Friers it continu- 
ed till the very ſuppzefſion of monaſteries. This William 
(whether Waynflet oz Pattyn) was bzonght vp firftin Wins 
cheſter ®choole,+ then in new colledge in Oxfoꝛd. His fel- 
lolochip there he left to become (cholmaſter of Mincheſter, 
continued there 12. pteres, euen vntill hee was taken thence 
by A. Henry the 6. to gonerne his new Colledge ofCaton, 
whereof he made him(as befoze is ſaid) Pzouoſt. Wee was 
conſecrate Julp 30. 2 447-4 ſate 3 9-peres, in which ſpace hee 
would haue done much moze god then he did, had he not ban 
bindzed by thoſe continual wars bet wern the houſes of Lan- 
caſter 4 Bozke: in all which Kozmes, he ſtucke aiwaies vuto 
bispatron,t firſt pzeferrer K Henry the fixt. And after his 
death, King Edward the 4. knowing the faithſull affection & 
true heart he alwates boze vato Henry the 6.his enemy,cars 
ried euet a hard hand vpon him time not withſtanding + the 
reuenues of that goodly Biſhopztck,enabled him to the foun- 
dation of that extellent 3 ately colledge in Orkoꝛd dedicated 
bnto . Marie Magdalen;to the which, J thinke the whole 
woꝛld hath hardly any one in all perfegions comparable, Ve 
died, Auguſt 11.1486. hauing firft ſcene the houſe of Lanca- 
Fer (to his great joy) reſtozed againe to the Crowne 
ink.Henricthe 7. Wo that betweene the conſecration of

TL what time Henry Earle of Richmonf abiding at 
{ XUrenice, was requeſteo by letters dem many of the 
Engliſh Nobility to deliver his Counttiy from the tyzanny 
of that wicked Parictot Ric harv the g. and ts take on Him 
the kingdom e willing to ſucniſh vimaſeife as well as bee 
might (oz the letting io2th ot to great an enterpziſe, dcter- 
miacd to craue aid ofthe French king. Comming therfsze to 
Paris, he onely commenced his ſute vnto the king d having 
manifold buſtnes elſe where, he left the taxther pꝛoſetution of 
this matter vato Rict ard Fuxc(a Dogs; ot Law, p:ocaded 
{a Drfozd, but incozpozate in Cambꝛidge, where hee becaine 
Þ ofP« nbzoke bail )that chanced to linea Student in Pas 
tis at toat time. Whether the Carle knew him befoze, 02 elſe 
diſcerned at the ft ght (es it ute) his excellent wiſdom: 
cettain it is, he deemed hn a fit man foz the managing ofthis 
great affair. Neither was he any thing at all deceiued in him; 
Foz the mattet was followed with ſo great diligence 4 indy- 
firp,as in a very thozt time all things wece diſpatched accozs 
ding to the Eacles deſice, who ſwne after obtaining the kings 
dome, aundtull of the ged ſernice done him by Docs; Foxe, 
p:eferred him ummediatly vnto the keping of the pziuy ſeals 
made him Secretary t one of his Councel, «laid vpon dim 
what ſpirituall liuing wight poſſiblp be pzocured him. Jn the 
mean time he tmplcied him continually either in matters of 
counſell at home. o in Ambaſſages of great impoztance as 
bꝛoad. The ſecond pate of N. Henrics raigne, he was (ent in- 
to Scotland, ſoz the eſtabliſhing ok a peace with the king 
there, wbence hc was ſcarſely returned, when the Bilhops 
ricke of Exeter falling void, was beſtowedvpon dim. He beid 
it not paſt i. vers, but he was remoued to Bath aud Tels Et 
thence within thze& perrcs after to Darham. There be Tar ed 
fixe pætes, and the yeere 1502, was once moze franſlated, 
biz. to Winchefter, where he ſpent the reſt of his life in great 
pꝛoſpetity.

8. In one only mifchaiice he was vafoztunete. Be lined may 
np pccrs blind beſcze he died. TAhetby ghefſing his end not 


to ba fat off, he determined to make vato himſelfe triends of 


the v1righteons Mammon, beſtouurg well his goces while 
be lined. And firſt he was purpoled to haue built a monaſtery 
vntill that conferring with Hugh Oldham Biſhop of Ereter 
a very wiſe man: Pee was aduiſed by him tate et tobeftow 
his money bpon the foundation offome Colledge in one of 
the Aniuctſities, which ſhould bee moze pzofitable bato the 
common wealth and moze anaileable te the p2eſernation of 
dis memo2p.

Afterward 
in the pare 1 522. he beſtowed the coſt of building a faire fre 
ſchwle by the c:itie in Taunfon (where the B. of Winche- 
ſferhath a godly Loꝛoſhip) and convenient houſing rate it 
ſo: the Schoolemaſter to dwell in: the ike he perfozmed at 
Granthamalſo , in which place it is pꝛobable hee might bee 
bozne: laſtlip, it is to berememb2cd,that he coueted the quier 
of Winchefter,the Þ:esbyterp and Illes adiopning with a 
goodly vault, and new claſed all the windowes of that part 
ofthe Church.

Pe gaue vnto King Henry the 
tight a diall of his ewne deuiſe, ſhewing no: onely the hower 
of ihe dap, but alſo the day of the moneth,the ſigne of the ſun, 
the planetary hower; pea the change of the mne the ebbing 
and flowing of the ſea; with diuers other things as Erange, 
fo the great wonder of the king and his owne no leſſe com- 
mendation. Ye was ozeferred altogether by King Edward in 
regard of cer({aine excellent ſermons pzeached befoze him.

2iefs to the number 67 2ight,began fo inhabite there , but 
were diſplaced by Echelwald Biſhop of TWincheſter , ws 
bought the whole Aland of king Edgarzand by his anthozity 
placed in their romes an Abvot and monkes, vato whom ge 
pꝛocuted many great : notable pztudedges. Drithnod pacuoſt 
of TUinchcfer was appointed the fir 4bbot,an. 970. He is 
ſaid to haus bane morthered by El{ticha the Nagne of King 
Edilred,canfing bodkins to be thzulſt into his atme holes, be- 
cauſe like an vnhappy Atzon hee had ſeers her in acertaine 
weod buſie about ſozcery. Elflivs was the ſttond Abbot, Le- 
oflinus the thitꝰ, Lcofricus the fourth,and another Leotiinus 
the fift. Ve by ths Kings conſent let out the farmes ol the mo- 
naftery , in ſuch ſozt as they ſhould find the houſe pꝛeuiſlon 
all the pere, Shalfoꝛd payed 2. werkes pzouiſion, Stapleſoz0 
1.Littlebecy 2.

In the time of I hucftan the 
ſeuenth Abbot , the Idle was held by many of the old Daxon 
nobility againſt King Wilnam theConquerer. He therefoze 
by the tounſel of Walter Biſhop of Pete foo, aud other, gaue 
all the Church gods and lands without the Idle to bis oldi⸗ 
ers. After ſeuen yers reſiſtance, the s ron gentlemen, ſeme 
vpon pꝛomiſe of pardon (ſubmitted them ſelues, others beta⸗ 
king themſelues to flight, the place was dellueted into the 
+ poſſeſſion of the Conqueroz, Delirace Reges pleAuntur A- 
chiui ; Foz the fault of theſe noble men,the poz manks mal 
be punifh:d:toberefo2ed to thei: lands, and to entoy their 
Ancient pꝛiniledges quietip,t5ep wert faine to giue the king 
1000,marks. Foz making dich mouer thep were cenſttat⸗ 
ned to ſell allthe plate and ul that was in their 222

The king olſo fearefu]l leaft from the ſame place the like frou- 
ble might happen unte him heereafter , appointed them to 
maintaine a garriſon of 40. ſouldiers , which they did vntill 
ſuch time as himſelfe called them away, toimploy them elſe- 
where, which was fiue pres after. T hcodwinus was the 
eight Abbot, Godfrey the ninth, and Simon the teuth. After 
whoſe death the place Nod voide ſenen yares. Richard the 
ſonne ofthe Earle Gilbert was then made Abbot.

P this time the renenues of the monaſtery were grown 
to be very great. Their peerely receipt was not ſo little 
as 1 ag which ſumme contained then moze mettall, 
and would gs farther in thoſe dates then 6000, pound of out 
money. Df that 1400, pound, the Abbot allowed ſcarcs 
300, vnto the monkes, conuerting the reff vnto his owns 
vſe. This Richard therefoze ifhis mind were any thing ſo 
great as his linage, could not but diſdaine to line vnder the 
turiſdicion of the Biſhop of Lincoln, to whoſe Dioces Cam- 
b:tidgeſhire at that time appertained. But he had teaſonabls 
p:etencesfo2 his ambition. Þe cauſed the king to be told,that 
the Dioces of Lincolne was to large foz one mans gouerng- 
ment: that Ely were a fit place foz an Epiſropall We, ec. 
Theis reaſons amplified with golden Rhetozicke,ſoperſwa- 
ded the king, as he not only conſented himſelſs that this ma⸗ 
naſtery ſhould be conuerted into a Cathedzall Church, and 
the Abbot made a Biſhop ; but alſo pzocured the Wope to 
confirme andallow of the ſame. After that Richard the Ab- 
bot had with great paines and moze coft, beaten this buſh a 
great while, the bird that hee had ſo long and tarneſtly thir- 
ted after, fell fo another mans ſhare. Himſelfe was ti ker 
away by death when the matter was growen to god perfec: 
tion and ready fo bee finiſhed. The Biſhop of Lincolne 4 
while hindzed the pzec@ding of this buſines; but his month 
was ſtopt with tha Panno2s which the king being liberall 
ofanothermans purſe, was content to beſtow vpon him, 
ſuch as haretofoze belonged vnts the monaſtery of Ely, viz. 
Spaldwich;Sickleſwozth,and Bokeden: theſe were giucn 
to

to the ®& of Lyncolne in recompents of the loſe the Biſhop 
ſuſeained by exempting of Cambzidglhire from his iutiſdiai⸗ 
on: And thatthe reuenues of the new Biſhop might notwith- 
ſtanding this gift be nolefe then the Abbots were, but rather 
greater,they diuiſed to diminiſh the number of monks which 
were then 70. and ts dzaw them down vnto 42. Richard tho 
11. and laſt Abboſ being thus taken away when hee would 
moſt gladly haue lined: N. Henrie the firſt with the conſent 
ofthe monkes appointed this Biſhopzicke vnto one Hcruz- 
us that had beene Biſhop of Bange; and agtæing ill with 
the Melchmen, was faine to leaue dis Biſhopzicke there, 
and (ke abꝛoad fo ſomewhat elſewhere. Me was tranſlated 
theyere 1 109. ſatetwoand twenty y@res,and died Auguſt

Treaſurerof England, and Nephew vato Roger Bi- Hen, 1. 34. 


Hop of @aliſbury was placed therein May the 2 $.11 3 3. Ve 
was receiued with ſuch top into his city of Ely, that all the 
kreet where hs ſhould paſſe was hanged with curtaines,car- 
pets and tapeſtry, the monkes andclergy ofhis Church me- 


ting dim with pzoceſſion. By reaſon of his imployment in 
matters of Cate and Counſell, he could not attend his paſto⸗ 


rall charge, and there oe committed the managing and go- 
uernment of his Biſhopzicks vnts one Ranulphus ſometime 
amonke of Glaſtonbury, that had now caſt away his cowle, 
acouetous and wicked man. F0o2 his faithfſulaee vnto his 


patrous and firft pzeferrer king Henty, this Nigellusis mach 


to be commended. When as Stephen Earle of Bloys con- 
trary to his oath and pzomiſe to king Henry the firſt his vn- 
cle vſarped the crown dus to Maud the Empzeſſe king Hen - 
ties daughter ; This Biſhop could neuer bee induced to fo2- 
ſakeher,but mof conſtantly ſcucke unte her, and endured 
much foz her ſake. Ste moze haereofin the life of Roger Br 
op of Saliſvury. Notwithſtanding thoſe his great trou- 
bles, hes found meanes to erec an hoſpitall ſoꝛ Regular Can- 
nons , in that placs where Daint Johns Colledge in — 
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bzidge now fandeth : the founvation of which houſe wag at, 
terwards twiſe altered. rt by Hugh Norwald his ſucteſtaʒ 
who placed thrrein acectatne number of ſchcllers to cohabite 
with the Cannons,giuing allowance fo2 their maintenance; 
and afterwards by Margaret Ceunteſſe of Richmond am 
Darby,who new builtit,partly in her life time, and partly 
bv het execato2s after her death,endowing it with(in a man 
ner all the reuenues it poſſefſeth and raiſing it vnto that 
beauty and perfection which now it hath. This man was 
Biſhop ;6.yerres,and died the 2 9.day of Pay 1169. hauing 
long beloꝛe ſane the iſſue of his Loꝛd and firft patrone king 
Henry teſtozed to the crowne in Henry the 2. Thie pres 
befoze his death be was taken with a dead palſep, ſo as cum 
aſtec he was faine to be carried from place to place by bis ſer 
uants. Me ts ſatd to haue beene buried befoze the altar of S, 
Croffe in his owne church. Se moze of him in the diſcourſe 
of Rickard his ſonne,that was Biſhop of London, 


3. Galfridus Rydall. 


A Fter his death, the Dioces of Ely continued without 
a Biſhop ſiue yeere. Dnob. 6. 1174. Geoftry Rydell 
* 02 Rydall Archdeacon of Canterbury was conſecrate Bl 
ſhop : a very lofty and high minded man, called therfoze tom ⸗ 
monly the pzond Bilhoppe of Sly. Yee beſtowed greats 
coſt vpon the building of the new werke of his Cathedzall 
Church toward the Mett, and vpon the teple which he 
butlt almoft vnto tho battlements. Vee died inteſtate at 
TA incheſter the 21. day of Anguſt r 139. a fower dales be- 
foe the cozonation of king Richard the fir, leaning in 
bis coffers great ſtoze of ready money, biz. 3060. markes of 
flluer.e 205. marks of gold. All which the king was content 
to cake vnts himſelie td help to bear the charges of his co20- 
nation. Pee (ate Biſhop 1 4.y&res,tenac monetds, and 14. 
daies, and was buried at Ely,

4. William Longchamp, 
Pe laf day of December the ſame peere , Villiam 


LongeſhampChaancellsz of England, was conſecrate Riel 


Biſhop ol Ely. One greatly fauonred by King Richard ths 
Arſt, and a man very woztbhy of that fanoar fog many ercel- 
lent parts in him, dad not thoſe his vertues bent matches 
and eucrmatched , with as many great and notozions vices, 
When the king toke that his famous voyage to Vietuſalem 
be made this Biſhop (Chauncelloz befoze) chiefe Juſkice ef 
the Sonth part of England, and Pzofeco; ofthe Realme in 
his abſence. And leaf he ſhould want any Authozity that 
might be ginen hun, hee pzocuredthe Pope to make him his 
Legate, the obtaining whereof (notwithKanving the Kings 
reque®) coft him r 0001, of ready money. It is a trus ſays 
ing Magiſtratus indicat virum, the man that in baſe foztune 
ſiemed to all men not onely wiſe, but vertuons and humble 
pnougb; being raiſed vnto his height and power of authozt- 
ty, as beingeither dzunken and infatuate with too much 
and ſodaine p2oſperity,oz amaſed with the bzightneſſe of his 
owne god foztune,began pzeſently to do many things, not 
onely datowardly,and vadiſcretly,but very arrogantly and 
inſolently, ſausuring as well of dnconſcionable couetonſnes 
andcruelty, as lacke of wiſrdome and pollicy-in ſo great a 
gonernour requiſite. That which in our hiſfozies is moſt bla 
med, and mod} odiouſiy mentioned , I finds no ſuch great 
fault withal,that calling a connocation by vertue of his pow- 
ir Legantine;at the ſuggeſtion £ intreaty of Hugh Nouaunt 
#2 Nuuant Biſhop of Cheffer, he diſplacedthe monks of Co- 
nentreo,e put in ſecularPzieffs in their romes. Officers ap- 
pointed by the King himfſelfe he diſchargedz Geoffry Archbi- 
Hop of Yozke the kings baſtard b;other, at his ict arrinall 
in England after his conſecration, he cauſed to be appꝛehen⸗ 
ded and d2awne from the very Aulter ofthe Churchof Þatut 
Martins in Doger vnto pꝛiſon. Iohn the Kings bzother, ant 
afterwards king him ſelfe , ber ſonght to kape 'vnder and 
diſgrace by all meanes poſible,beeing tealous (as hee ſalde) 


lall the king dying without us, bee ſhould defcaude 
SF Arthur

Arthur his elderjbzother of the kingdome; and whether unte 
his bother now king, he would continue lopal,hauing pows- 
to inuade his kingdom,fo; certain he wilt not. True it is, that 
Carle loim beganne to take ſomewhat- moze vpon him 
then ne&ded,and being demanded areaſon of ſome of his do- 
ings, made no other anſwere but this, J know not whether 
the King my bzother bealiue o: not: Whcreunto the Chan⸗ 
cello; teplied, it he be kuing it were vatrath ts take his kings 
dome fcom bun; if he be dead, Arthur the eldeſt bzothet muſt 
eniop che ſame. Row he that ſeared not to deale thus with 
the kings owne bzother,no maruell if he vied ſuch of the no- 
bility farce wozſe that in any ſozt oppoſedthemſelues againſt 
him. 4s fo; the commonalty,he not onely graued them with 
tontinual ans nadleſſe exactions,and tyranniſed intollerably 
ouer them otherwiſe, but offended them much alſo with his 
glozious pomp,and vareaſonable pꝛoud behauiour. Vis ma- 
ner was to tide with no lefſe then 1500, hozſe, and in his tra- 
uaile to lodge fo; the molt part at ſome Ponaltery oz another 
to their great and vn{uppo;table charge; yeathere was not 
any Church in England either Conuentuall oz Cathedzall 
vato which ho was not very burdenſome ſome way oz other, 
And his officers were ſuch p2olling companions , bearing 
themſelues bolo vpon their maſters abſolute Authozity , as 
there was no (ozt at people whom they graucd not by ſome 
kinde of extoztion. Vea (i(aith Matth. Paris all the wealth of 
the land, was come into their hands, in ſo much as ſcarce any 
oꝛ dinarp perion had left him a ſiluer belt to gerd him withall, 
any woman either bzoche,o2 bzacelet,any gentleman a ring, 
to weare vpon his finger. But the Chancelloz he purchaſed 
apate, t beſtowed aſwell Abbotſhips,benefices and (pizituall 
p:eſerment as tempozall offices all that fell where him plea- 
ſed, whereby his leruants e kinred were all grown excceding 
fich. Among other bis follies it is remembzed that hee built 
the outer wall about the Tower of London, and ſpent an in- 
finite deale of mony in making a depe ditch aboat the ſame, 
thinking her could haue canſed the Riner of Thames to go 
round about if. But that coſte was beffowed in vaine- 
Theſe and many other his miſbehauiours incited the peo- 
ple and Nobititie woonderſully again him. Anſomuch —

hee feared greafly leaf ſome ſedition beeing raiſed, ſozce 
wcnld ba offered bnto him. Pe thought it therefoze no lese 
then nedefull in all places of any publike afembly to ren- 
derreaſons openly of his doings; which beingconſivered , J 
knownot whether hee may iuſtly be thought ſo blamews;- 
thy as eur Yiſtozies foz the moſt part make him. Dfficers 
placed by the king he ſaid he diſcharged, leaſt the people be- 
ing greued with ſo many gouernours woald complain, that 
in ted of one king they now were conftrained fo obeymany, 
What reaſon he yalded of his dealing with Earle Iohn peu 
hearo befoze. Concerning the ArbiſhopofBozke,he affirmed 
(and it was true) that the king befoze his departure, had not 
only ſozbidden him to ſet fote in England within 3. yeares 
after, but had bound him with an oath to that effec:Yowbe- 
it he offered to depoſe (as afterwards inded he did) that he 
never gane direction foz the appꝛehenſton of the Archbi. B 
ſaith Roger Houeden. As fo; his exactions he ſaid thep were 
but ſuch as the maintenance and incrediblecharge of ſo great 
a watrre as the king had then in hand required: and laſtly,fo; 
a generall defence, he pꝛoteſted hee had not taken any courſe 
in theſe oz any other matters of impoztance ,foz which he had 
not ſome particular direction from the king. Th.ſe excuſes 
ſatiſfied uot men ſo fully, but that infinite complaints were 
daily made vnto the king againſt him, ſo that he could do no 
lee then diſcharge him from his place of p;oteco:ſhip;which 
he did, and ſent oner William Arcbiſhop of Roan to ſuccads 
bim, but iopning ſome other in Commiſſion with him, as 
finding an inconueniente in gining ſo much and ſo abſolute 
authotity to one man. At this newes bis enemies greatly te 
lopcing, and thinking him a man now eaſie enough to deale 
withall, they conſpire againf him, andcanſing a Connocatt- 
on to be ſummoned, they p2ocure him to be excommunicate 

fo; the violence done vnto the Archbiſhop of Bozke,and with 
him all other, that were his aiders and miniſters in that en⸗ 
terpzize. As (one as he vaderſtoqd of theſe things, fraring 
greater dangers, he bethought himſelfehow hee might do to 

get oner the ſeas: and knowing that his enemics if they 

Gould have any inkling of his Me "Oe aſſuret ly hinder

the ſam2,02 wozke him ſome miſchiefe by the way ; Ve deul⸗ 
ſed to diſguiſe himſelfe in womans xpparell,and ſo went vas 
to the ſea ide at Dower muſfled, with a metpardin dis hand, 
and a webbe ol cloth vpon his arme. There hes (ate bpona 
rocke ready to take ſhippe, when a certatne lewde marciner 
thinking him to be ſome trumpet, began ts dally wantonlp 
with him; whereby it came to paſſe, that whereas he was a 
ſtranger boꝛne and could ſpeake no Engliſh, being notable to 
anſwere this merry marriner either in woꝛds o2 derdes; hee 
ſuſpeaed him to be aman , andcalled a company of women, 
who pulling off his kerchiele and muffler, found his crowne 
and beard hauen and quickly knew him fs bee that hate full 
Chauncellonr whom ſo many had ſo lang curſed and feared, 
In great deſpitethey thꝛe w him to the ground, ſpitting vpen 
im, beat him ſoze, and dzew him along the ſands Wherg- 
upon a great cry being made, the Burgeſlſes of the fowne 
tokc him away from the people, and though bis ſeruants 
endenonred to ceſcue him, thzuT him into a ſeller, there to 
kepe him pziſoner till nottze might bee giuen ofthis his de- 
parcuce. It is a woꝛld to (a,how be that was a few moneths 
befoze honoured andreuerencedofall men like an halfe God, 
attended by Noble mens ſonnes and Gentlemen of great 
wo2lhip whom he matched vnts his neces and kin[women, 
encry man accounting himſelfe happy that he fausured, yea 
to bee well acquainted with his pozters and officers was ac- 
counted no ſmall matter: This man once downe and ſtan- 
ding in ned of his fciends helpo , had no man to defend him, 
no man to ſpeake foz him, no man that moued a finger to rid 
him out oi the pzeſent calamity and troubls. The Earle lohn 
was deſltous te haue done him ſome facther notable diſgrace 
and contumely ; Neither was there almoſt any that fo; his 
own (ake withtod it. The Bichops, diuets of them his ene⸗ 
mtes,regardingnotwithfanding his calling t place, would 
not ſafer it, but cauſed him to be ſet at liberty, Oo, not leng 
alter he got dim ouer into Nozmandy, where he was bo2 e, 
there reſted himſelle after all this tut moile, till the returne of 
A. R chard, with whom he made ſuch faire weather, g ſs cun⸗ 
angly excuſed all things obieged againſt him, that in _ 
tims

time he was as greatly in fauoꝛ with him as ener heerfofoze. 
The yeere 1197. he was ſent Embaſſads; to the Pope, toge⸗ 
ther with the Biſhop of Durham and other: and falling ſicks 
by the wax, died at Poytiers the laſt dap of January , ons 
moneth aboue ſeuen pate after his conſecration. Vee was 
buried in amonaftery of the oꝛdet of the Ciſtertians called 
Pimp. Petrus Bleſenſis in an epiſtle witten vnto Hugh Bt 
ſhop of Conentry,whom he tareth and repꝛehendeth ſharply 
fo: hismalice andenuy againft him, giueth him ( bow trucly 
Godknoweth) this Elogium, that hee was Epiſcopus dile- 
ctus Deo & hominibus, vir ſapiens, a mabilis, genero.us, be- 
nignus, & mihi, & in omnes libetalitates effuſus, &c.

death. Euſtachius Deane of Saliſbury and (as Roger Houe- 
den hath) Wicechancelour unte the King: was eleded, but 
not coaſercate till the fourth Sunday in Lent the pare (el- 
lowing. Aman / ſaith Florilegus) very well ſ@ne aſwell in 
p:ophane as diuine and help learning. Ve was one of them 
that pzonounced the Popss excommunication agatnlt king 
John, and inferdiaed the whole Realme. Foz doing thereof, 
be knew the kings diſpleaſure would lye ſo heaup vpon him, 
as thers was no abiding in the realime, and thereſoze got hum 
bepond the ſeas. This fell out the peere 1208. Alter 5. vers 
baniſhment, king lohn being reconciteyto the Pope, bee re- 
turned home, vit the pete 1213. and liued not longa'tcr Ve 

ſate ſeut utæne yeres wanting nine daies, and departed this

But bekoze tho publication of this e- 
legion ene Robert ef Pozke was alſo choſen, who held the 
tempoꝛalties ofthe Biſhopzicke without conſecration , and 
diſpoſed of benefices that fell,and all things Lelonging to the 
Sc as Biſhop, loz the ſpace of fiue yeeres. Ths Pope atlaft 
diſanul'ing both theſe elections , conferred the Biſhopzicke, 
vpon Iohn Abbor of Fountney a iuſt 4 verfuous man, who 
was conſecratev March 8.1219. He was Treaſnrer of Eng- 
land {02 fine yeres and died at Downharh Pay 6. 1225. Ve 
is ſaid to be buried be fo e the aulter of S. Andrew. 


7. Geoffry de Burgo. 


Ebeeing dead, Geoffry Burrough beſoze mentioned 

was againe elected and obtained conſecration, which he 
receiued vpon Saint Peters day the yeare 1225. Of him Po- 
lidor Virgil giueth the ſame teſtimony that Mattt. eu Weſt, 
dol hol his pꝛedeteſſoz Eultachius, that he was vir in diuinis 
pariter & humanis literis eruditus, à man well learned both 
in dinine and pꝛophane literature. Pee daue two hundzed 
acres of Moꝛe in TWiſbich marſh to the augmentation ofthe 
p2t02y of Ely. Oe continued Bilhop about foute pres, and 
dying the r 7. of May 1 2 29. was burted vpon the Rozth fide 
ofthe Nater. 


$. Hugh Norwold 


T_T Vgi Nora old Abbot of Saint Emnndſbury ſucceeded 

him; and was conſecrate together with Richard Archs 
bichop of Canterbury,and Roger Biſhop of London, by Io- 
celin Biſhoppe of Bath and Wells, vpon Trinity Bunde y 
1229. being the tenth of June. This man is much commens 
ded foz his houſe keeping and liberalitp vnto the poꝛe, which 
may well (eme ſtranae,conſidering the infinite deale of mo- 
ney ſpent by him in building ol his Church and houſes. Te 
pꝛeſbyterp of the cathedzall Church bee raiſed from the very 
foundation, and built a ſtple of wod toward the galilep at 
the Welt end of the church.

ded themſelues) moſt fit fo2 the place. Yereat the king being 
greatly diſpleaſed refuſed to accept oftheir eleaion, and cau- 
ſed the words of the Biſhop;tcke to bee cut downe, the parks 
to bee ſpopled, and hauocke to be made or all things. Pan 
fimes he v ged them to a new election, telling them it was 
not fit, that a place of that ſttength hot id bs committed vn- 
to a ſimp le cloyſtet man, that had neuec beene acquainfed 
with matters of ſtate. The newelec thrrefoze got him auer 
the ſea to Rome, hoping there to obtaine that which in Eng⸗; 
land would not be affo2ded hims. Boniface the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury hearing thercof, although hauing diligently Ak- 
ted and examined him, bee could take no exception againſt 
bim yet to gratific the king, wzit diners letters to his frends 
at Rome againft him and ſet vp one Adam de Mariſco to be 
a counterſuter to the Pope fo) that Sifſhop;icke. This Adam 
was a man oſgreat learning, and had w2itten diaers beokes 
much commended. But he was a very aged man, and moze⸗ 
ouer a frier mino and thereſo;e ene that had renounced the 
wo:lo,and all medling in wozldly matters: which notwith- 
Ttanding be followed gladly the directions of the Archbiſhop, 
and was well content ts haue boene a Biſhop befoze he died. 
As fo; Henrie Wingham the Chauncelloz , it is ſaid that he 
neuer ſtirred at all in the matter, but confcſſed them both 
moe woꝛthy of the place then himtelfe. At is ſaid like wiſe, 
that the ſute in his behalſe was firſt commence? by the king 
without his knowleoge, and that when hee ſaw the king ſo 
earntſt and deale ſo violently in it, he went vnto him and 
bambly beſeught him to let alone the monkes in the courſe 
they had begun, and to ceaſe facther ſolliciting of them by bis 
armed and tmperieus requeſts:fo2 (ſatth he)aſter inuocation 
ofthe name of Gad,the grace and direction of his holy ſpirit, 
they haue choſen a man moze woozthy then my ſelfe ; And 
God fo2bid that J Gould as it were inuade by fozce that no⸗

Biſhop, his elsqdion was dilanulled and pꝛonounced 
boide by the Pope, Clement 5.who ex plenitudine poteſta- 
tis, without any moze adoe, thzuſt info his place I homas 
Lyldea F2:ier pzeacher, and cauſed him to bæ conſecrate at 
Auinton in the moneth of Jnly, 1344. De wasa Dodo; of 
Diuinitp, bꝛought vp in Cambzidge, and much eſtamed foz 
dis learning. Pe pꝛeached often with great commendation, 
and wzit diuers wozks mentioned by Bale. Within a pere 
9; tus befs:e his death he endured great trouble and perſe- 
cation by the means ofthe Lavy Blanch Wake, a neer kinſ- 
woman ofthe Kings,thecircumffance of which buſtaeſſe it 
ſhall not bs amiſſe b:iefly ts ſet downe. is Lady had cer 
fainelands nare vnto one oz two of the Bilhoppes hou⸗ 
ſes; by reaſon of which neighbourhode, many controuer- 
fles dayly aroſe between them concerning bounds and other 
ſuchlike matters. The Biſhoppe was a rough and plaine 
man, hardly bzoking ſuch indignities as it is likely a woman 
of that Nobility , rich, and nere ofkinne vnto the Bing, 
would ber ready inongh to offer. By teaſon hercoftheLas 
dy conceined adeadly and inueterate malice againſt him: 
foz wzeaking whereof, ſhe awaited this opoztunity, The 
Pope at the requeſt of the King (oz gather the Blacke 
Þ2ince his ſonne hav ſuffered one Robert Stretton to be 
conſecrate Biſhoppe of Lichfield; a man in many reſpeces 
bery vnwozthy of that honour. This god Biſhop was not 
afraid (uke another Iohn Baptiſt) to ſteppe vnto the King , 
and tepꝛehend him foz it; which he taking very tenderly , 
commanded him in great diſpleaſure to auotd his pꝛeſence. 
The Lady befoze named thinking it now a fitte time to 
deale with the Bichoppe, commenced a ſute anainſt him, 
the grounde and colour whereof was this. Certaine 
lewde perſons had fired ſome honſing belonging to tie 
ſaid Lady, and being appzehended , were content to ac- 
cuſe the Biſhop as acceſſary to this foule fac.

But eſtaming moze the diſcredite then the money, 
he neutt ctaſed to impoꝛtune the king, til he obtained licence 
ol h m to call the Jury t witnelles to a reckoning of their do⸗ 
ings. The time being come when the matter was to be de⸗ 
termined in the Aſſiſes at Huntington, the Lady found a 
meanes ts hinder the Biſhops pꝛoca dings by cozrupting 
the officers, who denied him the copie of the fozmer tudge- 
ment, without which nothing could be done. Being much 
grieucd herewith, hee went vntothe King, andcomplained 
bow he wes oppzcſled, requeſting him as ha was the guide, 
and li's of the law, ſohe would direc the ſame accozding to 
iuſtite, and not ſ& him ſo onerbozn. This his ſpaxch was ds8- 
liucred in ſomewhat moze rough tearms then beſ@med him 
(as the king toke it at leaſtwiſe) who making the wo of 
it, accuſed him to the Parliament then aſſembled. Dome 
things the king laide to his charge he denied,andertenuated 
the reſt what he might. But the king affirmed enery thing 
vpon his honour,and made ſome mention of witneſſes; who 
then durft but take this pzofe foz god? De he was condem⸗ 
ned by Parliament, and this punichment laid vpon him, that 
bercafter he ſhould neuer pꝛeſume to come in the kings pze- 
ſence. Notlong after this, it hapned that his (eruants me- 
ting with certatne of the Ladies men; ina fray, one of her 
men were llaine Dfthis murther, the Biſhop is by and by 
der med an acceſſary,and howſoeuet he knew himſelſs guilt- 
lcNe,fearing the ſucceſſe of this matter, would pzone but as 
bis other ſntes had done, he ſolde all his moneable gods, put 
the merep into the hands ok his truſty friends, and hid him⸗ 
ſelfe It might not ſerne his turn;being abſent,he wes found 
guilty by the Crowners inqueſt, e bis tempoꝛalties ſeized 
into the kings hands. @eing therfoze now the wozſt (as he 
thought he was content, 1. bpon @ammons to appeare in 
fhe Kings Bench; where he demanded trtall by his Pares , 
which the Judges denied him, well knowing that by an 
9;0tazry and honourable friall they ſhould not be adle to cons

found that one Ralfe Carles the Biſhops Chambetlaine bad 
laine one William de Holme the Ladies ſeruant, that the 
Biſhoppe was not guilty ofthe murther, 02 acceſſaty befo:e 
the fac; but alter, fe: that they found foz/ooth, n 
Radwulfur poſt per pet ratam ſelonium recepta let ſcicnt. „z that 
which not withſtanding he to the laſt gaſpe with great pro- 
teſtations euer denied. Do indgement being pꝛoncunced a- 
gain him, and his tempozalties ſeaſed into the kings hands; 
he intreated the Archbiſhop of Canterbury to put him to his 
Canonicall purgation, the which thing the Archbiſhoppe ſcc- 
med content to doe, but bauing pꝛoceded a While in that 
courſe, he aduiſed the Biſhoppe te make means onto the 
King fo2 bis fauour, pꝛomiſing after he had made friall what 
might be done that way, then to pzoceed,and to accept of his 
purgation. This the Biſhop taking as an argument, that 
the Archbiſhop was fearefull to doe him iuſtice, fo: doubt ef 
diſpleaſingthe King, hereſolned fo haue recourſe vato the 
Pope, to whom cepapzing, be declared all the circumſtans 
tes f his trouble, from the beginning vnto the end. Yere- 
upon his actulets were cited to appeare in the Popes Court, 
and foz not appearing were excommunicate. The Bi- 

ſhoppe of Lincolne was commanded to denounce this cx- 

tommunication which he did vnts his great trouble) end 
alſs, that if anp ofthe excommunicate were dead, he ſhould 
cauſe them to be digged out ofthelegranes, and ſeꝛbid them 
burtall in holy earth, This pecempts3y dealing of the Pepe 
moued the king vnto great choller : fo diners of thoſe that 
were excommunicate, were perſons ot no ſmall actount ſom 
of them of his Pꝛiuy Councell. Pzoclamation therfoze was 
made thzoughout the Realme,that vpon pains of death, no 
man ſhould hereaſterbe ſo hardy as to bing into the rea me 
any kind of wꝛiting from the Popes Court. Dome notwith- 

EFanding contrary to this pꝛohibition, deliueted ietters to ths 

Biſhoppe of Rocheſter then Treaſurer of England) from 

the Pope concerntug this matter, and fearing the wozlt dad 

armed themſclues. This done, they ſhz1t:nke away and fied , 

but were ſon after appꝛehended, and diuer ly puniched, ſome 

diſmembzed, other faire and well hanged. The Pope hea- 


ting ofthis, was ſo incenſed, that hes wzote a very yy

letter vnfo the king, bꝛeathing out terrible thꝛeates again 
him, if hee did not pzeſently reconcile himſelfe vnto the 
Biſhoppe, and cauſe full amends to bæ made him fo all the 
loſle hee had ſuſtained eyther by the Lady, oz dim in theſe 
troubles, The king was two wiſe epther to doe all de tequi⸗ 
red, oz vtterly to deſpiſe his authozity.The one he knew was 
not fo2 his honour,no2(ſo farre had this tyzant incroched vp- 
on the authozity of Pꝛinces / the other fo his ſafety.

Shee commended him vnts her ſon Saint Eduard, 
and found meanes vpon the death of Eadnoth to adnaunce 
him (though a man very vnlearned) vnto this Biſhop2icke, 
The pere 1052. he and all the Romans (that thzvugh the 
fanour of Quane Emma poſſeſſed the chicſe plates ofhonoz 
in all the realme ) were compelled to depart the land, This 
man amongelt the reſt going to the Councell of Uercels to 
complaine vato the Pope of his wzongfull baniſhment , ſo 
farre fo:th bewzayedhis owne weakneſle and inſuffciency, 
as the Pope was determinedto hane diſplaced him from his 
Bichopꝛicke, vntill with gifrs, and golden eloguence he per⸗ 
ſwaded him to winke at his unperfections. It ſameth he di- 
ed the pere following. 

Wulfin oz Wulflin, was conſecrate the pere 105 ;. died

IN laſt Biſhop ofZDozcheſterand firff of Lincolne, was 
Remigius, a monke of Feſchamp the ſonne ofa Pzieff, 
Unto this 1 man William the Conquerour ( foz diuets good 
ſeruices done vnto him) had pꝛomiſed long befoze, a Biſhop- 
rickein England, if it hould pleaſe God to ſend him viao2y. 
Ve was as good as his wozd, and the pare 1 070, pzeſerred 
him to Doꝛcheſter, voide by the death of the fozmer Biſhop. 
The conſiveration of this gift comming to the Popes eare, 
de would nerds adiudge it ſymony, and as a Symontft agu- 
ally depzined him of his Biſhopzicke : But at the requeſt of 
Lanfranke the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, he reſtozed him to 
his ring andcroſyer againe. Sone after his pzeferment , ha 
began to build at Dozcheſter, and intended great matters 
there. But ozder being taken in a Conuscation at London by 
the kings pꝛocutement/ that Epiſcopall Des every where 
ſhould be remoued from obſcure to wnes to greater cities, he 
diuetted the courſe of his liberality from Dozchefer to Lin- 
colne. Lincolae at that time (ſaith William Malmsbury) 
was one ol the moſt populous cities of England, of great re- 
ſoꝛt and traffique both by ſea and land Remigius thereioze 
thinking it a fit place foz a Cathed2all Church, bought cer- 
taine ground vpon the top of the hill nete the caſtle then late- 
ly built by M illiam the conqueronr, and began the founda- 
tion ofa goodly Church. The Archqiſhop of Yozke Thomas 
bearing ofthis delgnement, fozbid him to pzoceede in that 
courſe , alleadging that Lincoln, Stow and Rewarke were 
not onely of his Pzonince and Dioces but of the poſeſſions 
ol his Archbiſhopzicke. This allegation, though ſrtuolous , 
was an occaſſion of great charge vnto the Biſhop , who was 
faine to wozke the king to be a meanes of clating that title, 
fo2 which he gave him as ſaith Huntingdon ) no lefle then 
5-00. pound. The fabzike of the Church beeing now finti- 
ſhed, and 2 1-p;ebends founded in the ſame , all which bes 
furniſhed with Incumbents very wel eſtecmed of both foz 
learning and conaerſation ; He made great pꝛouiſion fo2 the 
dedication ofthis his new Church, pꝛocuring all the Biſhops

of England by the kings authozity to be ſummoned therun- 
to. The teſt came at the time appointed, which was Map. 9. 
1092, Dnely Robert Biop of Verefozdabſentcd hunſelte, 
fo;eſ&ing by dis skill in Atrology, that Remigius couls not 
line vnto the day pzefired, which alſo he fozeto!z long beſoze. 
Atfzllout(accozding vnto his pzediaion) that Reirigius bl 
ed two daigs beſozs the time appointed [o2 this great ſol:m- 
nity. Vee was buried in that his owne new built Church. 

This Remigius was a man, though of ſo high and noble a 
mind, yet ſo bnreaſonable low of ſtatute, as hardly he might 
attaine vato the pitch and reputation of a dwarfe: 0, as if 
ſamed,na(ure had framed him in that ſozt; to ſhew how po(- 
fible it was that an excellent minde might dwell in a defo2- 
med and miferable body. Beſides this wozthy foundaticn at 
Lincoln,be radified the Church and Abbey at Stowe, as al- 
ſs the Abbey of Bardney. By his perſwaſton king William 
the conquerour ereced the Abbeyes of Cans in No2mandy, 
and Battell in DaCex bpon the very place where bee had o/ 
uerth;owne king Harold in battel,and ſo made a pafſage vn- 
tothe conqueſt ofthe whols land. Huntindon repozteth that 
be had bene accuſed oftreaſon, but purged bimſelfe thereof 
by one of bis men by walking vpon red-hotepron,and's was 
not onely acquitted, but reffs2ed to the kings ſanour againe. 
The ſuperſtitions and ctedulous poſtexit aſcribe diuetsmi⸗ 
racles vnts the holineſle of this Biſhop, w2ought not in his 
life time. but) many years after dis death. This is the repozt 
of Malmsbury ( beſide ſome other) concerning the foundati- 
on ofthis Church. And me thinks it were hard bat he Gould 
know the truth, being a man tt at lined in thoſe dates. Pow- 
beit I hold it not fit to conceale, what J find in Matth. Pars 
touching the ſame matter. TWhere (ſaith he) befoze the con- 
queſt the Epiſcopall (@ that is now at Lincolne being then at 
Doꝛtheſter; acco2zving vnto the demerits of the Biſhop then 
gouerning, nat onelp he was depzined by the Pope, but the 
place it ſelſe alſo accurſed; of ſomemozable an accident: after 
many pares there remained no memoztall, and ſo the coun- 
try continued long without either Biſhop o; Biſhopaicke, At 
lat it came to paſſe that Wil. Rufus hauing thzowen downs 
man Churches in the new Fozrefk, 1 becomming ca” 
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Lincolne. 
fo2 the ſame he determined in recompencs thereof not oneiy 
to retoze that noble Bi ſhopʒ cke to his foꝛmet tate, but to 
incteaſe the ſame, and to cemooue it to a moge tonuenient 
place. Ahgecefo:e hung gotten, either by purcyaſe oz ex⸗ 
change, certaine land, ſtom a noble man one M Gaunt, that 
came inte Cagland with his Father the Conqueroz,and had 
the ſame beſtowed vpon him foz his ſecuice ; Yee the ſatdo 
William the ſecond founded the Cathed2al-Zhurch, which is 
now at Lincoln. Which being finiſhed, he ſent foz two Cars 
dinalls, who bzonght with them all ample auths ity from 
the Pope, fo2 the oꝛdeting of that Church and 15'\hopzicke ; 
and calling togethereight Archviſhops beside 16. other Bt- 
Hops, he cauſed theſaide Church to be hallowed with excee- 
ding great ſolemnity,ſecular Canons to be placed in the ſame 
and their rents and ſeueralpoztions to be diſtinguiſhed and 
ſet out, that vnder their Bichon and Deane they might ling 
in good ſozt, gc. Thus farre Math. Paris. in his repozt of the 
peate 12.1. There hee reco2deth the hifto:p af a great con- 
tention between? the Biſhop and the Chapter concerning tus 
riſdiction. And this I thinke indade was her an alleges 
tion of the Chapter theo the narration of any indifferent 
w:iteroffozmer times. And therefoze foz mine owne part Y 
ge ns credite vnto it. 


3. Robert Bloett. 


T happened ſone after the death of Rewigius, the Ring 

(William Rufus) to fall dangerouſlo ck at Gloceſter: nd 
thinking he ſhould die, degã ſetiouſi to repent him of bis diſ⸗ 
ſolate ⁊ vicious life foepeſſed: Slpectal:'p , deſhewed great 
griefe fo his imony a ſactilegious oppzefſton of the Church 
and Cleargy men. Ja this god med be beſto wer the Archbſ- 
fhopzicks of Cant.(haning kept it voio 4.yeres)vpon Saint 
Anſclm; t Lintolne bpen Robert Blocto2 Bluet his Chaun- 
cello. ZUAhen he reccueceo,hemuch repeated bis repentance 
wiſhed they were in his hands againe,4 fell tobisolcepzactis 
ſes as buſily as euer heerctofoze- This Robert Bloct was a 
man paſſing wiſe, iiberall, affable, curteoua and very petſo- 
nable,but vnlcarned,light of behauioz,+ much ginen to luſt. 
Bale tepezteth bee had aſonne named Simon (baſe bozne — 
doubt) 
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doubt) whom he made Deane of Lincolne. We tedicafed his 
Charch;beftowevd very mech in ſurniſhing the ſane with 02- 
nameuts requiſite. Unto the 2 1. Pzekends ſounded by his 
pzeveceſſo; heatded 2 1.moze,and very largely endned)s3 as 
ſome deliver,founded) the Abbey of Eynſham brides Dx- 
fozv,vnto the which monaſtery hee removed the monkes of 
Sto. Again he beſtcwed the manno2 of Charlton von the 
monkes of Bermondſey,and gaue bnto the king 5<0,1. ( as 
Stubbes ſatth 1000. 0285 H. Huntingdon hath 500c.) to 
tlate the title that the Acht iſwop of Noe laive bnto the iu - 
riſdictton of his Se Me was ccnlecrate the rate 1092, ſate 
almoſt 30. rats, and died at laſt ſuddenly Jannary 10.1122. 
Riding by the kings ds talking with bun nete Mod ſtocke 
be h2anks downe ſperchleſſe, and beoing carried to his lodg⸗ 
ing, died in a manner pꝛeſentip. Vis bowels were buried at 
Eenſham, his body ws s canneighed to Lincoln, and there in 
dus own Church ſolemnly interred, Upon his tombe was ew 
grauen this Epitaphe :

Ross that famous Biſhop of Haliſbury, was now ſo 


great a man with the N. (Henry the firff ) as being able Hen, 1 


te do with him what be ut, he eaſily intreated him to beſtow 
the Biſhopaicke ofLincolne vpon one Alexander his owne 
bother: ſonne, a Romane bozne, whome not long be- 
foze he has made Archdeacon of Saliſbury, and chiefe Au- 
Tice of England. Þee was conſecrate at Canterbury Au- 
he 1. 112 The next pare aſter , his Cathevzall Church ſo 
lately built, and pet ſcarcely finiſhed, was burnt and hozri- 
bly defaced by caſnall fire. Ve tepayted it againe,and added 


vnto it a ſpcctall oznament,a godly vault of Kone, OD 
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foze it had not, and therefoze was the moze ſubiec unte fre. 
Ve alſo incteaſed the number of his Pzebends,and purchaſed 
vnto hi church certaine mannozs and other lands. But his 
chefe delight was in building of caſties, wherein he imitated 
bis vncle the Biſhop of @aliſbury. This humoz was the vn · 
doing of them both. To le aue the other vnto his owne place, 
Alexander built a ſtately caſtle at Banbury, another at Ne- 
that be alſo founded two monaſteries, whettol one was Pas 
uetholm ſ02 whife Canons and Nunnes, valued at the ſup⸗ 

2eſfion in $8. pound ſtue ſhillings ſiue pence, the other was 
D. Maries in Tame foz white monks, valuedat 25 6. pound, 
1 chillings ſenen pence halſe penny, verelp renenne. Þis 
Calles were ſuch eye · ſoꝛes vnto king Stephen, as they pꝛo⸗ 
uoked him to picke a quattell otherwiſe vnto the Biſhops, to 
clappe them vp in pꝛiſon (where the other died ) and to be- 
teaue them at once oftheſe manitions and all their treaſure, 
whereof (hep bad hoꝛded vp great ſtoꝛe. They that kept the 
caſtle of Newark refnſed to deliuer it at the kings ſummons, 
fill ſuch time as the Biſhop intreated them to pœld, ignify- 
ing (and it was true indade ) that the king had ſwozne be 
ſhould neither eate no; d;inke befoze hee had poſſeſſion of 
the caſtle. Bereupon they ſet open the gates bnto the king, 
and then with much ado hauing lyen by it certaine months, 
bee was at laſt reteaſedofhis imp2iſonment. After that, per- 
ceiaing the vanity of his fozmer courſe , hee gaue bimſelſe 
wholly to building and aduancing the tate of his Church, 
perfozmed that which befoze I bane cro:cfled, and ſo made 
it umply the moſt beautiful Church of England at that time. 
Dewas twice at Rome, fo Witte, the pares 2242, and 
1144. wherc he behaued himſelfs ſo, as bee pleaſed both the 
king and the Pope very well. The firſt time hee was there, 
the Pope gaue him authozity to call a conuocation as his Le- 
gate, and eſpecially commended vnto him the redzefle ofcer- 
taine eno:mities 3 fo2 the effecting whereof he cauſcd divers 
canons to be made thought very necefſarp fo; thoſe times. A 
3. tourney he made bnto the Pope, lying then in France, in 
fhemoneth of Auguft : 147. where, thzough'immoderate 
beat 
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heat of the weather during the time of bis franel he fell ficke, 
and with much ados getting home, net long after his teturne 


dled, hauing ſate Biſhop about the ſpace of 24. peares. I find 
in Henric Huntingdon certaine verſes wzitten in cemmen⸗ 


dation of hum whick J thinkenot amiſle hare to b e inſerted:

Foz all this by the ſame antho2 het is fared not onely fo; his 
p;odigality in waſting and ſpending ; but much moze fo; his 
anarice inertozting from his vnderlings, wherewithall to 
ſupply bis wants. 


4. Robert de Chiſuey. 

Fter Alexander ſueteeded Robert Archd. of Leycetker, 
AJ very youg man,ſurnamed by ſome dc Quercero,by 0- 
thers de Cheſueto, which is al ons, ont beeing dzawn frem 
p French e the ether Latine; both ignifying a grove of oaks. 

Þe was conſecrate in Deptember 114. and died Jonnary 8 
1167. This man added one ebend unte thoſe that were 
founded by his pzedeceflo2s, purthaſt u a houſe fo; bimſelſe, 
and his ſucceſſo;s neete vnts the temple at London, 2? — 
UW 2 
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the Biſhops pallate at Lincolne in a manner all. It is ſaid al- 
ſo that he founded the P2iozy of . Catherines nere Lin- 
colne fo2 Gilbertines, valued at the ſappzeſſion in 270. pound 
one chilling thꝛe pence,yoerly-renenues. Me left his Sa in; 
debted vnto one Aaron a Jew the ſumme ot 300. pound, (a 
great deale of money in thoſe dates and his ſucceſſos were 
ſaine to ſe it dilcharged long alter. 


5. Walter de Conltantijs. 

18 S>& of Lincolne continred then void after the death 

ol the laid Robert almoſt ſeuentene teres; in ſo much 
as all men were of opinion there ſhould neuer be any moꝛe 
Bichop there. A certaine conuert of Tame reputed a very 
help man, and halle a Pzophet inregard of many things he 
had ſtrangely fozetold, this man Jſayhad ginenout,that the 
ſaid Robert lately deceaſed Could be the laſt Biſhop of Lin- 
coine. This pzediction of his many men derided, when not 
long aftec the death ofthe Biſhop befoze mentioned, they ſaw 
Geoftry king Heary the ſecond his baſe ſonne and Archdeas 
con of Lincoln, eleged vato that Sa Buthecontenting him- 
ſcife with the large reuenues of that rich Biſhopztcke, neuer 
ſought conſecration , well knowing hee might ſo ſheare ths 
flæce, though heliſted not to take the charge of feeding the 
ſhzye. ®2uenyperes he reaped the ſtuits of that D& by co⸗ 
lour of his election; and then by his fathers commandement 
xe ſigned all his in reſt in the ſame, became an entire court ier 
fo2 eight pres moze, and at laſt retarning to the church as 
gaine, became Archbiſhop of Bozke About the litter end of 
ofthe pece 118. when all men now aſſurcd themſelues the 
P?2ophecy of that cenuert of Tame muſt needs fall ont true, 
Walter de Conſtantijs Archdeacon of Drſo2d, was eled and 
con'e:cate Biſhop of Lincolae, by the Archbiſhop of Canter⸗ 
bury at Aniou. Ye was very fearfalitoaccept of theelenion, 
thinking aſſuredly he might not liue to be Biſhop, in regard 
of that vaine and falſe P;ophecy befoze mentioned. Being 
tet (ſcarce warme in his ſcate, the Archbiſhopꝛicke of Roan 
was offeced vnto him, a p'ace of much higher dignity, but of 
leffe Kevennes then Lincoln a great deale. Sa the power 
and fozce ot ambition, that could pzouoke this man, nota- 
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bly couefous, fo fozſake riches , and content himſelſs with a 
place of farre leſſe wealth, but a little moze honourable. Pee 


was tranſlated to can the next tete after his comming te 
Lincolne,viz-1 1 34. 


6. Saint Hugh. 


gh — yeres after the departure of Malter fo Koan , tho 
Sa of Lincolne continued voide. Upon Saint Mar 
thewes dap 1186. one Hugh the firſt P2ioz of the Char- 
tcrhouſe monkes at Wittebam in Sommerſetſhire was 
conſecrate Biſhop of the ſaid Church. This Hugh (who by 
bis integrity of life and conuerſation, and the opinion of di- 
ners myracles wzought by him, hath purchaſed vnte hin 
ſelfe the henour and reputation of a Daint) was bozne in « 
City of Burgundy ,called Gratianopolis. Sy the aduiſe and 
dite gion of dis Father, ( who hauing buried his wife , had 
made himſelfe a regular Cannon) heealſo entered the ſame 
pꝛoſeſſion being pet verp young: But waxing elder, de betok 
bimlſelfe aſterwards vnto the ftraight and ſcucre ozdetrs of 
the Carthaſians oz Chatte thouſe monkes (as we commonly 
call them.) In that kind of life he not only obſerued al things 
requiſite by the rule of their oꝛder, but (o farre ſurmounted 
the lame in perfo;ming much moze then it required, as hes 
gre lo beiy famous farre and nete foz his ert2zaozdinary ab- 
ſcinence ans auftcrityoflife. It chaunced the repozt theres: 
to come bnto the eares of king Henry the ſecond : who bnil⸗ 
ding a houſe (og Carthuſian monkes at Witteham aboue 
mentioned, thought god to ſend Reginald Biſhop of Bathe 
into Burgundp, to intreat this holy man, lo accept the place 
of the Pꝛioʒ ofthis new foundation. With much ads he al. 
ſented, and came ouer with the Biſhop, The king (who fog 
the opinion hee had of his helineſſe. vſed often pʒiuatelp to 
conferre with him) rememb2ing how great wzeng her had 
done the Church of Linc ine in ſo long keping it without 
Biſhop, detetmined ta make amends by giuing them a god 
one at laſt. and pꝛecuted this Hugh befoze he vnderſtod of a⸗ 
ny ſuch thing toward, to be eleded Biſhop of that Sc. Vx 


gonerned very ltontly and with great (euerity,yet ſo, as bo 
a4 was 
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as mozereu:renced and loued then feared, Pis ertommu⸗ 
nications were deep terrible vnto all men, and the rather, fo; 
that it was noted (as I find deltuered) ſome notable calami- 
ty other wiſe didli3htl fellowthem. His Church ok Lincoln 
he cauſed te be all new built from the foundation, agree. t and 
mem able wozke, and net poſſib le to bee perło: med by him 
without infinite helpe Poꝛcouer, hee gaue vuto the King 
1. markes, to acquite him and his ſucceſloꝛs, from the 
yarely payments'a Pantcilof Sables, wherewith by an 
auncicnt cu Tome they were wont euerp new peares-tive to 
pꝛe ent hum · The yore 1 200, he would ne des make a voy⸗ 
age to Cartulaa the chieſe and oziginall houſe of the ix a2der. 
In his ſceturne home, he fcil icke ofaquartane ague at Lon- 
don and there died, Rouember. 17. 12 00, Mis body was 
p:eſcntly conactghed to Lincolne , and hapned to be brought 
thit her, at a time, when king lohn of England and William 
king of Scots were mette there, with an infinite number of 
the nobility ot both realmes Che two kings,fo2 the great res 
us rente thep bare vato his holineſſe, would needs ſet their 
ſhoulders vnto the bete, and helped to catty his coarſs from 
the gates of the Tity , vutill it came tothe Church doze: 
There it was receiued by the Pꝛelates, cattied into the quite 
and the funcrailrites being ended, buried in the bodpolthe 
Eat part ofthe Church aboue the high Aulter z nate the aul- 
ter of Saint lolm Baptiſt. Che rate 1220 he was Cano⸗ 
niſed at Rome, and his body being taken by, Ocober 7. 
1282. was placed in a ſluei ſhꝛine. Tho ſo liſteth to reads 
the miracles that are aſcribed vato him, may finde them in 
Matth. Paris that deſcribeth bis life at large in his repozt of 
the yarro 1200, Amangſt many things omitted foz bzeuity, 
A can not let paſſe one which J finde elſewhere deitnered 
concerning him, how tat comming to Sodttob a Honſe of 
Nunnes necre Orfaꝛd, and ſeing a hearſe in the middle of 
the quite couered with ülke t tapers burning round about it, 
he asked who was buried there. Underſtanding then, it was 
that faire Roſamond the Concubine of R. Henry the ſecond, 
who at her intreaty had done much foz that houſe, and in re- 
gard of thoſe fauours was afſ®2ded that honour ; Bee com⸗ 
maunded her body to be digged vp immediately , and buried 
in 
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in the Charchpard, ſaying, it was a place a great deale t 
god foz a harlot, and it ſhonld bee an crample to other wo⸗ 
men to terrifie them ſrom ſuch a wicked and filthy kinde of 
like.

The king hearing of it, ſea⸗ 
ſed von his tempozalties, and kept him ſaſting from them, 
tiil the vate 1213. At what time he was teſtozed vnto them. 
Aiterwuds notwitbſtanding, the Pape and the kiug being 
recouciied, he cleaning firſt vato the Barons patt, and aſtec 
bnto Leis of France that came to conquere the tealm was 
fo2 bis dillopaity vato his natural Pzince,wozthily excom- 
municate, and might net bee abſolued, beſoze hee had paide 
bnto the Pope 1000, Parkes, and to bis Legate 1 co. Foz 
all theſe binderances,be and loceline Biſhop of Wlels, lay- 
ing their parſes together, built a godly Yoſpitall at Mels. 
Se moe thrreofin the life of the ſaid loceline. Yozrouer hee 
ereced a Chantry ta his Church of Lincolne. J baue ſane 
a copy of a will made by him, 1211. in which, beſide many 
great legacies to his friends and kindzed, he begueathed to 
god vſes aboue oo. marks.

A man famous foz his excellent learning 
and vertaes otherwiſe. He was bozne in Suffolke, of very 


meaue, 02 rather baſe parentage,and had his education foz a 


ſeaſon in the Uninerſity of Driozd, vntill ſuch time as (ac- 
coding vuto the manner of all ſtudents in thoſe times her 
trauelled into France,partly to increaſe his knowledge in o⸗ 
ther learning,but eſpectally to attaine the French tongue, 
which was then almoſt as common here as the Engliſh. At 
his returne he was made Archdeacon of Lepceſter,and after- 
wards (as befoze is mentioned) Biſhop of Lincolne. An his 
time, the tyꝛannꝑ of the Pope was now growne to the full 
height and ripenes. What fo2 appeales vnto Rome + bzibes 
at Nome, no iu iſdia ion here could puniſh any fault neuer ſo 
hainous. No bencfice oz other pꝛefetment was likely to fal, 
but the Popes reſecuation would take it vp befoꝛe hand, and 
beſtow it at laſt vpon ſome trenger (happily achilde) that 
would neuer come nereitallhis life long. The pœte 1252. 
notice being taken of this matter, the ſpirituall pꝛomotions 
of ſtrangers within this Kealme were found to amonnt vn- 
to the ſumme of 72000. marks by the pr, wheras the kings 
rerely reuenues at that time came not ts the third part of 
that ſumme. At theſe and other intollerable abuſes, be repi⸗ 
ning very much, thought god in perſon to go to Rome, ac⸗ 
quaint the Pope with his grieues. He did ſo, was heard, and 
with fair pꝛomiſes diſmiſſed. But whe at his return he round 
no maner ef redꝛeſle of thoſe things he complained of, he fea- 
red not to wzite vnto the Nope a very ſharpe t Datyricallet- 
ter, ſhewing haw far he had degenerated from the holines of 
his pꝛedecelloꝛs, and exhozting him tarneſtly torefo:me the 
monſitous enozmities, that flying from Rome, as from a 
coꝛtupt and poyſoned fountaine inſeced the whole Church. 
This Cpiſtle if any man deſire to ſe it) is to be founde in 
Match. Paris. The Pope hauing read it, grew into great 
choller, and b;zeathing out many theats, intended ſome — 
rible 
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rible renenge ofthis ſo intollerable arepzoch (as he foke it) 
vntill ſuch time as, one Gy les a Cardinall of pain ſtepping 
vnto him vſed theſe wozds; Yoly father, it ſhall not to wel 
(in my opinion) to take any hard o2 extreame conrſe againft 
this man. It is but to true that he hath wzitten.Þe is foꝛ res 
ligion a Catholike as well as we, but foz life andconuerſa- 
tion ſo far befoze vs, as it is thought Chziſtendome hath not 
his like. Againe, he is knowne to bi a great learned man, 
an excellent Philoſopher, well ſ@ne in the Greke tongue as 
well as the Latine,a pzotound Dinine,and a diligent pꝛeach- 
er:Thele things are well known to all the Clergie, both of 
Ftaunte and England; Me haue no iuſt matter againſt him 
we are not able to touch him, yea though wee were, it were 
not wiſdome. We ſhall do wall to remember, how certains 
it is, quod ſcitur, quia aliquando Diſceſſio eſt ventura, that 
there (hall one day bee a departure, and let vs take had that 
we giue not the occaſton-&Þy aduite theteſoꝛe is, that wa bee 
content to winke at this matter, and euen let him alone. 
Some ſay his counſell was ſollowed, and the matter paſſed 
oner tn ſilence. Yowbeit it is alſo repozted (and both may be 


. true) that aſterwards (vpon ſome new quarrell peraduen⸗ 


tute he was ſuſpended at Rome, excommunicate, and hoz- 
ribly perſecuted. Ray Bale affirmeth, that he was depꝛiued 
by the ſaid Pope, and another appointed to his Bifhop:icke 
to wit, one Albertus ſometimes Archbiſhop of P2vſſia,that 
had ben dzinen out of Linonta by the people of the county. 
Yowſoeuer,certaine it is, that he would neuer bo induced 
to obep any of theſe monſtrous and vareaſonable bulls : Df 
which,diſcourſing ſometimes with his fanuliars, bee would 
bery confidently ancuch, that the Pope was an Þere- 
tike, pea and Antich1ſt. So Matthew Paris deliuereth. 
Notwithftanding theſe bzoiles, bs was acontinuall and dts 
ligent Pꝛeacher, wzit bokes to the number ofalmoſt 200. 
(the Catalogue whereof you may finde in Bale) and pet 
toke infinite paines in attending matters of gonernement 
and iuriſdiaton, ſs farre fo:th as by the Pope ha was net 
bindzed. Ve died at laſt at his mannsur of Buckven, De- 
ber 9. 1253. gining all his bokes(an ercellent Lib:arp)vnto 


the Frier Þinozs at Oxſozd. ee lieth buried in the 1 — 
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South Ide of his Cathedzall Church, + hath a godly tombs 
of marblc,with en image of bzafle vpon it. The Pope notcea- 
ſing toperſecutehim after his death, was once of the mind to 
digge vp his body againe, vntill by the perſwakon of ſome 
other his minde was altered. Bat (@ the iuſt iudgement of 
God vpon this wicked Pope it was Innocent 4.) Lying at 
Naples in his way toward Wicil (the kingdeme whereot in 
hope he had now deuoured / this biſhop appeared vnto him in 
the night, + rake hum a great blow vpon the left tide, which 
ſhewed all bloud y in the mozning;and (one aſter the Pope 
died. This Balc repozteth out of Ranultus, Fabian, b others, 
Mathew Paris aſcribeth diuers miracles vato hum, and doub- 
teth not ts account him a Saint, although the Pope ought 
him not ſo much good will as to affo2de dim Canonization. 
Poubtleſſe he was an excellent man, and veſcrueth the com- 
mentation giuen vnto him by the conſent of ali wziters. Not

Balcrepozteth that he could not cary this matter ſo 
cleere as that it co ſt him not ſome ſttipes: In the conflict hims 
ſelfe was wounded, and that in the Church iuſt beſoze the 
bigh altar. Jt ſemeth be was a man learnsd, ſtout, and wiſe 
enough, but not ſo ſtraight and carefull acenſurerof his own 
manners and conuerſation as hee ſhould bee. No doubt our 
monkes (that were the onely w2iters ot thoſe times) ſpeake 
no better of him then he deſerues: yet foz his religious and 
penitent end hes made they commende him much.

of Bangor. Unto this man the ſaid Ring gane the mans 
no2sof Wellington, Buckland, and Lydpard in @om- 
merſetſhire, which fince haue come vnto the Biſhops of 
Mels, whereof one Buckland pet remaineth vnto 
that S. Byhis exhoztatton alſo that good king did 
much fo2 the Untnerſity of Oxfoꝛd, alotting diuers fti- 
pends vnto the readers and p;ofeſlo2s there. This Bi- 
mop died the pete 88 3. and was buried at Sher-

Swithelmoz Sigelm trauelled into India fo the place of 
Saint Thomas his buriall, carried thither the almes 
oz offringofRing Alfred, and bzought home many pꝛe⸗ 
tious tones of great pꝛice.

But theſe Biſhops of Wilt- 
ſhire,becauſe their Sc at laſt returned backe againe whence 
it firſt ſpzang, J will deliuer them and their ſncceſion next 
alter Sherbozne.

Saliſbury (ſaith W. of PÞalmſbury ) is 
a plate built on the toppeof a hill, reſembling rathera Caſtle 
then a towne, compaCed about with a trong wall, and well 
pꝛouided otherwiſe of all commodities,but wanteth water ſo 
vnreaſonably, (as a Trange kinds of merchandiſe) it is there 
to be ſoldefo2 money. This place we now call old Salisba- 
ry, whereof nothing remaineth at this time but certaine de- 
ſert ruines. Yow it decaied, e hall haue cauſe hareaiter to 
diſcourſe, 
2. Oſmond, 


Smond being a knight, anda Nozman by birth, cams 
inte England with Ring William the Congquerour, 
Hee had bæne Captaino of Day in Nozmandy, and by the 
fo:eſaide king was made Chauncelloz of England, Earle 
of Dozſet,and after Hermans death, Biſhop of Saliſbury: he 
was a man well leatned, and paſſing wiſe, in regard whereof 
doe was alw es of the pziuy councell and might ſeldome be 
ſpared from the Court. Me continued the building begun by 
bis pzedeceCo2 and at laſt finiſhed the ſame, adding vnte it a 
lib;ary, which he furniſhod with many excellent boks. This 
new Church at olde Saliſbury was finiſhed, and in an enill 
bower dedicated very ſolemaly by the fozeſayde Oſmond to- 
gether with Walkelin Bifhop of WinchcBer,q lohn of Bath 
the pete 1092. In an euill hours I ſap; foz the very next day 
after,y ple of the ſame was ſet on fire by lightning. That 
bee afterwards repaired, and farnifhed bis Church with all 
maner ofoznaments, At laſt hee departed this life Daturday, 
Decem. 3. 1099. and was buried in his cwne Church Pis 
bones were after remoued to new Saliſbury, whers they 
now lxe, in the middle of the Lady Chappell vader a 1 
Z one 
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fone bearing this onely inſcription ANNO MXCIxX. 
Aboue any thing J may not foget, that anzongeft dinerg 
bokes he wzit (as the life of Saint Adelme the firſt Biſhop 
of Sherbozne,not of ©. An(clme who liued tenne yeares af- 
ter him, as Baronius miſtaking repszteth ec.) hee was firſt 
Aut hour of the ordinale ſecundum vſum Sarum, After his 
death he was canonized. and the aſozeſayd third day of De- 
cember appointed foz his holy day. 


3. Roger. 


Ing Henry the firſt beeing vet a pʒiuate man, t ſeruing 

his bzother in his wars in Nozmandy, it chaunced him 

and bis trops to turne into a Church in the Saburbes of 
Cane ts heare ſeraice. Roger that rich and mighty Biſhop of 
Saliſbury that was afterwards, attended the cure there af 
that time fo2 ſome very poꝛe ſalzry. This crafty curate, wal 
knowing how to fit the denotion ofſouldters, was ſo nimble 
at his buſineſſe, as hee had made an end of his wozke befoze 
ſome of the company were aware he had begunne. They all 
cxyed out he was the fitteſt chaplaine fo2 ſoldiers that might 
be found. Whereupon halle in ieſt, halſe in earneft;theyong 
Pꝛince bid him follow him. Me did ſo; and albeit he was in 
a manner altogether vnlearned, pet being very crafty, in a 
Chozt time he wound himſelfe ſo faſt into the Pzinces liking, 
as he employed him in moſt of his affairs. Whileft he remat- 
ned a pziuate man, hee had the managing of his money and 
houthold buſineſſes, wherein he did the P2tnce his Maſter 
ſach ſernice (his meanes beeing then very (mall, and requi- 
ring carefall attendance) as hee gained a ſpecial! truſt with 
him euer after; in ſo much, as ſone after his comming to the 
Crowne, hauing pzeferred him to this Biſhopaicke,bee gaue 
him alſo the title of Iuſlitiarius torivs Angliæ, and committed 
ener the whole gouernment ofthe Realme vato him in his 
abſence, which fell out to bs very often, vnd ſometime fo2 the 
ſpace of 3.024- yeares together. Theſe imployments gaue 
him oppoztunity, both to inrich himſelfe, and to pzeferre his 
friends euen as he liſted. Ye had a ſonne ot his owne called 
Roger, ſurnamed Paupete cenſu, whome hee made — 
dellour 
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cellour of England. Ve hav alſo two nephewes which her 
made Biſhops , Alexander of Lincolne, and Nigellus of 
Ely. This Nigcllus likewiſe had a ſonne called Richard 
Fitz Ncale that long after became Biſhop of London. Foz 
theſe (o great benefits he pzouecd not ſo thankeſull to his Ma 
Rer as was to be expected. Foz he( Bing Henry the firſt) has 
ning loſt his only ſonne and apperant heite Pzince William 
by milſoztune vpont!e ſea ; and hauing no iflue lawfully 
begotren, leit to inherit bis kingdome but onely Maude the 
Emp:eTe : Vee I (ay thought good fo take an oath of all the 
nobility, wherein they pꝛomiſed to aloe obediente to her at 
tet his death as there Þoucraiagne, and to none other. This 
oath, thongh Roger our Biſhoppe did net onely take him- 
ſelfe, but migiſter vato the reſt of thencbility, fo2 that bes 
was Chaticelloz : yet netwithſtanding, fo;getting all duties 
of religion toward Gov, of thankefulneſe toward his Pa- 
frone, and loyalty to his Pꝛince hee was the firſk man (the 
King being dead) that fell to plotting fog the aduancement 
of Stephen vnto the kingdome, which by his perſwaſion hee 
Ait attempted, and much deale by bis vngracious counſell 

at laſt obtained. At the time of king Henries death, it happe- 
ned Maud the Empꝛeſſe to be out ofthe realme in No2zmans 
dy with her Father. Whereof Stephen Earle of Boloigne, 

taking aduantage wzought ſo with this Bilhop,t the Biſhop 
of Wincheſter Scephens bzother (that was thenthe Popes 

Legate) as they were content to ſet the crown bpon his head 

whootherwiſe then by a kinre of election which they pꝛocu- 

red, had no colour of right vnto the ſame. $02 if they regar- 
ded neernefſe of blond, not onely Maud and her ſonne were 
nerrer, but T heobald alſo Earle of Bloys that was Stephens 
elderb;other. Yowbeit theſe Cleargy men that bare all the 
ſway in thoſe times, defirons to continue their owne 
greatnefſe, would needes make choice of him, as perſwaded 
belike,y in beſtowing the crown vpon ſuch a one as had leaſt 
reaſon to erped it, they ſhould ſo farre oblige him vnto 
them, as in all likelihod it muſt bee a meants not onely to 
continue, but much to encreaſe their areatneſſe. As fo2 the 


eath they had taken, this Biſhopre deuiſed an excuſe, that 
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king Henry after the time they had (wone fs his vanghtey, 
marrying her outs” the Realms without their conſent, hay 
therein diſcharged them of that aath. Powloenerthis alle. 
gation might bleare the eyes of men, it could not detetut 
God, that out ofhis iuſtice turned this donice to the deſtcy- 
gion of many t the iufinit trouble of al that had any finger in 
the ſame. A. Stephen in the beginning of his raigne,to ſecure 
bimlſelfe the better againſt fozraineinuafion (as he thought) 
graunted free licen e vnto all that would fo build caſtels in 
any part of the Realme ; by vertue of which grant in a ſhoꝛt 
time after, there wersereaed no leſte then 1117, new ca- 
files. But the Biſhoppes, and this of Saliſbury) farre ont- 
went thenobility and all the reſt in magnificence, ſtrength, 
and number of their erections. To leaue the teſt vnto thetr 
owne places, the moſt coſt that this man beſtowed, was vp- 
on the Caſtle of the deniſes, the cuines whereof who ſo doth 
yet view, will not mernaile ifin thoſe dapes it were accoun- 
ted the moſt ſtately and ſumptuous building of all Europe. 
Beſides it. he built alto the caſties of Shetboʒue and palmſ- 
bary, two places in ſtreugth and beauty little behinde the 8- 
ther; and laſtly new walled and repaired the Caſtle of Ba- 
liſbury. Somewhat then to excuſe the vanity of his hamoz, 
he fell to repay2ing of his Churth of olde Salifeary, which 
in a manner de bnilt alla new. It is ſatdalſo hat be beſfow- 
ed the foundation of two monaſteries, but what they 
were J unde not. Theſe Antidotes were of ſo ſmall fozco a- 
gainf tte popſon of enu as there wanted not many te 
buzze daily into the Kings eares, that theſe caſtles no doubt 
wore intended to entertaine the party of the Empzeſſe his 
aduerſary, and that it much behoned him to take them ſrom 
the Pꝛieſt, in whoſe hands to leaue them, were neither ſafe 
no: {emely, Others put him in minde of his owe wants, 
which might no way they ſaid be better ſupplied, then by ri⸗ 
fling the cofers of this rich Biſhop. Whether it were feare, 
and a tealouſts ofthe Biſhops fidelity (which ſome deliner) 
oʒ couetouſnes t a deſire of poſleſſiug himſelfe of his wealth, 
which others affirme ; 02 happily both, certain it is, that vio- 
lently he deſpoiled at once both of his treaſure and his _ 


alisbury. 
this Biſhop, to whom he owed enen the crowne he bare, 
Pauing lately obtained diuers vicozics, againft the Scots, 
againſt the Empꝛoſſe, the French and otpers, and thinking 
his thꝛons now ſuſficientiy eſtabliched; he pꝛeſumed ſo far 
ol his alone ſtrength, as caſting all regard of his old friend, 
behind him, de doabted not to tate the coutſe beſoze mentio- 
ned, which was very like in the end to haus pꝛoued his ouer 
thzow as in his hiſtozy the Chꝛonicles map ſhew you. At 
Dxfozd acouncellis called by the A ing, whither the Biſhops 
and eſpecially oars of Saliſbury muſt n@ds come. Me would 
kaine haue excuſed himſelfe by age and the indiſpoſition of 
his body,but it might not ſerne his turne Anſwer was made 
his experience was ſuch in affatres of the Kealme and ſuch 
bis knowne fidelity,as the king ma not want bis aduics 
whereon he meant p;ztncipally te telp. And tras it is indeed 
that hitherunto the king was wholly ruled by bim, inſo⸗ 
much as he gaus him fog himſelfe oz his friend, whatſceuer 
be would aske. Ons of his nephews he made Chancelloz, 
another Treaſarer,q beſtowed vpon himſelfe the burrough 
of palm(bury;and ſometimes he would not ſticke to ſay, 
let this man bog while he will,foz a while, 17 will gine him 
balfe the kingdome rather than ſay him nay, and (oner ſhall 
de be weary ofcrauing then J of granting. Df late now he 
had ſomewhat withdzawne bimſelfs from the Court, pze- 
tending bnſeraiceableneſe by reaſon of his debility and 
many yares.But the king if ſeæms was diſpoſed to haue it 
fo2 an argument of alienation ot his aFections, whercanto a 
great emulation grown between him and Winchefter the 
kings brother might giue ſome likelihood. End therefoze 
viing faire wozdgs as a baite te toll him into his net, ſeconding 
his kind me Cages with the like wozvs, at their meeting, bet 
gaue him all grations entertainment, but ſecretly toke 02d: 
(as it ſameth) that a querrell hond be picked vnto ſome 
ol his retinue. Do when he leaft ſuſpected any (uch matter, 
his people were ſet vpon by ſame of the kings officers, pze- 
tending that certain courtiers were by them diſappointev of 
theirlodgings. After a little reſitancs ons 02 two of the 
Biſhops men ſlaine and diuets wounted, che Biſhops men 
fled,as did allo the Biſhop himſelfe, his ſonne and both his 
Z 3 nephewes 
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nephews. But the match was made to ſure befoze hand fo; 
them all to eſcape ay they were al taken,except the Biſhop 
of Ely, that yaſte- bum to the Taite!i oi Deniſes, which des 
found very well pꝛouided e detetminco to vold it againſt the 
king: who pzeicntly travelled thither with all ſpav, carrying 
along with hum his patſoners,who be canſed to be very hards 
ly vſed, ſhutting vp P ane 15:thyp in an Oxc/ſtal, the other in 
a filt yy blacks roome moꝛe loathſome then the other, At his 
fc ſt comming, de ſummoned the caltcli, intending fo pzous 
all meanes, rather then he would let this occaſion ip. of ti⸗ 
Ling the ſame. @herefoze loben no other pꝛaaiſe would tale 

ſuccefs (fo: he tryed many) he cauſe d apaire of gallowes ts 

be ſet vp, and ſwate he wor id hang Roger the Biſhops (on, 

if the caſtle were not pzeſently del uercd vp vnts bim The 

Biſh p of Eip tontinuing obſtinate in his dentall, though 

dis vncle of @aliſbury had intteated him earneflly co rcelde: 

the haltet was now abeut the young mans necke, and hee e- 

nen ready to be cxecuted , when his father humbly beſoaght 

the king, that he would accept his beſt endeuour fo2 tbe effes 

ging of his defire;x to ſane his ſons life, was content tolwear 
he would neither eat noz dzinke beſoze the taſtell wers deli⸗ 

ucted bato hum. Gerteupon the execution of the ſonne was 

faicd; but it coſt the Father his life. Foz the Biſhopoi Ely 
bis nephcw,not withſtanding what intreaty could be made, 

\i:ffered his vncle to ſaſt the u hole dates befoze hee Would 
giut ouetr. Z*e Biſhop of Saliſbury being now very ageb, 
partly pecaduenture ih2cugh artefe,but partly alio by rea on 
ol ſo long abſtinence.ſel ſicke of a quattane «gue, wherewith 

he languiſhed from that ime (being the moneth of Iuſy) vn⸗ 
till December ſollou ing. ant then died, tauing and taking 
on lit a man viltracn of his wiltes certaine dates befoze bis 
departure. There was found ia that caſte'l of bis fozty thous 
ſand markes of filaer teady copred, befade ge lo, plate 4 ic w- 

els of ineſtimable paice. All that the king laide hands von; 
and with that money pꝛocured (as ſome deliver the marti⸗ 

age ol dis eldeſt ſonne Euſtace and Conſlantia the French 

Is ingo Ter. The Biſhops ſanne was kept ſony .n pꝛiſon, 
anddeait carnefly withall ts renounce the Empꝛeſſe and

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{y and conffantly refuſing, with long ſuife obtained at last 
fo a great ſauout, that he might be baniſhed the tealme. To

7. Richard Poore.

Ichard Poore fametimes Dean of Saliſbury, was con- 
ſecrate Biſhop of Chicheſter, 1215. and remooued fo 


Saliſbury the pate 1 217. This Biſhop conſidering the vn- 


conuentent ituation of his Cathedzall S in a place ſo dap, 
and bleake, as alſo wearied with the often inſclencies and 
malapertdemeanure of the ſoldiers that guarded the Earles 
Caſtle; ſoꝛſoke the ſame , and ſending fo2 diners famous 
wozkemen from beyond the Seas, began the foundation of 
a new Church, ina place then called Peryficld. Pandulph 
the Popes Legate laid the fine firſt fones , the firſt fo2 the 
Pope,the ſecond ſoz the King,the third foz the Carle of @a- 
liſburp, the fourth fo the Countefſe , and the fift fo the Bi- 
Hop. In this wozke,though hee had great helpe of the king, 
and diners ofthe nobtlity,yet was he ſo farre from entt ig it, 
as 30, peares after his departure, it was ſcarcely finiſhed, 
The Townſmen of olde Sa'iſbury they likewiſe remooued 
their habitation to the ſame place, and left the caſtle al alone, 
which hauing bene the ſeat of the Carles of Saliſbury ma⸗ 
nyperes, was giuen oner into the Biſhops hands about the 
tere 1360. and in the time ofking Henry the ſeuenth let 
20wne; ſo as now except a bzoken tower oz two, and ſome 
peres of walles,thers is nothing of it remaining.

The 
continaer of Florent, Wig ſetteth downe the hiſtozy thereof 
at large. After his deliuetante, he toke great paines in labou⸗ 
ring an agreement betweane the Churches of Wels + Bathe 
who had now many yeeres contended which of them Gould 
bee honoured with the Epiſcopall Be. At laſt with the awd 

lining ot both parties, he ſet downs this ozder, that the Bi- 
(hops heereafter ſhould be called, Biſhops of Bath + Mels 

that each of them ſhould by commiſſion appoint electo2s (the 

Dae being void by whoſe voyces the Biſhop hou!d be cho 

len; and that he ſhould be inſtalled in both of theſe chucches. 

Then, whereas a kinſman ofIohn de Villula being appoin- 

ted by him Pꝛouoſt, by vertus of that office had withdzawn 

and conuerted vnto his owne vſe , in a manner all the rcues 

nues of old, belonging to the canons; with great labour t coſt 

at laſt he pzocured,all that had appertained vnto them to bee 

reſts;ed againe. And to take away all occaſion of the like v- 

ſurpation,he thought god to diuide the lands of the Church 

into two parts whereof the one he aſſigned vnto thochaptec 

in common ; out of the reſt he allotted to every cannon a poz- 

tion, hy the name ofa Pꝛebend. Me alſo it was that firſt con 

ſituteda Deane to be the P;eſident of the Chapter, and a 

Subdeane to ſupply his place in abſence ; a Chaunter to 

gonerne the quier, and a Dubchaunter vnder him a Thanns 

cellour to inſtrud the yonger ſozt of Canons;and lalllp , a 

Treaſarer to loke to the ozyaments ofthe Church. The

Aman ſo greatly ac- 
counted of fo2 his holineſſe (ſaich Matthew Paris) as when 
Robert Killwardby Archbiſhop of Canterbury had licence of 
the Wope to take conſecration at the hand ot an Catholike 
Bilhop ; he made choice of him, only inreſpec of his holtnes. 
Ve made many god ſtatutes by which our Church is pet go⸗ 
uerned : Amongſt other things hee oꝛdained fonre generall 
Chapter vales in the pete, at which onely times, ſuch things 
ſhould be o2dcred as might pati moram. It were greatly to 
be wiſhed, that all other Churches were to obſerue the ſame 
oꝛder.

An 
d:ews well He built(as to me it leaſt wiſe ſæme th) the weſt 
love of the cloyſter. Hee was a great bencfactoz to Lincolne 
Colledge in Dxfoz5; and a great builder of his owne houſcs, 
vpon the repapring and beautifping of which, he ſpent firlt x 
lat (as himſelfe pꝛofeſleth in his wil) S000. markes. Percei- 
ning bimſelfe ſickly and not like long to continue, bee made 
his will: e doubting leaſt K. Edward the fourth ſhould make 
it void by picking ſome quarrelof treaſon vato him (a thing 
no doubt eaſte to be done, foz that this biſhop had bane al- 
wales a conſtant follower of the houſe of Lancaſter ) with 
great coſt he pꝛecuted from the (aide king a confirmation of 
bis wil oatco Rouember 3. 1454+ In it de bequeathed to the 
Church of Mels : 0,1. ia mony,fower very ſumptuous vefs- 
ments,400,1. to bup copes , a beſſell foz holy water offiluer 
waighing 10, l. Troy. a croſſe of ſilucr parcell gilt ofthe ſame 
waight, achaire fog the Biſhop to vſe in the Church (which 
pet remaineth)and certaine cuſhions with other oznaments. 
Co the Church of Bathe he bequeathed a cup, a cenſaz and a 
pare of filaer,all waigꝭ ing 30. ountes, beſide o. coapes and 
other veſtments . To New colledge in Drfo2d (where hir 
was bzought vp although by a note J baus ſane it ſhould 
appcare he had his education in Merton Colledge) a filuer 
crofe of ten pound waight , a faire bible in fonre volumes 
a ſilacr baſon of o, l. waight, certaine coapes and other tri- 
fles. To Wincheſter Colledge a ſilner crofſe double guilt, 
waighing 9. pound and ten ounces, two ſiluer candleſtickes 
of the ſame waight, and a number of veſtments.

To his 
ſerningmen of the better ſozt he bequeathed , l. a pace; to 

his meaner yeomen flue markes; to euer bop of his houſe 

hold 40,8. and to ſo many of his ſernants as were not pꝛoui⸗ 

did ofabiding places, meate, dzinke and wonted wages ſoz 
thꝛee moneths alter his deceaſe. To his ſucceſſoʒ hee gaus 
ioo. vpon condition he would accept it in lieu of all dilapi- 

dations , otherwiſe willing his executo2s to ſpend it in laws 
agaiaſt him: and laſtly vnto his executoꝛs he left onely 20,1, 
a piece, retuiring them to imploy all the reT of his gods to 

god vſes at their diſcretion. They anſwered vory iufly , the 

truſt repoſedin them, e that with ſach diſcretion as well as 
fidclity,that I ſhould do them wong not to remember them. 
The one was Richard Swanne, Pzonoſt of Melles, and 
parſon of Penelton, that heretofoze had borne erecato; after 
ths ſame ſoꝛt vnto Richard Praty Biſhop of Chiche t ex (this 
man dwelt in the canonicall houſe that is nere the market 
place.) Another was, Hugh Sugar Dogoz of lawe and Trea- 
ſurer of Welles (d built the chappell all of ſr& ſtane, which 
was of wod befoze,adioyning to the greatpulpit, and t welt 
where J now do, in the middle houſe of the th:& that iorne 
vpon the Cambzay.) And the third was Iohn Pope Dodo: 
of Diuinity P2obendary of Saint Decumans and parſon of 
Shyze Theſethz&(as I haue bene told b old men) lye bu⸗ 
ried in a tanke together, oner againſt the great pulpit, vader 
the Marble Eones of ons lachion.

A man greatly #1 
fanoar with King Edward the fourth, .vader whom hee al- 
wapes flouriſhed in great anthozity ; beeing imploped by 
bim in ſundzy Ambaſſages, as namely vnts the Duke of 
Bꝛitaine, fo; appꝛehending the Earle of Richmond, that as 
terward was King Henry the ſeaenth, in which buſtnes her 
ſo beſfirred himſelfe, as that his double diligence therein 
pꝛoued afterwards his ouerthzow With Richard ths 3, 
he tempo3ized,and was a man ſpecially imployed in hi⸗ Co- 
ronation. With King Henry the ſeuenth bee ſozted not © 
well; foz the peate 1487. about the time that Otekeſtelde 
was fought, in which Lambert was 2pp:ehonded{the couns 

terkeit Eale of Marwicke ) I fin2e that this Biſhop was 


accuſes of treaſon,fo; yalding(as we mex ſuppoſe) ſome af- 
ſikance 
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ad ante vnto the ſaid Lambert. Jftherein hee ſought fo ad · 
nance Edward tye ttue Carle of Warwicke, and to remoug 
from the poſceſſion of the Crowne, the iſſue of his ſo boun⸗ 
tifull a Patrone King Edward, whoſe elveſt daughter K, 
Henry had marrted ; hee was carried but with the (ame hu⸗ 
mour that poſſeſſed Margaret Ducheſſe of Burgundy King 
Edwards owne ſiſter, who ſet vp not onely this counterfeite, 
but afterhim alſo Perkin Warbecke, bing all her poſſible 
meanes to diſplace King Henry, as eſtaming the houſe of 
Pozke quite deſpoiled of the Kingdome,exceptſome one of 
the iNuc male of that Family were ſeated in the ſame. Bat 
whatſoeuerthe particular fault of this Biſhop were, it ſ@- 
meth, that hauing a guilty conſcience, hee betoke himſelfe 
vnts the Uninerſity of Þxfozd,as hoping that the pziniled- 
ges of the ſame might bee ſome ſhelter and defence vnto 
him. TAhereofthe King having aduertiſement, ſent vnto 
the Chancellour ofthe Wniaerſity, one Edward Willough- 
by his Chaplaine, fo require that the Biſhop might bee de- 
linered vnto his officers,as being one,vnto whom (be being 
at the time no Student there )the pꝛiuiledges of the Uniuer- 
ut could not extend, ſo farre at leaf, as to pzoten him in a 
matter of treaſon, vnto which no pꝛiuiledge ought to peeld 
any pafrociny. After two oz the refuſals, at laſt by petmiſ. 
ſion and conniuence of the Chancellour, he was arreſted and 
committed pziſoner to the caſtle of VWindſoz, to wit, in the 
moneth of Odober, 1.4 $7. where he lap and continued vntill 
his dcceaſe,which happened about Pidſommer in the yeare 
1491. He built that goodly Lady Chappell in the Clopſters, 
that was afterward pulled downe by Sir lohn Gates, who 
deſtroped alſo ths great Yall of the Pallace, mentioned in 
Rob. Burnucll, p. 2 99. Jn that Chappell his body reſted but 
a ſhozt time. Fo: it is repozted, that diners olde men,whoin

Innocent the tight, hearing of acertain dangerous 
ledition rayſed vp againft Iames the third R. of Scots: 
thought good to ſend into Scotland one Hadrian de Ca- 
ſtello, as a man fo; bis wiſdome and other good parts likelie 
te appeaſe thoſe tumults, hee being as farre as London en 
his way, was certified ofthe King of ®cots death, whom his 
owne ſubiects had Nlaine in battell. Do teſting pimſelſe a 
while there, hee grew into acquaintance with Iohn Moor- 
ton Archbiſhop of Canterbury, who being much delighted 
wilh his learning, and difcreete carriage; commended him (s 
effecnally vnto the King(Henry the ſenenth) as he thought 
god to conſtitute him his P2octoz fo2 the diſpatch of all his 
cauſes at Nome; whore hee ſo well behaued himſelfe, as 
the King at laſt in reward of his paines and fidelity, was a 
meanes of his p;eferment vntothe Biſhopzicke of Yere- 
foꝛd firſt, the pate 1503. and then, the pate following, of 
this Ser. Pope Alexander ths ſixi in the meane time, a 
little befsze his tranflation Either, had made him Cardinal: 
being befoze that time the Popes generall Treaſurer, and 
pꝛincipall Secretary. In thoſe places haning gathered exca- 
ding great wealth; Cæſar Borgia the Popes ſonne hoping 
to make a pzey of the ſame, determined to poyſon him, and 
atcez ingiy pꝛouided certaine flagons of poyſaned wine to 
be bzought vnts the Cardinals vineyard, where the Pope 
had appointed to ſap, giuing great charge vnto the mel⸗ 
ſenger, that no body ſhould meddle with the wine befoze 
bimſelfe came. Powbeit the Pope comming in very hote, 
and weary, ſoner then hee was erpeced, and calling foz 
dzinke, when as yet no pꝛeuiſion was bꝛought to the place; 
the meſſenger thinking the wine bzought by him to bee but 
ſome excellent and choice ſtuſte reſerued fo the Popes own 
cup, 
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cup, Alled out of the ſame vnto him. While h& was pet 
dzinking, in came his ſonne, who not perceining the ecroz, 
pledged his father The Pope(as being thirſty )toke a great 
dzanght, and mozeouerbeing very aged, died the nert day. 
His ſonne being yong,and happily not taking ſo much, ap- 
plying alſo conuentent remedies,recouered,but lay ſicke be - 
ry long, which was the cauſe of his vtter onerth;ow at the 
laſt. Thus died that monſter of his age Alexander the 6. 
And thus by his owne diaelifh deuice came this Borgia to 
bis deſtrudion, whom Machiauel in his wozkes ſo much 
magnifieth. Guicciardine(that wziteth this Rozy) ſayeth , 
that by the like pzaciſe, he and his Father had made away 
viners other befoze that time as namely, the Cardinals of 
Capuaand Putina, men very loning and faithfull vato 
them. At laſt it pleaſed God in this ſozt to ſerue them of 
their owne ſauce, and to bzing them into the pitte they had 
digged foz other. Now ts teturne to Hadrian, he tontinu⸗ 
ed here 12. peates, vntill that the pte 1 518. hee was dep3ti- 
ned ofthis and all other pzomotions, and that vpon this oc- 
cafſon. A Cardinall ot Nome called Alfonſo Petruccio con- 
ſpired with certaine other Cardinals, thedeath of Pope 
Leo 10, Amonalt them, this our Hadrian was content ta 
make one; moued thereunts, (as P. Iouius affirmeth ) not 
by any grudge 02 pziuate diſpleaſure, but onely by an ambi- 
tious conceit, that ſurely hee ſhould be Pope, if Leo were 
once dead. Acertaine Witch oz wiſe woman (as wee call 
them)hauing heretofoze fozetold him very Erangely divers 
things that had happened to himſelf x other of his fricndes ; 
tok vpon her to aſſare him, that after the death at Pope Leo, 
it ſhould come to pale, that a certaine olde man named Ha- 
drian,bozne of meane parentage,pzeferred onely fo; his lear- 
ning, wiſdome and other god parts, ſhould bee aduanced 
vnto the Papacy. Theſe particulaxities. Hadrian was per- 
ſwaned could agrce to non2 other but himſelſe : fo2 he being 
bone at Cozneto,a poꝛe Filher fowne of Befruria,of mean 
(02 rather vocy baſe) parentage ; onely thzough vertae and 
god deſerts, roſe by many degrees viifo the y2eferments be- 
foe mentioned. The witches pꝛedigion fell out tcue, but 


in an other: Foz Hadrian a Dutchman, the ſonne of 2

Bꝛebwer of Utright, that had been Scholemaſter fo Charles 
the fift Emperour,was the man that ſuccæded Leo, by the 
name of Hadrian the xt. This conſpiracy being come to 
the Popes knowledge; hee cauſed Cardinall Petruccius 
to bee appꝛehended. and ſhoztly after executed. Comming 
then to the Conſitozy, hre openly ſignified, that hee was 
not ignozant, haw diners other Cardinals were to blame in 
that buſineſſe, which ſo nerrely concerning him, hee was nes 
nerthelee content freely to gine pardon vnto ſg many as 
fhould then immediately confefſe the fault. Pereupon Ha- 
drian and ſome other falling downe vpon their knees, befoze 
him, acknowledged what they had done, and humbly be- 
ſought him of mercy. Mee pꝛomiſed to bee as god as his 
wozd, and indeede ſo was. Powbeit Hadrian, epther fea- 
ring the wozſt,0; aſhamed to ſhew his face, ſhoztly after 
ffale ſecretly awap, and was neuereyther ſane 02 h: ard of 
afterward.

Me making a pꝛogteſſe into theſe Welt partes 
to viſite Ordogarus Catle of Devon. ( whoſe daughter ha 
hav married) came to this City,ana.6 86. and pitt ping their 
diſtreſſed Nate, reſtozed them their honſe 4 lineltihoods:And 
appointed Sydemanus(who afterwards was Biſhop) To ba 
their Abbot, Aſter that,they continued togsther although in 
great troubles vntill the time of King Swanus the Dane Me 
with a great troupe and Army of his Danes came to this 
City, ann. 1019 beſieged it, and at length hauing taken the 
ſame,ſpopled, deſtroped and burnt both City and Ponaſte⸗ 
ry. But yet ſhoztly after it was againe reſtozed; Foz King 
Canutus being aduertiſed of the great ctuelties done by his 
Father Swanus; did at the requeſt of one ofhis Dukes na- 
med Acheldredus, make reſtitution bnto Atheluoldus then 
Abbot,both of lands, ſiuings and pꝛiuiledges, as appeareth by 
bis Charter, dated an. 1019. About zo. tes aſter this, B. 
Edward the Conteſſoʒ comming to Exceter, by the aduiſe cf 
Leophricus Biſhop of Crediton, ſometimes Lo2d Chancel* 
lour of England, and of his pztup Couucel partly foz the bets 
ter fafety ofthe Biſhop and his ſucceſſo2s, and partly to p20» 
uide a moꝛe apt place fozthe Bonks,tianl2ted the Biſhops 
Dae from Crediton to Cxceter, x ſent the Henks to Welt- 
minſter. The Biſhop then thus remoned from the old, and 
plates in the new:indoweth his new Sc with the lands and 
livelihodes of his fozmer Church, pulled downe the two mo- 
naſteries nete adioyning,the cue of Nunnes, the other of 
Cc 4 Monkes, 
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Monks, and addeth them to his owne Church. After Leo- 
phricus his ſacceſ02s following bis example, did euetie of 
them ſoz themoſt part indenour the augmentation and tn- 
creaſe of their Church, ſome in liuelyhods, ſome inliberties 
and pꝛiniledges, ſome in buitvings, and ſome in one thing 
ſome in another. 


Nno 1112 William Warweſt the third Biſhop of Er- 
:\ceter beganne to enlarge his Cathedzall church (which 
at that time was no bigger then tyat part which is called the 
Lady Chappell) and lated tbe feundation of that which is 
now the quter. Ann. 123 5-42 thereabouts. William Brew. 
cr Biſhop appointed a Deane,whoſe name was Serlo, and 
a Chapter of tower and twenty pacbendaries; Vee appzo- 
pꝛiated to the Deantie Bzampton and Coliton Nawleigh: 
Foz the Pꝛebendaties he purchaſed lands, allotting to euery 
of them, the like poꝛtion of foure pound by the years. Anno 
1 84. Peter Quivill Biſhoppe, finding the Chauncsl of his 
Church to bo builded x finiſhed fo his hands, built the lower 
part 02 body of his church from the quiet weſt ward: Mee alſa 
appointed a Chanter and a Subdeane in the Church: tothe 
one he impꝛopꝛiated Painton and Cudleigh,and to the other 
the parſonage of Egloſhalle in Co:nwall. Moꝛeouet he im⸗ 
pꝛopꝛiated the Parſoyage of Saint Newlin in Co:nwall, x 
of Stoke Sabziel in Devonſhire to the Chancellour of the 
Church,foz reading of aDintnity Lecure, Ann. 1340. lohn 
Grandition BiHop, did increaſe the length of bis Church 
tem the Font Weltward, + vaulted the rofe of the whole 
Charch,ſo ending, and fully finiſhing the ſame. 
Bout the vate of eur Lozd, 1450. Edmund Laco bes 
gan to build the Chapter houſe, and George Neuill fi- 
niſhed it. The Tioilters were built by the Deane and Chap- 
fer 
Vereby it appeareth, that from the firſt foundation of this 
thurch vnder R. Athelſtane, vntill the time that Biſhoppe 
Graundſone perfeged the building thereof, it was aboue 
4. pittes, which notwithſtanding, ſo vniſozmely the ſame 
is compact,as if by one and the ſame man it had ban plotted, 
begun continued and ended.

Bee was taken foz a learned man, and wzote two 
bakes, the one intituled de rebus cœnobij (ui, and the other 
de rerum naturis, In his time king Echcldred endowed the 
Biſhopꝛicke of Saint Germans with lands, liberties , and 
pꝛiuileges. The Danes made a freſh invaſion vpon all De- 
uonſhire and Coznewall,burned e ſpoyled the Abbey of O 
dolphus at Tauiſtoꝛke, beſieged Erceter, and being remoo- 
ued from thence , were fought withall at Pynhow about 3.

caied. Aſter that he had well and wozthily ruled his C urch 
and Dioceſſe, by the ſpace of thꝛ and twenty yeres he en- 
ved his daies in peace Anno 1 73. and was but ied in the 
Tcmitozy oz church ⸗ard of his owne Church under a um- 
ple and a bzoken marble tone , which place by the ityence 
e nlarging ol dis Church is now within the @outh Tower of 
the lame, wherok ok lats Anno. 1 5 6$. A new monume«t was 
erected in the memozy of ſo wo th a petſonage, at the char- 
ges ofthe Deane and Chapter.

To the one he impꝛopꝛiated 
Painton,and Chidleigh,and to the other the rectozy of Cglo- 
ſhepl in Coznewall. Me was a liberall & a ſpectall Benefacoz 
to the Poſpitall of S. Iohns in Erceter,as well in gods as in 
linelihods.e fitſt began to enlarge and encreaſe his Church 
from the Chauncell downewards , and layed the foundation 
thereof. In his time anno. 1285. Walter Lichlade the firſt 
Chaunter, was ſlaine in a moꝛning as he came from the moz- 
ning ſernice then called the Mattens which was wont to be 
ſaide ſhoztly after midnight vpon which occaſion the King 
came bnto this City, and kept his Chʒiſtmas in the ſame, to- 
gether with Elinor the Quene, and vpon diligent inquiſitt- 
on fo: the authozs of the ſaid murther , finding diuers culpa⸗ 
ble, he ſeuerelp puniſhed the ſame (as the Thzonicles of Bru. 
ton repozt,but miſtaking Oxon : foz Exon : )canſing Alfride 
the Bats; ofthe city and 4.other tobe hanged, beſive one Pi- 
kot and others that were long imp2iſoned foz that offence. 
Bozcoucr an oꝛder wes ſet downe foz incloſing of the church 
rerd, and building ofcertaine gates there, as appcareth by a 
compoſition betwene the Biſhop and the cirte, bearing date, 
in ſeſto annantiationis beatæ Mlatiæ, 1286. Che king at the 
ſuite of the Catle of Pereſeꝛd, ( who at his being beere, was 
lodged in the hoaſe of the Gray Friers, which then was 
nccre the heuſe of Saint Nicholas) ebtained of the Biſhop , 
that they ſhould bee remooned from thence to a moze whols- 
ſome place without Douth gate; whereof after the ings 
departure grew ſome controtierſie, becanſe the Biſhop re- 
fuſed to p:rfo2me his pꝛomiſe made to the king. This man 
ao impꝛopꝛiated thepariſh of Sint Neclin, and the Pa- 
riſh of Stoke Gab iell, and vntted the ſame tothe office of the 
Thaunccllc; ofthe CatheTzall Church that the ſaid Chauns 
cciloz 
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cellsz Honld continnally read a lecture within the ſaid Cite 
of Diuinity, oz of the Decretals. In the eleuenth vate of his 
Biſhopzicke he died, being choked in dzinking of a Sitrope. 
an. 1292. Yee was burted in the middle ofthe Lady Chap- 
pell. Apon his tombe is witten, Petra tegit Petrum, nihil of- 
ſiciat ſibi tertum. The Franciſcanes 02 Gzay Friers of this 
Cityp,impated his death to his hard dealing with them. Foz 
whereas hee had pzomiſed the King fo pꝛouide a conuenient 
place fo; them to build their houſe in, and had willed their 
warden, named Deodatus to ſ@&ke out and make inquiry to: 
the ſame ; pet notwithſtanding when he had ſo done, becanſe 
the ſame was within his Fee, ſwaruing from his ſaid pzomiſg 
dee vtterly denied to perfozme the lame, b eing diſſwaded by 
Peter Kenehtield,a Dominicane oz ablacke Frier , and Cons 
feſſo2 vnto him the ſais Biſhop : Foz he enuping the god ſuc⸗ 
telle of the Franciſcanes, aduiſed the Biſhop , in no wiſe to 
permit them to enioy the place which they had gotten. Foz 
(ſaith hee ) as vnder colour of ſimplicity, they crepe into the 
darts of the people,and hinder vs pwze Pzeachers from our 
gaines and liuings ;ſo bee ye ſure that ifthey put ſote within 
pour Liberties, they will in time find meanes to be exempted 
from out of your Liberty and iuriſdiction. The Biſhop being 
ſone dill waded, vtterly foꝛbiddeth them to build, o to do any 
thing within his Fa oz liberty. About two yerres after, the 
Biſhop kept a great feaſt vpon the Dunday next befoze &. 
Francis dap; Aud among others, Walter Winborne, one of 
the Kings chiefe Juſtices ofthe benah, was inuited, who 
had bene pzeſent when the Biſhop at the requel& of the 
King made pzamiſe to further and helpe the Frantiſcanes. 
He now in their behalſe, did put the 1Siſhop in minde therof, 
and requeſted him to haue conſivexation both of his owne 
pꝛomiſe, and their diſtreſſe. The Biſhop mifliking this mos 
tion, wared angry, and did not onely denye to yelbe 
thereunto, but wiſhed himſelfe to be choked what day ſocuer 
he did conſent vnto it. Jt foztunedthat the ſame wake,and 
bpon Saint Francis eue, the Biſhop toke a ccrtaine Dirope 
to dzinke,# in too hafty ſwallowing thereof, his bzeath was 
ſtopped, and hee fozthwith died. The Franciſcanes hearing 
D 2 thereof 
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thereof, made no little ade about this matter, but blaſed it 
abꝛoad, that Saint Francis wzought this miracle vpon the 
Biſhop,becauſe he was ſo hard againlt them. 


14 — Bitton Deans of Wells, the yeare following 

was cleaned Biſhop, and the Se of Canterbury be- 
ing void, he was conſecrate by I. Roman Archbiſhop of Bozk.

paTe being laid and couered with black cloth; on each hand he 

was conduced by a gentleman cf great wozſhip,Sir Hugh 
C urtney ( who clarmed to bee Rewardof his feaſt) going 

nert beſoze him. At bꝛoade gate ha was receined by bis 
Ch ter and Qnrectatheiro:aaments, with Deum, and 
ſo cartied tata the Chu th. The viual Ceremonies being pers 

fozmed there, at his pallace a great feaſt was p:epaced, foz 
the entertatnement of ſuch noblemen and otver parſonages 
of account as repaired bither at that time. Jt ie incredible 
how m my oxen,tunnacs of Ale, and IT 30, arg aide fo haue 
bane viſual!» ſent at this kind of ſolemni y Caen ſe much, 
as the whole pœrely re enucat this time wouldnot uff ce to 
pay foz- CLS Biſhop was greatly 11 fauonc with king El- 
ward the ſecond rho madeh'm firſt of his ves Counce l, 
then Loꝛd Crea uterot England, gemployeo him in divers 
Em allages of great impoztance. Tcerare 1 229, be bas 
ſen, EmboTane; fa the French Bing, and topned in commiſ- 
don with th Qucne, fo; the cancluſt»n ofa peace betwene 
theſrtws . inces. That beiag ozdered andbzonght to paſſe 
actopditeg 
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acco2ding to his defire,heretacnedhome,leaning the Queen 
with the Fzench king her bzother, to perfect and finiſh the 
agrament already made. She whether weacyo7her haſbans 
02 pꝛouoked by the ihſolency of the Spencers and other fano- 
rites about the king had long ſince determined to depoſe her 
huſband (rom the kingdome, tif poflibly the might; and to (ct 
dp her ſonne Pzince Edward, Baning therefoze ridde away 
this 15iſhop, whoſe lopalty and ſaithfulneUe to his ſeuetaign 
the well knew was vamoneable; ſhe began to put in p2actiſe 
the execution of this long plotted deugnement, a in the ende 
(to be Mot / exploited the ſame. While theſe matters were a 
bzewing.tit happened the king to take his 12nrnep to Bꝛi⸗ 
ſow; and he thoughtgod to commit the gouernement and 
cuſtody ofthe city of London to the fidelity of this Biſhop. 
At what timc therefoze the Queue began to appzoach nere 
bnts the city with her power, he required the Maioꝛ to (ent 
vnto him the keces of the gates. The Commons who altoge - 
thec fauoured tze Qagnes party) hearing this, and percea- 
ning the Biſhop purpoſed to withſtand her; ſet vpon him vi- 
olently, dꝛew him into Cheapeſide,and beheaded him there, 
together with Sir Richard Stapleton a Knight his bother. 
Zhen they carted his body to his houſe without Templebar, 
(now called Efſex houſe)s turted it baſely in a heape ofſand, 
in the backſide of the ſame honſe, In this legte did this wozs 
thy pꝛelate lo e his liſe, in defence of his Pzince, and that by 
theirmeanes,who of all other , were bound in the ſtronge ſt 
bands of duty 4 alleageance to baue done as he did, I means 
the Qucen the Puince her ſon. They choztip after, whether 
te garding his calling, oꝛ deftring to maks ſemblance of difli- 
king the maner of his death,o2 bappily moued with ſome re- 
moꝛſe of conſcience, commanded his body to bee taken from 
the place whers it was ficlt lated, being conneighed to Ex- 
ceter,with all funerall pompe there to be ſolemnly enterred, 
De lieth buried vpon the noꝛth ſide al the high Altar, in a fair 
tembe of free ſtane: And his b;other befoze mentioned licth 
oueragainf hun in the No:th wall of the Nozth Ille. This 
murther was committed Detob. 15. 1326. And his funerals 
were ſolemniſed at Exceter arch. 2 8. following. The pars 


1316. pe cteued two houſes in Drfozd foz the better inctsaſe 
Od ; and 
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and adnancement oflearning; the one named Part hall, the 
other Stapledons Inne, nob called @rcetercollege;in which 
he placed thirtcene fellowes, and a Reqoz, whom he appoin- 
ted to be choſen annually. This foundation is much encrea- 
ſed of late ye&res,by the liberality of Sir William Peter, late 
pꝛintipall Secretary, and others. Po2eoner if is to bere- 
membzed,that ke was a ſpecial benefadoꝛ vnto the hoſpitall 
of Daint Johns in Trceter, to Which he impꝛopꝛiated foz the 
relteuing of cortaine pwze childzen, the Rego oʒ perſonags 
of Ernſcombe. 


16, Ames Barkley deſcended of the noble houſe of the 
Lo2d Burkley,was conſecrate March 1 5 an. 13 26. by 
Walter Reynold Archbiſhop of Cant.at thocomman!' ement 
of Iſabell the Qutene. The Pope very angry herewithal,did 
ſorenile the Atchbiſhop as he died (oz griefe and anger (Ong 
after. Neither did the new conſecrate Biſhop ſtay long be- 
hinde dun: fo2 he died alſo the 24-of June following. d man 
reputed very godly and wiſe. Me was buried (as ome ſap) in 
his _ church, but others deliner that he neuet came hithex 
at all. 


17. Fler the death of Burkley, the chapter of Erceter, 
aut hoi ed by the Kings Conge de liræ, pzocet ed 
fo an elegion, and made choice of one lohn Godley a Canon 
of their Church. who was allo Deane of Wells, This eleat- 
on was confirmed by the Kings ropallaCent (as 3 findeby a 
retoꝛd in the Tower. Bowbett, lohn Grandeſſon bring in 
Italy with Pops lohn the two and twentteth; bis friends 
found meanes to haue a tap made of the conſccration of 
Godiev, till thep might deale with the Pope fo2 diſanulling 
ofthe lame, as alſo fo; conferring the Biſhop2zicke by wap of 
p:cuftoa bpon the ſald Grandeſſon, the which thing they 
aTeaed,anv cauſed him ts bee conſecrate of Rome © co.

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by fhe king and nobility. By meanes of Henry Eatle of ht, 
caſter(with whom he came) he maried the Lady $1ibil,vaugh- 
tet and one ofthe heites to lohn Tregos Lozd of the Caſtle 
of Ewias nate Perefo:d Eaſt, and by her had iNue fine ſons 
and four daughters of which this Biſhop was one, who was 
bozne in the pariſh of Aiſhpertone in the Dioceſſe of Here- 
fozd. Be was from his childbod very Cudicus, became lear- 
ned, and wꝛote diuers boks, one intituled Pontit.cales ma- 
iores,an other Pontitcales minores, ga third de vitis ſancto- 
rum. Me was alſo very graue,wiſe,and politike. And there 
by grew into ſuch credit with Pope lohn, that hee was not 
onelp of his pziuy counſeil, but alſo his Nuntlo oa Cmbar!: 
ladout in mat(ers of great waight and impoztance, to the 
Emperoz, to the king of Spaine, Fzaunce, England, and 
other the mightieſt Pzinces of Chziſtenvome. Beeing on a 
time ſent in an Cmvaſſage to king Edward the third;he ſo be 
haved himſelfe,that the king nener ceaſed vntill he had pꝛo⸗ 
cured him from the Pope, t then hee gau& him the Archdeas 
conry of Nothingam and other great linings; hee made him 
one of the pztay councell, and in the end pzeferred him to this 
Biſhopzucke. Alter this, ſome matter of diſlike falling out 
betwane Pope Clement the ſixt, and the Aing, he fo; his aps 
pꝛoued wiſedome, was ſent in Ambaſſageto the Pope, ann. 
134 . fo; an intreaty of a peate, and an amity betwan them 
to be had zand with ſuch wiſedome he did his meſſage, that he 
obtained his putpoſe, and made a recouciliation. Afterhis re- 
turne home to his Biſhepꝛicke hee ſpent his time altogether 
in adozning and beautitying of his Church, oz building and 
erecting ſome god monument oꝛ other. Me founded the Col- 
ledge of ©. Mary Otrey, and endowed the ſame with great 
and godly liuelihods; Bee was a liberallBenefactozto the 
Uicars Chozall of his owne Church, as al:o to the College 
of Glaſenep in Peryn:he builded the two laſt Arches in the 
Weſt end ol his Church, vaulted the role of all the Church, 
and fully ended the buildings of the ſame. Leauing it in ſuch 
ſozt,as we ſc it at this day .ZThe alſo he intiched it with plate 
eatheroznaments ofineſtimable value. Moꝛeouer hee built 
a faire houſe at Biſhops Taingten which hee left ſullfarnt- 
Dd 4 ſhed 
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N onto bts ſucceſtozs, and did impꝛopꝛiate unto the ſame 
t he pat ſonage of Rad wap, to the end (as ge ſetteth de wne in 
his Ceſtament) Vt haberent Epiſcepi locum vbi caput fu. 
um tecliuatent, ſi ſorte in mani regis eorum temporalia ca- 
perentur. Befoze his death he made his laſt Till, wherein 
be gaus ſuch large and bounteors legactes,to the Pope, Tm- 
perour , King, Quene, Archbiſhop, Biſhops, Colledges, 
Cyurches,and to ſundzr parſons oibigheftates g callings ; 
that a man wonl: maruell conſtdering his great and charge- 
able butloings and wozkes otherwiſe. how and by what 
meanes he couldhane attained to ſuch 2 inallg of wealth and 
riches. Bee was al wales very frugall, kept no moze men 93 
hoꝛſes about him then necefſary,and cuer deſpiſed the vant- 
ty of al outward pomp. But this it was not that enabled him 
to perfozme theſe great wozks, and yet to leaue ſs much mo- 
ney behind him. Ve pzocuredan ozderto be taken, that all 
Ecclefafticall perſons ol his Diateſle, at the time of their 
deaths, ſhould leaue and bequeath their gods to him, oz to 
ſome othet in truſt towards his chargeable buildings, oz 6- 
therwiſe to be beſtowed in pios vſus at his diſcretion. This 
was the meanes whereby he grew to this inflaite wealth ; 
riches. Ye died July x 5. 1369. hauing ſate Biſhop heere al- 
mol 42. vetes, and was burted ins Chappell which he built 
in the wall of the Met end ol his Church Þis funerals by 
bis olwne commaundement were petfozmed without any 
manner ofpomve 03 ertraozdinary ſolemnity. Jn ſomach as 
he allowed not either his ſeruants, exetutoꝛs 02 neteſt kinſ⸗ 
folkes any mourning tlothes at al Se moge of him in S mon 
Mepham of Canterbury.

William Malm(- 
bury tepoꝛteth, that being Chaplaine to the Conqueronr , 
who was then but Duke of Nozmanby, hee would nades 
make a iourney to Becco where Lanfranke was then Ab- 
bot, as alſo where Arfaſtus had bene a Ponke, and well 
eſte:med of oz his learning, becauſe that befoze Lantranks 
comming hee was Lulcus inter Straboncs amongſt a nin 
ber of £3211cs merely vnlearned, a !i*tle ſmattering oflcar- 
ning he had, made a faire ſhew. But now by this time by 
Lantrankes meanes, that Ponaſtery was become enen a 
bery Uatnerſity, flouriſhing with all knowledge of god let- 
ters.

Iiliam Bateman Doctoz of the Cinill Law, a Cam- 
bꝛidge man,bozne at Nozwich,and Archdeacon of the 
ſame,was next elected Biſhop by the generall conſent of the 
whole Conent;a ſtout man and of ſuch courage as hee could 
not by any meanes be bzought to Jmpairs and diminiſh the 
ptniledges 02 liberties of his Church, although hee were of- 
tentimes by many of the nobility incited thereanto: alway to 
the vttermoſt of his power reſiſting and puniſhing the ſacri⸗ 
legious dꝛiſts of them, which attempted the ſame. Amongeit 
the reſt it is remembzed, that the Lozv Morly hauing killed 
certaine dere in one of his parkes, and ill intceated yis ka 
pers, he fozced the noble man, to carry a burning Taper in his 
band thzongh the fretes of Nozwich vnto the high Altar. 
Though the king became an earneſt interceſſo2 foz him, yea 
mingling ſometimes thꝛeats with requeſts ; nothing could 
moue the Biſhoppe from following his determined courſe. 
Farthermoze whereas the eſtate ofhis Biſhopztke was very 
litigious befoze his time, he never reſted, vntill hee had tis it 
from all ſtrife and conteation , obtaining alſo of Pope Cle- 
ment all the fruits and revenues of the vacant Churches in 
Nozwich, which he left vats his ſacceſo2s.

to England, where ſhoztly after occaſion was giuen of em 
ploying his valoz at home to better parpoſe. Tho pete 1381. 
the commons of the realme aroſe in diuers parts, : appointed 
themſelnes Captaines, as Wat Tyler, Iacke Straw, ic. And 
amongſt the reſt, the Commons of Suffolke and Nozfolks 
made ene Iohn Lyſter their Leader. a dier of Aozwich, and 
called the king ofthe Commons. This fellow endenouring 
te foyne his pewer with the reit that were now at London, 
conduaing them thitherward, By the way they determined 
to haueſurpziſed William V ford Earle of @uffolke, and has 
uing him, to vic his name,foz the letting lo ward their dinel- 
lich intents. Pilling ol him, they ſeaſed vpon all the knights 
{they could finde, and made them fweare to aſſiſt them. Ons 
there was named fir Robert Sale, that ſcrming to miſliks 
their doings, had his bzaines tricken out, by one of his owne 
bondmen. Amongeſt the reft , that terrified by bis example , 
were glad to dilemble, fir Stephen Hales , a comely Gentls. 
man, was choſen to be carner fozſath of this godly king But 
to pꝛocted, being now on their way, they determincd to ſend 
ina mefſage vnto the king, two knights, c W. Morley, and 
fic Iohn Brewes with thz& Arch-Rebels. Theſe happened to 
be encountred with their Biſhop, at a towne called Jckning/ 
ham, not farre frem New market. Being at his manno2 of 
Burl nere Ockam Caſtle, and hearing et this commotion, 
he thought god to ride thether where he vnderſto they wers 
aſſembled. At what time became to Icknyngham, he had in 
bis company but onely eight ſpeares, and a ſew Archers:not- 
withKanding the weak enelſe of his fozces, hee boldly inqui⸗ 
red of the knights whether any of the Kings fraito:s were 
there: They diſſembled a while fo2 feare, but after tolde him 
plainelp, that two notozious Rebels were at the Inne, and 
the third was gone inte the towne, to take oder fo; their 
dinner. Theſe he pzeſently layed hold dpen, and without 
mo2e ado,cut off their heads,which hee cauſed to be ſet byen 
poales at New market. Thence hee haſted toward Nozth- 
walſham, where he vnderſt@d the rebels bad determined ts 
make ſome tay By the way diuers Gentlemen that bot hid 
them- 
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themſelnes,iopned with him, ſo that by him he arſaed there, 
he had a teaſonable company about him, with that troup(ſuch 
as it was) hee ſet vpon them, who had foztified themſeluss 
with trenches and barrtcadoes very rorigly.

It is laid, 
be refuſed obſfinatcly to pald ccnient vnto his clegion along 
time, pzoteſfing he had rathcr lay his head vpon a blocke to 
be chop! off, then to take ſo great a 8 vpon him, £0 — 
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tou perſwade him to y&ld, vntill that one Wulſius an An- 
chozite tepꝛehended him ſharply fo2 bis backwardnes , aſus 
ring him,be offended God wach in the ſame. Mis ercuſe was, 
want of learning: And certaine it is, that his defect that way, 
was ſo notable. as in the time of WII. Conquerour (when all 
Cnglith P:elates were ſiſted to the bzanne)he was call: d in 
queſtion fo; inſuffciency, and had beene depꝛziued (as it is 
thought, at leaft wiſe ) ih had net beene found ſomewhat 
moꝛe ſufficient then was expected. Pee was conſecrate Bep⸗ 
tember $. 1062. by Aldred Archbiſhop of Bozke, Stigand be- 
ing then ſuſpended But that he might acquite himſelfc from 
bſurpaticn of any rig! t belonging to Canterbury, de not on- 
iy requiced him to make his oathof pzofelion vnto Canter- 
bury, bat alſo rensunced all right of pzetended iuriſdiction 
vnto the Dioces of Wozceter,acknowledging the ſame tobe- 
long not to Yozke (as ſome of his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs had affirmed ) 
but to Canterbury as to the Metropolitane of the ſame. Now 
to come vnto his gouernment,we are fo remember eſpecially 
two things memozable of him, One, the building ofthe Ca- 
thedzall Church which he raiſed from the foundation. At what 
time it was come vnto ſuch perlection , as that the monkes 
fozſaking their olde habitation, betoke themſelnes vnto this 
new built ; the other Fabzike whereof Oſwald was Authoz, 
[as in Yoke you map read moe at large) was pulled down, 
Which Vulltan ſaing, burſt out info teares, and beeing de⸗ 
maunded 2 reaſon thereof, by ſome that told him hee had ra- 
ther cauſe to retoyce; Dur pzedeceſſo2s ( ſaith he) whoſe mo- 
numents we. deface.rather/ J doubt) fo ſet bp the banners of 
our vaine gio2p,then to glozifie God, they indeed ( quoth he) 
were not acquainted with uch Catcly buildings, but euery 
place was a Churth ſufficient ſoʒ them to offer them ſelues a 
teaſonable holy and ituely ſacrifice vnto God: We tonttari- 
wiſe are doubie di igent in laping heaps of tones, ſo toframs 
a mt eriall Temple, but are to to negligent in ſetting ſoz⸗

Upon this occafion ( ſaith VVilli- 
am Malm bury and the teſt of our Hiſtozies) the Kings of 
England tooke a conceit, that it was not ſafe foz any Pꝛince 
to enter Orfoꝛd, in ſo much, as euery one, being loath to ven⸗ 
ture the ttiall of it in himſelſe, it was euet auoided by them, 
till the time that King Henry the third pzooned it altogether 
baine by his owne experience. Yowbeit it appeareth their 
repozt in that behalf to be vatrue,foz that both befoze the ton 
queſt and aftermany kings repayred thether, as Burchardus, 
Almedus,Canutus, Harold.

cond with ſome other. In this place, Didan , by the intrea- 
ty of his daughter, built a Ponaſery foz Hunnes, and ap⸗ 
pointed her the Abbefe, It happened then about the peare o: 
grace $47. in the time of Ring Egelred, that certaine Danes 
flying into this Bonaſtery to ſaue their liues from the blou⸗ 
dy cruelty of the Englich purſuing them ; when otherwiſe 
they could not be gotten out, the Ponaſterp was fired, and 
they all burnt in the ſame; But it was redified ſhoztly after 
by the (ame ung, and further enriched with divers poſleſli⸗ 
ons. This not withſtanding, ſone after it fell into wonder- 
full great decay,ſo as no body caring to inbabite the ſame, it 
was giuen by William the Tonqueroz onto the Abbey of 
Abingdon fo2 a Cell oz remouing boule.

Henry the ſecond, in whoſe ſeruice be ſpent ten pirtes, and 
in that ſpace was impleyed by him in many Ambaſſages.Af 
laſt he became Secretary vnts Iohn the ſaid Kings ſonne; 
with whom hee went inte Jreland,and being there, w2it a 
deſcription of the Tountry, as bee didalſg of England and 
Males. In the Pzeface of his boke de Principis inſtru. 
tone, he complaines much of the Kings coldnefſe, and 
manifold delayss in pzeferring dim, as alſo of his vnhappt- 
neſſs in being deſpiſed by the Tngliſhfoz a Welchman, and 
not onely ſuſpeded, but hated by the Welch ſoz an Engliſh 
man, as boꝛne partly of Engliſh bloud, and now altogether 
Anglized by education and long coutinuance in England.

Wo wer mult account Saint Dubritius the firtt 
Bichop of Landaft; not that I deny any other to haue ſate 
there befoze him, but becauſe he is the firſt whoſename is 
E remembzed: And it is pꝛobable he had no pxedecell02s, be- 
canſe the memozy of his ſucceſſo,s is n carefully p: oy 2 
LI 2 2. ain 
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2 Saint Teliau, alias Eliud,the ſecond Biſhop was bozng 
ok very noble parentage, at a place called Eccluis Gunnian, . 
bꝛought vp vader Dubritius his p:edeceſſoz, and Paulinus, 
together with Saint David. There is a very ancient bwke 
belonging to the church of Landaffe, commonly called Saint 
Telians booke, repozting the greateſt part of that which J 
delinerconcerning tbis Se. In it J finde a great diſcourſe 
of a tourney he made to Jeruſalem with . David and one 
Paternus, t how he was there conſecrate Biſhop of Landaf, 
Son after his coming home, he was conſttained by a ſtrange 


- diſeaſe raigning in thoſe parts to flie into France, whence 


after ſeuen veares,he returned againe, bzinging home with 
him in thꝛe ſhips his Countrimen that had fled with him 
vpon the ſame weraſion, Died at Llanteills Uaur(as it ſa⸗ 
meth.) Co let paſſe a number of fabulous narrations con- 
cerning his nuracles, I cannot omit one which J find men- 
tioned in the Collect appointed fo his holy day, how that 
after his death thze plates ſttiuing foz his body, Pennalum 
where his ance ters were buried, Lantolio Maur 02 Maut 
where he died, and Landaſre his Ste afterp:ayer to God, 
to appeaſe this contention, in the place where they had left 
him there appeared ſodainelp the hearſes with thꝛa bodies 
ſo like, as no man could diſcerne the riaht Do enery one ta- 
king one, they were all pleaſer: hon beit (ſaith the boke ) 
by diuers miracles done at the place of his butiall at Lan⸗ 
daffe, it appeareth that there the true badp iycth. In all out 
Recc02ds he is called Archbiſhop of Landaff.

By 
the conſent of the Kings and Comminaltp of the whole 
Dioces he was eleged and conſecrate at Dorobornia, At 
his returue thence, Mouric the king, with bis Qucue, 
ſcrnes and all the Nobility and Clergy of the Country, 
met him in pꝛoteſſion, and bzinging him into his Church, 
graunted vuto him theſe paiutledges to be ſine conſule: 
alſo very nobly bone, t aſter bis death reputed a Saint as 
was his pꝛedeteſſoʒ. Ve died the ſecond of July, the pete 3 
nde not.

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In theitimeoftheſe 3. Bichepa, the Church of Lanvaffe 
had many benefacozs, whols liberalities J ſhall bzieflie 
recite, but ts ſo much the leo purpoſe, becauſe the names 
of the lands ginen, are in continuance of time changed in 
ſuch ſozt,as now by theſe names fo2 the moſt part wee can 
not otſcerne them. Thus much notwithſtanding wee may 
perceine, that if the Church at this time enjoyed but the 
tenth part ofthat which bath firs and laſt bæne beſtolwer 
bpon it, it were one of the wealthieſt Churches in Chziſten» 
dome I ſuppoſe) whereas now it hath hardly ſufficient to

Tewdrick 93 Theodorike King of Mozgannut, aboute 
the yearof our Lozd 360. (as nete as J can ghefſſe) has 
uing reſigned his Kingdome to Mowricke his ſonne, and 
betaking bimſelfe to a ſolitary kind of life, as an Veremite: 
Upon occafion of an inuaſton made by the Daxens vpon 
his Country, was taken out of his Cell, and fozced to be- 
come the leader of an army againſt them. At Tintern 
niere the riner of Wye, be met the enemp, and loyning 


baktell gaue him a great ouerthzow;but himſelfe was mo2- 


tally wounded; which when bee perceiued, be baſted 
homeward, gining direction vnto his ſonue, that if bee 
died vpon the way, in the ſame place where he hapned to 
deceaſe , a Church Could bs built, and his body butied in 
the ſame place.

Thenert I findeany mention ofis Galfridus, ſurnamed 
of ſome Archurus (happily of his father, peraduenture be- 
cauſe he wzit ſo mach of that famous King Arthur, which is 
the opinion of many) but commonly called Galfridus Mo- 
numenſis, ſoꝛ that (as J ſuppoſe) hee was bozns at Pon⸗ 
mouth of a Benediaine Ponte, he becanie Biſhoppe of W. 
ACapb,the peatre 211. Be it is that nit in Line the Bl 
tiſh ſtoꝛy from Brute downeward,dtituered heretofo2e from 
band to hand, partly by fradition, partly by the ſongs and 
berſes of the Bardi,neuer wzitten befoze, in ſuch ſoot at leaff 
wiſc,as the publike notice was taken ot it. What time this 
man died, 02 what became of him afterward J cantvtH;

Foz hee be⸗ 
ing compelled, paupertate& infeſtatione Wallenlium (faith 
de) to leaue the Countrep, found gratious and honourable 
intertainement at the hand of R. Henry the 2. who permit- 
ted him to receine the fruites of the Abbotſhip of Abingdon 
then void. In regard whoreof, when the Archbiſhop pze 
ſcd him ts condiſcend tothe reaſonable metion of his Clears 
g/. de was content to giue auer his Bichopꝛicke, in hope ts 
retaine his Abbotſhip fill. But therein de was deceiued : 
fo; whether it were that the King intending the Abbey to a-

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ſend ſome learned and Godly man with her, that might not 
only inffrac and as moniſh them daily, but alſo miniſter the 
Sacraments vate them, yea, and pzeach the Goſpell vata 
Anftocis. Paulinus a teuetend man was made choice of, wd 
they thought gad to conſecrate Archbiſhop ef Pozke, which 
was done by luſtus Archbiſhop of Canterbury the 21. day of 
Joly, in the yeare ofour Lo2d 625.02 as ſome account, 622.

Him therfoze ye often 
exhoꝛted ts embꝛate Chziſt,and pzeuailed at laſt ſo farre with 
him, as hee pzomiſed to doe it, if it might pleaſe God to ſend 
dim vicozy againft Guichelm King of the Weſt @arons, 
that had conſpired his death.

enemy whom by flying he well ſaw he could no longer ansid.

By them he 
was pieſented vn the Quare-25 4 child fo: wit and beats 


ty not vikit to do her ſetuice; Dg by queittonig ſennd the 
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inclination of the boys , that bee was deffrous to become & 
Scholler. Therefoze ſhee ſent him ta ane Cedda, that of a 
Councelloz and Chamberlaine to the King, had become a 
Monke at Lindiſfarne,whether it might not bee the man be⸗ 
foze mentioned, J diſccrncnot. By him he was diligently ins 
ſtruded, and being very ſharpe witted, pzofited wonderſully 
vnder him. At that time there was a great contention in the 
Church about the obſeruation ofEafſter ; whereof this youth 
being defirous to bee fully infozmed , determined to ges ta 
Rome, and ſtudy there a while. By meanes of Eanfled the 
M,afozeſaid,and Ercombert R. of kent, he was furnithed fo; 
this vopage g ſent along with one oz two other. In the way 
be fell acquainted with Wullinus Archbiſhop ofLyons,who 
made very much of him, tayed him with him a time, to the 
great increaſe of his knowledge. Continaing then no long 
time at Rome, in his returne home ward, bee was o2dered by 
the Archbiſhop of Lyons afozeſaid , who alſo adopted him ta 
be his ſonne. Yee meant not to haue teturned into his owns 
Conntrey, but that this Archbiſhop was ta en from him be- 
ing murthered by Bruncchildus the Quene that had cruelly 
flaine 9. other Biſhops befoze. P;eſently vpon his returns 
dome, king Egfrid gaue him a honſe and maintenance, and 
many noblemen admiring much his learning and eloquence, 
beftowed digers things vpon him, at laſt with great applanſs 
# liking ot al men, he was choſen Biſhop, ſent into France, 
where he was conſecrate by 12. ther Biſhops: foz he refuſed 
to take conſecration at the hands of the Scottiſh biſhops, that 
were counted ſchiſmatiques in not agreeing with the church 
of Rome concerning the time and obſeruation of Eater. Be- 
yond the ſeas he ſtayed ſomWwhat longer then dee needed, be- 
ing delighted with the company of many learned men of that 
country: and when he would haue xcturned , by tempeſt of 
weather he was dziuen into farre countries, where he wan⸗ 
dcd a long time. Coming home, and finding another man 
in his place, hee lined a while a pziuate life. Jn which 
mean ſpace he was often inuited by Wulther king of Merte · 
land vnts the BithopzickeofLichfield. Ja the ende Cedda 
being remwoned (as befs2e is ſaid he ſetled bimſelfe at Pozke, 


and poſted Cedda to Lichfield. Chen, te firſt thing hee wont 
about 
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about was to finiſh his Cathedꝛall Church left tnperfec by 
Paulinus , and ſince his departure very much detailed fog the 
rofe was fallen,and the walles in many places ruinous) this 
bis Church A ſay hee repaired, and finiſhed, mending the 
walles, covering it with leade , claſing the windowes and 
mozcouer beautified the ſame with many godly oznaments. 
Þe was ſogreatly belouedofall ſozts of people fo; his gentle- 
nes,affability + liberaiity,as many men liuing, but moze at 
their death(cſpecially Cleargy men) would put their gods x 
childzen into his hands, the one aſſuring themſelues of a faith- 
full kaper, the other ofa diſcrate and conſcionable diſpender. 
Hereby it came to paſſe that in ſhozt time hee became 8xcee- 
ding rich, having many ſeruitozs to attend vpon him, and 
great foze of plate, and other hoaſhould Cuffs very ſumptu- 
ous. The repozt whereofconiming fo the eares cf I heodore 
Archbiſhopof Canterbury : it put him in minde of the great- 
nefſe ofthat Dioces and the ability ofthe Tountry to main- 
taine moꝛs Biſhops. WWherefoze hee went about fo appoint 
two oz the other Biſhops under him. Which when Wil. 
fride obſtiuately refuſed,andthe other ceaſed not to vrge very 
earneflly, da appealed vnto the Pops, and went vnto him in 
perſon. Some repozt (I thinke vntruly) that he went about 
to petſwade the Nucene to fozſake her huſband, and betake 
her ſelfe to a monaſery, and that the king beeing greatly dil 
pleaſed here with, fit ſt ſought to diminiſh his authozity by ma- 
king mo;e Biſhops,and afterwards made diuers complaints 
bnto the Pepe againſt him, ſaking ts haue him depziued. 
Mhoſoeuer cauſed it, certaine it is, that to the Pope he tra- 
uelled. In pafſing of the Sta, heowas dztuen by acontrary 
winde into Frizia, and ſkated there all winter pzeaching the 
Goſpell /ncuerheard of in that country befoze)vnto the king 
and people, whom befoze his departure bee connerted onto 
Chziſt. The Pope was then at the Tounſell of Conſtance, 
where, both by him and his Counſell it was o2dered,that the 
Tate of the Biſhopzickeof Yozke ſhould not be altered with⸗ 
out VWilfrids owne conſent. But Egfride the king ſo fauonred 
Theodores deuiſe, as Wilfride at his returns perceiued well, 
de muſt either peeld vnto it o Laake the country. ere in me 
thinks he was to blame: Hot induring to take a tepulſe in a 
Do matter 
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matter he had franelled ſo much in; Pee rather choſe to leaue 
.BiHopzicke,country and ail, and to nue in pouerty and exile, 
Ve went into Bullex, and there indenoucing to conuert the 
people of that country vnto the faith of Chuſt, became their 
fi: Bichep, and latd the foundations of a Cathedꝛali church, 
the S& being afterward remwued to Cvicgeſter Se moze 
heereof in Chicheſter. After ten yearcs danichment, N. Ed- 
frid dying. Alfrid that ſuctæded him ſent foz Wiltride and 
deſired him td returne to this Se of Pozke: which ber did. 
But after flue yearcs, the king fell out with him, ans foꝛted 
bim to Kome againe. Thete purging himſelfe ol all the accu- 
ſations laid againſt htm by the king, he obtained the Popes 
lotters in fauonr of him;by meanes whereof, and interceſſion 
of many friends, with much ado, at laſt he was reſtozed once 
moꝛe vnto his firſt charge, in which after this his laſt reſtitu⸗ 
tion, hee lined peaccably the (pace of fower peares, and died 
then, being ſenenty fire years of age, Paober the twelfth the 
pere 711, fo2ty fine peates after his ficſt conſecration Þe 
was buricd in the monaſtery of Kippen which himſelfe built: 
Che Church there beeing fallen downe fo2 want of reparati- 
on; Odo Archbiſhop of Cant. remoued his bones to Cant. 
about the yeare 940. Many other things are at large repo2- 
ted ol him by Beda. lib 5.cap.20. Amongſt the reſt his Epi 
faph there ſet downe I thonght god to inſert.

Fter the firff departure of Wilfrid from Pozke, Theo. 

dore pzoca ding in his intended platfozme , diuided his 
Dioces into 4. placing one Eata at Yaguſtald whom aſfter- 
ward he remoued to Lindiſfarne / ansther of his newerea!- 
ons) appointing I uaubert to ſucecdshim, in the Pzonutnce 
ofthe Pines Irumwyn,anb laftly in the ancient M of Pozk 
Bola. At the returne of WII Hrid, Boſa was faine fo giue place, 
as alſo Iohn that had ſutta ded Eata(dead in the mean time. 
Wiltrid being expelled the ſecond time, they were both re- 
oed. Be ſoze then the ſecond reſtitution of VVilſrid , Boſa 
died, and ohn ſacceded him. This lohn, Wilfrid would not 
diſplace but contented himſelfe in his latter time with the go- 
vernment of Haguſtald. Boſa hath the repozt ofa very makes 
and denout man. Þe liued ten peates after his conſecration, 
and dying, was the firſt Archbiſhop that was buried in Vozs- 


lohn. 


Bis Iohn ( called afterward Saint lohn of Beuerley, ) 
was a gentleman bozne ofa very god houſe,and bzougtt 

vp firſt vnder Hilda that famous Abbefſſe , then vader The- 
odore the fith Archbiſhop of Taaterbury,who alis pzeferred 
him to the Biſhopꝛicke of Naguſtald -, and was ſometimes a 
Tudent in the vatuerſity of Orfoꝛd. Bee alwates had 3 repu- 
tation ofa wonderfull holy man, and Beda repozteth many 
miracles to bee done by him, lib 5. cap. 2. 3. 4 F. and 6. as 
the curing of diners folkes deſyerately ſicke, by pzapcr ; ope- 
ning the mouth of a dumb man, ec. which things cither they 
were true, o Beda was much to blame: Foz hee not onely li⸗ 
Do 2 ued 
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ued in his time and Diotes, But knew him and reteiued the 

det of pʒieſthod at his hand, Maxing very olo, and hauing 
biene a Biſhop now 3 :. reates, 8. monethes and 13. daies, 
with the conſent of his Cleargy , hee reſigned and pzocared 
ansther Wilfred his Chaplaine to be conſecrate in his tome. 
After which he liued p;inately at Beuericp, in the Colledge 
there built and founded by himſelfefoz Pꝛie ſts, and dying the 
ſeuenth day ol Pay, the pearc 72 was buried in the Posch 
ol tye Church belonging to that Colledge. Jn a Conuscation 
held at London the peare 1416. the fozeſaive day of his death 
was appeinted to be kept holy dap perriy in memoꝛial ot him. 
Amongſt mayy pztuiledges granted by diuers kings vnto the 
Colledge of Beuerlp fo2 his ſake, it is remembzed that King 
Athelſtan made it a @ancaary, and placed a c:rtaitne Chaite 
of tone in the Church there, vpon which hee cauſed this in- 
ſcription to be engrauen, Hzcledes lapid ea dicitur Freedſtool 
1. pacis Cathedra.ad quam teu: fugiendo perueniens, omni- 
dam habet ſecuritatem. This chaire of ſtone is called Fred- 
ſtoole, that is the twle of fc dome, vnto which who ſo com- 
meth, hath all manner of ſecutitp.

Thit man by 
bis owne wiſe dome ant the authozitpof bis bzother, amen- 
ded greatly the Cate of his Church ad Sa; Yee p2zotured 
the Archiepiſcopall pall to bee ceſtoꝛed to his Church againe , 
and crected a famous lib;arp in Poze, ( burnt downe tothe 
ground in the time cf king Stephen) which be farnifht plentt- 
fully with an ini nit number of excellent boks. This Libzary 
is honozably mftioned by Flaccus Albinus 02 Alcuinus (fom-

Ithin the compaſſe of one peare, bls the yeare 971. 
Bozke had thꝛe Archbiſhoppes, Os kitell that died, 
Athelwo'd that refigned, and this Oſwald, Mee was 
niere of kinne vnto Oskitell his pzedeceoz , but n@rer 
vatoOdo Achbichoppe of Canterbury being his b2others 
ſonne. By bis meanes bee was firlt made Canon of Min- 
che cer, alter Deane : fo2 at that time, the Cathedzall Church 
of MAVincheſter had no monks,but maintained a company of 
ſecular Pꝛieſts, wherof many were married men. Percet- 
ning the monks only were now in pꝛice, and other Cleargy 
mea little eſtmed bp the aduice ofhis Ancle de loft his 
place in TWinchefter, and trauelled to Floziake iu France, 
where he became a monk. Yaving continued there ſome fine 
o2 (ire peates, his vncle w3it often very (mpo2ztunately vnto 
him to come home, but could neuer pzenalle, till bee ſent him 
wo of his laſt ũckneſſe, whet eo ſone aſtet he died. Oſwald 
then deſlrous to haue ſne him once moe, made haſte into 
England. but tame to late; the olde Archbiſhoppe was dead 
ficſt, Os kicell then his other kinſman gaue him entertaine⸗ 
ment, till that by the meanes of Saint Dunſtan, he was pze- 
ferre> to the Biihopztck of Wozceter, viʒ.the pere 960. two 
pets after his arrtuall in England. Me built there the church 
dedicated to the bleNed Airgin Mary, hard by the Church of 
Saint Peter, and placed monkes in the ſame, to the end that 
the pꝛieſts ol Saint Peters Thurch being continually diſgra- 
tes by the people (that very much reuerenced the monkes) 
might become a weary oftheirplaces. Me was not deceived 
of his expecation,the people flocked all vnto the monks and 
left the P:ieſts of Peters alone. Partly foz ſhame,z partly 
foz griefe therof being peraduentute moleſted otherwiſe)ths 
molt of them departed thence and the reſt were faine to takt 
coules vnto them t become monks. The Se of Pozke being 
void, A. Edgar tate full to place a fit man in the nozthcountry 
(which was then very ruds and barbarons) and thinking 
none ſo fit as Oſwald,made offer of the ſame vnto him: and 
when dae (@med loth ta fozlake Wazceter, was „ hes 
ald 
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thoald hold both. This man was the firff founder ofthe Abs 
beyofRamſey inthe Ide of Ely, a very liberall benefags2 
vnto the Abbey of Floziake where hee was bzought vp; A 
great patrone of Ponkes, anda ferrible petſecuto of matri⸗ 
ed P:tells,wherofthere were many in thoſe dates. Me died 
at Qlozceter ſodenly, haning waſhed the fate of certaing 
p6ze men, (as daily he accuſtomed) After which kneling 
downe to pꝛap, without any ſicknefſe pzecedent, he gaue 
vp the Ghoſt, William Malmsbury (who repszterh this) 
adveth , that the day befſo2o his death, hee tolde divers of 
his friends that he ſhould die. Ve was very learned, « left 
ſome teſtimonies thereof in waiting,not yet periſhed:foz the 
integrity alſo of his life t connerſation, be was much reus- 
renced. The greateft fault I find in him is, that be was very 
earneft in ſetting fo2th that docrineofDioels that debarreth 
men of lawfuil marriage. The time of his departure was 
Feb2nary 27. an. 99 2.32 yeres aſter his ficft conſeccation, 
when be hadenioped Poꝛke twenty two peares. Be was bu- 
ried at UWozceter in the church himſelfe had built. Many mi⸗ 
racles arerepozted to haue biene done at his tombe, in regard 
whereof the poſterity would needes make him a Saint, and 
his next Succeſo; beſtowed a coſtly ſhzine vpon him.

Be was very angry with Wozceter men, fo2 not 
admitting himto that Se alſo,which thz& oſ his pꝛedeteſſoʒs 
| had held in Commendam befoze him. And in revenge ofthis 
1 repulſe, canſed Hardeknute the king (with whom hee could 
. do muth.) At a time when they had bin ſome what back ward 
in papments to bee made vnto him, to fire that godly City. 
Dee is blamed alſo foz another barbarous part of the ſame 
king, that canſed the dead body of his owne bꝛother Harold 
to bee digged vp, beheaded, and then caſt into the Thames. 
Chis they ſay was done by Alfricus the Archbiſhops coun- 
ſell. Be beſtowed much money vpon the Colledge of Bener- 
lep, ficft in a new and ſumptneus ſhzine foz the body of . 
lohn his pzedeceo2 , + then in purchaſing lands to increaſt 
the reuennes thereof, viz. ſome at Milton, otberat Polme, 
and againe at Fzideiffhozp, Pogeouer bee built there a high 
Qteple, and furniſhed it with two great belles, like vnto 
which hee gaue 2. other ofthe ſame mould vnto Southwell, 
1 and two vato Stow. Mee died at @onthwell the pere 1059.

Chaplaine of King Edward the Confefſs2 one Kinſius 
* ſucceeded Alfrike. Bee built very much at Benerly, to 
wit, the Pall, the Church, and viners other edilices.gaue ma- 
ny bokes and oznaments to Sbrrſtene and other Churches 
of his Diotes, ſate ten pers,died at Yozke, 1060. December 
22. and was buried at Peterbozough where bee had ſomes 
times liued a Ponke.

Be Se of Pozke falling voyd by the death of Kinſius, 

Aldredus that being firſt a Monke of WincheRer, then 
Abbot of Taueſtocke, was conſecrate Biſhop of Moꝛzteter, 
the peare 1046. making his wap by money and b:ibes 
liberally be ſtowed amongſt Tourtiers, found a meancs to 
circumuent t abuſe the ſimplicity of king Edward the Con- 
feſſo2, and by alleadging the example of his pzedeceſſo2s that 
had held Moztetet in Commendam with Yozke, obtained 
licence of him to hold them bol h, wherin ſo holp a man as S. 
Edward me thinks ſhould haue bane moze pꝛetiſe. Yaning 
pꝛeuailed thus farce, he went to Rome foꝛ his pall, together 
with the Earle Toſti Bꝛather to the Queene, Giſo aſter Bis 
ſhop of TWelies, and Walter of Here foꝛd. The Pope at that 
time was Nic. the ſecond, a great enemy to ſimonp, which in 
this age began to grow very rife. Ahether he had hard ſom· 
what of Aldredes bzibing in obtaining this pꝛefer ment, 03 
whether he licht it out by cit examination(which is veline.. 
red) bee not onelp refaſed to eſtabliſh him in his Aicybi- 
ſhop:icks, bat alſo depztued him of the Bilhopztcke hee bad 
befazz Yomewards they came togetherin one tompanp, but 
with diuers aFecions;Giſo and Walter topfnill ſo2 the bono 
newly done vnto them: foz being feund men not onely lear- 
ned, but of god conuet ation, and not cuipable ef any toꝛtup⸗ 
tion: they were conſecrateat Rouie with a'l fancur andhe⸗ 
nout that mightbe : Toſti the C ule penſiac (0; bis friend, 
whoſe bzibes he ted teteiged to the others cuerth' ew; and 
laſflp, Aldred almoſt deſperat io2 ſo great acalaummty, as! 28 
fallen ven him. Oe the power of Almighty G22, tpat not 
only rai eth ag it were in a moment from the bottome o mt» 
ſery vnto the toppe of happineile : but alſo path it by uch 
means oftentimes as we thinke moge likely te caſt vs down 
farther,then to telieue vs any thing at al. Theſc iclix compa- 
nions, tiauelliug from Ione toward the Alpes; by the way 
wereencouatred with acompany ofſgodfecitawcs (tina beps 
py hoo fo; Aidred)that ſpoiled them of all the y bad about 
them, leauing them nel} cc $23'c uo monc p, noz any thing 
menep 
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money-wozth but their apparell. So there was noremedp 
but backe to Nome they maſt againe to furniſh them a new 
fo: their tourney. There T olti with open mouth exclaimed 
againſt the Pope ſaying, there was no reaſon that farre re- 
mote nations ſhould ſo greatly ſtand in awe of his ercommye. 
nications, which therues and robbers cared not a hal;epenny 
foꝛ, but contemned openly and derided even binder his noſe : 
that amongſt poze Pꝛieſts, he would play Rex, but let rebel. 
lious varlets doe what they liſt. If by his meanes (quoth 
he) our gods be not reffozed fo vs againe, let him gius 
vs leaue to (ay, that by his fault and miſgouernment wee 
haue loſt them, and wer hope that our King will haue ſach 
tenſidetation of vs, as in the end this tourney (when be hea⸗ 
reth ofit)Hal pzoue a greater lofſe to the pope then to vs Foz 
my part, I will not faile to certifie him ofthe truth, i to im. 
poztune him daily foz recompence, which out ofthe tribute 
the Pope bath of Englaud will ſone be made. And except bg 
deſerve it better, why hee hoalo haue any at all, J ſæ not. 
Þartly,by meanes of theſe thzeats,partly in commiſeration 
aud pitty,partly by {(mpoztunity of ſuite, Aldred at laſt obtai⸗ 
ned his Archbiſhopzicke, © had his pall giuen him vpon con- 
dition that he ſhould leave Wozceter : into which Der at his 
returne he wzought Wulſtan, but ampered him ſo, as bee 
refainedalmoſt all the commodity to bimſelfe, leaning Wul- 
{tan onely 12 mannoꝛs tomaintaine his tate, In defence of 
which dealing he alledged, that the lands e poſſeſſions of the 
Arcbiſhopzicke were ſo waſted and ſpoiled by the Danes £ 
other in the time of Wulfere,and ſince that, they pelded littls 
oz no pzofit. It could bee altogethertrue : foz Alfrike and 
Kinſiusſ(as befeze I haue Chewn)built t prrchaſed much, ha- 
ning no Commendam at all. This Aldred likewiſe built 
much: A Vall foz the Canons fo dine in together a: Bozke, 
and another at Sonthwell ; At Beverley the Hall begun by 
bis pzedeceſſo2s, 4 left vnperfea, he finiſhed ; the Pꝛeſbitery 
there he raiſed from the very foundation, as alſo a godly 
Church at Gloceſtet, euen the ſame which is now the Cathe- 
dꝛal Church This like wiſe is cemmended in him, that wher- 
as the clergy of thoſe times were bery bndecently appareled 
nothing differing from Lay men, he bzonght all the miniſtry 
of

of his P;ouince fo an v:1tfo;me and ſwmecly kind of habite . 
It is al/o reco2ded of him that hee was Ring Eduards Am- 
baſſadour in Germany fo2 a while yeare ; and that the peace 
105g. he midea voyage bnto Jeruſalem, thzough Pungary, 
a thing that no Archbiſhop of this Realme (as Hoveden nos 
teth) did euer attempt befoze him. Not many rates after 
his refurnc King Edward the Confefſo2 died, and Harold 
inuading the dignity ropall no way due vnto him, was 
crowned by Aldred, Willian the Conque-car a'fo refuſing 
foreceiue the Crowne at Scigands hands (whom hee called 
the vſucper of Tantecvury) deſired dim to perfo;zme that (0- 
lemnity, which ha did, requiring firſt an oath of him to de⸗ 
fend the Church, miniſter iuſtice (and amongſt other things) 
to vie Englich men as fanourably as Nozinans. This cath 
it ſamed bato Aldred the king had bzoken, and therefoze 
(like a couragious Pꝛelate) her ſtucke not to thunder out an 
texcommunication againſt him, ſaping, that now wozthily be 
had curſed whom once vnwozthily he had bleſled This bold 
pꝛank being tepoꝛted vnto the Ring, incenſed him verp much 
at Acſt, but thinking better of it, he determined to giue fate 
woꝛds a while,and ſo ſent ſome toentreat fog his abſelution, 
Theſe meſſengers came to late; ſoʒ the Wiſhop beingttoubled 
much in mind aſter the perfezmance of that action,and eyther 
amaſed with feare of what might happen aſter it, ez overs 
come with griefe and repentance of that toe had done; neuer 
could bee merry aſter, aadſo br conteit wos cat into adiſea'e 
whereof hee died. September 11, 1069. This is the reps;t 
of WV. Mahnsbury. Others ſay (namely Florentivs VVigorn) 
that hoe was ſo grieued with the comming in 97 a au of the 
Danes, as he p;ated to Cod to take him out of this le, that 
ba might not e the laughter and ſpoyle which hee thuiight 
they would make; And that this gtie le was the cane of his 
death - De was moze reucrenced alterwerd thea whil hee lu 
ued a great deale. G Engliſh mat cucceeded him in many 
yeres after; And the Romanus bengodious vnto the people 
they gladly repꝛt hended all their actions, cempeting them 
with ſach E aglich Biſhops as they could remember, made 
moſt fau2urab'e repo:t of them, Dac thing alſo encreafed his 
crevite much: Viſus Excis of Mozceter hav built a Calle 
there 
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there to ſome pzeludice of the monks, inſomuch as the ditch 
ofthe ſaid Caltle empaired a little of the Charch-yard, Al. 
dred went vnto the Catle ( hauing befo;e admoniſhed him to 
right the wzong) and haning demanded of him whether it 
were done by his appointment which he could not deny lo · 
king ſtedfaſtly vpon him, her ved theſe wozdes; Wightelk 
thou Vric? Paue thou Gods cucſe and mine, ot al hallo w⸗ 
ed heades, except thou takef$ away this Caſtle, and know 
thou aſſuredly, that thy poſterity ſhall not inherite the land 
and inheritance of Saint Mary. This bis curſe ſ@med to 
take effea, foz Vrius died (@1eaſter, and Roger his lonnt 
a berp ſmall time enioping his fathers honour, loſt the lame 
and was faine to flie the realme fo; killing an officer of the 
Kings, Thus mach fo2 Aldred,who after his death was hu. 


ried in hts owne Church.

He Ning then appointed Thomas a Channon of Bapon 

to be his @ucceioz, a NIzmaa by birth, but dæ was 
b;ought vp altogether in the (chwles of the Saxons in Francs 
ercept a little time he ſpent in Spaine. Be was the ſonne of 
a Pzieſt(a married Pꝛieſt I take it) and bzother vato Samp- 
ſon Biſhop of WMozceter, whoie ſonne I nomas ſucceeded, 
afterwards this Thomas tn this We of Pozke: P3zeſentlis 
vpon his returne home after trauell, hes became Chaplaine 
bnto Odo Biſhop of Bayon VWillam Conquerours halſe 
bzother, who made him Treaſurer of Bapon, and then p20 
ferred him vnts the ſeruice of his bzother the King. Vee 
was a man very learned, gentle bethin countenance and 
wo;es, of a berpſwate and amiable behaniour, chaſte and 
of a godly perſonagee, being in his pouth beauttifull, in his 
latter time well coloured, and his hapze, both head 4 beards 
as white as now. At his firſt entrance he bad ſomewhat to 
doe with Lantranke Archbiſhop of Canterbury, bnto whom 
be would not make pꝛoſtſſion ofobedience neuer (as he allea⸗ 
ged ) hefoze that time require. And indeed beſoze the coming 
of il the Co:querour'ſaith one the two Petropolitanes 
ef 
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of England , were not onely in authozity, dignity and of- 
fice, but alſo in number of ſuffragan Biſhops equall, But 
at this time(ſaith he ) they of Canterbury perſwated the new 
king, that Pozke ought to bee ſubied vnts their Se, and 
that it was fo; tie god andſafetyof:he Aing that the church 
thereof ſhould bee obedient pzincipally vnto one; foz that 
otherwiſe one might ſet the crowne vpon one mans head, 
and the other doe as much ſoz ſome body clie. This con- 
trouerſie is moze at large debated in Canterbury. The end 
foz that time was, that Thomas oucrbozne by the Archbt. 
ſhoppe of Canterbury Lanfranke and the King (who fauou- 
red hir) was faine fo apptale vnto Rome; both cf them be⸗ 
ing therein perſon befoze the Pope, they fell (as commonly 
it dappeneth in like caſes)from the chiefe point, into by mat - 
tet s, and avticling one againſt another. What I homas latte 
againſt Lanfranke J finde not. And all that Lanſranke had 
to ſay againſt him, was, that he was a ꝛieſts ſon (magnum 
ſcilicercrimen) and that the king fo2 his faithfullſeruice had 
pꝛomiſed him a Biſhopzicke befoze his comming into Eng- 
land. Theſe were ſo great matters inthe Popes iudgement 
as Thomas muft be depziued of his Ring and Croſier g not 
teſtozed te them but by the entreaty of Lanfranke. As foz the 
matter of P2imacy,he left it to the ozdering of the King and 
Biſhops of England, who fozced I homas to pelo, making 
then his repayze to Yozke,be ſound the whole Rate ofhis Di- 
oces(the City and Church eſpecially) moſt miſerable. The 
Danes befoze mentioned comming againſt the city; the No2- 
mans that helo the Caſtle, thought awd to burne certaine 
bouſes nere if, le& they might ba a furtherance vnto the e- 
nemp. This vngent'e fire would not bee enfreated to Cay 
tuft where they would haue it, but pzoceeding farther then 
bis cemmiſſion, deſtroped the monaſtery and Church of . 


Peter, and in fine the whole City Befoze the fire was out, 


the Danes came, and toke both City and Caſtle by fozce, 
putting to the ſwozd, all the N 2mans the p found there (to 
the number of th: thouſand) ſaning none aline, but one 
William Mallet, his wife, childzen anda few other. Don 
aſter the deſtrugion ofthis govly City, the King came — 
thels 
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theſe parts with a puiCant army againff the Danes, not 
teaſing to make all manner of ſpoyle, as if he had bang 
in the enemies Country. Do betwerne the Danes and the 
No:mans,fnch havocke was made, as allithe land from the 
great tiuer of Humber, vnto the riner of Tine, lap waſte, & 
not inhabited by any man fo the ſpace of nine pates aſter. 
In the Church of Yezke there were onely thzx Canons 
left,the reſt being alleyther dead oz fled away, 4 they had left 
vnto them ncither houſe to put thcir heads in, noz any good 
meanes how to line and maintaine themſclues. All theſe 
faults this induſtrious Bilhop endeanaured fo amend. Firſt 
he new covered and repapꝛed his Church as well as he might 
to ſetue the turne (oz a time. But afterwards he pulled down 
all the oloe building, and ercaed from the very ſoundation a 
new, to wit the Pinſter that now ſtandeth. Vis Cannons 
diſperſed abzoad, he called home againe, and twke ozder they 
ſhould bee reaſonably pꝛouided foz. Yee built them a hall £ 
a dozter, and appointed ont ot them to be the Pzonoft, and 
gouernour of the reſt. Alſo hebeRtowed certaine Pannozs x 
lands vpon them, and cauſed other to be reſte ed that had been 
taken ſtem them But the twelne Pannozs taken from 
TWozceter, the King /perſwaved thereunto by Lantranke) 
cauſcd him to render backe againe. The Church then hauing 
continued in this ſtate a god while, J know not by whoſe ad⸗ 
niſe, the Archbiſhop thought god to dinide tha land of Saint 
Peters Cyurch into Pzebends, and ſo to allot a particular 
po2tton vnto eucry Canon, whereas befoze they lined toge⸗ 
ther vpon the cemmen charges ofthe Church at one Table, 
much in like ſa;t, as ſellowes ofhouſes ds now in the Uni⸗ 
nerſi*t25.At the ſame time alſo he appointed a Dean a Trea- 
{urcr,auda Chanter,and as fo; the Chancellazſhippe it was 
founded olim befoze. The church newly built by bim hee 
furniſhed with bokes, and all kind ofoznaments neceflerte; 
but his ſpectall care was fo replenilh the ſame, and the reſt of 
his Dioces with learned and honeſt men, with whem be was 
wont continually to conferre end reaſon ſometime with one, 
and ſometime with another) partly fo2 his ownecrerciſe,and 
partly to ſæ what was in them, and to raiſe them vp to a

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FP diligence in increaſing their knowledge. Yimſelfe was very 
0 learned, and wit diuers things both in pꝛoſe and verſe, Hee 
e was allo a very god Pulitiaa,and could not onely ing, but

the Churches of Dypſield, Uune, Pockington, Pickering, 
and Burgh, he gaue them all likewiſe to the Chapter. This 
notwithſtanding, after his death they would not ſuffer him, 
(ping ſo ſodenly to be buried within their Church (hard⸗ 
[pin the Church-yard. So bee was laid at the entrance of 
Church poꝛch Unt Thomas his @ucceſſoz not induring that 
fuch an indignity ſhould bee offered vnto an Archbiſhop, re- 
moued his bones into the Church afterward, and cauſed 
them to be honourably infombed.

Ve being Trea'urerof Pozke, was now eleced vato the 
Archbiſhopzicke,and haning obtained conſecration alſo, ſent 
to Rome fo2 his pall. Vis ſpede there, was not ſo good as 
bee loked fo: By ſome aduerſaries many exceptions were 
taken againft him, whereby it came to paſſe not onely his 
ſuite was put off and aid fo that time, but alſo P2oces 
awarded to admoniſh him to come thither in perſon to an- 
ſwere the accuſations laied againſt him. At his comming 
to Rome, de found his aduerſaries many and mighty. And 
among the reſt it is remembꝛed that Saint Bernard then 
lining was very earneſt again him. Eugenius the Pope 
bad bane bzought vp in the Abbey of Clarenall under ©. 
Barnard, together with Henry Murdac, whom Williams 
aduerſaries had ſet vp fo bœ a ſuiter fog his Archbiſhop- 
ricke. The Pope being thus carried away with the per- 
ſwaſion of his olde acquaintance, and ſome ſhew of matter, 
was content to depziue William, and to place Henry Murdac 
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in his rome, whom he cauſed to be conſecrafe pꝛeſently, and 
ſent him home into England with his Pall. King Stephen 
hearing this newes, was much grieued with the diſgrace of 
bis nephew, which all men iudged vndeſerued. There loze he 
ſfod vpon termes with the new Archbiſhoppe,and required 
him to ſweare onto him fcalty in ſame ertcao2dinary man- 
ner, and when he denied, eaſily toke occaſion of diſplea- 
ſare againſt him. The townſmen of Pozke that loned Villi- 
am excadinglp foz his gentleneſſe and vertuons behantour 
amongſt them;hearing how the king was affected; refuſed to 
receine Murdac into their City. Foz this reff J ance he ſuſ⸗ 
pended them: which notwithſtanding , Eultach the kinges 
ſonne; commanded ſcruice to be (aid as at all other times 
was accuſtomed. By meanes hereof, as alſo by reaſon that 
the Kings officers were very terrible and heauy enimies vnto 
all that had laboured fo; the dep;ination of William: ſediti⸗ 
ons © tumults were daply tapſed in the City, amongſt which 
a certaine Archdeacon, a friend of the Archbiſhoppes was 
lane. Two 02 th: pteres theſe Cirs tontinned, till at laſt, 
the Kings wzath by meanes being appeaſed, Vozke men 
were content to receius their Archbiſhop peaceably. Bee go- 
nerned very anferely the (pace of ten peates, died Odob. 14. 
— - 5 3 at Oßerbezne, and was buried in his Cathedzall 
urch.

home iuto England, and in great pattence away- 


3rephen 18, ting the pleaſure of God, betoke himſelfe to the Monaſte⸗ 


ry of Mincheſter, liutzg much in the cempany of Henry 
the Biſhoppe, that did fir conſecrate him Now vs ſhall 
vnderſtand, that a little befoze the death of Henry Murdac, 
Eugenius the Pope his olde companion, and Saint Bernard 
the Maſter of them both» foz they had been his ſchollers were 
taken out of this life. William then was greatly animated by 
bis fciends to makecomplaint vnto Anaſtaſius the new Pope 
of the wong heretofoze done bnto him, and pzouoked by 
their (mportunity, did ſo indæ d, trauelling to Rome, —— 
otone

olone perſon. Pe had ſcarce commenced his complaint, when 
newes was b;zought that H. Murdac alſo his olde adnerſary 
was likewiſe departed this life. Following then the aduiſe 
of Gregory a Cardinall, a very politique and ſubtle fellow: 
without any great ſuite he was refto;ed vnto all his honszs 
and had the palldelinered vnto him. Me was returned into 
England befozs Eater, which he kept with his olde friend 
Henry the Biſhop of Wincheſter. Hafting then home to his 
sone Church, de was met vpon the way by Robert the Dean 
and Osbert the Archdeacon of Po;zke, who fozbad him en- 
trance in the Church, and appealed vato Rome againſt him, 
which he little eſta med, but went fozward notwithſtanding. 
Al the ref ofthe Clergy andCommonalty receiaed him with 
wonderfalliop.Po].Virg.-repozteth;that paſſing ouer the riuer 
beyond Pontfrac,thenumber of the people that followed him 
to doe him honour,was ſo infinite, as the bzidge being but 
of timber, bzake euen iuſt as the Biſhop was ouer, t thzew 
them all into the water. But the bleſſing and pzayer of 
this holy man( he ſuppoſeth) pzeuailed ſo much with God,as 
they were all miraculonfly pzeſerned from downing. Into 
dis City be was honourably receiued, and began a very mild 
and gentle gonernment, he wing no token of gall oz malice 
toward his ancient and moT bitter enemies; but hes was 
taken away by death befoze he could perfozm any great mat 
ter otherwiſe. Sons after Whitſcontide hee fell ſicke (as it 
ſ&med)ofa kind of ague, and within a day oz two after de- 
parted this life. The common repozt is, that hee was poy- 
ſoned in the challice at Hae. And ſo ſaith the Antheme ap- 
pointed to bee ſung vpon his holyday(foz anon we ſhal haue 
dim a Saint) wherein are contained theſe verſes: 

Eboracum præſul redir, 

Pontis caſus nullum lædit 

De tot turbæ millibus. 
In Octauis Peutecoſtes 
Quidam malignantes hoſtes, 
In eum pacihcum, 
Et vt ipſum priuent vita, 
Celebrantis aconita.

Per quem perit tox icum, &c. 


Some (as namely Houeden) ſay that poyſon was connatey 
into the water, in which he ſhould wach his hands at Paſſe 
time. But Newbrigenlis confuteth both theſs opinions at 
large, lib. 1. cap. 26. Cettaine it is, that not onely after his 
death, but alſo while he yet liued, in his ickneſſe time many 
ſuſpected vehemently that he was pop ſoned. Anſomach as 
one oſhis Chaplaines aduiſed him to take ſome Antidotum 
o2 remedy againſt popſon,which de alſo did, as one affirmeth; 
but other ſay,heanſwered, quod antidotum humanum ad- 
ijcere nollet diuino, that he would not adde the pzeſermatine 
ofthe body vnto the pzeſeruatine of the ſoule, betauſe fozſwth 
he had then lately receined the © acrament. Bowſocner if 
was, hee died very ſuddenly, his teeth waring blacke a little 
befoze his death, and not without ſome other notes and ſig⸗ 
nifications of poyſon. The time of his departure was, June 8. 
11 54.After his death he was Canontzed, and the day afs2e- 
ſaid, June $. appointed vnts the celebzation of his memozy. 
Manp muracles are ſaid to haue beene wzought at his tombe 
inthe Cathedzall Church of Poꝛke. Bel&ue it that liſt, J can 
not. Zeſayno moze,me thinks the man whoſe depztnation 
SD Barnard pꝛocuted, ſhould not be wozthy to be reputed a 
Daint, oz lik: to wozke miracles.

. 154. O ſoner was William dead, but Robert the Deane 
HF nb. 19 and Osbert the Archdeacon, laide plots fo2 the election 
$1. wof Roger Archdeacon of Canterbury ; and pꝛecuting the 


Archbiſhoy and the Popes Legate to become ſuiters fo; 
dim, with much ads they induced the Chapter to choſe 
dim. Ve was conſecrate by Ana(ta(ins the Pope, about the 
middle of Odob. 11 54. This man is not grattons in our to; 
ries, ret. bo is confeſſed to haue ben very learned, well — 
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den, paſſing wiſe.and a great agmenter ofthe tate of his Bi- 
ſhopzicke , both in teuenues and buildings. The reaſon is, 
be favoured not monkes, by whom in a manner all our bi- 
Kozies are witten. Ve was wont to ſay, that Thurſtan ne- 
net did a wozſe dede then in erecting the monaſtery of 
Fountnep. And that it map appeare bee faigned not this 
miſlike, you ſhall find in Newbridg. lib. 3. cap. g. Chat acer- 
faine religious man comming bnto him when her lay vpon 
bis death bed, requeſted him to confirme certaine graunts 
made vnto (heir houſe : to whom he anſwered , pou ſæ my 
friend J am now vpon the point of death, it is no time to diſ- 
ſemble; I feare God, and in regard thereof refcaine to ſatiſ- 
fie your requeſt;which J pzoteT J cannot do with a god con- 
ſcience ; A range doctrine in thoſe daſes; but baing a wiſe 
man and learned, hee muſt nedes diſcerne, that the monkes 
of his time were ſo farre ſwarned and degenerate from the 
holineſſe of thoſe fitſt excellent men ofthe pzimitiue Church, 
as they reſembled rather any other kind of people, then thoſe 
whom they pzetended in p;ofeſſion to ſnccad.Thoſe men (the 
monkes I meant fo be renenged vpon him, dame camped 
vpon him two notable faults, one, that he pzeferred whipping 
boyes vnto the chiefe dignities of the Church, wherein (were 
it true) no body can excuſe him; The other thing they lay to 
bis charge is manife1y falſe; They ſay he was miſerably co- 
uetous and how doe they pꝛoue it:? Becauſe fozſoth hee left 
a certaine deale of ready money behinde him. Many wiſe 
men thinke him vnwiſe, that hauing ability, will not kepe 
ſomewhat beſide him whatſoener happen. Ye was ſparing 
alſo; a happy wozld it were if all men were ſo: Bonus Scrua- 
tius facit bonum Bonitacium, (accozping to the Dutch P;0- 
uerbe.) A god (aver makes a well doer, The trueth whereof 
in him notably appeared Yee built anew the Quiet of the 
Cathed;all Church, and the vawtes ofthe ſame decated with 
fire; As alſo his pallace in Yozke that was burnt down to the 
ground when the Cathedzall Church was ſo defaced, 1gcaing 
be erected and built from the foundation, the Chaypell of B. 
Sepulcre nere the pallace gate vyon the Nozth ſide of the 
Cathedzall Church, and imp2op2latfed 11. bencfices ( 5.ofhis 
owne gift) to the maintenance of miniſters in the _ 
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a Dertane,4.Pzſeſts, 4.Deacons, and 4, Þubdeacons. All 
theſe things he perfozmed, and many other oflefſe moment, 
that the monkes find no fault with at all. Ve continued Arch- 
biſhop 2 7.years,and being a very aged man,ſfickned at Load, 
whether calling vato him many Abbots, Piss, and otherre* 
ligious pecſons,by their aduice he beſtowed his gods, deline- 
ring out pꝛeſentip great ſummes of money to the vſe of the 
p®;e,and other god purpoſes,as vnto the Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury Rhemes and Roane, 500. pound a pte, and to al- 
moſt cuery Biſhop of England and Nozmandy a certain poz- 
tion. This done, he remoued to Yozke,( ſaith Houeden)sther 
ſay to Sherbozne,and there died vpon ſunday Nou.2 2.1181, 
and was buried by Hugh Bifhop of Durham in the middle 
of the Quire ofthe Canons regular which himſelfe had built. 
Now whereas in his life time he had pzocured Alexander the 
Pope to grant this pꝛiuiledge, that i any Cleargy man died 
in his Jd;ouince, and deliuerednot his gods away by hand 
befoze his death, the Archbiſhop ſhould haue the diſpoſition of 
them, it pleaſed God that the ſame meaſure he meat vnto 0- 
ther, he ſhouls be ſerued withall himſelſe. Me left behind him 
(oz had at leaſt wiſe what time he fickned) 11 00, pound in 
filuer, and 300. pound of gold, beſide an infinite deale of 
plate, and ſumptuous houſhold ſtuffe. All this (though ba 
had beſtowed it (as afozeſaid ) the king notwithſtanding ſea- 
led vpon, and conuerted it to his owne vſe, ſaying, it was no 
reaſon that his will ſhould ſtand fo; good, that had diſanulled 
the Teſtamonts of ſo many other. Me mozeofhimin Rich- 
ard Archbiſhopof Canterbury.

Tz Sd of Lincolne happening to be void by the death of 
Robert de Chiſueto the pte 1167. king Henry the ſe⸗ 
cond pꝛocuted Geoftry his baſe ſonne, a young tender delicate 
youth, pet Archdeacon ofLincolne , ts bee electedtothe Bl 
ſhop:icke. Me content with the large revenues of the ſame, 
made no hatt toreceiue conſecration , as haning moze care of 
ſharing the ſherp then ſ@ving them, which he knew he _ 
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do without conſecration as well as with it. ®encex peares he 
pelo the Biſhopzicke after that ſozt, and at length by the pers 
ſwaſſon of his Father deſirous to haue his ſonne neere about 
him as {ome ſap) 02 perteiuing him vnfit to make a Cleargy 
man(as other ſay.) He refigned his intereſt in the Church of 
Lincolne,and got him to the Court, where he was madeLo20 
Chancelloz of England, t help that office about $.ycres, b.; 
butil the year 1189. at what time his Father died. Many Bi⸗ 


ſhopzicks at that time were void, had bin ſome ofthemalong: 


ſealon, as Pozkonow 10. pears, and Lincoln 17. A. Richard 
thereloze vnderanding the people murmured and grudged 
much at theſe long vatations, knowing all it imponted him 
fo ſe his bother pʒouided ſoꝛ, he thought to ſtop 2. gaps with 
one buch, t at onte to furniſhVBozke with an Archbi. and his 
b;other with aliuing. So hee wait his letters to the Chapter 
of Bozkein his bzothers behalfe,who (uot without ſame dif- 
ficulty) eleced him. Vee was conl at Tours in France , by 
William Archb. ef Tours, in the moneth of Aug. 11 91. Pie⸗ 
ſently after his conſecration, hee hted him ouer into England, 
although bee had taken an oath when his b:other King Ri- 
chard began his voyage into the holy land, not to ſet foote in 
England within 3.yeares after. Þzeſently therefoze vpon his 
arriual, he was impꝛiſoned William B. of Ely the Chancel- 
lo2, being dzawa from the very altar of S. Martins church in 
Douer;but het was quickly ſet at liberty againe; This man 
p:00ued a better Biſhop then was crpected, goacrning his 
Pꝛouinte (it not ſomelohat too ſtontip, accoꝛding to the cou- 
rage tequiſite in a man of ſo high birth and nobility) very wel 
t tommendably. Me is pzayſed much foz his temperance , ſe⸗ 
bernes #granity bath ofcountenance g; behauiour. Al the time 
of his bzother Richard he had much adoe with his Canons of 
Voꝛks who by complaints vnto the Pope and the K.troubled 
him much. Betwanehim and R. lohn(who was his b;other 
alſo)there was likewiſe much adoe. In the ſecond peate of his 
raigne, he commanded the Ggeriffe of Yo:kſhire to ſcize vaon 
all the gods and lands ofthe Archb. and his ſeiſure to returne 
ints the exchequer, which was done accazdingly : whereupon 
the ſaide Archbiſhap excommunicated , not onely the She- 
riffe that had done him this violence, but all thoſe in _— 
that 
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that were the authozs of the ſame , and that had bene any 
meanes to ſtirte vp the kings indignation again them The 
cauſe of this trouble is diucrfly repsztev:ſome ſay, that be hin. 
dred the kings officers in gathring a kind oftare thzough bis 
Dioces; others, that he refaſsd to ſaile into Nozmandy with 
bum, when he went to make a marriage foz his ncece, and to 
conclude a league with the French King, Whether one of 
theſe were the cauſe, 02 both, o; none, I cannot tell; Gut cer- 
taine it is, that one whole peate his tempozalties were detal⸗ 
ned fcom him his inoneoble gods neuer reftozed, and pot 
mozeoner he was faine to pay a thouſand pound ſterling foz 
his reſtitution. This was 4 greater wound then it might ea- 
Aly be cured. Sire 0; 7. reares aſter it bzakeont againe, to 
wit, an. 1207, King lohn then becing at Wincheſter tequi⸗ 
red (ſuch of the Clcargy and nobilitp, as were there pze- 
ſent to conſcent,that pay ment ſhot lo be made vnto him, of the 
thirteenth ſhilling of ail the moneable goes in England; this 
motion no man gaineſaid, but Gettry the Archbiſhop bis bzo- 
ther. After this, whether it were he were gu'lty of ſome grea- 
terattempt,oz that hee vnderſtod, bis bzother to be grieuouſ- 
lie offended with him toz withſtanding, this bis defire 3 well 
percetiuing Englant was too hote fog him, ſecretly bee ausi- 
ded the Realme,ercommunicating befoze his departure ſuch 
ok his inriſciction, as either had paid the ſaide tare, oa ſhonld 
beereafter pay it Me liued then in baniſhment 5. years enen 
vntill hee was called to his long home by death, which was 
the peare 1213. 0 he continued Archbiſhop ſomewhat moze 
then 21 peates.

T He See was void after the death of Geffry, the ſpace of 4. 
peates In the meane ſpace, Symon de Langton bzother 
vnto Srephen Langton Archbiſhop of Canterbury was ele- 
ned by the Chapter of Bozke, But king lohn being latelye 
become tributary vnto the Church of Rome, eakily ſound 
meanes to Caſſire and diſanull that election. If the eldquar- 
rell betwerne the Archbiſhop and him, uc ke ſomething in 
his ſtomacke, à matuell not: but he alleaged that he thaught 

; if 
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it dangerous + bery inconuenient the whole Church of Eng⸗ 
land ſhould be ruled by two bzeth;en , one at Canterbury in 
the South, and an other at Pozke in the Nozth. Mee la- 
boured then very earneſtly fo haue Walter Gray his Coun- 
ſelloz remoned from Wozceter to Vozke. The Cannons 
thers refuſed him foz want oflearning( as they ſaide albeit 3 
find he ſpent (ome time in the Untuerfity of Drfozd ,) but at 
laſt they were content to accept him, in regard loʒſotiz) of his 
fingular temperance and chaſtity: they ſamed to bee petſwa- 
ded that hee had continued till that time a pure maid. The 
matter was they durſt doe no other but pelvr, and then 
thought god to make a vertue of necefiity. This man was 
fir® Biſhop of Lichfield , conſecrate the yeare 1 2 10. frayſ- 
lated thence to Wozceter 1214. and laſtly the pæte 1216. 
toYozke ; but vpon ſach conditions as A thinke bee had 
bans better to haue ſtaid at Wozceter fill. The Pope would 
haue nolefle then 10000. l. fo wzeting him into the Archb(- 


. Hopzicke;foez the gathering of whichmoney hee was faine to 


be lo thzifty,as in all our hiſtozies hee is infamous fo2 a miſe- 
table conetons wzetch:fo; pzoofe whereof, J wil recount va- 
to you a ſtrange repozt of Mat. Paris, The peare 1234 there 
was great dearth e ſcarcity ofcozne , and by reaſon that the 
dearth had continued then thꝛe peares ) moztality of people 
alſo, as well by peſfilence as famine. Amongſt many rich men 
that were nothing moued with compaſſion toward the poet 
daily periching fo2 want of releefe, this Archbiſhop ts eſpeci⸗ 
ally noted that bad fine peates co:ne in ſtoze and would not 
thzeſhitout. Being told at laſt by his officers , that if was 
much to be feared, it was conſumed by mice, 02 ſome other 
way much the wozſe foz ſe long ſtanding; be bid them to de- 
liver it to the huſbandmen that owelt in his mannozs, vppen 
condition they ſhould pay as much new co2ne fo: it after har- 
ueſt. They intending to doc as he commanded, went a- 
bout ts take downc a great mow ofcozne ha bad a: Nippon. 


And firff comming toward it, they ſaw the hears of ray 


ſerpents ſnakes, toavs and other venemous ciextures 20s 
ring out at the ends of the ſheaues. This being telde vnto 
the Archbiſhop, he ſent his Ueward, and oiuers cl? credit, 
toenqui:e the truth thereof; who ſeeing that whicz the other 
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had ſeene,enfozced notwithſtanding cerfaino poze men to ge 
vp into the toppe of it with ladders. They were ſcarcely 
vp, when they (aw a blacke ſmoake riſe out ofthe cozne,4 felt 
a mo loathſeme ſtinke which compelled them with all haſt 
polltbie to get them downe agame. $ozeoner, they all heard 
an baknown voice ſaying vnto them, Let the cozne alone, fo; 
the Archbich and all be bath is the dinels pofſeNion. To make 
ſhoꝛt they were faine to build a wall about it, and then to ſet 
it on fire,fearing leaſt ſach an infinit deals of venemous crea- 
tures might infect and popſon, oz at leaſt greatly annoy the 
Whole Countrey. The credit of this repozt I leaue vnts the 
Readers diſcretion. Matthew Weſtminſter commendeth the 
man greatly foz his wiſdome in gouernment and his lopall f- 
delity vnto his P2ince ; and tyat he deſerued this commen- 
dation, J account it no lender pꝛote ; that Quane Elianore 
(to whom her huſband king Henry the third had committed 
the charge of the realme trauelling into Frannce ) the ( I ſay) 
bawing occaſion to crofſe the ſeas to conferre with her hul⸗ 
band, committed the rnleand gouernment of the ſame unte 
this Archb. It was in the yeare 1253. at what time be being 
a very aged man and ſickely, was erceding loath to take it 
bpon him. Hee ſate Archbiſhop about 9. peares, in which 
ſpace he did many things to the god and benefit, both of his 
De and Church. The mannoz of Thozpe hee purchaſed and 
the Chuchot the ſame, both which hee gane in cffec vnto his 
Sa, but verbo tenus vato the Deane and Chapter; taking aſ⸗ 
lurante ot them, that they ſhould alwates grant it euer vnto 
the Archbiſhop fo2 the time being. And this courſe he took to 
the end, that if the tempozalties of the Archbifhopzicke ſhould 
be ceaſed into the kings hands, either (ce plena( which ſomes 
times happened) oꝛ vacant (which is ever vſuall ) with this 
the kings officers ſhould not meddle. Me erected many chan- 
tries in divers places. Me gane vato his Church ; 2. wonder 
full ſumptuous coapes; and left a godly Cocke of cattell unte 
his ſucteſloꝛs, pꝛocuting the king ts conficme the gift, aud to 
take oꝛdet that enery Archbiſhop ſhould be bound to leaue it 
as he ound it Da bought vnto his Se the houſe now called 
TUhite Ball (an haretofozeVozke place) Hubert ds Burgo 
Carle of nent duilcit,and gaue it vate the Fryer pzeachersin 
London 
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London, who ſold it vnto this Atchb. In the time of Cardi- 
nall Woollics diſgrace, the king required it ot him, and he ei- 
ther foz feare, oz elſe hope of curryinga little fanout with tho 
king that wap, yelded by and by. As foz this man hee died at 
laſt on {ay day 1255. and was buried in Saint Peters 
Church.

W Henthe King heard of his death, he determined not 
to ſuffer his place to bee filled ouer haſtily. All other 
Siſhopzickes of England (ſaith hee haue bene in my hands 
heeretofo2e, but this neuer: Therefozo Y muſt bee aduiſe d 
how I let it paſſe out of my fingers. The Chapter aftera 
conuentent ſpace, made choiſe of Sewall their Deane that 
was brought vp in the Uainerſity of ©rfozd, a man modeft, 
bci'nous and learned, being well ſeene not onely in Diut- 
nity, but in law alſo and much other good learning. Di⸗ 
ners of his wzitings remaine end are rememb2ed by Bale in 
dis Centuries. Bee was a diligent hearer of Edmund of A- 
beaden ( after Archbiſhop of Canterbury , and canonized a 
Saint) at what time he read the Dimnity lecture in Drfozd. 
This Saint Edmund (as Matthew Paris repozte:h) would 
often tell his ſcholler Scwall. that out of all queſtion he ſhould 
die a Parryr. Vo far fo2th this pꝛediaion fell out true, you 
ſhall heare anon. Now the Kingnot liking this ſpade of the 
Chapter men, as not being fo2 his p2ofit , hindzed the new e- 
leu what he might , and oz want of better matter, alleaged 
againſt him that he was a baſtard, and ſo by the Cannons 
bncapable of that honour. Jt was true enough, and how he 
ſalued that ſoare J cannot teil; A diſpenſation beltke from 
Rome whers all things were then to be had fo; mony)fooke 
away that obſtacle. I find be was cor:ſeccate ty the ſuſfiagan 
Biſhops ,of his owne Piouince: Julp 2 3.1256, a ptate and 
almoſt thꝛe months, alter the death ot his pzereceſſo1. His 
Deanery being thus void, the Nope tock vpon him to beſtow 
the ſame vpon one lordan a ſtranger, that unde tſtod not one 
wozde of Englich, and other miſe viterly buwoo2thy of that 
godly p;eferment.This lordan, doubting leaſt in yr — 
e llion 
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ſeſlion hee might happely be tellſted, came inte the Church of 
Þozke, at dinner time, andinquiring of one(whem by chance 
be feund then at his pꝛapets which was the Deanes Kall: 
Cauſed two of hisowne company to deliner him polle lion 
thereof, This being done; though tn hugger mugger , was 
quickly bzonght vnto the Archbiſhops eares, who grieued in⸗ 
finitely at the ſame, and ſought, by all meanes poſſible to dif- 
anull, and make voide the Popes gift. Toe Cannons and 
Church men were ſo amazed with this ſtrange and ertraoz- 
dinary courſe/ ſtrange in thoſe dates, but afterwards tw cõ⸗ 
mon as the knew not what to doe 2 ſay. It ſemed moſt ab- 
ſurde and deteſtable dato them, that ſo high a dignity, and 
an office of ſuch impoꝛtance, in place and authozttie next 
onto the Archbiſhop, ſhoal» be conferred vpon a baſe ob- 
ſc ate ans contemptible fellow . But they t@d ſo in awe of the 
Popes tpꝛannp, wherunto the King had ſubieced, and as it 
were pꝛoſtzate himſelle, that thep duiſt not make any pzofcſſi/ 
of miſitke. About the ſame time the Pope ſent a commande⸗ 
ment into England, that z00. ofthe next benefices that fell 
ſhould bee beſtewed vponcertaiue Jtaltans that hee named, 
men ignoꝛant of the Englilh toung, and though otherwils 
perhaps wozthy the places appointed them which is greatly 
fo be donb/ed ) yet in that reſpect moſt vnſit ber to haue cure 
of ſoules committed vuto them. In thisinturious courſe,our 
Seu all couragisufly withſtod him, and not only by woꝛd and 
letter Charply tepꝛehended the Pope,but alſo in deeds reſiſted 
this his tyranny; vtterly refuſing to admit either Iordan vu- 
tothe Deanry,o2 any other of his Italians te any other pꝛo⸗ 
motion in his Dioces. Foz his labour he was quickly ſuſpen- 
ded. YWherewith be was ſo little terrified , as that notwith- 
ſtanding, be ſtod fil ſteutip to his tackling, t yelded not one 
inch. Iordan therefozo , whether donbting of god (acceſſe, 
o wearied with trouble, oz iin regard, that hee perceived 
himſelfe very odions in Pozke, reſigned his Deanry; actep⸗ 
ting a penllon of :00. markes out of it. This compoſition 
with Iordan nothing appeaſed the Popes fury: determining 
bclike to make him an example to other. hee firſt cauſed his 
croſſe in contumelions manner fo be taken from him, 4c (one 


after tynnd;ing out his greateſt cxco;nmunication , 9 
im

him fo be curſed thzonghout England with bell, boke, and 
candlo. By theſe, and infinite other verations( ſaith Mat- 
thew Paris) t& was much diſgraced in the fight of the wozls; 
but became no doubt farre the moze acceptable in the ſight of 
God. Þolong he denied to bow bis kne&s bnts this Baal, as 
ouercome with cate, and not induting thoſe continnall mole- 
tations, de died at laſt hart bzoken , much better deſerning 
the name ofa Part yt, then many other to whom the Church 
ol Kome hath affozded that title. Lying vpon his deathbed, 
Epeccetuing his end to appꝛoach, with watry cies lokingſted- 
fafly towards Heauen in the bitternes of his ſoule he made 
this pzayer,which J thinke not vnwoꝛthy in this place to ber 
inſerted : Loss Icſus Chrilt thon moſt iuſt tudge, from whoſs 
omniſcient wt evome nothing is hid, thou knoweft how the 
Pope ( v:1to whom thou hatt ſuffered the gonernment of thy 
church to be deltgered)hath with manifold injuries ouerwhel⸗ 
med my innocency,foz no other cauſe as thou canft witnes,+ 
the wo;ld doubteth not then this, that J would not admitte 
men altogether vnknowne,yea and moſt vnfit, vnto the cure 
and care of thoſe Churches, the rule and charge whereof vato 
me ( though vawozthy) thou halt committed: Notwith- 
ſtandingleaft by my contempt the Popes vniuſt ſentenee of 
excommunication become iuſt and deſerned, with all humili⸗ 
tie Jcransfo be abſolued from the ſame. But J appeale unte 
the the ſupꝛemt and vncozruptible iuvge ; and both heauen 
and earth ſhall be my witneſſes , that he hath moſt rninſtly 
bered and many waies as grenoufly as wzong ully offended 
mee. Beloze his end alſo he wzit vnto the Pope a very effe- 
>uall, andpithy letter, wherein bee laied befoze him at large 
the miſerable eſtate into which the tyranny of him and his 
pzedeceſſo2s had bzought the Church, p:zayfng him to haue a 
care to mend what was amiſſe , + to remember that Chꝛiſt 
repeated vnto Peter thzice, Feede my ſheepe, but not ſo much 
as once oz helfe once bid him either to lay them oz to ſhare 
them, much lefſeto teare out their very bowels to deuoure 
oz deſtroy them, as he did. But the Pope was ſo farre from 
following this god adniſe , as heenot onelp contemned the 
ſame, but firfk derided the god Biſhop fo; his labour, Salter⸗ 
ward grew into greatcholler, taking it hainouZy , that any 
Ag moztal! 
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moꝛtall man ſhould bee ſo pzeſumptous, as to ad monich him 
ol his dutie. e ſate Archbiſhop onely two yeares , in which 
time pee refozmed many things amifle in the ſtate of his 
Church. Vee cauſed the ſtipend of the miniſters of Saint 
Sepulchres chappell te ba increaſed , and appointed them to 
be called Cannons: Mee created Uicaridges in diuers impꝛo- 
pziate Churches, which till that time were very ill ſerued,and 
did many other things woozthmemozy, but moze wouls 
haue done if his time had bin either longer 0z moze quiet and 
peaceable. Ye died vpon, oz nete vato Aſcention day, 1258. 
and was buried in his Cathedzall Church: The place of his 
ſepulture there, was much frequented of the ignozant people 
that eſtcemed him a Daint. Notwithſtanding the great con- 
flits bet wenne him and the Pope, our monkes doubt not to 
father vpon him a miracle of tarning water into wine, by bleſ- 
fing it in time of his ſickneſſe. The credit whereof J lcane

Fler the death of Godfry, William de Langton Deane 


of Pozke was elected to ſuccæde him. But the Pope (fo2 
what cauſe J know not, peraduentute, becauſe hee b;onght 
not money enough in his purſe) reiected him, and tranſlated 
Walter Gittard from Bathe and Welles to Pozke. Ve was 
the Popes Chaplaine, ant Cannon of Mels, firſt treaſurer, 
then Channcelloz of England; Elected to Bathe Pap 2 2. 
1264 [rom whence he was remoned Od. 15 1265. hauing 
continued there onely two peares.Pclined at Yozke thirtan 
peares departed this life Apzill 25. 1279. and lieth buried 
there in . Peters Church.

T ſhall not be amiſſe, hcere to remember, that Onuphrius 
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repozteth,Saint Bonaucnture ( whom ye calleth Bonauen- Edw, 1. 8 


tura Fidanza)ts haue bene pꝛeſetted about this time from the 
Archbiſhopzicke of Yozke vnto the place of a Cardinall, viz, 
in the yeare 1274. Paulus A milius de geſtis, Franc. ſaith , 
that at what time diners Grecian pꝛelates cams to the toun⸗ 
coll of Lyons, to conferre with the learned men of dux Me- 
fterne Church concerning the differencs of opinions betwan 
bs avd them; Thomas Aquinas ( who then reade Dininitte 
at Naples) was ſent fo; as the fittelt man of tyat age to 
deale with them; but hee died by the way. Bonauenture 
was then appointed to ſupply his place, and leaſt the Greci- 
ans ſhould deſpiſe him being but a tie Minor; The Pope 
offered him the Archbiſhopzicke of Bozke. Vo wos loath(ſaith 
Paulus Xmilius ) to take ſo great a charge vpon him, and vp⸗ 
on his reſuſall was made a Cardinall. I cannot ſee how et- 
ther of theſe repozts ſheuld be true. Foz the Sd of Pozie at 
that time and long both befo;e and alter was full, being »ol- 
ſeſled by Walter Gitfard fcom the peare 1266. til 1279. Pow 
to leaue Bonauenture as we fa und him, vet ſhall vnderſtand, 
that the Deane and Chapter of Vozke {one after the death of 
Walter Giffard ele ned foz their Srchbiſhop VViiliam Wick-

wanc, 
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wane, one of their owne company, and Chauncelloz of their 
Church. Ok him little is recozved, but that the firff years of 
conſecration, he remwued the bones of Saint William bigs 
pzedeceſſo3z, and cauſed them to be placed in a coflfly (h;ine 
with great ſolemnity , the King, Nucne, elenen Biſhops 
and many nobles being pꝛe ent. Haning ſate 6. yares and a 
halfe bee reſigned his Yrchbiſhopzicke and gote him beyond 
the Seas, and falling ſicke at Pontintac, died chere Aug, 2 7, 
1285. The people of that Country eſtamod him an holy man 
and fathered diners miracles vpon hun. 
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1285. Be 2 $ of Nonember following, viz.r 2 15, John Romane 
Edw, 1. 14. Chanter of Pozke was elected Archbiſhop, and ſhoztly af- 
fer conſecrate at Rome. Becauſe his Father (ſomtimes Tro- 
ſurer of Poke) was a Roman bone bee was called by the 
name of Ioha Romane, a man wiſe, fout, and very learned, 
He built the croſle Ile on the No2th ſide ofthe church toward 
the pallacs, and a godly ſtœple in the middle of the Church, 
all at his owne pꝛopet cofts. Me built m uch alſo in the boſpi- 
tall of S. Peter, and with his owne bands laid the fitſt tongs 
of the creat body of the Church bpon' the Beuth ide of the 
ſame. Apzill 6 12 Co. Me liued not to bzingtbat noble wozks 
to any perfection,being taken away by death Parc 15.1295, 
when he had continued in that Sc little moze then 10. peatg. 
The year befoze he died, he ercommunticated Anthony Beake 
Biſhop of Ducham,beingoneof the Kings Councell, andat 
that time beyond the ſeas in his ſeruice : Wherea! the King 
being highly diſpleaſed, the Archbiſhoppe thought it his belt 
courſe to put him elſe to his metcv. Bee did ſo and was taine 
to redame the Kings fauour with 4000. markes The indig- 
nation ofa P2ince is death (ſaith the Wiſe man) And likely 
2nough it ie. that the griefe of his diſpleaſure , and the trous 
vic that enſued it, miaht ſone cauſe ſome incurable diſeaſe 
Hat tonke him away. He died at Burton nette Beuerly, and 
vas buried in his Cathedꝛal Church, which with godly buil- 
[13 he had much augmented and beautified.

After his election hee was faine to awaits 
the Popes pleaſure two peares,befoze hee could obtaine cons 
ſecration,which at laſt he receiued, his elegion being confir- 
med by Pope Clement the fifth anne 13056. But it coſt him 
9500. marki s beſide the charge tat be was at while bee lay 
in the Popes Court a ſuter. By reaſon of theſe immoderate 
expenſes, he became ſo bare, that at his fit tt returne into Eng⸗ 
land he was faine to make two collections amongſt his clear⸗ 
gp in one peate; the firff he called a ben2aclence , the (ſecond 
an aide. Yee was a great fanourer of the templcts eucry 
where opp;efled in thoſe daies , eſpcejally by the Pope and 
Philip the French king. The peare 1311. he was pzeſent at 
the Connſcil of Vienna, where hee had place alotfed him next 
vnto the Archbiſhop of Treuer. UWhea he had ſate 9. years, 
tlenen moneths, and two dates, des departed this life at Cas 
wood December r 3.1 ;15 and was buried in his Cathedzall 
Church in the Chappell of S.Nicolas.

ment of his ſeruants and kindzed, whom (as occaſion lerned) 

he pleaſured and aduanced to very good places. Amongſt the 

ref, and by the Popes licence, hes purchaſed to a bzothers 
ſon.the (Pano2s of Kingſkiln , Kingſclere, and Wentwozth, 
hich till tyat time belonged ts the Archbiſhops of Roan, Þe 
beffowed great coſt dyon the ſhzyne of @ William, and fint- 
ſhedthe welt part ofthe body of his church, with the expenſes 

of 700.markes. Pe encloſed alſo a place called the old Byaly 

at Pozke, with a godly wall, Hee compounded along and 
tedious controgerfie betwens the Deane and the Chapter of 

bis Church, pꝛocuting the ozderſet downe by him to bee con⸗ 
firmed by the Pope anno r 3 28.Laftly he deceaſed Apzill 2 2, 

(02 as one deltnereth Apzill 3.) : 340. at Cawod, having ſate 

2 2.yrares and almoſt 7.moueths, in which time he had bene 
ſucteſliuely Treaſarer and Chauncelloz of England. Vis bo⸗

p;eferment to anew place ; Lhe Popetoke bpon himta 
beſtow Yozke ; And leaſt it he ſhould aduance one to it, not 
greatly pzeferred beſo;e, the old incumbent might chaunce 
in time toreconer it from him againe; Bee thought good to 
beſtow it ſo, as benefiting many hee might pzocure ſo many 
adacrſaries vato Neuill, wherof any one alone might hardly 
ſame able to withſtand him, but all theſs together bee knew 
very well. To this end (02 ratherhappily to gains the mos 
in the firſt froits) her called Thomas Arundel! from Ely te 
Pozke, tranſlated the Bifhop ot Durham to Ely, Bath to 
Durham, Saliſbury to Bathe, and gaus @aliſbury to lohn 
Waltham the kings Chaplaine, a man very gracious with 
him, and Keeper ot his Pztup Deale.

TWhile he was 
at-Yozke , he beſtowed much in building vpou diuers of his 
bouſes,and vnto the Church he gaue,beſides many rich ozna- 
ments, two great baſons of filuer and gilt, two great Cen- 
ſers,two other baſons of filuer, and two Crewettes. Yee 
gaue fo the bſe ofthe Uticars a luer cup of great waight, £ 
a bowle offiluer very maſlinz and coſtly vnto the Canons, 
Being yet Biſhop ofCly, bee was Lozd Chancellour of 
England, and ſo continued till the yeare, 1396. at what time 
being remwued to Canterbury, hee gane over immediately 
that office. Jn the meane while,the yeare 1393. being —

Pozke, it is remembzed, that he remoned all the Kinges 
Court from Weſtminſter to Pozke, pzetending a defire to 
panith the pꝛide and pꝛeſumption of the Londoners, who 
were then in grea* diſgrace with the King, alleadging alſe 
peraduentare that thoſe Courtes had bene belde there a- 
bout fonreſco2e yeares paſt, the ſpace of ſenen peates toge- 
ther, as in I, Corbridge J haue temembzed. Boweit the 
Loudeners affirmed,that whatſoeuer he pꝛetended, he did it 
to no other end bat ta helpe his neighbozs of Pozke. What 
ſoencr his purpoſe was, that nonelty continued a ſhozt time: 
Foz after a tearme 82 two the Courts were bzought backe 
to on accuſtomed place. Ve mozeofhim in Ely and Can- 
terbury.

Obere Waldby Biſhop of Chichefer ſuccieded Thomas 
Aruudell in Bozke. Being yet a pong man, bes followed

edlong a Dtnoent,and p2offted ſs much, as no man in the 
Uninerſity where he liued Tholous being not withſtanding 
an Drfozv manalſo)might be compared with him fo2 all kind 
of learning He was a good Linguiſt, very well (@ne in Þhi- 
loſophe, both naturall and mozall, in Phyſicke, and the Ca- 
non Lab alſo; very eloquent, an excellent Þzcacher, and e- 
&xmed ſo pꝛofound a Diuine, as hee was thought mæte to 
be the p;ofeflo; of Dininity, o: Pogo: of the Chaire in the 
ſaid Uninerſity. Fo2 theſe his god gifts he was much fanou- 
red of the Slacke Þ;ince ficſt, then of A. Richard his ſonne: 
and by their fanour 6btataed firſt a Biſhop2zicke in Gaſcoign, 
(as Balerepozteth)but by an Antiquity that J hane ſæne; it 
— de was fitſt Biſhop ol the Ade of an, whole ſtile 
is Epiſcophs Sodorenſis, t his Epitaph ſaith, be was ſitſt præ. 
ſul Adurenſis From that firft pzeferment whatſoener it was, 
be was franflated,a. 13 $7.to the Archbiſhopztck of Dublin in 
Iroland;thence to Chicheſter, x ; 95.4 the pars following, be⸗ 
came an Archbiſhop once maze, viz.of Vozke, There be ſafe 
not fully ;.ycres bat he died Bay 25.1397 and was buried

[chatd Scroope that ſucceeded Robert Waldby, thongh 

a gentleman ol great bloud, being bzother vnto WIlliam 
Scroope that was Earle of Wiltſhice,and Treaſurer of Tngs 
land vader king Richard; yet obtained not this high pzomo- 
tion without de ert, in regard of many god parts in him. Foz 
he was 1ncomparably learned (ſaith Thomas Wallingham) 
of clagular tategrity (02 his life and connerſation,and(which 
is not altogether to bee neglected) of a godly and amiable 
perſanage. He was bzonght vp in Cambzidge (as Bale deli⸗ 
uereth, Gul. Moneſtrienſis ſaith it was in Drfozd) and pꝛo- 
c&ded there ficft after of Arte, then Doss of Law, thente 
he trauelledthzough France into Jtaly, and became an ad- 
nocate in the Popes Court, vntill that at laſfreturning home 
be was made Lozd Chanceliourof England, in the 2. yeare 
of king Richard the ſecond, but continued not abone one 
yearc in that place, Auguſt a 13 96. hee was conſecrateBi- 
hop of Conentry and Lichfield, managed that charge lan- 
dably, and is commended as well foz bis own p;ztnate man 
ners and behauiour, as his publike gonernment. Vis ende 
was vnhappy and very miſerable. King Henry had lately 
depoſed King Richard, by whome this man was pzeferred , 
and had cauſed bis b2other afſozenamed the Earle of UWilt- 
ſhire to be beheaded at Bziſtow. Whether it were deſire to 
reuenge theſe wzongs dene to his friends, oz ſome othcrre- 
ſpec, A knownof, certaine it is, that the pate 1405 he toined 
with the Carle of Nozthumberland, the Earle Parkhall, the 
Lo2d Bardolph, and other in a conſpiracy againſt King Hen- 
ry. The Earle of TWHeflmerland, and lohn Duke ofLanca- 
er, the kings ſonne, were then in the No2!h Conntry, 
when theſe men began to ſfirre, and gathering what fozces 
frep could, came againſt them. But finding the other too 
ſtrong foꝛ them, they enquire ofthem in peaceable manner 
ivhat their intent ſheuld be in taking Armes. The Archbiſhop 
anſwered, that he meant nothing but the god of the Realme, 
as 
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as he would gladly certifie him, if hee had ſecure and ſafe ac- 
telle vnto him. And therewithall ſhewed a w2iting, where- 
in hes charged the now King with treaſon againſt bis ſoug- 
raigne King Richard, oppꝛeſſion of the Church and Commo⸗ 
nalty, whoſe Liberties h had ſwo2ne fo defend, (yzanny £4 
craelty in putting to death the ſaid King, many ol the Robi⸗ 
litp and great numbers of the Commons; with impicty and 
ſacriledge in defrauding the Church of Rome of her rightes; 
and laſt ly with euill gogernement,perfidiguſnefſe,periary, 4 
diners other like haindus crimes , foz which hee pꝛonounted 
bim excommunicate; requiring all men to topne with that 
compagy.whoſe endeauour ſhould be, but torefo;ms what 
was amiſſe; to ſeate and ſettle in the kingdome the right 
Þep2e;to effabliſh peace in Wales and Ireland, and to fte 
the Kealme from the great and intollerable burthen oferact- 
ons, no longer to bæ endured. The Earleof Weſtmerland 
hauing read this w2iting,pzoſeſſed to allow of the enterp;iſe, 
and pꝛayſed it fo honeſt and reaſonabls,inſomuch as mating 
with the Archbiſhop at a patlep, aftet a very fewſpeches,they 
ſamed to become (riendes,ſhaking hands together, and dzin⸗ 
king to eachother in ſight of both their armies. The Archbi- 
ſhop now doubting of nothing, ſuffered his men todilperſe 
themſelues fo: a time: But the Earls contrariwiſe wared 
fironger and tronger,aad at laſt ſaing bim(ſelfe well able to 
deale with the Archbiſhop,came vpon him ſodainelp, and ar- 
teſted him little thinking of any ſuch matter. The king by 
this time was come no:thward as farre as Pomfret, £@ht- 
ther ths Archbiſhop and other pꝛiſoners arreſted with him, 
were alſs bzought,and carried with the bing backe to Pozke 
againe(o2 as one deliuereth) to Tbozps, where Dit William 
Fultord, a knight learned in the Law, and an other Juſtice 
called Gaſcoyne,ſitting ona high tage in the Hall condem- 
ned him to bee beheaded. Whether bee were fried by his 
Peres oz no J finde not: and much le te can J pzonounce , 
wherherit be cxplorati iuris that hee ought to be, Cam- 
den a manof greater iudgement in theſe things then wy 
ſeife, hath denied it. But fir, whether he was a Pere of 


the Kealme oz no, J muſt refermy ſelfe to an Aa, Edward 
3-25, 
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3. 25. where Biſhops are tearmed Peres ofthe land. And 
certaine it is, by the repozt of the Authc2 of the Boke, 
entituled Antiquitates Britannicæ that John Stratſorde 
Acchbiſhopps of Canterbury , being ſhat out of the Par⸗ 
liament houſe, vpon rhe Kings vilpleaſare, alleadged de 
was maior par regni polt Regem, &c. and was not 
gaine - ſayde. Then foz the other point, there is an 2g, 
that all and ſingular Lozds of the Parliament taz the of- 
fence in that Ag mentioned ſhall ber tryed by their Peres, 
And wee haue an erample where the ſaid John Stratford 
being accuſed by the King of diuers hainons crimes , 
was appointed fo bee o2dered by foure Bilhoppes, foars 
Carlzs, and foure Barons. But te returne to my Ko⸗ 
rp, pꝛelently after the indgement giuen the Arbiſhop was ſet 
bppon an ill ſar:oured Jade, his face toward the hoſe 
taple, and carricd with great ſcozne and ſhame to a fields 
hard by, where his bead laſtly was ftricken off, by a 
fellow that did his office bery ill, not being able to dif- 
patch him with leſſe then flue ſcrokes. Pe was executed 
bpon Whitſonmunday, boing the eight of Jane, 1408. 
and was buried in the Caft part of the new wozkes of his 
Churchof Pozke, in which place, as alſo the field where 
her died, certaine miracles are ſaide to haue bene dene, 
and are aſcribed unte his holineCe. It is delinered alſo, 
that the King pzeſently after bis death wag ftriken with 
a lep;ofiz. Pe was the firſt Bichoppe that J finde put to 
death by ozder of Law. No maruell if an execution ſo vn⸗ 
wonted and extraozdinary, perfozmed in ſo odions ond 
contumelious a manner, gane occaſion of many tales and 
rumours. Amongl the reft J finde a repozte laying an 
imputzetian vpon the poſterity of the Judges, who gane 
ſentence againft him.

Ve ſpace of two pdtes and a halte the We was voide 
after the death of Richard Scroope. The Pope had once 
placed in the ſame Robert Halam Chantellout ache Unt⸗ 
nerſity of Orlo2zd. But vadertanding that the King was 
greatly dilpleaſed therewith, hee was content (accozping to 
ths kings deſire) to gratifie Henry Beuct then Biſhop of 
Bathe with this pꝛefetment, and made Halam Bilhoppe of 
Salisbury.This Henry Bowet was a Dodo; of Law, and 
firf a Cannon of Mels, had trauelled much in France and 
Ataly,x was pzeferred to Bath alſo at flrſt by the king, who 
fanonred him much. Ve was conſecrate to that Church, No- 
nember 16 1401 and trantlated to Pozke, December ficlt , 
1406. About the pare 1403 h was Treaſarer of England 
the ſpace of one rare. Yee continued Archbiſhop almoſt 1 7 
peeres, in which time viz the yeare 1417, it hapned that king 
Henry the 5-being abioat x buſie in the conqueſt of France, 
the Scots came with a great power into the Realm, and be- 
fieged Barwicke and the Caſtle of Rokeſbozouzh, This Bi⸗ 
ſhop was then a very aged man, and ſo impotent, as ha was 
able neither to goe noz ride, pet would he ne@des accompa- 
ny his Countrimen that went again the Scots, & cauſed 
bis men to carry him in a chaire,that ſo at leaſt by wozds and 
echoztationhe might doe his beſt thoughhe were not able to 
fight,nap not fo much as to ſtand o goe. This man is ſay® to 
ba the greateſt houſek æper of any Archbiſhap that euer (ate 
in Bozke befoze him. Fo2 pzo7fe whereof, it is allcavged, that 
he ſpent vſnally in his houſe, of Claret wine onely 80. tuns 
Ve doparted this life at Cawod, Odob 20, 142. and was 
burted in the CaT part of the Þinfter of Pozke by the al- 
tar of Au- Saints which himſelſe built and furniſhed ſump⸗ 
tuoufly with all thiags that might belong unte it. Mee built 
alſo the Hall in the Caſtle of Cawod,and (he kitching ofthe 
Kanno; heuſe gf Dteley.

Ye Pope of his owno abſolate authezitr, placed then 

in Bozke Richard Fleming Biſhop of Lincolne. Paup 
ſtatute lawes had ben made to repzefſe this tyzannt- 
call dealing ofthe Pope. But his ercommuntcations were 
ſuch terrible bugs, as men durſt rather offend the lawes of 
their conutry, then como within the compaſſe of his cenſares, 
Pet the Deane and Chapter 0! Vozke taking tomacke vn- 
to them, vſed ſnch aduantage as the law would afw2ds 
them, and by fo2ce kept ovt the new Archbiſhopfromentring 
his Churth. Much ado there was betwene them. The euent 
was, Hhatthe Pope vnable fo make god his gift, was fain 
to teturne Fleming to Lincolne againe,and to tranſlate Iohn 
Kempe Biſhop of London (a man better fauoured of the 
Deane and Chapter) to Vozke. This lohn Kempe was firff 
Biſhop of Rocheffer (conſecrats the yeare 141.) remened 
thence to Chicheffer 1422. from Chichefter to London the 
ſame yeare,and fromLondon to Vozke 1425, when the We 
had bene void 2 pets. At Pozke hee continued almoſt 28. 
pertes, and in his olde age, enen one pears befoze his death, 
was content to remone once mo2e, viz. to Canterbury. Tho 
yeare 1449, Pe was made Cardinall Sanctæ Ruffinæ, and 
was twice Chancelloar of England. We moze of him in 
Canterbury.

Me thought it neceſſary te weaken him 
what hee might, and ſo firſt remoned this his bother from 
the office of Chaticellonr, and beJowed it vpon Robert 
Stillington Biſhop of Bathe, RetwithNanving this alienas 
tion ot the king from him, the Fate 1466. ha obtained the 
Archbiſhopzicke of Vozke, and held the ſame, (bat with 
great trouble) untili bis death.

him, 3 know not) away ha eſcaped, bæing met vpon a plain 
where he hunted dy a tronpe of his friends, waſted by them 
into a plate of ſafety. Mithin halſe a vate that K Henry was 
re ſtoꝛed to his crown again, A. Edward ſo handled the matter, 
as comming ſodenly — entting the Biſhops palacs 
by a poſterne gate, he ſurp2ziſed at once . Henry & the Arch- 
biſhop that had not long befoze taken him. They were both 
carried thence to the Mower of London, where the god King 
was ſonaſter pſttifully murthered But the Archbiſhop vpon 
the 4. of Junefollowing was ſet at liberty. About a peare af- 
ter his enlargement, hechanced to be with the King a hun- 
ting at TWindſoz, and bpon occaſion of the ſpozt they bad 
ſcene there, made relation vnto theKing of ſome ertraozdi- 
nary kind ol game, where with he was wont to ſolace himſelf 
at a houſe he had built, and furaiſyed very ſumptuouſip, cal- 
led the Poze in Bart fozdchire. The king ſ@ming deſirous 
to be partaker of this ſpoꝛt, appointed a day whon hee would 
come thither to hunt, aud make merry with him. Mereupon 
the Archbiſhop faking his leaue,got him home, and thinking 
fo entertaine the king in the be ſt manner it was poſlible fo:

But the Pope alleadging it was very vnũtte, that ſuch a ont 

Would bee the Petropolitane of Dcotland, as fog the moſt 
part(by reaſon of warres) was an onemy vnto the ſame,oucr- 
wled it, and would nades haucit ſo. 


The ſeaſt that was made at this mans inſtallation, was ex- 
ceeding great, and ſuch as our age hath ſeldome (I will not 
ſay neuet)ſeene. And therefore I haue not thought it amiſſe 
to impart vnto the Reader an ancient note that l haue lighit 
vpon, deſcribing the particulars of the ſame.

TE Biſhop of Durham, Lawrence Boothe, halfe bzother 
vnto William Boothe George Neuils pzedeceſſoz, ſucces 
ded them in the Mer of Pozks. Ve was firſt PaſterofÞen- 
b:oke Pall in Cambzidge, conſecrate Biſhop of Darham , 
September 25.1457. and twenty yeres after, viz-the yeare 
1477. tremoned to Pozke. Jn Auguſt 1472. hes was made 
Lozd Chancellour,and continued in that office two yeres. 
his man bought the Panoz of Baterſey of one Nicolas 
Stanley, and built the houſe there,all which he gaue vuto his 
De Þe died at Sonthwellths rate 1480. when he had bern 
Archbiſhop thꝛe yeres and nine monethes, and was buried 
beſide his b;other,

require it. Foꝛ which cauſs{as was aileadged) he was com- 
mitted to the Tower by Richard the Duke of Yozke tho 
P2otecoz- Bat it is fo be thought that hee was rather impzt- 
(aned indeed, to the entent that being knowne to be to true 
vnto . Edward the yong king, de might not hinder the lalſe 
Þ;oteco2s traptetous defignements. Being yet at Lincolne 
be be *owed great coſt in building the godly beautiſn!l gate 
ofthe Scholes at Cambzidge, the walkes on each ide th: re- 
ef, and thenew Libzarythat is at the Call five of. that buil⸗ 
ding, which hee cauſed to be done of his owne charge, with 
ſome very little contribution of the Uninerfity, whereof hee 
was Chancellour, It was begun the peare 1470. and quite 
finiſhed, 1476. Vauing baue at Lincolns nine yearcs, bee 
was tranflated to Bozke,and enioped that honour 20. pares 
laiking one quarter, Jn which time hee did many noteble 
things wo;thy memozp. AtRotheram (where he was bozn) 
be foundeda Colledge , by the name of Jeſus Colledge,foz 
a PÞ;2nolſt that ſhould be a P2eacher,fiuve Pzieſts, fire cho- 
riſters, and the @cholemaſters,one fo: Grammer, one foz 
ſong,and another fog wziting This Colledgeat the time of 
the ſapp:eſſion of the (ame, was valucdin 5 8.1.5.8. 9. d. ob. g. 
yearely reuenue. Be mozeoner finiſhed Lincolne Colledge in 
Dri02d,(left very vnperfec by B. Fleming the firſt fennder ) 
and added flue fellowthips vnto the ſa:ne,befide thoſe ſcauen 
which the founder had ozdained. Me gave to the Church of 
Pozkea wonderfall rich myter in ſtead of that which R. Ed. 
bad taken away. In diucrsof his houſes he built much, at 
White Yall(whichthen belonged ta the Biſhops of Vozke) 
he built the great kitchin,at Southwel the pantry,baketeuſe 
and new chambers adioining to the riuer, e at Thozpe the

Ye ſpent his timeinaman- 
ner altogether either in tempo2all buſineſſes ( beeing a great 
courtier)o2 elſe in hunting, wherewithihe was vnreaſonably 
delighted. He built much at Cawod and Scroby , and main 
tained a great number of godly tall fellowes to attend bim. 
Beloze his time it was alwates the cuſtome that the Archbt- 
ſhop at his inſtallation ſhould make a very magnificent and 
ſumptuous feaſt. This cuſtome foz ſauing a little money he 
bzake and ſtole his inſtallation by a deputy in ſecret manner. 
VBauing bene ſeuen pare Archbiſhop,hs died at Caweod,and 
tooke o2der that his body ſhonld be buried at Vozke , bat his 
heart at Makleſſleld in Cheſhire where hee was bo:ne, inn 
Chappell ot his own building which he minded to haue made 
aColledge, but death pꝛeuented him.

Hriftopher Bambridge ſacc&ded Hee tas a gentleman 


likewiſe of an auncient houſe, bozne nate Appleby in H. 


Meſtmetland, bꝛeught vp in Qnanes Colledge in Dr'ozd, 
a dots; of both Laus, ſitſt after ofthe Rolles; then Deane 
of Pozke ; conſecrate Biſhop of Durham in the begin ung of 
the yeare 1507, andthe next pare was tranſlated to Pozrie, 
Ve being Enibaſſadoz from Ring Henry the N. to the Pope, 
great diCenticn , and thereapen warre ſell ont betwene the 
Pope, and Lewis the 12. King of France, Jn that _ Þ 1g 
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Henry vpon ths petſlwallon of this man, (ſaith Ciaconius) 
was content to taks the Popes part. Foz which ſornice, the 
peare 1511, inthe Poneth of arch, the Pope made him a 
Cardinall at W. Praxedis. Whether he fayd ſo long at Rome 
2 made a ſecond tourney thither J cannot tell: But certaine 
it is that being there, the year 1 / 14, be was poyſoned by one 
Rinaldo de Modena an Italian Pꝛieſt his te ward, vpon 
malice and diſpleaſure conceived , foz a blow his Pater 
gaue him, as the (aids Rinaldo beeing executed fo; that 
fac ) confeſſed at the time of his death, 0 P. Iouius 
repozteth. Pe died July 14. and was buried there in the 
Church belonging to the Engliſh houſe, dedicated to the holy

3 Dat fameus Cardinall Thomas Woolſey ( of whome 
we are next to ſpeake was bozne in Ipſwich, beeing 
the ſenne of a pot man, and (as JI baue oſten heard) a hut · 
cher. Me was ſent to Drfo2d very veung, and was bought 
vp there in Magdalene Colledge: being pꝛotieded aſter of 
Arts, he became (cholemafer of the Grammer ſchoole belox- 
ging to that Colledge, where he was firff pzeferred by the 
£arques Dozſet to whoſe ſons he was Tutoz)vnto a bene- 
fice in Somerſetſhire called Limington. There one Sir A- 
myas Pawler a knight of that conntrey, did him a great dil- 
grace, ſetting him in the fockes, vpon little az no occaſion as 
J haue heard. Dfthat infury the knight mach repented him 
aſterward, at what time this poze ſcholler beeing aduanced 
to the bi zh honour of Lozd Chancello2, not only rebuked him 
ſharply in woꝛds, but alſo made him dance attendance fine 03 
ſire pearesin London, vntill by great ſuit bes obtained li⸗ 
cenſe of departure. Vis Lo2d and Patrone the Parques dy- 
ing, he ſaw himſelfe without all likelihod of ſurthet p2efor- 
ment, eſpecially if hs ſhould ſettle himſelfe vpon his Bene- 
fice. Leauing it therefoze and determining to ſ@ke ſome bet- 
ter fo;tune,avzoad inthe world; bee happened ts be entertat- 
ned of an ancient knight called ſir Iohn Naphaunt, who had 
an office of tmpoztance in Callis,whercin(becing very aged 
him- 
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himſelfe)he altogether imployed this Woolley his chaplaine, 
batill ſuch time as weary of if, in regard of his owne weake. 
nefle and {mpotency, ba gane it ouer. But mindfull of his 
Chaplaines good ſernice,he neuer left him until be had found It 
meanes to make him the kings Chaplaine. Now was hee 7 


where he would be. Many times he was wont to ſap ( as 4 # j i” 
daue heard ) if he could once ſet but one feote in the Tourt,be « 11h 


would not doubt bat attaine what he liſt. And to ſpeake but 
the truth, it was not onely dis god foztune that exalted him 
to that wanderfu'lgreataefle, but much dcale his owne in- 
baTrcie,and many extcao2dinary parts in him Me was mar- 
uellous wittie, well learned, faire ſpoken , and paſſing cun- 
ning in winning the hearts of thoſe whoſe fauoz bee affened. 
Che fir thing he endeuozed( beingnow a Courtier) was to 
mike himlelfe knowne dnto ſuch as were nereſt about the 
king: and the man he ſpecially ſollowed , was Richard Foxe 
Biſhop of Minche ſtet vpon whoſe Conncell he ſaw the king 
did moſt relie. Yee ſoene perceined what was in Woolſey, 
and at a time when the king bethought him of ſome witty fel- 
low to diſpatch certains aſfaires with the Cmperoz, mentio- 
ned him as a fit man, Lhe king vpon his commendation, ſent 
fo; this chaplaine, and committed the buſines unte him. The 
Emperoz lay then in the Low Countries , whether Paſtet 
Woolley made (ach haſte (winde and weather tanouring 
* him as within lee then 4. daies after his diſpatch , he was 
backs at the Court againe, haunting ozdered all the kings bus 
nelles tohiscontentmient. By this time, the king ſawe him 
to be a man meet fo; impleimenk, and determined hertalter 
to vſehim. Jt was not long then befo2c he p:eſerred him to 
the Deanry of Lincolns , and a little befoze His deattz made 
him Almoner. That wiſe and excellent Pꝛince being taken $4 | 

away, he ſone crept ſo farre into the fauoz ofthe pcnnoking, y

_ that courſe which bee ſaw him willing to hane taken, and 


aduaunced earneſtly that part wherennts the King incll- 
ned, without reſpect vnto the matter otherwiſe. Againe, 

whereas the >> of the Connſell called oft vpon the King, 
to acquaint himſelfe with matters of tate, by reſozting to the 
Counſell, and affo3zding his pzeſence at their deliberations, 
bee would aduiſe him to follow his pleaſutes, and let Coun⸗ 
ſell matters alone to him , aſſuring him that at night b& 
fhoulo heare as much of him in one quarter of an heute, ag if 
be had berne pꝛeſent all day at thoſe tedious & wearilome ton 
ſaltations-By this trick he won himſelf ſuch authozity with 
the king, as hee did even what he lift a long time. No maruell 
now if what pzeferment foener fell Cod at his refuſall. The 
King hauing taken Tourney , and baniſhed the Biſhop as 
addicted vnto the French party, gaue all the revenues of the 
Bilſhopzicke vnlo dim (Woolley J meant). Mithin lefle 
then one peace after, fell firf Lincolne ( wherennto hee 
was pzeferred the years 1514.) and then immediately after 
Pozke; which alſo was pzeſently beſtowed vpon him. Fol- 
lowing the ſtreame till ot this god foztune, and thinking it 
beſt to take his time, he pzocured the Pope to make him firfk 
bis Legate a Latere, and ſone after(viz.Sept.7 15150 Catdi⸗ 
nall. Me handled the matter alſo in ſuch ſozt with the King, 
as he was content to diſcharge the Archbiſhop ot Canterbury 
from the effice of Chauncelloz and to beſtow it vppon him, 
Then as though the Archbiſhop:icke of Bozke and Chauns 
cellozſhip of England were not (ufficient fo: maintenance 
ofa Cardinall, tee toke alſo vnts him the Biſhop:icke of 
Bathe the yeare 1518. holding it and the Abbey of Saint Al- 
bons with dtuersother eccleſtaſticalliuings in Commendam. 
Fower years, and 7. moneths , he held Bathe and then re- 
ſigued it totakeDurham. Durham alſo hee laſtly gaue ener 
the years 1529. in exchange foz Wincheſter, gew peu ſ& 
him at the higheſt. It was impoſſible this greatneſſe ſhould 
be able to beate his otune burthen. Þ:eſently after bis actep⸗ 
tation of MAincheſter he began to fall, and fell ſo faſt, as it 
death had not happily ſtaid him; hee had quickly fallen ftom 
much, to much lefſe then nothing. The king vpon a diſplea- 
ſure (how tuft God knoweth diſcharged him lodainelp from 
the

the office of Channcellour. Mis gods were all ſeaſed to the 
kings tle, and himſclſeready to bee attaint by Parliament, 
had not T homas Cromwell (after Earle of Eſe x, then his ſer- 
uant)taken greet paines in deſtud ing him. {When that courſe 
ſuccce2ed not, he was charged to haue fallen into a Premunire 
by exerciling his power Legantine without the kings licence. 
Vertunto hee anſcbered that hee had anthozity thereto from 
the King under his bzoad ſcale (as it was well enough lkno- 
wen ha cul? pzocue ) though that amongſt the teſt of his 
w3itinas were now in the hands of his enemies. But 
(quoth da) J will neuer ſtand vpon that point. UWſhetſos 
ener J hane, 4 haue it from the king, ifit be his pleaſure to 
haue me in a Premunirc,letit be ſo,J muſt und will be at his 
mercy. Almoſt halte a pate ha liued nare London (1 great 
penurie ; one while at Aſher (a houſe belonging to the Bi⸗ 
ſthopzicke of Wincheſter ) and another while at Richmond ; 
the which houſe, the King had lately gtuen him in exchange 
foz Hampton Court All which time, he had (carce a cuppe to 
dzinke in, 02 a bed to lye in, but what was lent him; fo; bis 
moucables and houſhoald ſtuffe of ineſtimable valew , were 
all taken away to the Kings vie. Atlaſt hee was (cnt downe 
into Yozkeſhire, and there lived all ainmmer in reaſonable 
god ſozt, About the beginning ot Nouember that peate, 
* which was 1536, the Carle of Nozthumberland atreſted 
him of high treaſon, and toke oder to haue him b:ovght vp 
fo London: but he (el icke by the way, and died in the Abbey 
of Lticeſter, (as it ſhould ſame of a fluxe whercunto a conti- 
nuall feauer was is ntd) ohen hee had bent fi:ke the ſpace of 
$. dates, viz. Nous mber 29. 1530» hauing bare Archbiſhap 
15. Pearcs, and being within {oure monetis dt rates of 
age. Ois lat woꝛds are ſaid to be theſe, At I had ferued Gos 
as diligentip as I haue done the king, he would not haue gt- 
ua mee oner in my gray hattes; bat this is the tuft reward 
that I muſt treceius ſoz tue paines and Andy that I hauc had, 
to dee him ſernice, not regarding my ſexuice to Osd, ſo much 
as the ſeti Tying et his pleaſute. Inhie flourſching time, hue 
begann the building of two mult Rately Colledges, one at 
Apſwich , the other at Prfozd z and it is areat pitty hee 
Smſgzed them net. Das they bene perfeaed, X binke they 
weu!d 
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would haue beene two of the goodlieff monumenls of the 
wo:ld. And ſarely it were a wonder that any pzinate man 
ſhould take (wo (ach peeces of wozke in hand at one time, 
whereofany one might ſeeme a great matter foz a Pzince to 
finiſch; had not his receits beene infinite, and his helps other- 
wiſe very great. I thinke verily (and am able to yeeld good 
reaſon of m ſurmiſe ) that if one man had now in his hands 
the reuenues of all the Biſhopzicks.and Deaneties alſo in 
England, his rents would not ariſe to ſo high a reckoning, as 
the pcetelp receits of this Cardinall. Pet was it not his owne 
purſe that gaue him courage to ſo great anenterpziſe ; ſdʒ his 
bounty was ſuch as hee could not but ſpend all het receiued. 
The number of his ſeruants vaily attending in his houle 
were well niere lower handzed , of which there were one 
Earle nine Loꝛds, a great number of Knights and Eſquires. 
A reckon not all this while his ſeruants ſetuants, whtch it is 
thonght grew to a farre greater number. Hee obtained leane 
of the Pope to vifſolne fezty (mall monaferies ; the ſpoſle 
wheroffurniſhed him pꝛincipally fo: the building ot his Col- 
ledges, but opened a gap withall to king Henty, to deſtrop all 
the reſt, as ſoone after hee did. Befoze the building of this 
Colledge he ereced in the ſame Untuerfity ſenen Lecures , 
as namely amonaÞ the reft one fo: Dininity read by Th. 
Brinkne!l; another fo the Bathematikes,by one Lupſct,and 
a third foz Law by that famons Lud. Viucs, to whom it plea- 
ſed the King and Qutene to affozd audience, reading in the 
ball of Corpus Chriſt: Colledge. Zheſe and the reft he deter 
mined by the aduice of D. Veyſey Biſhop afterward of Exte⸗ 
tex to haue ſetled together (as Paſter T wyne delinereth) in 
bis new Cclledge, allowing large ſtipends foz them 4 their 
ſucceſſo2s fo2 ener, as alſo maintenance foz 200. Endents in 
the ſame. But his fall ouerthzew this deſigne. Yowbelt the 
lands pzouided fo2 this Colledge ( though confiſcate by the 
præmunite afozeſaide) the king was content to leaue vnto 
that colledge (oʒ at leaſt wiſe other fo2 them) and ſo became 
the founder thereof, calling it, Collegium Chriſti ex fundati- 
one Regis Henrici Octaui. Who ſo deſireth to know moze 
of this great and famons Cardinall let bim haue recourſe vn- 
to lohn Stowes Annales of England, where his whole life 
and 
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dinall was butied in the Abbey ofLeceſter ( where hee died) 
in the body ofthe Church befoze the quicr doe.

TS Cuthbert is ſald to bs deſcended of the blond royal! 
of the kings of Jreland, being ſonne of one Muriordach, 
and Sabina his wiſe,that was daughter vnto a hing thete. e 
was bzougit bp in the Abbey of Pailros , firſt under bis 
podeceſſo; Eata, and afterwards under Boilill, that ſuccte- 
ded Eata. Alter the death of Boiſill, hee was made Abbot of 
that monaſtery, which hes ruled with great care and fin- 
cerity. And nat content to looks bats thoſe onely, the 
gouernement of whom was eſpecially committed vyto him; 
Hee vled often to trauell info the country neere adlopning, 
ſometimes on hozſebacke, ſometimes on fate , pzeaching di- 
ligently the wozde of God, inFrucing the ignozant in the 
way of lite, and tharply repzehending vice where hee ſaw 
canſe. And his manner was to frequent eſpecially, the moſt 
rude and barbarous places, ts which hes thought no body el(s 
would reſozt , leaff the people thers beeing altogether neglec⸗ 
ted, might periſh ſoz want of their ſpirituallſode. Me was a 
bery perſonable man, woll ſpoken, andſo mighty in perſwa- 
ding, as none that ever he dealt withal was able to withſtand 
the ſozcoofhis wo;ds. Nauing continued this manner of life 
at Pailros many yeeres, at the impoztunate requef? of his 
old maſter Eata, he was content to leaue the place and to ling 
once moze under himat Lindiſfarne. But affecting much an 
Eremeticall and ſolitary lite, he refuſed to line with the reff 
of the monkes, and ſeated himſe le in the Alland of Farne, a 
deſert place 9. miles within the ſea, hauing init neither houſe 
no water. Pet there het made a ſhift to liue, labouring with 
his owne hands fill he was choſen Biſhop. A great lohile bee 
refuſed obſtinately to ſozſake his ſolitary life , euen vntill the 
king himſelfe comming auer vato hun, partly by fo2ce,s part- 
ly by tnfreaty,induced him thereunto. Do with much ado he 
accepted conſecration at lat, and receined the ſame at Pczks 
bpon Caſter dap, at the hand of Theodore Archt1Cop of

The King hauing withozawne bis 
fo:ces out of that Country,and the Biſhop/belike)being ta- 
ken into fauour,about the beginuing of Lent the Church was 
furniſhed againe and the Biſhop himſelfe entred the ſame, 
Apꝛil 6. within two vteres after which time, whether it were 
the anclent hatred hee boꝛe vnto the king that now rebciled 
in his Cemacke, 02 a vaine hope of recouering the liberty of 
bis country enthꝛalled vnto the No2zmans, o2 offence taken 
at the unreaſonabls oppꝛeſſion of ths ſame, and eſpecially of 
Clergy men (as Stigand and diuets other that were dep2i- 
. ved 


Dutham. 


ned of their Bihop2ickes and other pꝛomotions): he iopned 
with certaine Engliſh Noble men, in a lat rebellion, alled- 
ging at firſt that they feared impziſonment and hard mea 
ſure, but ind&d purpoſing to depoſe ths king, 4 ſct bp ſome 
Engliſhman. Then things ſuccaxded notaccozding to their 
expectation, they were fain to hide themſelues in wo2s and 
ſecret places, doing great ſpoiletn the Country, till at last 
they toke the Jle of Cly, which they defended againft the 
Kings power along ſpace. In the meane time Egelwyn our 
Biſhop toke ſhip and departed (as Mar, Weſtminſter ſayth) 
into voluntary erile. But William Malmsbury chargeth 
him with piracy and robbery vpon the ſea. Me ſet bis courſe, 
(as Stubs ſaith foz Colon, but was fozced by contrary winds 
to land in Scotland. Theate returning againe to Ely in the 
end he wastaken and committed to kraight pziſon at Abing. 
don, where he died the peere 1072. in winter, refuſing, (as 

Flor. Wigorn deliuereth ) tos griefe and anger to take a. 
ny ſuſtenance: Yowbeit other thinke his abſtinence was 
of conſttaint, and that he gladly would haue eaten iſhe could 
haue gotten meate. Jt is ſaid he was buried in Saint Ni- 

chola: Chappell at Weftminſer, But I thinke him miſta⸗ 
ken in that point foz his bzother Agelricke.

E. yn pet lining (but in pꝛiſon) the king cauſed one 
Walter bozne in Lozraiue (but bꝛought vp iu the Church 
ofLeodin) to be conſeccate Bichoppe. Me attending maze 
wo:ldlyp affaires then the c arge of his flacke, gave himſciſe 
altogether to temgo2all bufineſſe, wherein he wholly occupt- 
ed himſclie. Oe bought ofthe king the Tarlebome of Noz- 
tbumberland, and then making hinſelte a (ſecular Juoge, 
toke vy3on him to ſit in the Court, and to determine all cau⸗ 
ſes at his vlcaſnce,Dcaling withal very cozruptly,and taking 
fill the cout e that might be malt faz his 6wne gaine. Pere- 
upon he areatly enriched his coffers,but purchaſed vnto him 
ſelle creceame hat:ed amongt the common people, which 
was his deftrugion ta the end. There was acertaine gen⸗ 
tleman of great account named Leultus that married _ 
14 
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Durham. 


tha the daughter of Aldred ſometime Earle of Rozthum⸗ 
bertand, from whom the Lo2d Lumly that now hnethis li- 
neally deſcended This Leultus,to the end he might line ner 
the Church in his latter time, and foz very deuotion, came to 
Durham to dwell there, and kept company very much with 
the Biſhop, who loued him entirely, foz many god parts he 
ſaw in him, as namely , his wiledome in diſcerning, his 
equity in deciding, and his diſcretion in oꝛdering and hand. 
ling ſuch cauſes as he committed vnto him; in which reſpec 
alſo he vſed him very familiarly, imployed dim often, and 
gaue him what countenance he could. Now you ſhall vn- 
derſtand that vnto the ſame Biſhop belonged two men, vnto 
whom fo2 the molt part he committed the ozdering of all his 
affaires; Leotwyn oz Leobwyn his chaplaine whom ht tru- 
ſted with all houſhold matters, and Gilbert a kinſman of his 
owne that dealt in his cauſes of tempozall gouernment. Jn 
theſe offices they behaued themſelnes ſs; as the Biſhop had 
cauſe to commend their diligence,but to blame their raſhnes 
and wilfalnes in many things. Which notwithKanding, de 
bare withall, either becauſe their induſtry and care of his af. 
faires,ſo blinded his eyes as he could not eſpy their miſbeha⸗ 
uiour otherwiſe, oz elſe being loath to detec them whom 
he had once aduanced, Theſe men, and eſpecially Levt.vyn 
did greatly enuy the credite that Leulfus had gotten with 
the Biſhop, and euery Where oppoſed themſclues againſt 
him, not onelp in wozdes, traducing his aantons , but in 
dedes, al'o (ill thwarting and croſſing his endeaudurs. 
Whereby it came to paſſe, that many tarres fell out be- 
tween them. One day a mongl the reft,a court being held in 
the pzeſence of the Biſhop, Lcotwyns2 Leobwyn (foz ſo alſo 
A finde him called)accozding vnto his wonted manner,gaue 
L cultus ill ſperches, which he not enduring to beare as herto · 
fo:ehe had done ( furor fit ſæpius læſa patientia)anſwerd this 
ſawcy Chaplaine ſome what mozeroundly then bee had ac- 
cuſtomed. UWherenyon hve roſe raight from the Court in 
great indignation ({Leofwvyn I meane) and calling Gilbert 
- aſide, with little ade perſwaded him to carry a certain num- 
her farmed men to the houſe where Leultns lap, and in a 
night to kill him; which indeede he perfozmed with great 
cruel⸗ 
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cruelfp, murtheringnot onely the innocent gentleman him- 
ſelfe, but alſo his ſeruants and whole houſhoid. Thenewes 
of this hozrible and oufragtons crete, comming vnto the 
eares of the Biſhop.amaſed him very much and ſuſpecing it 
was done by the adnice of Leofuyn, turning him about vnte 
bim. O Leotwyn ſaith he, thou haſt already Raine me by typ 
tongue. So not doubting it would bz&@d much danger vnte 
him, he got him into his Caſtle,and pzeſently diſpatched meſ⸗ 
ſengers bnto the friends and kindzedof Leuirus that was 
Haine, pꝛoteſting that the fact was committed without his 
knowledge that be was maruellons ſo2ry fo2 it, and ifany 
man ſuſpected him, would be readp to ſubunit bimſelfe to any 
o2der of law, whereby hee might cleare himſelfe. Berewity 
they ſæmed to be ſatiſfied;but fo2 concluſion of a firme peace 
amongſt them, it was thought fit they ſhould meet ano con- 
fer ofthe matter. They met at a place called Goates-heav. 
The Siſhop foz his better ſafegard betoke himſclfc vnto the 
Church with his company. Lhe people (whereof an infinite 
number were gathered togetter ) abode withent. Mellages 
a while paTed betwane them, but the moze the matter was 
debated(being very sdious of itſelſ)the moze the people were 
incenſed. ꝗ: lait it was told them how not only Leotwin but 
alſo Gilbert had been harboured in the Biſhops houſe and af- 
fo!ded countenance of him fince the murther : which being 
once heard(and it was true enough) they all cried out, it was 
manifelt that the Biſhop was Þ auiboz of this fag It is ſut· 
thermoze delinered by Matthew Paris, that the Biſhep not 
long befoze this, amongſt many into lerablc exacions layd 
bpon the Countrey by him, bad commanded the ſumme of 
400, l. to be leuied at this time That being alſo remembzed, 
while as all the company ſtod in a mammering, doubting 
what courſe to take, one of ſome ſpeciallregazdamong them 
ſept vp,vſing theſe words, Short read. good read,ſla, yerhe 
Biſhop, Pereupon withont moze adot they ran all vnto the 
Church, killed ſo many of the Biſhops retinne as they found 
without doꝛes, and with hozrible noiſc and cut cries bid him 
and his company to come ont vnto them. To late then hee 
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diſcontented multitude, with whem her knew himſelfe be. 
fo:e that time nothing gractous. But to make the beſt of 
abadde match, and to try all meanes of ridding himſelſe from 
the danger eminent, hee perſwaded his kinſnian Gilbert 
there pzeſent ts goe fo;th vnto them, ifhappily his death 
(which doubtlefle he hav well deſerued) might ſatisfic their 
fury, and purchaſe ſafety vnto his Lozd and aſter, Gil 
bert was content, and ifſning out, with diucrs of the Bi⸗ 
ſhops company, were all flaine except onely two Engliſh 
men ſetuants vnte the Bifhop (all the te ſt were Nozmans ) 
They being not yet pacified,be beſonght Leofu in(whoſe liſe 
he kur lo well was pꝛincipally ſought)to goe out alſo. But he 
vtterly refuſed ſo to do. The Biſhop thertoze going bnto the 
Church doze, entreated them not to take his life from him, 
pꝛoteſling himſelfe tote vtterly guiitiefle ofthe blond of Le- 
ultus, and ſhewed then at large, how dangerous it would 
bs vnto them in particular, e what inconuentences would 
follow buto the whole Country tn generall, if they ſhould 
dcfile their bends in ſhedding his bloud, an vnarmed Pzicl> 
a {a:red end conſecrate Stſhop,their ruler, their goucrnevr, 
then magiſtrate. Yoping le ſily that dis vetyttũtenante, his 
grauity, his age, and the ſight ot his perſon niight ſomewhat 
maue them tocompeſſion(foz he was inted a verpreuerend 
man to ſe to,very tall of ſtatute, head and beard as white as 
ſnot, his face ſrc (h and well coloured, and euery way tery 
perſonable.) hee went cut carrying a greene bzanch in big 
hand, that ſo alſo he might tefftifie his de ite of peace. When 
be ſaw that all this anatlcd not, and the people ranne furt- 
ouſly bpon him de caſt his gowne cuer his owne head in like 
loꝛt as we read Julius Cæſar did in the like caſe, and permit- 
ting bimſelte to (heir fary, with innumerable wounds was 
pittifully maſſacred, togethet with all his gcople and tetinue, 
to the number of an hundzed, oncly Lcofyn pet remained 
within the Church, end being often called weuld not come 
fozth, So they ſet the Church on fire Not enduring the fire 
he leapt out at a window and was immediately hewne into 
a thou and paces. This batbatous langhter was committed 
the foureteenth of Map, 1050, The Ponks of Parrow came 
and 
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and fetched away the Biſhops body (which they fcund ffarke 
naked) and could hardly know it foz the multitude of 
wounds; they carried it to their Monaſtery, from whence 
it was connated to Durham, and there burted on the ſonth „ 
ſide of the Chapterhoaſe, but ſecretly foz feare of the mut a 
therers that roued vp and downe the Towne, and once aſ⸗ nd 
ſaulted the Caſtell: when they could not pzeuaile there, 
they diſperſed themſelues, and ſoz thr moſt parte came to 
euill and vnhappy ends. The King in the mean time bea- 
ring of this tumult, ſent bis bother Odo Bihoppe of 
Bapon; with many ol his Nobles, and a groat army to take 
punichment of this murther, which while they ſought to re- 
nenge, they bzought the whole Country to deſolation. 1. 
Thoſe that were guilty pꝛeuented the danger toward then al 
by flight, ſo as few of them could bee taken. Df the reit 1 
that ſtayed at home, ſome were vninWly executed, and the 
ref compelled to ranſoms themſclues to their vtter empouc- 
rithing and undoing. The chiefe® doer in this outrage , Ml 
was one Eadultus ſurnamed Rus, deſcended of the Eatles 1 
of No2thumberland, who(as ſome ſay) ue the Biſhop with | 
bis alone hands, and aſterwards by the inf indgement of 
God, was himſelfe lain by a woman, and his hody though 
once buried in the Church of Gedwozth, was taken vp by 
the commandement of Trugoſt Pzio2 of Dutham and foz- 
bidder: Chziſtian butiall. At this time the ſurnamed Odo 
take away from the Church of Durham certaine oznaments 
of great value, amongt which is efpecially remembzed a 
certaine Croffer ofineftimable pꝛice. Jn this Biſhops dapes 
and by his endeauonr,ſecnlar Clerks were diſplaced, and the 
Church of Durham repleniſhed with Monks, the Pope, the 
King,and the Archbiſhop allowing this alteration.

lowing, William Kairlipho Abbot of Daink Vincent, was W.Con. 16 


eleced,and receiued conſecration at the handes of Thomas 
Tt 
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Archbiſhop of Bozke, Janiary 3. fo!lowing af Oloceſter, the 
King and almoft all the Bichops of the Realine being pꝛe⸗ 
ſent at that ſolemnity. The monks(whom he fauoured much, 
fo2 da expelled divers mattied pꝛieſts out of his Church of 
Darham, whom Walter was content to beate withall, and 
ſaffered onely Ponkes there) they pꝛapſe him foz a man of 
great wildome, learning and vertne. Cectaineit is, that he 
was very ſuhtle, wherebp (as alſo by the volubilitie of his 
ton ue, which her had paſſing ready at commandement) 
he got very karre into the fznour of the king William the 
Coxquerour, and aſtet ward of his ſonne William Rufus, 
vnder whom be did euen what he iff. Unto the latter of 
theſe her pzoued very vathankeſull, iopning bimſelfe with 
Odo Bicheppe of Bapon in a rebellious conſpiracy again 
him. The Rebels being ouerthzowne, he was faine fo; his 
ſafeguard to ſhut himſelfe vp within the walles of Durham. 
The king haſting thither by greatiournies,befieged him ant 
alter a ſhozt time had the towne yalved by compoſition, 
wherein it was conditioned, that the Bichop and his compa- 
ny ſhould depart in ſafety. Bo he got him beyond the ſeas, 
and liued in exile the peres, viz. bntill September 11. 
1090. at what time the ing comming to Durham, recey- 
ned him to grace, and teſtezed him to his fozmer dignitp, that 
very day th:& peares that he departed thence. After that 
time hee omitted nothing whereby hee might curry fauonr 
with the Bung, ever applying himſelſe that way Whither 
hx ſaw him to encline. In all the bzoile between the king 
and Ayulcime, he was tle chiefe ſtixter ægainſt the Arch⸗ 
bith2ppe, hoping belike, ſo to afſure himſelſe ofthe Kings 
faucur, and if Aulelme ſhould be diſplaced ( which her ende- 
ucured) hee thought no man ſo likely then to ſueceede him 
as him elfe. Bat bo failed in beth of theſepurpoſes , fo; 
the kings diſpleaſure was his death. Ye was ſummoned 
ts appeare befoze the King at'Gloceſter, at à dap, bekoze 
Which time (fez griefe as it is thought) be fell Icke. Ul ben 
hee appeared not, and it was tolde the king her was ſicke: 
de (ware by Lukes fate that was his vſuall oath) he lied, ha 
did but counterfetr, and he would haue him fetfcht with a 
ven- 
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vengeante. It appeared the excuſe was true inough; lo: 
ſ@ne after; biz. the ſecondof January, 1095. he died at Winds 
ſoz,haning bane Biſhop 15. pres This man pulling downe 
to the ground the Church of Durham, that Aldwinus had 
firſt built, began to erect another farce moe magnificent 
but liued nut to finiſhit. YVimſeife Malcolme K.of Scots, 
and Turgot P2toz of Durham, lated the firſt tha ones , 
July zo. o: (as ſome deliuer, Aug 11.) 1093. It is ſatd,that 
lying vpon bis death bed, and thought to be paſt memozy (if 
not dead) divers P;elates that were in his Chamber, con- 
ferced about the ozdet of his funerals. and among other 
things appointed the place of his burtall to bæ in the church 
bpon the bullding whereof he had beſtowed ſo much. The 
ſuppoſed bead man oucrheard them and gathering his fozces 
together, made ſhilt ts bzeath out theſe wozdes : God ſoꝛbid 
(ſaith he) that by my buriailyou ſhauld pzetudice the bono: 
of Saint Cutbert, foz teuerence of whome, neuer any of 
my pzeoeceſſo;zs would envure to be laide there. Bury 
you me therefoze in the Chapter honſe. Jt was perfozmed 
accozdingly:his body was conneighed from Gloceſter, where 
be died, vnto Durham, and on the Nozth part of the chap- 
ter-houſe there (olemnely interred over againſt Biſhappe 
Walcher, Turgott Biſhoppe of Saint Andrewes in Scots 
land, and ſometunes Paioz of Durham, lying in the mid; 
dle Alle betwane them. Mithin a yeare oz two aſter his 
firſt being Biſhoppe , ber tranelled to Keme , and obtay- 
ned there licence of Pope Gregory the ſeuenth to bzing 
the Ponkes from Parrow and Wermouth into the Ca- 
thedzall Church of Durham. Me alſo be lowed vpon 
them, not onely Bokes and diuers Dznaments fo2 the 
furniſhing of their Church , bat Landes and Revenewes 
in ſundzy places: foz the confirmation of all which gifts

beſtowed it bpon one Ranulf, rather foz the ſernice hee 
had done him, then fo2 any ſpeciall ſeruice he could hope ha 
would do, eptherto God oz his Chucch. Foz hee was a very 
wicked man, but ſuch a one as had ſerued his turne notably : 
pet it is (aid the king was content to take of him a thou- 
ſand poundes to inue@ him in this Biſhopzicke. Vee 
was firſt Chaplaine vato Maurice Biſhoppe of London, 
wel faugured of him,but not ſo wel as that he would lot him 
bane the Deanry falling voide,which he taking very ill, in a 
chafe left him, and (by what meanes J know not,) woonde 
bimſelfe into the Court. Being paſſing ſubtle and ſhzewde 
witted,faire ſpoken,and nothing ſernpulous,but ready to do 
any thing fo; pzeferment; Jt was no hart matter fo him to 
obtaine any thing ofthe King (William Rufus) a very co2- 
rupt and vicions inte. is fir pꝛaaiſe was, to farms the 
bacactes of Abbotchips x Biſhopaickes ofthe king, wherby he 
not onely enriched himſelfe, but b:ought great ſummes of 
mony into the kings coffers that neuer were acquainted with 
that kinds of p;ofite befoze. The king perceywing him to be a 
fit inſtrument fo2 his purpoſes, implopedhim daply moze and 
moze, and at laſt made him chiefe gouetnout of all his realm 
bnder him, ſoas hte had all that authozity which now the 
Lo2d Zrcaſurer, Thancellour.anddivers other officers haut 
diuided amongſt them. Foz it ſæmes vnts me, that few of 
thoſe offices were then ſo pzeciſely diſtinguiſhed, as ſone afs 
ter. This authozity he abuſed very impudently, not caring 
whom be offended, ſo he might enrich eytherthe king oz him- 
ſelfe. pany times when the Ring gane commandement ko: 
the leuping of a certaine ſumme of money ame naſt his ſub⸗ 
iecs, he would require of the Commons fwice ſo much, wher · 
at the king being very well content, would laugh, and ſay 
that Ranulf was the onely man fo; his turne, who cared not 
whom he diſpleaſed, ſo he might pleaſe his maſter. It was 
impeſſible,but he ſhould be very odious, bath vnto the com- 
mon 
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mon people and nobility alſo, And no marnell i many com- 
plaints were made vnts the King of him, againlt all which 
hs hut his eares obſtinately. When therefoze that way ſnc- 
c&ded not, ſome of thoſe his diſcontented aduerſaries detets 
mined ts wzeak their malice vpon him by killing him. They 
fained a meflage from the Biſhop ef London his eld Baffer 
ſaying that he was very ſicks and ready to depart the wo:lv, 
that he was wonderſull defirous to ſprake with him, and ts 
the end he might make the beftecſpade,had ſent him a barge 
to conueigh him vnto bis houſe being then by the water ſide. 
Vt ſaſpecting no frand, went with them in great bhaff,atteri- 
ded onely by his Secretary,and ſome one 92 tts ather; ther 
haning him thus in their clatches,carried him not to the ap 
poynted ſtaires, but rowed ill on (ſay what he would) til! 
they came vntoa ſhip p:onided fo; him, ready to ſct ſaile. As 
ſon as he perceiued how he was entrapyrd, he caſt away his 
ring 02 manuell ſeale,and after his great @cale(whether the 
b:oad Seale of England oz no, A know not) inte the rizer, 
leaſt they might giue oppoztunity offe2ging falſe graunts 
and tonueyances. Then he ſoll to intreating and perſwaving 
but all to no purpoſe, fo2 they were determined he ſhould dy. 
Whey had appointedtwo Pariners to diſpatch him, eithet by 
knocking out his bzaines, oz beaning him altue ouer bote. 
foz doing whereof they were pzomiſed te haue his clothes 
Theſe executionersceuld not agre vpen the dinifion of this 
reward, fo2 his gowne was better wozth then all the rec s* 
bis apparell. While they were reaſoning vpon that point, i: 
pleaſed God to raiſe a terrible and fearefull tempeft, ſuch s: 
they loked cnery minute to die themſelues, and therfoze hat 
no bery god leaſure to thinke of putting another man fc 
death. Ranulf then omitting no oppoztunity of bis deline- 
rance, like another Arion, by the mnficke of his elequenct 
ſeketh to alay their malice, and to diſwade them from the 
execution of their blody determinatien, laying diligentlie 
befoze them, the danger that was like to enſue vnto them by 
ſo cruell a murther which could not be hid, pꝛomiſing moun⸗; 
taines of gold if they ſaved his life ; and [aſtly wiſhing them 
to confider, how God by raiſing this tempeſt, dad thzcatned 
to renenge his death, and had as it were ſet the image of his 
Tt 3 venge- 
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vengeance befsze their eyes. Whether it were the feare of 
God 02 ot man, oz elſeſthe hope of reward that wzought with 
them, ol ſuch effect were theſe his perſwaſions, as fir ſt diners 
of the company reiaſed to be partakers of his murther ; ons 
ol them then ſtept fozth,x vowed to defend him to his power, 
ſo as he wauld line o2 vic with him. And at length, bis grea- 
teſt enemies were ſo pacified, as Girald the anthour of this 
conſpicacy,was content to ſet him a land, and to conduct dim 
to his owne houſe. But not truſting a reconciled foe,as ſon 
as he had ſo done, he got hun out of the realme,and darfſt ne- 
ner come in England after Ss by one danger this man eſca⸗ 
ped another, and might welſap as Theiniſtoc les, when bani- 
ſhed his country,he found better entertainmeut of his enc- 
my the King of Perſta, then he coulo haue giuen himſelſe at 
home, Perijilem nili perijilem, J had indede bene vtterly 
undone, had J not bane vpon the point to be vndone. Done 
after his returne from this b2zane voyage, to wit, June 5, 
I 099. he was conſecrate Bichop o Parham, in the Cathes 
dzall Church of Saint Paul. Be was ſcarſe warme in his 
ſcate, when his Paſter the king beeing lla ine by the glance 
of an arrow,as he was hunting, Henry his b:other ſucceeded 
in the kingdome. This Pꝛince not able to withſtand the im ; 
poztanity ofhis Nobles, and the tnnumerable complaintes 
daily made againſt this our Biſhoppe, clapt him vp in ths 
Tower: But he ſo enchanted his kepers with money and 
faire wozds, as they were content to let him goe, and to run 
away with him themſeluzs. William of Malmesbury ſaith 
that he pzocured a TWater-bearer, in his Tankerd to bzing 
him a rope, by which hee flid downe from the wall to the 
ground, and ſo (although he hurt his arme, and galled his 
hands, to the bone) away hes eſcaped, getting himſelle into 
N23:mandy, where he artiued in the beginning of Febzua⸗ 
ry 1101, There he neuer linne buzzt1g into the eares of Ro- 
bert Puke of Nozmandy, telling him the kingdome of 
England was bis by right, till dee pzonoked him to at- 
tempt the innaſton of this Realme, but to (mall purpoſe, as 
in the Chzonicles vou map ſ& moe at large. Mob long hee 
ined in exile J funde not, it ſcemeth not te ba very long, foz 
he had leaſure to bzing many great things to paſſe at home af 
ter 
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terwards. Mee raiſed the walles of the Body et his Church 
vnts the rofe ;he trandlated the religues of Saint Cuthbert 
into the new Church, and beſtowed a ſhzine vpon h; m, hee 
compaſſed the City with a wall, he cauſed a number of hou⸗ 9 
ſes to be pulled down that were neere the Church, and might 1 
baue bens either noyſome buto it, 02 dangerous by fire hap- 4 
ning among them: he continued diuets bankes along the ti⸗ 
net of Were, with great charge he built the Caſtle of Noz- 
dam vpon a Cape hillnere the tinex of Tweed, the heſpitall 
of Kepar, and the b;idge of Frammologate. Ve was the firff 
Founder of the ÞÞztozy at Potteſfoant nate Wincheſter 
fo blacke Canons, valued at the (npp;efſion in a hundzed 
firty ſeuen pound, flftæne ſhillings, eight pence halle penny,

Hr. Puſar, Pudſey, oz de Puteaco (foz thus dinerlly 3 
{nd him called ) Treaſurer of Voꝛke and Arcydeacon of 
Miucheſter, vas elected vnto this S of Durham after the 
death of the fozeſaid William, rather in reſpea of his nobili⸗ 
ty and greatnelle of bloud, then of any ſpetiall wozthmeſle 
otherwiſe. Foz king Stephen was vacle vnto him. Ye was 
very wiſe in ozdering of temps:all matters,and(confidering 
hee was not learned) wonderfull eloquent, excœding coues 
tous, and as cunning in gathering money, as thirſtie and 
deſitous of it. Heury Murdac Arthbithop of Poꝛke, not only 
re{uſed to conſecrate him himſelfe, taking cerceptions both 
againf his want of peres and lightnes of behauiouc, but al- 
ſoſent to Rom? to haue a Caueat layd in againſt htm there, 
Eugenius was Pope at that (tme,an old acquaintance of the 
Archbiſhops, who both wece bzought vp at Clareual! vader 
S. Barnard, But ſuch was the god hap of this new elea, as a 
'ittle befoze his arriu all there, ( meane at Kome)Pape Eu- 
genius was dead, and (one after came certain new:s thither 
of the death of the Acchb:Hop alſo. Aaaltalius that ſucceeded 
Eugenius, Without mich adee affw2zded him conſceration, 
Dec. ze. i r5;.Þe late Biſyop long, euen almoſt 42. pœrs in 
which tims he built diners houſes vpon his minnozs out of 
{42 ground, and beſtowed much in repairing the reX. Dees 
zuilt a faire houſe at Derlington, as alſo the Thurch there: 
He founded tye P3tozp of Finchal:he bought Dadbury of x, 
Eichard 1. egaue it vnto his D. Be utit the bꝛidge of El⸗ 
net, and the Gallzry at the weft end of his cathedzall Church 
in which he placed {3+ bones of venerable Beda. Laſtlp, hes 
bailt two hoſpitals, one at Allerton, another celle; Sher⸗ 
varae at the eaſt end of Dacham. To Sherburne he allotted 
iiberali allowance fo2 the maintenance of 55. poꝛe Lazers; 
and a certain number of Pneſts. Neubrigenſis aſcribeth this 
god wozke partly vnto other men, whom he enfo2ced to be⸗ 
tome benefacozs Unto this foundation, being loath to be at 
the whole charge himſelle At what time King Richard made 
v:onifton fog his tourny ints the . land, he alio mw on 
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him the croſle, and bowed to be one o'that company. The 
Ring vnderſtanding that hee had prepared a great maſſe of 
money to cacry with him, per[/waded him to Kay athame, 
and to affo2d hun his mone7 ; which if he would doe, he pꝛo⸗ 
mile d to make him Carls of N22thamberland, The Biſhop 
long ſince repcnting the vow he had made, quickly condiſcen⸗ 
ded to his offer, : accepted the ſame, The King hauing crea- 
ted him an Eucle, turned him about vnto the company, and 
laughing, ſapd, hee hid perfozmeda wonderkull exploit; foz 
(quoth he) of an old Biſhop I haue made a pon 1 Eerle. New 
that he might haue ſome colourableercuſe of not perfoazuning 
bis bow, he cauſed the King to alledge that he might not bee 
ſpared out of the tealme in his ablence : and to make this the 
moꝛe p2oLable,giving the king 1000. markes he perſwaded 
bim with that kind of golden Rhetozicke to make him chiefs 
Juſtice of England. The like Rhetozick if was that iuduced 
the Pope to diſpence with dis vow, vnto which the ercuſes 
befoze alledged made ſom way, bat could neuer haue effected 
the baſines without that delpe Jt the returne of n. Richard 
from ieruſalert; he found him not ſo taaoꝛable a5 he expe⸗ 
ced,and thinking that he gru>ged him his Eatlvoms, reſig- 
nes the ſame inta his hands. After which, not withſtanding 
he loded him ſoze with many grauous exaatons, wel know- 
ing the Biſbops bags to be notably ſtuft,to2 that he had offe⸗ 
ted him a great ſum of monp foz the redemption of his Carl- 
dome. The king therefoze being bepond the ſeas, ſent vuto 
him fo2 his money as condiſcending to his requeſt. But the 
old For well enough perceining his dzift, humbly beſought 
him by letters, either to affo2d him the Earlvome ficſt. o clſe 
fo ſuffer him fo eniop his money quietly. LWherenpon the 
king that knew how to vſe him in his kind, wꝛit letters vnto 
him full of reuerent and gracions ſpeches, wiſhing him to 
b2ing vp his money to Londsn, and there fo receive the go- 
nernmeut of the whole realme which he would commit vnto 
him, and the Archbiſhop of Canterbury. Being very iofull 
ofthis fauour,teward London he comes about Shꝛouetpde. 
Thinking then to take his farewell of fleſh, hee ſurffet d 
bpon the waxy at Doncaſter, and finding him elfe ficke. re- 


turned hams to Youzven be beate where hee died 9 ch z. 
eing 
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being the ſaturday in cleanfing werke. Pee was 70. yeres 


old at the time of his death; e yet would hardly beleue bis 
Pbyſitians,certiiying him a little befoze he dies in what dan 
ger he was. Anold Permit named Godricus, eſtemed of 
many,a very holy man, had tolo him be ſhould be blind ſeuen 
pers befoze his death, which (ſap eur ſtozies)Godricus ment 
the blindneCle of his mind; and he vuderſtanding him of the 


.blindneCs of his bodily eies, neuer cared to pzeutds fo; death 


aCuring himſelfe he had that 7.y@res at lea to tome Being 
pet Treaſurerof Voꝛke he begot thi baſtards, all ſonnes ; 
the firſt, vozne ol a gentle woman of great blod,became a ſol- 
dier; the ſecond he made Archdeacon of Ducham, and loaded 
him with many other eccleſtaſtical promotions, which he en- 
lopiag bat one pete after his Fathers death, was alſe taken 
away himſelfe. The thitd (whom the old Biſhop loued moT 
fenderly ofall)by his Fathers great ſrit aus no leſſe expence, 
became Chauncelloz to the tt c. king. we was ſo vnhaps 
py as to ſ that his beſt beloued ſenne buries, Me it was (if 
I miſtake not) that Roger Houdencallcth the Earle of Bar, 
that deceaſed at Adet in France the pate 1 1 $9 «rd was bus 
ried in the Galily at Durham. Pimſelfe depaited this wozld

Ing Richard the firff fauoured much one Philip (bone 

at Poitiers in Aquitane)foz the long and acceptable ler⸗ 

nice he had done vato him: Jn reward whereof,be beſought 
him to pzefer him to the Biſhopzicke of Durham being voie. 
The king well knowing he could not doe foz him any other 
wap better cheape, commended him ls effecually vnto the 
Couent, as they durſt not but chaſe him. Ne was eleaed De- 
cember 3 o. 1195.and conf. Mar 12.1197-by the Pope. The 
next per he was ſent Ambaſſads} to the Pope together with 
William Longſhamp that famous Bishop of Ely who died 
in the way to Rome-ward. There (to wit at Koms) be was 
conſecrateQÞay 12. 1197. The pete 1200, he went in pil⸗ 
grimage to Saint Iames of Compoſteila. Ve was a great 
dattner of King Iohn againſt the Pope, aduiſing him ener 
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to make no reckoning of his excommunications. The Pope 
vnderſtanding thereof, excommunicated him alſo together 
with the ing: being not yet abſoluedhe died Apzil 22.1 207» 
and was buried without the Church, by the hands of lay men 
becauſe he uod excemmunicat at the time of his death. This 
Biſhoppe by the licence ofking Richard the ficſt, ſet vp a 
Pint at Darham, and began to cofne mony thete the vage

121%. Dutiag the timeof the vacancy, I find that one Mor- 
gan Pꝛouoſt 67 Beuetley was elected vato this Biſhopzick. 
De was baſtard bot her vato king lohn, and begotten vpon 
the Lad ofa knight talle d Dir Ralte Blower az Blewet. Ex- 
ceptions mere taken againſt him, that be was a baſtard x ſo 
by the Canons not capable of @:clefiaſfical pzeferment with 
out ſpecial diſpenſation;which the Pope being loth to grant, 
aduiſcd him to call himſelfe Blewet, and to all-adge that hee 
was bo2ne in lawful! wedlack,pzomiſing vpon that conditi- 
on fo affꝛd him conſecration. But he anſwered that foz any 
wo2idlyp:eferment whatſcener, he would not renounce his 
Father 02 deny himſelſe to be of the bloud rotall. Oo he loft 
his Bichepzicke, and{ſo2 onght I find) neuer attained other 
p:eferment after. This Richard was a vecy pzodiga'l man, 
and ſpent ſa liberally the gods of his Church, as the Jponkes 
doubting he would undo them and bimſelfe alſo, went about 
by contſe of Law to ſtap him and fozce him to a moderation 
oferpence.But it fell out quite contrary to their expegation. 
Fo: he being wilfally ſet,not anciy continued his old courſe 
tuen vntill his death, but added much vnto his fozmer crpen 
ces by maintaining ſuite o Law againft theſe complainers. 
The pære 1226. in the beginning of Eafter terme, he rid vp 
e London with a trope of Lawrers attending on him. L, 
Peter- 
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Peterbozough he was entertained in the Abbey very hono- 
rably, and going to bed there in very god health, was found 
on the mozning by his chamberlaines ftarke dead Pe decea- 
ſed May the 1 leauing his Church 40000. marks indebted.

Eb King earneſtlp commended one Luke his Chaplaine 
vnto the Biſhopzicke of Durham now voyd, ſwearing 
vnto the Ponkes that were ſent te craue a Conge de lier, 
they ſhould haue no Biſhoppe in ſeuen pres a'ter if they 
would not bee content to elet him. The Coneat thinking 
bim vnwozthy ſo high a p:eferment , choſe one Villiam 
Scot, Archdeacon of Wozceter,a graue learned man, and the 
kings Chaplaine: Yowbeit the king offended that his defirs 
was not ſatiſfied, refuſed in great diſpleaſure to ratifie this 
election. And bnderTanding that they ſent vnfo Rome to ins 
treate the Pope to put him in poſſeſſion of that Sa ; he ſent 
likewiſe his Ambaſſadozs, the Biſhop of Lichfield and the 
332102 of Lanthony to trofſe and hinder that deſignement, 
which they eaſiip perfozmes. Within a peare 02 two after, 
they cho'e (with the Kings god liking) Richard Poore Bi- 
fhop of @aliſbury,a notable man. He was firſt Deane of Sa- 
liſburyp,conſecrate Biſhop of Chicheſter the pere 32 15.tran 
atedthencz fo Daliſbary 127. and laſtly to Durham 1228. 
Being ths» of Chicheſter, he purchaſed vato that Church 
Ampozt which he bought of the Church of Wincheſter, At 
Saliſbury he is famous fo; remening his Se from old Ba- 
liſbury, to new Saliſbury, where hee began the building of 
that Rately Church. D&mozeofhim in Saliſbury. Ve foun- 
ded

ded a monaſtery of Nunnes called the Charnell at Tharent 
in Wiltſhire, and gaue it vntso the Quans, who choſe that 
foz the place of her burtall. Pe builded alſo an Yoſpitall foz 
poꝛe people, nate the Colledge of Aaulx in Daliſbury.Com- 
ming to Dutham ge had enough to dos to pay the huge debt 
of 40000. markes that Richard de Mariſco left the landes of 
bis a bound fo. Yee was a man ofrare learning in thoſe 
times, and ofnotable integrity fo: his life and converſation, 
( little befoze his death perceiuing his end to dzawnere , he 
cauſed the people to be called together, and going vp into the 
pulpit, made a very godly ſpeech vuto them, deſiring them to 
marke well that his exhoztation, foz hee was now ſhoztly to 
be taken from them. The next day he did the like, and bidding 
them farewell,pzayed them il he had offended any to fv2giue 
zum and to pzay fon him The third day he ſent fo2 all his par- 
ticular acquaintance , called all his family and ſeruants be- 
foze him, and diſtributed vnto them pzeſently by hand, (ach 

ſummes of money as either hee ought, oz was willing to be- 
ſtow vpon them: which done, and hauing ſet euerp thing in 

perfect oꝛdet, he toke his leaus ot his friends one after an 

other: and then falling to his pzayers , when he came vnto 

theſe wo2ds (ſaith M. Paris) In pace in id ipſum dormiam & 

requieſcam, he gaue vp the ghoÞ. es died Apzill 15. 1237, 

and was buried in the gunner of Tharent wh'ch tee hav 

founded.

diſlike , that election was cafſats and diſannulled, A long 
time the monkes hat labonred this ſute foz their P2102 , and 
had ſpent much money in it. At laſt, perceiuing they ſtroue 
againtt the ſtreame, they gaue ifouer, the clea himſelfe him⸗ 
ſelſe firft yeelving. Then choſe they Nicholas de Farribam, 
one greatlie commended both fo2 his manners and learning. 
This man ſpent his younger ypco&res in Oxfozd, and haning 
furnifhed himſelfe there, with the grounds of all god learning 
eſpecially Logike, and naturall Philoſophy ; het tranelled be- 

rond 
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yond the ſeas, and ſkudied Phiſtcke at Paris and Bono⸗ 
nia a great while. Returning into bis natiue Country, bee 
gaue himſelfe much vats the ſtudy of Diuinitp, and p2ofited 
therein ſo well as he was eſfemed woozthy to bee a Doctoz. 
By the counlell of Otto the Legate, the Biſhop of Carlile 
and other, the King entertatued this man into his ſeruice , 
And firſt be was (as it ſ@emeth vnto me) Eſquire of his body, 
(cuſtos corporis regij ſaith Matthew Paris, ) then Pbyſttion 
fo the Auane and / ſhe beeing pet very pong) her inſtcuger 
oz dicecer in matters o manners and behautour. When her 
had now a long time bane a Tourtier, it happened, the De of 
Lichfield being veld, ge monkes of Couentry very careful of 
choſtng a ſn'ficient man (as aſſuring themſelnes their dos 
ings would bee afted) the yeare 1239. elected him whom 
they knew to be a man leatned, graue', vertgous , diſcrate, 
very wile, well ſpoken, and (which maketh a man ſomwhat 
the moꝛe grations) tall of ſtatute, perſonable, and of a god- 
ly pzeſence. Mee thanked them foz their god will, but conſi⸗ 
de ing with himſelfe that his title to that Biſhopzicke was 
like to p2one litigious, ( fo: the Chapter of Lichfield pzcten- 
ded aright to the election that time as alſo the great burthen 
and charge ofthe office paſtozall,refuſed in any ſoꝛt to accept 
of the lame. The Chapter of Lichfield ( who had choſen their 
Deane) hearing of this refuſall ; by the exhoztation of the 
ſame their Deane( who reſigned his right ) fo2 their part alſo 
elected him. Which notwithſtanding, he perſiſted in his foz- 
mer determination, telling them thathe felt the burthen al- 
ready ſo heany of a Beneũce oꝛ two which he had, as he was 
reſolues never to accept any greater charge ofſoules. Bo they 
w:re cnfo2ced to chaſe another. Underſtanding within two 
yeares after how the Couent of Durham with one conſent 
had alſochoſen him ſo2 their Paſtoꝛ, helikewiſe refuſed, and 
tzat moze earneſtly now then the laſt time, adding vnto the 
fo:mer reaſons this alſo, that if he ſhould accept ot this place, 
men would ſay, how the hypocrite had refuſed a pooze Bi- 
opꝛicke, vnder colour of conſcience to tay fo a better. In 
this mind he continued, tili Robert Groſthead (that famous 
Biſhop of Lincolne ) repzebended him ſharply fog this his 
back wardneſſe.D&@ft thou not/quoth he) bow the monkes of 
Durham, 
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Dutham, de ſtitute of that comfozt which a gov paſtoꝛ Gould 
peeld them, intreat thee with tearcs to aſtoꝛd the ſame vnto 
them, knowing well that if thou accept not the place, the 
King will immediatly thzuſt in ſome vnwooztby ranger to 
their great greefe,and the no leſſe diſhone of Almighty God? 
J adiure the therefoze by the bloud of Jeſus Chill, that thou 
bee content to put thy necke vnder this yoke, and toimplop 
thy talent accozding to the occaſion offered. Perſwaded thus, 
with much adoe, etlalt he peclded. The N. very readily al- 
lowing their choice, h was conſecrate at Oloteſter, in the 
church of Saint Olwald, by the Archbiſhop of Pozke, June 9. 
1241. in the pzeſence of the u. Aunne, many Þ;elates , 
and other perſonages of honoz. Pet was not moze vawilling 
to taks this honourable burthen then ready and deſirons to 
leaue the ſame. The years 1 249. he obtained licence of the 
Pope to refigne this his Biſhopzicke,and about Candlemaſſe 
indedegane it ouer ; reſcruing onely vnto himſelſe fo2 bis 
maintenance during his life,thz& Pannoꝛs, with the appurs 
tenances, Poueden,Stocon, and Tnlington, Mis (ucreſſs; 
began a little to wzangle with him about that reſernation, 
but could not infringe it. After hee had liued a pʒiuate liſe the 
ſpace of 8. yeares, giuing himſelfe altogether to pꝛaper and 
confemplation, about the beginning of Febzuaty 1 2 75+ he 
departed this wo2ld at Dtogon, Me that is deſirous to reade 
mo2eof this man in Matthew Paris bee ſhall find oſten men- 
tion ol him, viz pag. 768. where he tells how by his meanes 
eſpecially the A. was content to teceiue into fanoz Walter 
Marihall.and ts gtuehim the Earldome of his bzother lately 
deceaſed ; againe, pag. 988 hee maketh a large repozt of a 
great controuerſie betweene him and the Abbot of Sant Al- 
bones;and laſtly pag. 8 ./. an incredible tale of his miraculons 
recouetp, being deſperately fick of a dꝛopſie ioined with other 
diſeaſes. Vet lieth buried in the Tathed:all Church of Dur- 
ham, which together with Thomas Melſcomb pꝛioꝛ, he coue- 
red with a new role the yeare 1242.

Ve was wonderfull rich,not onely in ready money, but 
in lands alſo and tempoꝛall renenues : Foz hee might diſpend 
yerely ( beſides that which belonged to his Pyter 5000, 
markes. Puch of that he had ofthe Lozd Velly, who think⸗ 
ing ſo to conueigh it vnto his baſe ſonue VVilliam /foz that he 
had no other ine ) paſſed it ouer to this Biſhop in truſt; 
which truſt men ſay hee neuer anſwered. Tho Kings houſe 
at Cltham was part ot that land. De built the houſe and gane 
it vnto Elianor Quene to Aing Edward the firſt, as alſo vnto 
the king the Caſtle of @ourton beſide Yozke, which likewiſe 
be built. A man now of thts extraozdinary wealth mut not 
content himſelfe with o2einary titles: Therfs:e hee pzocured 
the Pope to make him Patriarke of Pieruſalem, and obtat- 
nedof the King the pzincipality ofthe Ille of Man, which har 
held during his life. The peate 1 94. beeing Embaſſadoz to 
the Emperoz, the Archbiſhop of Yozke Iohn Romen(vpon 
what quarrell J know not ) excommunicated him. Jt colt 
the Archb.4000,markes fine and his life in the end. Dee died 
(as it is ſaid foz thought.) V moze in Pozke. Great ſturres 
there were betweane this man and his Couent of Darham. 
De infozmed the Pope that the Pio there was a very ſim- 
ple and vnſuffictent man to rnle that houſe, and pzocured the 
gouernment thereof fo: all matters both ſpirttuall and tem. 
poꝛall to be committed vato him. ÞPeareupon he ſent certaine 
officers to exetute in his name that new obtained anthozity, 
which when they came to the monaTery, were ſhut out of the 
gates and not ſuffered to enter. The Monkes appealed vnta 
the Pope, and alleapged, that the king alſo had required the 
heating of theſe controuerſies between the Pꝛioʒ and the Bi- 
ſhop.

ned the Bicheppe himſelſe to appeare befoze him at a day ap- 
pointed; befoze which time he gotte him to Kome, neuer at⸗ 
guainting the King with bis determination. The King 
thereſ9ze ſeiged into his hand the Biſhoppes libetties, and ap- 
pont da new Channcello:, new Juffices and other officers, 
He wit alſo vnto the Pope, ta fauoz ofthe P3ioz , who deli⸗ 
uering the kings letters him ſelſe, was adiudged a ſober and 
dilctate man, whatſoeuet the Biſhop had repozted of him. Ss 
be was teſtozed to his place againe, but died befoze ha could 
get home. Daring the time of the Biſhops di grace, amongſt 
many other things wherein the liberties of the Bichopzicke 
weretafringed,it is ſpecially to be temembꝛed, that the king 
toke from him diners Calties,andlands fozfait vnto him by 
Iohn Bayliol king of the Scots and other, to wit Merk in 
Linivale, Perith and the Church of Simondbury but Lew. 
is Beaumont one ot his ſucceſſo;s recouered them againe by 
Law. Theſe bzovles ended, hee gaue himſelfe verp much to 
bnilding. The ancient mannoꝛ place at Aukland hre did enca- 
fellate. Bee built the great hall there(in which are diners pil- 
lers of blache marble ſpeckled with white) the great chamber 
likewiſe,4 many other romes adioyning. Be alſo erected that 
ſame godly Chappell there; and placed in the lame a Deane 
and P:ebendaries.allofting the quadzant in the Welt ſive of 
the Caſtle (built likewiſe by him) foz their babitation. Vee 
built oz repaired with great charges Barnard Caſtle, the Ca- 
cles of Alnlvike (part ofthe L. Vellyes land, which he ſold 
afterward to H. Piercy) Gainfwzth, Cuncliff, Somerton, 
(which he gane vuto the king) and the houſe at Citham be- 
fowed (as afozeſaio) vpon the Aucene Mee founded the pꝛi⸗ 
o;p of Alaingham in Lincolnſhire, valued at the ſuppzefſion, 
141.15. f. yearcly revenue. And laſtlp, hee pzocured with 
great charge VVill.am ſometimes Archbiſhop of Pozke tobe 
Canoniſed a Saint at Rome. Yauing (ate Biſhop of Dur- 
ham 28. peres, hee deceaſed at Citham: March 28.1311. 
and was buried in his owne Cathedꝛall Thurch. J finde it 
repoꝛted that he ſhould haue founded a Colle dge foz a Deane 
and 7. p22benderies at Cheſter vpon the treat which (@meth

"x Þe Couent then choſe fo; their Wiſhopps Henry Stam- 


confirmed by the Pope. But befo2e he could get thither , at 
the impoztunate ſuit ofthe kings of England and Frante, the 
Pope had giuen that Biſhopꝛicke vats one Lewis Beaumont, 
a French man bozne , and of the blond royall there. Pes 
was lame of both his legges, and ſo valearned,that he could 
not read the bulles and other inſtruments of dis cenſecra- 
tion. When hee ſhould haue pzonounced this wozde(Mec- 
tropoliticx) not knowing what to make of it ( though he 
had ſtudied vpon it and labouzed his lefſon long befoze ) at- 
fer a little pauſe, Soyt purfdir (ſaies he) let it goe fo; reade, 
and ſo paſſedit oner. In like ſozt hee fumbled at in ænig- 
mate.) When hee had fumbled about it a while, Par Saint 
Lowys (quoth he) il n eſt pas curtois quicefte parolle ici ei- 
Crit , that is, by Saint Lewis it was vngently done of him 
that writtethis word heere, Not without great cauſe theres 
foe the Pope was ſomewhat (trait laced tn admitting him. 
Ver obtained conſecration ſo hardly, as in ſowertene ya@rs 
hee could ſcarce crops ont of debt. Riding to Durham fo 
be inſtalled there, he was robbed (together with two Cars 
dinalls that were then in his compaay ) vpon Wligleſden 

Moe nate Derlington. Tho captaines of this rout were 

named Gilbert Middleton and Walter Selby. Rot content 

fo take all the treaſure ofthe Cardinals the Biſhep, and their 
traive, they carried the Biſhop p:iſoner to Moꝛpeth, where 
they confrained him to pay a great ranſom Gilbert Middle- 
ton was ſene after taken at his ownecaftle of Nitfo2d , car- 
ried to London, end there dꝛawen and hanged in the — 
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ofthe Cardinals. After this, one Bix Goſeline Deinuill and 
bis bzother Robert, came with a great company to diuers of 
the Biſhop of Durhams houſes in the habits of Fryers, and 
ſpopled them, leauing nothing but bare wals, and did many 
other notable robberies , foz which they (J means the cap 
taines and diuers of their company) were ſone after hanged 
at Yozke, This Biſhop ſtod very ſtoutlp in deſenge of the li⸗ 
berties of bis Se, recoucred diuers lands taken away from 
Anthony Beake his pꝛedeceſſo; as beſoze is mentioned and 
pꝛocured this ſentence to be giuen in the behalf of bis church, 
quod Epiſcopus Dunelmen.debet habere forisfacturas guer- 
rarum intra libertates, ſicut Rex extra, that the Biſhop of 
Durham is to haue the ſozfeitures of warte in as ample ſ(o2t 
within his owne liberties as the king without. That which 
by ſome is attributed to Ranult Flambard, J finde by other 
repo:tedofthis man,to wit,that it was he who compaſſed the 
city of Parham with a wall,certaine it is that he built a hall, 
kitchin , and chappell at Middleham. But befoze he could 
quite finiſh the chappell he did, to wit, September 2 2. 02 ( as 
one deliuereth) September 28. 1 2 : 3. Vs lieth buried befoze 
the high altar at Durham couered with a marble fone curi- 
ouſly wꝛought and inlapd with bzafſe pꝛouided by himſelfe in 
his life time.

N great haſte (but with no great god ſp&@d the Couent of 
Dutham pꝛoceded vntothe election of a new Biſhep the 
olde being yet ſcarcely butied) and they made choiſe of one 
sf their owne company a monte of Durham. This elegion 
the Archbiſhop of Pozke confirmed; yea the matter grew ſo 
fozward, as the ſame Archbiſhop was cyentent to giue him 
conſecration alſo. All this while the kings god will was not 
ſought, no no: ( which was a areafer qnerſight as the wo2lde 
then went) the Popes neither. The kg therefo:e not onely 
reſuicd to deliuer pe ſleſſion of the Tempozalties vnto this 
cle, but alſo laboured the Pope, ex plenitudine poteſtatis fo 
conferre the Biſthopꝛicke vpon a chaplaine of his named Ri- 
hat de Bury, then Deane of Melles. Partly to pleaſure the 
˖ ont 
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one that requeffed, partly to diſpleaſute the other fo: not re- 
queſting, de did ſo, and commanded the Biſhop of Winche- 
Ker to conſecrate him, which beeing perle: med at Chertſop 
ſone after chꝛiſtmaſſe, the King pꝛeſently inueſted him in the 
tempozalties belonging to that S. Mow was the monke a 
Bilhop without a Biſhopzicke. Pauing no other home hee 
was faine fo returne to his cloyſter, and there fo2 very griefe 
(as it is to be ſuppoſed) wit hin a lem daies after died. This 
Richard de Bury was bozne at Waint Edmunds-Bury in 
Suffolke, whence he toke his ſurname fo; he was the ſenne 
of one Sir Richard Angaruill knight. Mis tather died leaning 
dim very pong, and committed him vnts the taition of lohn 
Willoughby a Pzief, his Uncle,who bought him vp care- 
kully, and that foz the moſt part in the Uninerſity of Oxfozd. 
From thence he was called to teach Edward of Windſoz, 
P2ince of Wales. At what time the ſaid P;ince fledde into 
France with his mother, hes was pzincipalli recetucr of the 
Kings reuenewes in Gaſcoigne. Their money failing , be 
ayded them ſecretly with a great ſumme ofthat hee had recet- 
ned fo2 the King. It had almoſt᷑ coſt him bis life ; de was ſo 
narrowly purſued by ſome ofthe kings friends that got vn- 
derſtanding of it, as be was glad fo hide himſelſe in a ſtœple 
in Paris the ſpace ofſenen dates. King Edward the third his 
ſcholler being come to the crowne,made him firft his Coferer, 
then Treaſurer of the Wardzobe , and keper of the pztup 
Seale. In this lad office he continued flue yeares ; in which 
ſpace hes was twice ſent Ambaſſado2 vnto the Pope. The 
yare 1333. he was made Deane of Welles (a godly pzefer- 
ment in thoſe daies.)Ye had not entoyed that place one whole 
yeare, when he was called vnto the Biſhopzicke of Durham, 
whereunto he was conl. Dec. 19.1333. (not 1334 as ſome 
deliuer) in the pzeſence ofthe King, the Quane, Edward B. 
of Scotland, 2, Archbiſhops, 5. Biſhops, 7. Carles, ea num- 
ber other noble perſonages both men and women. The pate 
following he became Chancelloz, and wit din two years after 
that Treaſurer ol England Being Biſhop, he was ollen em- 
ployed in emballages of the greateſt impo tante. What time 
ok leyſute he had. he ſpent either in pzayer,o2 conference with 
bis Chaplaines / whereof he had many about him, and thoſe 
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great learned men) oz elſe in fudy, whetewlth he was won⸗ 
derfully delighted. Pee w2itfe many things not yet periſhed, 
amongt the reff,in one wozke which ha called Philobiblos, 
be ſaith of himſelfe,exraticoquodam librotu ore poten- 
ter ſe abteptum · That he was mightily carried away, and e 
uen beſide himſelfe with immoderate loue of hoks, and defixe 
of reading- And indad his fudy was ſo well furniſhed, as it 
is thonght hee had moze bokes then all the Biſhops in Eng · 
land beſide. We was much delighted with the company and 
acquaintance of learned men. Many letters paſſed betwerne 
him, Francis Petrarke,anddiuers other then famous ſoꝝ lear- 
ning. Pe had alwates in his honſe(as befaze I hanoſatd)ma- 
ny Chaplaines, all great Schollers : of which number were 
Th. Bradwardin, aſtet Archb.of Canterbury, Rich, Ficzralph 
Archbiſhop of Armagh, Walter Burley, I Mandur,Rob. Hol- 
cot ER. Killington, Docos of Dintnity; Richard Bintworth 
and Walter Segraue, the one afterward Biſhop of London, 
the other of Chicheſter. Nis manner was at dinner and ſup⸗ 
per time to haue ſome god boke reade bnto him; whereof ha 
would difcourſe with his Chaplaines a great part of the day 
following, if buſines interrupted not his courſe. De was ve 
rp bounttfnll vato the poze. TWakely hes beſtowed ſo their 
rel&fe 8. quarters of wheat made into bead, befide the effall 
t fragments of his Tables. Kiding betwene geb caſtle and 
Durham,be would giue $1. in almes, from Durham to Sto⸗ 
don, 3 l. from Durham to Aukland 5 markes, from Durham 
to Middleham f | xc. A finde it reported that hee ſounded a 
Wall in Drfozd , and indned it with ſome teuenucs foz the 
maintenance of Students in the ſams, bat I thinke it miſta⸗ 
ken foz that which was done by his next ſf{ceeffoz. Certain it 
is, that he notably furniſhes a libzary (nthat A ntuerſitie, and 
toke oꝛder that the kzping thereof chould be committed vnto 
5. ſchollets, to wham hes maze acertaine allowance ſoz their 
labour. Me alis beſtowed many ſumptuous o:nameats en his 
Church of Durham. Pauing continned Biſhop there eleuen 
Fares, talmof 3. moneths,he departed this life at Ankland, 
Ap2ill 24-1 3 45. being 58.yeres of age. e lieth buried in the 
South Angle afhis ewne Church.

When the king there- 
fo;e had laboured a while in this matter;hee being defirons of 
pzeferring this Hatheld his Secretary dnts Durham(a man 
that he knew the Pope might tulkly except againſt; and per- 
aduenture doubting the Conent would not choſe him) was 
content to requeſt the Pope ts giue it vnto him, and thereby 
apened a paſage vatohim,whereby he entred intopoſſeſſion 
againe of his wonted vſurpation. The Pope gladof this 0702- 
tunity, without any regard 02 examination of his wozthines, 
by and by accepted of him: And when ſome of the Cardinalls 
toke exceptions againſt him,ſaying that hee was nat onely a 
mere lay man, but a fellow of light behautour, and no way fit 
fo; that place: He anſwered, that it the King of England had 
requeſted him ſoz an ae at that time he would not haus dents 
ed him. Chis man it was that built Darham colledge in Ox- 
ſoꝛd and purchaſed certaine lands vntothe (ame fozthe mains 
Yenance of ſuch monkes of Durham as ſhould bee thought fit 
fo udp there. That Colledge is now called Trinity Col- 
ledge,ſo named by Sir Thomas Pope that beffowed a new 
foundation vyon the ſams. Mee built alſo Durham place in 
Loudon fo receine himſelfe and his ſucceſſozs when ther 
honld haue occaſion to repaire thither. Paz vas conſettate 
the tenth of July. r 345. and died in the beginning of Pay 
1;$1, Oe he ſats Biſhop fixe and thirty yeares lack: ag onely 
two moneths.

of impoztance. Amongt the reſt, it pleaſedthe king one time 
to require him to ſet downe his iudgement in wꝛiting concer⸗ 
ning the eſtate of his Kingdome in generall, and particular- 
Ip to info;me him in certaine things by him ſpecified. This 
diſcorrſe the Biſhop wzit very carcfully,and cauſed it to be 
bound in Uelimegnilt,s otherwiſe adozned in the beſt ma · 
ner. Now you ſhall vnderffand, how that if chanced him 
abont the ſams time to ſet dolone a note of his owne p;t- 
nate eſtat e containing an inuentoꝛy not only of his vtenſiles 
and houcheld fuffe in encry of his bonſes, with their balne, 
but alſo of his monſes either owing vnto him, oz denicrs 
contans ready in his coffers, which amounted vnto an inff- 
nite fceaſure, no lee then 100000, |. This account was

foztune, in memozy of his fozmer eſtate, toe fo; his armes 
S.; combes A. But J take this foz a fable. The ſpeciall vſe 
of armes is to exp2elle vnto poſterity the vertues of ſuch as 
axe taiſed vnto Gentty and not to remember any thing that 
may ba to the diſgrace of the bearer, and make him leſſe ho⸗ 
nourable. Were the ficſt of his race as he is ſuppoſed, becauſe 
be was not aduanced fo2 being a Barboz but foz his faithfull 
and loyall ſeruice,ſuch armes ſhould rather haue bane giuen 
him, as might haue regired that vertue, then twighted him 
with the baſeneſſe ol his firſt trade and maner oflife.-Rather 
therefoze ſhould J geile ſomeother accaſlons oftheſe armes, 
which as they wers bozn by him, may haue many very hono- 
table ſigniſications. But to leaue his arms and ſpeake of him- 
ſelſe. Ne was a very race g admirable man, in whom I thinke 
no man will blame 02 repzehend any thing but bis religion. 
There was ſcarſe any kind of god learning in which he was 
not excellent. A very god Grecian, well ſane in the Bebzew 
tong, a very eloquentRhetozician, a paſſing skilfull Pathe- 
matician(famous eſpecially foz Arithmetike, wherof bee w2it 
a wozke much eſta med a great Lawyer (in that faculty her 
p2oceedrd Docoz) and a pzofand Dinine, as diners his 
wozkes yetertant doe very wellteſtifie. Bat his greateſf 
commendation of all is,that which J finde ginen him by Bale 
out of fir Thomas More, that, as there was ng man moze as 

do2ned with knowledge and god literature, no man moze ſe⸗ 

nere and of greater integrity fo2 his life and manners;ſo thers 

was no man a moze ſweet : pleaſant companion, with whom 

a man would rather choſe to conuerſe. In regard of theſe ma 

nifolde god parts the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, William 

Warham, not onely wade him vicar Generall, but alſo 

commended him ſo efectually vato the Ring as he thought 

god to employ him in many Ambaſages of great waight, 
and diners tempozall offices of no leſſe truſt, Hee was fit ſt 

Faſter of the Rolies,then (as J find recozded)kceper of the 

Pztuy Seale, made Biſhop of London the peate r 521, and 
tranflated to Durham arch 25.15 30. Being yet at London 
be beſtowed much money in furniſhing a certaine Libzary in

built from the ground a moſt beautifull pozh oz gafehonſe 
(with a chappell annexed thereunto)of faire one, in the caſtla 
of Durham, and added to the ſaid caſtle certaine gates with i⸗ 
ron bars and poztculliſes,ſuppozted with Krong wals on each 
ſide. e bzought water thither with a conduit, whereas be- 
ſoꝛe time it was ſerued with well water.Pe made the gats- 
bouſe at Alnewike,and built the Tolebeth in the market of 
Durham, all of None,with diners edifices neare the hinder 
part of the ſaid Wolboths,which he gaue als to the City of 
Durham TLattly, be repairev with groat charge the third part 
of Tine-bzidge. Yaning continued in this Se the ſpace of 
one and twenty yeares with great honour, December 20, 
1551, hes was committed vato the Tower of London, and 
remained pziſoner there all the reſt of the raigne of King Ed- 
ward, viz.ninetcene months. Ja which time, amongſt many 
other hozrible ſacriledges(whereunto the nonage ofthe king 
gaue oppoztunity)meanes was found that the Biſhopzicke of 
Darham ſhould be diſolued by Act of Parliament. This 
moz(ell was ready diſhed,and in cectaine hope already ſwal- 
lowed, when it pleaſed God, to puniſh the devouring couc- 
touſneſſe of thoſe times, by taking away that admirable 
young Pzince king Edward, Qucene Mary that ſacceeded 
foke this bit from the trencher ofthoſe ravening Atheiftes, 
and by likeanthozity , the fir yeare of her raigne, reſtoꝛed 
it vnto the fozmer eſtate, and the olve Biſhop both to his li- 
betty and the poſſeſſion of the ſame. Nncene Mary dying: 
fs; his contumacy x diſobedience vato the Q. now deceaſed, 
he was inftly depꝛiued of his Biſhopꝛick in the month of Jul. 
15:9. De was then committed vato the cuſtody of the Archb, 
of Canterbury, who entertaingd him moſt kindly,and ſeemed 
very glad ot his companp. But he entoped it a very litle while 
foz within folver monthes after his depziuation, vis Nos 
nember 18. following, being eighty fine yeares of age, hee de-

2 zart Ioannes 8. who beeing but a Mo- 
man, became not onelp Cardinall, but 
Pope of Rome. She was bozne as moſt 

— deltuer that aftirme her biſfozp fo2 a 
truth ) at Pents in Germany, although there want not that 
tepoꝛt ſhe was bozne in England. But J rather belæue that 
which Bale hath deliuered vnto vs from Jacob Curio, that 
ſhe if anp ſuch there were at leaſt by pzogeny was Tngliſh, 
being the daughter of an Gngltſh Þ;ieft,thathaning a wife, 
whoſe parents dwelt at Pents, bunging his ſapd wile to ſex 
her friends. Eayed there ſo long, till it was her hap to be de⸗ 
liweced ofthis feminine pꝛelate, named in her baptiſm Ioane 
as mol ſay, as other Gilberta, 82 as Fulgoſus deliuereth) 
Agnes. In her youth thee ſell acquainted with an English 
monk to the Abbey of Fulda, with whom trauelling in mans 
apparell of diners Uninerſities and Ponaſteries, as well

Pe wait Ordinationem Eccleſiæ (ux,and the 
life of his ÞaCer Kentigerne: what time hee ſate t when 
he died, appeatreth not, ns ne: who ſluct æded dim foz many 
bundꝛes rates after, And in deed it ſa meth that fo; a long 
time this had no Biſhoppe. Foz H. Huntingdon who wait

The next unde any mention ok is Galfridus, ſurname) 
of ſome Archurus (happily of his father, peraduentutt be- 
cauſe he wit ſo mach of that famous King Arthur, which u 
the opinion of many) but commonly called Galtridus Mo- 
numentis, foz that as J ſuppoſe) hee was bozne at Gon 
motith of a Benedictine Bonke, he became Biſhoppeof d. 
Aſavh,tbe yeare 211. He it is that wit in Latine the Bu 
fiſh ſtoʒy from Bruce downeward, deliuered heretoſoze from 
band to band, partly by tradition, partly by the ſongs and 
Lerſes ofthe Bar di, neuer wzitten befoze, in (ach (0;t at lea 
wile, as the publike notice was taken ofit. TUhat time this 
man died, oz what became of him aſterward J cannot fa;

F03 hee be⸗ 
ing compelled, paupertate & infeſtatione Wallenlium (faith 
be) to leaue the Countrep, found graticus and honourable 
intertainement at the hand ofK, ty th 2, who permit- 
ted him to receiue the fruites of the Abbotſhip of 2bingdon 
then void. Jn regard whereof, whon the Archbiſhop pzef- 
ſed him to condiſcend to the reaſonable motion of bis Clear- 
g/ de was content to giue gutt his Biſhopzicke , in hope to 
retaine his Abbotſhip till.

So long as the Kingremained obſttnate, little godby 
to be done with the re ofthe people. Pim therfoze be often 
erhoztedto embꝛate Chiſt, and pzeuailed atlaſt ſo farre with 
dim, as hee pzomiſed to doe it, if it might pleaſe God to ſem 
bim viaozy againt Guichelm King of the Weſt arent, 
that had conſpired his death.

When he pzomiſed to do any thing in che world that lay in 
dis power to perſo:me , theother added; what it dee ſhould 
alſo pzomiſe the the kingdome due bato th, and the cucr- 
thzow ofthine enemies that ſake thy liſe; rea and mozeoner 
that thou halt bs the mightie(@ king, net onely of all thy p:6- 
genito2s , bat of all tte Baxons that cuer were in this Jc? 
Vereunto he anſwered in effec as beſozc , bo wouls doe his 
delt torequite ſo great a benefit. Why then(quoth the other, 
and withall laid his hand bpon Edwyns head when all theſe 
things ſhall come to paſſe, and that thou (halt be hewed a 
mozeercellent wap to direc the courſe and maner of thy like, 
then ener was imparted vnto any of thy pzedeccſſogs ; Re- 
member y this token(of laping my hand on thy head) to tol- 
low without delay the directions that ſhall bee giuen thee. 
This hauing ſalde, be baniched away to the great une. 
and aſtoniſhment of Edwyn, who had not (ate there long; but

Colmanus and Tuda, ſuccerding one another in the Biſhoy- 
ricke ofL indiſfarne, gouerned all Nozthumberland as well 
as they could during the time of this troubleſome vacancy. 
At laſt Egtrid king of Rozthnmberland appointed ont WII. 
fride vnto the Dc of Yo;ke,ſending him to Agelbert Biſhop 
of Paris /ſometime of Wincheſter ) to receine conſecration 
of bim; where Wilfrid ſtaping verp long, and not giving any 
hope of ſp dy refurne,the ſame king enſozcred Cedca/a very 
holy man) without all rtgh! vnto the ſame to thy: it! bimſel's 
to the plate due to VWiltrid. Pauing carefully attended that 
Charge not pertaining to him the ſpace of the pears,he was 
admentſhcd by Theotorus Archbiſhop of Canterbury that 
de was not rightly and law/ully called to that Da, wheroues 
on he pꝛeſently fo:ſoket?, and was made by meanes of the 
lame I icodorus Bilthop o Lichfield.

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inclination of the bort, that bee was defirous fo become 4 
Scholler. Lherefoze ſhee ſent him to one Cedda, that of x 
Councelloz and Chamberlaine to the King , had become x 
Monke at Lindiſfarne,whether it might not bee the manby 
fo;e mentioned, à diſcernenot. By him he was diligently in 
ftruged,and being very ſharpe witted, p2ofited wonderfully 
vnder him. At that time there was a great contention in the 
Church about the obſeruation ofEaſter ; whereof this youth 
being deſicous to bee fully infozmed , determined to gee to 

Rome, and Tudy there aWbile. By meanes of Eanfled the 

Q. aſozeſaid,and Ercombert R. of kent, bs was furnifhed(y; 

this vorage © ſent along with one oz two other. In the way 

he fell acquainted with VVullinus Acchbiſhep of Lyons,whe 

made very mach of him, t taped him with him a time, te the 

great increaſe of his knowledge. Continuing then no long 

time at Rome, in his returne home ward, bee was oꝛdeted i 
the Archbiſhop of Lyons afozeſaid , who allo adopted himty 
be his ſonne Yee meant not to haue returned into his owns 
Countrcey, but that this Archbiſhop was ta en ſtom him be⸗ 
ing murthered by Bruncchildus the Queene that had cruelly 
Haine 9. other Bichops beſoze. P2eſently vpon his retarns 
boine,king Egfrid gaue him a houſe and maintenance, and 
many noblemen admiring much his learning and eloquence, 
beſtowed diuets things vpon him, at laſt with great applaule 
e liking ot al men, he was choſeu Bichop, t ſent into France, 
where he was conſecrate by 12. ther Biſhops: foz he refoſed 
to take conſecration at the hands of the ®cottiſh biſhops,that 
were counted ſchiſmatigques in not agreeing with the church 
of Rome concerning the time and obſeruation of Caffer.BSe 
pond the ſeas he ſtayed ſomwhat longer then hee naded bt- 
ing delighted with the company of many learned men of that 
country : and when he would haue returned , by tempeſt of 
weather he was dziuen into farre countries, where he wa 
dzed along time. Coming home, and finding another mu 
in his place, hee lined à while a pꝛiuate life. Jn which 
mean ſpace he was often inuited by Wulther king of Peta 
land vnts the Bithopzickeof Lichfield. In the ende Cedde 
being remoned (as befo2e is ſaid)be ſetled himſelle at Yozke, 
and peſted Cedda to Lichfield. Then, the f tit thing hee — 
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abont was to finiſh his Cathedzall Church left vnpet ſed by 
Paulinus, and ſince his departure very much decaicd/ foz the 
roſe was fallen, and the walles in many places cuinous) this 
bis Church A ſay hee repaired, and finiſhed, mending the 
walles, cogering it with leade , glaſing the windowes and 
mozeouer beautifled the ſame with many godly oznaments. 
pe was ſo greatly beloued of all ſoꝛts of people fo; his gentle- 
nes,affability e liberalit p, as many men liuing , but moze at 
their death(eſpectally Cleargy men) would put their gods x 
thildzer into his hands, the one aſſuring themſelues of a faith- 
full kaper, the other ofa diſcrete and conſcionable diſpender. 
Herebyit came to paſſe that in ſhozt time he became excee- 
ding cich, baving many ſeruitozs to attend vpon him, and 
great Toze ot plate, and other heuchsuld Kuffs very ſumptu⸗ 
ous. The repozt whercofcomming to the eares of I heodore 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury : it put him in minde of the great- 
nefe oſthat Dioces and the ability of the Tountry to main- 
faine ade Biſhops. TAberefo;e hee went about to appoint 

two 0; te other Biſhops under him. Which when Wil. 

ride obſtiuately refuſed,and the ol het ceaſed not to vrge very 

earneflly, de appealed vnts the Pops, and went vnto him in 
perſon. Some repozt (I thinke vntruly ) that de went about 
toperſwade the Nuacne to fozſake her huſband, and betake 
her ſelſe to a monaſtery, and that the king beeing greatly di 

pleaſedherewith,firſt ſought ts diminiſh his authozity by ma. 

king moze Biſhops,and afterwards made dfuers complaints 

bnto the Pope againſt him, ſaking ts haue him depziued. 

Whoſeener cauſedit , certaine it is, that to the Pope he tra- 

velled, Jn paſſing of the Sta, hee was dztuen by acontrary 

winde into Frizia, and Rated there all winter pzeaching the 

Ooſpell /never heard of in that country befoze)vnto the king 

and people, whom befoze his departure hee conuerted vntg 

Ch;iff. The Pope was then at the Counſell of Conſtance, 

where, both by him and his Counſell it was oꝛdeted that the 

Cate of the Biſhopꝛicke of Pozke ſhould net be altered with- 

out Vilfrids owe conſent. Bat Egftide the king ſo fauoured 

Theodores deniſe,as Wilfride at his teturne perceiued well, 

de mufteithery&ld vnto it oz fozſake the country. Here in me 


thinks he was to blame: Not induring to take a ropulſe in a 
Do matter 
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matter he had trauelled ſo much in; Yee rather choſe to leane 
Biſhopꝛicke, countty and all, and to liue in pouetty and exit, 
Ve went into @ufſex, and th te indeucuting to conuett the 
people ot that country vnte the faith of Chiſt, became then 
firſt Biſhop,and laid the foundations of a Cathedzall chure, 
the a being afterware remoned ts Chicheſter Da mon 
bereof in ChicheTer. After ten yeares baniſhment, 8. F4. 
frid dying. Altrid that ſucceeded dim (ent fo2 Wilfride am 
deſired him to returne to this Da of Yozke: which ba did 
But after ſtue yeares, the king fell out with him, and eye 
him to Kome againe. Thete purging him elfe of all the um 
ſations laid againft him by the king, be obtained the Popes 
letters in fauoncofhim;by meanes whereof, and interceſſien 
of many friends, with mach ado,at laſt de was reſto;ed eng 
moe bato his firſt charge, in which aſter this his laſt reflity- 
tion, hee lined peaceably the (pacs of fower peares, and um 
then being ſenenty fire years of age, Daober the telle ih 
pere 711, fozty flute peates aſter his firſt conſecration dt 
was buried in the monaſtery of Rippon which himieife built:

Hee was 
nete o' kians vnto O kitell his pzedecefCo; , but nerer 
vato Odo Achbiſho7pe of Canterbury being bis b2others 
ſonnc. By dis meanes dee was fir? made Canon of Win. 
cheer,aiter Deane : ſoꝛ at that time, the Cathedzall Church 
of Aincheſter had no monks, but maintained a company of 
ſecular Pziefts, wherot many were married men. Percet. 
uing the monks onlÞ were now in pzice, and other Cleargy 
mea little efteemed ; by the adaice of his Uncle de loft his 
place in WWtiachefter, and travelled to Floziake iu France, 
where he became a monk. Hauing continued there ſome fine 
oz fire peares,his vncle wit often very impo;tunate'y unte 
him to come home, but could neuer pꝛeuaile, till bee ſent him 
woꝛd of bis laſt ckneſſe, wheteot᷑ ſone afterhe died Oſwald 
then defirons to haue ſrene him once moze, made haſte into 
Engiand, but came to ſate; the olde Archbiſhoppe was dead 
firſt. Ockicell then his other kinſman gaue him entertains 
ment, till that by the meanes of Saint Dunſtan, he was pe- 
ferred to the Biſhopꝛick of TWozceter, biz. the pare 960. two 
ytets after his arrtuall in England. Me built there the church 
dedicated fo the bleCed Airgin Mary, hatd by the Church of 
Saint Peter, and placed monkes in the ſame, to the end that 
the pꝛieſts of Saint Peters Thurch being continually vdiſgra- 
ted by the people (that very much renerenced the monkes) 
might become a weary oftheirplaces. Ve was not deceived 
of bis expectation,the people flocked all vnto the monks and 


left the Pꝛieſts of Peters alone. Partly fo2 ſhame, partly + 


foz griefetherof{ being peraduenture molefted other wiſe) the 
molt of them departed thence,and the reit were faine fo take 
coules vnto theme become monks, The e ofBozke being 
void. B. Edgar tate t̃ull toplace a fil man in the nozthconntry 
(which was then very rude and barbarons) and thinking 
none ſo fit as Oſvald,made offer ofthe ſame bato him: and 
when ha (@med loth to fozlaks Wazceter, was mn — 
1 
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thould hold both. This man was the firff founder of the Abs 
beyofRKamley inthe Ille of Ely, ga very liberall beneſacoz 
vnto the Abbey of Floziake where bee was bzought vp; A 
great pattone of Ponkes, anda ferrible perſecnto; of marri- 
ed P2ielfs,wherofthere were man in thoſe daies. He died 
at Wozceter ſodenly, dauing waſhed the fete of tettaine 
we men, (as daily he accuſfomed) After which kneting 
powne to p2ay, without any ficknefle pzecedent, he gaue 
vp the Ghoſt, William Malmsbury (who tepozteth this) 
addeth , that the day befo28 his death, bee tolde diners of 
bis friends that he Could die. Pe was bery learned, left 
ſome teſtimonies thereof in witing, not pet periſhed:foz the 
integrity alſo of his life t converſation, he was much reug- 
renced. The greateſt fault I find in him is, that he was very 
tarneſt in ſetting fo2th that dogrineofDinels that debarreth 
men of lawfuil marriage.

Hee is blamed alſo foz another barbarous part of the (ame 
king, that canſed the dead body of his 8 wne bother Harold 
to bee digged bp, beheaded, and then call into the Thames. 
This they ſay was done by Alfricus the Archbiſhops coun 
ſell. Ve beſtowed mach money vpon the Collodge of Sener- 
ley, firſt in anew and ſumptnous ſhzine fo2 the body of d. 
lohn his pzedecefo2, 4 then in purchaſing lands to increale 
the teuennes thereof, vis ſome at Milton, other at ene, 
and againe at F2ideiffhozp. Pozeouer hee built there a high 
ſtæple, and furniſhed it with two great belles, like voto 
Which hre gaue :. other ofthe ſame mould vnto @outhwell, 
andtwo vato Stow. Vee died at Soauthwell the yere 1050 
and was buried at Peterbozough.

Aldredus that being firſt a Bonke of Winchefter, then 
Abbot of Taneſtocke, was conſecrate Biſhop of Wozcetsr, 
the peare 1046. making his way by money and b;ibes 
liberally beſtowed among Ceurtiers, found a meanes to 
tirtumuent q abuſe the ſimplicity of king Edward the Con- 
feſſ2, and by alleadging the example of his pꝛedecelloꝛs that 
had held WWozceterin Commendam with Borke, obtained 
licence of dim to hold them both, whertn ſo holy a man as . 
Edward me thinks ſhould haue bene moze pzeciſe. Yauing 
pꝛeuailed thus farce, he went to Rome fo; his pall, together 
with the Carle Toſti B,atherts the Quene, Gio alter Bi- 
thop of Welles, and Walter of Gerefozd. The Pope at that 
time was N:c.the ſecond, a great enemy to mon, which in 
this age began to grow very riſe. Whether he had hard ſonr- 
what of Aidredes bzibing in obcaintng this preferment, 03 
wictherbeAHtit cnt by ſtria eramination(woich ts celine. 
red) bee not oneip refaſd to efabliſh him in bis Archbf- 
thopzicke, but al'o depziued him of the Biſhopzicke her had 
b:foz: Y2meivards thep came together in one company, but 
with tiacrs 2ffeniens;Gifo and Walter toyfull lo: the honoz 
nelvlp done Vito them: fog being ſound men not onely lear- 
ned, but of god conuer ation, and not culpable of any co2rups 
ten: ther were conſecrateat Nome with all favour and he⸗ 
nout that mightbe : Toll the Carle penſiae fc2 his friend, 
whoſe bztbcs be bab recetued fo the others cucrthzolp ; and 
laſtly, Aldred almoſt de et at fo ſo great atalamitp, as was 
fallen vvon him. D& the power of Alminhty God, that not 
only tai eth as it were iu a motnent tom the dotteme of nit- 
ſcry vnto the toppe of yappineſle : but 2i'o both it by ſuch 
means oftentimes as wethinke moze ititely te calt vs down 
farther,then to relicue vs any thing at al. Theſe telly compa- 
nions, trauelliug from Rome toward the Alpes; by the wap 
wereencountred with a company ofgad fe le wes (in a haps 
py home fo; Aldred)that ſpoiled them of all they had about 
them, leauing them neither hozle noz money, noz any thing 
m2nep 
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monep-wozth but their apparell. o there was no remedy 
but backe to Rome they muſt againe to furniſh them anew 
foz their tourney. There Lolli with open mouth exclaimey 
againſt the Pope ſaping, there was no reaſon that farre tz, 
mote nations ſhould ſo greatly and in awe of his ercommy. 
nications, which theues and robbers cared not a half, 
fo:,but contemned openly and derided even bndcrhis nol: 
that amongſt poze Pziefts, be would play Rex, but let tete. 
lious varlets dee what they lif. It by his meanes (quath 
be) our gods be not reſtozed to vs againe, let him gut 
vs leaue to ſay, that by his fault and miſgouernment we 
haue loſt them, and wee hope that our King will haue ſac 
c:nfi>eration of vs, as in the end this tourney (when he hey 
re'h ofit)Hal pꝛoue a greater lofſe to the pope then to bs. Fo; 
my part, J will not faile to certifie him of the truth, ti in 
poztune him daily foz recompence, which out ofthe tribute 
the Pope hath of Englaud will ſone be made. And except hy 
deſerne it befter, why hee hoald haue any at all, J (@ not, 
Partly,by meanes of theſe thzeats,partly in commilſeration 
aud pitty,partly by impoztunity of ſuite, Aldred at laſt obtai 
ned his Archbiſhop2:icke, e had his pall giuen him vpon ton 
dition that he ſhould leaue TWozceter : into which We et hu 
returne he wꝛought Wulſtan, but hampered him ſo, as hee 
refainedalmoſt all the commodity to bimſelfe, leauing Wul. 
{tan onelp 1 2 mannoꝛs to maintaine bis fate, Jn defence of 
which dealing he alledged, that the lands e poſſeſſions of the 
Arcbichopzicke were ſo waſted and ſpoiled by the Danes 
other in the time of Wulfere , and ſince that, they pelded littl 
oz no p:ofit. It could bee altogethcrtrue : foz Altrike and 
Kinſius(as befoze I haue ſhewon built 4 yarchaſed much, ha- 
uing no Com mendam at all. This Aldred likewiſe built 
much: A Þall fo: the Canons fo dine in together a Pozke, 
aus anothcr at @outbwell ; At Beuetley the Ball begun by 
bis pꝛe dete ſſozs, t leſt vnperſea, he fintſhed ; the Pzeſbitery 
there he raiſed from the verp foundation, as alſs a godly 
Church at Gloceffer,euen the ſame which is now the Cathe- 
dꝛal Church. This likewiſe is commended in him, that wher- 
as the clergy of thoſe fimes were very vndecently apporeled 
nothing differing fro m Lay men, he bzought all the _ 
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of bis Pꝛouince fo an bnifezme and ſ@mely kind of habite . 
It is alſo tecoꝛded of him that hee was Bing Edwards Am- 

vaſſa dout in Germany to a wh. le peare : and that the ptate 
1058. he mea voyage vnto Jeruſalem, thꝛougb Pungary, 
a thing that no Archbishop of this Realme (as Houcden no- 
tete did euer attempt beſoze him. Not many pates aſter 
his teturne King Edward the Confeſſo2 died, and Harold 
lauaving the dignitp ropall no way due vnto bim, was 
ccowned by Aldrcd, Willian the Conque-our alfo refuſing 
toreceiue the Crowne at Stigands hands (whom bee called 
the vſucper of Cantecvury } deſired him to perſozme that (0- 
lemaity, which ha did, requiring firſt an oath of him to de⸗ 
fend the Church, miniſter iuſtice (and amongt& other things) 
to vie Cnglifhmen as fauonrably as Nozmans. This cath 
it ſ(amed bato Aldred the king had bzoken, and thereſoze 
(like a couragions Pꝛelate) her ſtucke not tothunder out an 
ercommeanication againſt him,ſaying, that now wozthily ba 
hadcurſed, whom once bnwoz2thily he had bleed. This bold 
pank being repo2ted vnts the King,incenſed him very mach 
at ficſt,bat thinking better ofit, he determined to giue kant 
woꝛds a while,and ſo ſent ſeme to entteat fo; his abſolution. 
Theſe meſlengets came to late; ſoʒ the Wiſhop beingtroubled 
much in mind aſter the perfozmance of that agdion, and epther 
amaſed with ſeare of what might happen after it, ez oucr- 
come with griefe and repentance of that te had done; ncuer 
touls bee merry after, and ſo by conteit was calt into a diſeaſe 
whereof hee died. September 11. 106 9. This 15 the tepoꝛt 

of W, Malmsbury. Others ſay (namely Florencius Wigorn) 
that hee was ſo grieued with the comming in 97 a Rau of the 
Danes, as he p;aied to God to take him aut of this lc, that 
be might not ia the laughter and ſpople which hee thougyt 

they would make; And that this arteſe was the cane o: his 

death- De was inoze reuerenced altert ward then whil hee l 

ued a great deale. Ng Engliſh man ſuccaded him in many 
pres aſter; And the Nozmans being odious vats the pcople 

they gladly repzehenved all their actions, $4 comparing them 

with (uch Englich Bicheps as they could remember, made 

moſt fanourable repazt 2 then, Diicthing £5 encreafed his 
credite much: Vu. Eule of Wozeeter hav built a CaTie 
there 
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there fo ſome pzetudice of the monks, inſomuch as the ditch 


ofthe ſaid Castle empatred a little of the Church ard. A]. 
dred went vnto the Catle (hauing befoze admoniſhed him to 
right the wzong) and hauing demanded of him whether it 
were done by his appointment which her could not deay )(g+ 
king ſfedfaſtily vpon him, hee vſed theſe wozdes ; Vightes 
thou Vrie? Pane thou Gods curſe and mine, « of all hallow, 
ed heades, extept thou take away this Caſtle, and kjow 
thou aſaredly, that thy poſterity ſhall not inherite the lum 
and inheritance of Saint Mary. This his curſe ſ@med ty 
take effec, foz Viſus died ſoneafter, and Roger hisſonns 
a very (mall time enioping his fathers honour, loſl the ſame 
and was faine to flie the realme fo; killing an officer of the 

Kings. Thus much foz Aldred, who after his death was by. 

ried in his owne Church.

Ve King then appointed Thomas a Channon of Bayan 

to be his @ucceſſoz, a N32maa by birth, but he was 
b:onght vp altogether in the (chwoles of the @axons in Francs 
except a little time be ſpent in paint. Me was the (onncol 
a P:ieſt/amarried Pꝛieſt J take it) and bzother vnto Samp- 
ſon Biſhep of Wozceter, whole ſonne I homas ſuccarded, 
aſterwards this Thomas in this Be of Poe P:e-entlie 
vpon his returne home after tranell, hee became Chaplain 
vnto Odo Biſhop of Bayon William Conquerours halle 
b:zother, who made him Treaſurer of 1Bayon, and then pie 
ferred him unte the ſernice of his brother the King. Pee 
was a man very learned, gentle both in countenance and 
words, of averpſwate and amiable behautour, chaſte and 
of a godly perſonagee, being in dis pouth beautifull,in his 
latter time well colcurcd, and his hapze, both head # beards 
25 white as now. At bis firſt entrance he bad ſometphat ts 
doe with Lanfranke Archbichop of Canterbury, vnto whom 
be uculd not make pꝛolcſſion of obedience neuer (as be allea- 
geb yuckoze that time required. And indeed beſo2e the coming 
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of England , were not onely in authozity, dignito and of 
fice, but alſo in number of ſuffragan Biſhops equall, Bat 
at this time(ſaith he ) they of Tanterburp perſwadcd the new 
king, that Pozke ovght to bee (nbiec vnto their Sx, and 
that it was foz the god andſafety of be Ring that the church 
thereofſhould bee obedient p;incipally vnto one; foz that 
otherwiſe one might ſet the crowne vpon one mans head, 
and the other dog as much foz ſome body clſe. This con- 
froucifie is moze at large debated in Canterbury. The end 
foz that time was, that Thomas ouerdozne by the Archbt. 
ſhoppe of Canterbury Lanfranke and the King (who f1u0u- 
red hi wis faine to appeale vnto Rome; both of them be- 
ing therein perſon befoze the Pope, they fell (as commonly 
it happeneth in like caſes)from the chiefe point, into by mat- 
ter s,and-articling one again another. Wihat I hoine laite 
again Lanfranke J finde not. And all that Lanſrankchad 
to ſay again him, was, that he was a Pꝛieſts ſon (magnum 
(cilicet crimen) and that the king fo his faithfullſerutce had 
p;omiſed him a Biſhopzicke befoze his comming into Eng- 
land. Theſe wereſo great matters inthe Popes iudgement 
as Thomas muſt be depziuedofhis Ring and Croſier 4nof 
reſtazed ta them but by the entreaty of Lanfranke. As fo; the 
matter of Þ2imacy,he left it to the oʒdeting of the King and 
Biſhops of England, who fozced I homas to pald, making 
then his repayze to Pozke,be ſound the whole Rate cfhis Di⸗ 
oces (the City and Church eſpectally) moſt miſerable. The 
Danes befoze mentioned comming againſt the citp7;the £02- 
mans thathelo the Caſtle, thought awd to burne certatng 
bouſes nere if, left they might ba a furtherance veto the e- 
nemy. This vngentle fire would not bee enfreated fo ap 
iuſt where they would haue it, bat pꝛoca ding farther then 
bis commiſſion, deftroyed the monaſery and Church of ©. 
Peter, and in fine the whole City Beſoze the fire was ont, 
the Danes came, and take both City and Caſtle by fo:ce, 
putting to the iwo. all the Hoamans they found thers (to 
the number of thz& thouſand) ſaving none aliae, but org 
William Mallet, bis wife, chile:en anda few other. Don 


After the detrugton of this gwuly City, the Bing cal. — 
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theſe parts with a puiſant army againff the Danes, no 
ceaſing to make all manner of ſpople, as if he had bang 
in the enemies Country. Do betwene the Danes and the 
No:mans, ſuch havocke was made, as all the land fromthz 
great tiuet of Pumber, vato the ciner of Tine, lay waſte, 4 
not inhabited by any man foz the ſpace of nine pres ate, 
In the Church of Pozke there were onely tha Cangus 
leſt,the reſt being alleyther dead ez fled away, & they had left 
vnto them neither hoaſs to put their heads in, noz any good 
meanes how to liue and maintaine themſelnes. All thele 
faults this induſttrious Biſhop endeagoured te amend. Firf 
he new covered and ropayp;ed his Church as well as be might 
to ſetut the lurne fo; a time. But aftecwards he polled down 
all the olde building, and erected from the very foundation x 
new, to wit the Pinſer that now Kandeth. Vis Cannons 
diſperſed abzoad, he called home againe,and take 0zder they 
ſhould bee reaſonably pzoutded oz. Da built them hall! 
a dozter, and appointed one of them to be the Pzonoft, and 
gouernour ofthe teſt. Alſo he beſtowed certaine Pannozst 
lands vpon them, and cauſed other to be reſtozed that had ban 
taken from them. Bat the twelue Pannozs taken from 
Wozceter, the King perſwaded thereunto by Lanfranke) 
cauſed him to render backe againe. The Church then having 
continued in this ate a god while, J know not by whoſe ads 
niſe, the Archbiſhop thought god to dinide tha land of Saint 
Peters Church into PÞzebends, and ſo to allot a particular 
poztion vnta euety Canon, whereas befoze they lincd toge- 
ther vpon the common charges ofthe Charch at one Cable, 
much in like ſezt, as fellowes ofhouſes ds now in the Unv 
nerſities.At the ſame time alſo he appointed a Dean a Tre 
lurct, aud a Chanter,and as ſoʒ the Chancellazthippe it was 
founded ol him befoze. The church newly built by him hee 
furniſhed with bokes, and all kind ofoznaments neceflerie; 
but his ſpectall care was fo repleniſh the ſame,and the reſtol 
dis Diocts with learned and honeſt men, with whom de was 
wont continually to conferre and teaſon ſome time with one, 
and ſometime with another)partly fo2 his owneererciſe,an 
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diligence in increaſing their knowledge. Pimſelfe was very 
learned. and wait diuers things both in pꝛoſe and verſe. Vee 
was alſo a very god Puſitian , and could not onely ſing , but 
play very well vpon the D2gans,and did ſet many ſongs. Ba⸗ 
uing crowned Ning Henry the firſt, Auguſt 5. 1100. with the 
helpe of Maurice Biſhop of London ( becauſe Anſelm Atchbi⸗ 
ſhop of Canterbury liued then in baniſhment ) the 18 of No- 
uember following, being @unday,he died at Rippon, and was 
buricdat Yozke, in the Pinſter hunſelfe had built , next vnto 
Aldred his pzeveceſſoz. The Epitaph heere following is aſ- 
cribed by Stabbs vnto Thomas the ſecond,this mans nephew, 
but by diuers things in the ſame , J diſcerneit to belong vnts 
this fozmer Thomas, as namely by the date of his death , the 
deſcription of his perſon,and ſome other things.

Fter the death of Thomas Gerard nephew bnto Wal- 1101. 
A few Biſhop of Wincheſter, and Chancellour of Cn Hen: 1.2, 
gland (vnder William the Conquerour, and Rufus his 
ſonne) having beene Biſhop of Yerefozd no long time, bee 
was elected vnto Pozke , but obtained not confirmation a 
great while. Foz he refuſed to make p2afeſſion of obedience 
vato Canterbury, till being commanded by the Popes letters, 
bee perfoꝛmed the ſame. Pee ſate Archbiſhop ſcuen veeres, 
and aloft fixe moncthes, rr 21 dicy(ubbenly in his 
p gar? 
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garden at Sonthwell, at a time when no body was with him 
Hee was a god benefacto2 vnto the Church of Bozke : foz het 
w2s a meanes vnto the King , to beſtow the Church of Lap 
ton vpon the Chapter, and himſelfe hauing obtapney of hin 
the Churches of Dzyficld, Ktlne, Pockington, Pickering, 
and Burgh, hee gane them all likewiſe to the Chapter. This 
notwithſtauding, after his death they would not ſuffer hin 
(dying ſo ſuddenly ) to bee buried with in their Church (hary- 
ly in the Church-pard.) Ss he was laid at the entrance of the 
Church pozch. But Thomas his Ducceſſo2 not induring that 
ſuch an indignitp ſhould be offered vato an Archbiſhoy, teme 
ucd his bones into the Church afterward , and cauſed them 
be honc urably intumbed. Ye was a man ot great learning,and 
fo; eloquente admirable, but ſomewhat to eager ag unt na 
. ried Pꝛieſts, whom by no meancs he could abide. Dale cha- 
geth him with ſoꝛcerv and conturation, becauſe foꝛſoth, that 
aftcr his death, there was found in his Chamber a Uolnme of 
Firmicus, who wit of Aſtrologis indeed, but of conturation 
nothing that cuer I heard.

Second Thomas ſucceeded, a Chaplaine of the Kings, 

nephew vnto the fozmer Thomas, Sonne vnto Saar- 

{on Biſhop of Wozeeter , and bꝛother to Richard Sv 
ſhop of Bayon. Mee was a very fat man of body, and yong of 
peeres, pct of ſo god parts and ſufficiency,as being Pꝛouoſt of 
Beuerley, hee was clexed vnto the See of London, voite by 
the death of Mauritius, which election hee had ſcarce accepicd, 
and appꝛoued of, when he was called to Vozke. Cuenashis 
P2edeceCoz, hee was very loath to make his p:ofeſſion vnto 
Canterbury. Being required thercunto by Anſelme the 
Archbiſhop : Yee made many excuſes. Whetefoze Anſelme 
lying very ſicke, and perceiuing his end to bee nette, watt 
vnto all the Bulhops of England, commannding them not 
to conſecrate him befoze hee had made his pzofeſſion, lay 
ing a terrible curſe and excommunication , vpon whomlo- 
euer ould dar it. The Bing after Anſelmes death com 
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manded the Biſhop of Wozceter (whoſe ſonne the Elect was) 
to conſecrate hun: But the Brſhophts father anſwered, that 
ba would not haue the curic of Father Anicime fo: any wozlds 
lygod. Do in the end being perſwaded to yeld, as other had 
dont befozc him, conſecration was affo2ded vnto hun, and per- 
famed by bis Father Sampſon the foꝛcſaid Biſhop of Wozce- 
ter (as ſome repo2t by the Biſhop of Lonton )the 27 of June, 
1108, Tbis man created two new P2cbends in his Church 
of Voꝛke. b er placed Cannons regular at Dagulſtad : he gaue 
piucrs parcels of land vnto the Colledge of Pouthwell, and 
purchaſed of the Bing the like liberties and p2tuiletges 703 
wem, hat ge P2ebends of Vozke,Beuerlep,and Rippon had. 
Pe ſate little aboue fine yeeres , and died (after a ſoʒt) a Par- 
tyꝛ. Lying dangerouſly ſicke, he was aduertiſed by the Phyſi- 
hans, che nature of his diſeaſe to be ſuch, as if he vſed the com 
pany of a woman, he neede not doubt of his recouery : other- 
wiſe nothing was to be loked foz but death. Ye choſe rather 
to die, then to pollute ſo high and ſacred a calling with ſo foute 
and hainous offence. So he ended his life Feb. 19. 1114-and 
was buried beſtae the fozmer Thomas his vncle.

haue declared) Thurſtan a Cannon of Paules, and the 

kings Chaplaine was choſen to ſucceed him. Ve 
when by no mcanes hee could obtaine conſecration of Ralph 
Arch bil op of Canterbury, without making p2ofcffion of ſub- 
enmon,r nounced and fo2z\oke the benefit of his clegion. Vet 
temembꝛing hunſelfe at laſt, he went to Nome, to pleavhis 
cauſe bcſoze the Pope, and obtained letters to the hing, and 
Acchbiſhopxe of Canterbury in commendation of his cauſe. 
Qheſe letters pꝛeuapling nothing with the Archbiſhop that 
would bee wonne by no meanes, and Thurſtan continuing as 
dbſt mate in his reſolution: The Ste remaincd voide a long 
tune. At laſt it fell out that a Councell was ſummoned to be 
held at Khemes , Thurſtan craving leaue of the Bing to goe 
Pp 2 thithcr 
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thither, tould not odtaine it befo2e he had p2omiſey that hee 
would not recetne conſecration there. Which pꝛomiſe not 
witiffanding, ſo well her followed his buſineffe , that b 
fo:e the comming ouer of other Engliſh Biſhoppes to the 
Conncel, he was a Biſhop ready conſecrate as well ag they, 
and that by the hand of the Pope hunſelfe. @ohe (and he om 
lp 5 thinke of all the Archbiſhops of Yozk ſince the Conquee ) 
neuer made p2ofeſſion of (ubienton to the Metropoliucall a 
of Canterbury. The king hearing of this dealing, wasve 
ry greatly oſtended with Thurſtan , and fozbad him Cnglam 
Neither could the Pope (meeting with the Bing at Gife'y 
and intreating foz him) ſo pacrfie his diſplcaſure, as that ba 
would (nffer hum to returne. After frue peeres baniſhment, 
the Pope wꝛit a veryſharpe letter vnto the king, ſignifying 
that hee would excommunicate both hun, and the Archbihe 
of Canterbury alſo , if Thurſtan were any longer kept fren 
his Ste and charge. Verenpon he was called home,and (one 
after reconciled vnto the King. This man is much pyaſey 
firſt fo; his learning, then fe2 his greate wifcdome an 
diſcrettan; andlaſtly, ſoꝛ his induſtry and diligente, hs cart 
and painfulneſſe, in well gouermng the charge committed 
to him. Mee was a verp kinde man to bis Canove , vnte 
whom amongſt other things , hee affwo25cd this p2iwilerge, 
that the pearely p2ofit of their Pꝛebends, being divided 
into th:ee parts, it ſhould bee le wfull foz any Canon tu by 
queath two parts of the veare next enſutng his death, 
lotting the third vnto the fabzicke, that is, toward the repars/ 
tion of the Church. This oꝛder hee ſet downe not onelyat 
Pozke, but at Beuerlev alſo, at Southwell, at Nippon, and at 
Gloceſter ; all which were Colledges founded by Archbilhops 
of Pozke. Mozeduer it is to bee remembzed, that t either 
founded a new, 02 renewed and repayred eight Bonaſteries. 
One of them was that of Fountaines fo: white Monks, ba 
lucdat the ſuppꝛeſſion in 1173. l. /. d. ob. yearriy rtuencw. In 
the latter end ol his time, to wit, June 4. 1 1 37, alamentable 
chance befell his Church and City. By taſuall fire Saint Pe- 
ters Church in Pozke , Saint Maries without the walles, 4 
boſpitall of his owne building, and nine and thirty other chut 
ches wert deſtroyed, and the whole city almoſt vtterly _ 
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med, Lhe ydarefollowing/to wit, 1148.) whenas Dauid 
king of Scots entring our borders with a very great army, 
burnt and ſpopled all the Country as farre as the riuer of 
Teyſe : this Archbiſhop gathering together ſuch power ag 
de was abls to raiſe bhon the ſodatne, meite them at Aluer- 
ton vnd ſetting on them, flue tothe number of i 2 000,Th is 
of Wallingham. Powbeit Houcden ſaith, that at the battel 

ha was not himſelſe pzeſent , being hind;ed by ficknee Ha 

ping continued in that Ma lice and twenty pares, from the 

time of his eled ion, and being a bery aged man, he detetmi⸗ 

ned to fozſake the wozld, and become a onze at Pontſract 

which he did, reſigning his Bifhopzicke, Janua p r 5, 1 140.

Ing Stephen had a kinſman named VVi!liam/that was 
ſonne vato Emma his filter by Earle Herberr, a man 
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no leſſe noble in mind and vertue, then ſtocke and lineage. Steph. 8. 


Ve being Treaſurerof Pozke, was new elected unte the 
Archbichopzicke and haning obtained conſecration alſs, ſent 
to Rome ſoz his pall. is ſpade there, was not ſo good as 
bee lokedfoz: By ſome adnerſaries many erceptions were 
taken againſt him, whereby it came to paſſe no! onely his 
ſuite was put oft and ſtcald fo that time, but alſo P2zoces 
awarded fo admeniſh him to come thither in perſon to an- 
were the accuſations laſed againſt him. At his comming 
fo Rome, de ſound his aduerſaries many and mighty. And 
amongt the reſt it is remembzed that Saint Bernard then 
living was very earneff again him. Fugenius the Pope 
had bene bꝛeught vp in the Abbey of Clarenall vnder D. 
Barnard, together with Henry Murdac, whom Williams 
adverſaries had ſet vp to b& a ſuiter fo2 his Archbiſhop- 
uche. The Pope being thus carried away with the per-

his nephew, which all men iudged vndeſerued.{Therefoze hy 
Cod vpon termes with the new Archbiſhoppe,and requires 
him to (weare bnto him fealty in ſome extrao2zdinary may 
ner, and when he denied, eaſily twke occaſion of dilpley/ 
ſare againſt him. The townſmen ofBozke that loned II 
am excadingly foz his gentleneſſe and dertuens behaniour 
amongſt them; heating how the king was affeged;refuled ty 
receine Murdac ints their City. Foz this reff lance he (a 
pended them: which netwithRanding , Euſtach the kinges 
ſonne, commanded (crutce fo bee ſatd as at all other times 
was accuſtomed. By meanes hereof, as alſs by reaſon that 
the Kings officers were very terrible and heany eniuies date 
all that had laboured foz the depzination of William: (edit 
ons t tumalts were daply tapſed in the City, amengtt whit 
a certaine Archdeacon, a friend of the Archbiſhoppes was 
lune. Two o th yeres theſe (irs continued, till at lak, 
the Kings wzath by meanes being appeaſed, Yozke men 
were content to recelue their Archbiſhop peaceably. Va . 
uecned very anfterelp the Mace of ten yeares,died Ode 14. 
b 5 : at ®terbozne, and was buried in his Cathedzal 

urch.

VV Illiam imme diatelp after his depzination, got hin 
bome into England, and in great patience away- 


Trephen 18, ting the pleaſure of God, betoke himſelfe to the Ponalte- 


ry of Mincheſter, liuing much in the cempany of Herr; 
the Biſhoppe, that did ſitſt conſectate him, Now va {all 
vnderſtand, that a little bef22e the death of Henry Murdac, 
Eugenius the Pope his olde companion, and Saint Bernard 
the Maſter of them boths/foz they had been his ſchollers,were 
taken ont of this liſe. William then was greatly animatedby 
his friends to make complaint vnto Anaſtaſius the new Pope 
of the wzong beretofo;e done vnto him, and p;ouoked by 
geit importunity, did (0 ind&d, trauelling to Nome, — 
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owne perſon. Ve had ſcarce commenced his complaint, when 
newes was bzought that H. Murdac alſo his olde aduerſaty 
was likewiſe departed this life. Following then the adutſs 
of Gregory a Cardinal, a very politique and ſubtle fellow : 
without any great ſuite he was teſtozed vnto all his honozs 
and had the palldeltaered vnto him. Ye was cetarned into 
England befozs Caffer, which he kept with his olde friend 
Henry the Biſhop of Wincheſter. VaRing then home to his 
owne Church, he was met bpon the way by Robert the Dean 
and Osberc the Archdeacon of Pozke, who fozbad him en- 
trancs in the Church, and appealed vato Rome againſt him, 
which he little tte med, but went fozward not withſtanding. 
Althe reſt of the Clergy and Commonalty teceiued him with 
wouderfalliop. Pol. Virg repozteth,that paſſing oner the river 
beyond Pontfrag,the number of the people that followed him 
to dos him honour,was ſo infinite, as the bzidge being but 
of timber, b;ake tuen fnff as the Biſhop was ouer, e thzew 
them all into the water. But the bleCing and pzayer of 
this boly man ( be ſuppoſeth) pzenailed ſo much with God,as 
they were all miraculonflp pzeſerned from d;owning. Inte 
his City he was honourably receiued,and began a very mild 
and gentle gonernment,ſhewing no token of gall oz malice 
toward his ancient and moT bitter enemies; but hee was 
taken away by death befoze he could perfozm any great mat 
ter otherwiſe. Done after Whitſontids bee fell ficke (as it 
ſemed)ofakind of ague, and within a day os two aſter de- 
parted this life. The common repozt is, that hee was poy- 
ſoned in the challice at Maſſe. And ſo ſaith the Antheme a 
pointed to bee ſung vpon his holyday(fo2 anon we hal haut 
him a Saint) wherein art contained theſe verſes: 
Eboracum præſul redit, 
Pontis caſus nullum lædit 
De tot turbz millibus. 
In Octauis Pentecoſtes 
Quidam malignantes hoſtes, 
In eum pacificum, 
Et vt ipſum priucnt vita, 
Celebrantis aconita. 
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Propinantin calice, 
Toxicatura prophanis, 
Ille potus, ille paints, 

Per quem petit toxicum, &c. 


Some (as namely Houcden) ſay that poyſon was conn 
into the water, in which he would walh dis hands at Dat 
time. But Newbrigenlis confuteth both theſe opinions af 
large, lib. 1,cap.26. Cet taine it is, that not onely alter hig 
death, but alſo while he vet liued, in his icknedle tune mu 
ſu[zected vehemently that he was popſaned. Jaſomach as 
one oſhis Chaplatnes aduiſed him to take ſome Antidown 
oꝛ remedy againſt popſon, which de alſo did, as one affirmeth 
but other ſay,heanſwered, quod antidotum humanum ad- 
jocre nollet diuino, that he would not adde the pzeſernatine 
ol the body vnto the pꝛeſetuatiue of the ſoule, vecauſt fo;loth 
be had then lately receiued the @ xcrament. Bowſoever it 
was, hee died very ſuddenly, his teeth waxing blackex little 
befoze his death, ond not without ſome other notes and dg 
nificattons of popſon The time of his departure was, June |, 
115. Altet his death he was Eanontzed, and the day aſoze- 
fatd, June $. appointed vnto the telebꝛatton of ys m 
Manp miracles are ſaid to haue bane wzought at his tombe 
in the Cathedzall Church of Pozks. Bela ne it that uſt, J can- 
not. To ſap no moze.me thmks the man whoſe depatuation 
# Barnard pꝛocuted, ſhould not be wozthy to be reputed 4 
Daint,o; like to wo2zke miracles.

dun, with much ads they induced the Chapter to chols 
bim. Ve was conſectate by Analta(ius the Pope, avout the 
middle ot Odob 1154 This mon is not grations in ourlle- 
ries,r et ha is confeſled to haue buen very learned, well = 
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ken, paſſing wiſe.and a great agmenter ofthe ate of his Bi- 
ſhopzicke , both inrevenues and buildings. The reaſon is, 
be favoured not monkes, by whom in a manner all our bi- 
ſtozies are w2itten- Ve was wont to ſap, that Thurſtan ne- 
ner did a wezſe dade then in ereding the monaſtery of 
Foeuntuer . And that it may appeare hee faigned not this 
miſlike, you ſhallfindin Newbridg. lib,z.cap. 5. That acer- 
taine religious man comming vnto dim when her lap vpon 
his death bed, requeſted him to confirme certaine graunts 
made vnto (heir honſe : to whom de anſwered , pon \ſ@ my 
friend J am now vpon the point of death, it is no time to diſ⸗ 
ſemble; I feare God, and in regard thereof refcaine fo (atiſ- 
fie your requeſt;which I pzoteT I cannot do with a god con · 
ſcience A range doctrine in thoſe dates; but bxinga wiſe 
man and learned, hee muſt nedes diſcerne, that the monkes 
of dis time were ſo farre fwarued and degenerate from the 
holineCe of thoſe firtexcellent men of the pzimitiue Church, 
as they reſembled rather any ather kind of people, then thoſe 
whom they pꝛetended in p2zofeſſion to ſncca d. Thoſe men(the 
monkes I meane,) to be renenged bpon him, hame ſtamped 
bpan him two notable faults, one, that he pzeferred whipping 
boyes vnto the chiefe dignities of the Church, wherein wete 
it trus) no body can excuſe him; The other thing they lay to 
bis charge is manifeſtiy falſe; They ſay he was miſcrably co 
yetous. and how dos they pzwue it?

Ve continued Arch⸗ 
biſhop 2 7 years,and being a very aged man,ſickned at Lond, 
whether calling vato him many Abbots,P3to2s,and other tt 
ligious perſons, by their adnice he beſtowed his gods, deline- 
ring out pꝛeſentiy great ſummes of money to the vie u the 
pre, and other god purpoſes, as vnto the Archbiſhop of Cay/ 
terbury Khemes and Roane, 500. pound a perce, am ui u- 
wotlk euety £1Hop ef England and No2mandy a certain pu; 
tron-This done, he remoued to Pozke,( ſaith Houcden)ather 
ſay to DShecbo;ne,and there died bpon ſunday Non. 2 2.1151, 
and was buried by Hugh Biſhopof Durham in the mund 
of the Quite ofthe Canons regular which himſelfe had bullt, 
Now whereas in his liie time he had pzocured Alexander the 
Pope to gean! this puuiledge, that it an Cleargy man died 
in his Pꝛouince, and deliuered not his gods away by hand 
befo;c his death, the Aichbithop ſhould haue the diſpoſition of 
them, it pleaſed Ged that the ſame meaſure he meat dati :. 
ther, he 0 :uld be ſerued withall himſelſe. Ve left behind him 
(oz had atleaſt wiſe what time be fickned) 11 050, pound tn 
filuer, and 300, pound of gold, befide an infinite deale of 
plate and ſumptuous bouſheld ſtaffe. All this (though ha 
dad beſtowed it (as afozeſaid ) the king notwithſtanding iu 
ſcd vpon, and connerted it to his owne vſe, ſaying, it was us 
rcaſon that his will ſhould ſtand ſoz good, that had diſanullcd 
the Teſtamoats of ſo many other. M mozeof him in Rich 
ard Archbiſhop of Canterbury.

Tx Se ofLincolne happening to bs void by the death 8! 
Robert de Chiſucto the pare 1167. king Henry the le⸗ 
cond pzocured Geoffry his baſe ſonne,a young tender belicatt 
youth, vet Archdeacon of Lincoine , to bet elecedtotheBV 
ſhopzicke. Pecontent with the large revenues of the (ame, 
made no halt to teteius conſecration , as haning moze care 8f 


ſharing the ſhep, then ſ@ding them, which he knew he m_ 
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do without conſecration as well as with it. ®enen yeares de 
dels the Biſhopzicke after that ſozt, and at length by the per- 
(\waſion of his Fathet, deſirous to haue his ſonne neere about 
him as (ome (ap) 92 perceiulng him vaſit ta make a Cleargy 
man as athet ſay.) Ve reſigned his inteteſt in the Church of 
Lincolne,and got im to the Couxt, where he was made Lozd 
Chancelloz of England, held that office about $.ycres, viz. 
vntil the year 11 $9-at what time his Father died. any Bt- 
thopzicks at that time were void, i had bin ſome ofthemalong 
ſealon,as Vozke now 10,years,and Lincoln 17. A. Richard 
therefo;e underſtanding the people murmared and grudged 
much at theſs long vacations,q knowing alſo it impozted him 
to ſo his bzother pzoutded foz,he thought to top 2. gaps with 
one buch, tat once to furniſhBozks with an Archbi. and his 
bzather with a lining. Do hee wait his letters to the Chapter 
of Vozkein his bothers behalfe, who (not without ſome dif- 
ficulty) eleced him. Pee was cen at Tours in France , by 
William Archb. of Toncs,in the moneth of Aug. 1191. Pie⸗ 
ſently after his conſecration, hee hied him ouer into England, 
although hee had taken an oath when bis b:other King Ri- 
chard began his voyage into the holy land, not to ſet foote in 
England within 3.yeaces after. Þzeſently therefo;e vpon his 
arrtual, he was impziſoned VVilliam B. of Ely the Chancel- 
lo2, being dzawn from the very altar of ©. Martins church in 
Douer;but hee was quickly ſet at liberty againe ; This man 
p;eoued a better Biſhop then was erpeced, goaerning his 
Pꝛouinte (it not ſomewhat tos tontly,acco2ving to the cou- 
ragerequiſite in a man of ſo high birth and nobility) very wel 
tcommendably. He is pzapſed much foz his temperance , (c- 
bornes xgranity both ofcountenance x behaatour. Al the time 
ol his b;other Richard he had much avce with his Tanons of 
Po;ke who by complaints vnto the Pope and the R. troubled 
him munch. Betwane him and R. lohn who was his bzother 
alle there was likewiſe mach adoe. In the ſecond yeare of his 
raigne,he commanded the @heriffe of Poꝛkchite to ſeize vpon 
all the gods and lands ofthe Archb. and his ſeiſure to roturne 
into the erchequer, which was done accozdingle: 'vhereupon 
the (dude A:chbiſhap excommunicated , no! »roly the She- 
uſte that had done him this violence, but all thoſe in * 
that 
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that were the anthozs of the lame, and that had bing any 
meanes to irre vp the kings indignation again them Thy 


cauſe of this trouble is diuetily repozted:ſome ſay, that he yin. 
dred the kings officers in gathring a kind oftarxe thꝛaug his 
Dioccs; others, that he refuſed to ſaile info Rozmandy with 
bim, when he went to make a marriage (83 his neece, an 10 
conclude à league with the Fceach King, Whether one of 
theſe were the cauſe, oz both, 82 none, J cannot tell; Wet cer. 
taine it is, that one whole pare his tempozalties weredeta(/ 
ned from him, his moveable gods nener reftozed, am vit 
mozeouer he was fains to pay 4 thouſand pound Rerling fo 
his reſtitution. This was a greater wound then it might ta 
lily be cured, Sixe o 7. peaces after it bk, out again, to 
wit, an. 1207, King lohn then breing at VWinchelter requi- 
red (ach of the Cleargy and nobility , as were there gu- 
ſent to conſent,that payment ſhould be made bntohim,ofthe 
tit tent ſhilling of all the moucable gods in England; this 
motion no man gaineſaid, but Getfry the Archbiſhop his b;e- 
ther. Aſter this, whether it were he were guilty of ſome grea- 
tcrattempt,oz that hee vndet tod, his bzother to be grienonl- 
lie offended with him to; withſtanding, this his deſire; well 
percetuing England was tos hote fo; him, ſecretly bee aus(- 
de: the Realme,excommunicating beſoze his departure ſuch 
of bis iutiſt iqion, as either had paid the ſaide tare, 0; hoold 
beeceafter pay it. Be liued then in baniſhment 5. years tuen 
vntill bee was called to his long home by death, which was

De D was votd aſter the death of Geffry, the ſpaceof 4, 
yeares. Jn the meane ſpace, Sy;ron de Langton botbet 
vnto Stephen Langron Archbiſhop of Canterbury was ele- 
cted by the Chapter of Pozke. But king Iohn being latelys 
become tributary bnto the Church of Rome, eaſily lcund 
mcanes toCaCire and diſanull that election. If the eld qua- 
reli betwane the Archbiſhop and him, uu ke ſomething in 
bis ſtomackt I matuell not: but he alleaged that he though 
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it dangerous and very int onuenient the whole Church of En⸗ 
gland ſhould bee ruled by two bꝛethꝛen, one at Canterbury in 
the South , and an other at Vozke in the Nozth. Dee la- 
boured then very earneſtly to haue Walter Gray his Coun- 
ſelloz remoned from Wozceter to Pozue. The Cannong 
there refuſed him foꝛ want of learning (as they ſaid, albeit J 
ind he ſpent ſoine tune in the Amucrſitie of Orfozd ,) but at 
laſt they were content to accept hum.in regard (fozſoth) of his 
ſingular temperance and chaſtitie: they leemed to be perſwa- 
ded that hee had cantinued till that tune a pure maide. The 
matter was they duct doe no other but peelde, and then 
thought god to make a vertue ot neteſlitie. This man was 
firſt Biſhop of Lichfield, conſetrate the peare 1210. tranſlated 
thence to Wozceter 1214. and laſtly, the yeere 1 21 5,to Yozk, 
but vpon ſuch conditions, as I thinke hee had beene better to 
haue ſtaid at Wozceter ſtill. The Pope would haue no leſſe 
then ten thouſand pound foz wꝛeſting him into the Archbiſho⸗ 
pꝛicke : fo; the gathering of which money hee was faine to 
be ſo th:ifty, as in all our hiſtozies hee is infamous foz a miſe 
table conctous wꝛetch: foꝛ pzoofe whereof, I will recount vn- 
to pou a ſtrange repozt of Mat. Paris. Che peare 1234 there 
was great dearth and ſcarcitie of toꝛne, and by reaſon that the 
dearth had continued then three yearcs ) moztalitic of people 
alſo,as well by peſtilenre as fanune. Aniongſt many rich men 
that were nothing mooucd with compaſſion toward the pooze 
daily periſhing fo2 want of relecfe , this Archbiſhop is eſpect- 
ally noted, that had fine peares coꝛne in ſtoꝛe and would not 
thꝛeſh it out. Being told at laſt by his officers , that it was 
much to bee feared, u was conſumed by mice, oz ſome other 
way much the wozſe foz ſo long ſtanding : hee bid them to de⸗ 
liuer it to the huſbandmen that dwelt in his Banno:s , vppon 
condition they ſhould pay as much new cozne foz it after har 
ueſt. They intending to doe as hee commanded, went about 
to take dswne a great mowe of coꝛne hee had at Nippon. And 
firſt comming toward it, they ſaw the heads of many ſerpents, 
ſnakes, toads, and other venemous creatures peering out at 
the ends of the ſheaues. This being tolde vnto the Arch⸗ 
viſhoppe, hee (cnt bis ſteward, and diuers of good credit, 
to enquire the truth thereof : who ſeeung that which the _ 
ay 
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had ſcene, enfo2ced niofwithſtardirg tertaine pene men to gu 


vp into the top of it with ladders. They were ſcarcely bp, 
when they ſaw a blacke ſmoake riſe out of thecozne, and felt 
a moſt loathſome ſtinke, which compelled them with all page 
poſſible to get them downe agame. Mo zeduer, they all heard 
an vnknowne voice ſavung vnto them, Let tte cone alont c 
the Archbiſhop and all he hath is the diuels polleſſion. Co 
make ſhoꝛt they were faine to build a wall about it, and thents 
ſct it on flre, ſcariug leaſt ſuch an int nite deale ot venemers 
creatures might infect and poyſon, oʒ at leaſt greatly anney the 
whole Countrey. The credit of this repozt J league vnto the 
Keaders diſcretion. Matthew Weſtminſter commendeththe 
man arc ativ fois wilcdome in gouernment ond his lopull f- 
delitie vnto his Pꝛince: and that bee deſerved tis commer 
dation, I account it no lender y2ofc, that Quccne Elance 
(to whom her huſband King Henry the third hadcenmitted 
the charge of the Kealme trauciling into Fraunce ſut Jar) 
baung occaſion to croſſe the ſeas to confer wich ler buſtend, 
committed the rule and gouernment of the ſame vate ths 
Archbiſhop. It was in tte rette 125 3. at whot time be teig 
a bery aged man and ſickly, was ext eeding loth to take it vyon 
hun. Bee ſate Archbiſhop aboue nine and thirty partes, in 
which ſpace he did many things to the god and benefit, bothof 
bis Se and Church. The mannoz ef Zhozpe hee purcbalcd 
the Church of the ſame, both which he gaue in effec vnto hu 
Ser, but vcrbo tenus unto the Deane and Chapter, taking al 
ſurance of them. that they ſhould alwaies graunt it ouet vnto 
the Arct biſhop foz the tune being. And this cevric he tote to 
the end, that if the tempoꝛalities of the Archbiſhop:1cke ſhould 


be ceaſed into the Kings hands, either ſede plena wb ich ſonies / 


tunes bapned ) 02 vacant ( which is very vſnall) with this tre 
Buigs officers ſhouldnot meddle. Ye erected muy chantrus 
in diuers places. Ve gaue vnto his Church thirty two wo 
verfull ſumptuous coapes , and left a goodiy ſtocke of tattell 
unto his Ducceſloꝛs, pꝛocuring the Bing to confirme the gift, 
x to take oꝛder that cuery Archbiſhop ſhould be bound to lcaue 
it as he found it. De bought vnto his See the houſe now called 
White Pall and heeretofo;e Bozke plate.) Hubert de Burgo 


Carle of ient built it, andgaue it vnto the Fryer __— . 
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London. who ſold it bnto this Archbiſhop. Inthe time of Cars 
pinall Woolſies diſgrace , the Bing required it ot hun, and he 
cither fo2 feare,o2 elſe hope of currying a little fauour with the 
King that way,yeelded by and by. As foz this man hee died at 
laſt on Pay day 1 25 5+ and was buried in S. Peters Church,

Hen the King heard of his death, he determined not 
6 \ / to ſuffer his place to be filled oner haſtily: All other Hen: 40. 


Biſhopzickes of England { ſaith te) haue been in 
my hands heretofoze,but this neuer: Therefoze I muſt be av» 
aiſcdhow I let it paſſe out of my fingers. The Chapter after 
a connenient ſpace , made choiſe of Sewall their Deane that 
was bꝛought vp in tze Uniurrſitic of Oxfoꝛd, a man modeſt, 
vertuous and learned, being well ſcene not onely in Dini⸗ 
nitie, but in Law alſo and much other god learning. Di⸗ 
ners of bis wzitings remaine and are remembꝛed by Bale in 
his Centuries. Vee was a diligent hearer of Edmund of A- 
benden (after Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and canon'3ed a 
Saint at what time hee read the Prumity lecture in Oxfoꝛd. 
This Saint Edmund (as Matthew Paris repe2teth ) would of- 
ten tell his ſcholler Sew all, that out of all queſtion hee ſhould 
die a Partyʒ. Bow farre fo2th this pzcdiction fell ont true, 
pu ſhall beare anon. Now the Ring not liaing this ſpecd of 
the Chapter men, as not being foz his pzofit , hindꝛed the new 
elec what hee might, and foꝛ want of better matter, alleaged 
agamlſt him that hee was a baſtard, and ſo by the Cannons 
vncapable of that honour. It was true enough, and how he 
ſalued thatſoze , J cannot tell: A diſpenſation belike from 
Rome (where all things were then to be had fo: money) toke 
away that obſtacle. I unde he was conſecrate by the ſuffagran 
Piſhops of his owne P3ouince, July 23. 1256. a veare and 
almoſt thzce moneths, after the death ol his pꝛedet eſſoꝛ. Vis 
Deanry being thus voide, the Pope toke vpon him to beſtow 
the lame vpon one Iocdan a ſtranger, that vnderffe&d not one 
wo;de of Cngliſh , and otherwiſe vtterly vnwo:thy of that 
godly pꝛeterment. This lordan, doubting leaſt in taking pof- 
ſellion 
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ſefſion hee might happlly bee refifted,came info the Church ve 
Vozke, at dinner time, and inquiring of one (whom by chance 
hee found then at his pzayers) which was the Deanes fall, 
cauſed two of his owne company ts deliuer him poſſeſſion 
thercof. This being done, though in hugger mugger, was 
quickly bzought vnto the Archbiſhops cares, who grieued in 
fimttely at the ſame , and ſonght by all meancs poſſible to vic 
anull and make voide the Popes gift. The Cannons and 
Church-men were ſo amazed with this ſtrange and ertraozzy 
nary courſe ( ſtrange in thoſe daves, but afterwards te com 
mon) as they knew not what to doc 02 ſap. It ſeemed m get 
ſurd and deteſtable vnto them, that ſo high a dignitic , any a 
office of ſuch impoztance, in plate and authoꝛitie next vnto the 
Archbiſhop, ſhould bee conferred vpon a baſe obſcure and can 
temptible fellow. But they ſtood ſo in awe of the Popesty- 
ranine,whereunto the King had ſubrected, and as it were, pzo- 
ſtrate hunſclfe, that they dur not make any pꝛofeſſion of uni 
like. About the ſame time the Pope ſent a commandement 
into England, that thꝛee hundꝛed of the nert benefices that fell 
ſhould bee beſtowed vpon certaine Italians that hee named, 
men ignozant of the Cngliſh tongue, and though otherwiſe 
perhaps woꝛthy the places appointed them (which is greatly 
to be doubted pet in that reſpect moſt vnfit heere to haut cure 
of ſoules committed vnto them. In this imurious courſe,our 
Sc all couragiouſlp wichſtod hun, and not onely by wozdand 
letter ſharply reprchended the Pope, but alſo in deds reſiſted 
this his tyzanmie, vtterly refnfing to admit either lordan vats 
the Deanry, oz any other of his Italians to any other pzoms 
tion in his Dioceſſe Fo: his labour he was quickly ſuſpe 
ded. Wherewith he was ſo little terrificy, as that notwith 
ſtanding, hec ſtod ſtill ſtoutly to his tackling, and yeldedno! 
one inch. Iordan thereſoze, whether doubting of god (uccelle, 
02 wearicd with trouble, oz in regard that hee percetued hun 
ſelfe verp odious in Yozke, reſigned his Deanry, accepting 
penſion of a hund2zed markes ont of it. This compoſition 
with lordan,nething appeaſed the Popes fury : determium 
belike to make him an example to other, hee ficſt cauſed his 
croſſe in contumelious manner to be taken from hun, and ſons 
after thundzing out his greateſt excommunicatiuu, w

pic to bor curfed thzoughout England with bell, boke, and 
candle. By theſe, and infinite other verations (ſaith Mat- 
thew Paris) t was much diſgraced in the fight of the world; 
but became no doubt farrs the moge acceptable in the ſight of 
God. Solong he denied to bow bis knas unte this Baal, as 
ouercome with cate, and not induring thoſe continuall mole- 
ſtations, bes died at lat hart bzoken , much betterveſerutng 
the name of a Þartyr, then many other to whom the Church 
of Kaine hath affozded that title. Lying vpon his deathbed, 
tp2rceining dis end to appzoach, with watry cies loking ſed. 
la Aly towards Heauen in the bitternes ofhisſoule be made

and care of thoſs Churches, the rule and charge whereo! vato 
me / though vnwozthy) thou haſt committed : Notwith- 
ſanding leaſt by my contempt the Popes vuiuſt ſenfence of 
excom.nunication become iuſt and deſerned, with all humili⸗ 
tie Jcraveto beabſolued from the ſame. But J appeale vnto 
the the ſupꝛemt and vncozruptible tudge ; and both heauen 
and earth ſhall be my witnefſes , that he hath moſt rmuſtly 
bered and many wales as greenoufly as wong ully offended 
mee. Befoze hia end alſo he wzit vnto the Pope a very effe- 
cual, and pithy letter, wherein hee laied beſoꝛe him at large 
the miſerable eſtate into which the tyranny of him and his 
pꝛe deceſſoꝛs had bꝛought the Church; pzapfng him to haue a 
tate to mend what was amiſſe, x to remember that Chꝛiſt 
repeated vnto Peter thzice, Feede my ſheepe, but not ſo much 
as once 0; helfe once bid him either to lay them 02 to thare 
them, much leite to teare cut their very bowels to denoure 
02 deſtroy them, as be did. But the Pope was ſo farce front 
following this gad aduiſe, 25 ee not onelp contemned the 
ſame, but ũrit detided the god Bichop fo2 his labour, after- 
ward grew int great choller, taking it hainouly , that any 
QA g moztall 
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moꝛtall man ſhould bee ſo pꝛeſumptous, as to admoniſh hin 
ofhis dutie. Ve ſate Archbiſhop onely two yeares , in which 
time bcc cefozmed many things amiſſe in the Rate of 

Church. Yee cauſed the ſtipend of che miniſters of Han 
Sepulchres chappell te ba increaſed , and appointed them 
be called Cannons : Bree creaed Aicaridges in diuets imat 
pꝛiate Churches, which till that time were very ill ſerued im 
did many other things woozthmemozy, but moze wouly 
haue done if his time hadbin either longer 02 moze quit in 
peaceable. Ye vied vpen, oz nate vato Aſcention day, 123, 
and was burted in his Cathedzall Church: The place ofhis 
ſepulture there, was much frequented ot the ignoꝛ ant peepl 
that eſteemed hima Saint. Notwithſtanding the great con- 
flias betweone him and the Pope, our monkes donbt net ty

Paulus Æmilius de geſtis, Franc. ſaith, 
that at what time diners Grecian pzelates came to the conm- 
cell of Lyons, to conferrs with the learned men of out Me- 
lerne Church concerning the difference of opinions betwan 
vs ard them; Thomas Aquinas ( who then reade Dintnitte 
at Naples) was (ent foz as the fittelt man of that age to 
deale with them; but hee died by the way. Bonauenture 
was then appointed to (upply his place, and leaſt the Crect- 
ans ſhould deſpiſe him being but a Frier Minor ; The Pope 
offered hum the Archbiſhopzicke of Yozke. Yo was loath(taith 
Paulus A milius to take ſo great a charge vpon him, and vp⸗ 
on his re fuſall was made a Cardinall. I cannot ſee how ei⸗ 
ther of theſe repozts ſheuld be true. Foz the Vd of Vozke at 
that time and long both befo;e and after was ſnll, be ing poſ- 
ſeled by Walter Giffard from the peare 1266. til 1279. Now 
to leaue Bonauentute as we found dim, ver ſhall vouTeriTaild, 
that the Deane and Chapter ef Yozke ſone aſter the death of

dance vnto , and therefoze beſonght the Pope that be wontd 
take a courſe the (aid pzopoztion after his death might bee be- 
fowed vpon ſome wozthy man that might make amends fog 
that which in his time had hetherts bene wanting. Þareup- 
on the Pope pzeſently after his kinſmans death, wꝛit his let- 
tet to the Archbiſhop requiring him to appoint vato that place 
ſome wozthy Diuine that would vndertake alwates to refide 
vpon it. Pe did ſo, and made choiſe of Gilbert Segraue that 
was after Biſhop ofLondon. In the meane ſpace the Aing 
had wzitten his letters in behaife of one Iohn Buſh his De- 
crefary,and accepting no excuſe 02 ſatiſfagion, fo2 not ſatiſfy- 
ing his deſire therein, in great diſpleaſure he toke away from 
him th; Batontes ( as one ſaith 1 thinke he meaneth 
Pannozs ) appertaining of olde unte his We, and retai- 
ned them ſo long as the Archbiſhoppe liusd, which was 
indeede but a Gozt time- Vee ſate in all but thz& yeares 
ſeven moneths and tenne dates. Whether it bee that few 
mens minds are ſo great, as to ſuſkain the burthen of a pin 
es diſpleaſure , oz that God which pzomiſeth a reward of 
long life vnto theſs that yalde honour vnto their lupetioꝛs, in 
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his iuſt indgement dos ſoneft cat of ſuch as are backwardin 
this duety : So ſarely it hath fallen out fo2 the mo part,that 
thoſe Bichops that daue pzeſamed moſt in oppoſing them 
ſelues againſt their Pzinces,haune leaſt time indured,and ever 
quickly bene taken away; whereof J could yeeld manyerayy 
ples. This Thomas Corbridge died at Lanham Septem 12. 
1303.and was buried at Pouthwell. Jn his time te wit the 
ycare 1303. (the Coutts of the Kings bench and Erchequer 
which had remained at Yozke 7. peares, were now bought 
backs to London agatne.

Ethilt then lucccded William de Greenfield) wut. 

non of Bozke and Channcellour of England vuder kung 
Edward the fic(t. A great and wiſe Touncelloz, very eloquent, 
and not vnlearned.Ufter his eleaion bee was faine to awaits 
the Popes pleaſure two peares,befsze het could obtainecan- 
ſectation, which at laſt he recetued, his eleaion being confir- 
med by Pope Clement the fifth anns 21306. But it coſthim 
oo. marks beſide the charge thatyhe was at while des lay 
in the Popes Court a ſutet. By reaſon of theſe immoderate 
expenſes, he became (6 bare,that at his firft returncints Eng 
land he was faine to make twe collections among bis clear 
ay in one yeare; the fleſt he called a benenolence , the ſecond 
anaide. Mee was a great fanourer of the templets euer 
where opp;efled in thoſe dates, eſpetiallp by the Pope and 
Philip the French king. The peate 1311. he was pzeſental 
the Counſell of Vienna, where hee had place alotted him nes! 
bato the Archbiſhopsf T rcucr. When he had ſate 9. pars, 
cleuen moneths, and two dates, hes departed this life at Ca, 
wood December 13.1315 and was buried in his Cathedzall 
Church in the Chappell of Nicolas.

peste 1315. William de Melton Paouoſt of Beuerley:

With the Pope bee 
found no m928 grace , then his pzedecefſo; had done, vader 
tus yeares ſuit conſecration could not bo had. It was at laſt 
affoozded him September 25. 1; 1. at Aninion, Almoſt 2 ;. 
yearss he gonerned the Sof Pozke, and that very wozthi- 
ly : attending diligently net onely the affaires and bufinefſg 
of his Church,but alſo dis one pꝛiuate adtons, indeuouting 
by challity, faſting . pzacer,almeſdeds,hoſpitality, and vertu- 
ous behautour, like a god paſto; to teach and inſtrud, as well 
by example oflife,as pzeaching and dogrine. Mee was very 
god to his Tenants,but cate ſull ts pꝛeſetue, and rather to in 
creaſe,then any way te impaite the Tate , liberties and reue- 
nues of his Church. Yet was hes not carelefle of the pzefer- 
ment of his ſeruants and kindzed, whom (as occaſion ſerned) 
he pleaſured and aduanced to very good places. Amongſt the 
reft, andby the Popes licence , hes parchaſed to a bzothers 
lou the pano2s of Kingſkiln , Kingſclere, and Wentwozth, 
which till that fime belonged ts the Archbiſhops of Koan. Ve 
beſtowed great coſt vpon the ſhzyns of @.VVilliam, and fint- 
ſhedthe weft part of the body of his church, with the expenſes 
of 700.markes. Ye encloſed allo a place called the old Byaly 
at Pozke, with a godly wall. Vee compounded along and 
tedious controuerfte betwarns the Deane and the Chapter of 
bis Church, pzocuring the oder ſet downe by him to bee con- 
firmed by ths Pope arino x 3283.Laflly he deceaſed Apzill 23. 
(02 as one delinercth Apzill .) : $40. at Cawod, haning ſate 
22. peates andalmeſt 7,moueths, in which time he had bene 
ſuccefiiuely Treaſarer and Chauntello: of England. Vis bo-

Be was bzought vpin Drfozd, where hee was very mach e- 
ſtæmed lo; his learning, beeing a great Dinine, anda very 
good Canoniſt. Me wzit diuers things, both in Cngliſhand 
Latine : amongſt the reT he publiſhed an expcſition vpon the 
ten Commandements in his mother tongue, which bee re- 
quired all the Cleargy men in his Dioces to read diligent- 
lp vato their Pariſhioners. That wozke I haue and keye 
as a monument woozthy to beseſteemed, Dininity hoves in 
the Engliſh tongue were geaſon in thoſe dates. J pꝛay God 
they bee not now to common, Bale (bpon what ground J 
know not) ſaith be was created a P:ieff Cardinall, at Saint 
Sauinæ by Dope Vrban the fifth, whem Thomas Walling 
ham tepozteth to daue beene an Englichman, and le 
was likelp to be moze liberall in affzding that kinde ol ho⸗ 
nont to his Conntrymen , then his pꝛedeceſſozs had bane, 
But of the ſaid Pope I thinke Bales tepoꝛt to be the ttuet . al 
4:mina that he was a Frenchman bone. but the ſonne of an 
Dugliſhman one W. Griſaunt a phiſitian. And fo; the Arch. 
becauſe that in Onvphrius ¶ Ciaconius J find no — 
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him, we muſt ſay, that epther he was no Cardina , a; elſe that 
their collections art not ſo perfect and abſolute,as they would 
make the wazid belcene. An the tenth yeare after his tranfla- 
tian, he vegan to build anew the quiet of his cathedzal church, 
laying the firſt Cone himſc(f.the twenty nine of July, toward 
the charge of which wozk,he pzeſently laid down a handzed 
pound, (02 as ſome repozt ſue hundzed pound) and p;omiſed 
to contributs yarely 2 00.marks,o2 8s others (ay, 2 00.1, till 
it were finiſhed ; which (o long as da lined, bee faitbfully 
perfo;med. Pe beſtowed great coft in beautifying the Lady 
Chappell with images, and pictures of excellent wezkeman⸗ 
ſhip; and removing the bodies of diners of his pꝛedeteſſoꝛs 
that lay buried elſe where about the Church, cauſed them to 
be entombed in the ſatd Chappell in very ſemely maner,le 1 
ning a place foz himſolfe in the natddle thereof, where dy ing, 
Kouember6,1;7;, at Thozpe,he was ſone after ſolemnely 
entered.

beſtow it ſo, as benefiting many bee might p2ocure lu many 
aduerſaries vnto Neuill, wherof any one alone might hardly 
ſame able to withſtand him, but all theſs together hee knew 
very well.

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Pozke, it is remembyed, that he remoned all the Ringes 
Court from Weſtininfer te Bozke, pꝛetending a deſice to 
pnniſh the pꝛide and pꝛeſumption of the Londoners, who 
were then in great diſgrace with the King, alleadging alſo 
petaduentute that thoſe Courtes had bene helde there a- 
boat fonreſco2e peares paſt, the ſpace of ſeuen peates toges 
ther, as in I. Corbridge J haue remembzed.

be was incomparably learned ſaith I homas Wallingham) 
of lagulat integrity fo2 his life and conuerſation,aud(whicth 
is not altogether to bee neglected) of a godly and amiable 
perſonage. Hs was b;onght vy in Cambzidge (as Bale l. 
ueteth, Gul. Nloneſtrienſis ſaith it was tn Drſozd) and g. 
tie ded there firſt aller of Arte, then Dogs; of Law, then 
be frauelledchzough France inte Jtaly, and became ann 
nocate iu the Popes Court, vntill that at lat returning heme 
he was made Tod Chanceliour of England, in the 2. years 
of king Richard the ſecond, but continued not aboue ons 
peare in that place, Auguſt 9. 13 96. hee was conſecrateBl 
top of Coventry and Lichfield, managed that charge law 
dably, and is commended as well leg bis own pꝛiuate may- 
nets and behantour, as his publtke gouernment. Vis ende 
was vnhappy and very miſerable. King Henry had lately 
depoſedKing Richard, by whame this man was pzeferred, 
and had cauſed his bzother afozenamed the Earls of Wiit- 
ſhire to be beheaded at Bziſtow. Whether it were deſire ty 
reuenge theſe wzongs done to his friends, 93 ſome other te 
ſpect, I know nat, ccrtaine it is, that the y@re 1405 be loined 
with the Carie of Rozthumbetland, the Earle Parchall, the 
L020 Bardolph, and other in a cenſpiracy agatnſt King Her: 
ry. The Carle of Weſtmeriand, and lohn Duke of L inc 
Ter, the kings ſonne, were then in the Nozth Country, 
when theſe men began to ftiire, and gathering what fozces 
trep.could, came againft them. But finding the ofber toe 
ftrong fo: them, thep enquire of them in peaccable mannct 
what their intent ſhould be in taking Armes, The Archbiſhop 
anſwered, that be meant nothing but the god of the — 
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as be would gladly certifle him, it hee had ſecure and ſafe ac- 
telle vato hum. And therewithall ſhetwed a wziting, where⸗ 
in hee charged the now King with treaſon againit bis ſoug- 
raigne King Richard, oppzefſion of the Church and Commo⸗ 
nalty, whoſe Liberties he had ſwozne fo defend, ty;anny e 
cruelty in putting to death the ſatd King, many ofthe Robi⸗ 
lity and great numbers of the Commons; with impicty and 
ſacttledge in defrauding the Church of Rome of her rightes; 
and laſtly with euill gonernement, perfidiouſnefſe,pertnry, : 
divers other like hainons crimes , foz which hee pzononnced 
bim ercommunicate; requiring all men to foyne with that 
company, whoſe endeauour ſhon/d be, but torefozme what 
was amiCe; to ſeate and ſettle in the kingdome the right 
Pepe; to eſtabliſh peace in Wales and Ireland, and to fr 
the Kealme from the great and intollerable burthen oferact- 
ons, no longer to bæ endured. The Earleof Weftmerland 
hauing read this waiting,p2ofeſſed to allow of the enterp2iſe, 
and pꝛapſed it foz honeſt and reaſonable, inſomuch as mating 
with the Archbiſhop at a parlep,after a very ſewipaches, the v 
ſamed to become ttiendes, Making hands together, and 0;in- 
king to each other in fight of both their armies The Archbi- 
ſhop now doubting of nothing, ſuffered h's mea to tiiperſe 
themſelaes fo; a time: But the Earls contrartwiſe wared 
fronger and ſtronger, and at last ſaing dim elfe well able to 
deale with the Archbiſhop,came bpon him ſodainelp, and ar- 
refted dim little thinking of any ſuch matter. The kingby 
this time was come noꝛthward as farre as Pomſret\ Tht- 
ther the Archbiſhop and other p2iſoners arreſted with dim, 
were alſo d;z0ught,and carried with the king backe to Vozke 
agat7e(02 as one delinereth) to Thozpe, where Dir VVill1an 
tultord, a knight learned in the Law, and an other Juctice 
called Gaſcoyne,ſitting on a high tage in the Hall condem⸗ 
ned dim to bee beheaded. Whether hee were tried by bis 
Pares 0:no J fiadenot: and much lefſe can J pzongunce , 
whether it becxplorati iuris that hee ought to be, M Cam- 
cen a mme greater iudeement in theſe things then wp

And wee haue an erample where the ſaid Iohn Seratord 
baing occuied by the King of divers hainons crimes, 
was appointed to bæ ozdeted by foure Biſhoppes, loan 
Catles, and foure Barons, But to returne to my fv 
ry,pzclent!y attet the iudgement giuen the Arbiſhop was (et 
vppon an i ſauoured Jade, his face toward the haze 


taple, and carried with great ſcozne and ſhame to a fields 


hard by, where bis dead laſtip was Cricken off, by x 
fellom that did his office very ill, not being able to wb 
patch bim with lefſe then flue d okes. Wa was executed 
vzon Ahitſonmundap, baing the eight of Jane, 1405, 
and was buried in the Eaſt partof the new wozkes cfhv 
Churchot Vo;ke, in which place, as alſo the field when 
bu died, certaine miracles are ſaide fo haue bene dem, 
and are aſcribed vnto his holinee. It is delinered allo, 
that the Bing pzeſently after his death was Criken with 
a lepꝛoſtle. Px was the firſt Bilhopps that 4 finde put ie 
dealh by ozder of Law.

Ve ſpace of two yeres anda halte the @&« was voide 

after the death of Richard Scroope. The Pope had once 
placed in the ſame Robert Halam Chancclleuc of the Tint- 
verſity of Orfozd. But vndertanding that the King was 
greatly diſpleaſed tyzerewith, dee was content (acco2ding to 
the kings deſire) to gratifle Henry Bewer then Biſhop of 
Bathe with this pzeferment,and made Halam Biſhappe of 
alisbury.This Henry Bowet was a Docs; of Law, and 
fict a Cannon of Tels, had trauelled much in France and 
Italy, i was pzeferred to Bath alſo at firſt by the king, who 
fanoured him much. Pee was conſecrate to that Church, No- 
uember 16 1401 and tranſlated to Vozke, December fic , 
1405, About the peere 1403 hit was Treaſurer of C:igland 
the ſpace of one pare. Da continued Archbiſhop almoſt 17 
peres, in which time viz the yeare 1417, it hapned that king 
Henry the g. being ab[eat t bufis in the conqueſt of France, 
the Scots came with a great power into the Realm,and be- 
ſieged Barwicke and the Caſſie of Rokeſbozouth. This Bi- 
ſhopwas then a very aged mam and ſg impotent, as ha was 
able neither to goe no2 ride, pet would de nerdes accompa⸗ 
ny bis Counttimen that went againſt the Scots, 4 cauſed 
his men to cactp him in a chaire,that ſo at licaſt by wos ds ang 
erhoztation de might doe his beſt. theugh be were not ave to 
fight. nap not fo much as ta tand oz gde. Tits man is ſapd to 
ve the greateſt houſrkaper ok any Archbiſhop that ener ſate 
in Poꝛke befoze hun. Foꝛ pꝛoe whertof, it is allcadge?, that 
be ſpent vſually in his houſe, of Claret wine onely $5. tuns 
Ve departed this life at Catmmd. Odcb 20. 142 2. and was 
varted in the Caft pact of the inſter of Vozke by the al⸗ 
far of Ull-Saints which bimfſcife bit and furnithed lump⸗ 
tudullę with all things that might belong vnts tt. Vee bullt 
Alo the Hall in tho Caſtle of Caw@2,and the kitching ofthe 
anno; houſe gf ;Dteley.

T Pe Pope of bis owne ablolate autho2ity, placed they 


in Vozke Richard Fleming Bilhep of Lincolne. Þany 
ſtatutes andlawes had ban made t tepzeſſe this tyzunni 
call dealing ofthe Pope. But his excoinmunications were 
ſuch terrible bugs, as men vuiT rather offend the lawgs of 
their couutry, then come within the com palle of his cenſures, 
Pet the Deane and Cyspter of Yozke taking ſtomackt ww 
to them, vſed ſuch aduantage as the law wonld affazy 
them, and by fozce kept out the new Archbiſdep rom entting 
bis Church. Puch ads there was bet wenne them The event 
was, that the Pope vnable to make god his gift, was fun 
to teturne Fleming to Kincolne againe, and to tranſlate lohn 
Kempe Biſhop of London (a man better fauonred of the 
Deane and Chapter) te Yozks. This lohn Kempe was iff 
Bishop of Rockefter (conſecrate the yeare 14: 8.) remery 
thence to Chicheſter 1422. from Chicheſter to London the 
ſame peare,and fromLonden to Yozke 1425. when the Þg 
had bane void 2 pers. At Pozke bee continued almoſt 23. 
pares, and in his olde age, even one years befoze bus death, 
was content to remoue once mo2e, viz. to Cantervary. The 
yeare 1449, Me was made Cardinall Santz Rurmnz,and 
was twice Chancellour of England.

The yeare 
1460, he was made Lozd Chancellour of England, the 
youngeſt Chancellour J thinks that euer was, eyther be- 
foze 02 fince his time. In that office hes continued till the 
rate 1464. viz. untill the marriage of N. Edward the 4- 
Jn which action the king well knowing h& had giuen cauſe 
of offence unte the Tarle of Micke (oz it was done 
while the Carle was Ambaſſadourin Fraunce,and buſte in 
a Treaty ſez a match betweansthe King andthe French 
Quacnes Aster.) Me thought it neceſſary to weaken him 
what hee might, and ſe firſt cemoued this his bzother from 
the office of Chancellour, and be d ed it vpon Robert 
Stillington Biſhop of Bathe. MotwithRanding this altena- 
tion ofthe king from him, the yeare 1466. her obtained the 
Archbichepzicke of Pozke, and held the ſame, (but with 
great trouble) vutill dis death. The diſcontentment of the 
diſhonour done to the Earle by the kings marriage, flicking 
fil in his mind, t hauing peraduenture continual occaſions of 
new griefes,h&@ made aconfederacy with dis bzethzen to pull 
downe king Edward that had ratgned now almoſt nine pters, 
and to ſet vp king Henry the firt again, who had lain in pꝛiſen 
all that while. This inderd they perfozmed partly by the helpe 
of George Duke of Clarence king Edwards bzother. And it 
was the hap of this Archb, to take K. Edward pziſoner, at 
Owlney in Rozthampton ſhire.
